Rev.  Frank  G.  Potter,  of  Massachusetts,  Grand  Chaplain,  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Throne  of  Grace  as  follows : 

OPENING  PRAYER. 

Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  believe  in  Thee  as  the  Creator 
of  all  things,  the  Giver  and  Sustainer  of  all  life.  Thou  art  the  omnipotent 
and  omniscient  God.  Thou  art  our  Father,  Brother  and  Friend.  We  believe 
that  Thou  art  not  only  deeply  concerned  for  the  peace,  joy,  comfort  and 
happiness  of  Thy  children,  but  that  Thou  art  also  interested  in  and  anxious 
to  help  that  institution,  whatever  its  name,  which  has  for  its  ultimate 
purpose  the  uplift  and  welfare  of  mankind.  Because  of  this  belief  and 
inspired  by  this  faith,  we  lift  our  hearts  to  Thee  in  prayer  in  the  open¬ 
ing  moments  of  this  session. 

May  Thy  blessing  rest  upon  our  Grand  Sire,  all  other  Officers  of  this 
Body,  and  upon  these  Representatives.  Realizing  something  of  the  work 
which  lies  before  us,  may  we,  each  and  all,  be  deeply  in  earnest.  Under¬ 
standing  our  limitations,  may  we  be  deeply  conscious  of  our  needs  and  may 
this  consciousness  make  us  intensely  serious. 

May  our  hearts  be  filled  with  Thy  love;  may  our  minds  think  Thy 
thoughts;  may  our  spirits  be  like  unto  the  Divine  Spirit.  For  it  is  only 
as  these  things  shall  be  true  of  us  that  we  can  live  our  best  lives  and  render 
the  largest  service. 

We  are  here  as  the  Representatives  of  a  great  Brotherhood.  We  are 
here  to  deal  with  matters  of  great  moment,  to  discharge  duties  of  great 
importance,  to  consider  questions  of  policy  relative  to  the  future  of  our 
Order.  Help  us,  we  pray  Thee,  that  we  may  be  broad  in  our  vision,  un¬ 
selfish  in  our  desires,  clear  in  our  thinking,  calm  in  our  deliberations,  sane 
in  our  discussions,  keen  in  our  judgments  and  wise  in  our  decisions  and 
action.  Help  this  Sovereign  Body  to  legislate  in  a  way  that  shall  make  it 
possible  for  our  Order  to  meet  the  changing  conditions  of  the  times  in 
which  we  live,  to  minister  to  the  welfare  of  our  brethren  in  even  a  larger 
way  than  ever  before,  and  to  keep  pace  with  the  growing,  developing  and 
expanding  civilization  of  to-day. 

We  are  meeting  under  peculiarly  delightful  and  inspiring  conditions. 
We  are  here  in  the  City  of  Brotherly  Love,  in  the  Cradle  of  Liberty,  in  the 
Birthplace  of  the  American  Nation.  The  place  on  which  we  stand  is  indeed 
holy  ground.  We  pray  Thee  that  we,  in  our  relationship  to  Odd  Fellowship, 
may  have  something  of  the  spirit,  vision,  desire,  earnestness,  optimism  and 
daring  which  characterized  the  fathers  of  our  country.  As  they,  by  their 
act,  made  that  time  and  this  place  memorable  in  the  life  of  the  American 
people  and  even  in  the  life  of  the  world,  so  may  we,  by  our  acts  this  week, 
make  this  one  hundred  and  second  session  of  our  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
memorable  in  the  life,  growth  and  progress  of  our  beloved  Order. 

May  Thy  blessing  rest  upon  our  great  Brotherhood  everywhere.  Heal 
the  sick,  strengthen  the  weak,  encourage  the  downcast,  cheer  the  despondent 
and  comfort  those  who  mourn.  May  we  realize  more  and  more  the  fullest 
meaning  and  the  largest  significance  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Man  and  the 
Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  great  necessity  of  making  our  own  lives  the 
embodiment  of  the  sublime  teachings  of  Odd  Fellowship.  We  ask  it  all 
in  the  name  of  Christ.  Amen.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SIRE  AND 
COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Officers,  Representatives  and  Brethren:  Time,  in  its  relentless  tide, 
has  again  marked  off  the  span  of  another  year — another  period  has  been 
moulded  into  the  thing  we  call  the  past — a  year  plucked  from  eternity’s 
span.  How  well  we  have  treated  this  thing  we  call  a  year,  imperishable  and 
yet  never  returning,  only  time  can  tell.  The  record  has  been  written, 
irremovable  and  ineffaceable  and  it  must  stand  as  the  history  of  our  en¬ 
deavors  for  the  past  12  months. 

As  members  we  can  consistently  hope  that  it  has  been  one  of  progress, 
one  of  attainments  in  the  worth-while  things  pertinent  to  our  work.  If  we 
have  “  hitched  our  wagon  to  a  star.”  not  too  high,  but  high  enough  so  that 
it  takes  our  utmost,  and  a  little  more,  of  effort  to  reach  it,  then  there  will 
be  some  measure  of  disappointment  in  not  having  fully  attained  the  goal, 
but  there  will  also  be  joy  in  the  conscious  thought  that  our  aim  has  been 
upward  and  onward  and  that  some  real  progress  has  been  made. 

No  one  who  is  forward-looking  is  content  with  present  conditions.  The 
paradoxical  statement  that  “  to  stand  still  is  to  go  backward  ”  is  full  of 
meaning  and  carries  a  warning  that  all  should  heed.  The  same  warning 
comes  to  us  as  members  of  the  Fraternity.  We  must  advance,  else  we  die, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  full  meaning  of  the  warning  is  borne  home 
to  every  thoughtful  member.  We  deplore  pessimism;  it  is  hopeless,  gloomy, 
almost  stultifying,  and  without  constructive  effort;  it  leads  toward  inaction. 

On  the  other  hand,  this  Order  must  beware  of  the  sedative  effects  of  an 
unthinking  optimism,  that  self-complacent  contentment  that  looks  with 
disfavor  upon  any  change  that  lulls  itself  to  sleep  with  the  thought  that 
all  will  come  out  well  in  the  end.  Remember,  a  real  optimist  is  never 
afraid  to  look  a  new  idea  in  the  face. 

I  say  to  you  that  conditions  demand  that  we  look  our  affairs  squarely 
in  the  face,  and  that  we  be  not  slow  to  recognize  the  direction  in  which 
wc  are  going.  We  want  no  static  Odd  Fellowship.  We  want  an  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  that  does,  not  one  that  merely  professes.  We  ought  with  Catonian 
severity  to  exclaim: 

“  ’Tis  not  in  mortals  to  command  success,  but 
We’ll  do  more,  Sempronius,  we’ll  deserve  it.” 

Let  us  hope  that  this  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  catch 
a  widened  vision.  Our  Order  has  gotten  to  the  point  where  we  must  not, 
if  we  have  proper  regard  for  the  perpetuity  of  the  institution,  live  in  the 
dead  past,  but  we  must  look  forward  to  higher  things  in  fraternity,  and 
keep  step  to  the  cadences  of  civilization’s  onward  march.  Unless  we  do  this, 
the  Order  will  have  to  stand  severer  strains  in  the  future  than  it  has  been 
called  upon  to  do  in  the  past,  and  with  it  must  come  also  the  attendant 
weakening  which  such  strains  always  impose. 
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The  Grand  Sire  is  glad  to  be  able  to  come  to  you  with  the  word  that 
quite  generally  throughout  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  world  there  seems 
to  be  a  revival  of  interest  in  the  real  work  of  Odd  Fellowship.  This  revival 
will  not  be  reflected,  to  any  great  extent,  in  the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions, 
in  increase  in  membership.  In  fact,  from  reports  which  reach  the  Grand 
Sire  at  the  time  this  report  is  written,  it  seems  certain  that  the  report  of 
the  Grand  Secretary  to  this  Body  this  year  will  show  another  net  loss, 
these  reports  being,  of  course,  for  the  work  of  the  year  1925.  As  before 
stated,  it  now  seems  that  the  Order  has  thrown  off  its  lethargic  spell  and 
that  there  is  a  revival  of  interest  practically  everywhere,  which  gives  us 
cause  for  consistently  having  the  feeling  that  we  “  have  turned  the  comer.” 
Unless  untoward  and  external  influences  shall  seriously  affect  us,  the  reports 
for  the  year  1926  should  not  be  balanced  in  red  ink,  and  should  indicate 
that  this  great  Fraternity  has  gotten  again  into  its  stride  and  is  marching 
along  at  a  pace  somewhat  comparable  with  that  of  its  former  active  days. 

Everywhere  we  go  we  find  a  feeling  that  consistent,  progressive  effort 
is  being  made  to  get  the  Fraternity  back  into  the  place  that  it  properly 
belongs  and  thereby  have  it  in  a  position  where  it  will  be  able  to  meet 
present-day  conditions,  where  it  will  give  an  exemplification  of  fraternity 
in  a  way  that  will  make  it  outstanding  in  this  day  and  generation,  as  it 
was  in  the  days  of  the  fathers  who  have  gone  before. 

You,  Grand  Representatives,  have  assembled  here  for  mutual  counsel, 
to  pass  upon  the  stewardship  of  your  Grand  Sire,  to  say  whether  his  work 
for  the  year  and  the  term  has  been  all  that  it  should  have  been,  and  to 
determine  whether  the  suggestions  that  he  offers  for  the  future  of  Odd 
Fellowship  are  worth  following  to  conclusions.  These  suggestions  come 
to  you  born  of  an  experience  which  covers  a  personal  contact  with  the 
members  and  with  the  conditions  of  the  Order  in  every  State  in  the  United 
States,  in  every  province  in  Canada,  with  the  republic  of  Cuba,  and  in  all 
the  nations  of  Europe  where  a  Grand  Lodge  exists,  save  possibly  one  where 
because  of  civil  strife  it  may  not  be  possible  to  enter.  This  report  is  being 
written  while  the  Grand  Sire  and  Mrs.  Thompson  are  en  route  for  Europe 
and  while  our  passports  are  properly  visaed  for  admittance  into  Poland, 
yet,  owing  to  the  unsettled  state  of  affairs  there  at  the  time  of  our  embarka¬ 
tion,  it  was  problematical  whether  we  could  gain  admittance.  There  is  the 
other  alternative,  however,  that  the  officials  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Poland 
may  be  present  at  some  of  the  functions  in  Berlin. 

I  give  these  suggestions  to  you  and  along  with  them  certain  recommenda¬ 
tions  as  to  the  future  course  of  Odd  Fellowship,  knowing  full  well  that  the 
recommendations  given  last  year — all  acted  upon  favorably — and  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  this  year,  if  acted  upon  favorably,  will  in  some  measure 
mean  a  departure  from  some  of  the  practices  and  procedure  of  the  past. 
I  do  this  with  full  knowledge  that  responsibility  for  success  or  failure  must 
rest  quite  largely  with  me.  Permit  me  to  say,  then,  that  even  with  that 
knowledge  of  responsibility,  I  still  ask  you  to  give  most  serious  considera¬ 
tion  to  the  proposals  in  this  report  and  that  after  such  serious  consideration 
you  shall  see  fit  to  put  them  into  effect,  believing,  as  I  do,  that  we  should 
do  these  things  in  order  to  meet  the  changing  conditions  of  the  times  and 
the  varying  mental  moods  of  a  constantly  changing  viewpoint,  with  the 
consequent  necessity  for  an  adaptation  of  our  practises  to  get  in  step  with 
the  civilization  of  today. 

You  have  met  to  regulate  the  operations  of  this  Fraternity  and  to  do  such 
things  as  shall  be  necessary  in  order  to  have  it  fully  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  future.  In  the  discharge  of  these  duties,  you  too  assume  heavy 
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responsibilities,  duties  that  cannot  be  fended  off,  but  that  must  be  met 
comprehensively,  intelligently  and  with  a  full  knowledge  that  responsibility 
for  having  done  that  which  ought  not  to  have  been  done,  or,  equally  as 
imperative,  failing  to  do  the  things  that  should  be  done,  will  rest  upon  you. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  fraternal  questions  of  policy  of  this  Order  of 
more  than  four  millions  of  members  (counting  both  the  active  and  inactive 
members),  the  burden  laid  upon  you  is  heavy.  Likewise  in  considering  the 
business  relations  of  this  great  Brotherhood,  you  are  dealing  with  matters 
of  great  moment.  In  that  respect  you  sit  as  a  board  of  directors,  over  the 
assets  of  which  corporation  you  exercise  a  certain  control.  The  assets  of  this 
corporation  mount  to  the  tremendous  total  of  more  than  two  hundred 
million  dollars.  This  two  hundred  million  dollar  corporation  depends  in 
large  measure  for  its  future  success  upon  how  wisely  you  serve  upon  that 
board  of  directors;  its  weal  or  its  woe  lies  in  your  hands.  In  order  to  be  in 
a  position  to  consistently  declare  its  dividends  (figurative),  it  must  actually 
earn  them,  it  must  be  a  strong,  virile,  aggressive  concern,  able  to  meet 
competition  and  do  a  fair  proportion  of  remunerative  business.  Its  activities 
are  complex,  its  field  of  activity  is  also  keenly  competitive,  it  must  sell 
goods  of  recognized  value  and  it  must  sell  the  goods  to  people  whose 
credit  (figurative)  is  good,  else  we  shall  inevitably  lose  thereby.  The 
responsibility  for  the  future  success  of  this  great  concern  lies  with  you  and 
depends  upon  the  sagacity  with  which  you  divine  the  future  and  deal  with 
these  problems. 

You  meet  here  under  peculiarly  inspiring  conditions.  Here  in  this  great 
city  where  sat  the  first  board  of  directors  to  map  out  a  policy  which  should 
control  the  destiny  of  a  great  nation  and  from  which  emanated  that  docu¬ 
ment,  that  Magna  Charta  of  a  new  world,  which  has  since  become  the 
prototype  of  governmental  policy  for  civilizations  the  world  around. 

In  this  strictly  international  organization,  far  be  it  from  the  Grand  Sire 
to  exalt  the  government  of  one  as  against  another,  but,  in  consideration  of 
the  significance  of  the  city  in  which  we  meet,  of  the  historic  surroundings 
all  about  us,  of  the  one  hundred  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  signing  of  that 
American  Magna  Charta,  the  Sesqui-Centennial  International  Exposition 
which  is  being  held  in  this  city  in  honor  of  that  event,  and  the  further 
fact  that  the  government,  which  later  was  the  fruition  of  that  compact 
signed  one  hundred  fifty  years  ago,  was  used  somewhat  as  the  model  upon 
which  this  Order  came  to  be  governed,  it  will  not  be  out  of  place  to  refei 
incidentally  to  the  significance  of  the  day  and  the  hour. 

Here,  in  this  city,  celebrating  this  event,  many  of  the  nations  of  the  earth 
are  engaged  in  friendly  rivalry  as  they  display  the  choicest  products  of  their 
labor  and  their  enterprise.  Here  the  labor  of  the  husbandman,  the  skill  of 
the  artisan,  the  genius  of  the  artist,  the  industry  of  the  student  have  com¬ 
bined  to  show'  the  highest  mental  and  manual  development. 

With  less  ostentation  and  parade  you  here  uncover  to  the  public  gaze 
an  exhibition  of  man’s  moral  and  social  development  and  the  practical 
operation  of  all  its  departments  through  the  instrumentality  of  this  Fra¬ 
ternity  which  you  have  gathered  here  to  represent.  Here  in  this  congress 
of  nations,  this  parliament  of  the  world,  you  meet  to  legislate  for  a  world¬ 
wide  organization,  through  all  its  varied  manifestations,  under  diverse 
forms  of  government.  It  is  worthy  of  comment  here  that  there  is  no  other 
body  quite  comparable  to  it  in  all  the  world  and  it  is  a  source  of  satis¬ 
faction  to  us  all  that  it  has  been  able  to  function  so  efficiently. 

Let  us  remember,  then,  as  we  meet  in  this  parliament  of  the  world,  that 
we  must  leave  without  these  doors  all  that  is  provincial,  all  that  is  selfish. 
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all  that  does  not  permit  us  to  catch  with  each  glance  a  fraternity  with  a 
perspective  of  the  world  In  this  perspective,  we  must  have  a  dissolving 
view  that  will  so  artistically  blend  the  ethical  with  the  material  that  out 
of  it  will  evolve  a  plan  for  future  action  that  will  harmonize  with  and 
blend  into  the  varying  moods  of  strange  cities  and  distant  states,  so  that 
there  Odd  Fellowship  may  function  through  the  didacticism  of  its  precepts 
in  a  metabolism  of  its  own.  If  we  may  do  this,  then  running  through  all 
the  ganglion  of  our  fraternal  life  we  may  meet  the  problems  in  symbolic 
sequence,  in  buoyant  curve  or  whimsy  of  design,  so  that  it  may  not  lose 
its  appeal  and  can  speak  with  a  composite  voice  which  will  be  quite  fully 
understood  in  every  land. 

In  doing  this,  we  must  remember  that  here  in  America,  in  the  earlier 
days  of  the  Fraternity,  the  ethical  side  had  the  greater  appeal.  But  to-day 
the  philosophy  of  America  is  pragmatic.  It  expresses  itself  in  action.  It 
must,  therefore,  be  more  or  less  materialistic.  That  does  not  necessarily 
imply  a  solely  sordid  side  even  though  some  would  have  us  so  think. 
The  American  mind  draws  from  a  hard-fought  football  or  baseball  game 
those  strategic  concepts  and  applications  to  life  which  have  been  typical 
of  our  people  in  the  United  States  and,  to  a  very  considerable  degree,  in 
the  great  Dominion  of  Canada.  In  this  respect  we  differ  quite  materially 
from  our  brethren  in  Cuba  and  in  many  of  the  countries  of  Europe.  Our 
Australian  brethren,  reared  in  a  climate  much  like  our  own,  under  conditions 
where  humankind  had  to  combat  with  nature  in  order  to  procure  the 
necessaries  of  life,  we  find  the  pragmatic  complex  more  pronounced.  True 
it  is  that  certain  of  the  northern  countries  of  Europe,  where  the  rigors  of 
life  are  more  stern,  we  find  much  the  same  philosophy  as  in  America,  yet, 
at  all  times,  it  is  tempered  by  the  centuries  of  contact  with  the  older 
civilizations  of  Europe. 

Let  us  summarize  then.  Today  our  Order  needs  action  but  blending  with 
it  enough  of  the  ethical  to  make  it  have  the  heart  appeal  which  will  give 
it  the  intimate  touch  that  shall  always  make  it  strong,  make  it  typify 
the  full  meaning  of  Brotherhood  in  all  the  redundancy  of  expression.  Re¬ 
member,  though,  that  fraternity,  brotherhood,  in  itself  is  abstract  and  that 
we  must  put  into  it  our  hearts,  our  hopes,  our  ambitions,  if  we‘  would 
make  it  rise  above  the  abstract  to  such  heights  that  all  humankind  may 
catch  the  infectious  spirit  of  love  and  bring  us  into  the  full  glory  of  real 
brotherhood. 

We  call  attention  to  these  variant  viewpoints  for  the  reason  that  you, 
Representatives,  foregathered  to  direct  the  affairs  of  more  than  four  millions 
of  men  and  women,  so  far  as  their  relations  to  this  Fraternity  are  concerned, 
have  always  before  you  the  problem  of  legislating,  not  for  this  or  that  sec¬ 
tion,  this  or  that  Grand  Jurisdiction,  but  for  Odd  Fellowship,  world-wide  and 
diversified,  in  all  its  varying  moods  and  manifestations  and  the  proper  solu¬ 
tion  of  its  problems  is  no  light  task.  Let  us  hope  that  all  approach  the  task 
with  a  full  and  constant  prescience  as  to  the  necessity  for  an  utilitarian 
viewpoint  that  will  allow  us  to  grasp  the  importance  of  the  tasks  assigned. 

In  the  remainder  of  this  report,  we  shall  deal  seriatim  with  the  various 
problems  that  have  been  presented  to  the  Grand  Sire  during  the  year  just 
coming  to  a  close.  Many  of  the  questions  are  intimately  related  to  questions 
that  we  discussed  in  the  report  of  last  year  and  which  we  will  not  repeat 
here  but  to  which  frequent  reference  will  be  made.  We,  therefore,  ask  that 
everyone  who  takes  up  a  serious  reading  of  this  report  will  first  become 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  report  of  the  Grand  Sire  made  to  the  session 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  last  year,  for  the  reason  that  much  of  the 
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argument  herewith  presented  will  be  predicated  upon  the  report  of  last 
year,  and  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  thereon.  We  would 
again  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  several  of  the  matters  here  discussed 
are  overlapping  and  in  order  that  the  full  presentation  of  the  subject  matter 
may  be  considered,  it  will  be  necessary  not  only  to  read  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Sire  to  the  last  session  but  also  to  consider  jointly  several  of  the 
matters  here  discussed. 

PROCLAMATIONS. 

In  conformity  with  the  legislation  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the 
Grand  Sire  has  issued  the  following  proclamations: 

Anniversary  Proclamation. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  GRAND  SIRE. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

At  this  time  it  is  proper  that  the  Grand.  Sire  should  call  your  attention 
to  the  approaching  one  hundred  seventh  anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
this  Fraternity. 

Some  one  has  said : 

“  The  seasons  came  and  went 
And  went  and  came 

To  teach  men  gratitude,  and  as  they  passed 
Gave  warning  of  the  lapse  of  time, 

Which  else  had  passed  unheeded  by.” 

It  is  meet,  then,  that  we,  as  members  of  this  institution,  founded  by  the 
fathers  because  of  a  desire  for  human  brotherhood,  should  give  heed  to 
the  lapse  of  time  and  see  that  it  pass  not  unheeded  by. 

There  can  be  no  full  interpretation  ®f  this  Brotherhood  unless  we  know  its 
history — its  splendid  record  of  fellowship — its  high  ideals — its  accomplish¬ 
ments — yes,  indeed,  unless  we  have  a  full  realization  of  its  prospective  and 
the  course  that  it  must  pursue  if  it  is  to  reach  a  place  approximating  the 
one  that  it  ought  to  occupy. 

Therefore,  I,  Herbert  A.  Thompson,  Grand  Sire,  do,  in  accordance  with 
usage  and  in  obedience  to  the  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  hereby 
enjoin  all  Grand  and  subordinate  bodies  of  the  Order  to  take  appropriate 
action  on  the  26th  day  of  April,  1926,  for  the  commemoration  of  the  one 
hundred  seventh  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Order. 

Let  me  suggest  that  such  action  should  be  taken  as  will  show  our  thank¬ 
fulness  to  Almighty  God  for  His  manifold  mercies  to  us  as  an  Order  and 
as  individuals;  that  these  exercises  be  of  public  nature,  dignified  and  enter¬ 
taining  in  character;  that  a  special  invitation  be  extended  to  all  worthwhile 
suspended  members  and  to  such  reputable  persons  who  are  not  now  mem¬ 
bers  who  ought  to  be  affiliated,  and  that  the  whole  program  be  of  such  com¬ 
pelling  interest  as  to  make  those  who  are  now  members  want  to  be  more 
efficient  and  active  members  and  those  who  are  not  of  us  will  want  to  be.

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Memorial  Day  Proclamation. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  GRAND  SIRE. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

In  obedience  to  our  law,  which  designates  the  second  Tuesday  in  June 
of  each  year  as  Memorial  Day,  I,  Herbert  A.  Thompson,  Grand  Sire,  do 
hereby  request  that  all  subordinate  bodies  of  the  Order  assemble  on  that 
day  and  hold  appropriate  services  in  commemoration  of  the  lives  of  their 
deceased  members;  provided,  that  if  a  different  date  be  more  convenient 
for  any  Jurisdiction  to  hold  such  service,  the  Grand  Master,  Grand  Patriach, 
Assembly  President  or  Department  Commander  may  issue  proclamations 
in  accordance  therewith. 

Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  Assembly  Presidents  and  Department 
Commanders  are  hereby  enjoined  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  the  end 
that  all  the  subordinates  under  them  shall  join  in  some  kind  of  memorial 
service  that  will  serve  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  the  day  is  set 
aside  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  One  of  the  characteristics  of  an 
advanced  civilization  is  the  way  in  which  a  nation  or  a  community  treats 
its  dead,  and  the  way  in  which  it  reveres  the  memory  of  those  who  have 
preceded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  above. 

Let  us  hope  that  this  Fraternity  will  evidence  its  advanced  civilization  by 
a  proper  observance  of  this  day,  which  should  be  a  most  sacred  one  to  us  all.

Rebekah  Anniversary  Proclamation. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  GRAND  SIRE. 

To  Whom  These  Presents  May  Come,  Greetings: 

Whereas,  The  Rebekah  Degree  was  established  on  the  twentieth  day 
of  September,  1851,  and  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  provided  that  it 
be  celebrated  annually  by  proper  ceremonies;  and 

Whereas,  This  year  marks  the  Diamond  Anniversary  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Rebekah  degree,  it  is  fitting  that  more  than  ordinary  interest 
be  manifested  in  the  observance  of  the  day  which  marks  the  close  of  three- 
quarters  of  a  century  of  activity  in  behalf  of  this  Fraternity. 

Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  stands  to-day  at  the  pinnacle  of  its  success.  Its 
record  has  been  one  of  constant  achievement.  Its  influence  upon  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  Odd  Fellowship  cannot  be  measured.  Its  future  seems  assured. 
The  occasion  of  its  seventy-fifth  anniversary  offers  an  opportunity  to  cele¬ 
brate  the  victories  of  the  past  and  to  create  a  new  and  abiding  interest  in 
the  future  of  this  most  splendidly  successful  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship. 
As  Grand  Sire,  I  trust  that  the  opportunities  thus  offered  will  be  used  in  the 
largest  measure  for  an  exaltation  of  this  important  division  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship.  This  should  be  made  an  occasion  when  all  the  other  branches  are 
invited  in  to  participate  and  to  assist  in  a  striking  and  proper  observance 
of  this  natal  day  in  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship.  We  suggest  that  subordinate 
lodges,  encampments  and  cantons  all  unite  in  observance  of  the  day.  If 
the  event  be  observed  on  the  proper  day,  September  twentieth,  it  will  be  at 
the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  one  hundred  and  second  session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  the  historic  city  of  Philadelphia,  which  at  that 
time  will  be  celebrating  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence — the  American  Magna  Charta. 
During  those  opening  exercises,  and  at  the  public  function,  which  will  be 
held  in  the  courtyard  of  Old  Independence  Hall,  the  Grand  Sire  will  take 
occasion  to  call  attention  to  the  significance  of  the  day  and  the  importance 
that  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  has  had  upon  this  Fraternity  and  upon  the 
world. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Herbert  A.  Thompson,  Grand  Sire,  by  virtue  of  said 
authority,  hereby  recommend  that  all  Rebekah  Assemblies  and  Rebekah 
lodges  set  apart  the  twentieth  day  of  September,  1926,  for  its  due  observance 
as  the  seventy-fifth  (75th)  anniversary  of  said  degree.  And  to  that  end  to 
dedicate  the  occasion  to  appropriate  exercises  and  thanksgiving  to  Almighty 
God  for  His  manifold  blessings  to  the  members  of  the  Rebekah  degree, 
individually  and  collectively.

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CIRCULAR  LETTERS. 

Again  this  year,  the  Grand  Sire  has  seen  fit  to  address  certain  letters  to 
the  executive  heads  of  the  various  departments  of  our  work  in  the  Grand 
Jurisdictions  and  to  the  heads  of  subordinates  under  the  immediate  juris¬ 
diction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Copies  of  these  letters  were  also 
mailed  to  Grand  Representatives,  Grand  Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes,  Secre¬ 
taries  of  Assemblies  and  other  interested  members. 

In  these  letters,  discussion  of  several  of  the  pressing  problems  of  the 
Fraternity  was  taken  up  in  the  hopes  of  creating  a  new  interest  and  co-opera¬ 
tion  in  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship.  They  were  also  prompted  by  the  desire 
to  create  a  psychology  which  we  believed  could  be  and  was  generated  by 
this  closer  personal  contact.  We  wanted  the  executives  to  know  that  the 
Grand  Sire  wished  to  be  in  as  close  touch  with  them  and  their  work  as  they, 
manifestly,  ought  to  be  with  their  subordinates.  We  asked  for  regular 
reports  from  them  in  accordance  with  the  Code  provisions  and  in  that  way 
it  was  possible  for  us  to  know  much  of  the  progress  of  our  work  and  we 
were  thus  better  able  to  judge  of  its  needs  than  we  could  otherwise  have 
hoped  to  be. 

We  have  keenly  appreciated  this  co-operation  on  the  part  of  most  officials 
and,  unless  personal  limitations  prevent  us,  this  co-operation  and  the  contact 
that  we  have  had  personally  with  the  officials  and  members  everywhere 
on  the  North  American  and  European  continents,  should  enable  us  to 
present  for  you  consideration  a  resume  of  the  world-wide  work  of  the  Order 
and  an  epitome  of  its  conditions. 

Some  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  letters  will  be  covered  in  later  dis¬ 
cussion  in  this  report  but  will  not  be  repeated.  We,  therefore,  urge  a  careful 
reading  of  the  letters  to  the  end  that  discussion  may  proceed  with  a  full 
knowledge  of  the  facts  and  our  presentation. 

The  letters  are  as  follows: 

No.  1.  A  Letter  and  a  Proclamation. 

November  1,  1925. 

To  all  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  Assembly  Presidents,  Department 
Commanders,  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires  and  the  Executive  Heads 
of  Each  Subordinate  Under  Immediate  Jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  Greeting: 

Because  the  exigencies  of  the  circumstances  will  not  permit  a  personal 
letter  to  each  of  you,  the  Grand  Sire  desires  to  take  this  occasion  and  this 
means  of  coming  to  you  in  an  official  way. 

THE  RECENT  SESSION  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE. 

The  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  just  closed  has  passed  into 
history.  The  record  that  was  written  there  has  already  found  its  way  into 
the  archives  of  the  Order.  The  wisdom  and  the  value  of  the  legislation 
there  enacted  can  consistently  be  judged  only  after  a  sufficient  lapse  of  time 
in  which  to  allow  the  legislation  to  operate  and  to  thereby  leave  its  impress 
upon  the  Order. 


NOTES  ON  SOME  OF  THE  LEGISLATION. 

Doubtless  your  Grand  Representatives  have  apprised  you,  or  will  soon 
apprise  you,  of  the  changes  in  law  that  were  made  at  the  recent  session  of 
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The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  so  that,  in  your  official  capacity,  you  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  proceed  in  accordance  therewith. 

At  the  start  we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  but  one  piece  of  legislation 
was  given  immediate  effect — the  new  Patriarchs  Militant  Code.  Under 
the  law,  the  other  legislation  enacted  becomes  effective  January  1,  1926. 

We  think  it  important  that  we  here  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the 
legislation  enacted  at  the  last  session: 

Amendment  to  Section  317  of  the  Code  grants  permission  to  a  Grand 
Body  to  authorize  its  subordinates  to  create  a  special  fund,  in  manner 
prescribed  by  the  law,  which  fund  may  be  used  for  the  relief  of  distress 
or  for  some  worthy  charity  outside  of  the  Order,  calculated  to  emphasize 
the  broad  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

On  the  subject  of  benefits,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  legislated  in 
several  particulars.  Section  1  of  the  Code  was  amended  so  that  instead  of 
requiring  all  subordinate  lodges  to  pay  sick  benefits,  Grand  Lodges  may 
legislate  upon  the  subject,  the  amended  section  reading  as  follows:  ‘‘Sec¬ 
tion  1.  Payment  of  Weekly  Sick  Benefits.  Every  subordinate  lodge  of  the 
Order  may  pay  weekly  benefits  to  its  sick  or  disabled  members  in  good 
standing,  when  provided  by  the  laws  of  its  Grand  Lodge.” 

Section  3  of  the  Code  was  amended  so  that  such  subordinate  lodges  as 
continue  to  pay  stipulated  weekly  sick  benefits  are  compelled  to  pay  for 
but  thirteen  weeks  instead  of  fifty-two  weeks. 

Section  6  of  the  Code  was  amended  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of 
amended  Section  1  and  amplified  it  to  the  extent  of  giving  to  Grand  Bodies 
the  express  right  to  enact  laws  to  abolish  the  payment  of  weekly  sick 
benefits,  or  to  authorize  their  subordinates  to  abolish  the  payment  of 
weekly  sick  benefits. 

A  new  section  was  added  to  the  Code  which  provides  that  a  subordinate 
lodge  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may 
exercise  its  option  as  to  the  payment  of  stipulated  weekly  benefits,  and, 
by  by-law,  may  provide  that  no  stipulated  weekly  benefit  shall  be  paid. 

Section  466  of  the  Code  was  amended  so  that  Grand  Bodies  may  provide 
by  law  that  persons  entitled  to  admission  to  a  Home  of  the  Order  may  be 
cared  for  outside  the  Home.  Sections  467  and  470  were  amended  to  con¬ 
form  to  the  change  in  Section  466. 

The  dedication  ceremony  of  Odd  Fellow  halls  and  temples  was  amended 
so  as  to  provide  for  services  recognizing  the  Rebekah  branch  and  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  the  Order. 

A  new  Patriarchs  Militant  Code  was  adopted  and  given  immediate  effect. 

Hereafter,  to  be  qualified  to  be  Grand  Representative,  in  addition  to 
qualifications  heretofore  required,  a  member  must  have  received  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  degree. 

MATTER  FOR  PROMPT  AND  ENERGETIC  ATTENTION. 

Touching  upon  the  subject  of  suspension  for  the  non-payment  of  dues, 
permit  the  Grand  Sire  to  say  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  gave 
unanimous  approval  to  the  treatment  of  the  question  during  the  past  year, 
and  he  now  wishes  to  again  direct  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  the 
subject  and  to  the  necessity  for  immediate  and  vigorous  action,  if,  in  your 
official  capacity,  you  are  going  to  go  about  it  energetically  to  assist  in  this 
campaign  to  reduce  suspensions  for  the  non-payment  of  dues.  It  is  of 
the  greatest  importance  that  whatever  is  done,  be  done  at  once.  In  a  great 
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majority  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  the  major  part  of  the  suspensions  occur 
in  December.  We  therefore  urge  you  to  do  the  things  now  that  are  neces¬ 
sary  to  call  a  halt  on  this  pernicious  practice.  The  campaign  of  last  year 
succeeded  far  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expectations.  True,  it  did  not  stop 
a  net  loss  in  the  subordinate  branch,  because  the  campaign  started  late  in 
December,  but  even  then  it  reduced  the  loss  to  a  fraction  of  what  it  had 
been  in  previous  years. 

Everything  that  the  Grand  Sire  said  in  his  circular  letters  of  last  year 
and  in  his  report  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  are  of  equal  force  right 
now.  These  letters  and  the  report  are  too  long  to  quote  here,  but  we  ask 
each  of  you  to  read  them  and  then  to  act  quickly.  We  repeat:  "There 
ought  not  to  be  any  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  excepting  possibly 
of  the  member  who  has  moved  from  the  vicinity  of  the  subordinate  to 
which  he  or  she  belongs  and  whose  address  has  therefore  been  irretrievably 
lost.  For  the  one  whose  character  is  such  that  it  is  desirable  to  sever  the 
membership,  there  is  but  one  course  open:  viz.,  to  prefer  charges.  For 
those,  if  any  there  be,  who  have  lost  interest  and  a  new  interest  cannot 
be  awakened,  by  all  means  do  not  encourage  them  to  think  that  the  proper 
way  to  get  out  of  the  Order  (and  it  is  getting  only  part  way  out,  anyway) 
is  by  becoming  indebted  to  the  subordinate  and  then  being  suspended. 
At  least  present  the  moral  and  legal  responsibility  for  paying  what  they 
owe.  That  done,  if  it  is  still  their  desire  to  leave  the  Order,  suggest  that 
the  only  honorable  course  is  to  either  take  a  withdrawal  card  or  resign. 
For  those  who  find  it  impossible  to  pay  arrearages  because  of  adverse 
financial  circumstances,  let  me  suggest  that  a  brotherly  and  sisterly  instinct 
ought  easily  and  quickly  find  a  way  to  relieve  the  financial  stress.  For  those 
who  can  pay  and  are  delinquent,  just  good  business  sense  will  suggest  that 
the  subordinates  see  to  it  that  collections  are  made.  Get  your  subordinates 
to  treat  the  delinquents  and  the  matter  of  collections  just  as  the  member 
would  treat  his  or  her  own  business.  See  to  it  that  the  right  person  is  desig¬ 
nated  to  interview  the  delinquent  and  don’t  give  up.  Remember,  there 
is  no  explaining  the  psychology  of  collections.  This  question  of  collecting 
from  delinquents  can  be  satisfactorily  solved.  We  have  hundreds  of  letters 
in  our  files  testifying  to  that  fact.  Remember,  remember  though,  that  it 
means  work,  and  plenty  of  it. 

On  the  subject  of  suspensions,  it  may  be  well  to  point  out  that  the  Grand 
Sire  has  decided,  and  the  decision  has  been  approved,  that  a  member 
reinstated  still  owes  the  amount  that  he  or  she  owed  at  the  time  of 
suspension,  unless  the  Grand  Body,  or,  in  the  absence  of  legislation  by  the 
Grand  Body,  the  subordinate  body,  has,  by  appropriate  legislation,  expressly 
provided  that  the  payment  of  the  jee  for  reinstatement  canceled  the  obliga¬ 
tion.  Let  us  suggest  that  the  right  kind  of  a  letter  (prepared  either  by  the 
executive  head  of  the  Grand  Body  or  of  the  subordinate  body)  to  sus¬ 
pended  members,  calling  attention  to  the  moral  and  legal  obligation  to 
pay  what  was  owing,  would  arouse  in  many  of  them  a  new  respect  for  a 
fraternity  which,  in  practice,  had  heretofore  condoned  an  utter  disregard 
of  the  obligation  to  pay  one’s  honest  debts  to  the  Order.  It  is  probably 
true  that  the  effect  of  this  decision  will  not  appeal  to  the  member  under 
suspension  who  joined  the  Order  for  revenue  only,  but  we  take  it  for 
granted  that  there  is  no  desire  to  urge  reinstatement  of  a  person  of  that 
character,  for  such  have  no  place  in  our  Fraternity  anyway. 

Allow  me  to  suggest  also  that  you  point  out  to  subordinates  the  necessity 
of  complying  with  every  one  of  the  provisions  of  Sections  538,  539,  540,  541, 
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542,  543,  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws,  in  order  to  make  a  legal  suspension 
for  the  non-payment  of  dues  We  fear  that  the  practice  of  the  subordinates 
in  this  respect  has  been  very  lax.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  provision  of  those 
sections  are  very  strict. 

ATTENTIVE  BENEFITS. 

On  the  subject  of  benefits,  let  me  stress  the  question  of  attentive  benefits. 
Under  that  heading  there  could  very  properly  be  placed  all  the  ministra¬ 
tions  that  could  come  within  the  purview  of  fraternal  attention.  Under 
that  heading  we  are  permitted  and  directed  to  do  all  that  the  exigencies 
of  distress  may  require.  To  do  more  and  to  thus  expend  our  funds  where 
they  are  not  needed  is  to  stultify  our  procedure  and  the  operation  of  true 
fraternal  relations.  Let  us  hope  that  a  great  awakening  may  spur  us  on 
to  true  fraternity  and  thereby  make  a  record  unexcelled  in  all  the  history 
of  human  institutions. 

RECONSECRATION  AND  A  GREAT  NEW  YEAR’S  CELEBRATION. 

The  Grand  Sire  desires  to  suggest  that  the  great  need  of  the  world  today 
is  a  reconsecration  to  all  the  worth-while  things  of  life.  In  Odd  Fellowship 
we  need  reconsecration  to  our  great  work.  I  respectfully  suggest  to  the 
executives  to  whom  this  letter  is  addressed  that  we  make  the  opening 
of  the  new  year — New  Year’s  Day — a  Reconsecration  Day  in  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship.  The  hope  is  that  New  Year’s  Day  will,  be  set  apart  to  that  end  by 
every  subordinate  under  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
I  request  that  each  of  you  urge  epich  of  the  subordinates  under  you  to  hold 
appropriate  exercises  on  New  Year's  Day,  or  night,  and  that  a  program 
be  prepared  having  for  its  purpose  a  stimulus  to  a  reconsecration  to  the 
true  mission  and  purposes  and  all  the  activities  of  Odd  Fellowship.  It  is 
the  hope  that  this  matter  will  be  given  enthusiastic  support  by  every 
member  and  thus  make  it  a  great  event  in  the  history  of  each  lodge, 
encampment,  Rebekah  lodge  and  canton.  See  to  it  that  all  the  members 
are  present.  Let  me  suggest  that  a  list  with  the  postoffice  address  of  every 
suspended  member  be  prepared  by  each  subordinate  and  that  these  sus¬ 
pended  ones  be  given  a  pressing  invitation  to  be  present.  Make  it  a  real 
homecoming.  Let  me  further  suggest  that  a  list  of  desirable  prospective 
members  be  prepared  and  each  given  an  invitation  to  be  present.  The 
occasion  presents  wonderful  possibilities  and  depends  for  success  upon  the 
versatility  and  the  ingenuity  of  executives,  both  Grand  and  subordinate, 
to  make  this  the  greatest  outpouring  of  Odd  Fellows,  patriarchs,  Rebekahs, 
chevaliers  and  Ladies  of  the  Auxiliary  the  world  has  ever  known.  This  is 
the  request  of  your  Grand  Sire,  and  that  you  go  about  it  promptly  and 
diligently  and  vigorously  to  make  January  1,  1926,  the  day  of  days  in  all 
the  history  of  Odd  Fellowship.  Make  it  so  wrorth-while  that  every  member 
will  want  to  be  an  active  member  and  every  worth-while  non-member  will 
want  to  be  one  of  you.  Make  it  open  house.”  Make  it  interesting, 
dignified,  characteristic  of  the  great  Fraternity  it  will  represent.  Make  it 
outstanding,  so  that  Odd  Fellowship,  in  general,  and  each  subordinate,  in 
particular,  will  benefit  by  it  for  years  to  come.  It  is  none  too  early  to 
start  active  preparations. 


AND  THEN,  PUBLICITY. 

The  success  of  the  proposal  m  the  preceding  paragraphs  can  be  attained 
only  by  forceful  publicity,  and  plenty  of  it.  Practically  nothing  to-day 
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succeeds  without  publicity,  and  then  more  publicity.  As  members  of  the 
Fraternity  we  are  to  be  criticized  for  the  failure  to  see  to  it  that  our  Order 
and  its  legitimate  functions  receive  the  publicity  that  it  and  they  are 
enitled.  It’s  time  to  reform.  It  is  said,  “  By  your  works  ye  shall  know 
them.”  But  if  we  tell  them  not,  how  are  we  to  be  known?  The  Grand 
Sire  asks  now  and  here  that  each  executive  see  to  it  that  all  subordinates 
over  which  he  or  she  may  have  jurisdiction  give  this  subject  of  publicity 
the  attention  that  it  must  have  if,  in  the  future,  we  are  to  attain  even  a 
modicum  of  the  success  to  which  we  are  entitled.  The  opportune  time  to 
show  your  sympathy  with  this  movement  is  right  now.  Start  out  to  make 
January  1,  1926 — Reconsecration  Day — a  real  opportunity  in  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship,  and  the  resultant  effect  will  be  a  real  success  and  its  attendant 
benefits  will  be  felt  through  all  the  year. 

Please  write  me  and  say  whether  you  are  going  to  join  m  the  movement 
to  make  the  day  all  that  it  might  be  in  your  respective  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

Let  me  suggest  that  you  make  proclamation  to  that  effect  and  then 
follow  that  up  with  every  legitimate  endeavor  to  start  the  new  year  with 
an  enthusiasm  that  should  go  triumphantly  through  all  the  days  of  this 
coming  year,  and  that,  too,  with  a  unanimity  that  should  go  far,  very 
far,  toward  restoring  our  old-time  interest  and  activity. 

Of  this,  your  proclamation,  let  all  take  notice. 

Publicity  will  make  it  a  success. 

I  am  looking  to  see  how  well  you  treat  publicity.

To  all  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  Assembly  Presidents,  Department 
Commanders,  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires  and  the  Executive  Heads  of 
Each  Subordinate  Under  the  Immediate  Jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  Greeting: 

I  deem  this  an  appropriate  time  to  write  you  in  regard  to  certain  fea¬ 
tures  of  our  Fraternity  which  at  this  particular  season  of  the  year  must 
have  attention,  if  they  are  to  receive  attention  with  any  great  degree  of 
unanimity  and  efficiency. 

NOW  FOR  A  FORWARD  MOVEMENT. 

Heretofore  in  my  communications  to  you  I  have  not  stressed  member¬ 
ship  campaigns  nor  have  I  called  attention  to  the  necessity  and  desirability 
of  having  among  our  members  all  desirable  persons  who  are  qualified  for 
admission.  There  are  some  objectionable  features  to  membership  cam¬ 
paigns  and  contests.  These  objectionable  features  ought  always  to  be 
avoided,  but  in  doing  so  we  should  dot  be  so  literal  in  our  interpretation 
of  our  duty  that  it  precludes  any  legitimate  efforts  to  interest  worth-while 
people  who  are  not  members. 

I  am  at  this  time,  with  all  the  energy  that  I  can  command,  urging  you  to 
go  about  it  systematically  in  a  forward  movement  in  your  respective  Juris¬ 
dictions  to  the  end  that  the  desirable  non-member  may  have  brought  to 
his  or  her  attention  the  advantages  of  membership  in  this  institution  and 
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the  opportunity  thereby  given  to  be  a  more  useful  member  of  society  as 
well  as  the  opportunity  to  share  in  the  mutual  advantages  of  co-operation 
in  a  great  world-wide  organization.  The  remainder  of  this  winter  season 
ought  to  witness  the  most  painstaking,  far-reaching,  effective  movement 
to  interest  in  the  work  of  this  Fraternity  the  worth-while  people  not  now 
members. 

Fundamentally,  each  subordinate  is  the  sole  judge  of  the  fitness  of  appli¬ 
cants.  It  is  well  that  this  is  so,  but  we  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that,, 
with  that  reservation  made  for  subordinates,  there  is  also  involved  responsi¬ 
bility — responsibility  in  large  measure  for  the  success  and  growth  of  each 
subordinate.  The  Grand  Sire  holds  the  executive  heads  of  each  department, 
in  each  Grand  Jurisdiction,  responsible  for  the  success  or  failure  of  the 
Order  in  that  particular  field.  Likewise,  each  of  these  executives  should  hold 
each  of  the  subordinates  within  the  Jurisdiction  responsible  for  its  success 
or  failure.  How  manj^  of  you  have  done  that?  How  many  have  made  each 
subordinate  feel  it  was  under  great  responsibility  to  you,  and  further  that 
there  would  be  commendation  for  success  and  serious  questioning  as  to 
reasons  for  lack  of  success?  How  many  have  planned  so  well  that  each 
subordinate  is  on  the  qui  vive  to  attain  the  greatest  success  in  all  lines  of 
activity. 

Let  me  say  to  you,  executives,  that,  like  every  other  movement,  this 
Order  will  not  stand  still.  If  it  does  not  progress  it  will  surely  retrograde. 
Your  tenure  of  office  is  irrevocably  one  of  growth,  progress  and  forward- 
looking,  or  it  is  one  of  failure  to  some  degree.  I  am  holding  you  responsi¬ 
ble.  I  have  no  authority  to  make  an  appeal  for  an  awakening,  an  alertness 
to  the  opportunities  of  the  times  and  for  real  efficiency  in  any  other  way. 
The  issue  is  in  your  hands  to  make  or  mar  the  record  of  the  present.  The 
power  and  the  opportunity  is  in  your  hands  to  write  the  record  of  this  year  - 
in  letters  large  across  the  scroll  which  records  the  story  of  our  achievements. 

On  the  North  American  continent,  in  particular,  the  greatest  measure  of 
activity  in  things  fraternal  is  to  be  found  during  the  winter  months.  This 
is  the  “  harvest  time  ”  for  garnering  in  the  fraternal  fields — remember,  it  is 
not  an  all-year-round  crop.  It  is  true,  like  the  horticulturists,  we  are  trying 
to  produce  a  species  that  will  be  motivated  in  all  seasons  of  the  year.  At 
the  present  time  but  a  modicum  of  success  has  been  attained.  The  efforts 
thus  far,  with  the  partial  success  attained,  indicate  that  it  is  possible  to 
reach  that  state,  but  it  has  not  become  the  prevailing  condition. 

Therefore,  this  is  the  natural  “  harvest  time.”  This  is  the  supreme  mo¬ 
ment  to  make  sure  that  the  record  for  1926,  when  it  shall  be  told,  twelve 
months  from  now,  will  not  be  accompanied  by  apoligies,  excuses,  alibis. 
All  things  are  possible  to  him  or  her  who  wills  it,  if  he  or  she  wills  hard 
enough,  and  that  means  a  willingness  to  labor,  labor  efficiently  and  persis¬ 
tently  that  the  will  to  do  may  crystallize  into  action  and  then  action  be 
followed  by  a  possibility  of  the  visualization  of  success.  It  can  be  done. 
Work  will  do  it.  Are  you  willing  to  work  hard  enough  to  make  it  come 
true?  The  issue  and  the  results  lie  with  you. 

The  Grand  Sire  has  visited  forty-seven  states  and  provinces  and  the 
Republic  of  Cuba  since  February  1,  1925.  We  are  pretty  familiar  with  the 
conditions — industrial,  economic  and  fraternal — on  the  North  American 
continent.  We  know  that  the  labor  situation  in  one  locality,  industrial  in 
another,  the  farm  situation  at  one  point,  coal  mining  industry  at  another, 
copper  mining,  textile  industry,  boll  weevil  and  a  score  of  other  things 
somewhat  local  in  their  character  make  peculiar  problems  in  the  ever- 
changing  panorama  of  review  of  our  activities.  We  have  heard  about  all 
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of  them.  Each,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  in  its  particular  locality  be¬ 
comes  the  scapegoat  for  any  lack  of  progress  or  efficiency.  But  let  me  point 
out  that  in  each  section  professing  to  be  afflicted  there  comes  notice  of 
many  instances  of  pronounced  activity  and  success.  All  this  goes  to  show 
that  a  very  large  part  of  our  alleged  difficulties  are  not  real  but  psychologic. 

Here  is  hoping,  then,  that  our  minds  will  buckle  on  the  accoutrements 
of  success  and  then  we  will  be  surprised  how  far  the  psychological  effect 
will  carry  us  on  toward  the  goal  of  successful  fruition  of  fraternal  endeavors. 
In  those  Grand  Jurisdictions,  if  any  there  be,  where  the  Order  is  not  in 
“  full  flowering,”  it  is  a  fact  beyond  the  possibility  of  successful  contra¬ 
diction  that  a  change  in  the  mental  attitude  of  the  leaders  would  help  very 
materially  and,  with  them  buoyed  up  with  hope  and  enthusiasm,  the  whole 
problem  of  inactivity  would  be  solved.  Remember,  the  most  of  your 
troubles  never  happened. 

The  year  1925  was  a  great  year  for  business.  It  was  an  extremely  pros¬ 
perous  year  in  most  places  on  the  North  American  continent.  The  year 
1926  now  promises  to  be  as  good  or  better.  What  are  you  going  to  do  with 
Odd  Fellowship? 

As  before  stated,  the  Grand  Sire  has  not  hitherto  urged  intensive  work  in 
interesting  non-members.  Of  course,  it  is  not  necessary  to  say  that  none 
but  those  who  will  make  worth-while  members  ever  ought  to  be  encouraged 
to  ask  for  membership.  On  the  other  hand,  the  time  is  now  here  when  we 
must  seek  to  regain  some  of  the  lost  ground.  Prior  to  this  time  the  Grand 
Sire  has  given  his  time  to  some  other  matters  that  seemed  to  demand  first 
attention.  Now,  there  seems  to  be  a  general  awakening  to  those  conditions, 
and  we  look  for  very  great  improvement.  We  are  informed  by  the  execu¬ 
tives  from  the  most  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  that  there  is  a  general  up¬ 
ward  movement  which  manifests  itself  in  activity  along  every  line. 

The  time  seeming  to  be  propitious  and  the  field  a  most  fertile  one,  now 
we  want  a  forward  movement  to  enlist  all  desirable  non-members — a  cam¬ 
paign  to  enlarge  this  sphere  of  our  affections. 

Executives,  is  there  a  member  in  your  Jurisdiction  who  will  admit  that  he 
or  she  cannot  during  the  year  1926  bring  in  a  petition  for  membership  from 
at  least  one  person  whose  character  is  above  reproach?  That  would  be  ask¬ 
ing  for  very  little.  Can  you  not  devise  a  plan  now  (and  speedy  action  will 
be  a  great  element  in  insuring  success)  whereby  each  of  the  subordinates 
under  you  will  thus  try  to  be  100  per  cent  efficient  in  bringing  into  the 
fold  acceptable  persons?  Is  there  a  member  in  your  Jurisdiction  who  will  ad¬ 
mit  that  he  or  she  has  not  sufficient  influence  to  bring  to  Odd  Fellowship  one 
desirable  person?  Think  it  over,  but  think  fast,  and  then,  whatever  you 
decide,  do  at  once,  for  the  most  fruitful  and  propitious  time  flies  rapidly. 
Remember,  you  can  so  enthuse  your  members  that  this  thing  can  be  done. 
It  requires  but  little  effort  on  the  part  of  each  individual  member,  but  it 
requires  a  lot  of  work  on  your  part.  I  will  agree  to  devote  two  hours  of 
work  to  this  cause  for  each  hour  that  you  devote.  We  are  all  of  us  work¬ 
ing  without  salary,  and  so  we  are  starting  on  the  same  basis.  In  fact,  the 
Grand  Sire  has  already  started — always  been  started,  for  that  matter.  He 
has  recently  caused  a  petition  to  be  secured  from  a  person  who  lives  1500 
miles  away — an  entire  stranger — a  chance  acquaintance  made  in  a  Pull¬ 
man  car.  We  knew  nothing  of  the  man’s  character,  but  we  were  impressed 
with  his  personality  and  we  told  him  graphically  something  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship.  Then  we  wrote  an  intimate  friend  who  lived  in  this  man’s  home  city, 
with  the  result  that  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  highly  respected  citizens 
of  that  city — a  man  whose  affiliation  with  this  Fraternity  will  cause  many 
others  to  want  a  like  affiliation — is  now  an  interested  member  and  is 
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thoroughly  in  sympathy  with  its  aspirations.  He  is  a  man  much  in  the 
public  eye,  and  yet  he  told  the  Grand  Sire  that  no  one  had  ever  introduced 
him  to  Odd  Fellowship,  no  one  had  ever  asked  him  to  investigate  it.  None 
of  us  are  ashamed  of  Odd  Fellowship,  but  I  often  wonder  why  so  many  of 
us  have  been  so  reluctant  to  introduce  it. 

But  to  return  to  the  particular  subject  at  hand — it  is  conceivably  easy  for 
the  individual  to  interest  just  one  really  worth-while  person  in  this  Frater¬ 
nity,  but  it  will  not  be  done  in  any  worth-while  degree  of  unanimity  unless 
you,  the  executive  head,  go  about  it  energetically  to  inaugurate  a  cam¬ 
paign  of  this  kind  and  then  keep  at  it  persistently.  This  is  the  season  of 
the  year  when  such  a  movement  can  best  be  conducted.  Will  you  do  it 
for  Odd  Fellowship? 

Remember,  this  does  not  suggest  and  is  not,  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  term, 
a  membership  campaign,  but  it  is  a  definite  movement  to  enlarge  the 
sphere  of  our  activities.  Every  worth-while  movement  wants  and  needs 
new  members.  Odd  Fellowship  wants,  needs  and  must  have  new  members 
if  we  are  to  take  our  proper  place  in  the  world,  if  we  are  to  regain  our 
position  lost  by  reason  of  the  experiences  of  the  past  few  years.  You  can 
make  this  movement  successful  in  your  Jurisdiction. 

Some  months  ago  we  related  to  some  active  workers  in  Odd  Fellowship 
a  plan  that  we  had  known  to  work  eminently  well,  and  it  might  be  of  value. 
Let  us  say  at  the  outset  that  it  might  be  found  somewhat  impractical  in 
the  largest  cities,  though  we  have  known  modifications  of  it  to  be  used  in 
the  largest  cities  with  pronounced  success.  The  plan  followed  was  briefly 
as  follows:  The  Jurisdiction  of  the  subordinate  was  divided  into  small  units, 
such  as  blocks  or  groups  of  blocks  in  cities  and  sections  or  township  or 
other  arbitrary  divisions  in  the  smaller  cities,  towns  and  villages.  A  mem¬ 
ber  was  assigned  to  each  unit  to  prepare  a  list  of  the  desirable  eligibles  in 
each  unit.  A  select  committee  was  then  appointed.  It  was  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  select  from  the  combined  lists  what  would  be  considered 
acceptable  prospects.  Then  the  member  of  the  subordinate  who  was  likely 
to  be  most  influential  with  each  prospect  was  selected  to  be  the  one  to 
properly  present  the  Order  to  him  or  her.  It  worked,  worked  beyond  the 
imagination  of  the  most  optimistic.  It  could  be  made  to  work  wonders. 

SOME  MISSIONARY  WORK. 

Executives,  it  is  the  hope  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  see  Odd  Fellowship  ex¬ 
tended  beyond  its  present  limits.  Some  plans  to  that  end  are  being  matured. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  next  few  years  may  see  Odd  Fellowship  established  in 
many  strange  cities  and  distant  states.  Our  Fraternity  is  indeed  a  world¬ 
wide  institution — in  many  sections  of  the  far-flung  spaces  of  earth  may  be 
found  our  organizations  doing  their  splendid  work ;  but  it  will  be  impossible 
for  us  to  even  approach  our  greatest  usefulness,  both  as  an  organization 
and  to  the  individual  member,  until,  wherever  one  may  travel,  he  may  find 
Odd  Fellowship  thriving,  and  active  subordinates  in  successful  operation. 

This  is  not  a  Utopian  dream,  but  by  a  little  forethought  and  active  work 
on  our  part  can  be  made  a  reality.  The  Grand  Sire  will  never  encourage 
the  institution  of  subordinates  in  countries  where  such  organizations  are 
looked  upon  with  disfavor  by  the  government.  Fortunately,  there  are  but 
few  such  places,  and  the  number  is  smaller  as  the  years  go  by.  In  all  others, 
we  feel  there  ought  to  be  active  units  of  this  organization. 

As  an  executive,  you  can  help  in  this  missionary  work.  If  there  come  to 
your  knowledge  the  names  and  addresses  of  members  of  the  Order — resi¬ 
dent,  temporarily  or  permanently — in  lands  or  cities  where  the  Order  is 
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not  established,  and  these  members  you  have  every  reason  to  believe  ar^ 
capable  and  trustworthy,  with  ability  to  properly  represent  the  Order,  will 
you  place  the  Grand  Sire  in  possession  of  all  the  facts,  so  that  the  Order 
may  possibly  extend  its  sphere  of  influence? 

HOW  ABOUT  YOUR  RECONSECRATION  MEETINGS? 

Most  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  entered  heartily  into  the  spirit  of  the 
work  and  we  can  report  literally  thousands  of  great  meetings,  out  of  which 
should,  and  probably  will,  flow  an  increasing  interest  and  much  good  to  the 
Fraternity. 

If  you  or  your  Grand  Jurisdiction,  for  one  reason  or  another,  did  not  go 
about  this  matter,  it  is  not  now  too  late,  and  appropriate  action  could  be 
taken  at  any  time,  varying  the  program  from  the  original  to  suit  the  exigen¬ 
cies  of  the  time.  At  any  rate,  we  earnestly  desire  that  every  subordinate 
be  urged  to  hold  some  such  meeting  during  the  first  three  months  of  this 
year  and  that  they  be  requested  to  report  to  you  just  what  was  done.  You,  , 
in  return,  we  ask  to  report  to  the  Grand  Sire,  before  June  1,  a  resume  of 
what  was  done  in  the  subordinates  under  you. 

As  announced  in  the  letter  of  November  1,  we  hope  that  every  unit  will 
participate  in  some  such  meeting  and  that  the  meeting  will  be  so  successful 
that  every  member  will  want  to  be  an  active  one  and  every  non-member 
will  want  to  be  one  of  you. 

DID  THEY  SUSPEND? 

Yes,  did  they  suspend  and  did  they  do  it  legally?  The  Grand  Sire  asks 
you  to  make  a  particular  effort  to  ascertain  whether  suspensions  during 
your  period  of  incumbency  have  been  made  in  a  manner  in  strict  con¬ 
formity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws,  as  found  in  Sec¬ 
tions  538,  539,  540,  541,  542,  543. 

BRIEFLY,  LET  ME  POINT  OUT  AGAIN. 

At  the  time  of  proposed  suspension  it  will  be  illegal  to  proceed  unless  the 
dues  accrued  at  that  moment  (including  legal  fines  and  assessment)  equal 
the  amount  of  one  year’s  dues.  No  suspension  could  legally  take  place, 
for  instance,  at  any  time  in  December,  when  the  amount  of  one  full  year’s 
dues  would  not  have  accrued  until  the  close  of  December  31. 

No  suspension  can  take  place  unless  a  certain  notice  is  sent  to  the  delin¬ 
quent,  as  provided  in  Section  539.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  notice  is 
not  a  legal  one  unless  it  is  mailed  “  after  ”  the  said  arrearages  have  ac¬ 
crued — in  other  words,  the  twelve  months  must  have  elapsed  before  the 
particular  notice  referred  to  can  be  legally  mailed. 

The  notice  is  not  a  legal  one  unless  it  is  under  seal,  and  unless  it  tells 
the  delinquent  member  of  the  “  liability  ”  to  suspension,  not  that  he  or 
she  “  will  ”  or  “  shall  ”  be  suspended.  Only  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
has  the  authority  to  say  that  a  member  “  shall  ”  be  suspended:  Any  legisla¬ 
tion  of  a  Grand  or  a  subordinate  body  which  says  that  a  member,  under 
certain  conditions,  “  shall  ”  be  suspended  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  is 
illegal  for  the  reason  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  provided  by 
legislation  that  even  though  the  member  be  “  liable  ”  under  the  law  to  be 
suspended,  nevertheless,  the  subordinate  to  which  the  member  belongs  has 
the  right  to  exercise  the  option  of  whether  or  not  the  member  is  to  be 
suspended. 
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The  particular  notice  required  under  Section  539  is  not  a  legal  notice, 
unless  a  record  of  the  sending  of  the  notice  is  entered,  not  “  on  the  books  ” 
of  the  subordinate,  but  “  on  the  minutes  ”  of  the  subordinate. 

When  the  procedure  thus  far  has  been  regular,  the  member  can  only  be 
suspended  by  “  affirmative  action  ”  of  the  subordinate. 

A  veteran  member,  as  defined  by  Section  500  of  the  Code  of  General 
Laws,  cannot  be  suspended  for  the  non-payment  of  dues. 

An  insane  member  cannot  be  suspended  for  the  non-payment  of  dues. 


AGAIN  ABOUT  PUBLICITY. 

In  our  last  letter  we  stressed  the  subject  of  publicity.  We  will  not  repeat 
that.  Please  look  it  up  and  read  it  again.  There  is  no  denying  the  fact,  we 
do  not  get  a  fraction  of  as  much  as  we  ought  to  have.  Most  subordinates 
could  get  it  if  they  went  after  it.  I  hope  that  you  may  so  arouse  your 
members  in  regard  to  this  matter  that  they  will  go  out  and  get  it. 

Every  subordinate  should  have  an  efficient  publicity  committee — one  that 
can  get  results.  Many  subordinates  never  thought  of  it.  Make  them  think. 

PLEASE  REPORT. 

The  law  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  provides  that  executives  shall 
make  report  to  the  Grand  Sire  quarterly.  Please  keep  me  fully  informed  as 
to  the  state  of  the  Order  in  your  respective  departments.

No.  3.  A  Pertinent  Query.

Especially  to  All  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  Assembly  Presidents 
and  Department  Commanders: 

While  copies  of  this  letter  will  be  mailed  to  many  others,  yet  it  is  in¬ 
tended  especially  for  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  Assembly  Presi¬ 
dents  and  Department  Commanders. 

Please  read  again  my  letter  of  January  23,  1926.  Certain  specific  things 
were  asked  of  you.  Have  they  been  done?  If  not,  why  not? 

Among  other  things,  we  called  for  a  concerted  campaign  to  increase  the 
sphere  of  our  usefulness.  Please  remember,  if  that  campaign  is  not  started 
and  gotten  into  full  action  right  now  during  the  “  harvest  time  ”  of  the 
year  in  fraternal  work,  the  effectiveness  will  be  reduced  by  50  per  cent.

Burn  that  into  the  consciousness  of  every  member  and  there  will  be 
little  question  about  the  effectiveness  of  our  fraternal  work,  little  question 
about  attendance  at  our  meetings,  little  question  about  suspensions.  Yes, 
I  fully  believe  that  if  the  campaign  were  tenaciously  insisted  upon  by  you, 
it  would  make  reconsercation  a  reality — it  would  create  a  psychology  that 
would  win. 
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HAVE  YOU? 

Have  you  communicated  to  the  subordinates  under  you  the  interpreta¬ 
tions  of  the  sections  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  of  1915,  upon  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  suspensions?  These  were  pointed  out  in  my  last  letter  to  you. 
Please  read  it  again.  Will  you  then  see  that  each  subordinate  is  informed 
so  pointedly  the  substance  of  these  interpretations,  that  there  will  be  no 
excuse  for  illegal  attempts  at  suspension.

Work,  advertise,  report.  These  three  injunctions  Could  make  us  win.

No.  4.  A  Proclamation  and  a  Request. 

June  22,  1926. 

To  All  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  Assembly  Presidents,  Department 
Commanders,  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires,  and  the  Executive  Heads  of 
Each  Subordinate  Under  the  Immediate  Jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  Greeting: 

Know  all  jnen  by  these  presents,  that  the  One  Hundred  Second  Annual 
Meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  will  be  held  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  U.  S.  A.,  commencing  Monday,  September  20,  1926. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Herbert  A.  Thompson,  Grand  Sire,  by  virtue  of  the 
powers  and  confidence  in  me  reposed  and  of  the  responsibilities  thereby 
imposed  and  implied  by  the  investiture  of  such  office,  do  hereby  proclaim 
and  pronounce  it  to  be  the  bounden  duty  and  a  most  highly  desirable  and 
commendable  objective  that  every  member  of  this  Fraternity  (so  far  as  it 
is  possible  for  each  so  to  do)  to  be  a  participant  in  the  ceremonies  and 
functions  to  be  held  in  connection  with  the  forthcoming  session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

It  is  hoped  to  make  this  occasion  the  greatest  gathering  of  this  or  any 
other  fraternity  in  all  the  history  of  the  world.  Philadelphia  is  ideally  lo¬ 
cated  to  make  this  possible.  Pennsylvania,  in  point  of  numbers,  is  the 
premier  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  the  world,  and  has  long  held  that  distinction. 
Its  officials  are  men  and  women  of  large  capacity  for  doing  things  and 
they  have  the  laudable  ambition  to  make  the  next  session  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  an  outstanding  one  through  a  long  period  of  years  yet  to 
come. 

This  year  the  United  States  celebrates  the  one  hundred  fiftieth  anni¬ 
versary  of  the  signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  Fifty  years 
ago  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  that  event  was  celebrated  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  the  cradle  of  American  independence.  This  occasion 
was  made  memorable  by  the  Centennial  Exposition,  in  which  this  Union 
was  joined  by  practically  all  the  other  nations  of  the  world.  The  annual 
session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  held  in  the  city  at  that  time. 
It  was  one  of  the  most  memorable  weeks  of  that  great  exposition.  Sep¬ 
tember  20,  1876,  was  set  aside  by  the  exposition  officials  as  Odd  Fellows 
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Day  and  it  still  stands  out  prominently  as  one  of  the  most  colorful  and 
magnificent  days  of  that  great  world  festival. 

This  year  the  one  hundred  fiftieth  anniversary  will  be  observed  by  the 
Sesqui-Centennial  International  Exposition  in  the  same  city,  June  1  to 
December  1.  Likewise,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  sessions  will  be  held 
correspondingly,  and  we  are  especially  fortunate  in  having  the  hearty  sup¬ 
port  of  the  exposition  officials  to  make  Odd  Fellows  week,  and  particularly 
Odd  Fellows  Day,  Wednesday,  September  22,  1926,  a  memorable  one.  Hon. 
Mayor  Kendrick,  President  of  the  Sesqui-Centennial  International  Expo¬ 
sition,  has  said  that  every  facility  will  be  used  to  make  the  day  all  that  it 
ought  to  be  in  the  annuals  of  Odd  Fellowship.  Hon.  E.  L.  Austin,  Business 
Manager  and  Comptroller  of  the  exposition  assures  us  that  our  Fraternity 
will  have  the  united  support  of  all  the  exposition  officials.  Hon.  Charles  C. 
Bulkeley,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  and  one 
of  the  commissioners,  has  been  giving  much  time  and  thought  to  further¬ 
ing  the  interests  of  this  Fraternity.  These  officials,  joined  by  Grand  Master 
Fowden,  Grand  Patriarch  Shannon,  Assembly  President  Mallory,  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander  Lippey,  Grand  Secretary  Hall,  Grand  Scribe  Banes  and 
Assembly  Secretary  Sloane,  will  see  that  nothing  is  left  undone  to  make 
this  a  memorable  occasion  in  the  history  of  the  Order. 

The  city  will  welcome  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  Monday  afternoon, 
September  20,  in  historic  Independence  Hall,  made  famous  as  the  birth¬ 
place  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  Tentative  plans  provided  that 
the  great  parade  on  Wednesday,  September  22,  will  be  on  the  exposition 
grounds.  The  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  will  be  conferred  in  the  audi¬ 
torium  on  the  grounds,  which  building  has  a  seating  capacity  of  20,000. 
Special  features  put  on  by  the  exposition  officials  will  assist  in  making  the 
day  of  the  parade  and  the  evening  events  following  of  unusual  interest.  An 
attendance  of  members  of  this  Fraternity  far  exceeding  anything  ever  before 
reached  is  desired  and  anticipated. 

Permit  me  to  suggest  that  each  executive  addressed  by  this  letter  at  once 
bring  the  matter  to  the  particular  attention  of  every  member  under  his  or 
her  Jurisdiction.  It  is  suggested  that  members  everywhere  plan  their  vaca¬ 
tions  this  year  to  include  the  Sesqui-Centennial  International  Exposition, 
Odd  Fellows  week,  September  18  to  25. 

Executives,  by  your  whole-hearted  co-operation,  this  can  be  made  the 
outstanding  event  of  the  exposition  and  one  of  the  most  memorable  events 
in  the  history  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

The  Grand  Sire  has  personally  met  the  most  of  the  officials  of  the  Grand 
Bodies  throughout  the  world,  yet  he  hopes  to  have  another  meeting,  a 
reunion,  with  them  in  Philadelphia.  It  is  suggested  that  each  of  you  be  the 
leader  in  your  Grand  Jurisdiction,  in  organizing  the  units  under  you  to 
make  a  pilgrimage — an  exodus — to  Philadelphia,  there  to  spend  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows  week. 

Remember,  the  Grand  Sire  will  be  looking  for  you  in  the  great  parade, 
Wednesday,  September  22.  Let  “On  to  Philadelphia”  be  the  watchword, 
even  the  countersign,  from  now  on.  Let  the  marching  hosts  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  so  encompass  the  city  that  it  will  be  not  only  a  “  City  of  Brotherly 
Love,”  but  the  city  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.

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VISITATIONS. 

Again,  acting  in  harmony  with  the  expressed  wish  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Sire  has  to  report  that  a  great  portion  of  the 
time  during  the  year  just  passed,  has  been  devoted  to  visitations  in  all 
Grand  Jurisdictions  on  the  North  American  continent,  and  on  the  Euro¬ 
pean  continent,  save  the  possible  exception  of  Poland. 

As  before  stated,  this  report  is  being  written  while  Mrs.  Thompson  and 
the  Grand  Sire  were  en  route  to  Europe,  and  at  the  time  of  embarkation, 
the  indications  were  such  that  we  might  not  be  permitted  to  enter  Poland. 
It  is  hoped  that,  in  case  we  may  not  do  so,  the  Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Poland  may  meet  us  in  Berlin.  A  supplemental  report  will  be 
presented  which  will  cover,  somewhat  in  detail,  our  visits  to  the  Grand 
Jurisdictions  of  Europe. 

While  the  Grand  Sire  was  under  instructions  from  this  Grand  Body  to 
attend  the  Triennial  Conference  of  European  Grand  Sires  at  Berne,  Switzer¬ 
land,  which  was  called  to  meet  in  July,  1926,  yet  he  extended  the  itinerary 
of  his  trip  so  that  he  might  first  meet  the  officials  and  other  members  of  all 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  Europe  in  their  respective  Grand  Jurisdictions  and 
thus  be  able  to  know,  in  a  more  intimate  way,  their  peculiar  problems 
and  get  the  atmosphere  of  their  conditions  in  a  more  comprehensive  way 
than  could  possibly  come  out  of  the  general  conference  at  Berne.  Having 
thus  sensed  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  barriers  of  race,  language,  cus¬ 
toms  and  laws  in  all  the  countries  in  which  Grand  Lodges  had  been  insti¬ 
tuted,  we  felt  that  we  would  be  better  able  to  consider  intelligently  the 
matters  which  might  come  before  the  general  Triennial  European  Con¬ 
ference. 

Officials  of  that  conference,  knowing  of  Mrs.  Thompson’s  activity  in  and 
for  the  Order,  her  work  in  Cuba  in  behalf  of  the  Rebekah  branch,  her  ser¬ 
vice  for  two  years  as  President  of  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies 
and  of  her  visit  to  Europe  with  the  Grand  Sire,  most  graciously  sent  word 
several  months  in  advance,  asking  her  to  sit  in  the  conference,  which  invi¬ 
tation  was,  of  course,  accepted.  In  addition  to  that  she  was  informed 
before  sailing  that  arrangements  had  been  made  in  many  of  the  principal 
cities  of  Europe  for  her  to  be  received  by  the  Rebekah  branch  or,  in  those 
places  where  the  Rebekah  branch  has  not  been  organized,  to  meet  asso¬ 
ciations  of  the  ladies  who  were  working  auxiliary  to  the  subordinates  and 
she  was  urged  to  be  ready  to  give  advice  and  encouragement  to  the  thought 
of  a  more  general  recognition  of  the  Rebekah  branch  in  those  countries 
in  Europe  where  it  has  not  yet  gained  a  foothold. 

As  already  indicated,  the  Grand  Sire’s  visitations  have  covered  all  the 
Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  world  with  the  exception  of  those  in  Australasia 
and  the  one  possible  exception  in  Europe.  In  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  on 
the  North  American  continent,  including  Cuba,  and  in  Europe,  I  have  had 
the  privilege  and  pleasure  of  having  conferences  with  the  Grand  Officers, 
Past  Grand  Officers  and  other  interested  members  in  all  but  four  of  the 
Grand  Jurisdictions.  I  appreciate  this  opportunity  and  privilege  and  hope 
that  the  contact  thus  obtained  has  been  valuable  to  the  Jurisdictions  visited, 
and  that  the  knowledge  and  experience  I  gained  thereby  may  be  of  value 
to  this  Fraternity.  If  it  be  of  value,  I  stand  ready  to  freely  give.  These 
conferences  have  given  opportunity  to  carry  the  instructions  and  sugges¬ 
tions  of  this  Grand  Body,  and  the  thought  of  the  Grand  Sire  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  complex  details  of  this  Fraternity  directly  home  to  those  offi¬ 
cials  charged  with  executive  responsibilities  of  the  different  branches  of 
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the  Fraternity  in  the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  world.  Through 
this  plan,  I  think  we  may  consistently  look  for  more  direct  and  speedier 
action  than  could  be  had  through  correspondence.  It  would  ill  become 
me  to  say  what  has  been  the  result  of  these  conferences,  but  we  think  we 
may  say  with  propriety  that  in  practically  every  Grand  Jurisdiction  there 
seemed  to  be  a  desire  on  the  part  of  officers  and  members  to  meet  officials 
representing  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  to  hear  from  them,  in  a  prac¬ 
tical  way,  suggestions  and  instructions  in  regard  to  the  work  of  the  Order. 
It  seems  to  the  Grand  Sire  that  this  is  the  only  course  by  which  that  inti¬ 
mate  touch  can  be  obtained  between  this  Body  and  the  several  Grand 
Jurisdictions  which  seems  to  be  necessary  for  the  fullest  understanding 
and  co-operation. 

My  impression,  growing  out  of  two  years’  experience  and  visiting  Grand 
Jurisdictions,  is  that  this  Body  needs  some  kind  of  a  liaison  by  which  it 
can  be  brought  into  closer  contact  with  the  membership  than  it  has  had  in 
the  past,  in  order  that  there  may  be  the  fullest  measure  of  co-operation 
and  the  fullest  opportunity  to  put  into  operation  any  forward  movements, 
which  the  future  shall  suggest  and  seek  to  make  effective.  All  this  suggests 
solidarity  and,  comprehensive  as  may  be  our  field  of  labor,  yet  I  am  more 
and  more  convinced  that  if  we  are  to  meet  with  the  greatest  measure  of 
success  in  the  future,  we  must  seek  to  unite  in  our  efforts  towards  certain 
ends  rather  than  leave  to  uncertain  and  discordant  actions  by  Grand 
Bodies.  In  solidarity  there  will  be  strength  and  force  and  psychology  that 
will  be  great  assets  in  carrying  to  successful  conclusions  such  movements 
as  shall  be  inaugurated  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

An  intimate  acquaintance  with  all  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  world, 
save  Australasia,  and  a  personal  acquaintance  with  officials  in  all  those 
Grand  Jurisdictions  convinces  me  that  the  future  success  of  the  Order  is 
to  depend  largely  upon  how  much  of  interest  and  sympathy  and  support 
and  encouragement  is  given  to  the  subordinates  through  the  Grand  Bodies 
and,  likewise,  through  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  Grand  Bodies.  Odd 
Fellowship  to-day  stands  at  the  threshold  of  a  new  era,  and  if  it  is  to  suc¬ 
ceed  to  any  degree  commensurate  with  its  traditions,  it  should  overlook 
no  opportunity  to  assure  the  fullest  understanding  and  co-operation.  1 
wish  to  inflict  upon  you  no  jeremiad,  but  I  do  wish  to  so  impress  you  with 
the  convictions  that  have  come  to  me  from  this  almost  universal  contact 
that  I  have  had  with  the  leaders  of  the  Order  all  over  the  world,  that  no 
greater  thing  could  be  done  for  the  Order  at  this  moment  than  to  be 
assured  that  a  close  personal  contact  between  our  executives  throughout 
the  world  and  this  body  shall  be  so  fully  established  that  there  shall  be 
a  oneness  of  purpose  in  the  future  and  that  will  bespeak  a  unanimity  fore¬ 
casting  success. 

In  my  visits  to  Grand  Jurisdictions,  I  have  practically  always  insisted 
that  there  should  be  included  a  conference,  excepting  in  those  cases  where 
I  met  with  Grand  Bodies  in  session.  Invitations,  in  the  case  of  conferences, 
were  always  sent  to  all  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand  Officers,  and  such  other 
interested  members,  of  all  branches  of  the  Order,  as  it  was  thought  ought 
to  be  present  at  a  meeting  where  we  would  discuss  some  of  our  problems. 
Almost  invariably  these  conferences  were  attended  by  practically  all  those 
indicated.  In  that  way,  we  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  and  to  know  per¬ 
sonally  the  leaders  in  all  branches  and  everywhere.  This  acquaintance  and 
the  knowledge  that  we  gained  of  conditions  in  Grand  Jurisdictions  have 
served  to  prompt  many  of  the  suggestions  contained  in  this  report.  I  sub¬ 
mit  my  findings  for  jrnur  earnest  consideration  and  such  action  as  you  may 
deem  appropriate. 
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THE  FINANCES  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Before  attempting  a  discussion  of  this  question  and  in  order  to  save  a 
repetition  of  matter,  we  think  we  may,  without  egotism,  call  attention  to 
our  report  on  this  and  closely  related  subjects  last  year  as  found  on  pages 
27  to  42,  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  1925. 

Having  read  that,  we  ask  you  then  to  consider  it,  and  what  we  may 
treat  more -briefly  here,  with  a  calm,  dispassionate  judgment,  shorn  of  sen¬ 
timent,  so  that  we  may  approach  the  business  side  of  Odd  Fellowship  with 
clear,  practical  business  concepts. 

This  Body  saw  fit  last  year  to  approve  most  of  the  suggestions  and  con¬ 
clusions  of  the  Grand  Sire  on  this  and  closely  related  subjects  and,  to  make 
some  of  them  effective,  enacted  legislation  carrying  them  into  effect. 

On  the  general  subject  of  finances,  we  may  report  that  your  instructions 
have  been  carried  to  the  Grand  Bodies.  In  some  instances  your  sugges¬ 
tions  have  been  given  serious  consideration  by  the  Grand  Bodies  and  by 
executives,  and  very  intelligent  efforts  have  been  put  forth  to  remedy  con¬ 
ditions  among  the  subordinates.  In  this  connection  though,  we  regret  to 
report  that  in  altogether  too  many  cases,  even  though  the  subordinates  are 
the  chief  sufferers  by  our  present  financial  system,  or  lack  of  system,  yet 
they  are  loathe  to  change  from  their  old  habits  and  manner  of  doing  things. 
The  reluctance  on  the  part  of  subordinates  to  do  the  things  that  your  good 
judgment  dictates  they  should  do  and  which,  obviously  and  many  times 
admittedly  on  their  part,  are  the  things  that  should  be  done,  convinces 
me  that  the  good  of  the  whole  Order  would  be  advanced  by  more  general 
legislation,  applicable  everywhere,  excepting  in  quasi-independent  Grand 
Jurisdictions,  and  less  legislation  of  permissive  character,  leaving,  of  course, 
to  legislation  by  Grand  Bodies  such  matters  as  are  strictly  of  local  character. 
In  this  connection,  permit  me  to  say  that  in  my  judgment,  the  great 
strength  of  this  institution  lies  in  the  universality  of  its  character  and  its 
practices.  Its  forms,  ceremonies,  procedure  and  practice  (with  the  excep¬ 
tions  noted)  being  universal,  make  for  solidarity,  facilitate  visitation  and 
promote  the  fraternalistic  impulse,  making  more  potent  our  claim  to  be  a 
universal  brotherhood.  It  is  well  that  it  is  so,  and,  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible, 
I  hope  to  see  this  Order  held  together  by  common  covenants  and  guided 
by  common  legislative  enactments.  We  should  remember  that  not  only 
in  union  there  is  strength,  but  that  in  unity  and  common  purpose  there 
is  greater  opportunity  for  common  understanding  and  for  greater  efficiency. 

As  to  the  condition  of  the  financial  affairs  of  subordinates,  there  is  much 
to  be  desired.  In  a  great  majority  of  cases  we  find  subordinates  trying  to 
eke  out  a  precarious  existence  under  the  same  scale  of  income  that  was 
maintained  in  pre-war  days,  while  the  purchasing  power  of  money  has,  in 
many  instances,  been  cut  not  only  once  but  in  some  cases  fourfold. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  question,  it  will  be  well  to  study  seriously 
the  reports  made  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
Too  few  of  our  Grand  Bodies  and  even  a  less  number  of  our  subordinates 
have  given  thought  to  the  soundness  of  their  fiscal  practices.  In  our  report 
last  year,  we  discussed  the  disparity  exhibited  by  certain  tabulations  that 
had  been  made,  between  regular  receipts  and  disbursements.  It  is  not  our 
purpose  to  give  that  subject  matter  again  in  detail,  but  I  would  deem 
myself  derelict  in  my  duty  did  I  not  make  report  to  you  that  tabulations 
made  from  the  reports  available,  those  for  1925,  show  but  little  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  ratio.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  in  some  Jurisdictions  a  real 
effort  is  being  made  to  remedy  conditions,  while  in  others  a  sentimental 
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optimism  seems  to  have  lulled  our  members  to  sleep,  leaving  them  oblivious 
to  the  danger  signals  along  the  way.  This  is  true  in  some  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tions,  even  where  there  has  continued  to  be  a  constant  decrease  in  mem¬ 
bership,  which  thereby  enhances  the  danger  toward  which  they  are  drifting. 

I  ask  that  you  give  these  matters,  and  any  bills  that  may  be  introduced 
tending  to  correct  these  tendencies,  your  most  serious  consideration.  My 
judgment  is  that  too  many  of  our  subordinates  are  drifting,  perhaps  un¬ 
consciously,  but  certainly  persistently  toward  a  condition  from  which  it 
will  be  hard  to  extricate  themselves.  Under  appropriate  heading,  we  will 
discuss  some  features  of  this  question,  to  which  your  attention  was  directed 
last  year,  but  upon  which  no  action  was  taken. 

I  trust  that  those  portions  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  report  for  1925,  as  indi¬ 
cated  herewith,  and  these  matters  here  discussed  will  be  given  all  the  con¬ 
sideration  that  their  importance  to  the  Order  demands. 

THE  BENEFIT  SYSTEM  A  CHALLENGE  TO  REAL  FRATERNITY. 

On  pages  twenty-nine  to  thirty-four  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  1925,  I  discussed  at  considerable  length  the 
stipulated  benefit  question.  I  hope  that  all  Grand  Representatives  at  this 
session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  have  read  that  portion  of  the  1925 
report,  because  much  of  our  discussion  of  the  question  here  will  be  pred¬ 
icated  upon  that  part  of  last  year’s  report  and,  further,  because  of  the 
fact  that  this  Body,  at  the  session  last  year,  made  several  important  changes 
in  laws  governing  benefits,  and  other  changes  will  be  proposed  at  this 
year’s  session. 

At  the  start,  we  want  to  repeat  the  statement  in  the  heading  of  this 
article — that  a  stipulated  benefit  system  in  our  Order  is,  in  this  day  and 
generation,  a  challenge  to  the  exercise  of  the  true  fraternal  relations. 

We  are  either  a  fraternity  in  all  that  the  word  implies  or  else  we  are 
an  organization  with  a  pitifully  inadequate  form  of  sick  and  accident 
insurance  as  the  dominating  feature. 

We  cannot,  in  this  day,  serve  both  ends. 

The  incongruity  of  the  situation  becomes  more  glaringly  apparent  as  we 
go  deeper  into  the  study  of  this  question.  Foisted  upon  the  Order  many 
years  ago,  it  has  grown  into  the  Order’s  practices  and  jurisprudence  until 
to-day  we  find  some  of  our  members  possessed  with  the  thought  that  it  is 
indispensable. 

As  we  stated  last  year,  it  may  have  had  its  proper  place  in  the  work 
of  the  Order  when  there  were  few  agencies  for  material  relief,  but,  even 
in  that  regard,  there  is  some  doubt  as  to  whether  actually  paying  out  trust 
funds,  gathered  with  the  fundamental  thought  that  such  funds  were  to  be 
used  to  alleviate  distress,  to  members  who  do  not  actually  need  financial 
assistance,  did,  after  all,  give  this  Order  any  strength. 

From  a  purely  legal  standpoint,  which  should  be  deduced  not  alone 
from  the  legislative  enactments  contained  in  the  Code  provisions  but 
construed  with  our  ritualistic  precepts,  we  doubt  the  moral,  as  well  as  the 
legal,  right  of  this  Body,  under  the  present,  or  any  prior  rituals  of  this 
Order,  to  provide  for  dispensing  the  trust  funds  of  this  Fraternity  to  mem¬ 
bers  who  may  be  in  sickness  or  distress  but  who  have  no  need  for  material 
financial  assistance,  or  remuneration  for  loss  of  time.  Under  present  laws, 
sick,  compulsory  or  stated  benefits,  or  by  whatever  name  they  be  known, 
are  no  more  than  a  pitifully  small  compensation  for  loss  of  time  and  arc 
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drawn  from  trust  funds  fundamentally,  ritualistically,  legally  intended  to 
be  used  for  relief  of  actual  distress. 

We  challenge  the  most  ardent  advocate  of  stimulated  benefits  to  find 
justification  in  any  of  our  ritualistic  teachings  for  expending  the  funds  of 
this  Order  for  the  financial  rehabilitation  of  a  member  for  loss  of  time, 
by  reason  of  sickness  or  distress. 

The  good  Samaritan,  liberal  though  he  was,  did  not  attempt  to  recom¬ 
pense  for  lost  time  the  man  who  was  attacked  on  the  Jericho  road,  but 
he  did  undertake  to  render  attentive  relief  where  relief  was  needed,  even  to 
the  extent  of  financial  assistance ;  because  in  that  instance  financial  relief  was 
involved  in  rendering  the  necessary  attention  (attentive  benefits)  to  the 
one  in  distress.  The  parable  does  not  relate  that  the  Good  Samaritan,  when 
he  found  the  man  suffering  by  the  wayside,  turned  to  his  code  of  laws  to 
determine  whether  the  wounded  one  was  in  good  standing,  was  entitled, 
under  the  law,  to  certain  attention.  On  the  contrary,  it  was  enough  to 
know  that  the  man  needed  attention,  was  actually  suffering,  and  the  Samari¬ 
tan  ran  to  his  relief. 

As  a  corollary,  which  we  think  logic  would  admit,  may  we  not  assume 
that  our  Order,  by  the  introduction  of  the  stipulated  benefit  system,  the 
contractural  relationship,  which  is  thereby  imposed  and  implied,  has  lost 
in  the  same  proportion  that  that  epitome  of  human  brotherhood — the 
parable  of  the  Good  Samaritan — would  have  lost  had  the  Master  implied 
that  the  laws  of  the  Samaritan  required  that  anyone  who  discovered 
even  an  enemy  of  his  race  in  distress  should  be  bound  under  the  law  instead 
of  on  fraternal  impulse  to  furnish  of  his  substance  for  the  relief  of  the 
sufferer? 

For  nearly  two  thousand  years  that  parable  of  the  Good  Samaritan  has 
come  on  down  through  the  centuries,  gaining  new  force  because  it  typified 
real  fraternity  without  a  thought  of  business  relationship  or  contractural 
tautology. 

What  of  Odd  Fellowship?  Does  it  radiate  friendship,  fraternity,  or 
shall  it  be  actuated  by  the  cold  steel  of  business  relations?  It  must  be, 
in  these  days,  largely  one  or  the  other.  The  two  are  not  homogenous. 
They  will  not  mix.  They  may  be  ingeniously  tied  together,  but,  to  a  very 
great  extent,  the  two  must  function  separately. 

I  ask  you  to  continue  to  give  these  suggestions  and  this  corollary  your 
earnest  consideration.  In  arriving  at  your  conclusions,  ask  yourself  the 
question  why,  if  the  contractural  relation  ought  to  exist  in  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship,  the  fathers  in  Odd  Fellowship  have  not  given  us  a  glimpse  of  it 
through  all  our  ritualistic  teachings? 

Following  the  suggestion  as  to  our  ritualistic  concepts,  I  want  to  assert 
that,  under  our  attentive  benefit  system,  there  may  consistently  come  all 
the  ministrations  that  can  legitimately  be  regarded  within  the  ritualistic 
and  legal  purview  of  the  duties  we  owe  to  members.  This  applies  both  to 
duties  of  visitation  upon  the  sick  and  upon  those  in  distress,  as  well  as 
to  the  question  of  furnishing  financial  assistance  to  those  who  are  actually 
in  need  therefor. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  question  by  this  Body  last  year,  several 
changes  in  the  law  governing  benefits  were  proposed  and  a  number  of 
important  changes  were  made. 

In  the  discussion  of  the  question,  the  members  might  have  been  sepa¬ 
rated  into  three  classes :  One  class  realized  that  the  whole  stipulated  benefit 
system  was  wrong,  but  feared  to  make  any  change;  another  class,  feel¬ 
ing  that  the  system  was  wrong,  yet,  many  who  were  of  that  class  hesi¬ 
tated  to  abolish  the  compulsory  payment  of  benefits  entirely,  and  therefore 
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favored  leaving  the  question  to  local  option  on  the  part  of  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tions.  This  view  prevailed.  There  was,  without  doubt,  still  another  class 
who  preferred  to  make  no  change,  feeling  that  the  system  which  had  been 
in  vogue  for  several  years  should  be  retained.  However,  this  latter  class 
did  not  see  fit  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  the  question  on  the  floor  of 
this  Grand  Body,  and  it  may  therefore,  I  think,  be  safely  assumed  that 
a  very  large  proportion  of  the  Grand  Representatives,  last  year,  thought 
that  a  change  ought  to  be  made.  We  assume  this  for  the  reason  that  Bill  6, 
by  Representative  McBrayer,  of  North  Carolina,  pages  210-211,  Journal 
of  Proceedings,  1925,  was  unanimously  adopted  as  found  on  page  354 
of  the  same  Journal.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  note  at  the  foot  of 
the  bill  on  page  211  indicates  that  the  bill  was  not  reported  upon. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  members  who  hesitated  to  make  any  change, 
fearing  the  result,  it  might  be  illuminating  to  take  into  consideration  the 
operation  of  the  law  in  those  Grand  Jurisdictions  that  have  since  so  legis¬ 
lated  as  to  abolish  all  stipulated  benefits.  This  has  been  done  in  several 
instances  and,  so  far  as  we  have  learned,  has  worked  out  with  satisfactory 
results.  The  fears  expressed,  that  large  numbers  would  leave  the  Order  if 
stipulated  benefits  were  abolished,  have  not  proven  well  founded.  In  fact, 
in  one  of  the  largest  Grand  Jurisdictions  under  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
where  stipulated  benefits  were  totally  abolished,  we  have  found  practically 
no  defection,  and,  on  the  contrary,  according  to  the  word  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  that  Grand  Jurisdiction,  almost  complete  accord  with  the  action 
of  its  Grand  Body. 

In  a  discussion  of  this  question,  we  must  necessarily  speak  plainly,  but 
we  will  touch  upon  the  question  father  briefly.  What  can  be  the  fraternal 
attitude  of  a  man  who  will  withdraw  from  the  Order  because  he  is  not 
guaranteed  a  paltry  sick  or  accident  insurance  if  he  be  taken  sick?  Some 
one  will  say,  “  But  he  is  a  poor  man  and  cannot  afford  to  pay  dues  for 
the  sake  of  belonging  to  a  club.”  In  answer  to  that  we  can  only  say  that 
if  that  be  true  he  should  not  have  joined  Odd  Fellowship,  for  the  teachings 
of  the  ritual  have  made  no  impression  upon  him.  He  should  be  able  to 
find  what  he  desires  in  any  one  of  the  many  sick  insurance  companies, 
where  only  the  business  relation  obtains  and  where  he  will  not  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  stultify  himself  by  taking  obligations  which  he  never  intended 
to  fulfill.  A  man  who  leaves  the  Order  because  the  guarantee  of  sick  and 
accident  insurance  has  been  removed,  tacitly  confesses  that  his  relations 
with  the  Fraternity  were  wholly  of  a  business  nature.  The  fraternal  element 
has  made  no  appeal,  therefore  he  never  could  be  of  value  to  the  organiza¬ 
tion  as  a  fraternalist.  From  the  business  standpoint,  the  Order  has  lost 
nothing,  for  the  reason  that  there  can  scarcely  be  found  a  subordinate  where 
the  fees  and  dues  for  beneficial  members  are  founded  upon  an  adequate 
actuarial  basis.  Therefore,  from  his  own  line  of  reasoning,  as  evidenced 
by  his  actions,  such  a  man  will  not  find  in  Odd  Fellowship  what  he  wants. 
From  the  argument  above,  it  is  evident  that  he  is  not  what  the  Order  wants, 
either  from  the  fraternal  or  the  business  standpoint. 

In  the  discussion  of  the  question  of  benefits,  in  those  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  that  have,  by  appropriate  action,  left  this  matter  to  the  local  option 
of  subordinates,  it  develops  that  many  members  feel  that  it  would  have 
been  better  for  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  to  have  gone  farther  and  made  the 
practice  of  paying  benefits,  or  not  paying  benefits,  uniform  throughout  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction.  The  Grand  Sire  will  not  take  the  position  that  that 
feeling  is  unanimous,  but  will  say  that,  in  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  where 
the  question  has  been  left  to  local  option,  many,  in  fact  the  greater  propor- 
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tion  of  the  members  with  whom  he  has  discussed  it,  have  agreed  that,  in 
their  judgment,  it  would  have  been  better  had  the  provisions  been  made 
mandatory. 

At  this  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  legislation  will  probably 
be  introduced  proposing  to  abolish  the  payment  of  all  compulsory  sick 
benefits.  In  the  face  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  subordinates  of  the 
Order  to-day  (and  this  is  written  with  the  full  knowledge  of  the  ratio  of 
benefits  to  total  expenses) ,  with  the  attitude  of  members  and  officers  every¬ 
where  expressed  on  this  subject,  with  many  Grand  Jurisdictions  taking 
action  when  the  first  opportunity  was  offered  to  legislate  toward  the  elimi¬ 
nation  of  stipulated  benefits,  with  the  unanimous  action  of  this  Body  last 
year  in  abolishing  the  minimum  benefit  law,  I  trust  that  you,  Grand  Rep¬ 
resentatives,  will  face  the  question  with  a  full  knowledge  of  all  the  con¬ 
ditions,  without  any  false  sentiment  as  to  the  traditions,  and  take  such 
action  as  shall  work  out  a  more  glorious  future  for  Odd  Fellowship. 

Providing  this  Body  does  not  desire  to  abolish  all  stipulated  benefits, 
there  is  another  phase  of  the  question  to  which  the  Grand  Sire  wishes 
to  direct  your  attention,  which  is  covered  in  Section  498  of  the  Code  of 
1915.  Under  the  provisions  of  that  section  as  now  constituted,  by  proper 
legislation  by  a  Grand  Lodge,  a  person  who  is  over  50  years  of  age  and  who 
desires  to  petition  to  become  a  member  of  the  Order,  has  the  right  to 
exercise  the  option,  whether  he  petitions  to  join  as  a  beneficial  or  a  non- 
beneficial  member.  That  section  has  been  the  law  of  the  Order  since  1915. 
For  many  years  prior  to  that,  certain  Odd  Fellows  past  50  years  of  age 
could  again  become  active  members  and  exercise  their  option  whether  to 
petition  to  become  beneficial  or  non-beneficial  members. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  for  many  years,  certain  persons  have  been  given 
the  right  to  choose  which  class  of  membership  they  desire  to  join,  we  sub¬ 
mit  that  in  all  Grand  and  subordinate  Jurisdictions  which  retain  the  stipu¬ 
lated  benefit  system,  any  person,  at  any  age,  who  desires  to  join  the  Order 
as  a  non-beneficial  member,  or  who  desires  to  transfer  from  beneficial  to 
non-beneficial  membership,  ought  to  have  the  right  to  so  petition. 

Providing  legislation  is  not  enacted  to  abolish  all  stipulated  benefits, 
legislation  to  amend  Sections  497  and  498  of  the  Code  of  1915  will  be  intro¬ 
duced,  and  I  hope  that  it  will  receive  your  very  serious  consideration. 

THE  SUSPENSION  QUESTION. 

In  last  year’s  report,  we  dwelt  at  considerable  length  upon  this  afflic¬ 
tion  to  which  Odd  Fellowship  on  the  North  American  continent  seems  to 
have  become  addicted.  The  efforts  of  the  Grand  Sire  in  this  respect  are 
doubtless  known  to  you  all.  Nevertheless,  we  wish  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  report  of  last  year  upon  this  subject,  as  found  on  pages  34  to  37  of  the 
Journal  of  Proceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  1925;  also  to 
the  circular  letters  of  the  Grand  Sire  in  that  Journal,  on  the  subject  and 
the  further  reference  to  it  in  some  of  the  circular  letters  in  this  report, 
these  letters  having  been  sent  out  during  the  year  just  closed. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Sire  touching  upon  various  phases  of  the 
suspension  question,  which  were  reported  to  this  Body  last  year,  wore 
approved  at  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Some  of  these 
placed  the  question  before  the  Order  in  a  far  different  manner  than  it  had 
ever  been  before ;  nevertheless,  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  to  bring  offi¬ 
cers  and  members  generally  to  understand  the  exacting  provision  of  the 
general  laws  of  the  Order. 
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It  is  not  our  purpose  to  go  into  a  detailed  discussion  of  this  matter  here, 
but  we  do  wish  to  say  that  after  many  years  of  study  of  this  question  and 
an  intensive  application  to  it  for  the  past  two  years,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  there  should  be  some  changes  made  in  our  general  laws  on  this  sub¬ 
ject.  We  have  heretofore  referred  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  practices, 
which  the  Order  has  fallen  into  in  this  regard,  though  not  in  conformity 
with  the  exact  provisions  of  the  law,  have  led  many  of  our  members  to 
get  the  wrong  conception  of  the  duty  the  member  owes  to  the  Order  in  a 
financial  way.  We  have  already  pointed  out  that  many  members  had  come 
to  believe  that  to  be  suspended  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  was  the 
perfectly  natural  way  to  get  out  of  the  Order,  when  one  did  not  desire  to 
longer  continue  in  active  membership.  Literally,  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  our  members  who,  at  heart,  are  punctilious  about  their  financial  obliga¬ 
tions,  have  entirely  disregarded  this  obligation  to  the  Fraternity,  due,  we 
believe,  almost  entirely  to  the  light  regard  that  the  Order  itself  has  given 
to  this  important  question.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered  that  our  members  in 
arrears  fail  to  pay  their  honest  debts  to  the  Order,  when  the  business  morale 
of  the  Order  has  thus  been  broken  down.  This  lack  of  morale  has  extended, 
as  it  naturally  would,  to  many  of  our  officers  who  have  in  charge  the  fiscal 
affairs  of  subordinates,  to  the  end  that  they,  too,  look  upon  these  obligations 
rather  lightly  and  therefore  fail  to  give  the  proper  attention  to  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  dues. 

This  situation  is  still  most  serious,  even  though  the  Grand  Sire  has  put 
forth  the  utmost  effort  to  arouse  our  members  in  regard  to  this  matter; 
even  though  the  Grand  Sire  has  been  called  upon  to  do  so  and  has  ren¬ 
dered  decisions  which  have  been  approved  by  this  Body,  which  emphasize 
the  facts,  and  our  interpretation  of  the  law,  to  the  effect  that  accumulated 
dues  are  an  obligation  under  our  law,  even  though  the  member  be  sus¬ 
pended  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  and,  on  reinstatement,  still  remain 
as  unpaid  dues,  excepting  in  such  cases  as  a  Grand  Body  or  a  subordinate 
has  legislated  to  specifically  exempt  the  member  from  such  payment  of 
dues  on  paying  the  jee  for  reinstatement.  Permit  us  to  say  that  we  have 
not  been  able  to  find  legislation  by  a  Grand  Body  or  by-laws  of  a  subordi¬ 
nate,  which  were  so  framed  as  to  meet  the  specific  exemption  referred  to. 
So  that  it  is  safe  to  say  that  in  probably  most,  if  not  all,  Grand  and  sub¬ 
ordinate  Jurisdictions,  each  member  who  is  under  suspension  for  the  non¬ 
payment  of  dues  still  owes  the  subordinate  to  which  he  or  she  belongs  dues, 
fines  and  assessments,  any  or  all  of  them  combined,  that  he  or  she  owed 
at  the  time  of  suspension. 

We  have  used  an  expression  to  indicate  that  the  member,  even  though 
under  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues,  is  still  a  member  of  the  sub¬ 
ordinate,  which  unfortunately  has  not  been  the  interpretation  placed  upon 
the  question  by  most  of  our  members,  officials,  or  subordinates.  Your 
action  last  year  in  approving  the  Grand  Sire’s  decisions  on  these  questions 
has  further  tended  to  establish  the  position  taken  by  the  Grand  Sire  on 
this  question.  There  is  of  course  under  present  law  an  exception  to  be  made 
in  this  matter  in  the  case  of  members  who  have  taken  dismissal  certifi¬ 
cates,  the  use  of  whicl^,  though  of  course  not  intended  that  way,  has  been 
to  serve  not  as  a  certificate  of  good  character  but  rather  as  a  certificate 
of  bad  standing. 

All  this  leads  us  unquestionably  to  the  position  that  a  person  becoming 
a  member  of  our  Order  is  always  a  member,  unless  he  or  she  leaves  it  by 
resignation  or  expulsion. 

Allowing  these  premises,  approval  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  decisions  of  last 
year  on  this  subject,  and  all  the  logic  that  can  be  deduced  therefrom  lead 
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us  inevitably  to  the  position  that  there  ought  not  to  be  provisions  of  the 
law  providing  for  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

We  hope  that  this  will  not  come  as  a  shock  to  any  of  our  members. 
Remember,  our  Order  is  not  required  to  suspend  members  because  we 
have  always  done  that  way,  or  because  the  members  happen  to  be  in  ar¬ 
rears.  In  the  first  place,  if  they  are  worthy  members,  it  is  a  most  unfraternal 
way  to  treat  them.  If  they  are  not  worthy  members,  then  the  Order  has 
provided  a  way  by  which  they  can,  if  found  guilty,  be  removed  from  the 
Order. 

If  this  be  true,  then  let  me  ask  the  question,  why  suspend  anyway? 

Let  me  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  following: 

Repeal  of  present  laws  on  the  subject  of  suspension. 

General  law  providing  that  when  a  member  of  any  branch  of  the  Order 
becomes  in  arrears  to  the  amount  of  three  years’  dues,  he  or  she  shall 
automatically  become  an  inactive  member,  and  as  such  shall  be  under 
certain  disabilities  provided  by  general  law  and  such  other  disabilities  as 
might  be  provided  by  local  legislation  of  Grand  Bodies. 

In  case  this  Grand  Body  does  not  abolish  all  stipulated  benefits,  one  of 
the  disabilities  which  should  automatically  accrue  should  be  to  place  a 
beneficial  member  who  allows  himself  to  become  sufficiently  in  arrears  to 
become  an  “  inactive  ”  member,  in  the  class  of  non-beneficial  members, 
permanently  thereafter,  unless  the  said  member  later  transferred  to  the 
beneficial  class,  under  provisions  of  the  Code  as  already  provided. 

The  law  should  carry  with  it  provision  whereby  an  u  inactive  ”  member, 
on  the  payment  of  the  amount  of  dues,  fines  or  assessments,  any  or  all  of 
them  combined,  which  had  accrued  at  the  time  he  or  she  became  “  inac¬ 
tive,”  would  automatically  (without  action  of  any  kind  by  the  subordi¬ 
nate)  become  an  active  member  again,  with  the  provision,  as  above  stated, 
that  a  beneficial  member,  when  he  automatically  again  became  an  active 
member,  it  would  be  as.  a  non-beneficial  member. 

Under  these  provisions,  it  would  be  impossible  for  any  member  to  ever 
become  more  than  three  years  in  arrears;  no  action  of  a  subordinate  would 
be  required  for  the  member  to  be  placed  in  the  inactive  list,  excepting, 
probably,  a  report  to  the  subordinate  by  the  officers  having  in  charge  the 
accounts  between  the  subordinate  and  the  member,  of  the  fact  that  the 
arrearages  of  the  member  for  dues,  fines  or  assessments,  any  or  all  of  them 
combined,  equalled  the  amount  of  three  years’  dues,  and  that  said  member 
thereby  automatically  became  an  inactive  member.  Which  report  should, 
of  course,  go  on  the  record  of  the  subordinate  at  the  meeting  at  which  the 
report  was  made.  Thereafter  the  member  would  be  an  inactive  member 
until  such  time  as  he  or  she  should  pay  all  arrearages,  and  thereby  auto¬ 
matically  become  an  active  member  again.  On  becoming  an  active  member 
again,  if  it  be  in  a  subordinate  permitting  beneficial  membership,  the 
member  would  be  a  non-beneficial  member  in  the  general  acceptance  of 
the  term  and  would  so  continue,  unless  he  should  be  elected  to  beneficial 
membership  under  provisions  of  the  Code  already  provided. 

The  disabilities  for  inactive  membership,  other  than  the  one  already 
suggested  in  regard  to  non-beneficial  status,  could  be  such  as  suggested  by 
legislation  of  this  body  or  left  to  action  of  Grand  Bodies.  It  will  be  ob¬ 
served  that  the  suggested  changes  in  law  would  in  no  way  effect  a  change 
of  the  laws  on  the  right  of  a  member  to  visit,  as  at  present  constituted, 
until  the  amount  of  three  years’  dues  had  accumulated. 

Under  such  provisions  of  law,  the  stigma  of  suspension  would  not  obtain. 
The  member  would  not  be  chagrined  because  of  any  overt  act  of  a  sub- 
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ordinate,  and  the  position  in  which  he  or  she  found  himself  or  herself  at 
the  time  of  becoming  an  inactive  member  could  be  attributed  only  to  his 
or  her  own  conduct,  without  any  member  or  subordinate  being  an  acces¬ 
sory  or  contributing  toward  the  act  of  his  or  her  becoming  an  inactive 
member. 

Under  this  system,  every  suspended  member  should  be  at  once  recog¬ 
nized  as  a  member  of  the  Order  (which  is  also  true  to-day,  but  not  generally 
so  recognized  and  generally  not  so  treated).  Each  suspended  member, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  law,  ought  to  have  the  right  to  pay  what  was 
owing  to  the  subordinate  at  the  time  of  suspension,  thereby  automatically 
again  becoming  an  active  member.  In  such  subordinates  as  retain  bene¬ 
ficial  membership,  they  should  become  active  non-beneficial  members. 

Someone  will  raise  the  question  as  to  the  payment  of  per  capita  tax  by 
subordinates  to  Grand  Bodies  on  members  who  are  in  arrears,  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  the  three-year  period. 

In  this  respect,  permit  me  to  say,  in  my  judgment,  that  is  a  question 
which  under  present  law  is  wholly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Grand  Bodies. 
I  believe  that  Grand  Bodies  have  an  undoubted  right  to  relieve  subordi¬ 
nates  from  the  payment  of  per  capita  tax  upon  members  who  are  in 
arrears.  As  to  the  advisability  of  so  doing,  there  might  be  occasion  for 
argument.  Commenting  on  the  question  of  per  capita  tax,  let  me  suggest 
that,  if  each  subordinate  were  conscious  of  the  fact  that,  on  the  admission  of 
a  member,  it  would  be  called  upon  to  pay  per  capita  tax  upon  such  mem¬ 
ber  for  at  least  three  years,  regardless  of  the  possible  failure  to  pay  dues  on 
the  part  of  the  member,  it  might  cause  our  subordinates  to  more  carefully 
guard  the  door  of  admission. 

But  to  return  to  the  question  of  providing  for  inactive  membership,  it 
is  pertinent  to  ask  “  What  would  such  a  system  do?  ”  We  are  not  so  opti¬ 
mistic  as  to  believe  that  it  would  stop  members  from  becoming  in  arrears, 
but  we  are  confident  that  it  would  very  materially  assist.  It  would  prevent 
the  shock  to  sensitive  ones  when  suspended  by  actual  action  of  his  or  her 
compeers.  It  would  therefore,  we  believe,  facilitate  so  that  those  who  be¬ 
come  inactive  might  again  be  disposed  to  enter  the  ranks  of  the  active 
members.  It  should  assist  in  returning  suspended  members  to  active  mem¬ 
bership.  Many  members  when  suspended  become  even  greater  liabilities. 
It  should  turn  the  tendency  to  become  a  liability  into  an  asset.  In  subordi¬ 
nates  retaining  beneficial  membership  it  would  cause  the  member  to  be  more 
attentive  to  his  financial  obligation,  if  he  knew  that  at  a  certain  time  h  j 
was  to  automatically  become  non-beneficial. 

But,  we  believe  that  the  result  which  would  transcend  all  others  would 
be  the  consciousness  which  should  come  to  every  member  that  the  Order 
itself  took  due  cognizance  of  these  moral  financial  obligations,  and  that 
they  could  not  be  lightly  regarded.  It  would,  we  believe,  greatly  strengthen 
the  morale  and  pave  the  way  toward  a  future  attitude  by  the  member  in 
regard  to  these  matters,  which  should  evidence  itself  in  greater  solidarity, 
singleness  of  purpose  and  the  maximum  of  respect  for  the  institution  in 
which  we  are  all  so  deeply  interested. 

I  trust  that  legislation  along  these  lines  will  be  given  your  careful  con¬ 
sideration. 

LIFE  MEMBERSHIP  AS  A  STABILIZING  FORCE. 

% 

The  subject  of  life  membership  has  been,  many  times,  before  this  Grand 
Body  for  consideration,  coming  up  each  time  by  way  of  the  introduction 
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of  bills.  In  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Sire  it  has  never  been  given  the 
serious  consideration  that  the  importance  of  the  subject  suggests. 

The  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  session  in  1925,  on  the 
subject  of  stated  or  stipulated  benefits  and  the  probability  of  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  bills  this  year  having  relation  to  that  subject,  in  my  judgment, 
indicates  that  there  is  a  rapidly  growing  sentiment  toward  a  very  material 
change  in  the  policy  of  this  Order  on  that  subject.  It  is  not  our  purpose 
to  go  into  an  extended  discussion  of  this  subject  under  this  heading,  except¬ 
ing  in  so  far  as  the  benefit  question  has  heretofore  been  referred  to  as 
one  of  the  primary  objections  to  the  adoption  of  a  plan  for  life  membership. 

While  we  do  not  take  the  position  that  that  obstacle,  if  such  it  may  be 
called,  should  logically  stand  in  the  way  of  the  adoption  of  a  meritorious 
plan  for  life  membership,  yet,  with  the  adoption  last  year  of  the  bills  af¬ 
fecting  benefits,  some  of  the  objections  previously  raised  can  have  little 
force,  and  seem,  to  the  Grand  Sire,  to  pave  the  way  for  approaching  the 
question  from  a  more  nearly  common  viewpoint  than  has  been  heretofore 
possible. 

It  is  also  altogether  likely  that  this  Body,  at  this  session,  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  consider  other  legislation  with  reference  to  the  benefit  ques¬ 
tion,  which,  if  adopted,  would  further  tend  to  remove  some  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  concerning  life  membership,  which  have  seemingly  tended  to  cause  u^ 
to  veer  away  from  a  sufficiently  serious  discussion  of  this  question  to 
allow  it  to  have  a  proper  hearing. 

Allow  me  to  say  here  that  I  do  not  share  with  some  the  fear  that  our 
Order  is  not  able  to  capably  cope  with  any  of  the  great  questions  which 
may  come  before  it.  Other  movements  have  been  able  to  meet  the  exi¬ 
gencies  involved  in  actuarial  questions,  and  we  have  faith  enough  in  the 
sagacity  of  this  Grand  Body  to  believe  that,  did  it  desire  to  do  so,  it  could 
evolve  a  workable,  efficient  plan  for  life  membership,  even  with  the  actuarial 
problems  of  beneficial  membership  involved. 

However,  at  this  time  the  Grand  Sire  desires  to  present,  for  your  earnest 
consideration,  the  question  of  limited  life  membership — that  is  to  say, 
life  membership  limited  to  non-beneficial  members. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  matter,  the  first  question  which  naturally 
arises  is,  is  it  needed?  Permit  me  to  say  that  a  serious  study  of  the  sub¬ 
ject  extending  over  several  years,  the  possibility  of  its  adaptation  to  our 
system,  and  the  manifold  undoubted  benefits  that  could  arise  from  the 
adoption  of  a  workable  life  membership  plan,  convinces  me  that,  from 
many  different  viewpoints,  there  is  a  manifest  place  in  our  work  for  a 
workable,  limited  life  membership  plan. 

Let  us  discuss  some  of  those  things.  In  the  consideration  of  this  ques¬ 
tion  there  have  been  those  who  have  been  prone  to  suggest  that  life  mem¬ 
bership  creates  class  distinction.  This  argument,  if  such  it  may  be  called, 
is,  in  our  judgment,  without  force,  for  the  reason  that  our  laws  have  always 
recognized  classes,  as,  for  instance,  the  various  units  of  the  Order.  In  each 
branch,  the  Order  has  always  recognized  the  Past  Officers  as  a  class,  with 
certain  privileges  not  accorded  to  others. 

On  the  other  hand,  life  membership  offers  an  incentive  to  non-members, 
and  to  members  w7ho  may  wish  to  transfer  to  that  class,  from  either  bene¬ 
ficial  or  non-beneficial  membership,  that  should  and,  we  believe,  would 
do  much  to  help  the  morale  of  the  Order  generally.  It  would  be  some¬ 
thing  to  be  aspired  to,  and,  if  not  realized  at  the  start,  it  would  be  the 
goal  to  which  many  would  aspire,  and,  in  so  aspiring,  their  interest  and 
activity  in  the  Fraternity  would  be  assured. 
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A  life  membership  plan,  well  adapted  to  our  needs,  and  then  generally 
made  effective,  would  be  a  great  stabilizing  force  in  our  Fraternity.  It  would 
create  a  permanent  membership,  whose  lists  would  not  be  constantly 
depleted  by  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Its  members  would 
always  during  life  be  “  in  good  standing.”  A  life  member  would  be  not  only 
conscious  of,  but  proud  of,  the  fact  that  he  or  she  was  qualified  to  visit  the 
particular  branch  of  the  Order  in  wThich  he  or  she  held  life  membership  at 
any  time  and  under  any  circumstances,  unless  removed  from  the  Order 
by  legal  course,  permanent^  by  expulsion  or  temporarily  by  suspension, 
for  cause  for  a  fixed  period  of  time  as  punishment  after  due  trial.  The 
life  member  could  never  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Again,  it  would  very  materially  help  the  standard  of  personnel.  In  the 
judgment  of  the  Grand  Sire,  its  appeal  would  bring  to  our  Order  many 
men,  and  some  women,  who  would  be  attracted  to  it  because  a  greater 
respect  and  consideration  of  it  would  be  engendered  by  this  kind  of  appeal. 

Then  again,  after  much  inquiry,  I  am  convinced  that  such  a  plan  would 
appeal  to  the  busy  man  who,  cumbered  with  the  multitudinous  details  of 
business,  civic  and  social  life,  recoils  at  the  thought  of  other  and  additional 
details  necessarily  attending  membership  and  the  payment  of  dues,  either 
quarterly,  semi-annually  or  annually.  To  pay  a  commensurate  sum  at 
the  time  of  joining,  or  at  the  time  of  transferral  from  membership  to 
life  membership,  the  income  from  which  sum  would  be  equal  to  the  general 
average  dues  paid,  with  the  assurance  that  the  person  so  paying  would 
always  be  permitted  to  visit  a  subordinate  of  the  Order  in  which  life  mem¬ 
bership  was  held,  would,  without  question,  have  a  strong  appeal  to  many 
men.  At  the  same  time,  the  further  assurance  that  the  life  membership 
fee  paid  would,  at  the  death  of  the  member,  revert  as  an  endowment  for 
some  home  of  the  Order,  the  income  from  which,  on  down  through  all  the 
ages,  would  be  used  toward  the  maintenance  of  a  home  for  the  care  of  the 
unfortunates,  would  prompt  those  of  philanthropic  tendencies  to  look  with 
favor  upon  the  Order.  In  Grand  Jurisdictions  where  homes  are  not  main¬ 
tained,  Grand  Bodies  should  be  directed  to  so  legislate  that  special  relief 
in  cases  of  great  calamity,  or  otherwise,  if  it  were  so  legislated,  should 
be  disbursed  from  the  income  from  such  endowment. 

In  this  respect,  let  us  build  no  false  hopes.  If  life  membership  be  adopted 
by  this  Grand  Body,  in  all  human  probability,  it  will  not  grow  to  large 
proportions  in  a  short  space  of  time,  but  will,  we  fully  believe,  as  the 
years  go  by,  gradually  grow  into  a  magnitude  proportionate  with  the  great 
scope  of  our  work. 

Legislation  proposing  to  put  these  suggestions  into  effect  will  be  intro¬ 
duced  at  the  coming  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  I  hope 
the  matter  will  be  given  the  careful  consideration  of  all  the  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

ATTENTIVE  BENEFITS  FURNISH  THE  MEANS  AND  THE 

INCENTIVE. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  Sections  40  and  41  of  the  Code  and  to  stress 
with  all  the  vigor  at  my  command  our  duty  under  the  subject  of  attentive 
benefits.  We  call  your  particular  attention  to  Section  40,  of  the  Code,  which 
reads  as  follows: 

“  Section  40.  Attentive  Benefits  Defined.  The  term  ‘  attentive  benefits  ’ 
shall  be  construed  to  include  all  those  attentions  to  the  needs  and  wants  of  a 
brother  who  is  sick  or  disabled  in  body  or  distressed  in  mind,  required 
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by  the  laws  of  the  Order  and  the  precepts  of  the  ritual.  It  shall  include  the 
obligation  of  subordinate  bodies  to  visit  and  wait  on  the  sick,  to  inter  their 
deceased  members  with  the  honors  of  the  Order  and  to  minister  and  give 
comfort  to  the  widow  and  the  orphans.  It  shall  not  include  the  payment 
of  any  stipulated  pecuniary  benefit,  either  to  the  brother  himself  or  the 
members  of  his  family,  or  the  payment  of  nurses  or  watchers.” 

Section  41  provides  that  every  member,  so  long  as  he  shall  not  have  been 
actually  dropped  from  the  roll,  “  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  officers 
and  members  of  his  lodge  attentive  benefits.” 

In  some  of  the  circular  letters  sent  out  last  year  and  again  in  some  this 
year,  I  have  called  attention  to  this  matter  and  I  wish  to  refer  to  it 
again  here. 

If  it  be  true  that  there  has  been  failure  on  the  part  of  members  to  do 
their  duty  to  members  who  are  sick  or  in  distress,  may  it  not  be  because 
of  the  fact  that  in  these  later  years,  when  all  civilization  is  striving  to 
standardize  and  to  organize,  when  our  every  thought  is  directed  toward 
institutionalizing  of  agencies  and  energies,  that  we  have  lost,  to  a  very  con¬ 
siderable  extent,  the  personal  touch  and  the  consequent  arousing  of  our  finer 
sympathies? 

It  is  unquestionably  true  to-day,  with  myriad  means  for  caring  for  those 
who  are  sick  or  in  distress,  that  we  do  not  give  the  personal  attention  that 
we  should  to  those  of  our  members  who  may  need  attention  and  who  would 
get  far  more  inspiration  through  personal  visits  from  members  who  showed 
this  kindly  interest,  than  the  best  that  could  come  from  highly  trained 
attendants  and  elaborately  equipped  institutions. 

Let  me  stress  the  necessity,  both  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  recipient 
and  of  the  visitor,  of  the  value  of  visiting  those  who  may  be  sick  or  in 
distress.  In  my  judgment*  much  of  the  strength  of  this  institution  during 
the  days  that  have  passed  came  from  the  inspiration  gained  by  waiting 
upon  those  who  needed  care  and  attention. 

In  doing  that  in  the  right  spirit,  we  are  emulating  the  Good  Samaritan. 
The  sum  total  of  the  obligations  which  could  come  within  the  purview  of  the 
duty  we  owe  to  our  members  could  find  expression  under  the  ministrations 
of  attentive  benefits.  Let  us  hope  that  the  future  may  disclose  a  revival 
of  that  spirit  of  old  and  a  greater  tendency  to  give  of  ourselves  and  with 
our  own  hands  for  the  comfort  and  relief  and  consolation  of  those  of  our 
members  who  may  be  in  need  of  such  ministrations.  If  we  do  that  we 
will  personally  be  proportionately  benefited  thereby. 

We  would  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  there  could  easily  also  come  under 
this  heading  of  attentive  benefits  all  the  financial  obligation  that  the  Order 
owes  to  its  members  who  are  sick  and  in  distress  and  who  need  financial 
assistance.  Remember,  the  story  of  the  Good  Samaritan  should  excite  our 
generous  impulses  to  the  extent  of  furnishing  real  material  assistance  (but 
not  stipulated  benefits)  for  the  brother  by  the  wayside,  if  the  brother  be  in 
actual  need  of  such  financial  assistance.  The  Samaritan  rendered  attentive 
benefits.  These  attentive  benefits  included:  First,  sympathy  and  consola¬ 
tion;  second,  attention  to  the  wounds  of  the  injured  one;  and  then,  and  only 
because  the  injured  one  had  been  robbed  of  his  cloak  and  of  his  funds 
and  was  in  actual  need,  did  the  Samaritan  divest  himself  of  his  cloak  and 
furnish  funds  for  the  traveler’s  support.  Though  the  Samaritan  had  but 
little,  that  little  he  cheerfully  shared.  He  did  the  thing  that  needed  to  be 
done,  at  the  time  it  needed  to  be  done  and  in  the  way  that  it  needed  to  be 
done,  all  in  keeping  with  the  exigencies  of  the  circumstances  and  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  times. 
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Such  is  Odd  Fellowship,  pure  and  undefiled.  Such  ministrations,  in  this 
day  and  generation,  we  are  called  upon  to  perform,  but,  we  are  not  called 
upon  and  are  not  in  duty  bound,  either  by  mandate  of  the  keener  con¬ 
ceptions  of  justice,  fraternity,  brotherliness,  to  furnish  money  to  a  wounded 
man  found  injured  or  in  distress  on  the  broad  highway  of  life,  if  the  injured 
one  has  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  material  wants  of  life.  But  we  are 
bound  by  all  the  ties,  prompted  by  a  sublime  exaltation  of  the  fraternal 
instinct,  to  stop  and  to  lend  him  sympathy  and  encouragement  and  to  let 
him  know  that  we  are  concerned  for  his  welfare. 

In  other  words,  in  this  day  of  intense,  high-speed  civilization,  there  is 
much  need  for  the  spirit  of  brotherliness,  even  as  of  Jonathan  toward 
David,  and  this  we  are  likely  to  forget,  especially  when  an  institution 
comes  to  have  more  of  solidarity  and  therefore,  naturally,  gets  the  tendency 
to  do  things  in  an  institutional  way,  rather  than  in  a  more  personal  way 
that  is  prompted  by  the  heart  emotions. 

I  appeal  to  our  membership  everywhere,  world-wide,  to  cultivate  those 
emotions  which  shall  lead  us  to  the  altar  of  a  more  intimate  and  personal 
Odd  Fellowship;  which  shall  so  attune  our  hearts  to  the  finer  sensibilities  of 
human  sympathy  so  that  the  kind  word  spoken  at  the  right  time,  the  hand¬ 
clasp  which  shall  tell  a  story  full  of  sympathy  for  those  who,  though  pre¬ 
senting  a  bland  exterior,  may  be  famished  for  a  real  touch  of  human  interest 
and  sympathy. 

How  parsimonious  we  all  are  prone  to  be  with  the  kind  word  and  the 
kindlier  act  to  or  for  those  who  secret^  may  be  craving  the  sort  of  sym¬ 
pathy  for  which  all  humanity  longs!  This  is  particularly  true  of  those  who 
may  have  a  composure  which  would  give  no  indication  of  the  secret  longing 
of  the  soul  for  personal  human  sympathy.  All  about  us  on  every  hand, 
without  question,  there  are  human  beings  who  may  be  longing  for  the 
touch  that  indicates  true  fraternity,  but  who,  because  of  a  natural  reserve, 
or  of  pride,  or  of  timidity,  shrink  from  letting  it  be  known  that  they  are 
hungering  for  the  kindly  word  and  the  thrill  of  a  hand-clasp  full  of  sympathy. 

In  my  judgment,  if  we  would  make  Odd  Fellowship  the  real  force  that 
it  ought  to  be,  we  must  cultivate,  more  than  we  have  done  before,  a  facility 
of  expression  of  more  than  momentary  and  passing  interest  in  those  about 
us  who  need  a  word  of  cheer  and  encouragement  and,  who  should  know  that 
there  are  those  in  whom  they  can  confide  and  from  whom  they  may  expect 
words  of  encouragement. 

A  practice  of  these  tendencies  to  lend  sympathy  and  encouragement  and 
to  show  a  timely  interest  in  the  problems  of  our  members  will  do  far 
more  than  millions  spent  in  response  to  the  demands  of  the  contractural 
relation. 

What  we  need  is  more  Odd  Fellowship  that  practises  with  the  heart  and 
not  more  of  the  kind  that  only  shows  appreciation  through  a  perfunctory 
contribution  of  money ;  more  Odd  Fellowship  that  expresses  human  interest, 
rather  than  an  exaltation  of  our  benefactions;  more  Odd  Fellowship  typi¬ 
fied  by  the  story  of  David  and  Jonathan,  rather  than  one  that  pours  out 
millions  without  accompanying  it  with  true  brotherhood. 

True,  we  must  have  funds,  vast  sums,  for  carrying  on  our  work,  for  it  has 
spread  around  the  world,  and  its  manifold  agencies  require  our  treating 
every  question  of  the  expenditure  of  funds  with  a  broadened  vision  of  our 
responsibilities  and  of  our  opportunities,  and  with  the  necessity  for  doing 
whatever  is  to  be  done,  in  a  way  in  keeping  with  the  conditions  of  the  day 
in  which  we  live. 
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May  we  not  look  forward,  then,  to  the  time  when  our  ritualistic  teachings 
will  be  so  deeply  rooted  in  our  natures  that  this  subject  of  attentive 
benefits  will  come  into  the  full  glory  of  exemplification  through  the  constant 
desire  of  each  member  to  render  attention  under  all  circumstances  when  it  is 
needed. 

We  recommend  to  this  Body  and  to  all  Grand  and  subordinate  bodies  a 
further  emphasis  of  this  subject  than  there  has  been  in  the  past  and  that 
the  attention  of  all  members  be  more  particularly  directed  to  the  practice 
of  rendering  attentive  benefits,  which  is  really  the  ultimate  expression  of 
fraternity. 

OUR  SURVEY  OF  THE  ORDER. 

I  am  able  to  report  to  you  this  year  even  greater  activity  in  visiting 
Grand  Jurisdictions  and  subordinates  than  that  of  last  year.  My  visitations 
in  Europe  will  be  covered  in  a  supplementary  report  which  will  be  prepared 
after  the  return  from  my  visit  to  the  European  Grand  and  subordinate 
Jurisdictions. 

My  itinerary,  which  was  all  prepared  at  the  time  this  report  was  written, 
calls  for  a  visit  to  thirteen  countries  in  Europe  and  for  official  visitations 
to  Grand  and  subordinate  bodies  in  all  the  countries  in  Europe,  numbering 
eleven,  where  Odd  Fellowship  exists.  When  that  trip  is  completed,  I  shall 
then  have  been,  during  my  incumbency  as  Grand  Sire,  in  every  country,  state 
and  province  in  the  world  where  a  Grand  Lodge  exists,  excepting  Austral¬ 
asia,  and  also  in  many  countries  where  there  are  subordinates  but  no  Grand 
Bodies. 

These  trips,  at  the  close  of  my  term,  will  include  sixty-three  Grand 
Jurisdictions  with  conferences  with  Grand  Officers  and  many  other  official 
meetings  in  all  but  three  of  them,  and  with  many  conferences  and  other 
meetings  with  subordinates  both  in  countries  where  there  are  Grand 
Bodies  and  in  those  where  there  are  not. 

In  my  visits  I  have  asked  for  conferences  with  Grand  and  Past  Grand 
Officers  of  Grand  Lodges,  and  Grand  Encampments,  with  present  and  past 
officers  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  and  Department  Councils  and  with  all  other 
interested  members  who  ought  to  be  at  such  a  conference. 

The  interest  in  these  meetings  has  apparently  been  very  great  and  the 
attendance  more  than  could  have  been  reasonably  expected.  It  is  not  for  me 
-  to  say  what  has  been  the  result.  All  the  proprieties  forbid  that,  but  I  would 
be  recreant  did  I  not  say  to  you  that  officers  and  members,  almost  uni¬ 
versally,  have  exhibited  the  keenest  kind  of  interest  in  these  meetings  and 
in  the  discussion  of  the  practical  problems  there  considered. 

Perhaps  of  as  great  value  may  be  the  contact  that  the  Grand  Sire  has 
thus  been  permitted  to  get  with  all  the  Odd  Fellowship  of  the  world,  except¬ 
ing  that  in  Australasia,  and  that  exception  is  somewhat  palliated  by  the 
fact  of  the  presence  of  Grand  Sire  Glasgow  of  Australasia  at  the  session 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  last  year.  This  contact  has  served  several 
purposes:  First,  to  let  all  the  Odd  Fellowship  of  the  world  know  that  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Sire  were  concerned  regarding  the 
work  of  the  Order  everywhere  and  that  there  was  a  desire  to  know  in  an 
intimate  way  regarding  the  complex  problems  of  our  great  and  truly 
international  body,  as  affecting  every  subordinate  in  all  the  world  of  Odd 
Fellowship;  second,  it  has  given  us  an  opportunity  to  attempt  to  speed  up 
the  worth-while  work  of  the  Order  and  to  point  out  methods  by  which  it 
was  thought  the  Order  could  be  made  a  more  efficient  instrument  for  the 
work  in  which  it  is  engaged ;  third,  it  has  given  an  opportunity  to  stress 
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the  desirability  of  solidarity,  uniformity  and  co-operation  and  to  more  fully 
impress  the  members  everywhere  that,  though  differences  of  language,  law 
and  international  boundary  lines  may  seem  to  be  a  barrier  to  the  fullest 
realization  of  our  aspirations,  yet  these,  after  all,  are  not  so  much  a  barrier 
but  are,  on  the  contrary,  a  tie  that  binds  us  together  more  closely  in  a 
great  work,  international  in  scope  and  utilitarian  in  character. 

These  visitations  have  been  laborious.  They  have  involved  the  expendi¬ 
ture  of  much  time,  labor,  nerve  force  and  money,  but  they  have  given  us  a 
personal  knowledge  of  the  actual  conditions  of  the  Order  everywhere 
throughout  the  world  and  the  benefit  of  that  experience  and  that  knowledge 
is  at  your  disposal  at  any  time  that  it  may  be  thought  to  be  of  value. 

We  trust  that  these  activities  have  met  with  your  approval.  It  has  been 
my  pleasure,  as  directed  by  you,  to  carry  the  felicitations  and  well-wishes  of 
this  Body  to  all  the  Grand  Bodies  of  the  world,  excepting  Australasia,  and  I 
have  likewise  been  commissioned  to  bring  like  greetings  to  you  in  return. 

SOME  FINANCIAL  MATTERS  REFERRED  TO  THE  GRAND  SIRE 

AND  TO  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES. 

In  my  report  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  last  year,  as  found  on 
pages  twenty-seven  to  twenty-nine  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings,  I  dis¬ 
cussed  very  frankly  and  with  considerable  vigor  the  question  of  the  finances 
of  the  subordinates  of  the  Order.  That  subject  and  the  intimately  related 
ones  of  benefits  and  Homes  occupied  much  of  the  time  and  attention  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  last  year  and  has  occupied  much  of  the  time 
and  attention  of  all  the  Fraternity  since  that  time. 

I  have  heretofore  asked  and  again  now  ask  a  serious  reading  of  my  report 
of  last  year  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  consider  the  question  from  the 
presentation  there  given.  It  will  not  be  my  purpose  to  discuss  the  question 
in  detail  in  this  report,  for  the  reason  that  the  subject,  by  your  action,  was 
referred  to  a  special  committee  for  consideration  and  for  report  to  this 
session.  The  matter  is  therefore  now  in  the  hands  of  a  very  able  committee, 
which  committee  will,  without  doubt,  make  report  to  you  at  this  session. 

According  to  your  instructions,  I  have  again  during  the  year  just  closed 
taken  up  a  discussion  of  the  financial  question  with  the  most  of  the  Grand 
Jurisdictions  of  the  world.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  many  Grand 
Jurisdictions  are  giving  much  thought  to  the  subject,  but  they  have  not 
proceeded  far  in  the  way  of  legislation  to  correct  the  financial  stress  into 
which  altogether  too  many  subordinates  have  been  forced  by  the  practices 
permitted  under  the  law. 

In  my  judgment,  the  need  for  legislation  which  will  prevent  so  much 
disregard  for  even  the  elementary  principles  of  financial  consideration  is 
even  greater  than  that  of  a  year  ago. 

In  our  Fraternity,  our  system  of  government  in  the  earlier  days  was 
designed  to  give  the  greatest  latitude  to  subordinates,  reserving  to  each 
subordinate,  almost  without  limitation,  the  right  to  complete  control  of  its 
local  affairs.  This  doctrine  prevailed,  with  every  now  and  then  some 
general  law,  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  imposing  certain  obli¬ 
gations  upon  members.  At  one  session  the  then  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  proclaimed  the  inalienable  right  of  a  subordinate  to  control  its 
finances,  and  then,  at  the  same  meeting,  enacted  the  minimum  benefit  law, 
making  it  obligatory  upon  subordinate  lodges  to  pay  at  least  the  minimum 
benefit.  This  Body  imposed  the  obligation  to  pay  but  did  not  enact  any  law 
which  would  in  any  way  be  a  guide  to  subordinates  in  order  to  assure  them 
a  financial  position  which  would  permit  them  to  meet  the  obligations  which 
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they  were  forced  to  assume.  I  call  attention  to  these  matters  briefly  here  so 
that  you  may  give  serious  thought  to  these  questions  and  be  ready  to 
consider  whatever  report  may  be  made  to  you  by  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  Financial  System  of  the  Order,  and  to  anticipate,  if  possible,  any  pro¬ 
posed  legislation  which  shall  have  for  its  purpose  the  strengthening  of  the 
financial  position  of  our  subordinates  everywhere. 

While  it  is  true  that  many  subordinates  have  managed  their  fiscal  affairs 
in  a  way  that  is  most  commendable,  it  is  also  true  that  there  are  thousands 
of  subordinates  whose  finances  are  in  such  condition  that  if  the  most 
cursory  examination  were  made  of  their  financial  status  they  would  be 
found  to  be  insolvent.  Bound  by  the  laws  of  this  Body  and  by  Grand 
Bodies  to  do  certain  things,  yet  entirely  without  supervision  or  direction  by 
superior  authority,  they  have  drifted  along  unmindful  of  their  actual  fiscal 
condition  or,  if  mindful  of  it,  seeming  to  give  little  heed  to  the  gravity  of 
the  situation. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  every  insolvent  subordinate  of  this 
Order  and  every  subordinate  of  this  Order  that  fails  to  function  efficiently 
in  a  financial  way  is  a  very  great  liability  to  the  whole  Fraternity.  There  is 
no  way  by  which  it  is  possible  to  estimate  what  the  Order  suffers,  not  only 
in  intangible,  but  in  tangible  ways,  by  the  failure  of  subordinates  to  so  order 
their  financial  affairs  that  they  can  best  do  their  work  fully  and  completely 
and  therefore  commend  the  Order  to  all  who  are  keenly  observant  of  the 
business  acumen  of  great  movements,  and  also  of  all  others  who  may  know 
of  its  activities.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  many  function  in 
a  desultory  and  inadequate  way  and,  because  of  that,  cause  the  Order  to  lose 
the  respect  of  many  who  might  otherwise  become  actively  concerned  in 
our  work  and  join  in  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged. 

It  appears  to  the  Grand  Sire  that  the  time  is  here  when  we  should  take 
such  action  as  shall  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  subordinates  and,  thereby, 
the  whole  fabric  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

THE  HOME  QUESTION  AS  IT  AFFECTS  OUR  ORDER. 

In  my  report  to  you  last  year,  I  frankly  discussed  some  of  the  conditions 
into  which  our  practices  and  our  laws  governing  the  question  of  Homes 
have  led  us. 

This  discussion  will  be  found  on  pages  thirty-seven  to  forty-two  of  the 
Journal  of  Proceedings  for  1925.  In  it  we  unhesitatingly  called  attention 
to  the  indiscretions  which  have  grown  into  our  work  in  the  treatment  of  this 
subject.  It  is  probably  true  that  some  of  the  disclosures  were  a  shock  to 
many  of  our  members.  We  hope  that  sufficient  attention  has  been  attracted 
to  this  subject  so  that  greater  care  will  be  exercised  in  the  future  and  that 
the  Order  may  not  be  placed,  in  any  Grand  Jurisdiction,  in  the  undesirable 
position  of  having  assumed  obligations  which  it  is  impossible  to  fufill,  or,  if 
fulfilled,  would  be  so  arduous  as  to  cause  further  falling  off  in  membership 
and  thereby  constantly  increasing  demands  upon  a  constantly  decreasing 
membership. 

The  Grand  Sire’s  report  on  this  subject  at  the  1925  session  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Odd  Fellows’  Homes.  That  committee  made  two 
very  able  reports  which  ought  to  be  seriously  studied  by  every  member  of 
any  Grand  Body  which  legislates  on  the  Home  question.  We  commend  those 
reports  again  to  the  attention  of  this  Body,  with  the  recommendation  that 
some  action  be  taken  whereby  the  information  in  these  reports  and  the 
discussion  of  the  question  by  the  Grand  Sire  in  his  report  last  year  shall 
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be  communicated  to  each  Grand  Lodge  and  each  Rebekah  Assembly  on 
the  North  American  continent  with  the  request  that  they  be  read  in  full 
before  the  said  bodies. 

The  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Odd  Fellows’  Homes  will  be  found 
on  pages  253  and  340.  These  reports  were  adopted  and  the  recommendations 
in  the  first  report,  found  on  page  257,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation. 

THE  ENCAMPMENT  BRANCH  OF  THE  ORDER. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  we  have  not  been  apprised  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  as  to  the  condition  of  the  membership  returns  for  this 
branch  of  the  Order. 

His  report  will,  without  doubt,  set  that  out  in  detail  and  it  will  there¬ 
fore  not  be  necessary  to  make  report  upon  the  subject  here. 

In  our  visits  everywhere  on  the  North  American  continent  and  in  Eu¬ 
rope,  we  have  had  conferences  with  the  Grand  Officers  of  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments,  where  Grand  Encampments  had  been  instituted,  and  with  many  of 
the  officers  of  subordinate  encampments,  and  are  glad  to  report  that  the 
interest  of  these  officers  is  everywhere  apparent. 

Much  interest  among  the  members  everywhere  is  indicated  in  the  work 
of  the  Special  Committee  on  Patriarchal  Branch  which  was  ordered  at  the 
last  session.  This  committee  has  been  at  work  gathering  data  and  sug¬ 
gestions  regarding  this  branch  of  our  Fraternity,  and  the  committee  will, 
without  doubt,  submit  a  very  comprehensive  and  interesting  report  to 
this  session. 

Anticipating  that  report,  the  Grand  Sire  cannot  with  propriety  enter 
into  discussion  of  the  questions  which  will  probably  be  considered  in  the 
report  of  the  committee.  I  earnestly  request  your  careful  consideration 
of  such  report  as  shall  be  made. 

THE  REBEKAH  BRANCH  OF  THE  ORDER. 

The  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most 
active  branches  of  our  work.  Figures  have  not  been  furnished  me  from 
their  statistical  reports,  but  this  will  be  covered  in  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary,  and  so  need  not  be  given  attention  here. 

In  our  visits  to  all  Jurisdictions,  the  officers  of  Rebekah  Assemblies 
and  Rebekah  lodges  have  shown  the  keenest  interest  in  their  work,  and 
everywhere  seem  to  be  using  vigorous  and  practical  efforts  to  keep  this 
branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  very  front  rank  of  activity.  In  many 
Grand  Jurisdictions,  most  constructive  efforts  are  being  made  for  ad¬ 
vancing  every  department  of  their  work,  and  we  congratulate  them  on  their 
progress  and  their  programs  for  advancing  the  Order’s  interests. 

The  work  of  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  still  goes  on.  Myrtle 
W.  Tandy,  the  President,  has  given  much  thought  and  effort  to  make  its 
work  efficient  and  a  constructive  force  in  the  work  of  Rebekah  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship.  As  this  report  is  being  written,  word  comes  to  me  that,  by  action 
of  their  respective  assemblies,  Pennsylvania  and  Vermont  have  expressed 
the  desire  to  be'  affiliated  with  the  Association. 

The  sessions  of  this  auxiliary  body  will  be  held  at  the  same  time  as  the 
sessions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  will,  without  doubt,  be  most 
interesting  and  helpful,  and  the  suggestions  coming  to  this  Body  from 
that  Association,  concerning  the  work  of  that  branch,  will,  we  'are  sure, 
receive  the  earnest  consideration  of  all  the  members  of  this  Body. 
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Perhaps,  for  the  purposes  of  record,  and  to  clarify  the  preconceived 
notions  of  some  as  to  the  work  of  this  branch  of  the  Order,  we  ought  to 
make  the  following  statements  as  to  its  status: 

1.  Rebekah  lodges,  Rebekah  Assemblies  and  the  Association  of  Re- 
bekah  Assemblies  are  recognized  under  the  laws  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  as  integral  parts  of  our  work. 

2.  Rebekah  lodges  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Grand  Lodges, 
either  with  or  without  the  intermediaiy  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly,  and  are, 
to  that  extent,  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  under  which 
they  exist.  Exception  is,  of  course,  made  to  the  Rebekah  lodges  under  the 
immediate  Jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  which,  therefore, 
come  under  the  direct  supervision  of  this  Body. 

3.  Rebekah  Assemblies  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  under  which  they  exist.  The  grants  of  authority  to  a  Rebekah 
Assembly  by  a  Grand  Lodge  control,  to  a  very  great  degree,  the  authority 
which  the  said  Assembly  may  have  over  the  Rebekah  lodges  under  it 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  legislated  concerning  some  details  of  the 
work  of  Rebekah  lodges.  In  all  other  respects,  Rebekah  lodges  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  authority  of  Grand  Lodges  excepting  such  authority  as  has 
been  granted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  to  the 
Rebekah  Assembly,  its  officers,  or  to  Rebekah  lodges. 

4.  The  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  is  under  the  authority  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  It  functions  according  to  the  powers  and  privi¬ 
leges  granted  it  in  the  charter  issued  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and 
under  such  supplementary  authority  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  granted 
it  by  this  Body.  It  has  no  legislative  powers  and  is  subordinate  to  the 
authority  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  It  acts  in  an  advisory  capacity 
to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  concerning  questions  affecting  the  Re¬ 
bekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  its  function  is  also  to  assist,  by  all 
the  facilities  at  its  command,  in  increasing  the  efficiency  of  Rebekah 
lodge  work. 

5.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  supreme  authority  over  all  depart¬ 
ments  and  all  functions  of  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship. 

THE  PATRIARCHS  MILITANT  BRANCH  OF  TFIE  ORDER. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  to  you  that  the  work  of  this  branch  of  the 
Order  has  been  most  energetically  supervised  for  the  past  two  years  by  the 
General  Commanding,  August  Hohenstein,  P.  G.  M.,  P.  G.  P.,  P.  G.  R. 

For  two  years,  General  Hohenstein  has  given  unsparingly  of  time  and 
his  talent  to  build  to  higher  levels  the  work  of  this  important  branch  of 
our  Fraternity.  This  work  has  everywhere  been  characterized  by  an  ear¬ 
nestness  that  is  inspiring,  and  that  inspiration  should  greatly  enhance  the 
activity  of  this  branch  of  our  Order. 

The  Grand  Sire  has  been  pleased  to  call  to  the  favorable  attention  of 
all  members  everywhere  this  branch  of  our  work  and  has  been  pleased  on 
all  occasion  in  the  past,  and  now  does  commend  this  branch  to  every 
encampment  member  who  has  not  already  received  this  degree.  The  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  branch  of  the  Fraternity  have  made  many  sacrifices  of  time 
and  money  to  thus  promote  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  everywhere 
I  have  urged  for  this  branch  and  its  members  the  encouragement  and 
co-operation  that  they  deserve. 

At  this  time,  I  wish  to  suggest  to  all  other  branches  and  units  of  Odd 
Fellowship  that,  whenever  opportunity  offers,  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
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branch  be  always  called  upon  to  participate,  so  that  this  department  of 
our  work,  which  is  so  designed  that  it  must  attract  attention  and  thereby 
arouse  enthusiasm,  will  be  given  the  greatest  opportunity  to  prove  its  worth 
and  its  value  to  Odd  Fellowship.  I  am  urging  this  not  only  for  the  purpose 
that  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  shall  be  always  recognized,  but  also 
for  the  purpose  that  all  Odd  Fellowship  shall  be  benefited  by  the  favorable 
presentation  and  the  commendation  that  must  necessarily  follow. 

In  every  conference  of  Grand  Officers,  the  officers  of  Departments  and  of 
cantons  have  been  urged  to  be,  and  were,  present  and  have  shown  an 
active  interest  in  the  work  of  our  Fraternity. 

I  commend  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  its  action  last  year  in  re¬ 
quiring  that  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  members  o. 
this  branch  of  the  Fraternity. 

In  order  that  any  member  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  or  a  Grand 
Representative-elect,  with  proper  credentials,  who  has  not  heretofore  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree,  may  have  the  same  conferred  upon  him,  I  have  re¬ 
quested  the  General  Commanding  to  be  ready  to  confer,  or  cause  to  be 
conferred,  the  Patriarchs  Militant  degree  upon  such  members. 

Sessions  of  the  General  Military  Council  will  be  held  during  the  time  of 
the  session  of  this  Body,  and  I  am  sure  that  such  recommendations  as  it 
shall  make  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  be  given  thoughtful  con¬ 
sideration.  That  is  the  function  of  the  General  Military  Council  and  its 
deliberations  ought  to  be  and  are  valuable  to  this  Grand  Body. 

CONSTITUTIONS  OF  SUBORDINATE  BODIES  UNDER 
IMMEDIATE  JURISDICTION. 

During  the  year,  my  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  fact  that  the 
constitutions  governing  subordinates — lodge,  encampment  and  Rebekah 
lodge — under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
have  not  been  revised  in  many  years. 

A  reading  of  them  discloses  that  many  of  the  provisions  are  not  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  present  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  I  therefore 
recommend  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  an  appropriate  committee  for 
such  action  as  will  secure  a  speedy  and  complete  revision  of  the  laws  of 
local  character  which  govern  these  subordinates. 

DEATH  OF  PAST  GRAND  SIRE  BORST. 

During  the  year,  we  have  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  passing  of 
Past  Grand  Sire  Henry  V.  Borst,  who  died  at  Albany,  New  York,  Thursday, 
November  26,  1925. 

Past  Grand  Sire  Borst  was  an  outstanding  figure  in  his  home  State  as 
well  as  in  this  Fraternity,  and  his  passing  was  mourned  by  thousands  of 
personal  friends. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  in  his  home  city  of  Amsterdam,  New 
York,  and  were  largely  attended.  The  Grand  Sire  and  Deputy  Grand  Sire 
Bradford  officially  represented  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  funeral. 
Prominent  members  of  the  Order  from  New  York  and  the  surrounding 
States  were  present  in  large  numbers. 

I  have  designated  Past  Grand  Sires  John  B.  Cockrum,  J.  B.  A.  Robertson 
and  Lucian  J.  Eastin  as  a  special  committee  to  prepare  and  present  to  this 
Body  a  suitable  memorial.  I  trust  that  this  action  will  meet  with  your 
approval. 
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SOME  SUGGESTIONS  IN  REGARD  TO  THE  JOURNAL  OF 

PROCEEDINGS. 

A  somewhat  intensive  study  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  extending  over  more  than  30  years,  prompts 
me  to  offer  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  That  the  index  contain  a  list  of  the  bills  and  resolutions  introduced, 
alphabetically  arranged,  with  the  intent  of  the  proposed  bill  or  resolution, 
together  with  all  page  references  affecting  said  bills  and  resolutions. 

2.  That  the  Appendix  showing  legislation  adopted  affecting  the  Code 
contain  the  section  as  amended,  omitting  there  the  enacting  clause  and 
inserting  the  page  references  showing  introduction  of  the  bill  and  the  pages 
where  report  was  made  and  action  was  had. 

3.  That  in  the  Journal  there  be  printed  an  epitome  of  the  action  taken 
in  secret  sessions  on  such  matters  as  could  be  given  publicity.  For  instance, 
the  statement  that  a  new  Patriarchs  Militant  ritual  was  adopted  or  that 
the  honors  of  the  Order  should  be  given  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  to  a  Grand 
Sire,  Past  Grand  Sire  or  a  Grand  Patriarch  or  Past  Grand  Patriarch  who 
did  not  happen  to  be  an  elective  or  past  elective  officer  of  a  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Sire  believes  that  all  matters  of  information  which  do  not 
divulge  any  secret  should  be  epitomized  in  the  printed  Journal,  and  he 
therefore  submits  this  matter  for  your  consideration. 


GENERAL  RELIEF  COMMITTEES  FOR  LODGES  UNDER  THE 
IMMEDIATE  JURISDICTION  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN 

GRAND  LODGE. 

In  my  decisions  reported  to  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  will  be  found  a  decision  which  was  approved  by  this  Body,  which 
decision  points  out  that  present  law  does  not  authorize  the  formation  of 
General  Relief  Committees,  unless  it  be  under  permissive  legislation 
adopted  by  Grand  Bodies. 

The  Grand  Sire  is  not  personally  opposed  to  the  question  of  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  a  General  Relief  Committee  in  a  city  having  two  or  more  subordi¬ 
nates  of  the  Order,  if  those  subordinates  are  under  the  immediate  juris¬ 
diction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  but  it  was  his  opinion  (which 
opinion  was  concurred  in  by  this  Grand  Body)  that  such  action  wras  not 
authorized  by  law. 

The  legislation  of  this  Body  on  the  subject  of  General  Relief  Commit¬ 
tees  indicates  that  before  any  action  can  be  taken  by  subordinates  under 
a  Grand  Body  for  the  formation  of  a  General  Relief  Committee,  there 
must  first  be  legislation  by  the  Grand  Body  permitting  such  action.  Logic, 
then,  would  say  that  no  such  committee  could  be  organized  without  the 
preliminary  permissive  legislation.  There  is  no  such  preliminary  legisla¬ 
tion  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  subordinates  under  immediate 
jurisdiction. 

Our  members  in  Honolulu,  where  there  are  two  prosperous  subordinate 
lodges,  seem  to  think  that  a  General  Relief  Committee  would  best  serve 
their  purposes.  I,  therefore,  refer  this  subject  to  you  for  appropriate  action 
with  the  recommendation  that  legislation  be  prepared  which  will  permit 
such  organization, 
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THE  BENEFIT  QUESTION  IN  THE  PHILIPPINES. 

In  my  regular  report  as  found  on  page  49  and  in  my  supplementary 
report  as  found  on  pages  196  to  198,  Journal  of  Proceedings  for  1925,  will 
be  found  a  statement  of  facts  concerning  the  operation  of  the  compulsory 
benefit  law  in  our  subordinates  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 

Because  of  the  fact  that,  under  the  compulsory  benefit  law,  certain 
guarantees  were  made  to  members  in  the  event  of  sickness,  accident  or 
death,  as  to  the  payment  of  certain  sums,  it  was  decided  by  Philippine 
authorities  that  such  subordinates  came  within  the  purview  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  insurance  laws  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 

There  was  much  correspondence  in  an  attempt  to  convince  the  Philippine 
authorities  that  primarily  our  organization  was  for  fraternal  purposes  and 
that  such  stipulated  relief  as  was  afforded  was  merely  incidental.  The  au¬ 
thorities  there  were  not  convinced  and  the  Bureau  of  Insular  Affairs  of  the 
War  Department  at  Washington  and  General  Leonard  Wood,  Governor- 
General  of  the  Philippines,  were  asked  to  intercede,  as  indicated  in  my 
report  last  year.  Their  efforts,  however,  were  without  avail. 

I  am  incorporating  in  this  report  the  correspondence  that  has  been 
received  concerning  this  question  since  the  correspondence  reported  last 
year :

“  Respectfully  returned,  through  the  Honorable  the  Secretary  of  Fi¬ 
nance,  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Governor-General,  Manila,  with  the  following 
comment : 

“  Section  1637  of  the  Administrative  Code  of  1917  provides  that  ‘  mutual 
benefit,  relief,  and  benevolent  societies  or  associations,  whether  incorporated 
or  not,  formed  or  organized  for  the  purpose  of  paying  sick  benefits  to  mem¬ 
bers,  or  of  furnishing  support  to  members  while  out  of  employment,  or  of 
furnishing  professional  assistance  to  members,  or  of  paying  to  relatives  of 
deceased  7nembers  a  fixed  or  any  sum  of  money,  or  providing  for  any 
method  of  accident  or  life  insurance  out  of  dues  or  assessments  collected 
from  the  membership,  and  societies  or  associations  making  either  or  any  of 
such  purposes  features  of  their  organizatio7i  on  the  basis  of  fixed  dues  or 
assessments,  shall  report  to  the  Insular  Treasury  within  30  days  after  their 
organization  the  fact  of  their  formation,  the  name  of  the  association,  its 
principal  place  of  business,  the  name  of  the  president,  secretary,  and  trea¬ 
surer,  and  board  of  directors,  or  the  names  of  officers  having  the  usual  duties 
of  such  offices  by  whatever  name  designated,  the  general  purposes  of  such 
societies,  and  the  provision  of  the  constitution  or  by-laws  fixing  the  amount 
of  dues  or  assessments  and  their  disposition.’ 

“  Section  1638  of  the  above-mentioned  Code,  as  amended  by  Act  No. 
3212,  provides  that  the  societies  or  associations  referred  to  above  ‘  shall 
annually,  within  the  first  ten  days  of  January,  make  a  full  report  to  the 
Insular  Treasurer  of  their  financial  condition  and  a  complete  itemized  state¬ 
ment  of  all  their  receipts  and  disbursements,  including  the  name  and  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  j)erson  from  whom  received,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the 
person  to  whom  disbursed . ’

“  Under  the  above-quoted  provisions  of  law,  this  office  requested  the 
Noble  Grand  of  the  Manila  Lodge  No.  1  and  the  Chief  Patriarch  of  the 
Manila  Encampment  No.  1,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  under 
date  of  March  18,  1925,  to  furnish  this  Bureau  with  copies  of  the  constitu¬ 
tion  and  by-laws  of  their  respective  organizations,  in  order  that  it  might 
be  determined  whether  or  not  the  same  were  subject  to  the  requirements 
of  the  law  governing  mutual  benefit,  relief  and  benevolent  societies  or 
associations,  which  request  was  duly  complied  with.  Upon  examination  of 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  said  organizations,  it  was  found  that  two 
of  the  four  purposes  first  given  in  Section  1637  of  the  Administrative  Code, 
namely,  paying  sick  benefits  to  members  and  paying  to  relatives  oj  de¬ 
ceased  members  a  fixed  or  any  sum  of  money,  are  features  thereof,  in  view 
of  which  this  Bureau  concluded  that  these  two  organizations  came  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Administrative  Code  governing  mutual  benefit, 
relief,  and  benevolent  societies  or  associations.  The  above-named  officers 
of  the  lodge  and  the  encampment  were  advised  under  date  of  March  26, 
1925,  of  the  conclusion  arrived  at  by  this  office  and  were  requested  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  Circular  No.  16  of  this  Bureau,  copies 
of  which  were  duly  furnished  them.  The  Manila  Lodge  No.  1,  through  its 
Secretary,  Mr.  Wm.  Murphy,  forthwith  requested  an  extension  of  time 
sufficient  for  its  officers  to  receive  an  answer  from  the  officials  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Order  at  Baltimore,  Maryland,  to  whom 
the  matter  of  the  rendition  of  the  financial  reports  and  statements  called 
for  in  the  circular  adverted  to  above  had  been  referred  for  decision.  The 
Manila  Encampment  No.  1  made  the  same  request  under  date  of  June 
11,  1925.  Both  organizations  were,  therefore,  advised  that  the  reports  and 
statements  in  question  could  be  filed  on  or  before  July  15,  1925. 

“After  a  careful  study  of  the  matter  treated  in  the  two  letters  under  in¬ 
dorsement,  this  office  is  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  Manila  Lodge  No.  1 
and  the  Manila  Encampment  No.  1  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows,  as  they  are  at  present  constituted,  come  within  the  purview  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Administrative  Code,  as  amended,  governing  mutual  bene¬ 
fit,  relief  and  benevolent  societies  or  associations,  for  the  reason  that  two 
of  the  features  of  both  organizations  are  the  paying  of  sick  benefits  to 
members  and  the  paying  to  relatives  of  deceased  members  fixed  sums  of 
money  out  of  dues  collected  from  the  membership. 

“  Even  if  this  Bureau  were  to  admit,  for  the  sake  of  argument,  that  the 
giving  of  benefits  and  reliefs  is  only  an  incidental  purpose  of  the  organi¬ 
zations  in  question,  the  character  attributed  thereto  by  this  office  would 
not  be  changed  thereby,  taking  into  consideration  the  following  interpre¬ 
tation  of  the  provisions  of  Section  1637  of  the  Administrative  Code,  given 
by  this  office  and  concurred  in  by  the  Attorney-General: 

“  ‘  It  appears  that  there  are  six  kinds  of  societies  or  associations  which 
the  law  enumerates  as  coming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Insular  Treasury, 
classified  according  to  the  purposes  or  aims  for  which  they  are  organized. 
If  a  society  or  association  has  only  one  purpose  or  aim  and  it  be  one  of 
the  first  four  enumerated  in  the  provisions  of  law  above-quoted,  it  is  a 
mutual  benefit,  relief,  and  benevolent  society  or  association  irrespective 
of  whether  such  aim  or  purpose  is  carried  out  by  means  of  fixed  dues  or 
assessments  or  only  by  voluntary  contributions.  This  is  so  because  the  law, 
in  classifying  said  society  or  association  as  a  mutual  benefit,  relief,  and 
benevolent  society,  does  not  give  any  condition  other  than  that  it  be  formed 
or  organized  for  any  of  the  four  purposes  first  given  above. 

“  ‘  When  a  society  or  association  is  formed  or  organized  to  provide  for 
any  method  of  accident  or  life  insurance,  it  is  essential  that  the  aid  be 
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give  out  of  dues  or  assessments  collected  from  the  membership  in  order 
that  it  may  be  classified  as  a  mutual  benefit,  relief,  and  benevolent  society 
or  association. 

“ 1  When  a  society  has  other  aims  besides  either  or  any  or  all  of  the  five 
purposes  indicated  above,  but  said  society  makes  the  latter  principal  fea¬ 
tures  of  its  organization,  it  is  a  mutual  benefit,  relief  and  benevolent  asso¬ 
ciation  irrespective  of  whether  such  purposes  are  carried  out  by  means  of 
fixed  dues  or  assessments  or  only  through  voluntary  contributions.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  such  purposes  are  merely  incidental,  it  is  essential  that  they 
be  carried  out  on  the  basis  of  fixed  dues  or  assessments,  or  out  of  fixed  dues 
or  assessments  previously  collected,  in  order  that  the  society  may  be  clas¬ 
sified  as  a  mutual  benefit,  relief  and  benevolent  association.  The  provisions 
of  the  constitution,  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  or  resolutions  of  the 
society  or  association  concerned,  or  actual  practices  not  specifically  provided 
in  any  of  the  above  should  be  the  basis  for  determining  whether  such  pur¬ 
poses  are  principal  or  incidental.’ 

“According  to  the  above  interpretation,  societies  or  associations  which 
pay  sick  reliefs  to  members  and  their  beneficiaries,  or  carry  out  any  of  the 
other  activities  specified  in  the  section  of  the  Administrative  Code  first 
quoted  above,  on  the  basis  of  fixed  dues  or  assessments  or  out  of  fixed 
dues  or  assessments  previously  collected,  are  mutual  benefit,  relief  and 
benevolent  societies  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  such  activities  are  merely 
incidental. 

“  In  view  of  all  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  regretted  that  this  Bureau  cannot 
see  its  way  clear  to  exempting  the  Manila  Lodge  No.  1  and  the  Manila 
Encampment  No.  1,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  from  the  operations  of  the  law  which  gov¬ 
erns  mutual  benefit,  relief  and  benevolent  societies  or  associations. 

“  With  respect  to  the  statements  made  in  the  attached  letter  of  the 
Grand  Sire  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  to  the  effect  that  ‘  dur¬ 
ing  all  the  years  that  Odd  Fellowship  has  existed  there  has  never  been 
any  attempt  in  the  states  or  in  the  provinces  of  Canada  for  supervision 
of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Order,’  it  should  be  stated  that  the  report  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Insurance  of  Virginia  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  April  30, 
1920,  gives  some  data  relative  to  the  financial  transactions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  No.  15,  Grand  United  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  State  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  for  the  year  1919,  and  that  the  report  of  the  Registrar  of  Friendly 
Societies  of  Ontario,  Canada,  for  1921  shows  the  annual  statements  for  the 
period  ended  December  31,  1921,  of  the  Canadian  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  the  Odd 
Fellows  Relief  Association  of  Canada,  and  the  Manchester  Unity,  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  all  of  which  organizations  appear  to  be 
similar  to  the  Odd  Fellows  organizations  established  in  Manila.  These 
facts  strengthen  the  belief  of  this  office  that  the  organizations  under  con¬ 
sideration  are  subject  to  supervision  by  the  government. 

“  In  connection  with  the  statement  made  in  the  fourth  paragraph  of  the 
letter  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  the  Order,  to  the  effect  that  the  officers 
thereof  ‘  do  not  think  that  there  is  any  justification  for  classing  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  with  insurance  societies,’  this  Bureau  desires 
to  point  out  the  fact  that  this  office  does  not  class  said  organization  with 
insurance  societies  or  associations,  which  are  governed  by  the  Insurance 
Law  of  the  Philippine  Islands  (Act  No.  2427,  as  amended)  but  with  mutual 
benefit,  relief  and  benevolent  societies  or  associations,  which  are  subject 
to  the  requirements  of  another  law,  namely,  the  administrative  Code  of 
1917,  as  amended.  It  can  be  seen,  therefore,  that  insurance  societies  or 
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associations  and  mutual  benefit,  relief  and  benevolent  societies  or  asso¬ 
ciations  in  this  country  are  governed  by  different  laws. 

“A  copy  of  Circular  No.  16  of  this  Bureau  and  excerpts  from  the  consti¬ 
tution  and  by-laws  of  the  organizations  in  question,  which  were  taken  into 
consideration  in  determining  the  status  of  said  organizations,  are  herewith

1925,  which  has  just  been  received  in  the  Bureau  from  the  Office  of  the 
Governor-General  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  which  I  believe  you  will  find 
self-explanatory.

“  I  have  your  letter  of  December  8,  protesting  against  the  decision  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Islands  that  your  Manila  Lodge  No  1  is 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3212  of  the  Administrative  Code  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  governing  mutual  benefit,  relief,  and  benevolent  socie¬ 
ties  or  associations  and  vesting  him  with  authority  to  inquire  into  the 
financial  condition  of  the  lodge. 

“As  I  have  heretofore  explained  to  your  Washington  organization,  the 
War  Department  is  without  authority  to  change  or  modify  decisions  or 
rulings  of  officials  of  the  Philippine  government  in  interpretation  of  Philip¬ 
pine  law.  Appeal  therefrom  lies  through  the  courts. 

“  I  am,  however,  very  glad  to  send  your  letter  on  to  the  Governor- 
General  of  the  Philippine  Islands  in  order  that  due  consideration  may  be 
given  the  views  you  set  forth  therein.

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After  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  1 
notified  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  William  Murphy,  of  the  Philip¬ 
pine  Islands,  of  your  action  in  abolishing  the  minimum  benefit  law  and 
that  the  said  change  went  into  effect  January  1,  1926. 

I  called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  that  time  it  would  be  possible 
for  the  subordinates  that  were  considered  by  the  Philippine  authorities  to 
be  violating  the  insurance  laws  to  so  amend  their  by-laws  that  the  said 
subordinates  could  not  be  construed  to  come  within  the  prohibitions  set 
up  by  said  insurance  laws. 

Conforming  to  my  suggestions,  the  subordinates  did  take  appropriate 
action  amending  the  by-laws,  and  in  due  course  of  time  I  received  the 
following  letter  indicating  that  the  matter  had  been  satisfactorily  adjusted. 

Following  is  also  a  copy  of  my  answer  to  the  Insular  Bureau  of  the 
War  Department,  my  instructions  to  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Murphy 
and  also  the  final  correspondence  from  the  War  Department. 

I  trust  that  this  disposition  and  treatment  of  the  question  involved  will 
meet  with  your  approval.

“Dear  Sir:  There  has  been  delivered  to  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  Mr.  E.  W.  Bradford,  of  Washington. 
D.  C.,  your  reply  B.  I.  A.  No.  7635,  relative  to  the  operation  of  the  Philip¬ 
pine  insurance  laws. 

“  Your  files  will  acquaint  you  with  status  of  this  matter  and  the  objection 
to  its  operation  being  made  in  any  way  inimical  to  the  interest  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

“  Answering  the  Acting  Insular  Treasurer  of  the  Philippines,  Mr.  Salv. 
Lagdameo,  as  found  in  the  last  paragraph  of  the  documents  submitted, 
permit  me  to  say  that  the  citations  referring  to  Grand  Lodge  No.  15, 
Grand  United  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  for  the  year 
1919,  and  the  report  of  the  Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies  of  Ontario, 
Canada,  for  1921,  of  the  Canadian  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  the  Odd  Fellows 
Relief  Association  of  Canada  and  the  Manchester  Unity,  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  let  me  say  that  these  have  nothing  to  do  with  our  Order 
which  is  properly  known  as  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  (Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows). 

“  His  citation  does  mention  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  We  do  not  have  the  data  at  hand,  but  we  are  assum¬ 
ing  that  that  Grand  Lodge  was  mentioned  by  the  Registrar  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  Odd  Fellows  Relief  Association  of  Canada  is  an  organization 
of  Odd  Fellows  belonging  to  this  branch  of  the  Order.  But  they  are  oper¬ 
ating  in  Canada  under  a  charter  legally  granted  and  are  admittedly  an 
insurance  organization.  They  fix  the  qualification  for  joining  and  are 
regularly  organized  for  insurance  purposes.  We  raise  no  question  as  to  the 
right  to  supervision  of  such  organizations,  but  we  do  raise  a  question  as  to 
the  right  to  supervision  of  the  lodges  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  and  that  is  what  the  Philippine  authorities  propose.  We  think 
the  citations  of  the  Acting  Insular  Treasurer  are  without  bearing  in  this  case. 
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“  Answering  the  subject  matter  covered  in  the  Acting  Insular  Treasurer’s 
report  as  covered  m  the  first  complete  paragraph  on  page  4,  referring  to 
statements  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Mr.  Bradford,  permit  us  to  say  that 
the  hypothesis  at  which  the  Acting  Treasurer  arrives  is  not  germane  to 
the  consideration  of  the  question  for  the  reason  that  the  purview  of  our 
activities  as  an  Order  (and  the  aforementioned  Canadian  insurance  organi¬ 
zation  is  not  part  of  our  Order — but  is  a  corporation  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  insuring  Odd  Fellows)  do  not  come  within  the  legitimate  scope 
of  the  supervisory  powers  of  government.  Had  the  position  taken  by  the 
Acting  Insular  Treasurer  of  the  Philippines  been  the  correct  one,  it  is  without 
doubt  true  that  that  position  would  have  been  taken  in  many  cases,  and 
probably  many  years  ago,  by  the  insurance  departments  of  the  various  states. 

“  Odd  Fellowship,  as  practiced  by  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
is  an  eleemosynary  organization,  extending  relief  (nearly  eight  millions  of 
dollars  in  1924),  and  is  thereby  the  handmaid  of  government  in  caring  for 
unfortunates.  Its  efficiency  ought  not  to  be  jeopardized  by  unnecessary 
interference  or  supervision. 

“  I  am  presenting  this  matter  to  you  as  I  understand  that  your  depart¬ 
ment  is  the  court  of  last  resort.

“  Dear  Brother  Murphy  :  Referring  to  the  question  of  the  operation 
of  the  laws  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  which  were  construed  by  the 
authorities  to  authorize  Philippine  officers  to  examine  the  books  of  subor¬ 
dinates  of  this  Order  which  paid  fixed  benefits,  operating  in  the  Philippines, 
permit  me  to  say  that  this  question  was  taken  up  with  Governor-General 
Leonard  Wood  of  the  Philippines  and  by  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Bradford  with 
the  War  Department  at  Washington,  under  which  department  these  insular 
matters  are  supervised. 

“  As  shown  by  the  supplemental  report  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  the  recent 
session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  no  action  had  been  taken  or  report 
received  with  reference  to  the  matter,  excepting  a  very  brief  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  the  receipt  of  the  documents  bearing  on  the  case. 

“  The  Grand  Sire  is  now  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  Insular 
Department.  This  communication  was  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  report 
of  the  Acting  Insular  Treasurer  from  the  Philippines,  Mr.  Salv.  Lagdameo, 
which  report  seems  to  sustain  the  contention  that  subordinates  of  this 
Order  paying  fixed  benefits  should  be  placed  under  the  supervision  designed 
in  the  legislation.  Under  the  by-laws  of  subordinates,  if  you  guarantee  to 
pay  certain  fixed  benefits,  the  reasoning  of  the  department  is  that  your 
organizations  should  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

“  The  Grand  Sire  has  not  yet  determined  as  to  the  advisability  of  appeal¬ 
ing  from  the  action  of  the  Acting  Insular  Treasurer.  In  the  meantime,  of 
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course,  it  will  be  incumbent  upon  the  subordinates  under  you  to  comply 
with  all  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  the  land. 

“  January  1,  1926,  the  change  in  the  law  permitting  your  subordinates  to 
dispense  with  fixed  benefits  will  go  into  effect.  Permit  me  to  suggest  that 
this  course  is  now  open  to  you.  Amendment  to  your  by-laws  to  that  effect 
and  a  report  properly  certified,  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  the  land,  to  the 
Acting  Insular  Treasurer,  would  probably  place  your  subordinates  where 
they  would  not  come  within  the  operation  of  the  said  Philippine  law. 

“  The  Grand  Sire  would  have  written  you  sooner  in  regard  to  the  new 
legislation  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  subject,  but  had  refrained  from 
doing  so  in  the  hopes  of  getting  a  report  upon  this  matter. 

“  Trusting  that  you  are  preparing  for  a  proper  observance  of  New 
Year’s  day  in  accordance  with  the  proclamation  sent  out  by  the  Grand  Sire, 
and  that  you  will  soon  have  all  your  difficulties  satisfactorily  settled,  I  am,

“Sir:  With  reference  to  your  letter  of  December  8  and  the  Bureau’s 
reply  of  December  14,  1925,  relating  to  the  decision  of  the  Philippine 
Treasurer  affecting  your  Manila  lodge,  I  am  quoting  below  from  an  indorse¬ 
ment  written  by  the  Acting  Insular  Treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
on  February  17,  1926: 

“ 1  Insurance  societies  or  associations  are  governed  by  the  Insurance  Law, 
Act  No.  2427  as  amended,  while  mutual  benefit,  relief,  and  benevolent 
societies  or  associations  by  Article  IX,  Chapter  41,  of  the  Administrative 
Code  of  1917  as  amended  by  Act  No.  3212.  As  stated  in  the  second  indorse¬ 
ment  of  this  office,  dated  August  3,  1925,  this  Bureau  classes  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  with  mutual  benefit,  relief,  and  benevolent  societies 
or  associations  and  not  with  insurance  societies  or  associations. 

“  ‘  However,  inasmuch  as  the  officers  of  the  local  branches  of  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  have  agreed  to  amend  their  by-laws  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  place  their  associations  outside  of  the  law  governing  mutual 
benefit,  relief,  and  benevolent  societies  or  associations,  action  on  this 
matter  is  suspended  pending  receipt  of  the  amended  by-laws  duly  approved 
by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
In  view  of  this,  this  office  refrains  from  making  any  further  comments  on 
the  basic  communication  hereon.’ 

“  I  trust  that  this  arrangement  will  work  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner.

CIRCULAR  LETTERS  OF  EXECUTIVES  TO  SUBORDINATES. 

At  the  beginning  of  my  term  of  office  as  Grand  Sire,  I  requested  all 
executive  officers  of  Grand  Bodies  to  mail  to  me  copies  of  all  circular  letters 
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sent  out.  This  request  was  complied  with  in  nearly  every  instance  and 
these  letters  have  been  not  only  an  inspiration  to  me  but  they  have  also 
given  me  the  opportunity  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with  the  actual  condition 
of  the  Order  everywhere  throughout  the  world. 

By  means  of  these  letters  and  the  personal  correspondence  which  always 
develops,  as  well  as  my  extensive  visits  in  all  Grand  Jurisdictions,  I  have 
been  able  to  know  in  a  more  intimate  way  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Order, 
everywhere,  as  well  as  of  the  activities,  or  lack  of  activity,  on  the  part  of 
executives. 

So  valuable  did  I  find  these  circular  letters  that  I  brought  them  with 
me  to  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  last  year  and  they  were 
turned  over  to  the  committees  of  this  Body  having  to  do  with  the  various 
departments  of  our  work.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  these  letters  were 
valuable  to  the  committees  on  State  of  the  Order,  Patriarchal  Branch, 
Rebekah  Branch,  Patriarchs  Militant,  Order  Abroad  and  Correspondence, 
and  will  therefore  follow  the  same  course  again  this  year. 

This  entails  a  considerable  amount  of  work  on  the  part  of  the  Grand 
Sire,  but  I  conceive  these  letters  to  be  of  so  much  value  in  the  deliberations 
of  several  of  the  committees  of  this  Body  that  it  ought  to  be  possible  for 
committees  at  each  session  to  have  access  to  the  letters  issued  by  all  execu¬ 
tives  during  the  year  preceding.  I  bring  this  matter  to  your  attention  for 
such  action  as  may,  in  your  judgment,  seem  desirable. 

OUR  ORDER  IN  NEW  FIELD. 

During  the  year  the  Grand  Sire  has  had  much  correspondence  which 
contemplated  the  introduction  of  the  Order  into  new  fields. 

Early  in  the  year  there  was  some  correspondence  with  Bro.  John  Reid,  a 
member  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  New  Hampshire,  but  who  was  spend¬ 
ing  several  months  in  Scotland.  He  made  investigation  in  the  city  of 
Aberdeen,  where  he  was  spending  his  vacation,  and  reported  to  the  Grand 
Sire  that  when  business  and  social  conditions  again  became  normal  in 
Scotland  it  would  seem  that  a  lodge  of  our  branch  of  the  Order  should  be 
started  there. 

Some  correspondence  has  been  had,  following  a  letter  received  from  that 
city,  with  regard  to  the  institution  of  a  lodge  of  the  Order  in  Buenos  Aires, 
Argentina.  The  matter  has  not  proceded  far,  but  the  correspondence  indi¬ 
cates  that  the  seed  has  been  sown  and  that  we  may  reasonably  hope  that 
some  day  in  the  not  distant  future,  our  Order  may  secure  a  foothold  and 
have  a  permanent  abiding  place  on  the  South  American  continent. 

Grand  Sire  Bergquist,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden,  reports  that  in  a 
few  weeks  another  lodge  will  be  instituted  in  the  new  republic  of  Finland, 
while  several  others  are  contemplated.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  report 
last  year  was  made  of  the  institution  of  the  first  lodge  in  Finland.  Grand 
Sire  Bergquist  says  that  the  future  of  the  Order  in  Finland  seems  to  be 
full  of  promise. 

During  the  year  an  Odd  Fellow  club  has  been  formed  in  Paris,  composed 
largely  of  members  of  Swiss  lodges.  The  practice  is  current  in  many 
European  cities,  where  transient  Odd  Fellows  may  be  either  permanently 
or  temporarily  living,  to  form  clubs  under  the  protectorate  of  a  Grand 
Lodge  in  an  adjoining  country  if  there  be  none  in  the  country  in  which  the 
club  is  located. 

These  clubs  usually  develop  into  very  successful  lodges  and  from  them 
there  have  developed  some  of  the  most  successful  lodges  in  Europe.  We  are 
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informed  by  the  members  in  Switzerland  that  there  is  every  likelihood  that 
the  club  in  Paris  may  soon  develop  into  a  thriving  lodge. 

It  may  be  news  to  many  of  the  members  to  know  that  there  is  now  one 
thriving  lodge  in  France,  being  located  in  Strassbourg.  This  was  a  pros¬ 
perous  German  lodge  before  the  war.  By  the  treaty  of  Versailles  this  terri¬ 
tory  came  under  French  ownership  and  therefore,  because  of  the  exigencies 
of  war,  the  Order  now  has  one  lodge  in  the  republic  of  France  and  it  has 
been  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland. 

There  has  also  been  much  correspondence  with  various  individuals  and 
groups  of  individuals  having  to  do  with  the  introduction  of  the  Order  into 
new  fields,  but  which  has  not  progressed  to  the  stage  where  report  should 
be  made  to  your  honorable  Body. 

FAR  EAST  LODGE,  NO.  1,  AGAIN  WORKING.  SOME  COMMENTS 

ON  INTERNATIONAL  AFFAIRS. 

Since  the  catacWsm  which  destroyed  the  most  of  the  city  of  Yokohama, 
Japan,  spreading  death  and  destruction  in  its  wake,  and  at  the  same  time 
causing  the  death  of  many  of  the  members  of  Far  East  Lodge,  No.  1,  and 
of  their  families,  also  causing  the  destruction  of  the  most  of  the  property 
of  the  said  lodge,  there  has  been  a  report  to  each  annual  session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  to  matters  in  connection  with  some  phase  of  the 
question  of  relief  of  its  members,  or  to  the  resuscitation  of  the  lodge. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  since  the  last  session  of  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge,  at  which  time  a  duplicate  charter  was  ordered,  the 
resuscitation  has  been  accomplished  and  the  lodge  is  now  in  working  order 
again. 

The  membership  is  small  and  the  possibilities  for  growth  are  circum¬ 
scribed,  but  the  lodge  and  the  members  there  constitute  the  outpost  of 
our  organization  in  that  portion  of  the  world,  and  I  feel  that  we  ought 
to  encourage  them  in  such  ways  as  seem  advisable  and  diplomatic,  to  the 
end  that  Odd  Fellowship,  with  the  seed  planted  here  in  the  Orient,  though 
in  this  instance  in  ground  that  is  not  particularly  fertile,  yet  may  we  not 
hope  that  during  the  oncoming,  ever  changing  days  of  the  future,  it  will 
come  into  full  flowering  and  that  the  pollen  may  be  wafted  thence  to  other 
fields  where  it  may  fertilize  and  bear  to  fruitage  units  of  this  Fraternity 
which  in  the  future  may  become  strongholds  of  our  activities. 

The  Grand  Sire  feels  it  his  duty  in  this  connection  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  secret  societies,  as  such,  are  and  have  been  illegal  under 
strict  construction  of  Japanese  law.  Odd  Fellowship,  in  an  abbreviated  way, 
has  continued  to  exist  there  and,  with  activities  considerably  modified,  has 
functioned  in  that  kingdom.  After  a  somewhat  extended  investigation,  we 
do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  our  Order  has  not  assumed  the  importance  and 
taken  the  position  that  it  ought  to  have  in  Japan  during  the  years  that  have 
passed.  The  attitude  of  the  government,  in  our  judgment,  has  been  largely 
contributory  to  that  condition. 

In  this  discussion,  it  is  perhaps  well  to  say  that  the  reason  why  secret 
societies  are  persona  non  grata  in  Japan  in  governmental  circles  is  due 
almost  entirely  to  the  fact  that  the  government  has  quite  naturally  looked 
with  disfavor  upon  secret  political  organizations.  It  is  conceivable,  therefore, 
that  the  ban  against  them  in  a  modified  way,  should  be  extended  to  all 
secret  societies,  of  whose  work  the  officials  have  no  knowledge.  Because  of 
these  conditions,  we  are  informed  that  little,  if  any,  notice  is  given  in 
newspapers  or  in  other  public  ways  to  meetings  of  organizations  such  as 
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ours.  It  is  not  strange  then  that  with  that  lack  of  publicity  there  should 
be  few  accretions  to  the  ranks  of  our  Fraternity  and  very  rare  attempts  made 
to  initiate  movements  for  the  organization  of  new  subordinates  of  any 
branch  of  the  Order. 

Since  our  Fraternity  so  strongly  emphasizes  loyalty  to  the  flag  of  the 
country  in  which  a  member  may  be  domiciled,  and  since  this  organization 
has,  since  its  inception,  studiously  refrained  from  participation  in  any  way 
in  any  purely  political  questions,  we  suggest  to  the  committe,  to  whom 
this  matter  shall  be  referred,  a  thorough  study  of  all  the  intricate  and 
diplomatic  questions  involved,  with  the  thought  of  some  action  which  may 
bring  about  negotiations  that  will  result  in  our  Fraternity  being  given  free 
access  to  such  countries  as  have  interdicted  meetings  of  the  character  of 
any  of  the  subordinates  of  this  Fraternity. 

This  involves  questions  fundamentally  of  international  character  and 
as  such  they  will  have  to  be  dealt  with,  with  all  due  regard  for  the  proprieties 
which  must  ever  surround  such  questions;  but  Odd  Fellowship,  as  a  frater¬ 
nity,  and  its  members,  are  qualified  to  meet  any  and  all  the  exacting  con¬ 
ditions  required  in  negotiations  of  this  character,  and  we  ought  to  be  the 
leaders  in  some  movement  of  this  kind.  We  say  that  we  ought  to  be  the 
leaders  in  this  movement,  and  not  without  reason.  When  it  is  understood 
that  ours  is  the  only  truly  international  body  of  its  kind  and  that  it  has 
been  for  half  a  century  and  more,  that  its  government,  its  application  and 
its  activities  are  strictly  international,  then  may  we  not  be  impressed  with 
the  necessity  for  ever  having  the  forward-look  and  the  purpose  to  make  it 
increasingly  international. 

Odd  Fellowship  of  the  future  must  be  forward-looking  if  it  is  to  survive 
the  changing  conditions  presented  by  the  cycle  of  the  years.  If  it  is  to 
gain  a  foothold  and  a  prestige  in  other  lands,  there  must  be  the  usual  pre¬ 
liminary  and  pioneer  work,  in  order  to  pave  the  way  for  its  onward  prog¬ 
ress.  The  present  is  none  too  soon  if  we  would  prepare  the  way  in  order  to 
reap  the  rich  rewards  from  the  cultivation  of  virgin  soil. 

I  recommend  this  great  question,  one  of  the  greatest  before  the  Order 
to-day,  to  the  serious  consideration  of  the  committee  to  which  this  subject 
will  be  referred. 

The  Grand  Sire  desires  to  point  out  in  the  discussion  of  this  question 
that  this  Order  has  met  problems  involving  international  questions  affect¬ 
ing  our  status  and  has  been  able  to  bring  them  to  most  satisfactory  con¬ 
clusions.  When  the  Order  decided  to  embark  on  the  project  looking 
toward  its  introduction  into  Europe,  much  preliminary  work  was  done  in 
Prussia,  only  to  find  that  the  laws  would  not  permit  its  organization  there. 

Through  representations  made  to  the  German  embassy  at  Washington 
and  the  enlistment  of  the  interest  of  that  official,  and  the  usual  passage 
of  “  notes,”  which  are  characteristic  of  all  questions  of  international  im¬ 
portance,  a  modification  of  the  application  of  the  laws  which  seemed  to 
interfere  was  secured  and  the  Order  has  continued  to  flourish  there  since 
that  time. 

We  point  out  this  instance  to  emphasize  the  point  that  what  is  sug¬ 
gested  under  this  head  is,  in  all  probability,  not  impossible  of  accom¬ 
plishment. 

In  discussing  the  question  of  Far  East  Lodge,  I  would  be  derelict  did 
I  not  mention  the  faithful  services  rendered  for  this  Body  and  to  Far  East 
Lodge,  No.  1,  by  Bro.  George  H.  Grant,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  of  British 
Columbia,  now  a  resident  of  Tokio,  Japan.  At  his  own  expense  and  with 
attendant  loss  of  time,  he  has  many  times  visited  the  brethren  in  Yoko- 
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hama  and  given  them  aid  and  wise  counsel  during  the  long  period  of 
waiting  before  the  duplicate  charter  arrived  and  the  lodge  was  again  a 
legal  entity. 

I  have  constituted  him  my  Special  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  which 
commission  held  good  until  the  resuscitation  of  the  lodge,  at  which  time 
one  of  the  brothers  of  the  lodge  was  designated  for  that  position.  In 
recognition  of  the  time  and  money  spent  by  Brother  Grant,  I  recommend 
that  he  be' furnished  a  Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire’s  jewel  by  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  A  recent  letter  from  him  says  that  the  lodge  has 
initiated  a  number  of  candidates  and  that  they  are  looking  forward  to 
more  work  in  the  near  future. 

In  our  report  to  you  last  year,  we  mentioned  the  question  of  the  effects 
of  Far  East  Lodge  and  the  desirability,  because  of  the  reversionary  inter¬ 
ests  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  therein,  of  attempts  to  secure  a  re¬ 
issue  of  such  securities  of  the  lodge  as  were  destroyed  by  the  earthquake 
and  fire  as  were  capable  of  the  establishment  of  a  proper  claim  of  owner¬ 
ship  before  the  Japanese  government.  Since  the  resuscitation  of  Far  East 
Lodge,  No.  1,  the  ownership  again  passes  to  the  lodge  and  it  will,  no  doubt, 
be  given  proper  attention  by  that  body.  This  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is 
therefore  relieved  of  consideration  of  the  international  questions  involved 
and  the  intricate  detail  necessary  to  make  successful  claim. 

GRAND  LODGE  OF  POLAND  INSTITUTED. 

In  my  report  to  you  last  year,  I  stated  that  charter,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  this  Grand  Body,  had  been  issued  for  a  Grand  Lodge  in  Poland. 

At  the  session  last  year,  you  approved  that  action. 

I  therefore  commissioned  Dr.  August  Weiss,  Grand  Sire  of  Germany, 
to  institute  the  said  Grand  Lodge,  which  he  proceeded  to  do. 

Following  is  his  report  of  the  said  institution: 

“  Munchen,  den  19,  November,  1925. 

“  On  the  9th  of  October  this  year,  I  personally  undertook  the  institution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Poland  and  installed  the  officers  as  follows: 

“Grand  Sire,  Dr.  Pulvermacher,  Poznan;  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Dr.  War- 
schauer,  Inowaraclaw;  Grand  Secretary,  Ireneus  Walaszek,  Poznan;  Grand 
Treasurer,  Herm.  Mensor,  Bydgeszcz;  Grand  Warden,  Hugo  Kraut,  Torun. 

“  The  Order  has  to  battle  with  many  difficulties  in  Poland,  as  the  State 
as  well  as  the  church  are  opposing  it,  but  the  brothers  are  filled  with  great 
enthusiasm,  and  are  endeavoring  to  strengthen  the  Order  and  to  spread  it 
toward  the  east  as  much  as  possible.

THE  FLAG  OF  ODD  FELLOWSHIP. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  Sections  298,  299  and  300  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws  of  1915.  Those  sections  provide  for  an  official  flag 
of  the  Order  and  give  certain  instructions  as  to  its  form  and  use. 

We  believe  that  comparatively  few  of  our  members  are  conversant  with 
these  provisions  of  the  Code,  while  we  are  firmly  convinced  that  a  frequent 
use  of  the  official  flag  would  be  valuable  to  the  Order. 

The  Grand  Sire  has  traveled  much  during  his  incumbency  as  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  and  as  Grand  Sire,  but  in  all  the  travels  on  the  North  Ameri- 
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can  continent,  he  can  recall  but  two  instances  where  the  official  flag  has 
been  prominently  displayed.  One  was  his  visit,  while  Deputy  Grand  Sire, 
to  Sagua  Lodge,  No.  12,  Sagua  la  Grande,  Cuba,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
institution  of  Sagua  Encampment,  No.  1,  and  of  Sagua  Rebekah  Lodge, 
No.  2.  On  this  occasion,  Bro.  Marino  Ruiz  Rojas  was  instrumental  in 
causing  the  display  of  the  official  flag  from  the  top  of  the  Odd  Fellows 
temple.  The  flag  raising  and  accompanying  band  music  was  made  a  notable 
occasion.  Bro.  Marino  Ruiz  Rojas  is  now  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Cuba,  it  will  be  remembered. 

The  other  occasion  was  in  the  city  of  Omaha,  Nebraska,  in  October, 
1925,  during  an  official  visit  to  that  Grand  Jurisdiction.  At  that  time, 
through  the  thoughtfulness  of  Bro.  Sam  K.  Greenleaf,  P.  G.  M.,  P.  G.  R., 
the  official  Odd  Fellows’  flag  was  flown  over  the  Hotel  Fontenelle,  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  Mrs.  Thompson  and  the  Grand  Sire  during  their  stay  in 
that  city. 

On  each  occasion,  the  displaying  of  the  flag  attracted  much  attention 
and  caused  much  favorable  comment. 

In  Europe,  the  flag  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  displayed  much  more  frequently 
than  in  America.  On  practically  all  public  occasions,  it  is  brought  into 
use  and,  in  most  instances,  is  constantly  on  display  in  the  lodge  rooms. 

Because  of  the  resultant  advantages  to  be  gained  by  a  more  frequent  use 
of  the  official  flag,  we  recommend  that  the  incoming  Grand  Sire  be  in¬ 
structed  to  request  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  Assembly  Presidents 
and  Department  Commanders  to  frequently  call  the  attention  of  subordi¬ 
nates  under  them  to  the  desirability  of  making  use  of  the  flag  of  Odd 
Fellowship  on  all  proper  occasions. 

Section  298  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  of  1915  provides  for  a  flag  for 
general  use  and  also  for  an  additional  emblem  thereon  for  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch.  Section  299  indicates  that  the  design  for  the  Patriarchs  Mili¬ 
tant  flag  may  be  found  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Code,  but  a  survey  of 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  Code,  adopted  at  the  1925  session  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  fails  to  disclose  any  legislation  touching  upon  the  subject. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  proper  legislation  be  presented,  providing 
that  the  present  Odd  Fellows’  flag  be  used  for  each  branch  of  the  Order, 
with  a  distinctive  emblem  to  be  used  for  each  branch. 

We  further  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  the  question  of  the  desirability  of  additional  legislation,  pointing  out 
where  the  official  flag  shall  -or  ought  to  be  used  and  a  consideration  of  the 
question  of  its  being  regularly  furnished  as  supplies  by  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 


THE  WILLIAM  C.  COLLETT  CLAIM  FOR  ARCHITECT’S  FEES 

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  PROPOSED  TEMPLE  AT  BALTIMORE. 

On  page  48  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  for  the  year  1925,  will  be  found  my  report  in  ref¬ 
erence  to  a  claim  presented  by  Past  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  and  Past  Grand  Marshal  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  William 
C.  Collett,  of  Massachusetts. 

This  question  was  covered  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  Building  Com¬ 
mission,  found  on  pages  244-246  of  the  same  Journal.  The  report  was 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  which  committee  reported,  page  344, 
recommitting  the  matter  to  the  Building  Commission.  The  said  report 
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was  adopted,  page  362.  This  action  again  brought  the  report  of  the  Building 
Commission  before  the  Body  and  it  was  adopted,  page  415. 

The  said  report  dealt  with  the  controversy  and  closed  with  the  recom¬ 
mendation  that  the  sum  of  $3000  which  had  been  offered  Brother  Collett 
in  settlement,  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  This  report  was  unani¬ 
mously  adopted. 

Inasmuch  as  Brother  Collett  had  refused  the  settlement  offered  by  the 
Building  Commission  at  the  June,  1925,  meeting,  no  action  was  taken  fol¬ 
lowing  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  toward  closing  up  the 
matter  in  controversy,  believing  that,  if  he  desired  to  avail  himself  of  the 
proposal  thus  given  sanction  by  the  Supreme  Body,  he  would  give  notice 
to  that  effect  to  the  proper  officer  of  this  Body. 

March  27, '  1926,  the  Grand  Sire  received  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  following  correspondence:

After  consultation  with  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Bradford  and  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  Kroh,  it  was  decided  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Building  Commission  to 
be  held  in  conjunction  with  the  regular  meeting  of  the  joint  committee  of 
Printing  and  Supplies  and  Sub-Committee  on  Finance  at  Atlantic  City, 
May  28,  1926,  at  which  time  the  matter  could  be  formally  discussed. 

The  Grand  Sire  then  replied  to  the  attorney  for  Brother  Collett  as 
follows: 

“  May  5,  1926.

“Dear  Sir:  Copy  of  your  letter  to  J.  Edward  Kroh,  Grand  Secretary, 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  was  forwarded  to  me  in  due  time.  Since 
that  time,  I  have  been  in  conference  with  other  officials  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  reply  has  therefore  been  delayed  until  this  time. 

“  Replying  to  your  suggestion  for  ‘  mutually  satisfactory  arrangement  ’  for 
adjustment  of  the  claim  presented  by  William  C.  Collett,  I  must  call  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Building  Commission  of  The  Sovereign  Grand^ 
Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  at  its  meeting  in  Atlantic  City,  June,  1925  (at  which 
time  Brother  Collett  was  present),  made  a  proposal  to  him,  which  was  then 
and  still  is  considered  a  very  liberal  one  for  the  services  actually  rendered. 

“  The  Building  Commission  made  full  re'port  of  the  matter  in  question 
to  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  held  in  Port¬ 
land,  Oregon,  September,  1925,  together  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
sum  offered  Brother  Collett  in  settlement  be  appropriated  for  such  purpose. 
The  said  report  and  recommendation  were  unanimously  adopted. 

“  With  these  facts  before  us,  the  Grand  Sire  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Building  Commission  should  be  governed  by  this  action  of  the  Supreme 
Body. 

“  Therefore,  with  the  reservation  that  the  interests  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  shall  in  no  way  be  prejudiced  by  this  correspon¬ 
dence,  permit  me  to  say  that  if  Brother  Collett  will  give  a  full  release 
and  receipt  in  full  for  any  and  all  demands  against  The  Sovereign  Grand 
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Lodge,  I.  O.  0.  F.,  the  Grand  Secretary  will  be  instructed  to  draw  warrant, 
payable  to  Brother  Collett,  in  the  amount  named  in  the  offer  of  adjust¬ 
ment  and  in  the  said  report  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  1.  O.  O.  F.,  by 
the  Building  Commission. 

“  Believing  this  to  be  a  most  liberal  agreement  as  to  payment  for  such 
services  as  were  actually  rendered,  I  am,

“  P.  S.  Perhaps  the  Grand  Sire  ought  to  say  to  you  that  the  Building 
Commission,  meeting  jointly  with  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee 
on  Printing  and  Supplies  and  the  Sub-Committee  on  Finance,  will  be  in 
session  at  the  Hotel  Dennis,  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey,  Friday,  May  28, 
commencing  at  10  a.  m.  If  Brother  Collett  desires  to  appear  in  person  or 
by  counsel  at  that  time,  an  opportunity  will  be  given  to  make  such  presen¬ 
tations  as  may  be  desired.” 


INVITATION  TO  PARTICIPATE  IN  WORLD  CONFERENCE  ON 

NARCOTIC  EDUCATION. 

A  Grand  Sire  is  frequently  urged  to  be  a  participant,  or  to  allow  the 
Order  to  be  a  participant,  in  movements  with  which  there  might  be  some 
question  raised  as  to  the  legitimacy  of  demands  for  entree  into  those  fields 
of  activity.  Invariably,  those  invitations  have  been  declined. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  frequently  occur  occasions,  when,  of  right,  as 
well  as  of  necessity,  we  feel  that  our  Order  should  be  concerned. 

We  believe  that  the  development  of  the  concerted,  yes,  worldwide  move¬ 
ment,  against  the  sale  and  distribution  of  narcotics  to  be  one  of  those 
instances. 

Therefore,  when  we  received  an  invitation  from  Mr.  Richmond  P.  Hob¬ 
son,  member  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  to  join  in  a  conference 
on  “  Narcotic  Education,”  to  be  held  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  July  5  to  10,  1926,  we  accepted  the  invitation  thus  tendered. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Sire  was  to  be  in  Europe,  visiting 
the  various  Grand  Bodies  on  that  continent  at  the  time  of  the  proposed 
conference,  we  designated  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Ernest  W.  Bradford  to 
attend  the  said  conference.  Copy  of  the  letter  making  such  designation  is 
herewith  given.  We  trust  that  this  action  will  meet  with  your  approval.

“  My  Dear  Sir  :  Replying  to  your  letter  of  April  25,  in  the  matter  of  the 
World  Conference  on  Narcotic  Education,  permit  me  to  say  that  at  the 
time  of  the  proposed  conference  I  shall  be  in  Europe  on  official  business 
and  have  therefore  designated  Hon.  Ernest  W.  Bradford,  Deputy  Grand 
Sire  of  the  Odd  Fellows  of  the  World,  whose  office  is  Loan  &  Trust  Build¬ 
ing,  Washington,  D.  C.,  to  attend  the  conference  to  be  held  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  July  5  to  10,  1926. 

“  Such  courtesies  as  may  be  shown  him  will  be  appreciated  by  the  Fra¬ 
ternity  and  by  the  writer.

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SOME  ECHOES  OF  THE  WORLD  WAR. 

Among  the  many  interesting  things  coming  to  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Sire  during  the  year  was  a  letter  from  a  member  who  was  with 
the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  during  the  World  War.  His  letter 
was,  in  part,  as  follows : 

“  12  State  Street,  New  York  City,  February  13,  1926. 

“ Herbert  A.  Thompson ,  Grand  Sire,  I.  0.  0.  F .,  Detroit,  Michigan. 

“Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  It  is  with  more  than  business  interest  that  I 
read  in  a  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  paper  of  your  proposed  visit  to  the  quasi¬ 
independent  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  Europe. 

“I  am  a  member  of  Orient  Lodge,  No.  17,  Portland,  Oregon,  and  have 
been  for  more  than  15  years.  During  the  years  1920-23  I  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Army  of  Occupation  at  Coblenz,  Germany,  and  was  one  of 
the  editors  of  the  ‘  Amaroc  News,’  which  the  army  published  there. 

“  During  the  year  1922,  there  being  a  lot  of  Odd  Fellows,  both  among 
the  enlisted  and  the  commissioned  men,  I  organized  the  Coblenz  Odd 
Fellows  Club  of  the  A.  F.  G.  I  was  made  secretary.  We  had  at  one  time 
50  active  members,  made  up  of  both  officers  and  enlisted  men. 

“We  had  many  very  interesting  meetings,  but  the  peak  of  our  success 
was  reached  when,  at  Christmas  time,  1922,  we  fed  65  of  the  hungriest 
children  that  could  be  found  in  the  area.  We  had  a  big  Christmas  tree 
and  a  Santa  Claus,  with  a  large  sign  over  the  hall  where  the  meeting  was 
held,  reading:  ‘The  Odd  Fellows  of  the  A.  F.  G.’  General  Allen  loaned 
us  the  Headquarters’  Band  of  65  pieces,  and  it  was  one  of  the  most  enjoya¬ 
ble  affairs  I  have  ever  experienced. 

“  But  the  story  I  started  to  tell  was  this : 

“  Believing  that  we  were  likely  to  be  over  there  for  years,  a  number 
of  the  brothers  were  in  favor  of  establishing  a  lodge.  At  their  direction, 
I  set  about  it.  Each  one  of  us  wrote  to  our  home  lodge  asking  informa¬ 
tion  as  to  the  methods  to  be  followed.  It  took  a  long  time  to  hear  from 
back  home.  At  length  we  did  hear  and  were  advised  that  we  would  have 
to  secure  a  charter  from  a  European  Grand  Lodge. 

“We  set  about  to  find  where  a  Grand  Lodge  was  located  that  would 
have  jurisdiction.  After  much  delay,  we  found  that  Dr.  August  Weiss,  of 
Munich,  Germany,  was  Grand  Sire  for  Germany. 

“  There  was  a  combination.  At  that  time  we  were  technically  at  war 
with  Germany.  How  could  we,  who  were  part  of  the  Army  of  Occupation, 
and  occupying  Coblenz  on  a  war  basis,  negotiate,  with  propriety,  with  a 
citizen  of  that  country? 

“We  were  far  from  home  with  no  one  to  guide  us.  There  were  no 
precedents.  We  debated  long  and  finally  concluded  to  write  him.  After 
a  long  wait  and  hearing  no  word  from  him,  we  finally  decided  that  our 
letters  could  not  reach  him  and  so  gave  up  the  effort. 

“We  came  home  in  1923  and  so  no  further  efforts  were  made.  At  our 
last  meeting  it  was  decided  to  leave  to  me  how  to  dispose  of  our  records. 
I  still  have  them  and  they  are  among  my  cherished  relics  of  the  war,  but 
I  have  often  wmndered  if  I  should  be  allowed  to  keep  them.  I  would  like 
to  hear  from  you  in  regard  to  this  matter.

On  the  receipt  of  this  letter,  the  Grind  Sire  made  proper  acknowledg¬ 
ment  to  Brother  McDonald,  and  suggested  that  he  retain  the  custody  of 
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the  records  for  the  present.  We  also  wrote  the  brother  that  we  would 
present  the  matter  to  this  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Since  the  receipt  of  this  communication,  I  have  ascertained  from  Dr. 
August  Weiss,  Grand  Sire  of  Germany,  that  the  letter  from  Coblenz  never 
reached  him. 

Let  me  suggest  that  with  the  passing  of  the  years,  those  things  which 
serve  to  have  any  historical  value  are  becoming  of  increasing  interest.  In 
the  past,  too  little  attention  has  been  paid  toward  preserving  for  future 
generations  of  Odd  Fellows  those  things  which  have  ‘a  historical  value. 

With  that  in  mind,  the  Grand  Sire  presents  this  matter  to  you  and  with 
it  the  suggestion  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  building  at  Baltimore 
should  be  so  arranged  so  that  articles  of  historical  value  might  be  received, 
preserved  And  exhibited  to  the  present  and  future  generations  of  Odd 
Fellows,  for  their  pleasure  and  instruction. 

I  recommend  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  appropriate  committee  for 
action. 


CO-OPERATION  AND  LAW  OBSERVANCE. 

During  the  period  of  incumbency  as  Grand  Sire,  I  have  frequently  been 
importuned  to  represent  the  Order  at  meetings,  the  purposes  of  which 
might  be  considered  to  be  at  variance  with  the  acknowledged  lines  of 
activity  which  could  consistently  come  within  the  sphere  of  our  endeavors. 

The  Grand  Sire  is  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  ought  to  be  represented  in  an  outstanding  way  in  the  worthwhile 
movements,  whose  purposes  are  in  harmony  with  our  ideals  and  aspira¬ 
tions.  Perhaps  we  might  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  we  should  co-operate  in 
a  practical  w7ay,  with  an  enlarged  vision  of  our  duty  with  regard  to  public 
and  civic  affairs  of  the  day. 

It  is  worthy  of  consideration  by  this  Body,  as  to  whether  the  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  of  the  future  shall  catch  a  vision  and  an  inspiration,  as  to  its 
future  place  in  the  affairs  of  men,  by  co-operation — yes,  we  may  say,  by 
leadership  in  movements  which  look  toward  enlarging  the  sphere  of  our 
usefulness,  and  assisting  in  those  activities  which  make  for  greater  humani- 
tarianism,  a  keener  recognition  of  the  great  principle  that  all  men  are 
brothers,  and  a  more  intense  loyalty  to  the  country  where  the  individual 
member  may  have  domicile. 

This,  necessarily,  involves  obedience  to  law  of  the  land  in  which  we  live. 
Odd  Fellowship  has  always  stood  steadfastly  in  teaching  conformance  to 
existing  law.  It  is  one  of  the  precepts  of  our  ritual  and  is  dominant  in  all 
our  teachings.  It  has  given  strength  to  our  institution,  and  has  been  a 
powerful  force  in  giving  our  organization  a  prominent  place  in  the  affairs 
of  men,  in  nations  around  the  world.  It  has  had  much  to  do  with  the 
proud  position  of  universality  which  the  Order  occupies  to-daj>\  Without 
that  dominant  note,  our  world-wide  field  would,  unquestionably,  have  been 
greatly  circumscribed.  With  it,  we  gain  entree  under  the  flag  of  many 
nations. 

It  was  Lew  Wallace  who  made  his  hero,  Ben  Hur,  exclaim,  “  The  law, 
unto  a  true  son  of  Israel,  is  as  the  breath  of  his  nostrils  ” — a  most  com¬ 
mendable  sentiment,  and,  were  it  universally  heeded,  would  solve  many 
of  the  great  problems  of  the  day. 

Let  it  be  understood,  without  equivocation,  that  Odd  Fellowship  stands 
to-day — as  always — for  obedience  ^o  law,  all  law,  of  the  land  in  which 
the  individual  member  resides.  Law  must  be  respected  and  obeyed.  Odd 
Fellowship  is  founded  with  that  as  one  of  its  premises.  Neither  a  nation, 
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nor  a  fraternity,  can  endure  unless  its  citizens  and  its  members  are  domi¬ 
nated  by  the  thought  that  no  other  teaching  will  be  tolerated. 

This  Fraternity  has  been  a  large  factor  in  inspiring  a  proper  regard  for 
existing  law  in  every  nation  in  which  its  subordinates  may  be  functioning, 
and,  we  do  well  to  insist  upon  visualizing  this,  one  of  the  fundamentals  of 
our  organization.  We  ask  a  serious  consideration  of  all  the  intricate  prob¬ 
lems  that  may  be  involved  in  effecting,  if  possible,  a  more  potent  eventu¬ 
ality  because  of  the  attitude  of  this  Order  upon  the  question  of  obedience 
to  law. 

DECISIONS. 

Decision  No.  1.  (Arizona.) 

A  pin  representing  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  can¬ 
not  be  worn  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  in  lieu  of  regalia. 

Decision  No.  2.  (Arizona.) 

If  permitted  by  local  law,  a  Rebekah  Assembly  may  charge  a  fee  for 
granting  a  dispensation. 

Decision  No.  3.  (Arizona.) 

The  President  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  has  no  authority  to  grant  a  dis¬ 
pensation  to  receive  an  application  for  membership,  ballot  and  initiate  the 
same  meeting. 

Decision  No.  4.  (Maritime  Provinces.) 

The  effect  of  the  amendment  to  Section  547  of  the  Code  of  General 
Laws,  of  1915,  adopted  at  the  1925  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
was  to  make  it  illegal,  on  and  after  January  1,  1926,  for  a  Grand  or  a 
subordinate  body  to  enact  legislation  which  provides  that  dues  may  ac¬ 
crue,  fines  be  imposed,  or  assessments  be  levied  against  a  member  while 
under  suspension  for  the  non-payment  of  dues;  provided,  that  if  charges 
are  preferred  against  a  member  under  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
and  the  member  shall  be  found  guilty,  and  the  penalty  fixed  shall  be  a  fine, 
then,  and  in  such  case,  the  penalty  of  fine  may  be  imposed,  if  such  penalty 
is  permitted  under  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Body. 

Decision  No.  5.  (Maritime  Provinces.) 

Amendments  to  the  Code  of  General  Laws  become  effective  on  the 
first  day  of  January  succeeding  their  enactment,  unless  in  case  of  an  emer¬ 
gency  (which  emergency  shall  be  expressed  in  the  preamble  or  in  the  body 
of  the  act),  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
all  the  Grand  Representatives,  otherwise  direct;  said  vote  to  be  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays  and  entered  on  the  Journal. 

Decision  No.  6.  (Maritime  Provinces.) 

The  effect  of  an  amendment  to  the  Code  of  General  Laws  is  not  retro¬ 
active.  An  amended  section,  as  amended  (unless  given  immediate  effect), 
is  not  effective  until  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  the  adoption 
of  the  said  amendment. 

Decision  No.  7.  (Maritime  Provinces.) 

It  is  not  a  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  Order  for  General  Relief  Com¬ 
mittees  or  Relief  Boards  to  meet  on  Sunday. 

Decision  No.  8.  (Michigan.) 

The  amendment  to  the  Code  of  General  Laws  of  1915,  Section  547, 
adopted  at  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  1925,  had  the  effect 
only  to  prevent  dues,  fines  or  assessments  from  accruing  during  the  time 
a  member  was  suspended  for  the  non-payment  of  dues. 
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Decision  No.  9.  (Michigan.) 

A  Grand  Representative-elect  who  has  not  received  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  degree  can  have  the  said  degree  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Grand 
Sire,  or  by  some  member  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  designated  by 
the  Grand  Sire.  Reception  of  this  degree  in  this  manner  confers  no  privi¬ 
leges,  excepting  the  right  to  attend  the  sessions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge. 

Decision  No.  10.  (Michigan.) 

Songs,  other  than  those  given  in  the  Rebekah  ritual,  may  not  be  sung 
during  the  conferring  of  the  Rebekah  degree. 

Decision  No.  11.  (Michigan.) 

It  is  not  a  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  Order,  for  members  of  the  Order, 
in  public  exercises,  to  use  a  form  of  drill  which  has  been  used  in  lodge 
work  as  a  means  of  entertainment,  but  which  is  in  no  way  a  part  of  any«of 
the  forms  or  ceremonies  authorized  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Decision  No.  12.  (Michigan.) 

When  robes  or  dresses,  which  are  uniform  in  style,  are  purchased  by  the 
individual  members  of  a  Rebekah  lodge  staff,  and  are  worn  during  the 
ceremony  of  conferring  the  Rebekah  degree,  it  is  not  a  violation  of  the 
laws  of  the  Order  for  the  said  members  to  wear  these  dresses  in  public. 

Decision  No.  13.  (Michigan.) 

An  Acting  Past  Grand  or  an  Acting  Past  Noble  Grand  is  not  an  officer 
of  the  lodge,  as  defined  by  the  Code. 

Decision  No.  14.  (Michigan.) 

An  Acting  Past  Grand  or  an  Acting  Past  Noble  Grand  cannot  be  legally 
refused  the  right  to  take  the  place  of  Past  Grand,  or  of  Past  Noble  Grand, 
respectively,  when  the  degree  is  conferred. 

Decision  No.  15.  (Minnesota.) 

Where  compulsory  benefits  have  not  been  abolished,  any  provision  of 
law  of  a  Grand  or  a  subordinate  lodge  which  inhibits  a  man  over  fifty  years 
of  age  from  petitioning  to  become  a  beneficial  member,  is  in  conflict  with 
the  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Decision  No.  16.  (Minnesota.) 

Duly  qualified  persons  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years  or  over  may  petition 
to  become  members  of  a  subordinate  lodge  or  of  a  Rebekah  lodge. 

Decision  No.  17.  (Minnesota.) 

It  is  illegal  for  a  Rebekah  lodge  to  make  a  by-law  excluding  applicants 
who  are  more  than  fifty-five  years  of  age. 

Decision  No.  18.  (Missouri.) 

Under  the  laws  of  the  Order,  a  Grand  Representative  from  a  Grand 
Encampment  is  entitled  to  be  furnished  the  same  number  of  names  for 
mailing  list  to  whom  shall  be  sent  the  daily  Journals  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  as  the  Grand  Representatives  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
same  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

Decision  No.  19.  (Montana.) 

A  voluntary  association  of  members  of  the  Order,  having  for  its  purpose 
the  payment  of  substantial  funeral  benefits  to  the  beneficiaries,  which 
association  is  subordinate  to  and  under  the  control  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  is 
illegal,  under  the  laws  of  the  Order. 
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Decision  No.  20.  (Nebraska.) 

When  a  person  residing  m  one  Grand  Jurisdiction  shall  apply  for  ad¬ 
mission  to  a  subordinate  lodge,  encampment  or  Rebekah  lodge  in  another 
Grand  Jurisdiction,  either  by  initiation  or  by  card,  under  the  provisions 
of  law  authorizing  such  application,  and  the  fee  for  admission  in  such 
Grand  Jurisdiction  is  less  than  the  minimum  fee  charged  in  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction  in  which  the  applicant  resides,  he  or  she  shall  pay  to  the  lodge, 
encampment  or  Rebekah  lodge  which  he  or  she  proposes  to  join,  the 
amount  of  the  minimum  fee  charged  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  in  which 
the  applicant  resides.  If  the  person  is  elected,  the  lodge,  encampment  or 
Rebekah  lodge  shall  pay  the  excess  above  the  amount  provided  in  the 
by-laws  of  the  Subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Encampment  or 
Rebekah  Assembly,  respectively,  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  in  which  the 
applicant  resides. 

Decision  No.  21.  (Nebraska.) 

Neither  a  non-beneficial  member,  as  generally  understood  under  the  laws 
of  the  Order,  nor  his  widow  or  orphans  are  entitled  to  admission  to  any 
Home  of  the  Order. 

Decision  No.  22.  (Nebraska.) 

The  office  of  Grand  Representative  is  not  per  se,  a  disqualification  from 
holding  any  other  office  within  the  gift  of  a  Grand  Body. 

Decision  No.  23.  (Nebraska.) 

A  woman  with  a  legally  adopted  son  who  is  an  Odd  Fellow  is  qualified  to 
be  a  petitioner  to  become  a  member  of  a  Rebekah  lodge  if  she  has  the 
other  necessary  qualific.  tions. 

Decision  No.  24.  (North  Carolina.) 

An  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
legally  adopted,  goes  into  effect  January  first,  following  the  adoption,  and 
cannot  be  given  immediate  effect. 

Decision  No.  25.  (North  Carolina.) 

The  General  Laws  of  the  Order  do  not  require  that  the  voting  sign,  as 
defined  in  the  charge  book,  shall  be  used,  but,  that  it  may  be  used.  If 
a  different  method  has  been  prescribed,  by  proper  authority,  such  method 
may  be  used. 

Decision  No.  26.  (North  Carolina.) 

A  Grand  Lodge  has  not  the  right  to  prohibit  a  lodge  from  meeting  on 
the  ground  floor,  provided  the  meeting  place  can  be  made  sufficiently 
private  and  free  from  improper  intrusion. 

Decision  No.  27.  (North  Carolina.) 

A  Grand  Lodge  now  has  the  right  to  authorize  the  subordinates  under 
it,  to  have  yearly  terms,  and,  therefore,  to  have. bi-weekly  or  semi-monthly 
meetings,  instead  of  weekly  meetings. 

Decision  No.  28.  (North  Dakota.) 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  enacted  certain  general  legislation  on 
the  subject  of  suspension  for  the  non-payment  of  dues.  If  a  subordinate 
of  any  branch  of  the  Order  attempts  to  suspend  a  member  for  the  non¬ 
payment  of  dues  without  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Code  of 
General  Laws  of  1915,  on  the  subject  of  suspension  for  the  non-payment  of 
dues,  such  act  would  be  an  illegal  one  and  the  member  would  have  the 
same  standing  in  the  Order  as  though  no  such  action  had  been  taken. 
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Decision  No.  29.  (North  Dakota.) 

When  a  subordinate  body  of  the  Order  proceeds  to  suspend  a  member 
for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  in  any  manner  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  member  is  so  reported  to  the  Grand 
Body  having  jurisdiction  over  the  said  subordinate,  the  records  of  both 
the  subordinate  body  and  the  Grand  Body  should  be  corrected  when  it  is 
shown  that  an  illegal  action  'had  been  taken  in  attempting  to  suspend  the 
member. 

Decision  No.  30.  (Ohio.) 

An  official  certificate,  properly  executed  and  delivered,  is  a  legal  notice 
as  to  the  expiration  of  time  to  which  dues  are  paid. 

Decision  No.  31.  (Ohio.) 

Section  3,  Code  of  General  Laws  of  1915,  as  amended  at  the  1925  session 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  does  not  require  action  by  a  Grand  Lodge 
to  make  it  effective. 

Decision  No.  32.  (Oklahoma.) 

A  Grand  Body  has  the  right  to  enact  legislation  in  conformity  with  per¬ 
missive  powers  granted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  even  though  the 
enactment  by  the  Grand  Body  may  take  place  prior  to  the  time  the  legisla¬ 
tion  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  become  effective;  provided,  the 
enactment  by  the  Grand  Body  shall  not  be  effective  until  such  time  as  the 
legislation  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  granting  such  permissive  powers 
has  gone  into  effect  ;  or,  the  Grand  Body  may  provide  that  its  enactment 
shall  become  operative  at  a  date  subsequent  to  the  time  when  the  legisla¬ 
tion  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  becomes  effective. 

Decision  No.  33.  (Oklahoma.) 

A  Grand  Body  has  the  right  to  enact  legislation  abolishing  the  payment 
of  funeral  benefits  by  its  subordinates. 

Decision  No.  34.  (Oklahoma.) 

A  Grand  Body  has  the  right  to  enact  legislation  abolishing  the  payment 
of  funeral  expenses  by  its  subordinates. 

Decision  No.  35.  (Oklahoma.) 

A  Grand  Body  has  not  the  right  to  authorize  its  subordinates  to  deter¬ 
mine,  by  by-laws,  or  otherwise,  whether  funeral  benefits  or  funeral  ex¬ 
penses  shall  be  paid  on  the  death  of  a  brother,  or  on  the  death  of  a 
brother’s  wife. 

Decision  No.  36.  (Oklahoma.) 

When  a  Grand  Body  has  enacted  legislation  wffiich  will  permit  its 
subordinates  to  abolish  benefits,  it  is  not  permissible  for  a  subordinate  to 
adopt  by-laws  or  other  rules,  which  will  permit  it  to  decide,  as  each  case 
of  distress  is  reported,  whether  it  will  pay  stipulated  benefits  or  not. 

Decision  No.  37.  (Oklahoma.) 

A  Grand  Body  has  not  the  right  to  authorize  its  subordinates  to  deter¬ 
mine,  by  by-law,  or  otherwise,  whether  funeral  benefits  or  funeral  expenses 
shall  be  paid  on  the  death  of  a  brother  or  on  the  death  of  a  brother’s  wife. 

Decision  No.  38.  (South  Carolina.) 

It  is  illegal  to  use  lodge  funds  to  purchase  insurance,  protection  from 
which  accrues  to  members  in  lieu  of  sick  benefits,  funeral  benefits,  or 
funeral  expense. 
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Decision  No.  39.  (South  Dakota.) 

When  a  member  of  the  Order  is  convicted  of  a  felony  by  a  court  of 
justice,  and  shall  be  serving  sentence  under  such  conviction,  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  officers  of  the  lodge  in  which  defendant  holds  membership,  to  pre¬ 
fer  charges  against  him  (or  her).  On  proof  of  conviction,  which  may  be 
evidenced  by  an  exemplification  of  the  court  record,  and  upon  identifica¬ 
tion  of  the  defendant  showing  that  he  (or  she)  is  the-  person  named  in 
the  charges,  such  member  shall  be  expelled.  There  is  no  alternative  sentence. 

Decision  No.  40.  (South  Dakota.) 

To  violate  the  penal  laws  relative  to  the  sale  or  disposition  of  intoxicat¬ 
ing  liquors,  of  a  State,  province,  country,  Territory  or  District,  in  which  a 
member  may  be  living,  either  temporarily  or  permanently,  is  conduct  unbe¬ 
coming  an  Odd  Fellow,  and  makes  the  member  subject  to  charges.  On 
conviction,  the  penalty  is  expulsion.  In  determining  this  question  by  the 
Order,  the  meaning  of  the  term  “  intoxicating  liquor,”  shall  be  construed 
according  to  the  decisions  of  the  courts  in  the  land  where  the  violations 
took  place. 

Decision  No.  41.  (West  Virginia.) 

The  amount  of  a  member’s  arrearages  at  the  time  of  suspension  for  the 
non-payment  of  dues  is  still  a  legal  charge  against  him  or  her,  on  rein¬ 
statement,  unless  the  Grand  or  the  subordinate  body  having  jurisdiction 
has  specifically  legislated  so  that,  on  the  payment  of  the  fee  for  reinstate¬ 
ment,  the  arrearages  are  thereby  specifically  cancelled. 

Decision  No.  42.  (West  Virginia.) 

Employment  in  another  Grand  Jurisdiction  is  not,  in  itself,  a  disquali¬ 
fication  for  election  to  office  in  a  Grand  Body. 

Decision  No.  43.  (West  Virginia.) 

Employment  in  another  Grand  Jurisdiction  is  not,  in  itself,  a  disquali¬ 
fication  for  attending  to  the  duties  of  an  elective  officer  of  a  Grand  Body. 

Decision  No.  44.  (West  Virginia.) 

A  Grand  Master,  a  Grand  Patriarch  or  an  Assembly  President  ma3r 
make  appointment  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  office,  in  the  respective  Grand 
Body,  providing  there  is  no  legislation  by  the  proper  Grand  Body  pro¬ 
hibiting  it. 

Decision  No.  45.  (Wisconsin.) 

There  is  no  law  which  prevents  the  delivery  of  the  Past  Grand’s  charge 
in  the  initiatory  degree  by  the  Noble  Grand.  Although  the  charge  should 
be  given  by  a  Past  Grand,  if  one  be  present,  yet,  then,  circumstances  may 
require  that  this  duty  be  performed  by  the  Noble  Grand. 

Decision  No.  46.  (Wisconsin.) 

It  is  permissible  for  the  Noble  Grand  to  deliver  thq  Past  Grand’s  charge 
in  the  initiatory  degree  when  no  Past  Grand  is  present. 

Decision  No.  47.  (General  Commanding.) 

A  member  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  before  taking  his  seat  therein, 
must  have  received  the  Patriarchs  Militant  degree. 

Decision  No.  48.  (General  Commanding.) 

The  General  Commanding  is  authorized,  when  proper  credentials  have 
been  presented  identifying  the  person,  to  confer,  or  cause  to  be  conferred, 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  degree,  upon  a  member  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  or  upon  a  Grand  Representative-elect,  who  has  not  theretofore 
received  the  said  degree.

Decision  No.  49.  (General  Commanding.) 

A  member  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  or  a  Grand  Representative- 
elect,  who  presents  himself  to  the  General  Commanding  (or  to  some 
properly  qualified  person  authorized  by  him),  to  receive  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  degree  for  the  purpose  of  being  admitted  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  therefor,  nor  to  become  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  canton. 

Decision  No.  50.  (General  Commanding.) 

A  member  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  or  a  Grand  Representative- 
elect,  so  receiving  the  degree,  shall  not  have  any  of  the  privileges  of 
membership  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  excepting  the  right  to  be  present 
at  the  sessions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Decision  No.  51.  (General  Commanding.) 

Ladies’  Auxiliaries  to  cantons  of  Patriarchs  Militant  are  recognized 
under  the  laws  of  the  Order. 

Decision  No.  52.  (General  Commanding.) 

The  laws  of  the  Order  permit  only  the  following  designation  for  a  unit 
of  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary.  Ladies’  Auxiliary  of  Canton  - ,  Num¬ 
ber  - ,  Department - . 

Decision  No.  53.  .( General  Commanding.) 

Under  the  laws  of  the  Order,  a  Ladies’  Auxiliary  can  exist  only  as  an 
auxiliary  or  adjunct  to  a  canton  which  has  been  regularly  mustered  in,  hav¬ 
ing  the  required  number  of  chevaliers  and  holding  meetings  as  required 
under  the  law,  and  these  conditions  are  continuing. 

Decision  No.  54.  (General  Commanding.) 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  the  sole  authority  to  prepare  forms  and 
ceremonies  for  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary. 

Decision  No.  55.  (General  Commanding.) 

The  General  Military  Council  has  the  power  and  authority  to  adopt  a 
constitution  for  the  government  of  Lad  es’  Auxiliaries,  which  constitution 
must  not  conflict  with  any  of  the  laws,  rules  or  regulations  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 


VALEDICTORY. 

Officers,  Representatives,  Members,  the  book  is  closed.  I  have  come  to 
the  final  chapter.  I  appear  before  you  to-day  with  this  valedictory.  As  the 
finale,  permit  me  to  say  that  my  heart  is  full  to  overflowing  with  gratitude 
because  of  the  opportunity  which  has  been  afforded  me  to  thus  serve 
humanity  through  the  instrumentality  of  this  great  Brotherhood. 

The  record  of  my  service  as  Grand  Sire  is  written.  How  well,  only  the 
mutations  of  time  will  disclose.  It  has  been  my  purpose  to  render  service 
in  full  measure,  circumscribed  only  by  human  limitations.  This  service 
has  been  freely  given.  Such  service  was  due  to  the  Order  because  of  its 
willingness  to  entrust  its  many  and  varied  responsibilities  in  my  hands.  To 
have  given  less  than  the  maximum  of  time  and  of  strength,  would  have 
been  recreancy  to  the  trust  imposed  and  implied. 

For  the  almost  regal  courtesies  which  everywhere  have  been  shown  me, 
for  the  devoted  loyalty  of  the  members  from  the  north,  the  south,  the 
east,  the  west,  for  the  splendid  co-operation  of  officers  universally,  and  for 
the  earnestness  of  you,  Grand  Representatives,  in  devoting  yourselves  to 
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the  work  of  the  last  session,  which  earnestness  I  am  confidently  anticipat¬ 
ing  for  this  session,  I  am  deeply  grateful.  Words  fail  me  to  adequately 
express  the  appreciation  I  feel,  and  which  is  your  due.  I  want  you  to 
accept  in  spirit  all  that  fails  in  expression,  of  the  emotions  that  I  feel  when 
we  approach  this  final  hour  and  session;  when  we  approach  the  time  when 
our  relations,  as  they  have  existed  for  the  past  two  years,  must  be  severed, 
as  I  turn  to  my  most  worthy  and  eminently  qualified  successor  the  honors, 
the  responsibilities  and  the  highly  sensitized  fraternal  relations  which  I 
have  enjoyed  with  you  during  the  term  now  fast  drawing  to  a  close. 

I  cannot  say  and  I  fain  would  not  say,  as  did  the  great  Shakespeare: 

“  I  give  this  heavy  weight  from  off  my  head, 

And  this  unwieldy  sceptre  from  my  hand, 

The  pride  of  kingly  sway  from  out  my  heart; 

With  mine  own  tears  I  wash  away  my  balm, 

With  mine  own  hands  I  give  away  my  crown, 

With  mine  own  tongue  deny  my  sacred  state, 

With  mine  own  breath  release  all  duteous  oaths.” 

but  rather  would  I  say  to  him  who  shall  succeed  me,  conscious  as  I  am  of 
the  great  responsibilities,  of  the  great  drafts  which  will  be  taken  of  both 
time,  talent,  substance  and  energy,  yet  withal,  perhaps  it  may  be  one  of 
the  most  satisfying  experiences  ever  offered  to  man. 

To  be  permitted  to  thus  serve,  comes  to  few  individuals.  In  this  service, 
with  the  ever-widening  horizon  of  the  fields  of  opportunity  opening  up 
its  vistas,  so  there  comes  back  in  echoing  reverberations  a  surge  of  joy 
and  satisfaction  in  meeting  the  myriad  obligations  with  the  whole  vigor 
of  one’s  personality.  Therefore,  I  am  able  to  say,  “  I  have  run  the  race,  I 
have  given  all,  I  have  done  what  I  could.”

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SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SIRE 
AND  COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Officers  and  Members  and  the  Members  of 
the  Order  Everywhere: 

In  accordance  with  custom  and  in  keeping  with  the  proprieties,  I  present 
to  you  my  supplemental  report,  covering  the  report  of  the  official  activities 
of  the  Grand  Sire  and  Commandcr-in-Chief  since  the  completion  of  the 
regular  report.  That  report,  of  necessity,  had  to  be  prepared  much  earlier 
than  would  permit  my  giving  you  a  complete  summary  of  the  official 
actions  of  the  Grand  Sire  up  to  the  time  of  the  sessions  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

Therefore,  I  am  coming  to  you  with  the  supplemental  report  which  will 
include  a  report  of  the  official  visits  of  the  Grand  Sire,  accompanied  by 
Mrs.  Thompson,  to  all  the  countries  of  Europe  where  Odd  Fellowship  has 
organized  units,  as  well  as  a  report  on  the  summary  of  work  and  some 
observations  on  the  work  of  the  Order,  since  the  closing  of  the  first  report. 

Judging  from  the  important  matters  coming  before  the  Grand  Sire  for 
official  consideration,  it  may  be  necessary  to  submit  to  you  while  in  session, 
a  report  of  my  official  acts  after  the  closing  of  this  report. 

DEATH  OF  GRAND  CHAPLAIN  EMERITUS. 

On  our  return  from  our  visit  to  the  European  Jurisdictions,  we  found 
telegrams  and  letters  announcing  the  death  of  Rev.  J.  A.  Lucas,  for  many 
years  Grand  Chaplain  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and,  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  Grand  Chaplain  Emeritus. 

While  we  had  known  for  a  number  of  years  of  his  failing  health,  yet  we 
had  not  known  of  his  serious  illness  and  were  therefore  greatly  shocked  to 
hear  that  he  had  quietly  wrapped  the  draperies  of  his  couch  about  him 
and  passed  on  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  above,  in  the  evening  of  August  19, 
1926. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  from  the  Odd  Fellows  Orphans  Home, 
at  Lincoln,  Illinois,  where  he  had  so  long  devoted  his  life  as  Superintendent, 
laboring  in  the  cause  of  childhood,  of  fraternity,  of  humanity,  of  God. 

We  have  a  debt  to  every  great  heart,  to  every  fine  genius,  to  those  who 
have  put  life  and  fortune  on  the  altar  of  humanitj^’s  cause.  Such  a  man 
was  Dr.  Lucas.  His  book  of  life  is  finished.  The  sun  of  his  life  has  set,  but 
the  afterglow  will  light  us  on  our  way  in  this  great  work  for  many  years  to 
come.  This  whole  Fraternity,  and  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Illinois  in  par¬ 
ticular,  owes  a  great  debt  to  the  memory  of  the  man  who  did  so  much  for 
the  Odd  Fellow  orphans  of  the  great  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Illinois.  Almost 

literally,  he  gave  his  life  for  them. 

I  trust  that  the  Committee  on  Memorials  will  take  appropriate  action. 

EXTENT  OF  GRAND  SIRE’S  AUTHORITY. 

It  has  been  brought  to  mj^  notice,  officially,  that  an  executive  officer  in  a 
certain  Grand  Jurisdiction,  grossly,  regardless  of  moral  and  legal  obligations 
to  the  Fraternity,  had  almost  totally  failed  to  function  as  such  officer. 
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The  Grand  Sire  was  appealed  to.  An  examination  of  the  laws  of  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction  disclosed  that  no  provision  had  been  made  to  cover 
such  a  contingency,  save  through  the  medium  of  a  special  session  of  the 
Grand  Body,  which  action  would  have  entailed  an  expense  of  thousands 
of  dollars.  That  course  seemed  to  be  inadvisable  from  a  financial  viewpoint. 

As  we  construe  the  law,  the  Grand  Sire  was  without  sufficient  authority 
(and,  we  may  say,  moral  suasion  seemed  to  have  no  effect  upon  the  officer 
in  question)  to  take  such  action  as  would  have  relieved  the  officer  of  the 
duties  of  his  office.  The  present  Grand  Sire  is  about  to  retire  from  official 
position,  therefore,  any  recommendations  that  he  may  make  in  this  matter 
will  have  no  personal  element. 

We  are  of  the  opinion,  where,  in  the  absence  of  proper  laws  of  a  Grand 
Body  to  meet  such  an  emergenc}r,  the  Grand  Sire  ought  to  have  the  specific 
authority  that  would  permit  him  to  take  such  action  (subject,  of  course,  to 
review  by  this  Body)  as  would  conserve  the  best  interests  of  the  Order. 

We  respectfully  bring  this  to  your  attention  for  such  consideration  and 
action  as  may  seem  to  you  to  be  wise. 

PUBLICITY. 

In  some  of  the  circular  letters  and  in  other  correspondence  of  the  Grand 
Sire  we  have  sought  to  stress  the  very  great  need  in  our  Order  for  greater 
publicity  for  all  those  activities,  of  which,  obviously,  there  ought  to  be 
publicity,  through  the  columns  of  the  public  press. 

It  is  one  of  the  crying  needs  of  this  institution.  There  seems  to  be  an 
altogether  too  great  tendency  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  in  position  to 
furnish  matters  of  interest  to  those  who  have  in  charge  the  news  gathering 
and  editorial  features  of  the  public  press,  to  neglect  this  important  question. 

No  one  can  estimate  the  loss,  in  many  ways,  that  this  Fraternity  has  sus¬ 
tained  because  of  our  failure  to  cooperate  with  those  who  have  the  facili¬ 
ties  to  give  to  the  Order  the  kind  and  the  amount  of  publicity  to  which,  by 
reason  of  our  splendid  work,  great  size,  diversification  and  efficiency  in 
promoting  good  morals  and  good  government,  we  are  entitled. 

It  is  my  hope  that  such  action  may  be  taken  or  sentiment  created  as  will 
cause  our  executive  officers,  both  Grand  and  subordinate,  to  bring  about, 
everywhere  and  without  fail,  a  condition  whereby  we  may  be  in  a  position 
co  give  the  Order  the  greatest  publicity  and  thus  permit  us,  by  the  psychol¬ 
ogy  created,  to  better  perform  all  the  details  of  a  great  work. 

So  outstanding  an  accomplishment  as  the  great  special  edition  of  a 
Lexington,  Kentucky,  newspaper  should  not  go  unnoticed.  Grand  Master 
Bruner  and  Grand  Secretary  Davies  and  all  others  who  had  any  part  in 
making  it  possible  ought  to  be  commended  for  their  foresight  and  for  their 
diligence.  You  have,  doubtless,  all  seen  copies  of  it.  It  was  a  splendid  effort 
that  has  been  universally  commended.  This  was  a  special  effort,  and,  from 
every  viewpoint,  was  worthwhile.  Other  efforts  along  that  line  could,  with¬ 
out  doubt,  be  just  as  successful  as  that. 

In  addition  to  such  special  features  as  this,  there  ought  to  be  a  constant 
contact  with  legitimate  news  agencies  of  every  description,  to  the  end  that 
every  worth-while  activity  of  the  Order  will  be  presented  before  the  world 
in  its  true  light.  We  would  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  there  ought  to  be  an 
appropriation  by  this  Body  to  be  used,  if  necessary,  and,  under  proper  re¬ 
strictions,  to  the  end  that  the  great  news-gathering  agencies  of  the  world 
may  be  habituated  into  seeking  us  out  in  order  to  give  to  the  world  all 
that  we  may  have  to  give  that  is  outstanding  and  which  is  of  real  news 
value  both  to  the  publication  and  to  the  reader. 
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In  this  discussion  we  have  not  taken  into  consideration  the  many  frater¬ 
nal  publications  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Order.  Some  of  them  arc 
good.  Some  are  mediocre.  Some  are  poor.  Some  have  due  regard  for  all 
the  ethics  of  high-minded  journalism.  Some  have  little  regard,  and,  un¬ 
fortunately,  some  have  none.  Some  realize  that  to  have  placed  in  their 
hands  the  power  to  present  the  printed  word,  through  a  recognized  medium 
of  the  Order,  to  the  individual  members,  is  a  very  great  and  grave  responsi¬ 
bility.  Some  seem  utterly  incapable  of  realizing  that  responsibility,  both 
as  to  the  conduct  of  the  editorial  department,  the  news  features,  or  their 
advertising  sections. 

No  one  would  desire  to  infringe  upon  the  proper  prerogatives  of  the 
fraternal  press,  but,  we  are  not  going  too  far  when  we  say  that,  unfortu¬ 
nately,  some  who  have  had  assigned  to-  them,  or  who  have  assumed,  the 
responsibility  for  the  conduct  of  a  fraternal  publication  have  failed  to 
properly  regard  the  finely  discriminating  amenities  that  ought,  of  necessity, 
to  be  observed  by  every  publication  devoted  to  any  part  of  our  work.  We 
say  this  in  a  spirit  of  kindness,  and  as  a  warning,  because  we  feel,  in  some 
instances,  the  good  of  the  Order  has  not  been  the  first  consideration.  We 
also  wish  to  express  the  opinion,  or,  at  least  the  hope,  that  some  indiscre¬ 
tions  have  not  been  intentional,  but  rather  have  proceeded  from  a  too 
light  regard  for  the  power  that  lies  behind  the  printed  word,  once  put  in 
circulation,  and  the  very  grave  responsibility  that  every  man  or  woman 
assumes  when  he  or  she  directs  the  publication  of  any  printed  matter. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  want  to  appeal  to  the  members.  We  want  to  say 
to  them,  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  heavy  burdens  and  many  financial 
problems  with  which  most  fraternal  publications  have  to  deal,  that  the 
support  given  the  most  of  them  (and  this  refers  only  to  the  worth-while 
publications,  large  or  small)  has  been  most  pitifully  small.  Those  who  have 
not  had  to  do  in  an  intimate  way  with  a  fraternal  publication,  conducted 
on  the  plan  of  voluntary  subscription,  as  the  most  of  ours  are  conducted, 
will  ever  know  the  distressingly  meagre  financial  help  given  such  publica¬ 
tions  in  the  way  of  subscription  support.  I  appeal  to  all  our  members  not 
only  to  subscribe  but  to  be  diligent  and  punctilious  about  it  and  the  re¬ 
newals  that  should  unceasingly  come  thereafter.  A  subscription  payment 
each  year  to  a  fraternal  publication  is,  at  best,  but  a  small  contribution  on 
the  part  of  the  individual  member  toward  this  important  work,  and  which, 
in  great  part,  has  been  a  labor  of  love  and  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  those 
engaged  in  producing  the  publication. 

What  the  Grand  Sire  has  said  as  a  criticism  of  the  thoughtlessness  of 
some  who  are  in  positions  of  responsibility  as  to  the  publication  of  fra¬ 
ternal  journals,  is  said  solely  with  a  desire  that  greater  good  may  come  to 
the  Fraternity.  We  want  to  express  in  words,  if  possible,  our  appreciation 
of  the  almost  unanimous  and  wholehearted  support  given  to  the  Grand 
Sire  during  the  past  two  years.  If  we  have  accomplished  anything  during 
that  time,  much  of  the  credit  is  due  to  our  fraternal  publications.  These 
publications  have  given  freely  of  space  and  time  to  the  end  that  the  “  word 
might  go  out  to  all  the  people,”  of  what  it  was  desired  to  accomplish.  They 
can,  and  we  are  sure,  the  most  of  them  will,  continue  to  be  a  real  force  in 
Odd  Fellowship.  It  is  my  hope  that  the  one  who  shall  succeed  me  will  be 
given  the  same  loyal  support. 
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REPRESENTATIVE  FORM  OF  GOVERNMENT  FUNDAMENTAL. 
IT  DEMANDS  A  DUE  REGARD  FOR  RESPECT  FOR 
THE  INSTITUTION  AND  FOR  ALL 
CONSTITUTED  AUTHORITY. 

Permit  the  Grand  Sire  to  say  that  his  experience  for  more  than  thirty 
years,  in  an  intimate  way,  with  all  the  activities  of  the  Order,  and,  during 
the  tenure  of  office  in  any  official  position,  that  he  has  been  accorded, 
almost  without  exception,  the  finest  courtesy. 

It  is  his  belief  that  Grand  Officers,  of  whatever  rank,  whether  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  or  of  the  various  Grand  Bodies,  have  almost  in¬ 
variably  had  that  experience. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  subordinate  bodies,  while  sitting  as  a  member  and 
not  as  an  official,  we  have  too  frequently  witnessed  scenes  where  it  ap¬ 
peared  as  if  the  members  seemed  to  think  that  our  Order  was  a  “  pure 
democracy,”  where  the  inherent  right  to  determine  every  question  was  in 
the  individual  member  on  the  floor  rather  than  in  the  hands  of  duly  and 
regularly  constituted  authority,  in  the  person  of  the  Noble  Grand,  Chief 
Patriarch  or  other  presiding  officer. 

Such  an  attitude  toward  a  presiding  officer  is  wholly  repugnant  to  all 
the  fundamentals  and  ideals  of  our  organization.  Our  jurisprudence  pro¬ 
vides,  and  has  always  provided,  government  by  representation,  with  the 
initiative,  of  course,  under  due  process  of  law,  in  the  individual. 

In  this,  my  closing  report  to  you  as  Grand  Sire,  and,  in  this  way,  my  last 
opportunity  to  come  to  you  in  such  a  capacity,  I  want  to  urge  upon  you, 
with  all  the  vigor  that  I  can  command,  the  absolute  necessity  for  greater 
respect  for  this  institution  as  such  and  for  its  precepts  and  its  activities; 
greater  respect  for  the  position  and  the  person  of  the  presiding  officer  of 
our  subordinates;  greater  respect  for  the  fine  system  of  laws  and  regula-  ' 
tions  which  have  been  set  up  for  the  orderly  functioning  of  this  immense 
institution  When  a  member  of  this  Fraternity,  during  the  progress  of  the 
meetings,  does  not  obey  all  the  parliamentary  and  social  amenities  which 
have  been  set  up  for  our  government,  or  when  a  member  is  in  any  way 
responsible  for  loss  of  respect  for  the  institution,  its  officers  or  members, 
he  or  she  comes  dangerously  nea«r  being  technically  guilty  of  conduct  un¬ 
becoming  a  member  of  the  Fraternity. 

A  logical  deduction,  the  obvious  reasoning  that  should  be  applied  to  our 
fine  altruism,  all  point  to  the  fact  that  a  moral  obligation  to  the  practices 
and  the  precepts  of  this  Fraternity,  is,  under  our  system  of  applied  ethical 
and  moral  teachings,  also  a  legal  one.  If,  then,  we  are  bound  by  our  pre¬ 
cepts  to  be  good  citizens  of  the  country  in  which  we  live,  to  be  fraternal 
with  our  members,  to  be  courteous  to  officers,  and,  in  all  our  official  rela¬ 
tions,  then  we  are  legally  guilty  of  transgressing  the  limitations  set  up  by 
this  altruistic  organization,  if  wc  violate  those  injunctions. 

It  is  true,  most  trial  committees  have  never  made  that  fine  distinction. 

I  ask  you  to  think  over,  analytically,  this  presentation,  and  then  decide 
whether  or  not,  in  your  judgment,  committees  ought  not  to  so  hold. 

The  tendency  everywhere  and  in  all  things  is  to  interpose  the  technicali¬ 
ties  of  law.  In  dealing  with  the  questions  of  rights  of  property  and  of  per¬ 
sons,  it  is  probably  well  that  it  is  so. 

In  fraternity,  where  a  different  code  should  prevail  and  where  each  per¬ 
son  is  under  a  voluntary  pledge,  solemnly  given  and  received,  it  ought  not 
to  be  difficult  to  determine  whether  conduct  was  in  keeping  with  the  prac¬ 
tices  and  teachings  of  the  ritual:  The  ritual  is  accorded  the  distinction  of 
being  supreme  in  the  laws  of  Odd  Fellowship.  To  be  consistent,  then, 
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should  we  not  extend  our  practice  to  include  a  violation  of  any  of  its  pre¬ 
cepts  as  a  legal  violation  of  Odd  Fellow  law?  I  ask  you  to  think  it  over. 
It  is  probably  not  a  question  providing  a  subject  for  legislation,  but  it  is 
possible  that  it  is  a  question  which  affords  ample  opportunity  for  con¬ 
sideration.  It  may  be  that  a  more  serious  attention  to  this  ultimate  juris¬ 
diction  which  this  Fraternity  inalienably  possesses  by  reason  of  the  obli¬ 
gations  which  a  member  assumes  on  joining,  might  cause  us  all  to  have 
much  greater  respect  for  the  institution,  its  laws  and  precepts,  and  for 
those  w7ho  are  chosen  by  our  representative  form  of  government  to  admin¬ 
ister  the  affairs  of  its  subordinate  bodies. 

May  we  not  hope  that  steps  may  be  taken  by  Grand  Officers  and  all 
in  authority  to  do  the  things  which  will  engender  the  respect  which  would 
so  greatly  help  to  bring  our  whole  Order  to  much  higher  levels,  of  personnel 
and  of  attitude  toward  its  every  manifestation.  It  must  be  done  if  we  are 
to  even  approximate  the  position  we  ought  to  occupy  in  the  minds  of 
members  and  of  non-members. 

MATTERS  IN  THE  CANAL  ZONE. 

Consonant  with  the  last  paragraph  of  Report  No.  85,  page  374,  Journal 
of  Proceedings  of  1925,  we  have  not  commissioned  any  one  to  personally 
and  officially  represent  this  Body  and  to  make  report  of  conditions  there. 

It  has  not  seemed  practical  to  do  so  during  the  year  and  I  therefore 
return  the  recommendations  for  such  disposition  as  your  judgment  may 
dictate. 

GREETINGS  TO  GRAND  JURISDICTIONS  ABROAD. 

In  accord  with  the  spirit  of  your  suggestions,  we  were  pleased  (as  will  be 
more  fully  explained  in  our  report  on  the  visit  to  European  jurisdictions) 
to  extend  to  the  Order  abroad  the  felicitations  and  the  well  wishes  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  We  ever  sought  to  impress  the  members  over 
there  that  this  Body  was  greatly  interested  in  them  and  in  their  work  and 
in  their  endeavors  to  help  to  build  Odd  Fellowship  into  a  symmetrical  in¬ 
stitution  functioning  efficiently  in  whatever  nation  it  might  be  planted. 

GENERAL  COMMANDING’S  RIGHT  TO  ASK  OFFICIAL 
DECISIONS  FROM  THE  GRAND  SIRE. 

As  will  be  noted,  the  Grand  Sire  has  entertained  questions  coming  to 
him  from  the  General  Commanding,  and  has  rendered  decisions  therefor. 

By  implication,  at  least,  under  our  construction  of  the  law,  the  Grand 
Sire  has  not  the  authority  to  entertain  questions  coming  to  him  from  that 
source. 

Obviously,  he  who  has  jurisdiction  over  Department  Councils  and  the 
general  supervision  of  that  branch  of  our  wyork,  ought  to  have  the  right  to 
propound  questions  to  the  Grand  Sire  for  official  decision. 

Believing  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  department 
suggested  that  the  General  Commanding  could  not  consistently  ask  for 
decisions  in  any  other  manner,  I  have  rendered  decisions  on  such  questions 
as  were  submitted. 

Under  the  duties  devolving  upon  the  Grand  Sire  by  Code  provision, 
I  suggest  amendment  to  Article  XIV,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  to  provide  for  legalizing  that  kind  of  procedure.

A  MEMBER’S  OFFICIAL  PIN,  BADGE,  BUTTON,  CHARM, 

OR  EMBLEM. 

Perhaps  no  one  thing  would  do  more  for  publicity  for  the  Order  than 
for  each  member  to  wear  some  standard,  distinctive,  official  pin,  badge, 
button,  charm,  emblem,  or  jewel. 

Many  efforts  have  been  made  and  much  accomplished  in  the  way  of 
standardization  of  jewels,  but  little  has  been  done  so  far  as  standardizing 
and  making  official  a  member’s  official  pin,  badge,  button,  charm,  or  emblem. 
We  believe  that  the  time  is  now  here  when  each  member  ought  to  show 
his  allegiance  to  the  Fraternity  by  wearing  some  official  indication  that  he 
is  a  member. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  the  fact  that  today  pins  or  emblems  of  so  many 
varieties  have  been  placed  upon  the  market  by  manufacturers,  and  that 
some,  in  fact,  many  of  them  are  not  sufficiently  characteristic  as  to  be 
easily  distinguishable  as  Odd  Fellow  emblems.  This  must  necessarily 
always  be  true  so  long  as  any  manufacturer  has  the  right  to  manufacture 
and  the  member  the  right  to  buy  without  having  the  option  to  purchase 
one  that  is  sold  under  the  direction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and 
therefore  be  official  and  standard  as  to  design  and  specification.  All  this 
points  inevitably  to  the  fact  that  if  we  would  have  a  member’s  pin,  badge, 
button,  charm,  or  emblem  that  wTould  be  generally  recognized  and  charac¬ 
teristically  of  this  Order,  it  must  come  through  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  a  few  years  ago  was  given  an  official 
design  for  a  Rebekah  pin.  None  other  is  recognized  as  such.  It  is  officially 
furnished  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  sales  of  it  have  indi¬ 
cated  that  an  official  member’s  pin  for  that  branch  was  appreciated. 

We  recommend  that  appropriate  action  be  taken  for  the  adoption  of  an 
official  member’s  pin,  badge,  button,  charm  or  emblem,  any  or  all  of  them, 
for  members  of  subordinate  lodges.  Further,  that  such  measures  shall  be 
taken  by  this  Grand  Body  as  will  insure  a  full  knowledge  of  it  and  its 
privileges,  and  such  as  will  encourage  all  members  of  the  Order  not  now 
wearing  some  officially  recognized  pin,  badge,  button,  charm,  emblem  or 
jewel,  to  wear  some  one  of  the  official  designs  prescribed  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  We  further  recommend  that  in  the  consideration  of  this 
question,  the  members  in  countries  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America 
be  considered,  and  that  in  the  distribution  the  cooperation  of  quasi¬ 
independent  jurisdictions  be  requested,  so  that  we  may  look  forward  to 
the  time  when  an  official  designation,  of  some  kind  or  kinds,  will  be  stand¬ 
ardized  throughout  the  world,  and,  as  such,  will  be  easily  recognizable  by 
strangers  in  strange  lands.  If  this  be  done,  it  would  become  of  increasing 
value  to  the  wearer  and  a  constant  exemplification  of  the  fact  that  Odd 
Fellowship  is  indeed  world-wide.  The  more  fully  this  could  come  to  full 
fruition,  the  greater  would  be  the  estimation  in  which  the  Order  would  be 
held,  both  by  member  and  non-member,  and  the  greater  the  value  to  the 
,  member. 

SALE  OF  CHARLES  STREET  PROPERTY. 

Soon  after  my  return  from  Europe,  I  received  from  Grand  Secretary 
Kroh,  for  my  signature,  copy  of  agreement  for  the  sale  of  the  property  of 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  located  on  Charles  Street,  in  the  city  of  Bal¬ 
timore.  This  agreement  was  according  to  the  terms  upon  which  the 
Building  Commission  had  formerly  agreed  to  sell  and  it  was,  therefore, 
signed  by  the  Grand  Sire. 
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It  will  be  remembered  that  this  property  was  purchased  some  five  years 
ago  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  with  the  intention  of  erecting  a  temple 
thereon.  Later,  this  Body  decided  not  to  build  and  instructed  the  Building 
Commission  to  build  or  purchase  a  building  for  office  purposes  nearer  the 
business  center  of  the  city^  of  Baltimore.  The  Charles  Street  property  has, 
therefore,  been  held  until  this  time  awaiting  an  opportunity  for  a  sale  that 
would  be  advantageous  to  this  Bod}'. 

We  are  informed  by  the  Grand  Secretary  that  the  price  agreed  upon  will 
reimburse  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  with  interest,  for  the  money 
invested. 

It  will  also  be  remembered  that  the  Building  Commission  was  author¬ 
ized  to  sell  securities  belonging  to  this  Body  and  also  to  use  the  Liberty 
Street  and  the  Charles  Street  properties  in  financing  the  purchase  of  the 
fine  office  building  which  is  now  the  property  of  this  Body.  The  expendi¬ 
tures  for  this  purpose  also  included  the  remodeling  the  building  purchased 
on  Chase  Street  and  the  building  of  a  very  large  vault  on  property  at  the 
side  of  the  building. 

The  office  building  on  Chase  Street,  for  such  purposes  as  we  require, 
probably  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country,  has  all  been  financed  without 
selling  any  of  the  securities  and  without  using  funds  realized  from  the 
Charles  Street  property.  The  present  office  building  property  has  all  been 
paid  for  by  the  fortunate  sale  of  the  old  office  building  on  north  Liberty 
Street  and  out  of  current  funds,  with  the  exception  of  one  small  mortgage 
which  has  not  yet  matured  and  which  was  on  the  property  when  pur¬ 
chased  bv  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

A  detailed  report  will  be  submitted  to  you  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  and 
doubtless  also  by  the  Grand  Secretaiy. 

THE  PROGRESS  IN  CUBA. 

Just  before  closing  this  report,  a  letter  was  received  from  Carlos  E. 
Cadalso,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative,  saying  that  since  our  session,  one  year  ago,  there  have  been 
seven  new  subordinate  lodges  instituted,  with  two  more  in  the  preliminary 
stages;  three  Rebekah  lodges,  with  one  more  in  process  of  organization; 
and  four  new  encampments. 

It  is  quite  refreshing  to  note  that  the  reports  for  Cuba  for  1925  show  that 
this  small  Grand  Jurisdiction,  in  point  of  lodges,  reported  a  gain  in  sub¬ 
ordinate  membership,  and  what  is  most  remarkable  is  that  that  Grand 
Jurisdiction  made  the  largest  net  gain  of  any  Grand  Jurisdiction  on  the 
North  American  continent,  excepting  New  York. 

It  should  be  remembered  too  the  Order  in  Cuba  has  just  commenced  to 
function  under  a  Grand  Lodge  during  the  past  year  and  a  half. 

Out  of  a  membership  of  approximately  two  thousand,  ten  were  suspended 
for  the  non-payment  of  dues.  We  congratulate  Cuba. 

ADDITIONAL  DECISIONS. 

Since  the  completion  of  my  regular  report,  the  following  decisions  have 
been  rendered,  and  I  herewith  submit  them  for  your  consideration: 
Decision  No.  56.  (Arkansas.) 

Under  the  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  a  Rebekah  Assembly  has 
no  authority  to  establish  a  contingent  fund,  unless  the  Grand  Lodge  having 
jurisdiction  has  first  authorized  the  said  Assembly  to  so  act. 

Decision  No.  57.  (District  of  Columbia.) 

A  lodge  has  the  right  to  grant  a  withdrawal  card  to  a  “  resident  ”  of  an 
Odd  Fellows  Home,  if  proper  application  is  made  therefor. 
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Decision  No.  58.  (District  of  Columbia.) 

If  a  subordinate  of  the  Order,  on  securing  the  admission  of  a  member 
to  an  Odd  Fellows  Home,  shall  contract  to  keep  the  said  member  in  good 
standing  on  the  books  of  the  respective  subordinate,  that  fact  cannot  pre¬ 
vent  the  subordinate  of  which  the  said  “  resident  ”  was  a  member  from 
granting  a  withdrawal  card  on  proper  application  therefor. 

Decision  No.  59.  (District  of  Columbia.) 

If  a  “  resident  ”  of  an  Odd  Fellows  Home  takes  a  withdrawal  card  from 
the  lodge  to  which  he  or  she  belongs,  and  allows  said  card  to  expire  before 
being  again  elected  to  membership  in  any  lodge,  said  member  is  not 
eligible  to  continue  as  a  “  resident  ”  of  the  said  Home 

Decision  No.  60.  (Michigan.) 

Under  the  laws  of  the  Order,  children  are  not  to  be  permitted  in  a 
Rebekah  lodge  room  during  a  session  of  the  lodge. 

Decision  No.  61.  (Washington.) 

Liability  to  suspension  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  is  not  a  bar  to  the 
right  to  a  veteran  jewel. 

•  Decision  No.  62.  (Washington.) 

Transfer  of  membership  (when  there  is  no  lapse  of  membership)  from 
one  subordinate  to  another  does  not  affect  the  right  of  a  member  so  trans¬ 
ferred  to  a  veteran  jewel. 

Decision  No.  63.  (Wisconsin.) 

An  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  a  Grand  Body  is  not  required  in 
order  to  legislate  conformably  to  the  provisions  of  Section  825,  Code  of 
1915  (Section  857,  Code  of  General  Laws  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  1926)  unless  the 
constitution  of  the  said  Grand  Body  already  contained  provisions  to  which 
the  proposed  matter  would  be  amendatory. 

Decision  No.  64.  (Wyoming.) 

Rebekah  lodges,  when  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  or  by  the  Rebekah  Assembly  (if  such  authority  had  been  given  to  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  by  the  Grand  Lodge  having  jurisdiction),  may  create 
a  special  fund  by  voluntary  subscription,  or  otherwise  as  provided  by  law, 
to  be  used  for  the  relief  of  distress  outside  the  Order,  or  for  some  worthy 
charity,  or  for  any  purpose  calculated  to  emphasize  the  broad  spirit  and 
general  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship,  provided  proper  dispensation  had 
been  received  therefor. 

Decision  No.  65.  (Wyoming.) 

Rebekah  lodges  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  have  no  legal  process  by  which  they  may  establish  such  a  fund  as  is 
contemplated  in  the  decision  last  above. 

GRAND  SIRE’S  VISIT  TO  THE  EUROPEAN  JURISDICTIONS. 

At  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  held  in  Detroit  in  1922 
you  authorized  Grand  Sire  Eastin  to  attend  the  Triennial  Conference  of 
the  Grand  Sires  of  the  European  Grand  Jurisdictions  which  was  to  be  held 
in  Gothenburg,  Sweden,  in  July,  1923. 

In  conformance  with  that  authorization,  Grand  Sire  Eastin  planned  to 
attend  that  conference  and  invited  Grand  Representative  H.  J.  Emmins, 
of  Texas,  to  attend  with  him.  Accordingly,  Grand  Sire  Eastin  and  Grand 
Representative  Emmins  attended  the  conference  which  was  held  in  Gothen¬ 
burg  and  later  visited  Berlin  where  conferences  were  held  with  the  German 
members  and  took  up  with  them  discussions  regarding  the  distribution  of 
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the  money  contributed  by  the  members  on  the  North  American  continent 
for  the  relief  of  the  members  in  Germany. 

At  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  held  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
September,  1923,  Grand  Sire  Eastin  and  Representative  Emmins  submitted 
a  splendid  and  comprehensive  report  of  their  visits  to  the  Gothenburg  con¬ 
ference  to  Germany,  and  also  gave  information  concerning  the  Order  in 
other  countries  in  Europe. 

On  the  reception  of  the  report  and  subsequent  action  thereon,  your  Body 
practically  directed  that  future  Grand  Sires  should  visit  these  Triennial 
conferences. 

Since  that  time,  on  several  occasions  this  Body  has  expressed  its  judg¬ 
ment  that,  in  the  interests  of  a  world-wide  brotherhood  and  in  a  greater 
solidarity  among  the  members  in  the  various  nations,  the  Grand  Sire  pre¬ 
siding  at  the  time  of  such  Triennial  Conference  should  attend  this  impor¬ 
tant  convocation  of  the  heads  of  all  our  European  Grand  Lodges. 

In  keeping  with  these  expressions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the 
Grand  Sire  made  his  plans  to  visit  the  Triennial  Conference  at  Bern, 
Switzerland,  and  also  to  personally  visit  the  various  units  of  the  Order  in  all 
the  countries  of  Europe  where  Odd  Fellowship  existed,  including  not  only 
those  under  Grand  Lodges  but  also  those  nations  where  only  subordinates 
had  been  chartered. 

Our  Order  in  Europe  consists  of  Grand  Lodges  in  Norway,  with  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges,  encampments  and  Rebekah  lodges;  Sweden,  with  subordinate 
lodges,  encampments  and  many  ladies  interested  in  the  work  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  and  inquiring  in  regard  to  Rebekah  work  in  America,  with  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges  under  its  protectorate  in  Finland;  Denmark,  with  subordinate 
lodges,  encampments  and  Rebekah  lodges;  also  with  units  of  the  Order 
established  in  Iceland,  where  there  is  a  leper  hospital  maintained  by  the 
Odd  Fellows,  and  we  understand  also  some  outposts  of  Odd  Fellowship  in 
Greenland;  Netherlands,  where  there  are  subordinate  lodges,  encampments 
and  organizations  of  the  ladies  where  there  is  fostered  much  interest  in  the 
general  work  of  Odd  Fellowship ;  Germany,  where  there  is  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Germany  and  eight  Grand  Lodges  working  under  it,  as  well  as  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges,  encampments,  and  “  circles  ”  of  the  sisters  working  in  con¬ 
junction  with  more  than  one  hundred  of  the  subordinate  lodges  in  the 
republic;  Poland,  with  subordinate  lodges,  encampments  and  ladies  work¬ 
ing  in  the  interests  of  the  Order;  Czechoslovakia,  with  subordinate  lodges, 
encampments  and  organizations  of  the  sisters;  Switzerland,  with  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges,  encampments  and  “  circles  ”  of  the  sisters  working  along  ap¬ 
proved  lines  for  the  greater  efficiency  and  growth  of  Odd  Fellowship  and 
in  addition  to  that  doing  much  of  outside  charity  for  the  relief  of  distress 
and  the  amelioration  of  adverse  social  conditions. 

In  addition  to  these  Grand  Lodges,  there  is  a  lodge  in  the  free  city  of 
Dantzig,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany;  lodges 
in  Belgium  working  under  authority  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Netherlands.  Netherlands  also  has  jurisdiction  over  lodges  in  her  colo¬ 
nial  possessions  in  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  In  the  city  of  Strassburg,  which, 
prior  to  the  close  of  the  World  War,  had  for  many  years  been  under  Ger¬ 
man  authority  both  civil  and  fraternal,  but  which  by  the  terms  of  the 
Treaty  of  Versailles  again  became  French  territory,  there  has  been  a 
thriving  subordinate  lodge  there  for  many  years.  Thus  by  the  exigencies 
of  war  we  now  find  ourselves  with  a  lodge  regularly  working  in  French 
territory.  By  mutual  arrangements  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland,  the  lodge  was  placed  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland.  In  addition  to  this  regu¬ 
larly  constituted  lodge  on  French  territory,  there  is  a  “  circle  ”  of  members 
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in  the  great  city  of  Paris,  over  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland 
exercises  supervision  and  in  regard  to  which  further  reference  will  be  made 
later.  In  Austria  two  lodges  are  working  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Germany. 

From  this  brief  survey  it  will  be  seen  that  our  Order  in  Europe  is  much 
more  widespread  than  the  most  of  us  had  hitherto  realized.  In  nearly  every 
place  which  was  visited  we  found  the  ladies  were  greatly  interested  in  our 
work,  either  through  the  organization  of  Rebekah  lodges  working  much 
the  same  as  they  do  in  lodges  on  the  North  American  continent,  or  in 
“  circles,”  the  members  of  which  were  doing  much  the  same  work  as  regu¬ 
larly  constituted  Rebekah  lodges,  with  the  exception  that  they  did  not 
have  a  ritual. 

There  was  naturally  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Sire  that 
Mrs.  Thompson  should  accompany  him.  The  condition  of  this  branch  of 
the  Order  in  Europe,  the  continually  increasing  interest  that  the  ladies  in 
Europe  are  taking  in  regard  to  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship,  their  desire 
for  information  as  to  the  work  of  Rebekah  lodges  in  North  America,  the 
natural  conservatism  of  the  brothers  in  some  countries  over  there  in  regard 
to  the  advisability  of  encouraging  woman’s  activity  in  our  work,  together 
with  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Thompson  had  spent  many  years  in  active  Rebekah 
work,  having  presided  as  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Michigan 
and  as  President  of  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  from  1922  to 
1924,  all  seemed  to  suggest  that  she  could  be  of  great  value  to  the  work  of 
the  Order  by  extending  encouragement  and  giving  inspiration  to  those 
who  were  interested  in  this  branch  of  our  work  in  Europe. 

Added  to  this  was  the  fact  that  those  in  charge  of  the  plans  and  program 
for  the  Triennial  Conference  in  Bern,  Switzerland,  very  graciously  extended 
her  an  invitation  to  participate.  She,  therefore,  accompanied  the  Grand 
Sire  on  the  whole  trip,  making  visits  to  Rebekah  lodges  and  to  other  organi¬ 
zations  of  the  ladies,  holding  conferences  with  them,  making  suggestions 
and  giving  encouragement  at  all  times.  In  the  social  functions  accompany¬ 
ing  the  official  visits  of  the  Grand  Sire,  the  ladies  were  also  present  and 
Mrs.  Thompson  was  also  included  as  guest  of  honor. 

In  our  contemplation  of  this  trip,  we  gave  a  considerable  study  to  the 
history  of  the  Order  in  Europe,  the  vicissitudes  of  the  Order  in  the  early 
days,  in  the  heroic  efforts  of  some  of  our  members  when  our  branch  of  Odd 
Fellowship  was  almost  unknown  on  the  continent,  the  repulses  that  it  met 
both  officially,  socially  and  economically.  We  also  gave  much  thought  to 
the  many  intricate  and  diplomatic  matters  involved  in  getting  the  proper 
mental  picture  which  should  confront  one  in  attempting  to  do  and  say  and 
be  what  fraternity  and  international  amity  and  diplomacy  and  good  judg¬ 
ment  and  racial  differences  and  the  barriers  of  language  and  the  traditions 
of  thirteen  different  nations  with  the  rankling  of  the  differences  of  a  thou¬ 
sand,  yes,  in  some  instances,  two  thousand,  years  of  misunderstanding 
would  diplomatically  demand.  The  dominant  thought  in  all  this  was  what 
the  executive  head  of  our  world-wide  F'raternity  in  coming  in  contact  with 
these  members  in  strange  cities  and  distant  states  should  be  and  say  and 
do  and  typify  so  far  as  our  great  organization  is  concerned. 

It  is  no  light  task  to  get  into  the  habit  and  mood  to  properly  interpret 
the  thought,  action,  or  reaction  of  those  who  speak  another  language,  those 
whose  every  thought  and  whose  whole  training  and  manner  of  living  have 
given  them  a  different  viewpoint,  both  in  their  philosophy  of  life  and  in  fact, 
in  all  their  mental  processes.  Unless  one  has  given  deep  study  to  inter¬ 
national  and  diplomatic  questions,  unless  one  has  by  experience  and  travel 
been  brought  into  intimate  contact  with  other  peoples  in  their  own  environ-

raent,  it  is  a  very  delicate  and  difficult  question  to  meet  and  to  interpret 
their  moods  and  manners. 

Believing  that  an  intimate  contact  with  our  members  over  there,  while 
in  the  environment  of  their  own  respective  countries  would  better  enable 
us  to  interpret  their  moods,  and,  in  addition  to  that,  in  order  that  we  might 
meet  and  have  the  personal  acquaintance  of  the  European  Grand  Sires 
prior  to  their  convening  for  the  Triennial  Conference,  we  planned  our  trip 
chronologically  so  that  we  might  make  these  official  visitations  and  form 
these  acquaintanceships  prior  to  the  session  in  Bern,  Switzerland. 

We  were  desirous,  first,  to  obey  your  mandates  to  carry  in  person  the 
well  wishes  of  this  Body  to  our  European  brothers  and  sisters;  second,  to 
have  the  membership — the  whole  membership  in  Europe — know  that  this 
Body  and  the  members  on  the  North  American  continent,  were  interested 
and  in  sympathy  with  them  and  their  work  and  their  fraternal  aspirations. 
We  wanted  them  to  know  that  our  great  desire  was  for  them  to  feel  that 
they  were  of  us  and  part  of  us — that  European  Odd  Fellowship  did  not 
stand  as  a  thing  apart — that  American  Odd  Fellowship  looked  upon  them 
as  part  of  one  great  family.  The  Grand  Sire  wants  and  he  feels  sure  that 
you  want  to  see  a  solidarity  in  Odd  Fellowship  world-wide  that  is  not 
alone  an  ethical  thing  to  be  talked  about,  but  a  real,  virile  force.  Yes,  may 
we  not  hope  to  cultivate  the  kind  of  solidarity  that  will  make  us,  in  truth, 
the  greatest  international  force  for  good,  for  mutual  understandings,  for 
common  sense  applied  in  the  settlement  of  international  questions,  for  such 
a  oneness  of  purpose,  though  under  diverse  forms  of  government  and 
though  speaking  different  languages,  for  so  thorough  an  understanding  of 
each  other’s  problems  and  for  so  wholesome  an  acceptance  of  a  full  inter¬ 
pretation  of  international  brotherhood,  that  all  differences  might  be  amica¬ 
bly  adjusted. 

This  is  no  treatise  in  discussion  of  militaristic  or  anti-militaristic  poli¬ 
cies,  of  preparedness  or  of  unpreparedness,  of  armament  or  of  disarmament, 
but  rather  to  express  the  thought  of  a  militancy  that  will  enforce  peace, 
a  preparedness  and  armament  of  mutual  understanding  that  will  prevent 
an  armed  and  militant  misunderstanding.  Odd  Fellowship  can  go  very  far, 
if  the  things  are  done  along  prudent  and  carefully  prepared  lines  in  that 
direction. 

A  statesman  once  remarked  that  the  greatest  of  all  rules  for  human  happi¬ 
ness  is  to  “  talk  things  over.” 

This  Fraternity  has  the  finest  piece  of  international  mechanism  through 
which  things  can  be  “  talked  over.”  To  that  end,  we  have  no  hesitancy  in 
saying  that  this  Body  ought  to  do  everything  in  its  power  to  promote  the 
world-wide  solidarity  of  this  institution  and  thus  provide  an  easy  means 
for  mutual  understandings  among  our  members  everywhere. 

To  that  end,  the  Grand  Sire  made  official  visitations  to  every  country  in 
Europe  where  Odd  Fellowship  existed,  either  under  Grand  Lodges  or  where 
only  separate  subordinate  units  had  been  chartered. 

Though  it  was  in  great  measure  self-imposed,  it  was  no  easy  task.  While 
it  was  a  delight  to  meet  the  thousands  of  members,  yet  with  two,  three  and 
four  addresses  per  day,  seldom  remaining  more  than  two  days  in  a  place, 
constant  calls  for  social  obligations,  an  alert  attention  to  all  the  social 
amenities  of  strange  peoples,  the  rigors  of  constant  travel,  and  few,  if  any, 
interiors  for  relaxation 'the  three  months’  trip  was  a  constant  delight  to  the 
soul  and  to  the  artistic  and  esthetic  senses,  yet  it  took  great  draughts  of 
physical  endurance. 

Both  Mrs.  Thompson  and  the  Grand  Sire  were  glad  to  pay  the  physical 
price,  for  it  gave  us  a  contact  and  an  acquaintance  with  some  of  the  finest 
fraternalists  in  all  the  world.  It  gave  us  an  inspiration  for  brotherhood 
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when  we  were  permitted  to  know  in  an  intimate  and  detailed  way,  the 
splendid  interpretation  of  their  fraternal  duties,  by  the  members  in  Europe. 
This  interpretation  extended  not  only  to  their  duties  to  their  members 
but  to  humanity  in  general. 

European  Odd  Fellowship  has  a  very  high  conception  of  the  duties  of 
the  members  and  of  its  proper  place  in  the  social  structure.  The  personnel 
is  high,  exceptionally  high,  and  its  standing  in  the  nations  where  it  has 
found  lodgment  is  correspondingly  high.  European  Odd  Fellowship  is  essen¬ 
tially  a  fraternity.  The  contractural  relation  is  practically  unknown.  The 
fraternal  relation  is  stressed — it  is  dignified — but  very  real  and  a  part  of 
the  inner  nature  of  the  great  mass  of  the  members.  We  wish  here  to  express 
appreciation  of  their  high  ideals  and  their  alertness  in  preserving  the  in¬ 
tegrity  and  the  high  standing  of  the  Order. 

It  is  true,  the  Grand  Sire  felt  that,  in  some  respects,  the  Order  in  Europe 
could  profit  by  the  adoption  of  some  of  the  methods  prevailing  on  the 
North  American  continent.  It  was  encouraging  to  note  everywhere  over 
there,  a  great  desire  to  know  more  of  our  work  and  of  our  methods  here  in 
America.  In  our  conferences,  we  sought  to  bring  to  them  the  information 
that  they  desired.  This  information  was  eagerly  sought,  but,  remember, 
the  European  mind  usually  moves  with  great  caution  and  deliberation. 
Changes  will  come  slowly,  but  they  will  surely  come  if  this  Body  does  the 
things  necessary  to  let  the  members  in  Europe  know  that  every  consistent 
effort  will  be  made  to  bring  the  members  in  closer  union. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Grand  Sire  found  many  things  from  which  we 
could  well  profit — not  the  least  of  which  is  the  pride  that  they  have  in  the 
Order,  its  works,  its  high  standing,  and  the  obligations  that  they  assume 
as  their  interpretation  of  their  special  duties,  by  reason  of  this  affiliation, 
to  their  fellow  man. 

Because  of  the  extent  of  our  travels,  prior  to  the  sessions  of  the  Triennial 
Conference,  we  were  able,  as  we  had  planned,  to  make  the  personal  acquain¬ 
tance  of  every  European  Grand  Sire.  In  addition  to  that,  we  had  met  prac¬ 
tically  all  the  Grand  Officers  of  every  Grand  Lodge  in  Europe,  including 
the  Grand  Officers  of  the  eight  district  Grand  Lodges  in  Germany.  We  had 
also  been  privileged  to  meet  thousands  of  the  Brothers  and  Sisters.  Thus, 
we  came  to  the  conference  with  a  mental  picture  of  the  condition  of  the 
Order  and  all  its  activities  in  the  territory  over  which  each  European  Grand 
Sire  had  jurisdiction.  This  knowledge  was  of  much  value  to  us  during  the 
days  of  the  sessions  of  the  conference  and  gave  us  a  full  grasp  of  the  con¬ 
ditions  and  of  the  inspiration  of  Odd  Fellowship  of  that  continent  that  can 
never  be  effaced.  Nor  would  we  have  it  so,  for  some  of  the  finest  friend¬ 
ships  of  life  were  formed  and  we  profited  greatly  by  coming  to  know  these 
Brothers  and  Sisters  and  of  their  high-minded  endeavors  to  make  Odd 
Fellowship  one  of  the  most  compelling  motives  for  good  that  may  be  found 
in  all  the  world. 

If  our  knowledge  of  the  Order  over  there  and  our  suggestions  as  to  how 
to  make  world- wide  Odd  Fellowship  more  real  in  carrying  forward  to  suc¬ 
cessful  fruition  the  doctrine  of  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brother¬ 
hood  of  Man,  is  of  value  to  this  great  Fraternity,  we  shall  always  be  ready 
to  freely  give.  We  hope  that  the  Fraternity  will  always  feel  free  to  “  draw 
on  us  ”  for  such  information  as  we  may  be  able  to  give. 

Historians  would  have  us  believe  that  in  the  days  of  long  ago,  when 
our  Order  first  came  to  be  planted  in  remote  places,  there  was  little  faith 
that  it  would  ever  grow  in  those  places  to  such  proportions  as  to  be  of  real 
force  in  the  affairs  of  men.  It  is  true  that  many  sporadic  attempts  were 
made  and  there  are  many  failures  to  be  recorded  in  divers  sections  of  the 
world,  before  it  found  lodgment  where  its  stability  was  insured.  Today, 
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however,  we  may  witness  the  pleasing  spectacle  of  our  Fraternity  pros¬ 
pering  in  terms  of  pronounced  success  in  hundreds  of  the  far  places  of  earth. 
There  it  is  doing  our  work  in  a  way  to  command  the  approval  of  thinking 
people.  Such  success  has  been  gained,  we  believe,  as  to  warrant  this  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  in  doing  everything  within  its  power  to  encourage  the 
growth  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  terms  of  world-wide  dimensions. 

Correspondence  which  comes  to  the  office  of  the  Grand  Sire  would  amply 
warrant  the  statement  that  the  changing  mental  states,  representing  a  gen¬ 
eral  breaking  away  from  the  fetters  of  mind  which  have  bound  many 
peoples  throughout  the  world  for  untold  ages,  make  the  present  time  full 
of  promise  for  a  forward-looking  Fraternity,  teaching  a  philosophy  of  life 
pregnant  with  possibilities  for  service  and  coupled  with  a  Fraternity  of  the 
members  which  would  draw  them  together  in  the  delightful  bonds  of  a 
great  and  true  Brotherhood.  The  time,  in  our  judgment,  is  at  hand  when 
this  great  Brotherhood  should  enter  upon  a  definite  and  well-planned  course 
for  the  spread  of  the  Order  into  many  new  zones  of  action  which  seem  full 
of  promise  for  abundant  harvests  in  the  fields  of  fraternal  endeavor. 

We  were  constantly  reminded,  while  in  Europe,  that,  though  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  Order  in  the  past  have  been  greatly  circumscribed,  yet,  today, 
many  of  the  barriers  are  falling  awaj  before  the  onrush  of  a  civilization 
adjusting  itself  to  new  conditions  and  a  world  in  which  the  people  have 
come  to  have  new  conceptions  of  their  relations  to  their  fellowmen — a 
world  in  which  the  fetters  of  ignorance,  and  bigotry,  and  intolerance  have 
been  broken  by  the  keen  rays  of  a  sun  born  for  a  new  day.  The  experiences 
of  our  Order  for  the  past  four  years  in  Cuba  speak  in  no  uncertain  terms 
of  the  possibilities  for  success  which  might  be  attained  in  many  places 
hitherto  deemed  inaccessible.  It  is  our  thought  that  we  should  grasp  the 
opportunity  to  be  the  first  in  the  field  and  then  to  go  about  it  in  a  syste¬ 
matic  and  scientific  way  for  its  practical  cultivation. 

In  this  discussion,  permit  me  to  point  out  that  my  experience  in  this 
Order,  which  experience  has  brought  me  in  personal  contact  with  all  the 
Odd  Fellowship  of  the  world,  save  only  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Australasia 
and  a  few  isolated  outposts  in  the  Orient,  convince  me  that  if  we  would 
make  Odd  Fellowship  real  in  the  way  of  world-wide  brotherhood,  so  that 
the  members,  wherever  they  may  be,  would  find  themselves  among  friends 
and  brothers,  all  should  be  teaching  an  Odd  Fellowship  identical  in  form 
and  in  precept,  in  principle  and  in  practice,  throughout  all  the  world.  In 
these  observations,  we  are,  of  course,  taking  cognizance  of  the  fact  that  the 
forms  of  charters  must  be  adapted  to  harmonize  with  the  laws  and  require¬ 
ments  of  the  countries  in  which  the}'  exist.  Further  than  that,  after  our 
most  wonderful  opportunity  to  study  Odd  Fellowship  as  it  is  practiced  in 
most  of  the  nations  of  the  earth,  we  are  positive  that  our  Fraternity  and 
its  members  everywhere  would  be  greatly  benefited  by  as  strict  a  uni¬ 
formity  in  ritualistic  precept,  secret  work,  signs,  jewels,  emblems,  and  all 
the  prescribed  practices,  as  the  laws  of  the  nation  under  which  the  Order 
exists  will  permit. 

Everywhere  in  Europe  there  were  many  inquiries  in  regard  to  these 
matters,  both  by  official  and  by  lay  member.  Many  in  Europe  expressed 
much  interest  in  the  official  certificate,  for  the  purposes  of  universal  visi¬ 
tation,  instead  of  confining  its  privileges  to  purposes  of  visitation  on  the 
continent  of  North  America.  There  was  also  much  interest  expressed  in 
the  wearing  of  jewels  and  emblems  which  would  be  of  uniform  design 
everywhere  throughout  the  world.  We  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as 
suggesting  that  this  could  be  brought  about  at  once,  but  we  are  positive 
that  there  ought  to  be  well-planned  efforts  to  gradually  bring  about  such 
changes  as  have  been  suggested.  It  would  operate  to  the  lasting  benefit  of 
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our  brethren  in  Europe  as  well  as  to  all  others.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  people  on  the  North  American  continent  are  the  greatest  travelers 
in  all  the  world  and  this  includes  the  proper  portion  of  them  who  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  Fraternity. 

It  is  not  for  the  Grand  Sire  to  criticize  the  judgment  of  the  leaders  in 
the  days  that  have  gone.  We  are  considerate  enough  to  say  that,  in  all 
probability,  the  early  charters  granted  to  Grand  Lodges  in  Europe  were 
the  best  that  could  be  devised  for  the  days  in  which  they  were  issued. 
Neither  do  we  criticize  the  uniform  charter  of  1900  which  was  devised  for 
those  bodies,  but  the  very  fact  that  while  some  of  the  Grand  Bodies  in 
Europe  chose  to  surrender  the  older  charters  and  accept  the  uniform  char¬ 
ter  of  1900,  others  are  still  operating  under  the  charters  granted  prior  to 
that  time  and  that  they  did  not  accept  the  new  form  of  charter,  indicate 
that  changing  conditions  of  times  require  that  new  conditions  be  met  with 
appropriate  facility. 

As  an  illustration  of  how  our  preconceived  notions  of  these  matters  may 
not  be  in  harmony  with  the  present  state  of  mind  of  our  members,  we 
point  to  the  regular  charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba.  Before  the  present 
Grand  Sire  went  to  Cuba  as  the  special  representative  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  and  of  Grand  Sire  Eastin,  it  was  freely  predicted  that  we 
would  find  that  the  Brothers  in  Cuba  desired  a  charter  similar  to  those 
used  by  several  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  Europe.  When  the  question 
was  bluntly  put  to  the  Brothers  in  Cuba,  they  unanimously  replied  that 
they  wanted  to  be  one  of  us  and  with  us,  and  to  sit  in  the  sessions  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  be  considered  just  such  Odd  Fellows  as  there 
were  in  the  United  States  and  in  Canada.  The  result  was  a  regular  form 
of  charter,  with  the  result  that  there  is  now  existing  a  relationship  as  close 
as  the  delightful  one  that  has  always  existed  between  the  Grand  Bodies  in 
Canada  and  in  the  United  States.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  is,  we  be*? 
lieve,  the  thing  that  makes  us  the  most  powerful,  most  unique,  and  most 
efficient  international  body  of  this  character  in  all  the  world. 

I  would  be  derelict  in  my  duty,  after  my  visit  to  all  the  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  in  Europe,  did  I  not  say  to  you,  that,  in  my  judgment,  our  inter¬ 
national  work  and  efficiency  would  be  enhanced  many  fold,  were  the  char¬ 
ters  of  the  European  Grand  Bodies  just  as  nearly  like  the  charters  of  the 
Grand  Bodies  on  the  North  American  continent  as  the  laws  of  the  coun¬ 
tries  under  which  they  exist  would  permit.  If  this  were  so,  it  is  true  that 
the  presiding  executive  over  there  would  be  a  Grand  Master  instead  of  a 
Grand  Sire  presiding  over  a  Grand  Lodge.  That  term  for  that  officer  in 
each  Grand  Lodge  in  Europe  is  now  and  probably  always  has  been  a  mis¬ 
nomer.  As  a  title,  considered  from  an  international  viewpoint,  it  is  mis¬ 
leading  to  all  but  a  few  who  have  made  an  academic  study  of  the  juris¬ 
prudence  of  Odd  Fellowship.  The  practices  in  Europe,  under  the  various 
Grand  Bodies,  vary  somewhat  in  all  the  countries  and  the  variance  is  much 
more  than  the  exigencies  of  the  laws  of  the  countries  would  require.  A 
greater  solidarity  over  there  could  be  attained  by  a  more  nearly  uniform 
practice.  A  closer  sympathy  between  the  members  in  the  Old  World  and 
in  the  New  World  could  be  attained  by  such  uniform  practice. 

Some  will  say  that  it  would  be  impractical  for  the  Grand  Lodges  in 
Europe  to  be  represented  in  each  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
To  this,  we  reply  that  it  would  not  be  impractical  to  allow  them  to  be 
represented.  While  it  is  true  that  they  may  now  have  the  right  of  a  sort 
of  quasi-representation,  yet,  they  do  not  feel  any  responsibility  for  that 
sort  of  vague,  distant  relationship  which  they  now  possess,  so  far  as  repre¬ 
sentation  is  concerned.  WTe  look  forward  to  the  day  when  the  Grand  Bodies 
on  the  European  continent  and  Australasia  as  well  will  have  the  same  sort 
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of  relationship  with  this  Body  that  now  exists  between  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Cuba  and  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

It  is  true  that  it  would  be  impractical  for  financial  reasons,  alike  appli¬ 
cable  to  the  Grand  Bodies  over  there  and  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
for  each  Grand  Lodge  in  Europe  to  be  represented,  but  we  believe  that 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  it  would  be  practical  for  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Europe  to  select  through  the  conference  of  European  Grand  Sires  or 
otherwise  as  might  seem  advisable,  some  one  who  would  represent  the  Odd 
Fellowship  of  Europe  (and,  of  course,  Australasia  should  be  represented  in 
the  same  way)  on  the  floor  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  with  the  same 
rights  as  any  Grand  Representative  here  present.  It  is  my  thought,  that  it 
will  not  be  long  before  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Europe  could  finance  their 
Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  at  least  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  expense,  say,  perhaps,  to  the  landing  port  in  America  and  that 
this  Grand  Body  could  quite  consistently  care  for  the  remainder  of  it  by 
paying  the  mileage  from  that  port  to  the  sessions  of  this  Body,  and  the 
usual  per  diem.  This  arrangement  would  not  be  possible  at  this  time,  but 
we  feel  sure  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  financial  situation  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Europe  would  permit  such  an  arrangement.  It  is  possible 
that  negotiations  with  the  European  Grand  Lodges  might  bring  about  such 
action  that  the  next  Triennial  Conference,  to  be  held  in  Amsterdam,  Hol¬ 
land,  in  1929,  could  take  up  this  matter  with  the  assurance  of  previous 
expressions  by  their  Grand  Bodies  that  would  authorize  the  conference  to 
take  definite  action.  If  this  Grand  Body  is  interested  in  such  action,  it  is 
not  too  soon  to  start  negotiations,  for  the  reason  that,  in  some  instances, 
sessions  over  there  are  held  only  triennially  or  quadrennially. 

We  are  sure  that  with  Europe's  active  participation  at  each  of  our  ses¬ 
sions,  they  would  be  more  closely  drawn  to  us  and  the  whole  fabric  of 
our  work,  and  thus,  we  could  better  pave  the  way  for  greater  accomplish¬ 
ments  for  the  Order  in  the  future.  In  other  words,  we  could,  in  this  manner, 
“  talk  things  over,”  and  thereby  facilitate  a  more  thorough  understanding 
of  all  our  fraternal  international  problems.  With  that  understanding  would 
come  facilities  that  would  help  in  a  more  thorough  understanding  of  other 
great  problems.  If  but  a  small  measure  of  success  could  be  accomplished 
along  these  lines,  it  would  be  rendering  a  great  service  to  the  civilization  of 
the  world.  We  would  also  be  rendering  great  service  to  our  members  indi¬ 
vidually  by  enlarging  the  circle  of  their  affections  and  insure  to  members 
many  of  the  attentions  actually  suggested  when  they  happen  to  be  in 
strange  cities  and  distant  states. 

Later  on  in  this  report  we  shall 'again  call  attention  to  the  two  forms  of 
charters  under  which  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Europe  exist  and  point  out  the 
position  in  which  we  find  ourselves  today  because  of  that  condition.  In 
the  consideration  of  this  question,  in  the  light  of  present-day  conditions, 
we  must  remember  that  when  even  the  1900  charter  was  presented  to  the 
European  Grand  Bodies,  Europe  was  so  far  from  America  in  point  of  time 
taken  in  travel,  and  in  point  of  the  financial  resources  of  the  average  mem¬ 
ber,  that  intervisitation  was  so  rare  that  it  marked  an  epoch.  Today,  the 
whole  continent  of  Europe  is  overrun  by  tourists  and  more  permanent 
visitors  from  Canada  and  from  the  United  States,  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  them,  and  among  them  thousands  of  members  of  the  Order.  Likewise, 
proportionately  great  numbers  of  Europeans  visit  this  continent.  You  may 
be  interested  to  know  that  while  in  Europe  we  met  hundreds  of  members 
who  have  visited  America.  All  of  these  tendencies  call  for  greater  uni¬ 
formity  in  our  practices  and  encourage  the  thought  that  this  Body  should 
be  in  closer  touch  with  the  Order  everywhere  throughout  the  world. 
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Our  Official  Visits. 

Our  itinerary  provided  for  our  landing  in  England  in  order  that  we  might 
pay  our  respects  to  the  officers  of  the  Manchester  Unity,  the  parent  body 
of  Odd  Fellowship,  with  general  offices  located  at  Manchester,  England. 

It  was  our  desire  to  discuss  with  the  Manchester  Unity  officials  the  state 
of  their  Order  and  the  prospects  for  ffie  future.  We  also  wished  to  know 
how  the  advent  of  the  government  (English)  into  the  insurance  field  had 
affected  their  Fraternity.  We  were  particularly  interested  in  getting  infor¬ 
mation  on  this  subject  for  the  reason  that  it  is  reported  officials  of  the  Man¬ 
chester  Unity  have  expressed  regret  that  their  Order  had  apparently  so  em¬ 
phasized  the  insurance  benefit  feature  that  it  had  come  to  be  quite  largely 
an  insurance  organization  in  which  the  fraternal  feature  was  not  empha¬ 
sized.  It  had  been  reported  that  this  attitude  had  become  so  general  that 
real  fraternal  work  was  given  little  attention. 

Since  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  when  the  minimum 
benefit  law  was  repealed,  the  Grand  Sire  has  had  correspondence  with  vari¬ 
ous  members  in  England  and  Scotland  who  wished  to  see  lodges  of  this 
branch  established  over  there,  now  that  subordinate  bodies  were  not  re¬ 
quired  to  pay  stipulated  benefits,  and  could  therefore  function  without 
coming  under  the  restrictive  provisions  of  the  Friendly  Societies  Act  or 
other  insurance  regulations  in  England.  It  was  our  desire  to  go  into  a  full 
discussion  of  the  whole  question  and  the  future  relations  between  the  two 
great  organizations. 

The  Grand  Sire  therefore  wrote,  many  weeks  before  our  embarkation,  to 
the  Hon.  Walter  Collins,  97  Grosvenor  Street,  Chorlton-on-Medlock,  Man¬ 
chester,  England,  giving  the  date  of  the  proposed  arrival  in  Manchester  and 
expressing  the  desire  to  have  a  conference  with  the  Manchester  Unity  offi¬ 
cials.  In  due  time  we  received  the  following  letter  from  Mr.  Collins,  to 
which  we  replied  that  our  itinerary  called  for  our  arrival  in  Manchester, 
June  13,  at  which  time  we  desired  to  call  on  him : 

“  Manchester,  England,  29th  April.  1926. 
“Mr.  H.  A.  Thompson ,  Grand  Sire,  1.  O.  0.  F .,  Detroit,  Michigan,  U.  S.  A. 

“Dear  Brother  Thompson:  I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  yours  of 
the  19th  with  regard  to  your  visit  to  Europe.  I  note  that  you  hope  to  be  in 
Manchester  about  June  13th  and  shah  be  pleased  to  receive  a  call  from  you 
when  we  can  have  a  talk  over  matters  as  mentioned  in  your  letter. 

“  I  am  hoping  that  this  letter  will  reach  you  before  your  departure. 

“  Kind  regards  and  best  wishes. 

“  Yours  fraternally, 

“  (Signed)  WALTER  COLLINS,  Secretary.” 

According  to  our  schedule,  we  arrived  in  Manchester  on  the  date  fixed 
but  were  surprised  to  find  that  Mr.  Collins  was  absent  from  the  city  on 
business  concerning  the  Manchester  Unity  and  that  he  would  not  return 
until  two  days  thereafter.  Inasmuch  as  the  whole  trip  had  been  planned 
with  a  very  exact  schedule  of  meetings  with  the  members  everywhere, 
excepting  in  England  and  Scotland,  it  was  not  possible  for  the  Grand  Sire 
to  remain  in  Manchester  until  Mr.  Collins’  return.  For  this  reason,  we  had 
to  forego  an  opportunity  to  confer  with  the  Manchester  Unity  officials  in 
regard  to  such  matters  of  pertinent  interest  as  might  naturally  come  up  at 
a  conference  of  this  character. 

We  have  always  hoped  that  there  might  come  a  time  when  these  two 
great  branches  of  Odd  Fellowship  could  come  to  a  common  agreement  that 
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would  at  least  pave  the  way  for  intervisitation.  All  this  would,  in  the  ordi¬ 
nary  course  of  events,  take  time  to  work  out,  but  we  felt  that  a  start  in 
that  direction  was  not  beyond  the  range  of  possibility,  and  it  was  our  hope 
that  such  a  conference  as  was  proposed  might  pave  the  way  for  future 
negotiations. 

On  our  return  to  America,  we  found  the  following  letter  from  Mr.  Collins: 

“  Manchester,  England,  16th  June,  1926. 

“  Herbert  A.  Thompson,  Esq.,  Grand  Sire,  1.  0.  O.  F .,  Detroit,  Michigan, 
U.  S.  A. 

“Dear  Brother  Thompson:  With  further  reference  to  mine  of  the  29th 
April  last,  I  find  on  reaching  home  yesterday,  after  a  visit  in  connection 
with  the  Society’s  work  in  the  Midland  counties,  that  you  called  at  my 
house  (I  assume)  on  Sunday  last  and  found  no  one  in. 

“  I  am  very  disappointed  at  not  having  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you, 
but  this  has  been  unavoidable,  as  I  was  attending  a  function  at  Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

“  If  there  is  anything  upon  which  you  desire  to  consult  me,  I  shall  be  glad 
to  hear  from  you. 

“  I  will  send  you  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  annual 
conference  immediately  the  same  is  ready  for  issue. 

“  With  all  good  wishes,  believe  me, 

“  Yours  fraternally, 

“(Signed)  WALTER  COLLINS,  Secretary.” 

Pressure  of  official  duties  since  my  return  have  prevented  me  from 
giving  the  matter  further  attention.  The  matter  is  reported  to  you  so  that 
you  may  have  full  knowledge  of  all  the  efforts  that  were  made  in  that 
direction. 


SCOTLAND. 

Since  no  conference  was  had  with  the  Manchester  Unity,  it  is  thought 
best  not  to  make  further  investigations  in  Scotland  in  regard  to  inquiries 
we  had  had  from  there  with  reference  to  the  establishment  of  our  branch 
of  the  Order,  but,  since  our  itinerary  provided  for  sailing  from  Newcastle 
to  Bergen,  Norway,  we  continued  our  journey  on  to  Scotland.  We  visited 
Edinburgh  and  from  there  journeyed  to  Newcastle,  from  which  place  we  at 
once  sailed  for  Norway. 

NORWAY. 

Our  arrival  at  the  boat  docks  in  Newcastle  was  immediately  followed  by 
the  delivery  of  a  cablegram  from  the  presiding  officer  of  the  large,  fine 
lodge  in  Bergen,  saying  that  they  were  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  boat 
bearing  us  to  Norwegian  shores. 

For  many  years  Norway  and  Sweden  had  existed  as  a  dual  monarchy. 
After  the  separation,  and  the  people  of  Norway  had  elected  a  king  and  has 
set  up  the  establishment  of  a  kingdom,  we  find  them  experiencing  “  grow¬ 
ing  pains.”  In  the  report  of  Grand  Sire  Borst  to  the  1920  session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  he  mentions  a  petition  for  the  establishment  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Norway  and  an  approval  of  such  petition  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Denmark  under  whose  jurisdiction  the  lodges  of  Norway  had 
functioned  for  a  number  of  years.  This  petition  was  granted  and  the  Order 
in  Norway  has  prospered  since  that  time  under  the  wise  leadership  of 
Grand  Sire  Sam  Johnson. 
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The  members  in  Bergen,  the  most  western  port  of  Norway,  had  been 
informed  by  Grand  Sire  Johnson  that  we  would  land  at  Bergen  and  they 
had  accordingly  made  many  preparations  therefor. 

Immediately  after  the  boat  had  docked,  a  great  number  of  the  members 
of  the  subordinate  and  the  Rebekah  lodges  came  on  board  and  were 
accompanied  by  the  United  States  consul  and  other  civic  officials  who  were 
not  members  of  the  Order,  but  who  desired  to  show  this  courtesy  to  your 
representative. 

Our  stay  in  Bergen  was  of  short  duration,  but  it  permitted  us  to  meet, 
in  lodge  and  in  conference,  with  the  members  of  the  Order  there.  It  per¬ 
mitted  us  to  come  to  know  them  in  an  intimate  and  personal  way  and  to 
know  of  the  manner  of  their  work  and  their  estimation  of  the  high  ideals 
which  should  be  maintained  with  reference  to  the  work  of  the  Fraternity. 
We  had  occasion  to  address  them  on  three  occasions  and  also  to  meet  and 
address  the  high  officials  of  this  ancient  city. 

If  one  recalls  the  early  history  of  Europe,  he  is  reminded  how  the  cities 
of  the  ancient  Hanseatic  League  (all  of  which  were  on  or  not  far  distant 
from  the  Baltic  Sea)  and  how  the  great  merchants,  really  great  shippers 
and  wholesalers,  of  those  days  dominated  the  commerce  of  all  northern 
Europe.  Bergen  was  one  of  that  group  of  cities,  and  there  is  still  to  be  seen, 
even  though  Bergen  has  suffered  disastrous  conflagrations,  the  business 
places  of  those  old  masters,  warehouses,  of  the  days  of  a  civilization  now 
long  dead  and  gone. 

The  members  of  the  Order  in  Bergen  treated  your  representatives  in  a 
way  becoming  a  great  people.  Our  next  stop  was  at  Voss,  in  the  Hardanger 
glacier  region  of  this  land  of  the  midnight  sun.  Here  we  stopped  for  one 
day  sightseeing  and  were  both  delighted  and  complimented  to  find  that  a 
considerable  number  of  the  members  from  Bergen  had  come  up  on  the 
next  train  following  ours,  in  order  that  they  might  be  with  us  during  our 
stay  in  Voss.  We  were  also  gratified  to  find  that  Grand  Sire  Johnson  and 
Grand  Secretary  Taraldsen  had  come  on  up  from  Oslo  (Kristiana)  to  meet 
us  and  also  to  hold  a  preliminary  meeting,  having  in  view  the  institution 
of  a  subordinate  lodge  at  that  place.  We  attended  the  meeting  and  listened 
to  a  most  scholarly  address,  delivered  in  Norwegian,  by  Grand  Sire  Johnson. 

From  Voss  we  journeyed  the  next  day  to  Oslo,  the  capital  of  Norway, 
where  we  were  most  graciously  received  by  the  Grand  Lodge  officials  and 
many  other  members,  both  of  the  subordinate  and  of  the  Rebekah  lodges. 

In  Oslo  we  conferred  with  the  Grand  Officers  and  other  members  con¬ 
cerning  the  work  of  the  Order.  Mrs.  Thompson  met  with  the  Rebekahs  in 
their  meetings  and  in  conferences.  It  was  also  our  privilege  to  attend  a 
regular  session  of  a  subordinate  lodge  and  witness  the  work  of  the  initia¬ 
tory  degree.  The  degree  was  conferred  with  all  participating,  not  only  in 
the  degree  work  but  also  all  who  were  present  in  the  room,  attired  in  dress 
suits,  excepting  during  the  degree  work,  the  Warden  and  the  two  Scene 
Bearers  wore  costumes.  It  was  one  of  the  most  impressive  degrees  we  have 
ev'er  seen  conferred.  In  this  lodge,  a  banquet  always  follows  the  con¬ 
ferring  of  the  degree,  but  a  peculiar  custom  prevails  in  that  the  candidate, 
who,  by  the  way,  is  also  attired  in  dress  suit,  is  not  permitted  to  remain,  but 
he  is  presented  a  very  fine  bouquet  of  flowers  and  told  to  at  once  go  to  his 
home  and  present  them  to  his  wife. 

While  in  Norway,  Grand  Sire  Johnson  was  instrumental  in  showing  every 
courtesy  and  attention  that  the  social  amenities  might  suggest.  He  is  most 
diligent  in  always  seeking  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Order,  though  his 
health  was  such  that  it  would  have  deterred  the  most  of  men  at  making 
any  such  attempts.  It  was  with  regret  that  we  learned  here  that  his  health 
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would  not  permit  his  attempting  to  make  the  arduous  trip  to  Bern  to  attend 
the  conference.  We  urged  that  Norway  should  be  represented  and  it  was 
decided  that  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Eriksen  should  attend  and  represent  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Norway.  This  he  did  and  most  ably  so.  During  the  con¬ 
ference,  at  Bern,  the  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the 
Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  Norway  had  many  views  in  common  and  we  found 
him  to  be  a  very  practical  and  far-seeing  official. 

During  the  time  that  we  were  in  Norway,  a  new  lodge  was  instituted  at 
Harstadt,  the  farthest  north  lodge  and  it  started  with  fine  promises  for 
a  successful  future.  We  were  informed  that  another  lodge  was  about  to  be 
instituted  with  several  more  very  promising  prospects. 

Norway  was  our  first  official  visit  in  Europe  and  we  found  the  condi¬ 
tions  and  the  results  far  outstripped  our  anticipation  of  what  might  be 
accomplished  by  a  visit  of  the  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
with  the  officers  and  members  of  the  various  quasi-independent  Grand 
Jurisdictions.  Our  experience  here  was  duplicated  in  all  the  other  countries 
which  we  were  to  visit  later.  Those  experiences  convinced  us  that  wonderful 
opportunities  lie  before  the  Fraternity  if  we  but  do  the  thing  that  presents 
itself  so  naturally  and  so  pertinently  to  bring  the  members  of  the  organi¬ 
zation  into  the  closer  bonds  of  fraternity  which  are  so  patently  possible 
of  accomplishment. 

SWEDEN. 

From  Norway,  our  course  took  us  to  Sweden,  to  Stockholm,  its  magnificent 
capital,  the  “Venice  of  the  North.” 

Here  we  were  received  by  Grand  Sire  Bergquist  and  Grand  Secretary 
Geijer,  the  latter,  the  veteran  officer  of  all  the  Grand  Bodies  on  the 
European  continent. 

In  Stockholm,  we  met  the  Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden, 
and  hundreds  of  members,  representing  the  most  of  the  lodges  in  the 
kingdom  of  Sweden. 

The  Order  in  Sweden  ranks  very  high  in  personnel.  The  king  and  the 
crown  prince  are  members  and  frequently  lend  their  presence  at  meetings. 
Grand  Sire  Bergquist  is  a  most  talented  gentleman,  the  Minister  of  Educa¬ 
tion  for  the  kingdom  and  a  very  close  advisor  of  the  king.  He  has  thrown 
the  whole  of  his  forceful  personality  into  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship. 
Through  his  activity  last  year,  as  noted  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of 
this  Body  for  1925,  he  instituted  a  fine  new  lodge  in  Finland,  and,  he  in¬ 
formed  us  while  we  were  visiting  in  Sweden,  that  another  one  would  soon 
be  ready  to  “  open.” 

In  Stockholm,  we  had  opportunity  to  confer  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
Officers  in  regard  to  the  work  in  that  Grand  Jurisdiction.  We  also  attended 
a  meeting  of  one  of  the  lodges  in  that  city,  to  which  all  the  members  of 
other  lodges  had  been  invited,  and  there  enjoyed  a  very  rare  evening. 
A  pleasing  incident,  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  lodge  meeting,  was  when 
it  was  announced  that  some  members  from  America  desired  admittance. 
We  asked  permission  to  accompany  the  examining  committee,  as  also  did 
Grand  Sire  Bergquist,  when  they  proceeded  to  examine  the  visitors.  On 
retiring  to  the  outer  ante-room,  we  found  a  brother  from  each  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  Grand  Jurisdictions:  District  of  Columbia,  Illinois,  Iowa  and  Oregon, 
the  latter,  one  whom  we  had  met  while  the  sessions  of  this  Body  were  in 
progress  last  year  in  Portland. 

The  lodge  meeting  was  a  most  interesting  one.  On  adjournment,  all 
retired  to  the  great  banquet  hall  of  the  Order’s  fine  new  building,  where  this 
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portion  of  the  building  was  formally  opened  for  the  first  time  by  a  reception 
and  banquet  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Thompson  and  the  Grand  Sire  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  This  was  a  splendid  function,  at  which  Grand 
Sire  Bergquist  presided  as  toastmaster  for  a  brilliant  program  of  speeches 
and  music.  A  very  fine  compliment  was  paid  to  your  representative,  when, 
at  one  portion  of  the  program,  twenty-one  Swedish  singers,  all  members  of 
the  Order,  arose  and  sang,  in  English,  the  national  anthem  of  the  United 
States  and  that  was  followed  by  the  Swedish  national  song,  sung  in  Swedish. 

Mrs.  Thompson  and  the  Grand  Sire  were  the  recipients  of  many  atten¬ 
tions  while  in  Stockholm,  and  later  in  the  other  cities  of  Sweden  which  we 
visited. 

A  trip  was  made  from  Stockholm  to  Upsala,  where  we  were  shown  every 
courtesy  and  were  given  a  formal  reception  in  the  lodge  room,  with  addresses 
which  were  of  a  very  high  character,  delivered  by  the  higher  officers.  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  moral  tone  and  the  diction  employed,  we  wish  that  space 
would  permit  giving  these  addresses,  copies  of  which  were  presented  to  us 
in  English.  The  same  could  be  said  of  many  other  addresses  made  to  us 
during  the  trip  and  with  which  we  wish  it  might  be  possible  for  you  to 
have  the  opportunity  to  read.  But  the  space  of  our  journal  could  not  reason¬ 
ably  be  used  for  this  purpose  and  we  must  content  ourselves  with  the  state¬ 
ment  that  they  all  breathed  the  spirit  of  fraternity,  were  couched  in  the 
most  beautiful  language  and  expressed  the  utmost  of  pleasure  at  being 
able  to  meet  in  person,  and  to  come  to  know,  the  official  representative  of 
the  Grand  Body.  The  trip  to  Upsala,  which  is  the  seat  of  one  of  the 
greatest  universities  in  Europe,  was  made  more  interesting  by  a  visit  to  the 
university  and  to  the  great  Lutheran  cathedral  located  there.  Here  we 
received  the  regrets  of  the  Archbishop  of  Upsala,  at  his  enforced  absence 
and  consequent  inability  to  meet  the  Grand  Sire.  The  Archbishop,  the  most 
eminent  in  all  the  Lutheran  faith,  expressed  in  his  letter,  a  very  high 
regard  for  our  Fraternity  and  said  that  his  “  experiences  had  filled  him  with 
admiration  and  esteem  for  our  work  and  for  the  stimulating  impressions  of 
solidarity.” 

While  in  Sweden,  we  were  given  many  kindly  attentions,  by  Deputy  Grand 
Sires  Eleasson  and  Horren.  It  was  suggested  that  inasmuch  as  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  Horrer  would  be  traveling  in  America  about  this  time  that  it 
might  be  possible  for  him  to  be  in  attendance  at  this  session.  We  trust  that 
he  will  plan  accordingly  and  that  you  will  thus  have  the  opportunity  to 
meet  him. 

We  left  Stockholm  on  a  Gota  canal  boat  for  our  trip  across  Sweden, 
on  our  way  to  Denmark.  The  canal  trip  is  369  miles,  and  we  -had  planned 
to  make  the  whole  of  it  that  way  through  to  Gothenburg,  but  the  im¬ 
portunities  of  the  members  at  Trollhattan  Falls  impelled  us  to  disembark 
there.  At  that  place,  which  is  the  location  of  one  of  the  most  extensive 
electric  power  plants  in  the  world,  we  met  the  members  of  the  Order  in 
that  city,  and  from  the  surrounding  towns  and  cities.  We  also  met  at  this 
place  a  delegation  which  had  come  up  from  Gothenburg,  to  be  our  escort 
on  the  way  to  Gothenburg. 

In  Trollhattan  Falls,  we  visited  the  fine  lodge  building,  met  their  mem¬ 
bers,  learning  much  of  their  work  and  their  problems.  Leaving  this  place, 
we  went  on  to  Gothenburg  where  we  met  their  members,  visited  their 
beautiful  temple,  and  conferred  with  the  members  on  the  general  outlook 
for  the  Order  in  Sweden.  We  think  we  may  safely  say  that  the  lodge  room 
of  the  temple  in  Gothenburg  is  the  most  beautiful  of  any  we  have  seen  in 
all  the  world.  It  will  be  remembered  that  it  was  in  this  building  that  the 
Triennial  Conference  of  1923  was  held. 

35 
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DENMARK. 

The  history  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Denmark  dates  back  to  the  year  1878. 
April  30th  of  that  year  members  of  the  Order  in  Kopenhagen  were  granted 
a  warrant  by  Grand  Sire  John  W.  Stokes.  June  29,  1878,  Bro.  E.  Praetorius, 
Grand  Sire  of  the  German  Empire,  was  commissioned  to  institute  the  first 
lodge.  After  its  institution,  the  lodge  was  placed  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  German  Empire.  In  1883  the  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  in  the  interregnum,  issued  a  charter  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Den¬ 
mark.  At  the  next  session  this  was  confirmed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  Soon  thereafter  Denmark  was  given  jurisdiction  over  lodges  in 
Sweden  and  Norway.  In  1888  a  new  charter  was  granted  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Denmark,  which,  we  understand,  is  the  one  now  in  force. 

The  Order  in  Denmark  has  been  prosperous  for  many  years  and  it  has 
a  very  high  standing  in  that  country.  Men  of  high  standing  and  prominence 
have  always  been  active  in  the  Order  in  Denmark  and  have  thus  helped 
to  give  it  a  place  and  prestige  and  power  that  is  most  gratifying. 

In  the  city  of  Kopenhagen,  the  Odd  Fellow  Palace,  as  it  is  called,  is 
one  of  the  outstanding  buildings  of  that  magnificent  city.  In  it  are  the 
offices  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  lodge  rooms,  a  great  music  hall,  the  largest  and 
the  finest  in  the  city.  Immense  in  size,  architecturally  in  keeping  with  its 
surroundings,  and,  in  fact,  with  the  best  in  the  city,  it  is  a  monument  to  the 
Fraternity  in  that  far-away  Danish  capital. 

Our  visit  in  Denmark  was  marked  by  the  finest  of  courtesies.  Here  we 
formed  the  acquaintance  of  Grand  Sire  Skeel  and  his  other  officers  and 
many  of  the  members  of  the  Fraternity.  This  gave  us  an  intimate  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  know  of  the  work  of  this  Order  in  this  nation  where  it  has  existed 
for  nearly  fifty  years. 

It  was  with  regret  that  we  here  found  that  the  health  of  Grand  Sire 
Skeel  would  not  permit  his  attending  the  conference  of  the  Grand  Sires  at 
Bern.  Grand  Secretary  Engberg  was  commissioned  to  represent  Grand  Sire 
Skeel  at  the  conference  which  he  did  in  a  very  able  manner  and  to  the 
credit  of  the  Grand  Lodge  which  he  represented. 

Our  stay  in  Denmark  was  all  too  short,  but,  as  every  country  where  the 
Order  existed  in  Europe  was  to  be  visited,  and  as  it  was  necessary  for  us 
to  return  to  America  in  time  to  write  this  report  and  get  it  into  print  prior 
to  the  opening  of  this  session,  we  had  to  hurry  on. 

On  leaving  Denmark,  our  next  stop  was  Kiel,  Germany,  but  since  we 
will  consider  Germany  all  under  one  heading,  we  will  pass  that  by  for  the 
present  and  travel  on  to  Netherlands. 


NETHERLANDS. 

A  railroad  trip  of  a  day’s  duration  took  us  down  from  Kiel  through  the 
great  seaport  of  Hamburg  and  on  to  Amsterdam,  where  we  were  to  make 
our  headquarters  while  visiting  the  Grand  Lodge,  officers  and  members  in 
Netherlands. 

Netherlands,  or  Holland,  is  always  a  delight  to  the  visitor.  The  many- 
unique  and  unusual  sights  in  this  quaint  countiy  keep  one  constantly  on 
the  qui  vive  for  each  new  scene. 

At  Amsterdam  we  came  to  know  Grand  Sire  Dr.  P.  Iyssel  de  Scheppers 
and  the  other  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Netherlands.  At  a  great  meet¬ 
ing  there  we  also  met  hundreds  of  members  from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
and,  in  fact,  many  from  other  European  countries.  Here  we  were  delight¬ 
fully  surprised  to  meet  Grand  Representative  Cramton,  of  Michigan,  who, 
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with  his  family,  was  traveling  in  Europe  and  who  planned  his  trip  so  that 
he  could  be  present  at  the  conference  in  Bern.  Representative  Cramton 
knowing  our  itinerary,  so  timed  his  visit  to  Amsterdam  that  he  could 
synchronize  it  with  our  visit  there,  and  the  Grand  Sire  and  Mrs.  Thompson, 
along  with  the  hundreds  of  members,  were  delighted  to  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  meet  him.  At  the  great  meeting  in  Amsterdam,  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  Cramton  was  called  upon  and  gave  one  of  his  delightful  and 
interesting  addresses.  We  are  sure  that  he,  too,  found  pleasure  in  here 
meeting  the  distinguished  members  of  our  Fraternity  and  of  participating 
with  them  in  the  formal  and  social  functions. 

The  work  of  the  Order  in  Netherlands  is  of  a  very  high  character. 
Presided  over  by  that  distinguished  gentleman,  scholar,  diplomat  and  judge, 
Dr.  Iyssel  de  Scheppers,  the  Order  is  always  moving  along  lines  that  will 
commend  it  to  the  most  critical  and  punctilious.  The  Order  there  is  doing 
much  work  along  the  prescribed  lines,  and,  in  the  recent  years,  has  given 
an  impetus  to  our  work  in  Belgium,  where  two  thriving  lodges  are  now 
working. 

In  Netherlands,  in  company  of  the  Grand  Sire  of  that  country,  we  were 
permitted  through  the  courtesy  of  Brother  Smit,  one  of  the  most  active 
and  conscientious  workers,  to  see  a  great  portion  of  the  kingdom  and  to 
meet  great  numbers  of  the  members. 

BELGIUM. 

It  may  be  a  surprise  to  many  of  our  members  to  know  that  two  lodges 
of  the  Order  are  working  in  Belgium.  One  is  at  Antwerp  and  the  other  is 
at  Brussels. 

On  leaving  Netherlands,  we  went  to  Brussels  and  there  met  many  of  the 
members  who  belong  in  the  two  cities.  The  train  from  Amsterdam  to 
Brussels  goes  through  Antwerp  and  a  long  stop  there,  permitting  several 
of  the  members  who  had  not  gone  on  to  Brussels  to  come  aboard  the  train 
and  we  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  them. 

At  Brussels  wre  were  permitted  to  have  a  conference  with  the  Belgian 
members  and  at  that  time  had  the  opportunity  to  make  suggestions  to. 
them  looking  toward  the  advancement  of  the  Order  in  that  kingdom. 

As  economic  conditions  become  more  stabilized,  wTe  shall  look  for  a  great 
increase  in  our  numbers  in  that  country. 

GERMANY. 

From  Belgium  our  route  again  took  us  into  Germany,  our  first  objective 
being  Cologne. 

In  Germany  a  condition  of  our  Order  is  presented  which  is  to  be  found 
nowhere  else  in  Europe,  though  its  counterpart  may  be  found  in  Australasia. 

There  exists  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany,  presided  over  by  the  usual 
complement  of  Grand  Officers,  headed  by  that  delightful  gentleman,  scholar 
and  author,  Grand  Sire  Dr.  August  Weiss,  of  Munich.  Under  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Germany  there  are  eight  Grand  Lodges,  each  presided  over  by  a 
Grand  Master  and  the  usual  list  of'  Grand  Officers.  This  brings  about  a 
situation  which  is  unusual  and  which  naturally  seems  illogical  as  we  view 
it  from  our  experience  here  in  the  New  World. 

This  is  not  said  in  any  way  as  a  criticism,  for  the  Order  seems  to  be 
functioning  very  efficiently  there.  Since  the  war,  which  struck  a  very 
severe  blow  at  every  activity  of  the  Order,  there  has  apparently  been  much 
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progress  made  at  rehabilitation  and  they  have  apparently  recovered  as  well 
as  could  have  been  reasonably  expected.  Our  German  members  have  risen 
nobly  to  the  occasion,  and,  Germany  generally,  seems  to  sense  the  hard 
economic  tasks  ahead  and  to  have  settled  down  to  a  grim  determination 
to  do  the  things  necessary  to  rehabilitate.  In  this  statement  we  wish  to  be 
understood  as  having  no  reference  to  militarism.  If  it  be  true,  which  we 
think  it  is  not,  that  militarism  is  dominant  in  any  portion  of  Germany  to 
the  extent  that  it  would  be  noticeable  by  a  visitor  from  another  country, 
we  failed  to  come  in  contact  with  any  evidences  of  it,  and  our  experience 
in  Germany  was  quite  extensive.  We  entered  Germany  first  at  Kiel,  then 
left  it  to  go  to  Netherlands.  We  then  entered  it  from  Belgium  to  go  to 
Cologne;  traveled  thence  south  to  Coblentz,  Wiesbaden  and  Maintz,  near 
the  southern  border,  and  from  thence  northeasterly  to  Berlin.  We  then 
left  it  and  went  to  Poland,  returning  again  to  Berlin.  Then  our  journey 
took  us  down  the  eastern  side  to  Dresden,  and  from  there  we  left  it  to  go 
into  Czechoslovakia.  After  leaving  Czechoslovakia  and  visiting  Austria, 
we  again  entered  Germany  and  visited  at  Munich.  We  therefore  traveled 
almost  around  the  borders,  as  well  as  across  it  in  several  places. 

Our  extended  contact  with  the  people  of  Germany  impressed  us  with 
the  thought  that  the  great  bulk  of  the  German  people  feel  that  they  were 
plunged  into  war  by  a  few  militaristic  leaders.  Forced  in  by  their  own 
people,  they  were  of  necessity  compelled  to  be  loyal  to  their  country,  as 
indeed  we  would  feel  impelled  to  be  by  ours.  Now  that  the  war  is  over,  the 
militant  party  no  longer  in  command,  the  impression  seems  everywhere  to 
be  that  the  people  know  they  have  a  hard  task  to  rehabilitate  in  an  eco¬ 
nomic  way  but  they  have  gone  to  work  to  do  the  task  in  a  way  that  speaks 
well  for  the  future  economic  state  of  Germany. 

Our  Order  is  still  suffering  from  the  effects  of  the  war.  But  there  has 
been  a  great  advance  over  the  conditions  found  by  Grand  Sire  Eastin  three 
years  ago.  There  is  still  some  need  for  relief,  but  the  German  members,  we 
think,  quite  generally  feel  that  they  are  able  to  cope  with  the  situation. 
This  will  be  more  clearly  indicated  by  the  report  which  we  will  make  under 
this  heading  on  the  question  of  the  distribution  of  the  remainder  of  the  funds 
raised  “  for  the  relief  of  our  brethren  in  Germany.” 

For  these  and  other  reasons,  we  were  much  heartened  by  the  conditions 
we  found  in  Germany.  It  was  refreshing  to  find  that  every  one  was  work¬ 
ing,  or  wTas  willing  to  work,  in  order  to  help  to  place  Germany  in  an 
economic  position  where  she  could  take  a  reasonable  position  among  the 
nations.  True,  there  was  unemployment;  much,  in  some  localities,  but  that, 
we  take  it,  is  but  the  result  of  the  failure  to  restore  the  proper  economic 
balance.  With  that  restored,  as  it  is  being  gradually  restored,  that  condition 
would  right  itself.  This  Body  will  remember  that  when  Grand  Sire  Eastin 
visited  Germany,  it  was  at  a  time  when  the  German  mark  was  at  or  near 
the  lowest  ebb  and  millions  of  marks  could  be  purchased  for  a  Canadian  or 
American  dollar.  Today,  about  four  marks  for  a  dollar  is  the  rate  of  ex¬ 
change,  which  brings  the  present  mark  near  the  pre-war  parity  of  the  old 
mark.  All  these  things  make  us  hopeful  for  the  Order’s  future  in  Germany. 

Most  eminent  and  intelligent  gentlemen  are  in  charge  of  our  work  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany  and  in  the  Grand  Lodges  under  it. 

It  was  our  very  great  privilege  to  come  to  know  practically  all  the 
officers  of  these  Grand  Bodies — the  Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Schleswig-Holstein-Hamburg,  at  Kiel;  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhineland- 
Westphalia  at  Cologne;  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saxony  at  Dresden;  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge  of  Wortemburg  at  Munich;  and  of  the  general  Grand  Lodge 
of  Germany  and  the  district  Grand  Lodges  of  Brandenburg,  Hanover  and 
Schleisen,  at  Berlin.  In  this  way,  we  gained  a  pretty  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  Order  in  all  parts  of  the  republic  of  Germany. 

The  records  of  our  Order  show  that  the  first  effort  to  plant  the  Order  in 
continental  Europe  were  at  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
in  1869,  when  Grand  Representative  Bristow  of  Oregon  presented  a  memorial 
of  the  Grand  Body  he  represented,  praying  that  this  body  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  introduce  the  Order  into  Germany  and  Switzerland.  The  question 
was  referred  to  special  committee,  which  committee  reported  favorably  on 
the  matter  and  the  report  was  adopted.  Thus  was  initiated  the  movement 
which  has  grown  into  the  proportions  we  know  it  and  where  its  importance 
is  such  that  this  Grand  Body  has  practically  directed  that  the  Grand  Sire 
presiding  at  the  time  of  these  Triennial  Conferences  shall  attend. 

The  Order’s  growth  in  Europe,  until  the  recent  years,  has  been  slow.  In 
considering  that,  we  should  remember  that  it  was  groping  about  for 
a  fertile  soil,  on  a  continent  where  age-old  prejudices,  practices  and  customs, 
forbade  the  kindly  nurture  which  the  infant  must  have  if  it  is  to  survive  the 
rigors  of  unhealthful  surroundings. 

As  we  have  suggested  before  in  this  report,  the  present  find  us  at  a  time 
when  the  shackles  of  old  are  being  rapidly  thrown  off  and  we  bespeak  for 
the  Order  a  kindlier  climate  in  which  to  grow  during  the  days  that  stretch 
away  toward  a  limitless  future. 

To  gain  foothold  in  Germany,  the  Order  had  to  overcome  actual  opposi¬ 
tion  from  the  government,  and  the  services  of  Vice-President  Colfax, 
United  States  Senator  Fowler  of  Tennessee,  Minister  Baron  F.  von  Gerolt, 
together  with  Grand  Sire  Farnsworth,  all  were  called  into  play.  Through 
the  representations  of  the  German  Minister,  Baron  von  Gerolt,  the  prejudices 
of  doubt  and  misunderstanding  were  removed  and  the  Order  was  in  a 
position  to  legally  proceed.  Many  difficulties  were  yet  to  be  overcome,  but 
the  great  day  came  at  last  and  Wurtemburg  Lodge,  No.  1,  was  instituted 
at  Stuttgart,  April  2,  1871;  next  came  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  in  Berlin, 
and  from  those  beginnings  has  grown  the  Order  that  we  know  in  Germany 
today.  It  was  the  privilege  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  look  upon  the  charter  of 
Germania,  No.  2,  in  Berlin,  as  he  was  later  to  see  the  charter  of  the  fourth 
lodge  in  Europe,  Helvetia,  No.  1,  at  Zurich,  Switzerland.  All  these  early 
lodges  were  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  as  this  Body  was  then  known. 

In  1872,  a  charter  was  granted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany,  and  the 
Order  in  Germany  started  on  the  road  to  prosperity,  with  now  and  then 
sporadic  attempts  on  the  part  of  subordinate  officials  of  the  government  to 
hinder  its  work.  As  early  as  1876,  the  police  of  Berlin  attempted  to  assume 
supervisory  power  over  the  lodges  and  it  was  not  until  the  United  States 
Minister  to  Germany,  Hon.  J.  Bancroft  Davis,  using  his  influence,  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  securing  the  abatement  of  the  order,  putting  those  lodges  under 
police  supervision.  The  particular  difficulty  at  that  time  grew  out  of  the 
payment  of  stipulated  benefits,  and  it  was  not  until  the  Order  in  Germany 
was  permitted  by  the  then  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  to  change 
to  what  it  chose  to  term  “  facultative  benefits,”  a  German  technical  term 
which,  in  substance,  meant,  “  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,” 
that  our  Fraternity  first  got  itself  firmly  introduced  into  any  degree  of 
measurable  success  in  Germany.  Since  that  time,  its  progress,  excepting 
during  the  periods  when  Germany  has  been  at  war,  has  been  certain  and 
worth  while. 
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In  Germany,  as  in  most  European  countries,  no  one  joins  the  Order  for 
the  sake  of  benefits.  One  joins,  not  to  receive,  but  to  give  financial  aid. 
to  help  “  carry  out  ”  our  Order’s  great  philanthropic  work.  He  joins  to 
obtain  the  great  social  privileges  offered  by  membership;  he  joins  to  feel 
and  receive,  and  to  help  foster  and  augment  the  benign  influences  of  our 
Order,  spurning  egotism,  preaching  and  acting  altruism.  Relief,  when  need 
is  shown,  is  swift  and  adequate. 

At  Kiel,  it  was  our  privilege  to  meet  Grand  Master  Einfeld  and  the  other 
officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Schleswig-Holstein-Hamburg.  At  an  evening 
meeting,  at  which  hundreds  of  members  were  present,  we  were  called  upon 
to  address  the  assembled  multitude  and  then  had  the  privilege  of  meeting 
personally  all  who  had  foregathered  to  greet  the  Grand  Sire  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Mrs.  Thompson  had  sessions  with  the  ladies  and 
later  all  met  for  a  splendid  banquet  and  addresses  were  again  made  at  the 
close  of  the  banquet. 

At  Cologne,  we  met  Grand  Master  Koenig  and  other  Grand  Officers  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhineland-Westphalia,  at  a  great  meeting,  in  the  fine 
lodge  room  of  one  of  the  lodges.  Here  again,  as  also  at  a  banquet  following, 
we  addressed  the  members,  both  brothers  and  sisters,  who  were  present 
for  the  occasion. 

Leaving  the  wonderful  city  of  Cologne,  our  course  took  us  up  the  Rhine 
River,  on  one  of  the  famous  river  boats.  We  were  accompanied  for  a 
considerable  distance,  to  Bingen — “  Bingen  on  the  Rhine  ” — by  several 
officers  and  members.  At  that  place,  other  members  of  the  Order  boarded 
the  boat,  we  were  introduced,  and  then  the  members  from  Cologne  de¬ 
parted.  This  plan  was  again  followed  when  we  reached  Coblentz,  where  many 
more  members  came  aboard  and  we  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  them  and 
traveling  with  them  to  Wiesbaden.  Disembarking  at  Wiesbaden,  we  were 
escorted  to  the  lodge  rooms  where  we  met  many  more  of  the  members 
and  had  an  opportunity  to  study  their  work. 

Leaving  Wiesbaden,  we  journeyed  across  Germany  to  Berlin,  where,  in  a 
series  of  meetings,  we  met  Grand  Sire  Weiss,  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Zippert, 
Grand  Treasurer  Schultz,  and  other  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany. 
There  was  also  present  at  the  various  functions,  Grand  Master  Muller  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Brandenburg;  Grand  Master  Pelz  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Schleisen;  Grand  Master  Konnecke  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hanover; 
and  Grand  Master  Heinemeyer  of  Magdeburg.  All  these  Grand  Masters 
were  accompanied  by  their  staffs  of  Grand  Officers.  At  the  several  meetings 
in  Berlin,  we  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  hundreds  of  members  and  ad¬ 
dressed  them  on  various  occasions.  In  the  most  of  instances,  Mrs.  Thompson 
was  equally  well  occupied  by  the  requirements  of  meeting  the  ladies  who 
are  interested  in  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

The  question  of  the  distribution  of  the  remainder  of  the  funds  raised 
for  the  relief  of  our  brethren  in  Germany,  was  also  taken  up  while  we 
were  in  Berlin,  but  this  will  be  reported  upon  in  a  special  article  and 
under  another  heading. 

The  next  German  Grand  Lodge  to  be  visited  was  that  of  Saxony,  with 
offices  at  Dresden.  At  this  place,  we  were  met  by  the  Grand  Master  and 
other  Grand  Officers  and  a  large  number  of  the  members.  Here  too,  the 
ladies  were  present  for  conferences  with  Mrs.  Thompson.  Our  impressions 
here  were  the  same  as  in  all  the  other  European  countries,  and  we  found 
our  members  to  be  of  a  very  high  type  and  thoroughly  imbued  with  the 
great  work  of  the  Order. 
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Our  next  stop  in  German  territory  was  in  Munich,  the  home  of  Grand 
Sire  Dr.  August  Weiss,  Grand  Sire  of  Germany.  It  is  also  the  home  of 
Grand  Master  Toeitch,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wortemburg.  Here  as  in 
the  other  places  we  met  the  other  Grand  Officers  and  in  a  great  meeting 
in  one  of  the  lodge  rooms  of  the  city  we  addressed  hundreds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers.  Following  the  meeting,  a  fine  banquet  was  held,  after  which  was  a 
reception  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Thompson  and  the  Grand  Sire. 

This  closed  our  efforts  in  Germany  and  we  feel  particularly  fortunate 
that  it  was  our  privilege  while  in  the  country  to  meet  the  Grand  Officers 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany  and  also  of  all  the  eight  Grand  Lodges 
under  it. 


POLAND. 

Before  leaving  America  and  even  while  writing  our  regular  report,  on 
the  trip  across,  we  were  not  sure  whether,  owing  to  the  reported  civil  strife, 
it  would  be  possible  to  get  into  the  republic  of  Poland,  even  though  our 
passports  had  been  properly  visaed  at  the  Polish  legation  in  Washington. 
However,  from  advices  reaching  us  in  Stockholm  and  later  advices  reaching 
us  in  Berlin,  we  felt  no  hesitancy  in  attempting  to  make  the  trip. 

Departing  from  Berlin,  a  ride  of  less  than  a  day’s  duration  brought  us 
into  Poland.  Telegraphic  advices  reaching  us  in  Berlin  gave  the  information 
that  representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Poland  would  meet  us  at  the 
first  station  across  the  frontier  in  Poland.  We  were  not  disappointed  and 
accordingly  were  accompanied  the  remainder  of  the  way  by  the  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Grand  Sire  of  Poland.  On  our  arrival  we  were  met  by  Dr.  E. 
Pulvermacher,  Grand  Sire,  and  other  Grand  Officers. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Poland  is  the  newest  one  in  Europe  and  the  Order 
there  is  just  getting  under  way  since  the  establishment  of  the  new  ordei 
of  things.  Prior  to  the  institution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  lodges  were 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany. 

We  found  the  officers  all  to  be  men  of  very  high  standing  and  thoroughly 
devoted  to  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

The  Order  in  certain  sections  of  Poland  has  many  handicaps,  but  the 
brothers  there  seem  to  be  meeting  the  emergencies  as  they  arise  in  a  very 
wise  and  practical  way.  One  matter  of  considerable  importance  which  they 
presented  to  your  representative  will  be  offered  for  your  consideration  under 
another  heading. 

During  our  stay  we  had  an  opportunity  to  meet  the  officers  of  the  Grand 
Body  and,  later,  a  great  number  of  the  members  at  a  regular  lodge  meeting. 
All  were  intensely  interested  in  the  work  and  seemed  to  have  a  very  high 
conception  of  their  fraternal  duties.  Brother  Schallamack,  representative 
of  the  lodges  in  the  free  city  of  Dantzig,  was  present  at  this  meeting.  The 
lodges  at  Dantzig  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Germany. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  unfortunate  conditions  which  surround  the 
Order  in  some  sections  of  Poland  may  be  overcome  and  that  the  Fraternity 
may  soon  enter  upon  an  era  of  unprecedented  prosperity  in  this  the  newest 
of  Grand  Lodges  on  the  European  continent. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 

From  the  delightful  city  of  Dresden  we  journeyed  across  the  German 
frontier  and  into  the  new-found  republic  of  Czechoslovakia,  with  its  pre- 
medieval  city  of  Prague,  its  capital,  as  our  destination. 
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At  Prague  we  were  met  by  the  first  and  but  recently  retired  Grand  Sire, 
Bro.  Wi^elm  Wertheimer.  The  first  meeting  with  the  members  of  Czecho¬ 
slovakia  had  been  planned  for  a  private  dinner  and  conference  with  about 
sixty  of  the  leaders,  both  brothers  and  sisters.  Here  we  met  Dr.  Kassowitz, 
one  of  the  foremost  lawyers  of  the  republic,  who  is  the  newly  elected  Grand 
Sire  of  Czechoslovakia.  With  him  was  also  the  other  Grand  Officers  and 
many  of  the  prominent  members.  On  our  arrival  at  the  banquet  hall  we 
were  quite  surprised  to  be  introduced  to  Senator  Joseph  Placek,  Chicago; 
John  A.  Cervenka,  city  treasurer  of  Chicago;  and  Brothers  Martiny, 
Klavacek  and  others  of  Chicago,  all  members  of  Praha  Lodge. 

A  great  national  meeting  is  held  in  Czechoslovakia  at  certain  stated 
periods,  called  the  “  Sokol  ”  Gymnastic  Festival.  It  is  the  occasion  for  a 
great  homecoming  for  Czechs  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 

Senator  Placek  is  the  president  of  the  Czech  organization  in  America  and 
had  succeeded  in  bringing  over  from  America,  for  the  Sokol,  one  thousand 
six  hundred  of  his  people,  among  them  many  Odd  Fellows.  When  Praha 
Lodge  of  Chicago  found  that  the  Grand  Sire  was  to  be  in  Prague  about 
that  time  it  sent  word  to  its  members  then  visiting  their  native  land, 
asking  them  to  present  the  compliments  of  the  lodge  to  the  Grand  Sire  on 
the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  their  ancient  capital  city.  It  was  surely  a  pleas¬ 
ure  to  meet  them  under  such  circumstances  and  to  know  personally  the 
many  fine  gentlemen  who  had  come  back  for  a  brief  visit  to  the  native 
land. 

The  Order  in  Czechoslovakia  is  building  slowly,  but,  we  think,  securely. 
Many  difficult  and  trying  problems  present  themselves  and  make  progress 
more  than  ordinarily  difficult.  The  new  republic,  under  the  terms  of  the 
Treaty  of  Versailles,  is  so  constituted  that,  in  addition  to  the  Czechs,  there 
are  three  or  four  distinct  races  within  the  confines  of  the  territorial  borders. 
While  the  members  of  each  race  try  tc  subordinate  all  racial  differences  for 
the  good  of  the  Fraternity,  yet  it  requires  constant  alertness  so  that  noth¬ 
ing  done  may  be  misconstrued. 

Our  meetings  there  were  of  most  delightful  character  and  we  came  away 
deeply  impressed  by  the  earnestness  of  our  members  in  doing  the  things 
that  need  to  be  done  in  order  to  get  the  Fraternity  firmly  planted  in  this 
new  republic. 


AUSTRIA. 

Many  members  have  expressed  surprise  that  we  can  report  subordinates 
of  this  Fraternity  in  Austria.  Unsuccessful  attempts  in  the  days  long  gone 
have  been  made  on  many  occasions  to  plant  the  Order  in  Austria.  Under 
the  new  conditions  since  the  close  of  the  World  War,  we  find  an  Austria 
shorn  of  much  of  its  territory,  and  what  was  reserved  to  it  in  large  measure 
is  well  nigh  valueless,  but  the  city  of  Vienna  still  remains  one  of  the  finest 
and  most  interesting  cities  in  all  Europe. 

Here  two  lodges  have  been  planted  under  the  protectorate  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Germany. 

Here  again  racial  differences  tend  to  prove  a  stumbling  block  to  as  suc¬ 
cessful  outcome  as  could  be  hoped.  Our  members  in  Vienna  are  earnest, 
high-grade  men,  willing  and  eager  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Order, 
and  some  of  the  most  splendid  Odd  Fellows  it  has  ever  been  our  pleasure 
to  meet  were  found  in  Vienna.  We  met  a  most  cordial  reception  and  we 
tried  to  lend  them  encouragement  and  all  the  help  that  was  possible  by 
way  of  advice  and  suggestion.  Bro.  J.  Ehrmann  has  been  constituted,  by 
Grand  Sire  Weiss,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany,  as  his  special  district 
deputy  for  Austria.  He  is  a  fine  business  man  and  with  a  natural  diplo- 
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matic  trend  of  mind  ought  to  be  able  to  steer  a  safe  course  for  the  future 
of  the  subordinates  there. 

SWITZERLAND. 

The  last  Grand  Jurisdiction  to  be  visited  was  that  of  Switzerland.  This, 
as  will  readily  be  inferred,  was  so  that  our  survey  of  conditions  in  Europe 
would  be  practically  completed,  with  the  exception  of  France,  when  we 
arrived  at  the  conference  at  Bern. 

Accordingly,  we  planned  to  arrive  in  Switzerland  long  enough  before  the 
conference  so  that  we  might  come  to  know  the  officers,  members,  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  Order  and  its  problems,  before  the  regular  opening  of  the 
conference  sessions. 

Our  first  visit  was  at  Zurich,  where  we  were  met  by  Deputy  Grand  Sire 
Graf,  Bro.  Arthur  Suter,  a  member  of  a  lodge  in  Pennsylvania,  a  Swiss  who 
was  for  a  number  of  years  a  resident  of  the  United  States,  but  now  for 
many  years  again  a  resident  of  Switzerland,  and  who  was  later  to  become 
one  of  the  interpreters  at  the  conference  and  its  attendant  ceremonies. 

Here  we  met  many  Grand  Officers  and  a  large  number  of  the  members 
who  were  resident  there  and  in  the  surrounding  territory.  The  formal  lodge 
session  was  held  in  the  temple  of  old  Helvetia  Lodge,  No.  1,  the  first  one 
to  be  established  in  Switzerland.  The  date  was  June  19,  1871.  There  we 
saw  upon  the  walls  the  charter  granted  to  the  lodge  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States. 

There  also  we  witnessed  the  unusual  spectacle  of  two  charters  granted  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
one  granted  December  1,  1891,  and  the  uniform  quasi-independent  charter 
signed  May  13,  1901.  We  were  much  surprised  to  find  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Switzerland  possessed  two  charters,  and  respectfully  bring  this  to  the 
attention  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  It  would  appear  that  in  the 
granting  of  the  new  charter  there  had  been  a  failure  to  recall  the  old  one. 
Here  in  this  lodge  room,  while  going  over  the  visitor’s  register,  we  noted 
the  signatures  of  Past  Grand  Representative  Billstein,  of  Maryland,  and 
Past  Grand  Representative  Christensen,  of  Utah. 

The  meeting  in  the  lodge  room  was  a  most  interesting  affair  and  was  very 
largely  attended.  This  was  followed  by  a  banquet  at  which  hundreds  of 
brothers  and  sisters  were  present  and  which,  as  usual,  we  were  called  upon 
for  addresses. 

The  next  day,  we  went  to  Lucerne,  where  we  met  another  group  of 
members  of  Helvetia  Lodge,  but  who  are  soon  to  establish  a  new  lodge  at 
this  latter  place. 

From  thence,  we  traveled  to  Bern,  where  we  met  Grand  Sire  Gaumann 
and  the  other  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  as  well  as  hundreds  of  members  of  the 
Swiss  lodges. 

The  conference  at  Bern  will  be  made  the  subject  of  another  article  in 
this  report. 

The  members  in  Switzerland,  under  the  splendid  leadership  of  Grand 
Sire  Gaumann,  one  of  the  most  eminent  members  of  the  bar  in  that 
country,  is  moving  constantly  forward  to  new  victories.  Possessed  of  a  keen 
mind  and  great  executive  ability,  he  is  doing  much  for  the  Order  there.  As 
host  to  the  Grand  Sires  and  visitors  at  the  conference,  along  with  his  able 
assistants,  he  was  all  that  could  have  been  desired  and  every  detail  of 
program  and  entertainment  was  most  admirably  attended  to. 

Switzerland,  if  we  may  judge  from  all  appearances,  should  go  forward  in  a 
large  way  in  the  not  far-distant  days. 
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FRANCE. 

It  will  probably  be  news  to  many  of  the  members,  as  it  was  to  us  to 
know  that  a  lodge  of  this  Order  is  now  functioning  in  the  territorial  limits 
of  France. 

Its  existence  in  France  is  not  due  to  the  usual  causes,  but  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  when  the  Treaty  of  Versailles  threw  all  of  our  old  maps  of  Europe 
into  the  discard,  it  placed  within  the  boundary  lines  of  French  territory, 
that  portion  of  Alsace-Lorraine  in  which  was  located  the  great  city  of 
Strassburg,  and  thereby  France  became  again  the  domicile  of  a  lodge  of  this 
Order. 

By  arrangements  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Germany  and  Switzerland, 
the  lodge  in  Strassburg  was  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Switzerland. 
The  lodge  there  has  continued  to  flourish,  some  even  going  all  the  way  from 
Paris  to  take  the  degrees  there. 

Before  departing  from  Europe,  we  received  an  invitation  to  meet  with 
the  I.  0.  0.  F.  Circle  in  Paris,  should  we  pass  that  way. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  Bern  conference  an  unsuccessful  effort  was  made 
to  secure  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  under  which  the  Grand  Sires  would 
recommend,  in  each  of  their  respective  Grand  Jurisdictions,  a  movement  to 
raise  funds  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  or  the  erection  of  a  building  for  a 
proposed  lodge  in  the  city  of  Paris,  the  nucleus  of  which  lodge  was  to  be 
the  Circle  already  functioning  there.  Inasmuch  as  the  great  proportion  of 
the  funds  were  expected  to  come  from  the  Grand  Lodges  under  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  therefore  the  greater  burden  of  responsibility 
would  fall  upon  our  lodges  here,  if  the  plans  were  carried  out,  we  undertook 
to  present  to  the  conference  the  fact  that  the  attitude  of  providing  buildings 
for  prospective  lodges  had  never  prevailed  in  Canada  or  the  United  States. 
We  did,  however,  agree  to  present  the  matter  to  you  and  also  to  visit  the 
Circle  in  Paris  and  go  over  the  whole  situation  with  the  members  there. 

Accordingly,  after  leaving  Bern,  we  visited  Paris  and  met  the  brothers 
who  constitute  the  Circle.  We  went  with  the  brothers  to  the  place  where 
their  provisional  meetings  are  now  held.  These  meetings,  it  should  be  under¬ 
stood,  are  really  only  conferences.  We  found  it  to  be,  as  had  been  suggested, 
a  place  which  could  not  be  kept  free  from  improper  intrusion  should  they 
desire  to  institute  a  lodge  there.  It  will  be  remembered  that  housing  con¬ 
ditions  in  Paris  are  such  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  obtain  rooms  for 
any  purpose. 

Under  the  present  arrangement,  these  brothers,  who  are  all  very  fine 
gentlemen,  have  been  working  in  the  fields  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and,  when¬ 
ever  a  candidate  is  secured,  he  must  go  to  the  great  expense  to  travel  to 
Strassburg  in  order  to  have  the  degrees  conferred  upon  him.  This  also 
meant  that  all  the  money  received  for  fees,  for  degrees,  and  for  dues  there¬ 
after,  went  to  the  lodge  at  Strassburg,  instead  of  remaining  in  Paris. 

There  were  not  enough  brothers  in  Paris  to  make  the  required  number 
necessary  to  petition  for  a  charter,  under  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Switzerland.  We  conferred  long  and  earnestly  with  the  brothers  in  Paris. 
We  were  moved  to  interest  ourselves  in  this  particularly,  since  Grand  Sire 
Gaumann  of  Switzerland  was  especially  anxious  to  establish  the  Order  in 
what  could  be  considered  typically  French  ground,  under  typically  French 
conditions,  believing  that  once  the  ground  was  broken,  it  would  pave  the 
way  to  much  fraternal  activity  in  France.  It  was  a  most  laudable  ambition 
and  we  too  are  of  the  opinion  that  as  soon  as  economic  conditions  adjust 
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themselves  in  France,  the  changing  mental  state  of  the  people  is  such  that 
this  Order  ought  to  prosper  there  to  a  degree  now  little  dreamed.  We  there¬ 
fore  entered  earnestly  into  a  discussion  of  plans  that  would  not  place  the 
Order  and  members  there  in  a  servile  or  dependent  attitude,  but  that  which 
would  spur  them  on  to  do  the  things  for  themselves,  that,  at  first,  there 
had  been  an  inclination  to  ask  others  to  do  for  them.  The  Grand  Sire  sought 
to  show  to  the  brothers  there  that  the  thing  that  was  asked  in  their  behalf 
had  not,  been  done  in  other  cases  and  that  the  strength  of  the  Order  in 
America  was  due,  in  no  small  degree,  to  the  habits  of  self-reliance  which, 
in  the  New  World,  of  necessity  had  to  be  cultivated  in  the  earlier  days  of 
the  Order  here.  We  suggested  to  them  that  if  each  member  present  (and 
all  the  members  of  the  Circle  but  one,  was  present)  would  pledge  himself 
to  get  one  desirable  petition  before  January  1,  1927,  the  Grand  Sire  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  would  request  Grand  Sire  Gaumann  of  Switzerland 
to  waive  a  strict  interpretation  of  the  Swiss  law  and  come  to  Paris  and 
institute  a  lodge  with  less  than  the  required  number  of  petitioners  under 
the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland,  when  he  was  assured  that  there 
would  be  a  sufficient  number  of  petitions  for  initiation,  so  that  the  total 
number  of  members,  after  the  Institution  and  initiation,  would  be  at  least 
one-third  in  excess  of  the  number  required  by  the  constitution  of  his  Grand 
Body  in  order  to  institute  a  subordinate  lodge. 

This  arrangement  seemed  to  greatly  please  and  to  satisfy  the  French 
brothers  and  we  were  especially  glad  to  provide  the  suggestion  by  which 
they  might  help  themselves,  rather  than  to  be  seeking  the  assistance  of 
others  even  before  they  had  been  constituted  a  lodge. 

At  the  same  time,  we  would  call  to  your  attention  again,  the  request  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  for  assistance  from  America  in  helping 
to  provide  a  suitable  meeting  place  for  the  proposed  lodge  in  Paris,  and  sug¬ 
gest  that  you  take  such  action  as  you  deem  appropriate.  We  assured  the 
Grand  Sires  in  conference  and  the  brothers  in  Paris  that  the  proposal  sug¬ 
gested  by  them  had  not  been  followed  in  America  but  that  we  would 
present  it  to  you  for  consideration. 

We  did  suggest  to  the  Grand  Sires  in  conference,  to  the  Grand  Officers 
of  Switzerland  and  to  the  brothers  in  Paris,  that  subordinates  of  the  Order 
in  America  had  always  been  expected  to  so  order  their  financial  affairs 
that  each  could  properly  care  for  its  own  needs  (excepting  in  times  of  great 
calamity),  and  that,  in  our  judgment,  the  cultivation  of  that  self-reliance 
had  had  much  to  do  with  the  unparalleled  success  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic.  This  seemed  to  be  a  new  thought  to  them,  a  statement  suggesting 
a  result  quite  different  from  the  conclusion  usually  reached  through  their 
processes  of  thinking. 

In  some  parts  of  Europe,  there  seems  to  be  an  impression  that  in  America 
(both  Canada  and  the  United  States),  it  requires  no  effort  to  accumulate 
money,  to  have  most  ample  financial  resources,  that  such  a  miracle  has  come 
to  pass  that  money  just  happens — that  every  person  has  it  and  no  one  has  to 
work  for  it.  It  is  almost  incomprehensible  over  there  that  our  men  (as 
a  rule),  in  all  walks  of  life  in  America,  work,  work  hard,  spending  seven, 
eight,  nine,  or  ten  hours  or  more  per  day  m  their  office,  shop,  business  place, 
or  wherever  their  work  may  take  them.  To  say  to  them  that  the  women 
of  America  (aside  from  the  peasant  class  in  certain  nations),  work  harder 
than  any  other  women  in  the  world,  was  to  take  a  position  with  which  all 
their  preconceived  notions  would  disagree.  Europe  quite  generally  feels  that 
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the  two  great  nations  in  America  have  no  economic  problems.  We  find 
that  people  over  there,  in  nearly  every  walk  of  life,  do  not  realize  that 
these  two  great  nations  on  the  North  American  continent  are  also  bearing 
loads — heavy  loads — because  of  the  Great  War.  and  that  our  children  and 
our  children’s  children  will  continue  to  pay,  in  large  measure,  because  of 
that  great  conflict.  Because  these  two  nations  today  happen  to  be,  to  a 
very  great  extent,  creditor  nations  and  therefore  the  balance  of  gold  has 
continued  to  come  in  this  direction,  they  assume,  therefore,  that  we  have 
no  economic  problems,  and  that  all  we  have  to  do  is  to  shake  the  tree  and 
the  luscious  golden  fruit  will  come  tumbling  into  our  laps. 

I  make  mention  of  this  because  the  attitude  of  the  people  generally 
toward  America  in  regard  to  this  subject  is  reflected  among  the  members 
of  the  Fraternity  in  their  attitude  toward  the  Order  in  America,  and  it  is 
therefore  a  subject  with  which  you  should  be  fully  acquainted.  Very  many 
of  them  seem  to  think  that  whatever  of  need  there  may  be,  America  is 
amply  able  to  assuage  its  demands.  We  therefore  took  occasion  to  point  out 
definitely,  but  of  course  diplomatically,  that  the  accomplishments  of  Odd 
Fellowship  on  the  North  American  continent  had  been  due  very  largely  to 
the  rigors  of  conditions  under  which  it  existed  in  the  earlier  days,  the  conse¬ 
quent  self-reliance  thereby  engendered,  and  which  was  of  absolute  necessity 
in  order  to  proceed  to  any  great  degree  of  measurable  success.  In  the  case 
of  the  brothers  in  the  Paris  Circle.  I  pointed  out  definitely,  yet  diplo¬ 
matically,  that  if  they  would  summon  all  their  courage  and  fortitude  and 
conquer  the  obstacles  which  seem  to  lie  in  their  pathway,  it  would  help  to 
make  them  but  the  stronger  for  each  succeeding  task  that  might  present 
itself  to  them.  It  is  our  judgment  that  they  realized  the  forcefulness  of 
this  presentation.  At  any  rate,  they  seemed  extremely  pleased  and  heart¬ 
ened  by  the  suggestions  given  them  by  the  Grand  Sire  along  the  lines  indi¬ 
cated  whereby  they  could  be  able  to  work  out  successfully  their  own 
problems. 

I  trust  that  this  course  of  action  will  meet  with  your  approval. 


REQUEST  FOR  MORAL  SUPPORT  AND  A  GUIDING  HAND 

FROM  AMERICA. 

While  visiting  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Poland  we  were  presented  with  a 
statement  of  conditions  in  that  country  affecting,  we  were  informed,  the 
prosperity,  property  and  future  growth  of  the  Order  there,  with  a  request 
that  it  be  presented  to  this  Body. 

It  is  well  known  to  you  that  after  the  close  of  the  Great  War,  when 
Europe’s  map  was  so  changed  that  many  peoples  over  there  scarcely  knew 
the  boundary  lines  of  their  own  countries,  that  a  new  state  of  Poland  was 
erected  and  a  republic  set  up. 

As  a  result  of  these  changes,  a  considerable  portion  of  the  eastern  part 
of  Germany  was  placed  within  the  Polish  boundary  lines  and  became  part 
of  the  new  Poland.  The  government  and  the  great  portion  of  the  officers 
was,  of  course,  Polish.  The  western  part  of  the  country  is  predominantly 
of  German  population.  So  far  as  we  know,  this  has  not  led  to  open  clash 
between  the  two  peoples  and  so  far  as  we  could  see  there  seemed  to  be  a 
desire  to  be  law  abiding.  We  perhaps  ought  to  add  that  as  we  understand 
the  situation  the  political  disturbances  there  this  year  was  between  two 
groups  of  Polish  leaders. 

We  are  informed  that,  in  the  main,  the  public  authorities  throughout 
Poland  are  not  sympathetic  and  do  lend  any  encouragement  to  our  work. 
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We  are  also  informed  that  after  the  organization  of  the  present  form  of 
government  with  the  republic  as  now  constituted  more  or  less  of  lodge 
property  was  forcibly  possessed  by  government  authorities  without  com¬ 
pensation  and  without  possibility  of  recoupment.  It  was  brought  to  our 
attention  when,  in  certain  instances,  cn  the  attempted  possession  of  lodge 
property  by  the  authorities,  representations  were  made  to  them  that  this 
was  the  property  of  an  organization  whose  headquarters  were  in  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  United  States  of  America,  and  because  of  that  representation 
further  efforts  to  possess  it  were  discontinued,  and  that  gesture  was  respected. 

The  Grand  Sire  was  urged  to  bring  this  question  before  you  with  the 
prayer  that  this  Body  give  it  earnest  consideration  and  that  it  take  such 
action  as  shall  result  in  the  American  Minister  at  Warsaw,  with  whom  some 
of  our  members  have  personal  acquaintance,  shall  be  requested  to  use  his 
good  offices  to  the  end  that  the  property  of  Odd  Fellow  lodges,  duly  con¬ 
stituted  in  Poland,  may  be  given  proper  respect  and  protection  so  long 
as  the  Order  in  no  way  harbors  anything  inimical  to  the  interests  of  the 
government. 

I  present  this  matter  to  you  on  petition  of  the  executive  officers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Poland  and  ask  for  it  your  careful  consideration. 


THE  TRIENNIAL  CONFERENCE  OF  GRAND  SIRES. 

The  conference  convened  in  the  city  of  Bern,  Switzerland,  July  31,  and 
there  were  present  as  participants  in  its  deliberations  the  following:

Gustav  Eriksen,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  representing  Grand  Sire  John¬ 
son,  of  Norway. 

Herbert  A.  Thompson,  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Grand  Representative  Louis  C.  Cramton,  of  Michigan;  Grand  Secretary 
John  Kober,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany,  and  Deputy  Grand  Sire 
Arthur  Graf,  of  Switzerland,  were  voted  seats  as  visitors. 

Bro.  Arthur  Suter,  a  member  of  a  lodge  in  Pennsylvania,  but  a  Swiss  by 
birth,  and  for  many  years  since  a  temporary  resident  in  the  United  States, 
a  resident  of  Switzerland  and  very  active  in  our  work  there,  was  seated  as 
a  special  interpreter  for  the  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in 
lieu  of  Bro.  Emil  Hunziker,  whom  many  of  members  met  at  the  session 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  Detroit  in  1922,  who  was  prevented  from 
coming  on  account  of  sickness.  In  addition  to  Brother  Suter,  another  Swiss 
brother  was  selected  as  interpreter  for  Grand  Representative  Cramton  and 
the  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  The  proceedings  were  all 
conducted  in  the  German  language,  not  because  all  of  the  European  Grand 
Sires  spoke  it  fluently,  but  because  all  could  understand  it. 

The  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  was  selected  to 
preside  as  the  recording  officer. 

This  conference,  it  should  be  remembered,  is  a  voluntary  organization. 
It  thas  no  legislative  powers  and  sits  as  an  advisory  council,  making 
recommendations  for  and  in  the  interest  of  the  Fraternity.  Prior  to  the 
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World  War,  its  sessions  were  held  regularly.  During  the  war  no  sessions 
were  held.  Up  to  the  present  time,  with  the  exception  of  the  interregnum 
noted,  the  sessions  have  been  held  triennially. 

It  is  a  splendid  body  of  men,  devoted  t©  our  Fraternity,  deeply  cognizant 
of  their  obligations  as  members  and  officials,  permeated  with  the  highest 
aspirations  and  conceptions  of  their  fraternal  duty,  they  speak  in  a  com¬ 
posite  voice  of  all  European  Odd  Fellowship.  Their  coming  together  in 
these  triennial  meetings  focuses  the  most  intelligent  European  thoughts  in 
Odd  Fellowship  upon  the  work  of  the  Fraternity.  They  take  this  occasion 
most  seriously  and  devote  themselves  to  the  work  in  hand. 

It  was  a  rare  privilege  to  sit  with  these  most  scholarly,  diplomatic  and 
distinguished  gentlemen  and  confer  with  them  in  regard  to  the  problems 
of  this  organization.  The  inspiration  to  be  gained  and  the  insight  into 
their  mental  processes  is  a  revelation  to  one  whose  life  has  been  gauged 
largely  by  the  realities  of  the  civilization  of  the  New  World. 

We  shall  not,  in  this  report,  go  into  an  academic  discussion  of  the  con¬ 
ference  in  its  details,  but  rather  shall  touch  upon  some  of  the  questions 
of  more  general  importance  that  were  under  discussion,  both  in  the  stated 
sessions  and  with  the  individual  members  outside  the  conference 

Dr.  August  Weiss,  Grand  Sire  of  Germany,  was  selected  as  the  chairman, 
and,  distinguished  and  scholarly  gentleman  and  forceful  speaker  that  he  is, 
it  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  he  presided  with  dignity  and  led  the  discus¬ 
sions  in  a  most  diplomatic  manner. 

One  of  the  first  questions  as  to  procedure  which  came  up  was  the  seating 
of  the  duly  accredited  representatives  of  the  Grand  Sires  (Skeel,  of  Den¬ 
mark,  and  Johnson,  of  Norway),  who  were  absent  on  account  of  ill  health. 
In  the  discussion  of  this  question  was  also  the  other  as  to  whether  to  accord 
the  accredited  representatives  a  vote.  The  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  occupies  the  rather  unusual  position  of  being,  in  part,  a 
visitor,  for  this  is  essentially  a  conference  of  European  Grand  Sires.  It 
should  be  said,  however,  that  the  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
is  received  with  eagerness  by  the  European  officials,  is  given  full  part  in 
the  discussion  of  policies  and  in  every  way  is  made  to  feel  that  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  executive  head  of  the  Order  in  the  world  is  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated.  The  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  appears  there  as 
the  representative  of  that  Body,  which  is  supreme  in  Odd  Fellowship. 
Through  that  position  he  represents  fifty-seven  Grand  Lodges,  fifty-six 
Grand  Encampments,  indirectly  fifty- six  Rebekah  Assemblies  and  all  the 
Department  Councils  and  cantons  on  the  North  American  continent,  and 
also  all  the  subordinates  of  the  world  under  the  direct  supervision  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  He  must  speak  for  all  of  them,  and  that,  together 
with  the  fact  that  the  charters  under  which  the  European  Grand  Bodies 
operate  give  them  very  broad  powers,  made  the  position  a  peculiarly  diffi¬ 
cult  one,  excepting  in  the  discussion  of  such  questions  as  concerned  the 
Order  in  America. 

In  the  travels  in  Europe,  we  became  conversant  with  the  fact  that  the 
question  of  extending  the  right  to  speak  and  vote  to  duly  accredited  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  Grand  Sires,  in  case  of  the  unavoidable  absence  of  such  Grand 
Sires,  would  come  up  for  discussion.  We  unhesitatingly  approved  a  course 
that  would  extend  such  courtesies  to  these  accredited  representatives  on 
the  very  simple  grounds  that  if  the  conference  were  to  be  of  the  most 
value,  it  was  imperative  that  all  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  Europe  be 
represented.  We  were  delighted  to  find  that  the  sentiment  would  prevail, 
and  accordingly  the  representatives  from  Denmark  and  from  Norway  were 
seated  with  full  powers. 
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The  following  is  the  address  of  Grand  Sire  Weiss  on  his  being  called  to 
preside  over  the  deliberations  of  the  conference: 

Address  of  Grand  Sire  Weiss. 

“  My  friends  and  brethren !  I  extent  to  you  a  cordial,  healthy  and  fraternal 
welcome.  You  are  here  today  to  attend  a  meeting  for  the  interests  of  oui 
beloved  Order  in  Europe.  This  meeting  is  a  sure  sign  of  our  belonging 
together,  a  sign,  that  the  whole  world  is  the  home  of  our  Order.  This  fact 
gets  a  visible  expression  through  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Sire  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Brother  Thompson.  We  are  thankful  for  his 
coming.  It  shows  that  we  are  brethren,  no  matter  if  we  live  in  America, 
Europe  or  in  any  other  part  of  the  world,  and  recognizing  mankind  as  the 
children  of  a  common  father,  it  is  our  aim  to  bring  about  a  worldwide 
brotherhood  of  man  by  uniting  under  its  exalted  banner  good  men  of  all 
creeds,  religions  or  political  affiliations.  Our  Order  is  a  real  bond  of  the 
peoples  because  it  is  founded  on  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth  and  not  on 
might  and  unfairness.  It  is  our  duty  to  make  the  Order  to  an  assembly 
of  peace  and  to  keep  at  work,  so  that  our  principles  will  be  the  strength 
of  life  for  all  peoples. 

“  My  dear  brethren,  it  has  pleased  the  Great  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe 
to  call  away  two  of  our  most  beloved  brethren,  the  Grand  Sire  of  Denmark, 
Brother  Beyer,  and  also  the  Grand  Sire  of  Sweden,  Brother  Laurentz. 
Embodied  with  the  true  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship,  they  gave  their  all  for 
our  beloved  Order  and  I  am  sure,  we  all  will  miss  these  brothers  for  many 
years  to  come.  Both  Grand  Sires  were  personal  friends  of  mine.  Please  let 
us  honor  their  memory  by  arising  from  our  seats. 

“  My  brethren,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Sire  and  also  the  Grand  Sires  of  the  European  jurisdictions  for  the  wonder¬ 
ful  help  extended  to  the  German  Odd  Fellows,  I  thank  you  from  the 
bottom  of  my  heart  especially  for  the  help  given  to  our  dear  children. 
Many  tears  you  have  dried  and  there  are  many  children  today  in  Germany 
who  mention  your  names  in  their  prayers.  The  subscription  suggested  at  the 
Grand  Sire  meeting  in  Gotheborg  resulted  $29,000.  This  amount  was  col¬ 
lected  in  America,  Berlin  received  $5000  of  this  sum, 

Kr.  16000 — Denmark 
Kr.  21268 — Sweden 
Kr.  4523 — Norway 
Frcs.  8000 — Switzerland 
Gld,  4000 — Holland 

“  The  Grand  Masters  of  the  different  districts  made  out  a  list  of  the  most 
needy  cases,  but  the  money  was  not  paid  in  one  lump  sum,  but  in  four 
different  installments;  the  first  one  on  November  23,  the  second  March  24, 
the  third  October  24,  and  the  last  one  finally  on  September  20. 

“  A  certain  amount  was  set  aside  as  a  Relief  Fund  and  every  brother  in 
Germany  was  taxed  50  pfennigs  a  year,  to  make  this  fund  a  permanent  one. 
That  is,  of  course,  a  very  small  share,  but  the  social  conditions  do  not 
allow  us  to  ask  more.  How  great  the  suffering  in  my  Jurisdiction  is,  you 
can  judge  best  by  the  decrease  in  membership,  but  I  am  informed,  this  is  not 
only  the  case  in  Germany,  other  countries  have  a  similar  problem  to  solve 
and  it  will  be  one  of  the  main  functions  of  this  meeting,  to  find  ways  and 
means  out  of  this  great  difficulty. 
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“  I  now  call  your  attention  to  another  very  important  matter.  These 
Grand  Sire  meetings  were  mostly  held,  not  only,  to  bring  the  highest  officers 
into  personal  contact,  but  also  to  give  the  different  Jurisdictions  a  chance, 
to  become  better  acquainted.  Then  came  the  World  War,  which  has  taught 
us  one  great  lesson  namely,  that  we  cannot  heal  wounds  and  lighten  the 
suffering  of  the  poor  by  mere  talk.  Talk  about  human  services  is  of  no 
avail,  if  work  and  action  do  not  follow.  We  must  admit  that  we  were  not 
able  to  reach  the  highest  aims  of  our  Order  because  too  much  of  every 
day’s  work  had  to  be  performed.  This  work,  however,  must  not  be  thought 
too  inferior,  if  it  is  only  done  in  the  right  way. 

“  Though  the  Order,  like  all  other  human  institutions,  did  not  perfectly 
fulfill  our  expectations  during  the  war,  it  has  shown  that  it  has  the 
strongest  foundation  and  we  can  compare  our  Order  with  a  great  mansion, 
not  yet  completed.  It  is  up  to  us,  to  put  the  finishing  touches  on  our 
house,  to  improve  wherever  we  can,  and  so  to  make  our  house  a  place, 
where  progressive  ideas  will  be  listened  to  and  culture  finds  a  home. 

“  The  meeting  of  Grand  Sires  in  Gotheborg  was  the  beginning  of  a 
new  chapter  in  the  history  of  Odd  Fellowship.  It  was  the  first  time,  that 
such  meeting  was  attended  ■  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Sire,  making  it 
possible  for  us  to  lay  down  a  straight  course  for  the  work  ahead  of  us  and 
to  decide  on  matters  of  utmost  importance.  Only  when  united,  are  we  able 
to  achieve  the  greatest  success  for  the  benefit  of  our  Order  and  for 
mankind. 

“  Suggestions  and  letters,  which  I  received  lately,  show  very  clearly, 
that  the  thought  and  that  intention  is  alive  in  our  ranks,  to  build  our 
Order  out  in  such  way,  that  we  will  become  in  due  time  a  factor  to  be 
reckoned  with.  I  furthermore  hope  and  trust  that  all  expectations  and 
anticipations  set  in  this  meeting  will  come  true. 

“  Once  more,  my  brethren,  I  welcome  you  in  the  spirit  of  true  Odd 
Fellowship:  Men  of  Switzerland  were  always  known  for  their  hospitality, 
and  we  have  found  that  Grand  Sire  Gaumann  and  the  brethren  of  this 
wonderful  country  are  no  exception.  We  are  thankful  to  you,  Grand  Sire 
Gaumann,  for  making  it  so  easy  for  us  to  feel  at  home  in  this  famed  City 
of  Bern. 

“With  joy  and  happiness  in  our  hearts  we  accepted  your  invitation 
Brother  Gaumann,  not  only  to  become  better  friends  with  sisters  and 
brethren  of  your  country,  not  only  to  admire  the  beautiful  scenery  of 
Switzerland  did  we  follow  your  call,  but  because  your  country  shows  the 
world,  that  it  is  possible  for  races  of  different  speech  and  custom  to  work 
and  live  together  in  peaceful  harmony. 

“  I  declare  this  meeting  open  and  ready  to  proceed.” 

After  the  close  of  the  address,  the  conference  at  once  took  up  the  formal 
program  prepared. 

Perhaps  the  most  far-reaching  question  to  come  up  for  discussion  by 
the  Grand  Sires  was  the  proposal  by  Grand  Sire  Gaumann  of  Switzerland 
to  establish  what  should  be  known  as  the  “  Thomas  Wildey  Work.”  This, 
in  effect,  was  the  proposal  to  establish  a  world  fund  for  propaganda  and 
other  special  work. 

The  proposal  submitted  by  Grand  Sire  Gaumann  was  as  follows: 

Thomas  Wildey  Work. 

“(1)  Under  the  designation  of  “Thomas  Wildey  Work”  a  world  fund 
of  the  order  of  Odd  Fellows  is  to  be  founded,  the  foundation  having  its 
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legal  seat  at  the  seat  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  be  administrated 
by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  or  by  a  special  foundation  council. 

“  (2)  This  fund  shall  be  fed  by  an  yearly  contribution  of  every  member 
of  the  Order,  of  for  instance  1  dollar,  or  1^  Swiss  francs. 

“  (3)  The  money  collected  shall  be  distributed  every  year,  in  equal  parts 
to  a  certain  number,  for  instance  ten,  Grand  Lodges,  in  such  a  way  that 
all  of  the  Grand  Lodges  will,  in  a  fixed  turn,  participate  in  the  distribution. 
The  Grand  Lodges  will  have  the  right  to  spend  their  share  for  founding, 
maintenance  of,  or  for  assistance  to  Odd  Fellow  works,  as  for  instance  for 
orphans,  or  .widows  homes,  homes  for  aged  and  infirm,  for  sanatoriums  or 
similar  institutions.  The  Grand  Lodges  to  be  required  to  account  to  the 
foundation  council  for  the  expenditures  made.” 

As  may  be  easily  understood,  this  subject  called  for  lengthy  dicsussion. 
While  it  was  true,  if  adopted,  if  could  only  come  "as  a  recommendation 
to  Grand  Bodies  yet  it  was  taken  as  seriously  as  if  the  final  disposition  lay 
with  the  conference,  and  caused  a  lively  discussion  of  the  question  and 
many  others  related  to  it. 

The  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  after  listening  to  the 
arguments  both  for  and  against  the  proposal,  in  his  address  on  the  subject, 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  called  for  a  contribution  each  year,  if 
based  on  the  tabulated  reports  for  1924,  of  approximately  $451,938  from 
members  of  the  subordinate  lodges  under  the  57  Grand  Lodges  on  the  con¬ 
tinent  of  North  America,  which  he  there  represented,  as  against  a  total 
estimated  collection  in  all  the  world  of  $472,638.  We  submitted  to  them  a 
statement  showing  that  in  America  we  were  already  carrying  heavy  burdens 
in  the  way  of  relief  to  members  and  in  the  maintenance  of  the  Homes  of 
the  Order — 63  of  them  in  the  New  World;  that  in  the  relief  of  members 
(and  we  had  the  temerity,  under  the  circumstances,  to  include  all  benefits 
under  the  heading  of  relief),  and  in  the  maintenance  of  Homes  we  expended 
annually  more  than  eight  millions  of  dollars,  approximately  thirty-two 
million  Swiss  francs. 

We  expressed  appreciation  that  the  proposal  provided  for  “foundation” 
(fund),  should  be  at  the  seat  of  government  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
but  called  attention  to  the  terms  of  the  proposal  to  have  it  divided  equally, 
each  year  among  ten  Grand  Lodges,  or  more  than  $47,263  to  a  Grand 
Lodge.  We  pointed  out  that  by  that  method  of  distribution,  Pennsylvania, 
the  premier  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  the  world  in  point  of  number  of  members, 
would  receive  approximately  28  cents  per  member;  Arizona  would  receive 
approximately  17  dollars  per  member,  and  Switzerland,  approximately 
67  dollars  per  member.  We  assured  the  conference  that  if  the  proposal 
carried,  we  would  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  but  that  we  had  no  authority  to  in  any  way  obligate  it  or  any  of 
the  Grand  Bodies  under  it.  In  the  discussion  of  the  question,  we  com¬ 
plimented  the  officials  present  on  the  desire  for  closer  relationships  with 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  but  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
charters  under  which  the  most  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Europe  now  existed 
had  been  granted  because  of  the  expressed  desire  of  the  European  Grand 
Bodies  for  greater  sovereignty.  That  the  proposals  such  as  were  under 
discussion  seemed  to  indicate  a  desire  for  closer  relationships  than  were 
contemplated  in  any  of  the  chartered  powers  granted  to  the  European 
Grand  Bodies.  The  discussion  of  the  question  before  the  conference,  of 
course,  had  to  do  with  a  proposed  voluntary  relationship,  and  although  the 
question  under  discussion  seemed  to  us  to  be  impractical,  yet  we  thought 
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it  an  opportune  time  to  suggest  that  while  we  did  not  agree  with  the 
proposal,  yet  it  served  to  emphasize  that  there  would  be  many  common 
grounds  on  which  it  would  be  entirely  feasible  if  European  charters  were  as 
nearly  similar  to  the  charters  of  Grand  Lodges  in  America  as  the  laws  of 
the  countries  over  there  would  permit. 

In  the  discussion  of  Grand  Sire  Gaumann’s  proposal,  Sweden,  Denmark 
and  Norway  stood  squarely  with  your  representative.  Netherlands  was  also 
in  accord  with  our  views  of  many  of  the  major  considerations.  After 
extended  discussion,  Grand  Sire  Gaumann  withdrew  his  resolution  before 
it  had  come  to  vote. 

A  later  discussion  called  into  consideration  the  charters  held  by  the 
various  Grand  Jurisdictions.  It  appears  that  some  of  the  Grand  Juris¬ 
dictions  of  Europe  have  never  accepted  the  quasi-independent  charter 
adopted  by  this  body  in  1900.  We  had  copies  of  the  two  charters  under 
which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  had  operated,  which  we  found  hang¬ 
ing  on  the  walls  of  the  lodge  room  of  Helvetia  Lodge,  No.  1,  at  Zurich. 
A  comparison  of  the  charter  of  1900  with  the  one  granted  several  years 
prior  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  showed  that  the  body  had 
deferred  to  the  then  expressed  wishes  of  some  of  the  Grand  Bodies  in 
Europe  and  had  adopted  a  form  which  gave  greater  sovereignty  to  those 
bodies  accepting  it.  None  present  were  in  executive  position  at  the  time 
the  questions  of  charters  were  under  discussion,  prior  to  the  year  1900, 
and  so  could  not  speak  with  personal  knowledge  of  the  situation.  As  an 
evidence  that  opinions  differed  considerably  in  the  early  days,  Grand  Sire 
Weiss  stated  that  his  understanding  of  the  reason  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Germany  had  not  accepted  the  1900  charter  was  the  reasoning  that 
it  was  not  construed,  in  Germany,  to  be  as  liberal  as  the  charter  under  which 
it  was  then  working.  We  could  not  get  that  viewpoint. 

You  w7ho  are  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Order  will  remember  that 
that  great  and  influential  brother,  Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Herman 
Block,  he  who  did  so  much  to  encourage  the  work  of  this  Order  in  Europe, 
and  who  spent  so  much  of  his  time  and  money  in  behalf  of  the  Order  over 
there,  complained  to  this  Body,  that,  by  the  charter  of  1900,  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  was  surrendering  the  most  of  its  sovereignty  in  the  quasi¬ 
independent  Grand  Jurisdictions  accepting  it.  At  this  time,  while  there 
probably  could  not  be  found  any  considerable  sentiment,  at  least  among 
officials,  for  abrogation  of  the  guaranties  contained  in  the  new  charter, 
in  Jurisdictions  where  it  has  been  accepted,  yet,  in  practice,  there  seems 
to  be  a  desire  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  European  Grand  Jurisdictions  to 
have  a  closer  touch  with  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  We  look  upon  the 
present  tendency,  if  such  it  may  be  called,  and,  even  though  in  many 
instances  the  tendency  may  be  unconscious  on  the  part  of  our  members  over 
there,  yet  we  look  upon  it  as  a  very  hopeful  sign  for  the  future,  looking 
toward  the  time  when  this  body  could  very  appropriately  and  quite 
naturally  be  the  sovereign  directing  head  of  the  whole  Order,  with  re¬ 
sponsibilities  everywhere  divided  among  Grand  Bodies  as  they  now  are  on 
the  North  American  continent. 

As  heretofore  mentioned,  the  question  of  the  Circle  in  Paris,  and  the 
desirability  of  having  the  Order  planted  firmly  in  France  and  particularly 
in  the  great  city  of  Paris,  was  given  much  consideration  in  the  conference 
and  was  finally  disposed  of  in  the  manner  indicated  in  this  report  under  the 
heading  “  France.” 
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One  of  the  most  interesting  matters  presented  to  the  conference,  was 
an  address  by  Dr.  Bergquist,  Grand  Sire  of  Sweden,  on  the  subject, 
“Simplicity  in  Work  and  Signs.”  We  hoped  to  give  this  in  full  in  this 
report  and  Dr.  Bergquist  promised  to  have  the  translation  mailed  to  us  in 
time,  but  for  some  reason,  it  had  failed  to  reach  us  at  the  time  of  closing 
this  supplemental  report. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Sire  of  Sweden  seemed  to  favor  a  very  great 
degree  of  elimination.  His  arguments  for  it  were  lucid  and  worthy  of 
the  great  student  that  he  is.  In  the  consideration  of  his  viewpoint,  it  should 
be  remembered  that  the  regular  lodge  work  in  the  most  of  European 
countries  is  done  in  the  initiatory  degree  instead  of  in  the  third  degree. 

The  discussion  of  his  address  disclosed  that  the  sentiment  was  somewhat 
divided,  but,  we  think  we  may  safely  say  that  the  preponderance  of  it 
favored  a  simplification  of  the  work. 

Grand  Sire  Iyssel  de  Scheppers  of  Netherlands,  gave  a  very  brilliant 
address  on  our  duty  as  an  Order,  in  efforts  to  prevent  war.  His  address 
was  a  learned  exposition  of  his  viewys  on  this  question  and  showed  that  in 
his  Grand  Jurisdiction  much  had  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  educa¬ 
tion  along  these  lines. 

Sitting  around  the  conference  table  were  men  representing  countries 
where  might  be  found  almost  every  shade  of  feeling  with  reference  to 
militaristic  questions.  It  was  not  to  be  expected  that  all  would  agree  with 
him.  They  did  not.  While  every  man  present  expressed  himself  as  opposed 
to  the  thought  of  war,  yet,  several  felt  that  to  permit  a  discussion  of  the 
question  in  lodge  rooms,  would  be  easily  misconstrued  in  some  countries 
where  there  is  misunderstanding  and  ignorance  in  regard  to  our  work.  The 
thought  was  expressed  that  in  those  countries,  those  who  were  not  familiar 
with  our  work,  would  infer  that  ours  was  a  secret  political  organization. 
How  little  do  we  in  America,  in  this  day,  realize  the  blessings  that  we  enjoy 
here  under  the  protecting  care  of  a  great  western  civilization. 

Among  the  salient  points  expressed  by  Grand  Sire  Iyssel  de  Scheppers 
was  that  “  war  was  caused  by  economic  conditions,”  “  war  can  only  be 
averted  by  education  and  by  eliminating  jealousies,”  that  “  there  is  no  use 
of  fine  words,  in  ritualistic  expression,  unless  we  bring  them  to  full  fruition.” 

A  question  of  much  interest  to  European  members  and  which  caused 
lengthy  discussion,  was  the  one  relating  to  exchanging  children,  among 
members  of  the  Order  over  there  for  the  purposes  of  assisting  in  their 
educational  development.  This  has  been  followed,  to  some  extent,  with 
what  seemed  to  them  very  desirable  and  satisfactory  results.  This  of  course, 
involves  only  a  temporary  exchange  so  that  the  child  of  a  family  who  desires 
certain  educational  facilities  not  available  near  the  home,  would  go  into 
the  family  of  a  brother  elsewhere  where  the  facilities  for  the  education 
desired  were  at  hand.  Reciprocating,  the  family  from  which  the  child  went 
would  receive  another  who  wished  the  particular  educational  facilities  ob¬ 
tainable  in  that  city  or  community. 

Much  attention  was  given  to  the  question  of  finding  employment  for 
brothers  who  might  be  out  of  work  and  the  dissemination  of  information 
in  the  various  countries  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

A  desire  was  expressed  on  the  part  of  the  officials  present  to  receive 
copies  of  the  fraternal  publications  in  America.  We  assured  them  that  we 
would  be  glad  to  make  known  their  desires. 

Interest  was  expressed  in  the  final  solution  of  the  language  question  m  ' 
American  lodges,  and  we  gave  them  the  status  of  that  question  as  deter¬ 
mined  by  your  enactments. 
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Many  questions  were  asked  of  us  in  regard  to  stipulated  benefits  under 
the  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Stipulated  benefits  are  little 
known  or  understood  in  Europe.  In  nearly  every  country  over  there,  since 
the  trouble  with  the  authorities  over  the  question  in  the  early  days  in 
Germany,  have  kept  clear  of  its  influence  and  have,  on  the  contrary,  prac¬ 
ticed  a  real  fraternalism  without  involving  any  business  relation  so  far  as 
the  attitude  of  the  lodge  toward  the  duty  owed  to  members  was  con¬ 
cerned.  If  financial  assistance  is  actually  needed,  it  is  furnished  promptly 
and  in  good  measure.  If  it  is  not  needed,  the  resources  of  the  lodge  are 
conserved  against  the  time  when  needy  ones  will  have  cause  for  receiving  it. 
As  a  result,  the  Order  over  there  has  found  the  time,  and  a  way,  to  do  many 
things  for  those  outside  the  Order  and  for  community  uplift.  The  natural 
sequence  of  this  attitude  is  that  in  all  countries  excepting  in  those  where 
there  is  militant  or  latent  opposition  to  the  Order,  it  has  a  very  high  stand¬ 
ing  among  all  officials  of  the  government  and  in  the  estimation  of  the 
people  generally,  regardless  of  whether  they  were  members  or  not. 

Many  questions  were  asked  in  regard  to  the  color  question.  The  most 
of  the  members  there  seem  quite  at  a  loss  to  understand  our  attitude  when 
it  is  considered  in  connection  with  our  ritualistic  expressions  and  our  aspi¬ 
rations  for  world-wide  brotherhood.  Many  expressed  to  me  the  thought 
that  at  least  the  advanced  races  of  whatever  color  ought  not  to  be  pro¬ 
scribed,  saying  that,  after  all,  the  real  qualification  for  membership  must 
be  passed  upon  by  the  subordinate  Body  at  the  time  of  action  upon  the 
application.  They  stated,  and  with  considerable  logic  in  their  argument, 
that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  had  left  it  to  the  judgment  of  the  subor¬ 
dinate  bodies  to  determine  upon  the  fitness  of  the  applicant,  excepting  that 
it  had  said,  in  effect,  that  the  subordinate  was  not  qualified  to  decide  if 
the  applicant  happened  to  be  of  anything  excepting  the  white  race. 

This  matter  is  called  to  your  attention,  not  for  the  purposes  of  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  question  at  this  time,  but  that  you  may  know  how  our  brethren 
over  there  analyze  our  actions  and  many  times  are  at  a  loss  to  understand 
how  we  come  to  our  conclusions.  They  suggested  that  they  were  aware  of 
the  age-old  jealousies  and  prejudices  which  jeopardized  Europe’s  peace  and 
prosperity  and,  in  many  ways,  greatly  hindered  the  advance  of  the  Order, 
but  they  also  suggested  that  America,  too,  had  some  prejudices  which,  to 
them,  were  unexplainable  and  which  seemed  in  a  measure  to  dull  our 
altruism. 

The  Encampment  branch  came  in  for  more  or  less  discussion  with  the 
members  in  Europe.  In  some  places  it  seemed  to  be  serving  a  real  pur¬ 
pose  and  to  be  greatly  appreciated.  In  others,  there  seemed  to  be  a  desire 
to  be  allowed  to  dispense  with  it.  In  several  of  the  countries  where  legis¬ 
lation  has  been  so  shaped  that,  in  effect,  it  has  become  a  higher  degree 
for  subordinate  members,  and  really  a  part  of  the  subordinate  lodge  work, 
it  is  planned  that  it  is  only  given  as  a  reward  for  real  service  to  the  Order. 
In  those  countries  the  meetings  are  not  held  frequently,  but  are  made  of 
much  inspiration  and  importance  when  held  and  a  real  event  in  the  work 
and  the  history  of  the  Order. 

In  most  countries  the  practice  has  obtained  to  reorganize  few  encamp¬ 
ments,  and  then  only  when  the  prospect  for  success  seems  assured.  Each 
member  of  the  encampment  branch  that  we  met  in  Europe  seemed  to  be 
unusually  proud  of  his  affiliation.  This  condition,  of  course,  did  not  obtain 
in  those  countries  in  which  there  seemed  to  be  a  desire  to  be  permitted  to 
dispense  with  the  Encampment  branch. 
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In  addition-  to  the  regular  sessions  of  the  conference,  there  were  many 
social  functions  in  which  hundreds  of  brothers  and  sisters  participated. 
The  most  notable  of  these  was  the  great  lodge  meeting  held  in  the  temple 
of  the  Order  in  Bern.  It  was  a  most  pleasant  and  auspicious  occasion.  In 
this  meeting  the  congratulations  and  felicitations  of  the  members  in  Switzer¬ 
land  were  extended  to  the  visiting  Grand  Sires,  Grand  Representative 
Cramton  and  the  other  visitors. 

The  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  called  upon  to  re¬ 
spond  in  behalf  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  world  of  Odd 
Fellowship.  Dr.  Weiss  was  called  upon  to  respond  in  behalf  of  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Grand  Sires.  It  was  a  great  meeting  and  will  long  be  remembered  by 
all  present.  After  the  close,  we  were  delighted  to  meet  in  the  audience  six 
brothers  from  American  lodges.  This  meeting  was  followed  by  a  splendid 
banquet  in  the  great  banquet  hall  of  the  temple.  At  this  time  eloquent 
addresses  were  given  by  several  of  the  visiting  Grand  Sires  and  by  Grand 
Representative  Cramton  who  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the  many  cour¬ 
tesies  extended  to  him  and  also  of  the  fact  that  he  appreciated  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  see  and  know  the  European  officials  and  to  get  from  them  their 
views  on  the  work  of  the  Order  which  would  be  of  value  to  him  in  his 
work  on  the  Committee  on  Order  Abroad  and  which  would  permit  him  to 
be  better  able  to  deal  with  such  questions  as  might  come  to  that  committee. 
He  gave  a  fine  address  and  stressed  the  significance  of  this  international 
contact. 

We  may  add  that  all  seemed  to  be  pleased  to  have  Grand  Representative 
Cramton  present  and  to  accord  to  him  and  his  family  all  the  courtesies 
that  were  accorded  to  Mrs.  Thompson  and  the  Grand  Sire. 

I  would  be  derelict  in  my  duty  did  I  not  mention  the  fine  courtesies 
everywhere  exhibited  by  the  members  in  Switzerland.  After  the  close  of 
the  conference,  the  Grand  Sires  and  Grand  Representative  Cramton  were 
their  guests  on  that  famous  railroad  trip  from  Bern,  up  the  Jungfrau,  per¬ 
haps  the  most  famous  glacier  in  all  the  world,  and  then  on  by  train  to 
Grindelwald,  where  we  spent  the  night  as  their  guests.  The  next  morning 
we  were  met  by  members  from  Bern  and  other  Swiss  cities  with  twenty-two 
automobiles,  when  we  were  taken  on  an  all-day  ride  through  the  Swiss 
Alps,  with  the  trip  ending  at  Bern  on  the  evening  of  that  day. 

Our  experiences  in  Europe  have  led  us  to  have  a  very  high  regard  for 
our  whole  membership  over  there.  Their  personnel  is  high,  extremely  so. 
It  is  perhaps  true  that  at  times  they  may  be  too  conservative  in  the  matter 
of  membership,  and  because  of  their  limited  membership  are  sometimes 
circumscribed  in  their  activities,  yet  we  are  consoled  by  the  fact  that  if 
they  have  erred,  it  is  on  the  side  of  safety.  The  respect  with  which  they 
hold  the  Order  is  pronounced  and  they  rigidly  require  that  that  high 
standard  shall  be  maintained. 

In  writing  this  report  of  the  conference  we  have  had  to  depend  upon 
our  memory  and  some  very  meagre  notes  that  we  made  for  the  reason  that 
the  translation  of  the  minutes  of  the  sessions  had  not  reached  us  up  to  the 
time  of  closing  the  report.  It  was  planned  that  translation  of  the  corrected, 
minutes  would  be  mailed  to  each  Grand  Sire,  but,  owing  to  inefficiencies 
in  the  mail  service  somewhere,  the  translation  did  not  reach  us. 

DISPOSITION  OF  THE  BALANCE  OF  THE  FUND  FOR  THE 
RELIEF  OF  THE  BRETHREN  IN  GERMANY. 

By  your  action  you  placed  the  administration  of  this  fund  in  the  hands 
of  the  General  Relief  Committee  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  At  the 
meeting  of  that  committee  prior  to  our  sailing  for  Europe,  the  Grand  Sire 
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was  authorized  to  make  such  final  disposition  of  the  balance  remaining  in 
the  fund  as  should  seem  wise  to  him  after  having  visited  Germany  and 
after  having  made  a  general  survey  as  to  the  economic  conditions  there 
as  they  affect  our  members. 

As  elsewhere  described,  we  traveled  much  in  Germany,  and  the  discussion 
here  will  make  the  reasons  obvious.  Because  of  that  travel,  we  had  an 
opportunity  to  see  much  of  the  actual  conditions  prevailing.  We  found 
that  there  was  still  much  unemployment,  but  that  it  did  not  affect  the 
members  of  our  Order  to  any  very  serious  extent.  Where  the  need  for 
financial  assistance  was  imperative  they  were  being  looked  after  under  the 
very  able  and  painstaking  care  of  Grand  Sire  Weiss. 

Having  previously  asked  for  a  conference  with  the  officers  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Germany  and  with  as  many  Grand  Officers  of  the  various  district 
Grand  Lodges  in  Germany  as  could  possibly  get  to  Berlin,  and,  having 
ascertained  the  facts  cited  above,  we  met  these  officers  in  the  Hotel  Bristol 
in  that  city  and  spent  a  whole  afternoon  going  thoroughly  into  the  whole 
question. 

After  listening  to  the  views  of  those  present  and  desiring  to  do  something 
which  would  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  Order  there,  desiring  to  to  do 
something  that  would  cause  our  members  there  to  be  drawn  closer  in  the 
bonds  of  a  common  purpose  and  a  common  sympathy,  and,  after  finding  that 
there  was  not  a  pressing  need  for  the  use  of  the  balance  of  the  fund  raised 
for  German  relief,  we  suggested  to  the  assembled  brethren  that  the  balance 
in  that  fund,  in  the  treasury  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  be  turned 
over  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany,  to  be  used  as  the  foundation  of  a 
permanent  endowment  fund,  only  the  income  from  which  could  ever  be 
used,  and  that  only  for  extraordinary  cases  requiring  financial  relief.  This 
proposal  was  made  with  the  understanding  that  the  members  in  Germany 
were  to  add  to  that  fund,  as  finances  would  permit,  so  that  it  might 
eventually  be  built  to  proportions  such  that  the  income  therefrom  would 
be  large  enough  to  be  of  real  practical  service  in  times  of  great 
catastrophe  or  calamity.  The  German  members  present  hailed  this  pro¬ 
posal  with  delight  and  expressed  themselves  most  heartily  in  accord  with  it. 

We  asked  that  a  signed  memorandum  of  the  agreement,  both  in  German 
and  in  English,  be  prepared  and  presented  to  us  so  that  we  might  present 
it  to  you  as  an  evidence  of  the  mutual  understanding  and  good  faith. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  said  memorandum,  prepared  and  signed:

“  Bristol  Hotel,  Berlin  W.,  July  13,  1926. 

“  Proceedings  of  special  meeting  held  at  the  Bristol  Hotel  and  presided 
over  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  Herbert  A.  Thompson.  It  was 
the  pleasure  of  this  committee  to  come  to  the  following  agreement :  That  a 
certain  amount,  at  present  under  custody  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
and  intended  for  the  relief  of  German  Odd  Fellows,  shall  at  once  be  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Grand  Sire  of  Germany.  It  is  further  understood  that  this 
money  must  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  as  intended,  and 
furthermore  that  this  amount  shall  be  added  to  a  relief  fund  already  exist¬ 
ing  and  the  total  amount  to  be  invested  to  the  best  advantage.  The  interest 
accruing  from  such  investment  may  be  used  for  the  relief  of  German 
brothers. 

“  This  relief  fund  shall  be  a  permanent  one  and  the  capital  must  not  be 
drawn  on.  The  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany  are  authorized  for 
the  full  administration  of  this  relief  fund.

The  original  copies  in  English  and  in  German  are  now  in  possession  of 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  under  the  terms  of  the  trust 
there  could  probably  have  been  no  legal  disposition  of  this  fund  except, 
using  the  expression  used  in  the  letters  asking  for  the  contributions,  “  for 
the  relief  of  our  brethren  in  Germany.”  It  is  believed  that  this  disposition 
comes  liberally  within  the  terms  of  the  trust. 

On  the  reception  of  the  signed  memorandum,  we  wrote  Grand  Secretary 
Kroh,  requesting  that  the  total  balance  in  this  fund  be  remitted  to 
Dr.  August  Weiss,  Grand  Sire  of  Germany. 

This  will  close  this  account  which  has  been  carried  on  our  books  all  the 
years  since  it  was  raised.  We  believe  its  final  disposition  meets  with  the 
hearty  approval  of  the  officers  in  Germany. 

We  trust  that  our  actions  in  the  matter  have  met  with  your  approval. 

APPRECIATION. 

We  should  not  close  this  report  without  expressing  our  thanks  to  all 
who  in  any  way  assisted  us  in  this  endeavor.  All  those  fine  expressions  of 
regard  and  well-wishes  so  generally  received  from  the  members  in  Europe, 
have  been  engraved  on  the  tablets  of  our  memory  and  will  ever  be 
cherished. 

We  would  especially  mention  the  services  of  Grand  Representative 
Cramton  in  arranging  for  our  passports  and  diplomatic  visas  by  the  legations 
in  Washington,  of  all  the  countries  visited.  This  thoughtfulness  helped  us 
over  many  rough  places  ordinarily  incident  to  European  travel  and  for  which 
our  thanks  are  due  him. 


CONCLUSION. 

Now  we  have  come  to  the  close  of  this  supplemental  report.  We  feel  that 
we  should  apologize  for  its  length  but  we  could  not  do  less  and  give  to  you 
the  report  and  the  information  to  which  you  are  entitled. 
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We  have  finished  our  work  in  official  capacity  for  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  How  well  or  ill  it  has  been  done  is  not  for  us  to  say.  At  any  rate, 
we  have  given  all,  in  the  way  of  time  and  effort,  for  the  past  two  years, 
to  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship.  We  trust  that  some  of  it,  at  least,  has 
been  of  value.  We  have  permitted  no  considerations  of  personal  nature  to 
stand  between  us  and  duty  to  the  great  Fraternity  which  has  so  signally 
honored  us. 

We  could  have  done  less  than  that  and  maintained  our  own  self-respect. 
We  have  always  said  the  thing  that  we  believed  ought  to  be  said  and  have 
always  done  the  thing  that  we  thought  ought  to  be  done,  regardless  of 
whether  it  might  strike  a  popular  chord  or  whether  it  might  meet  opposi¬ 
tion.  To  always  follow  that  course,  was  by  no  means  the  easiest.  We  have 
tried  to  be  honest  in  our  expressions  and  in  our  attitude,  both  with  you 
and  with  ourselves.  We  could  not  have  done  more;  we  should  not  have 
done  less.

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  his  annual  report,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Distribution  of  Grand  Officer's 
Reports. 
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To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Officers  and  Representatives:  Another  year  has  passed,  and  it  again 
becomes  necessary  to  submit  a  report  of  the  work  of  the  Order  to  the  one 
hundred  and  second  annual  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  In 
doing  so,  I  regret  to  advise  you  that  the  year’s  work  has  not  produced  the 
results  hoped  for  or  anticipated,  as  all  branches  of  the  Order  show  a  loss  in 
membership,  notwithstanding  the  splendid  efforts  put  forth  by  the  Executive 
Officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  supported  by  the  officers  of  the 
various  Grand  Jurisdictions  to  reduce  the  number  of  suspensions  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues. 

It  is  safe  to  say,  however,  that  activities  in  this  direction  have  not  been  lost 
in  the  effort  to  reduce  the  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues.  The  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  entire  membership  has  been  focussed  on  this  important  subject, 
with  the  result  that  in  the  years  to  come  much  more  attention  is  going  to 
be  paid  members  who  show  an  inclination  to  become  delinquent,  and  no 
doubt  thousands  of  desirable  members  will  be  saved  to  the  Order  that  would 
otherwise,  under  conditions  heretofore  existing,  been  allowed  to  become  so 
far  in  arrears  as  to  be  liable  to  suspension.  A  spirit  of  optimism  seems  to 
prevail  throughout  the  country. 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  statistical  reports  for  all  branches  of  the  Order, 
including  a  detailed  report  of  the  business  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1926.  The  result  of  the  Patriarchs  Mili¬ 
tant  work  will  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Adjutant-General. 

The  loss  in  subordinate  membership  under  the  direct  jurisdiction  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  was 
24,533,  as  compared  with  23,354  in  1924.  The  loss  in  encampment  member¬ 
ship  was  6086,  as  compared  with  4448  in  1924.  The  loss  in  Rebekah  mem¬ 
bership  was  5168,  as  compared  with  a  gain  of  6480  in  1924.  However,  the 
entire  loss  in  the  Rebekah  branch  is  from  the  brothers,  as  the  sisters  show 
an  increase  of  3674. 

The  total  subordinate  membership  throughout  the  world,  December  31, 
1925,  was  1,872,264,  as  compared  with  1,893,504  in  1924.  The  total  encamp¬ 
ment  membership  on  December  31,  1925,  was  344,482,  as  compared  with 
349,230  in  1924.  The  total  Rebekah  membership  December  31,  1925,  was 
1,075,634,  as  compared  with  1,080,08  in  1924.  Total  number  of  persons  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Order  on  December  31,  1925,  was  2,637,661,  as  compared 
with  2,654,510  in  1924. 

RELIEF  AND  RECEIPTS  OF  SUBORDINATES  IN  1925. 

The  total  expenditures  for  relief  in  1925  were  $7,751,973.63,  as  compared 
with  $7,717,975.38  in  1924.  The  receipts  of  subordinates  were  $27,632,441.73, 
as  compared  with  $28,051,246.19  in  1924.  The  total  invested  funds  of  Grand 
and  subordinate  bodies  in  1925  were  $95,414,464.05,  as  compared  with 
$100,622,894.70  in  1924.  The  total  amount  expended  for  relief  from  1830  to 
1925  has  been  $239,606,005.02. 
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BUSINESS  OF  GRAND  SECRETARY’S  OFFICE. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1925,  were  $174,290.24, 
as  compared  with  $184,108.03  for  the  preceding  year. 

HOMES  OF  THE  ORDER. 

The  Homes  of  the  Order  seem  to  be  the  objects  of  ever-increasing  interest 
and  support  of  our  membership  throughout  the  country,  as  from  many 
sources  come  reports  of  increased  facilities  for  the  care  and  comfort  of 
the  orphans  and  indigent  members.  This  spirit  is  commendable,  but  it 
should  be,  ever  borne  in  mind  that  the  maintenance  of  our  numerical 
strength  in  the  subordinate  bodies  is  the  essential  feature  of  our  work,  for 
unless  wre  retain  or  increase  our  present  membership,  many  of  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  will  eventually  find  that  they  will  lack  the  means  to  support  their 
Homes,  as  at  present  existing,  and  without  the  means  to  provide  increased 
facilities  to  meet  the  constant  demand  that  is  being  made  upon  them. 

THE  FRATERNAL  PRESS. 

The  Fraternal  Press  continues  to  contribute  unstintingly  a  vast  amount 
of  influence  for  the  good  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  no  criticism  of  their 
work  and  policies  can  be  made,  but  on  the  other  hand,  they  should  be 
highly  commended  and  more  generally  supported  by  our  membership. 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

From  returns  from  Grand  Bodies  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  it  is  learned  that  the  number  of  Grand  Representatives  com¬ 
posing  the  Body  for  the  session  of  1926  will  be  reduced  by  four,  all  of  whom 
were  lost  to  Grand  Encampments,  as  follows:  Alabama,  Manitoba,  Quebec 
and  Wyoming. 

The  Body  for  1926  will,  therefore,  consist  of  210  Representatives. 


NECROLOGY. 

A  message  of  sorrow  went  out  to  Odd  Fellowship  throughout  the  country 
on  November  27,  announcing  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Henry  V. 
Borst,  and  former  Supreme  Court  Justice  of  Amsterdam,  N.  Y.,  which 
occurred  late  in  the  afternoon  of  Thanksgiving  Day,  November  26. 

Judge  Borst  with  his  wife  was  in  attendance  at  a  small  dinner  party 
given  in  honor  of  a  personal  friend  living  in  Albany,  and  in  less  than  15 
minutes  before  the  fatal  attack  had  concluded  an  address,  and  was  listening 
to  and  apparently  enjoying  other  addresses,  when  he  turned  to  Mrs.  Borst 
and  complained  of  being  ill.  The  illness,  apparently  slight,  continued  and 
became  acute.  An  ambulance  was  called  and  Judge  Borst.  was  removed 
to  a  hospital  where  he  expired  soon  after  arriving  at  the  institution. 

Information  comes  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  that  in  July,  1925, 
Bro.  William  Reid,  Past  Grand  Sire,  was  called  to  his  eternal  home.  The 
demise  of  Brother  Reid  was  especially  sad  to  the  Australian  membership,  as 
only  a  month  or  two  prior  to  his  death,  Bro.  George  T.  Clarke,  Past  Grand 
Sire,  had  passed  away,  and  we  are  advised  that  these  brothers  had  been 
lifelong  friends  and  companions.

It  is  accumulating  an  Orphans’  Home  Fund,  and  may  at  some  future  time 
establish  a  Home. 

Saskatchewan. — We  have  no  Home  of  our  own  in  this  Jurisdiction, ‘but 
we  have  a  working  arrangement  with  the  Jurisdiction  of  Manitoba  to  care  for 
our  needy  cases  in  their  Home,  and  we  are  at  present  maintaining  nine 
children  and  one  adult  from  this  Jurisdiction  in  Manitoba’s  Home. 

Switzerland. — Has  a  fund  for  the  establishment  of  a  Home. 

Wyoming.— Creating  a  fund  to  build  a  Home.  We  have  about  640  acres 
of  land  for  this  purpose,  and  a  substantial  fund  for  the  purpose  of  building 
a  Home. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Attention  is  especially  called  to  the  following  letters  received  from 
different  Jurisdictions,  relative  to  the  general  condition  of  the  Order: 

Alabama. — C.  O.  Jacobs,  Grand  Scribe:  “I  am  sorry  to  say  the  outlook 
for  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  is  not  very  bright.  For  some  cause  we  are 
unable  to  get  our  subordinate  membership  awakened  to  this  wonderful  work. 
However  I  will  state  we  are  not  discouraged  and  hope  to  soon  be  on  the 
upgrade  in  Alabama.” 

Lilia  Jacobs,  Secretary:  “  The  reports  from  the  lodges  show  that  the  year 
1925  has  been  the  best  year  in  the  history  of  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in 
Alabama.  Although  there  have  been  some  suspensions,  there  has  been  a  won¬ 
derful  gain  in  membership.  There  are  now  3532  Rebekahs  in  the  State  and 
all  are  working  harmoniously  together  for  the  Home  at  Cullman  and  for 
the  upbuilding  of  the  Order.  Their  part  of  the  work  for  the  Home  this  term 
is  paying  for  40  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  Home  which  will  cost  $2500. 
This  land  has  a  two-story  building  on  it  and  is  considered  a  splendid 
investment. 

“  ‘  We  fail  not,  falter  not,  weary  not  in  well  doing.’  ” 

Alberta. — O.  E.  Tisdale,  Grand  Secretary:  “  As  you  will  no  doubt  have 
noticed,  this  Jurisdiction  shows  another  small  percentage  of  loss  of  member¬ 
ship  for  the  year  1925. 

“  However  from  reports  to  hand  from  subordinates  throughout  the 
Jurisdiction,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  the  tide  has  turned  and  that  we  may 
look  for  a  material  increase  in  membership  for  the  current  year.” 

Ada  Day,  Secretary:  “  The  Rebekah  Branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Alberta 
is  in  a  very  encouraging  condition.  Although  we  only  instituted  one  lodge  in 
1925,  we  strengthened  several  of  the  weak  ones.  Our  President,  Sister 
M.  M.  Hawkes,  instituted  a  lodge  on  April  21,  at  Namaka,  and  we  also 
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have  in  three  more  applications.  I  regret  to  say  we  have  not  a  Home  in 
Alberta,  our  branch  of  the  Order  has  established  a  Home  Furnishing  Fund,  to 
the  credit  of  which  we  now  have  $6444.18,  with  the  offer  of  two  wards  fur¬ 
nished  by  individual  lodges,  viz:  Dominion,  No.  41,  and  Clarion,  No.  76.” 

Arizona. — Arthur  H.  Hargrave,  Grand  Secretary :  “  I  am  glad  to  report 
a  great  gain  in  real  Odd  Fellowship.  Our  gain  is  not  in  members,  but  in 
good  work  well  done.  Our  Grand  Master,  Fred  C.  Moore,  has  planted  seed 
that  will  ripen  and  bring  fruit  for  ages.  The  visit  to  our  Jurisdiction  by 
Grand  Sire  Thompson  I  believe  was  one  of  the  greatest  things  he  could  have 
done  for  us. 

“Arizona  as  a  State  is  fast  coming  to  the  front  and  the  Odd  Fellows  of 
Arizona  are  a  part  of  the  people  who  are  behind  the  boom  for  our  State. 
It  looks  like  we  will  make  good  gains  in  membership.” 

Nettie  Scott,  Secretary:  “The  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in 
Arizona  is  in  a  very  encouraging  condition.  The  reports  show  a  gain  of  204, 
of  which  33  are  brothers  and  171  are  sisters;  the  suspensions  were  not  as 
great  as  last  year,  and  we  hope  at  the  end  of  this  year  there  will  not  be 
one  suspension.  Since  we  are  having  schools  of  instruction  throughout  the 
State,  the  officers  of  the  lodges  are  doing  better  work  and  the  members 
are  taking  a  greater  interest  in  the  lodge  meetings. 

“  In  October,  1925,  this  Jurisdiction  was  highly  honored  by  having  Grand 
Sire  Thompson  and  wife  as  their  guests  for  a  day.  In  the  afternoon  Grand 
Sire  Thompson  gave  a  most  instructive  talk  and  took  up  at  length  the 
subject  of  suspension  of  members.  The  Grand  Sire  explained  sections  of 
the  Code  on  this  matter  so  as  to  leave  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  members 
how  to  proceed  so  as  not  to  suspend  members. 

“As  our  Assembly  does  not  meet  until  June  7,  I  cannot  tell  any  of  the 
things  of  interest  that  may  happen,  and  we  hope  hereafter  we  will  meet  at 
our  usual  time  the  third  Monday  in  April.” 

Arkansas. — R.  S.  Whitlock,  Grand  Secretary:  “  We  feel  that  the  Order  in 
this  Jurisdiction  is  making  steady  progress.  There  is  more  real  fraternal 
interest  in  the  State  to-day  than  there  has  been  in  years.  We  feel  veiy 
optimistic  in  regard  to  the  future  and  believe  that  Odd  Fellowship  in 
Arkansas  is  rapidly  coming  to  the  front.” 

F.  C.  Pardee,  Grand  Scribe:  “There  has  been  no  special  movement  on 
foot  during  the  past  year  to  increase  the  membership,  and  as  a  result  we 
are  about  at  a  standstill.  However,  some  of  the  reports  are  encouraging  and 
several  of  the  large  encampments  are  doing  splendid  work.  There  may 
be  a  falling  off  in  interest  to  some  extent  during  the  next  few  months, 
but  I  feel  sure  we  will  take  on  new  life  in  the  fall.” 

Emma  Hamilton,  Secretary :  “  The  condition  of  the  Rebekah  branch  of 
Odd  Fellowship  in  Arkansas  is  on  the  upward  trend;  while  we  have  not 
reached  the  goal  we  had  set,  we  have  however  much  to  be  thankful 
for.  Three  lodges  have  been  instituted  since  our  last  report  and  two  more 
under  way  that  will  be  instituted  in  a  short  time.  We  have  done  our  best 
to  co-operate  with  the  Grand  Sire  in  the  matter  of  suspensions,  and  we 
hope  for  a  better  showing  for  1926.  The  conditions  in  our  Home  are  good. 
There  are  63  children  and  seven  widows  in  the  Home.” 

British  Columbia. — Frances  A.  Walker,  Secretary:  “  Im  am  pleased  to 
report  a  net  gain  of  402  members  for  the  year  1925.  No  new  lodges  insti- 
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tuted.  Our  I.  0.  O.  F.  Furnishing  Fund  has  increased  to  $6958.83.  We  have 
sustained  a  great  loss  through  the  death  of  our  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Fred 
Davey,  who  passed  away  April  24  of  this  year.  Brother  Davey  had  served 
as  Grand  Secretary  for  42  years.” 

California. — U.  S.  G.  Clifford,  Grand  Secretary :  “  At  no  time,  perhaps, 
curing  recent  years  have  conditions  seemed  more  favorable  or  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  more  promising  than  during  the  one  just  closed,  yet  results  have 
been  disappointing. 

“  The  new  law  reducing  the  minimum  age  limit  of  candidates  which 
became  effective  January  1,  1925,  was  welcomed  with  enthusiasm  and  a 
record-breaking  year  seemed  assured;  but  while  we  enrolled  569  young 
men  under  the  age  of  21  years,  the  total  of  our  year’s  increase  is  only  530. 
The  Order  is  much  alive  in  building  activities  and  the  financial  situation 
is  sound.” 

M.  H.  Ludlow,  Grand  Scribe:  “Encampment  Odd  Fellowship  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  is  in  splendid  condition,  both  numerically  and  financially.  While 
the  increase  in  membership  for  the  year  1925  was  not  equal  to  the  gain  in 
some  preceding  years,  we  are  pleased  with  our  condition,  and  all  are  working 
enthusiastically  to  make  the  year  1926  one  long  to  be  remembered. 

“We  were  indeed  happy  to  receive  the  visit  of  many  of  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  Officers  after  the  close  of  the  session  in  Portland  last  year. 
Their  presence  and  good  will,  added  to  the  fraternal  intercourse,  created 
an  inspiration  that  inspires  us  to  try  and  do  more  for  the  upbuilding  and 
fruition  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

Colorado. — O.  E.  Jackson,  Grand  Secretary:  “In  spite  of  all  our  efforts 
during  the  year  1925,  we  are  compelled,  much  to  our  regret,  to  record  a 
loss  of  membership  in  our  subordinate  lodges.  I  am  not  going  to  attempt 
any  special  explanation  or  make  any  excuses,  plausible  or  otherwise, 
for  this  condition  of  affairs.  Perhaps  we  were  just  a  little  bit  slower 
than  some  of  the  Jurisdictions  in  reaching  the  bottom,  if  we  have  even 
now.  Reports  from  -over  the  State  since  January  1  indicate  quite  a 
revival  of  activities  and  many  lodges  report  additions  to  their  mem¬ 
bership.  Many  ingenious  reasons  are  just  now  being  put  forward  from 
quite  a  few  able  sources  for  this  seeming  slump  in  the  progress  of  our 
Order  and  the  situation  gives  many  a  brother  an  opportunity  to  put  forward 
in  bold  relief  the  things  he  thinks  are  necessary  in  the  way  of  reform  and 
progress ;  but  I  prefer  to  believe,  at  least  for  the  present,  that  none  of  these 
things  have  much  to  do  with  the  backward  sweeping  curve  in  which  we 
now  find  ourselves  and  that  in  good  time  we  shall  again  be  on  the  highway 
of  prosperity  and  progress.” 

J.  M.  Norman,  Grand  Scribe:  “I  regret  exceedingly  that  I  cannot  show 
an  increase  instead  of  a  deficit  in  membership  this  year.  Of  course  the  loss 
was  occasioned  by  that  dreadful  decease,  ‘non-payment  of  dues.’  Not  that 
Colorado  has  lost  interest  in  the  matchless  principles  of  the  greatest  fraternal 
organization  in  the  world,  but  the  Supreme  Grand  Sire  has  not  seen  fit  to 
send  the  refreshing  showers  in  sufficient  quantity  to  produce  an  abundant 
crop  to  fill  our  coffers,  so  as  to  prevent  this  malady;  but  we  are  a  hopeful 
people  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  prosperous  year  when  we  will  no 
doubt  add  sufficient  new  material  to  overcome  our  losses  and  make  a 
satisfactory  gain  in  membership. 

“  I  am  very  glad  to  say  that  peace  and  harmony  prevail.” 
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Lily  I.  Lamont,  Secretary :  “  There  seems  to  be  a  revival  in  Rebekah 
Odd  Fellowship  since  the  first  of  the  year,  as  a  majority  of  the  lodges 
throughout  the  State  report  receiving  new  members.  A  great  part  of  this 
awakening  can  be  credited  to  the  visit  of  Herbert  A.  Thompson,  Grand 
Sire,  and  Jessie  Thompson,  Past  President  of  the  Association  of  Rebekah 
Assemblies,  at  the  last  session  of  the  Assembly,  as  their  addresses  were  an 
inspiration  to  the  delegates  to  return  to  their  lodges  and  increase  interest  in 
their  local  lodges. 

“  To-day  we  have  the  largest  number  of  lodges  in  the  history  of  the 
Rebekah  branch  in  Colorado.  While  our  membership  shows  a  loss  for  1925, 
we  feel  assured  that  the  renewed  interest  shown  will  give  us  the  pleasure 
of  showing  an  increase  in  membership  for  1926. 

Connecticut. — William  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Secretary:  “Report  for 
December  31,  1925,  membership  29,114,  loss  125;  assets  $1,332,841.53,  gain 
$12,698.99.  The  year  1925  seems  to  have  been  what  is  called  a  pruning 
year  and  am  in  hopes  that  the  dead-wood  has  been  practically  cleaned 
out  and  that  the  year  1926  will  show  a  large  increase  in  membership  and 
more  than  overcome  the  loss  for  1925.” 

William  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Scribe:  “The  report  for  1925  shows  mem¬ 
bership  7784,  a  loss  of  72;  assets,  $114,687.43,  a  gain  of  $3552.75.  I  am  at  a 
loss  to  account  for  the  slump  in  Connecticut  this  year  but  it  has  evidently 
been  the  pruning  year  all  right,  as  our  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues 
are  271,  but  we  are  not  discouraged  and  are  in  hopes  that  we  will  regain  our 
loss  in  1926  and  pass  the  8000  mark  in  membership.” 

Mary  E.  Johnson,  Secretary:  “I  am  indeed  pleased  to  report  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Connecticut  to  be 
most  gratifying. 

“  While  no  new  lodges  were  instituted  during  the  year  1925  the  net  gain 
for  the  year  was  449;  every  lodge  but  one  initiated  new  members.  Of  the 
66  lodges  we  have  only  one  with  a  membership  of  less  than  75. 

“No  year  in  the  history  of  the  Assembly  have  the  achievements  and 
accomplishments  been  so  pronounced.  The  Infirmary  for  which  we  have 
labored  is  now  a  reality.  From  the  Infirmary  Fund  the  sum  of  $26,500  has 
been  paid  for  the  erection  of  a  water  tower,  a  refrigerating  plant  and  an 
addition  to  the  dining  room.  The  lodges  and  individuals  have  been  most 
generous  in  their  contributions  for  the  purchase  of  bricks  and  for  the 
furnishings. 

“  Plans  are  being  made  for  the  dedication  of  the  Infirmary  early  in 
June  and  we  firmly  believe  it  will  be  free  from  debt.  The  Rebekah  branch 
are  justly  proud  and  happy  that  they  have  been  privileged  to  share  in 
this  work.” 

Cuba. — Carlos  E.  Cadalso,  Grand  Secretary :  “  I  am  very  glad  to  be 
able  tc  report  an  increase  in  all  branches  of  the  Order  in  our  Jurisdiction. 
During  the  year  1925  we  have  organized  seven  new  subordinate  lodges,  five 
Rebekah  lodges  and  three  encampments.  Our  membership  is  growing 
continually.  During  the  year  we  have  had  an  increase  of  759  members  in 
the  subordinate  lodges  and  310  in  the  Rebekah  lodges,  with  good  prospects 
for  the  future.  On  December  31,  1925,  the  Jurisdiction  of  Cuba  had  37 
subordinate  lodges  with  2836  members  and  seven  Rebekah  lodges  with 
379  members.  The  Patriarchal  branch  had  three  subordinate  encampments. 
I  believe  this  is  a  nice  work  for  a  one-year  old  Grand  Jurisdiction.  All

circular  letters  and  proclamations  from  the  Grand  Sire  reached  the  subor¬ 
dinate  bodies  in  their  own  language,  as  I  translated  them  into  Spanish.  They 
have  been  strictly  followed,  and  very  much  good  has  been  derived,  especially 
in  the  matter  of  suspensions. 

“  Let  me  tell  you,  with  a  great  deal  of  pride,  that  Cuba  is  a  wonderful 
land  for  the  expansion  of  Odd  Fellowship.  I  do  not  want  to  prophesy,  but  I 
dare  say  that,  though  the  business  conditions  prevailing  at  present  in  the 
Island  are  bad,  the  next  report  will  show  our  splendid  work  in  behalf  of 
the  Order  in  1926.” 

Delaware. — William  W.  Douty,  Grand  Secretary:  “While  we  have  had 
our  increases  and  decreases  in  our  Jurisdiction  and  after  summing  up  and 
trying  to  ascertain  what  we  have  gained  or  lost,  we  have  discovered  this 
fact,  that  we  are  now  down  to  rockbottom  as  far  as  our  suspensions  are 
concerned,  and  are  now  on  the  upward  move.  We  are  taking  into  the  Order 
a  considerable  number,  of  new  members,  and  we  seem  to  have  reached  that 
point  where  we  can  now  see  our  way  clear  to  report  to  you  that  this  Juris¬ 
diction  will  show  a  good  gain  in  membership  at  our  next  Grand  Lodge 
session;  of  course  our  finances  are  still  increasing  in  proportion  to  the  in¬ 
crease  in  membership.  In  fact,  the  Jurisdiction  of  Delaware  is  in  better 
condition  than  it  has  been  for  the  last  year  or  two.  As  a  Jurisdiction  the 
Odd  Fellows  of  Delaware  seem  to  have  awakened  and  it  is  our  fondest  wish 
that  we  may  be  able  to  report  to  you  in  our  next  report  some  very 
encouraging  figures.” 

Alfred  M.  Johnson,  Grand  Scribe:  “As  per  your  request  in  regards  to 
the  condition  of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  our  Order  I  will  state  that  I  am 
very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  net  gain  in  our  membership  at  this  time  of 
12.  While  our  gain  is  small  it  gives  us  encouragement  to  push  ahead  and 
strive  to  make  a  better  showing  for  the  coming  year.” 

District  of  Columbia. — Harry  L.  Andresen,  Grand  Secretary:  “We  had  a 
good  year  and  while  our  gain  was  only  21  in  membership,  we  have  made 
splendid  progress  along  other  lines  which  are  so  essential  to  our  beloved 
Fraternity.  We  are  looking  forward  to  a  big  year  for  26,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  we  shall,  without  doubt,  be  honored  by  the  election  of  a  Grand  Sire 
from  our  Jurisdiction.  This  coming  honor  has  stirred  our  membership  to  an 
intense  and  enthusiastic  endeavor  and  I  sincerely  believe  our  Jurisdiction 
will  have  a  wonderful  year.” 

Edna  Ohlander,  Secretary :  “  The  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  is  showing  a  gain  in  membership  this  year,  and 
can  be  proud  of  a  very  happy  and  prosperous  year.  Our  finances  have  been 
taken  care  of  in  a  very  happy  manner,  and  our  Home  is  better  in  every 
point  than  it  was  a  few  years  back.  While  we  have  only  a  few  residents,  we 
endeavor  to  make  them  happy  and  comfortable.  The  lodges  are  all  on 
the  upward  trend,  and  while  there  is  always  a  dropping  off  of  members 
and  willing  workers,  others  seem  to  arise  to  fill  their  places.  Love  can 
always  point  the  way  for  willing  hands.” 

Florida. — M.  M.  Little,  Grand  Secretary:  “  The  past  year  has  been  one  of 
experiment  for  Florida,  for  this  was  the  first  year  that  we  have  had  a  full¬ 
time  Grand  Secretary  on  the  job  all  the  time. 

“  However  we  feel  that  the  experiment  has  in  a  measure  been  a  success, 
for  the  reason  that  we  not  only  paid  the  additional  expense  of  increased

incidentals  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office  and  Grand  Secretary’s  salary, 
but  had  more  than  $1000  extra  in  the  Grand  Treasury  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  than  we  ever  had  before. 

“We  instituted  four  new  lodges  during  the  year,  but  lost  six  old  lodges  by 
consolidation  and  otherwise. 

“At  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  a  gain  of  about  450  in  membership. 

“  Our  Grand  Lodge  affairs  are  now  firmly  fixed  upon  a  good  solid  business 
basis  and  we  are  anticipating  the  best  year  ever,  in  ‘  Wonderful  Florida,’  the 
land  of  sunshine.” 

John  T.  Dale,  Grand  Scribe:  “  I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the  recent 
Grand  Encampment  session,  held  at  Palatka,  Fla.,  April  19,  1926,  was  a 
most  pleasant  and  harmonious  one,  showing  intense  and  unmistakable 
enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  its  members,  individually  and  collectively. 

“We  have  instituted  two  new  encampments  during  the  year  and  one  new 
encampment  immediately  after  the  Grand  Encampment  session,  and  the 
prospects  for  the  current  year  are  most  encouraging.” 

Josie  Morrow,  Secretary:  “During  the  year  1925  there  was  a  gain  in 
membership  in  Florida  of  399  members  and  seven  new  lodges  were  instituted. 
Our  Order  is  growing  in  every  section  of  the  State  and  every  one  is  taking 
such  an  interest  in  our  Home.  Our  Home  is  truly  the  ‘  Star  ’  of  Rebekah 
Odd  Fellowship  in  this  State.  While  Sister  Minnie  Collor  was  President 
she  would  ask  the  lodges  on  her  official  visits  to  contribute  something 
towards  buying  a  new  washing  machine  and  ironer  for  the  Home.  The 
lodges  contributed  very  liberally  to  this  and  Sister  Collor  was  able  to  buy 
both  the  washer  and  ironer  and  had  $114  left.  It  was  voted  at  the  Assembly 
to  place  this  amount  with  the  balance  left  from  the  Sidewalk  Fund  of  last 
year  and  build  a  walk  from  the  front  steps  to  the  gate.  There  are  now  in 
our  Home  23  children  and  five  old  ladies.  Our  Superintendent,  Sister 
Marion  Wetherbee,  and  Matron,  Sister  Burkill,  deserve  much  credit  for  the 
manner  in  which  the  Home  is  run.  They  are  untiring  in  their  efforts  and 
work  day  and  night  that  our  guests  may  be  taken  good  care  of. 

“  Since  our  Assembly  was  organized  in  1908  we  have  never  had  a 
decrease  in  membership  or  lodges. 

“  When  our  Assembly  met  April  19  and  20  we  had  73  lodges  and  since 
that  time  three  more  lodges  have  been  instituted.” 

Georgia. — T.  H.  Robertson,  Grand  Secretary:  “  We  have  no  desire  to 
establish  an  alibi  for  the  apparent  loss  in  membership  shown  by  our  report, 
but  the  facts  are  that  years  ago  we  instituted  too  many  lodges  in  Georgia. 
We  had  one  at  practically  every  church  and  schoolhouse  in  the  thickly 
populated  sections  of  our  country.  They  did  not  have  sufficient  strength 
to  withstand  the  stress  of  adversity.  Consequently,  a  number  of  them  have 
been  inactive  for  several  years.  Our  efforts  have  been  directed  during  the 
past  year  toward  reconstruction,  under  the  resolution  of  our  Grand  Lodge 
providing  that  the  charters  of  inactive  lodges  should  be  taken  up  or  that 
they  should  be  consolidated. 

“The  majority  of  those  shown  on  our  reports  as  suspended  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues  were  members  of  these  defunct  lodges.  Our  books  show 
a  very  slight  difference  in  the  amount  of  per  capita  tax  this  year  and  last. 

“We  are  glad  to  report  that  during  the  year  we  have  paid  off  the  last 
of  our  Orphans’  Home  notes  and  we  are  entirely  free  from  debt.” 

M.  C.  Strickland,  Secretary:  “Georgia  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  is  still 
on  the  map  and  zealously  working  for  the  upbuilding  of  our  great  and  good 
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Order  and  to  maintain  our  R.  T.  Daniel  Memorial  Home  at  Griffin,  of 
which  we  are  justly  proud.  With  40  well,  happy  children,  we  find  our  work 
well  worthwhile. 

“  Our  District  work  has  been  very  beneficial  to  our  lodges  and  we  also 
have  a  Past  Officers’  Association,  which  works  in  conjunction  with  our 
District  in  Atlanta,  that  has  done  a  wonderful  work  for  the  Home,  in  way 
of  quilting,  giving  showers  of  all  kinds  that  have  made  our  Home  family 
happy  and  been  of  great  help  in  a  financial  way  also — God  Bless  Our  Home. 

“  While  our  number  of  members  may  not  compare  with  some  other  Juris¬ 
dictions,  yet  they  are  faithful,  earnest  and  ready  to  put  forth  everything 
possible  for  the  advancement  of  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  Georgia.  We 
have  instituted  three  new  lodges  the  past  Assembly  year  and  hope  to  retain 
our  number  of  members.  Our  lodges  are  all  working  in  peace  and  harmony 
throughout  the  State.” 

Idaho. — Presley  F.  Horne,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe :  “  Business 
conditions  in  Idaho  continued  to  improve  during  1925,  and  we  are  nearly 
back  to  normal.  We  did  not  gain  in  membership  during  the  year.  How¬ 
ever,  a  marked  improvement  is  shown  since  the  first  of  January,  and  1926 
will  bring  us  the  gains  we  expected  in  1925.  1925  has  been  a  “  building 
year,”  and  several  new  Odd  Fellows’  buildings  have  been  erected.  Most 
of  our  lodges  own  their  lodge  halls,  several  more  were  added  to  the  list 
this  past  year,  and  others  have  enlarged  and  improved  their  properties. 

“  Taking  advantage  of  the  law  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at 
Portland  last  September,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho  has  abolished  com¬ 
pulsory  benefits.  Hereafter  our  lodges  will  only  extend  relief  where  it  is 
needed,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  total  amount  expended  each  year  will 
not  be  less  than  in  previous  years,  but  with  this  difference,  that  in  future 
all  moneys  will  go  where  needed,  and  none  will  go  where  not  needed,  it  will 
all  be  relief.  There  was  little  opposition  in  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  this  new  measure. 

“  Community  encampments  bring  our  Odd  Fellows  closer  together,  and 
under  this  plan  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  is  doing  a  splendid 
service  for  Odd  Fellowship  in  Idaho.” 

Illinois. — John  H.  Sikes,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  year  1925  was  not  a 
prosperous  one  for  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Illinois.  We  had 
a  very  large  loss  in  membership,  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  lodge  dues 
were  increased  50  per  cent  for  the  year  and  partly  owing  to  many  other 
reasons. 

“  I  am  greatly  pleased  to  report  a  much  more  prosperous  condition  at  the 
present  time  than  has  existed  in  this  Jurisdiction  for  a  number  of  years. 
The  legislation  passed  by  the  last  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  been  helpful. 

“  Very  many  of  our  lodges  have  reduced  their  liabilities  to  the  minimum 
in  cases  where  they  desire  to  retain  sick  benefits  and  not  a  few  lodges  have 
abolished  the  payment  of  weekly  sick  benefits  entirely. 

“We  are  confident  that  the  year  1926  will  show  a  substantial  gain  in  mem¬ 
bership,  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  this  Jurisdiction.” 

Sam  J.  Baker,  Grand  Scribe :  “  I  herein  enclose  to  you  the  annual  re¬ 
port  of  the  Grand  Encampment  for  the  Jurisdiction  of  Illinois.  I  regret 
that  we  must  again  show  a  loss  of  membership.  You  will  note  from  the 
admissions  that  the  encampments  have  been  receiving  good  additions  to 
their  membership,  but  unfortunately  the  way  of  exit  has  been  too  wide 
open  and  the  door  too  poorly  guarded.  The  encampments,  however,  are  in 
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better  condition  as  to  efficiency  in  degree  work  than  ever  before  and  large 
classes  of  young  men  are  being  added  this  year  and  may  we  not  hope  to 
show  you  better  reports  for  the  year  1926?  Splendid  district  and  regional 
meetings  are  being  held  all  over  the  State  and  schools  of  instruction  under 
our  most  capable  official  instructor  are  opening  new  ideals  in  Patriarchal 
Odd  Fellowship.” 

Mae  E.  Cromwell,  Secretary:  “  We  regret  not  being  able  to  report  a 
gain  in  membership  for  the  past  year,  but  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  mem¬ 
bership  appears  to  be  interested  and  the  early  reports  this  year  show  large 
classes  of  candidates  initiated. 

“  Much  of  the  advance  in  the  Order  in  this  State  can  be  attributed  to  the 
plan  of  a  school  of  instruction  being  held  in  each  lodge  during  the  year. 
If  the  lodge  is  not  able  to  pay  the  expense  of  such  school  it  is  paid  from 
the  Assembly  funds.  The  Assembly  issues  an  outline  of  instruction  in  the 
routine  lodge  work  that  is  of  much  benefit  to  the  lodge  officers,  and  en¬ 
couragement  is  given  for  the  officers  to  have  all  charges  memorized;  also, 
attention  is  being  given  to  the  cultivation  of  the  social  side  of  lodge  life. 
Our  Assembly  Warden  is  the  Social  Secretary  for  the  State  and  each  month 
issues  a  letter  to  the  lodges  giving  suggestions  for  social  functions  appro¬ 
priate  to  that  particular  season  of  the  year.  These  suggestions  are  of  much 
benefit  to  our  lodges. 

“  We  are  striving  to  find  the  cause  as  far  as  possible  and  to  eliminate 
dropping  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Our  Assembly  Officers  and  many 
prominent  members  of  the  Order  feel  that  much  benefit  was  derived  and 
inspiration  received  for  future  work  from  the  visit  and  conference  with  the 
Grand  Sire  on  his  recent  visit  to  our  Jurisdiction. 

“  Our  President,  Sister  Gladys  M.  Neal,  is  untiring  in  her  efforts  to  assist 
and  encourage  the  small  or  weak  lodges,  and  we  feel  that  Rebekah  Odd 
Fellowship  is  advancing  in  interest  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

“  Several  joint  regional  meetings  have  been  held  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  Rekebah  Officers  and  this  has  assisted  in  placing  our  Order  on  a  higher 
plane  of  usefulness.  Co-operation  means  much  for  advancement. 

“  Our  district  Assemblies  have  been  largely  attended  and  add  to  the 
interest  in  the  work.” 

Indiana. — Geo.  P.  Bomwasser,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “  The 
subordinate  lodges  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  show  a  loss  of 
1661.  This  loss  is  less  than  our  losses  for  the  year  1924,  owing  to  the  amount 
of  publicity  given  the  Order  and  reconsecration  week  celebrated  through 
the  advice  and  efforts  of  F.  L.  Behymer,  Grand  Master. 

“  In  my  opinion  the  loss  last  year  would  have  been  negative  had  it  not 
been  that  we  doubled  our  fees  just  as  we  started  going  good. 

“We  have  reduced  our  fees  and  are  carrying  on  renewed  activities  and 
publicity  and  hope  for  a  brighter  future. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  loss  was  not  nearly  so  great  and  this  was  due 
partly  to  raising  our  dues. 

“  The  Encampment  Officers  are  co-operating  with  the  Officers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  their  activities  and  we  hope  that  success  may  crown  our 
efforts.” 

Iowa. — L.  W.  Smith,  Grand  Secretaiy  and  Grand  Scribe:  “I  regret  to 
state  that  the  reports  from  our  subordinate  lodges  for  the  year  1925  again 
show  a  loss  in  membership.  Conditions  have  not  been  good,  but  the  lodges 
that  appeared  to  make  a  real  effort  have  shown  an  increase. 
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“  Reports  coming  in  from  lodges  in  small  towns  during  the  present  term 
show  considerable  activity,  while  lodges  in  the  larger  cities  appear  to  be 
lagging.  Our  Grand  Lodge  last  year  took  no  action  on  the  benefit  question ; 
several  propositions  however  are  before  that  body  and  some  definite  action 
will  undoubtedly  be  taken  at  its  next  session. 

“  Lodges  have  not  increased  their  dues  in  proportion  to  their  expenses ; 
the  Home  maintenance  tax  has  depleted  their  treasuries  and  they  are  not 
in  position  to  pay  the  benefits  provided  in  their  by-laws. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  also  shows  a  loss  in  membership  and  is  in 
about  the  same  condition  as  the  subordinate.  The  larger  encampments 
have  been  doing  considerable  work,  while  many  of  the  smaller  encamp¬ 
ments  are  dormant.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Patriarch  are  confident 
the  present  term  will  show  a  decided  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the 
Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.” 

S.  Elizabeth  Matheney,  Secretary :  “  As  we  review  the  Rebekah  work 
for  the  year  1925  we  conclude  it  is  very  much  like  several  previous  years. 
We  have  our  gains  but  they  are  swallowed  up  in  the  loss  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  so  in  the  final  we  do  not  have  anything  so  far  as  figures  are  con¬ 
cerned  to  show  for  all  the  hard  work  for  the  year.  Yet  1925  was  much 
better  than  the  previous  year. 

“  Our  Jurisdiction  is  like  many  others,  we  cannot  account  for  our  great 
loss  of  members.  The  best  of  good  feeling  exists  between  each  of  the 
branches.  Our  head  officers  seem  interested  and  working  hard  and  most  of 
our  lodges,  while  not  flourishing  so  as  to  attract  attention,  are  holding  their 
own  in  their  communities.  Januarjr  1,  1926,  all  our  lodges  but  three  reported 
and  paid  tax,  showing  but  very  few  charters  taken  and  consolidated.  This 
means  much  when  we  consider  543  enrolled. 

“  In  1925  the  President  solicited  for  Hospital  Fund.  This  year  President 
Ruth  W.  Neff  has  a  greenhouse  in  mind  for  the  Homes  and  is  telling  our 
membership  about  the  old  gardener  Jake,  a  resident  of  the  Old  Folks’ 
Home,  who  is  so  faithful  and  efficient,  and  does  not  have  the  necessary 
conveniences  with  which  to  work.  In  her  travels  about  the  State  she  has 
been  very  successful  in  her  work  and  the  accumulating  of  Greenhouse  Fund. 

“  On  May  14,  1926,  the  Iowa  Odd  Fellows  of  Iowa  were  not  only  honored 
but  overjoyed  to  have  a  visit,  in  Des  Moines,  from  Grand  Sire  Herbert 
A.  Thompson.  We  feel  that  this  visit  has  meant  much  to  Odd  Fellowship 
in  this  State.  The  splendid  talks  by  the  Grand  Sire  will  linger  long  in  the 
memory  of  our  membership  leaving  not  only  pleasant  memories  but  splen¬ 
did  lessons  of  instruction  so  much  needed  in  our  work.” 

Kansas.— A.  M.  Bain,  Grand  Scribe:  “It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I 
must  report  another  shrinkage  of  616  in  subordinate  encampment  member¬ 
ship  in  Kansas  for  the  last  year,  and  this  notwithstanding  the  strong 
appeal  of  our  Grand  Sire  to  avert  these  losses,  and  the  arduous  and  con¬ 
tinuous  labor  of  Past  Grand  Patriarch  Allen  E.  Herr,  who  sent  hundreds  of 
personal  letters  to  those  about  to  be  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues. 
Although  four  new  encampments  were  instituted,  the  policy  of  our  last 
Chief  Executive  was  not  so  much  to  increase  numerically,  as  to  make  more 
effective  the  Organization  and  the  members  we  have.  We  are  hoping  to 
cut  down  these  losses  and  make  a  net  gain  this  year.” 

Gertie  K.  Johnston,  Secretary :  “  Just  want  to  say  that  the  Rebekahs  of 
Kansas  are  in  a  most  prosperous  condition,  lots  of  reinstatements  and 
initiations,  and  we  are  looking  for  a  great  increase  in  membership  when 
we  close  our  fiscal  year,  June  30. 
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“  Our  Rebekah  Odd  Fellows’  Home  is  all  dressed  up  with  the  beauties 
that  are  touched  wdth  the  fingers  of  the  One  who  makes  everything  so 
beautiful,  and  flowers,  shrubbery  and  beautiful  trees,  wave  in  the  breezes, 
because  we  have  redecorated  the  grounds  and  made  it  like  a  real  home, 
outside  as  well  inside.” 

Kentucky. — William  Davies,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “  The 
conditions  of  the  Order  are  such  that  we  are  not  particularly  proud  of,  but 
there  seems  to  be  an  awakening  among  the  men  most  prominent  in  the 
Order  that  something  has  to  be  done  to  stem  the  tide  and  turn  it  in  the 
other  direction. 

“  We  are  trying  hard  to  discover  the  remedy  and  I  am  hopeful  that  in 
the  near  future  we  will  find  some  way,  or  some  Moses  to  lead  us  out  of 
the  wilderness. 

“Any  number  of  our  lodges  are  doing  splendid  work  and  we  feel  with 
determined  effort  on  the  part  of  everyone  we  shall  soon  get  back  into  our 
stride  and  build  up.  Fortunately  our  Homes  are  in  very  good  shape  so 
that  we  do  not  have  to  worry  along  that  line,  and  I  feel  confident  that  we 
will  be  able  to  give  you  a  better  report  next  year. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  seems  to  be  taking  on  new  life.  In  several 
sections  we  have  succeeded  in  getting  the  young  men  interested,  and  I  feel 
we  are  going  to  have  a  splendid  year.” 

Louisiana. — Will  A.  Steidley,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “You 
have  no  doubt  noted  by  the  annual  report  for  1925  that  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Louisiana  shows  a  gain  over  the  year  before,  which,  while  slight,  under  the 
circumstances  that  existed  last  year,  is  very  gratifying.  This  State  last 
year  suffered  from  the  worst  drouth  it  has  had  in  many  years,  the  crops  in 
many  localities  being  a  total  loss.  This  not  only  affected  our  rural  lodges, 
but  also  had  a  bad  effect  on  those  in  the  larger  towns  and  cities.  Conditions 
appear  to  be  improved  this  year,  and  we  are  very  hopeful  of  a  good  increase 
for  1926.  Unofficial  reports  coming  to  this  office  show  great  activity  among 
many  lodges — one  lodge  having  gained  200  per  cent  since  January  1,  1926. 
Our  Grand  Lodge  at  its  recent  session  absolutely  abolished  compulsory 
benefits,  and  we  now  feel  that  we  are  getting  back  to  the  real  meaning  of 
Fraternity,  in  its  fullest  sense. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  shows  a  slight  loss  over  the 
year  before,  but  the  indications  are  that  this  year  will  see  that  loss  fully 
recovered  and  a  gain  for  the  year  1926.” 

Pearl  Walmsley,  Secretary:  “I  am  glad  to  say  we  are  still  on  the 
increase,  had  a  gain  of  200  this  year  of  which  we  are  proud,  for  some  of  our 
lodges  suspended  quite  a  number ;  but  we  feel  this  year  that  we  will  not  have 
as  many  suspensions,  as  we  are  enforcing  the  law  more  strictly  than  ever 
before  in  regard  to  payment  of  dues.  Our  State  has  been  districted,  and  we 
have  had  some  splendid  district  meetings,  both  enthusiastic  and  interesting, 
with  good  attendance. 

“We  have  instituted  three  new  lodges  and  revived  two.  All  over  the 
State  we  have  had  some  very  interesting  get-together  meetings  with  the 
Odd  Fellows,  and  everything  seems  to  be  taking  on  new  activity.  Our  last 
Assembly  session  in  New  Orleans  was  well  attended  and  all  lodges  repre¬ 
sented  but  two.  One  of  our  new  lodges  exemplified  the  degree  work  in  a 
manner  which  was  a  credit  to  any  lodge.  Our  orchestra  at  the  Home  is 
making  splendid  progress  and  have  played  a  number  of  times  out  in  public. 

“  Already  new  activity  is  being  taken  on  and  we  are  going  to  try  to 
fill  our  President’s  wishes  and  live  up  to  our  goal  of  ‘  2000  ’  for  1926.” 
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Maine. — James  R.  Townsend,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “  Maine 
still  feels  the  effects  of  the  reaction  in  lodge  affairs. 

“  The  154  subordinate  lodges  showed  a  net  loss  of  101  members  in  1925, 
bringing  our  total  down  to  29,095,  on  January  1,  1926.  Invested  funds  at 
above  date,  $1,373,160.90. 

“A  period  of  five  years  of  a  special  assessment  for  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home 
Fund  was  completed  in  1925,  with  an  accumulation  for  the  purpose  of  about 
$190,000. 

“  A  Home  will  be  built  during  the  present  year,  to  cost  $70,000,  of  which 
sum  $30,000  will  be  furnished  from  the  Home  Fund  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly 
and  $40,000  from  the  Grand  Lodge  Home  Fund. 

“  The  Grand  Lodge  has  set  aside  from  its  Home  Fund,  the  sum  of 
$140,000,  to  become  a  permanent  Trust  Fund,  the  income  of  which  may  be 
used  to  assist  lodges  in  the  care  of  their  sick  or  indigent  members,  their 
widows  or  orphans. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  lost  258  members,  leaving  a  total  on  January 
1,  1926,  of  9650.  One  encampment  surrendered  its  charter  and  one  new 
one  was  instituted.” 

Grace  W.  Knowlton,  Secretary:  “Maine  Rebekahs  and  Odd  Fellows 
have,  after  some  years  of  patient  endeavor,  accumulated  a  sufficient  fund 
to  erect  and  equip  an  Odd  Fellows’  and  Orphans’  Home.  At  the  last 
session  of  the  Grand  Bodies  held  in  Portland  during  the  week  beginning 
October  20,  1925,  it  was  voted  to  commence  the  work  as  soon  as  plans 
could  be  perfected.  The  Home  will  be  located  in  Auburn.  The  custom 
of  using  a  part  of  the  accrued  interest  of  the  Home  Fund  for  the  relief  of 
members  in  their  own  homes  has  been  productive  of  much  good  and  will 
be  continued. 

“  Maine  has  been  highly  honored  this  year  in  receiving  a  visit  from 
Herbert  A.  Thompson,  Grand  Sire.  The  Officers  of  the  several  Grand 
Bodies,  as  well  as  many  interested  members,  gathered  in  the  city  of  Portland 
on  Thursday,  February  18,  where  Brother  Thompson  conducted  an  informal 
meeting  in  the  afternoon  which  was  greatly  enjoyed.  In  the  evening  he 
spoke  to  a  large  audience  at  City  Hall.  His  visit  was  productive  of  much 
good  and  was  enjoyed  by  all  privileged  to  attend  the  meetings. 

“  I  am  glad  to  report  the  Rebekah  lodges  in  Maine,  as  a  rule,  in  pros¬ 
perous  condition.” 

Manitoba. — Robert  Duff,  Grand  Secretary:  “We  regret  that  our  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  shows  a  loss  in  membership;  1926 
promises  better  results.  There  is  great  activity  throughout  the  Jurisdiction, 
the  lodges  all  being  active  and  showing  a  keen  interest  in  the  work.  We 
have  been  passing  through  times  that  were  problematic,  but  with  changed 
conditions  in  the  rural  sections,  I  feel  that  in  Odd  Fellowship  there  will  be 
an  advance  movement  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  letters  of  Grand  Sire  H.  A. 
Thompson  have  pointed  out  the  way  to  a  greater  realization  of  the  true 
worth  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  his  visit  to  Manitoba  instilled  new  life  into 
all  branches  of  the  Order. 

D.  E.  McKimmon,  Grand  Scribe:  “Industrial  conditions  have  not  been 
good  during  the  past  year,  and,  as  a  consequence,  we  show  a  loss  of  67  in 
membership,  thus  falling  below  the  1000  mark  and  losing  one  Representative 
in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

“  Since  the  first  of  the  year,  however,  conditions  have  been  improving,  and 
we  are  getting  good  reports  from  all  over  the  Jurisdiction,  and  I  feel  satis¬ 
fied  we  will  this  year  regain  our  losses  of  the  past  year.” 
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Annie  Coyle,  Secretary:  “We  regret  to  report  another  loss  in  member¬ 
ship,  the  total  loss  being  181.  Our  Jurisdiction  met  with  a  very  severe  loss 
since  our  last  report  in  the  death  of  our  beloved  President  and  the  lodges 
did  not  receive  the  visits  and  attention  that  had  been  planned  for  them, 
although  eveiything  possible  was  done  by  the  Vice-President  and  others. 
This  year,  however,  we  are  looking  forward  to  making  a  big  increase  in 
membership  as  eight  instructors  have  been  appointed  to  visit  the  weaker 
lodges  and  instruct  them  and  we  feel  that  in  this  way  better  results  will 
follow. 

“  One  new  lodge  has  been  instituted  since  last  report  and  one  charter 
re-claimed,  but  financial  conditions  are  better  throughout  the  country  and 
this  will  inevitably  help  the  lodges.” 

Maritime  Provinces. — J.  J.  McKinnon,  Grand  Secretary :  “  I  am  glad  to 
again  report  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  in  a  prosperous  condition.  While 
during  the  last  two  years  we  had  a  loss  of  membership  I  am  pleased  to 
say  that  this  year  we  show  a  slight  gain;  business  conditions  are  steadily 
improving,  and  I  feel  confident  this  improvement  will  be  reflected  in  our 
lodges,  and  I  will  be  very  much  surprised  if  our  next  annual  report  does 
not  show  a  substantial  increase  in  membership.  Our  lodges  are  in  excellent 
financial  condition  and  our  membership  optimistic  regarding  the  future. 
At  present  we  are  building  an  addition  to  our  Home  at  a  cost  of  some 
$35,000,  and  when  completed  we  think  we  will  have  one  of  the  finest  Homes 
to  be  found  anywhere.” 

Melville  McKean,  Grand  Scribe:  “I  am  pleased  to  report  a  gain  of  29 
in  membership,  which  is  doing  very  well,  when  we  consider  the  present 
state  of  business  in  this  Jurisdiction ;  this  is  fully  up  to  our  expectations 
of  one  year  ago;  in  fact,  we  are  thankful  that  we  have  not  to  report  a 
loss.  We  are  looking  forward  to  making  larger  gains  during  the  present 
year,  although  the  present  business  prospects  are,  at  the  present  time,  not 
any  brighter  than  they  were  one  year  ago.” 

Mary  E.  Harrington,  Secretary :  “  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  the  con¬ 
tinued  progress  of  the  Rebekah  branch  in  the  Maritime  Provinces.  The 
lodges  have  made  a  net  gain  of  495.  Two  new  lodges  have  been  added, 
making  a  total  of  91  active  lodges  with  a  membership  of  10,684.  Sixty 
lodges  reported  no  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

“  We  find  the  sisters  taking  a  keen  interest  in  the  unwritten  work  and 
contests  in  perfection  of  secret  work  help  to  liven  up  the  membership. 

“  Our  President,  Miss  Johnston,  and  Vice-President,  Mrs.  Laura  Cross, 
have  visited  nearly  all  the  lodges,  giving  help  and  encouragement  where 
needed. 

“  We  are  constantly  adding  to  our  Home  Fund  and  expect  to  furnish  on  its 
completion  the  new  addition,  for  which  the  contract  has  been  closed. 

“  Our  district  meetings  are  a  great  source  of  help  to  us  and  are  exceedingly 
well  attended,  considering  the  distance  between  the  lodges  in  most  localities. 

“  Our  Jurisdiction  feels  honored  in  having  their  Representative,  Mrs. 
Margaret  Peters,  appointed  on  the  Educational  Committee  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Rebekah  Assemblies.” 

Massachusetts. — George  H.  Fuller,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  whole  num¬ 
ber  of  subordinate  lodges  is  243,  the  total  membership  is  72,760,  the  average 
membership  is  300,  the  total  invested  funds  is  $3,938,411.32,  or  an  average 
of  $16,200  per  lodge. 
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“  The  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  was  691,  which  is  less  than 
1  per  cent  of  the  membership.  I  regret  to  report  a  net  loss  in  membership  of 
353  which  is  due  to  a  decrease  in  number  of  initiates.  We  are  not  at  all 
alarmed  by  this  small  loss  in  membership  and  hope  to  show  a  gain  for  the 
year  1926. 

“  There  appears  to  be  a  bright  prospect  for  increased  interest  in  lodge 
work  and  that  means  a  gain  in  membership.” 

George  H.  Fuller,  Grand  Scribe:  “  We  have  85  subordinate  encampments 
and  a  total  membership  of  15,964,  or  an  average  of  189  members  for  each 
encampment. 

“  The  number  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  was  359,  or 
per  cent  of  the  membership.  We  regret  to  report  a  net  loss  in  membership  of 
267  which  is  due  to  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  initiates  and  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  suspensions. 

“  We  hope  that  our  report  for  the  year  1926  may  show  a  gain  rather 
than  a  loss  in  membership.” 

May  H.  Gaynor,  Secretary :  “  Considering  the  fact  that  this  report  for 
the  Rebekah  lodges  in  Massachusetts  is  for  nine  months  only,  from  January 
1,  1925,  to  October  1,  1925 — the  term  of  Rebekah  lodges  in  our  Jurisdiction 
now  commencing  with  October  each  year — we  are  happy  to  report  a  net 
gain  of  440  members  for  the  nine  months,  making  our  total  membership 
51,662  on  October  1,  1925. 

“  While  no  new  lodges  have  been  instituted  this  year,  all  of  our  209  are 
in  healthy  and  prosperous  condition,  with  no  missing  number  from  No.  1 
to  No.  209.  Massachusetts  does  not  know  what  the  term  ‘  delinquent 
lodges  ’  means. 

“  We  are  also  happy  to  report  that  our  suspensions  were  only  three- 
quarters  of  one  per  cent  of  our  membership.  Our  total  receipts  for  the 
nine  months  were  $91,142.94,  and  our  invested  funds  amount  to  $396,616.44. 
The  amount  paid  for  relief  was  $4100.44. 

“  In  response  to  the  annual  appeal  sent  to  the  lodges  for  the  Rebekah 
Assembly  Relief  Fund,  over  $6500  was  contributed.  During  the  past  year 
this  fund  has  provided  for  the  permanent  care  of  six  needy  sisters,  and 
helped  many  others.  The  Rebekahs  have  also  contributed  nearly  $3000 
for  the  happiness  of  the  Home  family  in  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  in  Worces¬ 
ter.  Here  in  Massachusetts  we  are  striving  to  live  the  slogan  of  our 
President,  Sister  Bertha  E.  Gayton,  and  ‘  Be  faithful,  kind,  and  true.’  ” 

Michigan. — Fred  A.  Rogers,  Grand  Secretary:  “Reports  show  a  net 
gain  in  membership  of  150  for  the  year  1925.  Glad  it  is  thus,  even  though 
the  gain  is  a  small  one.  Same  old  story — too  many  suspensions  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  are  conducting 
a  series  of  inspirational  meetings,  covering  the  entire  Jurisdiction.  There 
has  been  marked  evidence  of  some  of  the  old  time  pep  and  enthusiasm  at 
these  meetings  thus  far  and  we  are  hoping  for  good  results.” 

Edward  Hoyt,  Grand  Scribe :  “  I  am  very  sorry  that  I  am  again  called 
upon  to  report  a  loss  in  membership  in  the  Encampment  branch  in  Michigan. 
While  our  loss  is  not  as  large  for  1925  as  it  was  for  1924,  it  is  much  larger 
than  we  wish.  We  have  tried  hard  to  stop  the  wholesale  suspensions,  but  it 
seems  as  though  that  is  impossible  and  many  of  the  encampments  are 
determined  to  oust  what  they  call  ‘  the  dead  timber.’  I  trust  the  present 
conditions  may  take  a  turn  for  the  better  in  the  near  future.” 
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Etta  Smith,  Secretary:  “I  am  very  glad  to  tell  you  that  Michigan  is 
showing  special  interest  in  all  Rebekah  work,  at  the  present  time.  1925 
records  are  not  really  up  to  the  standard  for  increase  in  membership, 
showing  only  a  gain  of  386.  Fifteen  lodges  are  not  recorded  in  the  report  of 
membership,  not  having  sent  in  complete  reports  to  date  of  closing  annual 
report,  but  very  few,  if  any  of  these,  but  what  will  report.  At  the  annual 
session  in  1925,  legislation  was  enacted  permitting  Michigan  to  be  districted 
for  instructions  only.  While  this  is  entirely  new  to  all  this  year,  yet  every 
district  is  taking  hold  of  the  work  with  enthusiasm  and  all  lodges  are  showing 
a  special  interest  which  is  bound  to  bring  results.  Suspensions  still  are 
many  but  the  future  looks  more  bright.” 

Minnesota. — John  T.  Haglund,  Grand  Scribe:  “I  am  happy  to  be  able 
to  report  a  gain  in  membership  for  the  year  1925,  a  gain,  which,  seemingly 
small,  is  very  gratifying  in  view  of  the  fact  that  suspensions  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  abnormally  large,  owing,  no 
doubt,  to  the  fact  that  so  many  were  carried  over  at  the  Grand  Sire’s 
request,  and  whom,  after  persistent  efforts,  the  encampments  failed  to  bring 
in  good  standing. 

“  Indications  are  that  now  that  the  ‘  dead  branches  ’  have  been  cleared 
away,  and  most  of  our  encampments  are  in  splendid  working  order,  due  to 
the  untiring  and  energetic  work  of  our  Grand  Patriarch.  The  encampments 
in  this  Jurisdiction  will  show  a  substantial  gain  next  year.” 

Lucy  Bolton,  Secretary :  “  Owing  to  the  request  of  the  Grand  Sire 

that  no  members  be  suspended  in  December,  1924,  our  reports  for  1925 
show  a  large  loss  in  the  non-payment  of  dues  department,  yet  a  small 
gain  has  been  made  despite  this,  and  prospects  are  good  for  the  com¬ 
ing  year,  many  admissions  having  bean  made  since  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  Intense  interest  is  manifest  in  the  secret  work  of  the  degree;  hun¬ 
dreds  eager  to  obtain  the  certificates  of  perfection  in  this  work.  District 
meetings  are  well  attended,  the  attendance  increasing  each  year. 

Many  lodges  have  been  visited,  the  Vice-President,  Warden  and  Secretary 
assisting  the  President  in  her  duties.  The  President  has  asked  each  mem¬ 
ber  to  deny  himself  or  herself  of  some  luxury  to  the  extent  of  25  cents,  and 
contribute  this  sum  towards  building  a  pavilion  on  the  picnic  grounds  at 
our  Home  at  Northfield,  this  building  to  serve  as  a  band-stand  for  the 
children’s  band  and  also  for  a  kitchen  where  visitors  to  the  Home  may  eat 
their  lunch,  if  they  so  desire.  It  is  25  years  since  the  first  building  was  dedi¬ 
cated,  and  the  25  cents  will  represent  one  cent  for  each  year.” 

Mississippi. — Jennie  Staines,  Secretary:  “  The  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd 
Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  making  a  gradual  gain  in  membership. 
Although  we  have  suspended  quite  a  number,  we  have  gained  11  members 
over  last  year  and  have  added  80  new  members  since  the  first  of  January, 
so  our  report  for  1926  should  show  a  decided  gain.  We  have  the  promise 
of  several  new  lodges  as  well  as  reviving  some  of  the  old  ones.  Much  inter¬ 
est  is  being  taken  in  the  degree  work  as  well  as  in  the  secret  work  contest. 
A  Rebekah  pin  is  given  to  the  sister  giving  the  secret  work  best,  perfection 
and  expression  being  the  twro  points  considered. 

Missouri. — Ben  Weidle,  Grand  Secretary:  “Conditions  in  Missouri  are 
about  the  same  as  elsewhere.  The  story  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth  as 
taught  by  Odd  Fellowship  did  not  interest  4300  who  were  dropped  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues. 
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“  The  average  man  does  not  appreciate  getting  something  for  nothing, 
the  dues  are  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  running  expenses  of  the  lodge  and 
the  small  amount  paid  for  initiation  and  degrees  does  not  impress  the  indi¬ 
vidual  with  the  thought  that  he  has  made  an  investment,  which,  by  appli¬ 
cation,  could  and  would  yield  enormous  returns. 

“  Meet  conditions  of  the  day,  believe  in  the  Order,  practice  its  principles, 
and  the  membership  will  increase  and  the  financial  problems  will  be  solved.” 

Wilbur  F.  Maring,  Grand  Scribe:  “Enclosed  I  hand  you  annual  report 
from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Missouri  and  I  am  sorry  to  show  a  small 
loss  in  membership,  but  we  are  hoping  that  this  will  be  the  last  report  that 
we  shall  have  to  send  in  showing  a  loss,  as  interest  is  looking  up  and  we  are 
hoping  to  have  a  gain  for  the  year  1926.  We  have  had  encampment  con¬ 
claves  in  different  sections  of  the  State  during  the  winter  just  passed  and 
this  has  seemed  to  arouse  considerable  interest  and  we  have  pending  now 
two  applications  for  new  encampments,  so  that  we  feel  we  shall  be  able 
to  check  the  downward  trend  of  the  past  three  years  and  start  on  the  up¬ 
grade  for  the  present  year.  Our  State  is  largely  an  agricultural  State  and 
the  poor  success  of  the  farming  communities  the  past  two  years  has  had 
its  effect  on  our  encampments.  The  Grand  Encampment  Officers  are  aggres¬ 
sive  and  active  and  we  are  facing  the  front  confident  of  victory.” 

Otillia  M.  Parker,  Secretary:  “The  importance  of  retaining  those  within 
the  fold  was  stressed  throughout  the  year,  and  we  had  as  a  slogan,  ‘No 
suspensions’;  notwithstanding  this  3861  members  were  suspended,  and 
there  was  a  net  decrease  in  the  total  membership  of  1953.  But  some  unusual 
factors  contributed  to  this  loss,  the  greatest  in  years.  The  extraordinary 
request  for  no  suspensions  in  the  preceding  year,  the  increase  in  our  per 
capita  tax  and  the  fact  that  no  new  lodges  were  added  in  the  previous  term, 
unquestionably  affected  the  record  of  1925. 

“  In  spite  of  this  regrettable  loss  and  a  spirit  of  indifference  in  some  of 
the  lodges,  there  was  much  encouraging  and  praiseworthy  activity  through¬ 
out  the  year,  and  the  harmony  that  prevailed  was  uplifting. 

“  There  were  six  institutions,  nine  charters  surrendered  and  two  consolida¬ 
tions;  total  number  of  lodges,  452.  Total  membership,  33,350. 

“  Six  lodges  qualified  for  the  A.  R.  A.  honor  roll.  This  number  is  con¬ 
siderably  less  than  in  previous  years,  and  it  is  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  latest 
requirements  of  this  roll  of  honor. 

“  In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  adopted  by  our  Assembly, 
when  the  Home  tax  was  increased,  the  President,  Sister  Anna  Thomas,  did 
not  have  the  privilege  of  raising  a  special  fund  for  the  Home.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  some  contributions  were  sent  to  her,  and  these  will  be  used  to  help 
refurnish  the  library  at  the  Home.  The  lodges  continued  making  their 
other  customary  donations  to  the  Home.  The  amount  paid  by  the  lodges 
for  Home  tax  was  $9892.90. 

“  The  finances  of  our  Assembly  are  in  excellent  condition ;  balance  last 
report,  $28,06S.98. 

“  Our  Assembly  was  honored  at  its  recent  annual  session  by  a  visit  from 
the  Grand  Sire.  His  presence  and  his  instructive  and  inspiring  messages 
were  greatly  appreciated.” 

Montana. — R.  W.  Kemp,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe :  “  Last 
year  we  reported  that  we  expected  to  show  a  gain  in  membership  for  1925. 
I  regret  to  have  to  advise  you  that  we  did  not  accomplish  what  we  all 
hoped  for. 
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“  This  year  from  indications  we  are  hoping  to  show  a  good  gain  and 
indications  are,  both  from  a  business  and  lodge  standpoint,  that  we  should 
get  back  in  the  list  showing  gains,  by  the  end  of  1926. 

“  This  also  applies  to  the  Encampment  branch.” 

Nebraska. — E.  S.  Davis,  Grand  Secretary:  “In  my  review  a  year  ago,  I 
predicted  a  substantial  increase  in  membership.  This  anticipation  was 
more  than  realized  when  the  returns  were  all  tabulated,  showing  as  they  did, 
over  800  net  gain.  My  firm  belief  is  that  the  present  fiscal  year  will  show 
not  less  than  1000. 

“  The  Order  in  Nebraska  has  surely  come  to  the  turn  of  the  road.  Good 
executive  officers  is  no  small  cause.  Each  Grand  Master  for  the  past  few 
years  has  preached  to  the  membership  all  over  the  State  the  importance 
of  not  only  respecting  the  Order  but  of  living  so  the  Order  will  respect 
him.  In  my  four  years’  experience  there  has  never  been  quite  the  healthy 
activity  such  as  now  prevails.” 

E.  S.  Davis,  Grand  Scribe:  “Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  continued  to 
grow  in  Nebraska  last  year.  We  instituted  three  new  encampments  and 
showed  a  substantial  net  increase  in  our  membership.  This  year  we  have 
instituted  six  new  encampments  with  prospects  for  two  more.  Reports  from 
every  encampment  are  in  and  all  show  unusual  activity.  I  attribute  much 
of  this  activity  in  Nebraska  to  the  work  of  the  Ancient  Mystic  Order  of 
Samaritans  who  now  have  over  2000  members,  all  of  whom  belong  to  local 
encampments  and  are  doing  wonderful  work  in  stimulating  Patriarchal  Odd 
Fellowship.  We  are  also  thankful  for  the  full  co-operation  from  the  executive 
heads  of  all  branches  of  our  Order. 

Nevada. — William  Sutherland,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “My 
Grand  Lodge  annual  report  for  1925  shows  a  slight  gain  (65)  over  that  of 
last  year,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  times  are  very  hard  in  this  Juris¬ 
diction.  From  the  present  mining  outlook,  we  expect  to  make  a  better  gain 
by  December,  1926. 

“  The  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  shows  a  slight  gain. 

“  The  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  shows  a  slight  gain,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  75  members  that  should  have  been  dropped  in  1924,  were 
carried  over  until  1925,  and  then  had  to  be  dropped. 

“  All  three  branches  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  last  year  reported  a 
loss,  and  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  make  the  showing  we  have  in  1925.” 

Lizzie  R.  Mudd,  Secretary :  “  Am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Rebekahs 
of  this  Jurisdiction  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  but  one  lodge  in  the 
State  not  working.  A  gain  of  29  was  made  this  year,  which  is  very  good  for 
this  State.  We  are  all  working  hard  to  decrease  the  number  of  members 
dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues.” 

New  Hampshire. — Frank  L.  Way,  Grand  Secretary:  “For  the  second 
time  in  a  quarter  century  we  are  obliged  to  report  a  loss  in  New  Hampshire’s 
Odd  Fellowship.  The  loss  for  the  year  1925  was  146;  while  the  previous 
year  it  was  197.  Consequently,  we  should  feel  encouraged  and  strive  more 
zealously  to  regain  our  former  reputation  for  continuous  growth. 

“  The  first  half  of  the  year  showed  a  good  gain  over  the  similar  period 
of  1924;  but  the  last  six  months  of  1925  fell  short  and  therefore  failed  to 
overcome  the  inactivity  of  the  previous  year. 

“  ‘  The  eighteen-year  amendment  ’  did  not  prove  out  as  well  the  last  half 
of  the  year  as  it  did  the  first  six  months.  However,  the  fact  that  nearly 
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one-third  of  the  candidates  were  under  21  years  signifies  that  said  amend¬ 
ment  is  going  to  be  an  important  factor  in  the  future  growth  of  the  Order. 
The  number  of  initiations  the  past  year  totaled  568  and  in  which  work  just 
three-fourths  of  our  lodges  took  part.  Thirty-six  of  our  lodges  showed  an 
increase  in  membership ;  58  suffered  a  loss  and  eight  simply  marked  time  by 
quitting  even.  Two  of  the  country  lodges  consolidated  into  one,  the  result 
of  which,  it  is  believed,  will  be  a  benefit  to  the  Order  in  that  section  of  the 
State.  The  number  of  suspensions  totaled  386  or  a  trifle  over  2  per  cent, 
which  is  the  largest  ever  recorded  for  New  Hampshire.  Let  us  reconsecrate 
our  efforts  for  a  better  showing  in  the  future.” 

Martha,  L.  Sargent,  Secretary:  “The  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship 
in  New  Hampshire  made  a  net  gain  for  the  year  1926  and  also  had  more 
lodges  on  the  honor  roll  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  Officers  of  the 
Assembly  have  made  their  official  visit  to  each  lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  and 
much  of  good  has  been  accomplished  and  the  three  district  meetings  which 
have  been  held  have  been  helpful  and  instructive.  Voluntary  contributions 
have  been  made  at  each  official  visitation  and  a  goodly  sum  has  been 
accumulated  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  in  Blossom  Hill  Cemetery  at  Concord, 
for  the  enlargement  of  the  lot  for  the  residents  of  the  Home.  Splendid 
work  has  been  done  in  our  State  the  past  year  and  all  branches  of  the 
Order  have  worked  in  harmony  and  for  the  interest  of  all  members.” 

New  Jersey. — Harry  S.  Pine,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  year  just  closed 
shows  a  net  loss  in  membership,  caused  primarily  through  failure  to  initiate 
the  usual  number.  Aside  from  this,  conditions  show  a  generally  satisfactory 
situation;  better  work,  increased  assets  and  every  indication  of  an  aroused 
interest  for  the  current  year.” 

Frank  R.  Jummel,  Grand  Scribe:  “For  the  first  time  in  10  years  our 
report  for  1925  shows  a  considerable  net  loss,  a  condition  which  has  been 
invited  for  years  by  Grand  Patriarchs  urging  subordinates  not  to  drop 
members  on  account  of  non-payment  of  dues.  As  a  result,  subordinates  car¬ 
ried  a  heavy  burden  of  cumbersome,  non-paying  material,  which  finally 
had  to  be  gotten  rid  of.  The  weeding-out  process  took  place  last  December 
and  we  find  ourselves  with  a  net  loss  of  247.  The  redeeming  feature,  how¬ 
ever,  is  that  the  encampment  can  now  work  and  build  upon  a  solid  founda¬ 
tion,  and  reports  from  various  sections  of  our  Jurisdiction  so  far  received 
during  1926  indicate  that  our  losses  will  be  speedily  overcome. 

“Besides  we  are  able  to  show  that  our  finances  are  in  a  healthy  con¬ 
dition,  that  the  amount  of  invested  funds  is  still  on  the  increase,  and  that 
our  benevolent  activities  show  a  larger  distribution  of  funds  than  ever 
before  during  any  one  year,  for  all  of  which  we  have  abundant  reason  to  be 
profoundly  thankful.” 

Eva  Van  Dusen,  Secretary:  “The  statistics  for  New  Jersey  Rebekalis, 
January  1,  1926,  give  a  fair  gain  in  membership  and  finances.  We  have  no 
dormant  lodges,  all  in  good  working  condition,  with  possibly  two  somewhat 
weak.  In  1925  we  instituted  five  lodges,  with  splendid  membership,  and 
thus  far  in  1926  have  four  new  lodges,  and  one  to  be  instituted  the  last  of 
June.  More  are  to  follow  in  the  near  future.  Our  very  active  Presi¬ 
dent,  Sister  Anna  S.  Bedford,  has  been  holding  schools  of  instruction  in  all 
the  districts  of  the  Jurisdiction,  and  much  good  must  be  the  result.  Every¬ 
thing  in  New  Jersey  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  seems  to  be  flourishing  and 
harmonious.” 
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New  Mexico.— C.  Bert  Smith,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “  The 
subordinate  lodges  in  the  larger  centers  seem  to  be  taking  on  a  little  life 
latterly,  but  cannot  say  as  much  for  the  small  lodges,  as  we  have  several  that 
do  not  have  railroad  facilities,  and  some  are  consolidating  with  the  larger 
lodges,  which  action  the  Grand  Officers  are  in  full  accord,  as  this  day  of 
automobiles  has  made  the  distances  so  much  shorter,  that  brothers  think 
nothing  of  going  40  or  50  miles  to  lodge  sessions,  especially  when  there  is 
any  degree  work. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  is  doing  no  good  whatever,  do  not  have  but 
about  three  good  live  encampments  m  the  State,  think  it  only  a  matter  of 
a  short  time  unless  something  is  done  when  we  will  disband  our  Grand 
Encampment.” 

Mrs.  Ida  Lindahl,  Secretary:  “  We  have  suffered  a  loss  of  70  brothers 
and  five  sisters  the  past  year.  The  lodges  showing  heaviest  losses  were  those 
that  were  unable  to  carry  members  badly  in  arrears.  Much  interest  is  being 
shown,  in  the  unwritten  work,  several  lodges  holding  contests  for  perfection.” 

New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Scribe:  “The  annual  report  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  the  State  of  New  York  shows  a  small  loss  in  mem¬ 
bership.  I  have  strong  hopes  that  next  year  we  s^iall  be  able  to  show  a 
gain.  As  the  subordinate  lodges  are  increasing  in  their  membership  it  must 
necessarily  lead  to  improvement  in  encampment  conditions.” 

Agnes  E.  Rogers,  Secretary:  “It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  a  gain  of  2081 
in  membership.  Considerable  interest  shown  in  the  certificate  of  merit 
presented  to  lodges  for  performing  all  ritualistic  work  with  no  rituals  in 
the  lodge  room.  Eighteen  new  lodges  instituted.  The  payment  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  by  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  $75,000  towards  the  building 
of  an  Orphanage  at  Ithaca  was  an  act  of  which  the  present  Assembly  feels 
very  proud,  as  this  Orphanage  is  to  be  a  monument  of  the  loyalty  of  the 
Rebekah  lodges  in  the  State.  When  this  building  is  completed  it  will  be  the 
third  one  devoted  to  the  care  and  education  of  orphans  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  but  the  only  one  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
This  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  making  progress  and  going  forward 
through  a  healthy  growth.” 

North  Carolina. — John  D.  Berry,  Grand  Secretary:  “I  am  sending 
you  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  which  shows 
the  largest  net  loss  in  our  history.  There  are  many  reasons  that  have  con¬ 
tributed  to  this  result.  Some  claim  that  it  is  due  to  our  high  dues  and  per 
capita  tax  for  the  support  of  our  Home.  But  that  seems  to  me  to  be  only  an 
excuse.  Our  State  is  unusually  prosperous  along  other  lines.  Our  factories 
have  been  running  on  short  time  for  the  past  few  years,  and  this  has 
handicapped  us  in  our  factory  districts.  Our  State  has  been  building  good 
roads  and  good  schools,  and  this  has  increased  our  taxes  for  public  purposes. 
But  our  people  are  spending  money  lavishly  in  the  pursuit  of  pleasure,  and 
consequently  all  fraternal  and  religious  work  has  suffered  for  lack  of  financial 
support.  Good  roads  and  automobiles  have  made  it  possible  for  our  people 
to  travel  all  over  our  State  in  a  few  hours,  and  they  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  situation,  and  have  gone  on  a  pleasure  excursion. 

“  Although  our  membership  has  waned  considerably  in  the  past  few  years, 
we  still  have  over  7000  loyal  members  and  we  hope  a  brighter  day  will 
soon  dawn  for  Odd  Fellowship  in  North  Carolina.” 
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Pattie  E.  Beck,  Secretary :  “  While  our  reports  show  a  loss  of  ten  in 
membership,  our  financial  condition  shows  an  improvement  over  last  year. 

“  Our  special  efforts  in  1925-26  were  directed  to  raising  funds  for  repairing 
and  renovating  the  dining-room  at  our  Home,  the  required  amount  not 
only  having  been  raised,  but  we  have  gone  over  the  top. 

“  Our  President  has  been  both  faithful  and  efficient,  giving  much  thought 
and  time  to  the  work,  at  all  times  stressing  more  efficiency  in  the  unwritten 
work. 

“  Our  motto  for  the  year  was  1  Pull  together,’  and  it  is  our  purpose  to 
continue  to  pull  together,  and  to  press  onward  and  upward  for  the  good 
of  our  membership.” 

North  Dakota. — B.  A.  Fahl,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  subordinate  lodges 
of  this  Jurisdiction  fell  off  considerably  in  1924,  but  many  of  them  have  come 
back.  The  1925  reports  show  a  very  healthy  growth.  We  have  profited  some 
from  the  18-year  amendment  and  will  profit  more  during  the  years  ahead. 

“The  Home  is  an  ever-increasing  object  of  interest  to  our  membership. 
It  is  too  early  to  predict  how  much  increased  interest  it  brings  to  the  Order 
but,  certainly,  more  activity  is  now  noticeable. 

“  We  look  into  the  future  very  hopefully.” 

W.  G.  Curtis,  Grand  Scribe :  “  It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  to  you  an 
increase  in  interest  throughout  this  Jurisdiction.  An  increase  in  membership 
of  over  300  at  the  end  of  1925  and  fine  large  gains  made  in  several  encamp¬ 
ments  since  that  time.  No  new  encampments  have  been  chartered  during 
the  year,  but  several  that  have  been  more  or  less  inactive  have  taken  on  the 
work  with  renewed  energy.” 

Ohio. — H.  D.  Chaffin,  Grand  Secretary:  “  The  statistics  of  Ohio  on  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1926,  shows  a  net  loss  in  membership  of  2034.  This  is  a  somewhat 
better  showing  than  we  had  a  year  ago,  when  the  loss  was  3937. 

“  We  believe  that  the  tide  in  Ohio  has  changed  and  that  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  will  show  a  gain  next  year.  Since  January  1,  1926,  there  has 
been  considerable  activity  among  many  of  our  lodges,  and  large  classes 
have  been  initiated  since  the  first  of  the  year.  Ohio  is  encouraged  and 
believes  that  we  shall  be  proud  of  our  report  on  January  1,  1927.” 

Oklahoma.— G.  W.  Bruce,  Grand  Secretary:  “I  regret  to  advise  that 
Oklahoma  reported  a  loss  in  membership  for  the  year  1925.  However,  from 
every  standpoint  except  that  of  making  numerical  gains,  I  am  pleased  to 
state  that  the  Subordinate  branch  of  the  Order  in  Oklahoma  is  in  excellent 
condition.  Our  losses  have  been  confined  almost  entirely  to  the  larger 
cities  of  the  State,  and  the  larger  the  cities  the  greater  the  loss.  Practically 
all  of  our  lodges  located  in  the  smaller  cities,  towns,  villages  and  rural 
districts  made  gains. 

“  From  correspondence  received  from  lodges  throughout  the  State  so 
far  this  year,  reports  are  better  than  they  have  been  for  a  long  time  and 
everything  indicates  that  we  are  going  to  have  a  good  year  in  1926  and  one 
in  which  the  gains  will  more  than  offset  the  losses  in  1925.” 

H.  A.  Herwig,  Grand  Scribe:  “I  regret  to  report  that  we  sustained  a 
net  loss  of  175  members  last  year.  We  are  far  from  being  discouraged,  for 
our  encampments,  as  a  whole,  were  never  more  active,  having  made  more 
patriarchs  than  in  any  year  for  many  years.  A  year  ago  we  reported  a  large 
gain,  but  it  was  inflated  by  the  retention  of  hundreds  of  non-paying  mem- 
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bers  because  of  an  intensive  campaign  against  suspensions.  Last  year  the 
encampments  found  they  could  not  carry  such  members  without  seriously 
crippling  their  finances,  hence  they  dropped  them.  The  net  result  for  the 
past  two  years  is  a  very  nice  gain.” 

Martha  E.  Reger,  Secretary:  “For  the  first  time  in  10  years  the  Re- 
bekah  branch  in  Oklahoma  has  suffered  a  loss  in  membership.  How¬ 
ever,  with  very  few  exceptions,  our  lodges  are  now  doing  good  work  and 
many  have  reported  large  gains  in  membership  since  the  first  of  this  year, 
and  increased  activity  is  reported  in  many  parts  of  the  State,  so  we  are 
not  discouraged  but  feel  that  with  the  delinquent  members  that  were  car¬ 
ried  over  last  year  by  request  of  the  Grand  Sire  cleared  out,  another  year 
we  will  show  good  gains 

“  Our  Rebekah  Assembly  set  aside  $5000  this  year  for  improvements  in 
our  Homes.  This  is  being  used  for  redecorating  and  needed  repairs  and  is 
making  them  more  cheerful  and  attractive.  The  Assembly  placed  $500 
in  cash  in  the  Endowment  Fund  and  ordered  10  cents  of  our  per  capita  tax 
placed  in  that  fund,  which  will  total  over  $3000  for  the  year.  The  schools 
of  instruction  and  special  sessions  held  this  year  have  been  well  attended 
and  the  interest  good ;  under  the  leadership  of  our  efficient  President,  Sister 
Jessie  E.  Fishback,  very  helpful  instruction  has  been  given.” 

Ontario. — William  Brooks,  Grand  Secretary:  “  In  many  lines  of  business 
and  financial  activities  we  hear  a  good  deal  of  supply  and  demand,  the 
saturation  point,  etc.,  and  when  increase  cannot  be  made  in  average  sales, 
the  agent  may  be  inclined  to  insist  that  no  advance  can  be  made.  Then, 
again,  it  is  sometimes  found  that  certain  organizations  and  societies  put 
forward  the  argument  that  they  have  gone  about  as  far  and  have  made  as 
much  headway  as  possible.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  always  those  of 
us  who  refuse  to  accept  such  statements  as  being  of  face  value,  and  who 
believe  that  real  and  substantial  progress  can  still  be  made. 

“  It  is  rather  a  coincidence  that  our  membership  at  the  close  of  1925  was 
exactly  the  same  as  it  stood  two  years  earlier.  In  1924  we  experienced  a 
gain  of  100,  while  in  1925  our  loss  was  100.  We  had  substantially  the  same 
number  of  initiations  and  suspensions  in  each  year  but  in  other  respects 
our  gains  and  losses  varied  somewhat.  In  the  last  year  we  had  40  deaths 
more  than  in  1924,  and  the  lodges,  in  checking  up,  have  made  adjustments 
for  errors  in  previous  returns,  accounting  for  an  adverse  difference  in  this 
respect  of  about  69  or  70  over  the  previous  year. 

“  Generally  speaking,  our  lodges  are  in  a  splendidly  healthy  and  active 
condition,  and  the  Order  is  continuing  to  maintain  its  high  place  in  the 
community,  and  we  confidently  believe  that  with  any  reasonable  improve¬ 
ment  in  commercial  and  industrial  conditions,  we  shall  have  a  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  applicants  for  membership  in  our  lodges.  Since 
the  first  of  the  year  we  have  had  many  evidences  of  improvement  in  this 
respect,  and  we  look  forward  with  confidence  to  the  future  of  the  Order  in 
this  Jurisdiction.” 

S.  C.  Parks,  Grand  Scribe:  “  The  year  1925  has  been  a  year  of  advance¬ 
ment  in  encampment  Odd  Fellowship  in  Ontario.  Nothing  spectacular  in 
the  way  of  great  gains  as  you  already  know  from  the  annual  report  sent 
at  the  first  of  the  year.  Though  we  are  not  yet  able  to  say  that  we 
have  offset  all  losses  we  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  our  suspen¬ 
sions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  were  about  150  less  than  for  1924,  and  our  net 
loss  from  all  causes  was  over  300  less. 
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“  At  the  beginning  of  his  official  year,  Brother  Switzer,  our  Grand 
Patriarch,  put  in  operation  a  scheme  that  was  to  keep  most  of  the  Past 
Grand  Patriarchs  definitely  busy  with  the  subordinates  along  lines  of  gen¬ 
eral  welfare;  and  he  personally  has  given  much  of  his  time  and  best  thought 
to  the  ‘  weak  spots/  and  though  we  still  have  to  struggle  to  reach  the  goal 
we  hoped  for,  yet  we  have  had  good  results. 

“  During  the  year  we  have  instituted  two  new  encampments,  in  the  west¬ 
ern  part  of  the  province,  and  we  are  proud  of  the  progress  that  both  of  them 
have  made  in  membership,  and  also  in  proficiency  in  the  work.  Each  of 
them  has  already  visited  camps  in  the  larger  cities  and  put  on  most  cred¬ 
itable  degree  work. 

“  The  reports  that  have  come  to  hand  so  far  this  year,  would  cause  us 
to  feel  assured  of  a  gain  in  membership  for  1926;  one  of  our  camps  report¬ 
ing  a  gain  of  about  140  per  cent. 

“  During  the  year  we  amalgamated  two  of  our  camps,  so  that  we  now 
have  96  on  our  roster  with  a  total  membership  of  10,428  and  invested  funds 
of  over  $117,000.” 

Violet  Pearce,  Secretary:  “Once  again  it  is  our  pleasure  to  report  favor¬ 
able  conditions  in  Ontario;  our  net  gain  for  the  year  being  1537 — a  total 
membership  of  27,678.  Nine  lodges  have  been  instituted,  during  the  year, 
which  have  added  considerably  to  our  numbers. 

“  This  year  again,  we  have  been  following  out  along  the  lines  of  the 
‘  forward  movement  ’  adopted  a  year  ago ;  and  the  results  have  been  very 
encouraging.  The  lodges  generally  seem  to  be  taking  a  much  keener  inter¬ 
est  in  the  work,  and  many  are  qualifying  for  certificates  of  perfection  in  the 
secret  work. 

“Over  4500  jars  of  fruit  have  been  contributed  by  the  Rebekah  lodges 
to  the  Home;  a  wonderful  Christmas  tree  was  also  subscribed  to  and  con¬ 
ducted  at  the  Home  by  the  Rebekah  lodges;  and  in  many  other  ways 
the  Rebekahs  have  shown  their  interest  in  this  important  work. 

“  At  our  last  annual  session  we  raised  the  initiation  fee  to  a  minimum  of 
$5,  which  we  feel  sure  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction;  and  we  know 
that  the  effectiveness  of  the  work  in  the  Rebekah  branch  would  be  greatly 
enhanced  if  the  members  would  all  absorb  the  slogan  sent  out  by  our 
President,  Sister  Donaldson,  to  ‘  Advertise  the  Rebekah  degree  by  living 
up  to  its  teachings.’  ” 

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Secretary:  “Inclosed  find  annual  report 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  for  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  showing 
a  loss  in  membership  of  483  and  total  membership  of  24,397.  Loss  to  be 
expected  in  view  of  the  fact  that,  in  deference  to  almost  direct  orders  from 
the  Grand  Sire,  the  lodges  carried  over  a  large  number  that  should  have 
been  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  in  1924.  Our  financial  condition 
has  improved,  the  income  of  lodges  exceeding  all  expenditures  by  nearly 
$90,000,  and  assets  of  lodges  footing  up  $2,378,513.42,  an  increase  of  $370,000 
over  the  previous  year.  This  condition  is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  we 
amended  our  constitution  requiring  lodges  to  pay  not  to  exceed  one-half 
in  weekly  benefits  the  amount  charged  for  annual  dues,  and  eliminating  the 
compulsory  funeral  benefit.” 

E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Scribe :  “  Am  inclosing  annual  report  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  Oregon  for  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  showing 
membership  of  6673,  a  loss  of  74  during  the  year.  Receipts  of  encampments 
from  all  sources  exceeded  expenditures  for  all  purposes,  and  assets  of  en- 
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campments  amount  to  $91,031.17,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year,  all  in¬ 
dicating  a  prosperous  financial  condition.  The  Grand  Sire’s  directions,  in 
1924,  to  ‘  suspend  no  members  for  non-payment  of  dues,’  caused  us  to  carry 
over  members  in  1924  and  show  a  small  gain,  all  of  which  was  lost,  and  more 
too,  in  1925,  plainly  showing  there  is  no  merit  in  carrying  ‘  dead  timber.’  ” 

Ora  Cosper,  Secretary :  “  I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  Rebekah 
Odd  Fellowship  in  the  State  of  Oregon  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition. 

“We  have  instituted  two  new  lodges  during  the  past  year,  with  one  char¬ 
ter  surrendered  and  one  consolidation,  making  us  215  lodges  with  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  25,779,  a  net  loss  of  517  over  the  previous  year,  which  we  attribute, 
largely,  to  the  raising  of  our  initiation  fee,  causing  a  slump  in  gaining  new 
members.  We  think  this  condition  will  soon  be  readjusted  and  we  will  have 
a  better  and  more  lasting  class  of  members. 

“We  had  the  pleasure  of  entertaining  your  two  Grand  Bodies  in  Sep¬ 
tember  and  hope  you  all  enjoyed  the  Western  hospitality  as  much  as  we 
enjoyed  having  you  as  our  guests. 

“  Rebekah  lodges  have  started  a  fund  to  install  an  elevator  at  the 
I.  O.  0.  F.  Home  and  a  nice  sum  has  been  contributed  for  this  purpose 
and  this  is  a  most  needed  accessory  for  our  aged  residents  at  the  Home.” 

Pennsylvania. — Usher  A.  Hall,  Grand  Secretary :  “  I  regret  to  report 
that  for  the  past  four  years  we  have  had  a  loss  of  subordinate  members 
in  our  Jurisdiction.  While  it  has  not  reached  very  large  figures  in  any  one 
year,  yet  it  is  an  indication  that  numerically  our  Order  has  been  losing 
ground  in  our  State. 

“  The  statistical  reports  credit  this  loss  to  two  causes,  namely,  suspension 
for  non-payment  of  dues  and  deaths.  The  latter  cause  we  always  have  with 
us  and  cannot  overcome.  Our  lodges  however,  in  general,  have  made  an 
effort  throughout  the  year  and  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  the 
Grand  Sire  to  reduce  the  loss  through  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
but  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  however,  the  loss  amounted  to  1763  from 
this  cause.  During  the  last  year  we  initiated  8841  brothers,  but  in  spite  of 
this  increase,  our  present  membership  has  been  reduced  to  195,128. 

“We  have  found  it  necessary  to  consolidate  a  number  of  our  smaller 
lodges,  with  a  view  to  increase  the  activity  and  conserve  the  funds  of  the 
lodge.  In  a  financial  way  there  is  not  much  change  throughout  the 
Jurisdiction. 

“  During  the  last  few  years  our  various  Home  propositions  have  de¬ 
manded  much  of  the  attention  of  our  lodges,  and  large  sums  of  money 
have  been  raised  for  the  improvements  to  our  Home  buildings.  The  new 
Home  for  the  Aged  located  at  Middletown  will  be  dedicated  on  Tuesday, 
June  8.  This  is  a  fine  new  building,  at  a  new  location,  and  takes  the  place 
of  the  said  Home  which  was  formerly  located  in  Philadelphia. 

“  The  Home  for  Orphans  at  Meadville  is  being  entirely  rebuilt,  and  will 
be  ready  for  dedication  in  the  early  fall.  We  are  also  making  large  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  Home  for  the  Aged  located  at  Grove  City,  which  will  in  all 
probability  be  completed  at  an  early  date. 

“  Our  Home  for  Orphans  located  in  Philadelphia  is  engaged  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  in  creating  a  higher  education  fund  for  advance  education  of  those 
of  our  children  who  are  qualified  and  desire  to  obtain  the  same.  This  fund 
is  created  by  public  subscription,  and  is  growing  and  promises  to  be  con¬ 
ducive  of  much  good.  On  the  whole,  conditions  throughout  our  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  are  improving  and  there  are  prospects  for  advancement  along  all  lines.” 
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Quebec. — T.  J.  Potter,  Grand  Secretary :  “  I  am  pleased  to  report  a 
small  gain  this  year,  and  we  hope  for  better  results  as  conditions  are  more 
favorable  at  the  present  time.  We  are  on  the  eve  of  a  tremendous  indus¬ 
trial  development  in  this  country,  and  are  moving  into  a  new  era  of  pros¬ 
perity  in  Canada,  which  will  mean  better  conditions  and  greater  oppor¬ 
tunities.  Our  position  is  strong,  and  we  have  entered  upon  another  year 
with  renewed  confidence  to  carry  on  and  cheerfully  accomplish  the  great 
work  before  us. 

“We  have  again  directed  the  attention  of  our  subordinate  lodges  to  the 
wishes  of  the  Grand  Sire  for  immediate  and  vigorous  action  to  reduce 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

“We  have  increased  initiations  and  reduced  suspensions  during  the  past 
year,  with  the  result  that  instead  of  a  serious  decrease  we  have  a  net  gain 
of  five  members,  making  our  total  membership  6156.” 

H.  R.  Wilson,  Grand  Scribe:  “I  regret  having  to  report  a  loss  of  89 
for  the  year  ending  1925. 

“For  the  past  few  years  it  has  been  the  case  of  several  encampments 
carrying  dead-wood  on  their  books,  with  promises  from  the  patriarchs 
that  they  would  pay  up  arrears. 

“  We  have  tried  to  live  up  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Sire,  that 
is  not  to  suspend  a  single  member,  but  have  found  that  this  is  practically 
impossible.  It  has  always  been  the  practice  to  deal  leniently  with  delin¬ 
quents,  and  by  such  a  policy  many  good  patriarchs  have  been  saved  from 
suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

“  I  feel  sure  that  we  have  reached  the  height  of  this  decline,  and  during 
the  year  1926  the  patriarchs  will  retrieve  the  loss  in  membership,  by  using 
the  slogan  ‘  Get  a  good  candidate.  Get  one  now.’  ” 

Elizabeth  Spencer,  Secretary:  “We  have  just  closed  a  most  successful 
year  in  this  province.  Every  lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  with  but  one  excep¬ 
tion  is  doing  good  work. 

“  Our  gain  has  been  small  (only  51)  but  I  am  happy  to  say  that  numbers 
do  not  count  for  all  our  gain. 

“  Our  Assembly  session,  May  19,  held  in  Sherbrooke,  was  the  largest  and 
most  enthusiastic  gathering  we  have  ever  held  and  I  am  sure  the  past  year 
will  go  down  in  history  as  one  of  the  most  successful  years  we  have  had.” 

Rhode  Island. — Kirtland  H.  Wilson,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe: 
“  The  condition  of  the  Order  in  Rhode  Island  during  the  past  year  shows 
some  improvement  over  a  year  ago.  We  are  sorry  to  report  a  loss  in  mem¬ 
bership  and  are  hoping  this  year  to  report  a  gain. 

“  Financially  our  lodges  are  doing  very  well  having  made  a  net  increase 
in  the  past  11  years  of  $131,000  which,  considering  the  number  of  lodges  in 
the  Jurisdiction,  makes  a  fine  showing.  Our  invested  funds  represent  $68.53 
per  capita. 

“  At  the  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge  in  May,  1925,  legislation  was  enacted 
requiring  that  Financial  Secretaries  send  registered  letters  to  members 
liable  to  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  before  such  members  could 
be  suspended  by  the  lodge.  We  are  hoping  that  good  results  will  follow 
this  legislation. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  also  sustained  a  loss  during  the  past  year 
which  is  unusual  in  Encampment  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction,  as 
we  have  been  making  constant  gains  in  the  Encampment  branch  of  our 
Order.”  .  ' 
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Saskatchewan. — F.  D.  Gray,  Grand  Secretary:  “  I  regret  having  to  report 
another  loss  in  membership  during  the  year  1925.  However,  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  the  net  loss  has  been  considerably  reduced  during  the  past 
three  years,  and  I  am  sure,  from  conditions  as  they  appear  at  the  present 
time,  that  the  year  1926  will  show  a  gam  in  membership. 

“In  1923  our  Jurisdiction  showed  a  loss  in  membership  of  370;  in  1924 
we  were  able  to  reduce  this  to  a  net  loss  of  159,  and  in  1925  we  again  re¬ 
duced  it  to  92,  so  that  conditions,  you  will  see,  are  improving  each  year  so 
far  as  Odd  Fellowship  is  concerned  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

“We  have  been  working  hard  on  our  Home  F'und,  and  to-day  we  have  a 
total  amount  standing  to  the  credit  of  this  fund  of  $60,360.02. 

“We  instituted  two  lodges  during  the  year,  and  resuscitated  one,  which 
gives  us  160  active  lodges  at  the  present  time.  We  have  not  recalled  a 
charter  during  the  past  four  years,  and  out  of  the  160  lodges  there  are  only 
two  that  are  in  a  semi-dormant  condition,  and  I  feel  sure  these  two  lodges 
will  be  put  into  working  shape  again  this  year. 

“We  have  been  able  to  reduce  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues 
from  857  in  1923,  to  626  in  1925,  and  this  favorable  reduction,  in  my  opin¬ 
ion,  has  been  brought  about  by  educating  the  lodges  in  the  necessity  of  giv¬ 
ing  the  collection  of  dues  their  serious  consideration  and  not  suspending 
their  members,  except  as  a  last  resort.” 

E.  B.  Mclnnis,  Grand  Scribe :  “  I  have  the  honor  to  report  a  slight  gain 
in  membership  for  the  year.  One  encampment  has  been  resuscitated,  and 
the  prospects  are  very  bright  for  having  one  other  brought  back  into  the 
fold  in  the  near  future.  No  new  encampments  have  been  instituted  since 
last  report,  but  we  have  two  inquiries  and  will  probably  institute  one  dur¬ 
ing  the  next  year.  Conditions  are  very  much  improved  in  western  Canada 
and  the  prospects  for  the  future  are  very  bright  indeed.” 

Ellen  Millar,  Secretary :  “  The  work  of  the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd 
Fellowship  in  Saskatchewan  is  prospering  in  every  particular.  Our  suspen¬ 
sions  show  a  decided  decrease  in  comparison  with  last  year.  We  are  showing 
a  slight  increase  in  membership.  Three  new  lodges  have  been  instituted 
during  the  past  year  and  prospects  are  good.  Donations  to  the  Home  Fund 
for  the  year  amount  to  $2854.86.  We  are  preparing  for  a  keen  competition 
in  degree  work  at  our  annual  Assembly,  which  promises  to  be  a  record 
breaker  in  attendance.  A  splendid  fraternal  spirit  exists  in  our  lodges. 
Watch  us  grow!  ” 

South  Carolina. — Corrie  K.  Killingsworth,  Secretary :  “  Two  new  lodges 
instituted  since  last  Assembly  session  and  one  to  be  reorganized  within  a 
few  days.  Majority  of  members  are  active  and  interested.  Conditions 
appear  hopeful.” 

South  Dakota. — F.  B.  Raymond,  Grand  Secretary:  “We  are  rejoiced 
with  results  in  1925;  our  subordinate  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  shows  a 
nice  gain  of  516;  every  report  in  on  time;  and  most  of  our  lodges  are 
very  active. 

“  A  different  feeling  seems  to  have  entered  into  the  work  of  the  Fra¬ 
ternity  and  the  membership  has,  or  is  learning  that  the  Order  is  a  world-wide 
Brotherhood  and  extends  beyond  the  limits  of  their  home  organization. 

“  Last  year  we  divided  our  State  in  what  we  call  visiting  groups,  with 
four,  five  or  six  lodges  in  each  group.  The  idea  is  to  encourage  lodges  to 
visit  their  neighbors,  having  in  mind  the  saying,  ‘  Get  acquainted  with  your 
neighbor,  you  might  like  him/ 
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“  The  re-consecration  proclamation  was  a  great  factor  in  creating  anew 
the  interest  in  the  more  dormant  member  and  since  New  Year’s  Day,  1926, 
a  general  activity  has  been  very  noticeable.” 

F.  B.  Raymond,  Grand  Scribe :  “  I  regret  to  say  that  we  cannot  report 
that  50  per  cent  of  our  subordinate  members  are  members  of  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  of  the  Order,  but  7306  of  the  17,024  are  active  members  of  the 
Patriarch  family,  with  a  net  gain  for  the  year  of  819. 

“  Six  new  encampments  have  been  added  to  the  list  and  their  locations 
have  aided  a  great  deal  in  bringing  the  patriarchs  in  closer  touch  with  their 
encampments  and  more  interest  is  manifest  by  this  addition.” 


Tennessee. — W.  M.  Hannah,  Grand  Secretary:  “  We  are  glad  to  advise 
you  that  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Tennessee  at  this 
time  are  encouraging,  though  of  course  far  from  what  we  would  like  to  have 
them  be. 

“  The  first  of  the  year  we  paid  our  Home  out  of  debt,  but  with  200  in 
the  Home  and  our  membership  reduced  to  less  than  15,000  we  find  it  diffi¬ 
cult  to  keep  their  expenses  within  the  revenues  that  the  Order  is  able  to 
provide.  In  many  sections  our  lodges  are  active  and  putting  on  member¬ 
ship  campaigns,  at  the  same  time  using  due  caution  in  the  selection  of  new 
members. 

“  We  are  now  working  on  the  ninth  story  of  our  new  Grand  Lodge  build¬ 
ing,  which  is  being  built  especially  for  the  medical  profession,  with  an 
auditorium  and  Grand  Secretary’s  office  in  connection  therewith.  This 
building  should  pay  for  itself  in  about  10  or  12  years  and  then  yield  a 
revenue  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  Home.  Our  greatest  trouble  lies  in 
the  fact  that  a  number  of  our  oldest  and  most  wealthy  lodges  have  become 
fossilized,  and  converted  themselves  into  benefit  associations  for  a  handful 
of  members,  but  we  believe  that  before  a  very  great  while  this  condition 
will  be  changed.” 

W.  J.  Allen,  Grand  Scribe:  “The  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  in 
this  State  is  not  progressing  as  I  would  like  or  it  should.  However,  we  are 
making  extraordinary  efforts  to  revive  interest  among  the  patriarchs  and 
hope  to  make  a  better  showing  at  the  close  of  this  fiscal  year.” 

Laura  L.  Lindsay,  Secretary:  “Tennessee  Rebekahs  are  continuing  to 
render  substantial  aid  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  lifting  the  debt  on  the  Home ; 
their  contributions  to  this  fund,  during  the  past  two  years,  being  more  than 
$2500.  In  addition  to  this  the  Home  tax  of  $1000,  collected  from  members 
since  1922,  has  gone  toward  replacing  the  old  wooden  porch  on  the  front 
of  the  girls’  building,  with  an  attractive  and  commodious  brick  and  cement 
structure  having  a  sun  room  above. 

“  This  year  Mrs.  Bessie  F.  Bishop,  President,  is  bending  her  energies 
toward  raising  $2000  for  the  installation  of  a  new  and  larger  boiler  for  the 
heating  plant,  to  replace  the  one  which  has  become  useless  and  dangerous, 
and  success  in  accomplishing  her  aim  seems  assured.  The  usual  Christmas 
tree,  with  its  loads  of  useful  gifts,  upon  which  was  expended  another  $1000, 
was  the  result  of  the  customary  appeal  which  went  out  to  lodges  from  the 
Home  Advisory  Board. 

“  A  summary  of  these  activities  reveals  that  while  Tennessee  may  only 
be  holding  her  own  when  measured  by  the  number  of  lodges  and  members, 
she  is  overreaching  all  her  past  records  in  the  largeness  of  her  service  to 
the  Home  and  humanity.” 
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Texas. — E.  Q.  Vestal,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “Both  the 
Subordinate  and  Encampment  branches  in  this  Jurisdiction  seem  to  be 
taking  a  new  hold  on  the  work,  and  some  of  the  recent  legislation  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  having  had  consideration  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Texas,  which  will  permit  the  subordinate  lodges  to  work  along  a  little  dif¬ 
ferent  line  than  they  have  been  in  a  position  to  work  any  time  in  the  past, 
is  going  to  open  up  a  new  field  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Texas.  And  I  feel 
that  with  the  renewed  energy  that  is  being  manifested  that  both  the  Subor¬ 
dinate  branch  and  Encampment  branch  in  this  Jurisdiction  will  have  a 
prosperous  year  for  1926;  at  the  close  of  which  we  hope  to  be  able  to  report 
a  substantial  increase  in  membership.” 

Mattie  E.  Knauff,  Secretary:  “The  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  in 
Texas  shows  a  net  gain  in  membership  for  the  past  year  of  1161  members, 
our  membership  now  numbering  23,534.  Twenty-eight  new  lodges  were 
instituted  and  11  resuscitated.  Charters  surrendered,  burned  and  consoli¬ 
dated,  20,  leaving  a  net  gain  of  19.  Five  lodges,  having  met  all  require¬ 
ments  are  eligible  to  the  A.  R.  A.  honor  roll.  Sixty-six  reported  no  suspen¬ 
sions  for  non-payment  of  dues  for  the  year. 

“  Special  efforts  for  the  fine  arts  department  of  the  Home  at  Corsicana 
were  made  by  the  President,  Sister  Dorothy  Bednar,  and  as  a  result  over 
$2000  was  added  to  this  department.  In  addition  to  this,  many  donations 
of  various  kinds  were  sent  direct  to  the  Home,  where  139  boys,  168  girls, 
36  old  people  and  19  mothers  are  cared  for. 

“  With  a  fine  corps  of  Assembly  Officers,  we  are  looking  forward  to 
another  prosperous  year.” 

Vermont. — Frank  W.  Jackson,  Grand  Secretary:  “At  the  last  session 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  term  for  subordinate  lodges  was  changed  from 
December  31  to  September  30,  and  notwithstanding  that  change,  making 
the  last  term  but  nine  months,  the  Jurisdiction  of  Vermont  shows  a  net 
gain  for  1925.  Our  Grand  Lodge  session  is  to  be  held  in  Bennington  on 
Thursday,  June  3,  1926.  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction  was  never  at 
higher  standard  than  to-day.” 

Gerry  F.  Walker,  Grand  Scribe:  “Encampment  Odd  Fellowship  in  this 
Jurisdiction  made  a  gain  last  term.  It  has  been  very  gratifying  to  the 
Grand  Officers  to  note  the  enthusiasm  that  has  been  shown  by  the  officers 
of  the  encampments  in  work.  We  anticipate  a  larger  gain  this  term.” 

Emma  H.  Gates,  Secretary:  “We  are  pleased  to  continue  to  report 
prosperity  of  the  Rebekah  branch  in  Vermont.  At  the  1925  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  the  year  was  changed  to  close  September  30,  so  the  last  report 
is  for  only  nine  months,  but  a  good  gain  in  membership  was  made. 

“  Our  annual  Assembly  session  convened  June  4  in  the  historic  town  of 
Bennington  and  was  a  most  enthusiastic  one,  much  business  of  importance 
being  transacted.  The  reports  of  the  officers  indicated  earnest  thoughtful 
effort  for  the  advancement  of  our  Order,  and  the  newly  elected  officers 
manifest  a  determination  to  carry  the  work  on  in  the  best  manner  possible. 
We  are  confident  a  record  of  progress  will  be  made  during  the  present  year.” 

Virginia. — T.  Wiley  Davis,  Jr.,  Grand  Secretary:  “You  will  note  from 
our  report  submitted  to  you  the  last  of  last  month  that  we  showed  a  de¬ 
crease  of  562  members.  This  of  course  is  regretted  as  we  had  worked  hard 
to  show  a  good  increase,  but  it  means  an  improvement  in  conditions  for 
the  reason  that  the  decrease  is  reduced  to  about  one-half  of  that  reported 
for  the  year  before  and  considerably  reduces  the  decreases  reported  for  the 
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past  several  years.  Our  troubles  have  been  for  a  long  time  with  a  large 
number  of  very  small  country  lodges  with  an  insufficient  number  of  mem¬ 
bers  to  transact  the  work  properly.  However  we  are  very  hopeful  of  making 
a  good  showing  during  the  coming  Grand  Lodge  year,  May  to  May,  if 
we  can  have  enacted  two  very  constructive  recommendations  which  will 
be  made  to  our  Grand  Lodge  next  month. 

“We  sent  out  to  the  lodges  each  year  little  special  report  blanks  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  the  increases  and  decreases  between  the  regular 
January  semi-annual  report  and  the  Grand  Lodge  session.  To  this  time 
(April  16)  we  have  received  208  of  these  reports  which  show  558  increases 
in  members  since  January  1.  I  feel  that  the  Order  in  Virginia  is  in  a  much 
better  condition  at  the  present  than  it  has  been  for  several  years  and  we 
have  reason  to  believe  that  we  will  show  in  our  next  report  to  you  an 
increase  instead  of  a  decrease.’’ 

E.  M.  Bunch,  Grand  Scribe:  “Conditions  in  the  Encampment  branch 
of  the  Order  have  not  materially  improved  during  the  year  just  closed. 
Although  we  have  instituted  three  very  good  encampments  during  the  past 
12  months,  this  has  been  offset  by  forfeiture  of  charters  by  encampments 
unable  to  keep  up. 

“  Prospects  though  look  brighter  since  the  first  of  1926.  Several  of  the 
larger  encampments  report  renewed  activity  and  a  goodly  number  of  initia¬ 
tions.  We  hope  for  a  nice  gain  for  1926.” 

Ola  L.  Bunch,  Secretary :  “  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  Virginia  during 
the  past  12  months  has  progressed  as  well  as  could  possibly  be  expected 
considering  conditions.  We  have  instituted  from  May,  1925,  to  May,  1926, 
14  lodges,  some  with  large  charter  membership  and  some  with  small.  Our 
membership  for  the  year  1925  shows  a  gain  of  336,  and  prospects  for  a 
larger  gain  for  1926  look  good.  Contributions  to  our  Home  Fund  amounted 
to  $2000.” 

Washington. — Fred  W.  Bier,  Grand  Secretary:  “I  regret  to  say  1925 
was  not  a  good  year  for  this  Jurisdiction,  as  we  suffered  a  loss  in  member¬ 
ship  of  1124.  The  large  number  dropped  for  non-payments  of  dues  (1847) 
would  in  great  measure  explain  the  extent  of  the  loss,  and  the  fact  that 
many  lodges  omitted  to  drop  any  members  in  1924  explains  why  so  many 
were  dropped  in  1925.  Let  us  hope  the  slump  is  about  over  and  that  the 
tide  will  turn  soon. 

George  R.  Chamberlin,  Grand  Scribe :  “  I  regret  to  report  that  we  had  a 
considerable  loss  in  membership  for  the  year  1925,  one  hardly  knows  what 
to  attribute  it  to,  other  than  those  who  have  been  carried  on  the  rolls  for 
a  year  or  two  simply  won’t  pay  up;  I  feel,  however,  that  we  have  in  a 
measure  cleaned  house  pretty  thoroughly.  This  year  will  be  a  prosperous 
one  for  us,  the  encampments  are  all  working  to  recuperate,  since  the  first 
of  the  year,  and  we  will  regain  any  loss  and  more,  for  1926.  Our  finances 
are  in  excellent  condition,  and  prospects  for  two  or  three  new  encampments 
in  this  Jurisdiction  are  much  in  evidence.” 

Nellie  M.  Knoff,  Secretary:  “The  Rebekah  lodges  in  the  Evergreen 
Jurisdiction  are  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  we  closed  the  year  with  a  loss  of  185.  We  are  not  discouraged  over 
our  loss,  but  feel  that  our  Jurisdiction  is  stronger  to-day  than  it  has  been 
for  several  years,  owing  to  the  splendid  work  of  our  President,  Myra  J. 
Fairbanks.  Again,  we  are  exceedingly  glad  to  report  that  we  closed  the 
year  with  not  a  delinquent  lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction,  and  our  aim  is  to  keep 
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up  this  splendid  record.  We  have  SI 443 .34  in  our  Higher  Educational 
Fund.  Two  of  our  former  Home  children  have  taken  advantage  of  this 
fund  the  past  year. 

“  At  our  recent  session  the  Assembly  voted  to  ^ive  each  boy  or  girl  of 
our  Home,  graduating  from  the  high  school,  a  gift  of  $25. 

“  This  is  the  first  year  that  our  Assembly  made  an  appropriation  for  our 
President  to  visit  the  Rebekah  lodges  of  Alaska.  At  our  recent  session  we 
granted  the  request  of  Forget-Me-Not  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  8,  of  Cordova, 
Alaska,  to  be  annexed  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Washington.  Our  district  meet¬ 
ings  continue  to  be  an  inspiration  for  greater  progress. 

“  Our  membership  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  was  31,315.” 

West  Virginia. — C.  L.  Simpson,  Grand  Scribe:  “Our  last  annual  report 
to  your  honorable  Body  was  very  distressing  indeed,  but  I  am  pleased  to 
report  at  this  time  that  conditions  are  better,  and  we  are  looking  forward 
for  better  conditions  in  the  future.  From  all  over  the  Jurisdiction  come 
letters  advising  that  work  is  being  done  in  many  encampments.  It  is  true, 
however,  that  there  are  some  that  either  sit  still  or  go  backward,  but  at  the 
coming  session  I  am  sure  some  action  will  be  had  to  cause  them  to  take 
on  new  life,  consolidate  or  close  some  of  the  small  ones.” 

Wisconsin. — Richard  Hoe,  Grand  Secretary:  “It  gives  me  much  plea¬ 
sure  to  be  able  to  report  a  gain  in  our  membership  of  328,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1925.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  activities  of  our 
Grand  Master,  O.  Stegeman,  who  has  given  nearly  all  of  his  time  to  the 
work  of  the  Order.  May  12  we  were  visited  by  Bro.  Herbert  A.  Thompson, 
Grand  Sire ;  he  gave  an  address  in  the  afternoon  and  another  in  the  evening. 
Our  members  were  much  pleased  with  his  talks,  which  were  very  interesting 
and  instructive,  and  no  doubt  much  benefit  for  the  good  of  the  Order  will 
be  the  result  of  his  visit.  He  was  met  by  a  Reception  Committee  at 
Racine,  25  miles  south  and  escorted  to  Milwaukee  in  a  Rolls-Royce  car. 
Accompanying  him  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  Illinois  were  Ray  H.  Johnson, 
Grand  Master,  John  H.  Sykes,  Grand  Secretary,  H.  M.  Blood,  Grand 
Instructor,  and  D.  H.  Chapman.” 

Jas.  A.  Fathers,  Grand  Scribe:  “It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  have  the 
privilege  of  reporting  a  gain  of  93  members  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1925. 

“  The  Patriarchal  Branch  of  the  Order  in  Wisconsin  is  in  excellent  condi¬ 
tion,  most  all  of  the  encampments  doing  some  work.  Under  the  full-hearted 
and  energetic  leadership  of  our  present  Grand  Patriarch  he  has  caused  an 
extra  effort  and  endeavor  of  the  ‘  lay  members  ’  to  carry  on  the  encamp¬ 
ment  work.  He  has  enthused  the  members  along  the  lines  of  intervisita¬ 
tions,  and  much  of  it  has  been  done,  and  we  realize  the  betterment  of 
conditions. 

“  The  future  looks  good  and  we  confidently  expect  a  net  gain  each  year. 
The  general  awakening  which  seems  to  have  taken  place  will  no  doubt 
produce  satisfactory  results.” 

Wyoming. — Thomas  Cottle,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “We 
are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a  small  increase  in  the  membership  of  this 
Jurisdiction  during  the  past  year,  although  not  very  large  it  is  somewhat 
encouraging  to  all  of  its  Grand  Officers.  We  are  very  sorry  that  we  are  com¬ 
pelled  to  report  so  great  a  number  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and 
it  seems  that  we  are  unable  to  overcome  this  drain  on  our  Order  here.  We 
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are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  the  institution  of  one  new  subordinate 
lodge  since  our  last  report  to  your  office,  and  nearly  all  of  our  lodges  arc 
doing  some  good  work,  and  we  ought  to  show  a  larger  gain  in  membership 
during  the  present  year. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  of  our  Order  here  is  not  coming  up  to  our 
expectations  and  we  are  compelled  to  report  a  loss  in  membership  instead 
of  an  increase  during  the  past  year  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  weeding  out 
plan  of  our  subordinate  encampments  has  exceeded  the  admissions,  but 
we  trust  that  we  shall  be  able  to  show  an  increase  during  the  present  year.” 

Yukon  Territory. — Chas.  I.  Tennant,  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire:  “I 
visited  Yukon  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  1,  the  evening  of  January  5,  and  in¬ 
stalled  the  officers  with  the  exception  of  the  Right  Supporter  and  Left 
Supporter  of  the  Vice  Grand  as  they  were  absent,  but  will  install  them 
soon.  I  am  out  of  town  most  of  the  time,  but  will  try  and  have  them  there 
some  night  that  I  will  be  there. 

“  There  is  not  very  much  to  report  as  I  did  not  get  my  papers  until 
almost  the  first  of  the  year,  but  can  say  that  we  just  about  held  our  own, 
as  you  will  see  by  the  Secretary’s  report,  but  we  expect  to  take  in  a  few 
new  members  this  term.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  very  much  interest 
taken  in  the  lodge  by  some  of  its  members,  so  they  have  decided  to  give 
a  card  party  or  two  and.  see  if  that  will  help  any.  I  gave  them  a  dispensa¬ 
tion  to  hold  one  in  conjunction  with  the  subordinate  lodge  on  January  19, 
we  made  a  success  of  it  financially  if  not  otherwise.  They  calculate  to  give 
their  regular  at  home  on  the  evening  of  February  19.” 


Philippine  Islands. — William  Murphy,  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire: 
“  At  the  regular  meeting  of  Manila  Lodge,  No.  1,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  December  23, 
1925,  a  resolution  was  adopted  to  the  effect  that  that  lodge  placed  itself 
on  record  as  unalterably  and  unanimously  opposed  to  the  admission  of  any 
race  other  than  the  Caucasian  in  our  Order.  The  lodge  also  suggested  that 
no  undue  publicity  of  the  resolution  be  given  as  it  would  tend  to  stir  up 
unnecessary  strife  between  the  members  of  the  Order  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  and  the  regular  inhabitants  thereof. 

“  At  present  the  matter  of  rendering  financial  reports  to  the  Insular 
Treasurer  is  quiet.  Manila  Lodge  has  adopted  new  by-laws  eliminating  the 
specified  benefit  side  of  the  Order,  and  Manila  Encampment  is  preparing 
by-laws  of  the  same  tenor.  We  believe  that  the  new  by-laws  will  settle 
the  whole  question  if  they  are  approved  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
I  am  sending  the  lodge  by-laws  to  you  under  another  cover. 

“  Manila  Lodge,  No.  1,  made  a  remarkable  increase  in  membership  during 
last  year,  i.  e.,  from  88  to  107.  This  was  due  to  a  large  extent  to  the  influ¬ 
ence  and  work  of  our  present  Noble  Grand,  a  young  air-service  sergeant, 
among  his  branch  of  the  service,  the  army,  and  the  navy.  He  is  not  only  a 
successful  solicitor  of  members,  but  takes  an  active  part  in  degree  work 
and  instruction  of  candidates.  He  has  been  a  lodge  worker  in  other  lodges 
before  he  came  here.  Another  large  share  of  our  increase  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  last  year  both  of  our  Noble  Grands  were  experienced  Past  Grands  and 
Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires.  Both  of  them  are  old  war  horses  in  the 
Order  and  they  earned  their  ranks  and  places  by  merit  and  not  by  chance. 
Another  factor  was  probably  the  fact  that  we  were  passing  through  a  crisis 
and  we  felt  that  we  must  put  more  than  ordinary  efforts  forth  if  we  desired 
to  continue  to  exist. 
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“  Manila  Encampment,  No.  1,  has  lost  one  member  and  taken  in  none. 
When  the  financial  report  bugbear  arose  the  few  members  we  have  in 
Manila  simply  stayed  at  home  and  ‘  passed  the  buck  ’  to  the  few  that  did 
come  out.  I  am  not  very  sanguine  as  to  the  future  of  that  branch  of  the 
Order.  Just  at  present  we  are  preparing  new  by-laws  and  have  one  or  two 
prospective  members  in  view  down  by  the  horizon.  We  may  possibly  pull 
through.  We  will,  if  we  can,  get  the  few  to  realize  that  the  encampment 
can  increase  the  same  as  the  lodge  did.  One  thing  that  kept  the  encamp¬ 
ment  back  was  the  extra  efforts  we  put  forth  to  make  the  Order  strong  by 
keeping  the  subordinate  more  in  the  light  than  usual. 

“  At  present,  service  men  seem  to  be  our  field.  Civilians  and  ordinary 
business  men  seem  to  stand  back,  but  they  appear  on  the  scene  occasion¬ 
ally  when  needed.  On  the  whole,  the  prospect  of  the  Order  in  the  Islands 
is  good.  We  expect  to  equal  last  year  if  we  do  not  excel  it.  The  young 
timber  we  have  on  our  degree  teams  and  the  active  part  they  take  in  the 
Order  in  general  spell  success  for  this  year.” 

Canal  Zone. — Ralph  A.  Schofield,  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire :  “  As  of 
course  you  know,  on  June  18,  1925,  Cristobal  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  2,  was 
instituted  and  has  grown  to  55  members,  which  I  think  is  a  very  good 
showing.  Isthmian  Canal  Rebekah  Lodge,  with  104  members  on  the  rolls, 
is  of  course  in  a  better  position,  numerically,  but  for  the  past  six  months 
all  has  not  been  serene  within  their  ranks  and  I  am  at  my  wits  ends  to 
know  how  to  manage,  but  I  believe  now  they  are  getting  together  again, 
and  with  the  early  change  of  officers  there  may  be  a  change  for  the  better. 

“  Cristobal  Subordinate  Lodge,  with  229  members  on  the  rolls,  shows 
up  much  better  than  Isthmian  Canal  Lodge  with  148  members,  but  I  have 
just  been  advised  by  the  Secretary  of  Cristobal  Lodge  that  he  has  checked 
up  on  80  members  who  are  from  two  to  five  years  in  arrears  for  dues,  and 
whose  addresses  are  unknown,  therefore  the  report  is  misleading  as  far  as 
the  actual  working  strength  of  the  lodge  is  concerned;  and  as  they  are 
likely  never  to  hear  from  the  majority  of  this  list  again,  I  think  it  advis¬ 
able  for  them  to  be  dropped  from  the  rolls.  That  is  what  we  have  to  put  up 
with  where  our  population  is  more  or  less  transient. 

“  During  the  year  I  granted  dispensation  to  all  lodges  to  appear  in  public 
parade  in  regalia,  on  May  30,  1925  (Memorial  day),  and  also  to  Isthmian 
Canal  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  1,  to  elect  and  install  their  officers  on  the  last 
meeting  in  June.  I  believe  all  other  important  acts  have  been  covered  by 
special  correspondence. 

“  I  believe  that  some  action  along  the  lines  laid  down  in  my  letter  to  the 
Grand  Sire  last  September,  which  was  placed  before  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  would  have  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  Order  here.” 

OVER-SEAS  JURISDICTIONS. 

Australasia. — J.  C.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary:  “  By  the  Frisco  mail  closing 
to-morrow,  I  am  sending  the  annual  reports  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Australasia,  and  I  feel  sure  you  will  be  pleased  with  the  progress  we  have 
made  during  the  past  year.  There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  industrial  unrest 
and  consequent  loss  of  employment  during  the  period  under  review,  so  that 
the  addition  of  2143  to  the  membership  of  subordinate  lodges  is  very  satis¬ 
factory.  Notwithstanding  that  the  claims  for  sick  relief  and  funeral  benefits 
have  been  somewhat  heavier  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  invested  funds 
are  steadily  mounting  upwards,  and  are  now  within  measurable  distance 
of  five  and  a  half  million  dollars. 
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“  The  triennial  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  will  be  held  in 
Melbourne,  the  capital  city  of  the  State  of  Victoria,  commencing  on  the 
18th  of  the  present  month,  and  the  reports  to  be  presented  reveal  a  steady 
increase  in  each  year  of  the  triennium,  and  a  total  increase  in  all  classes 
of  membership  of  7950,  which  makes  the  total  number  of  persons  in  the 
Order  in  Australasia,  58,828.  Of  course,  this  total  includes  3000  members  of 
juvenile  lodges,  which  with  you  are  not  recognized. 

“  We  shall  have  before  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  coming  session,  the  pro¬ 
posals  of  Grand  Sire  Thompson  for  arresting  the  fearful  leakage  that  is 
continually  going  on  in  our  lodges  through  suspension  for  non-payment  of 
dues,  and  also  the  suggested  abolition  of  stipulated  benefits.  The  latter 
proposition  will,  I  fear,  give  a  shock  to  the  bulk  of  our  membership,  and 
strike  them  as  too  drastic,  but  like  some  of  those  proposals  that  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  has  had  under  consideration  for  years,  it  may  eventually 
he  adopted 

“  Since  our  last  session,  we  have  lost  by  death  two  real  leaders  in  Austral¬ 
asian  Odd  Fellowship,  in  the  persons  of  Bros.  William  Reid,  of  New  Zea¬ 
land,  and  George  T.  Clarke,  of  New  South  Wales,  Past  Grand  Sires.  For 
constant,  enthusiastic  work  in  the  cause  of  fraternity,  they  will  be  remem¬ 
bered,  and  their  memory  kept  green  for  all  time. 

“  To  the  Grand  Sire,  Officers  and  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
I  have  much  pleasure  in  conveying  fraternal  good  wishes  from  the  whole 
membership  in  Australasia.” 

Czech o-Slovakia. — Wilhelm  Wertheimer,  Grand  Sire:  “The  member¬ 
ship  is  growing  and  one  lodge  was  new  instituted. 

“  It  is  now  22  years  since  I  brought  the  Order  to  this  country,  and  now 
we  have  an  Independent  Grand  Lodge  with  members  in  76  different  places 
in  Bohemia,  Moravia  and  Silesia.  A  new  lodge  was  instituted  this  year  in 
Briinn,  the  capital  town  of  Moravia.  Two  lodges  are  working  in  Wien,  the 
capital  town  of  Austria,  their  members  used  to  belong  to  us  and  are  now 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany. 

“  Now  my  official  work  for  the  Order  will  come  to  an  end.  With  age  my 
energy  has  taken  off  and  I  bring  now  a  proof  of  my  love  for  the  Order,  that 
at  our  next  session  on  June  19,  I  will  refuse  the  office  as  Grand  Sire  and 
make  room  for  a  younger  and  ambitious  brother. 

Germany. — Joh.  Kober,  Grand  Secretary :  “  The  very  deserving  Brother 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Order,  Willy  Hahn,  died  after  15  years’  activity  in 
this  position,  on  May  7,  1924.  Bro.  Paul  Petzold,  of  Kiel,  who  was  to  have 
been  his  successor  was  obliged,  for  business  reasons,  to  resign  at  the  end  of 

1924,  and  Brother  Grand  Master,  Dr.  A.  Weiss,  appointed  the  undersigned 
as  Grand  Secretary,  which  appointment  was  confirmed  by  vote  at  the  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  G.  L.  D.  R.  at  Frankfurt  on  the  Main. 

“  The  German  branch  of  the  Order  embraced  at  the  beginning  of  1924, 
besides  17  encampments,  142  lodges,  which  number  increased  by  the  end  of 
1925  to  147  lodges,  divided  into  eight  District  Grand  Lodges.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  the  Polish  lodges  separated  from  the  Union  of  the  German 
Empire  and  instituted  an  independent  Grand  Lodge  on  November  9,  1925. 

“  Its  highest  stand  was  reached  by  the  Order  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 

1925,  with  12,205  members,  which  membership  fell  off  by  the  end  of  the 
year  1925  to  11,506.  This  falling  off  was  due  not  only  to  the  separation 
of  the  Polish  brothers,  and  losses  through  death,  but  to  the  unfavorable 
economic  conditions  which  caused  many  brothers  to  leave  the  Order,  as 
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they  were  not  able  to  meet  its  financial  requirements.  An  extraordinary 
number  of  the  brothers  have  become  bankrupt  and  had  to  be  dropped  for 
non-payment  of  dues.  The  year  1926  does  not  look  favorable  in  this  respect, 
for  a  betterment  of  economic  conditions  in  Germany  is  making  very  slow 
progress,  so  that  we  must  fear  further  falling  off  in  membership  and  can¬ 
not  look  for  a  great  influx  in  new  members.  In  spite  of  this  critical  condi¬ 
tion  the  Order  in  Germany  is  conserving  its  inherent  force  which  will  be 
manifested  in  the  prospective  founding  of  new  lodges. 

“  In  increased  measure,  the  welfare  committees  of  the  Order  are  coming 
into  activity,  the  aim  being  to  help  the  widows,  the  small  renters,  and  the 
unemployed.  In  this  field  of  endeavor,  the  sisters  of  the  Order  are  vying 
the  brothers,  to  do  their  utmost.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  they  cannot 
help  in  all  cases  to  the  extent  which  the  need  of  the  sisters  and  brothers 
would  merit,  and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  our  Order.  But 
in  many  cases,  the  means  are  not  at  hand  because  the  lodges  have  to  be 
governed  by  the  financial  ability  of  the  brothers.  Business  men  are  com¬ 
plaining  of  their  reduced  earnings  and  high  taxes.  Government  officials 
have  either  been  reduced  in  salary  or  have  been  put  off  entirely.  This 
misfortunate  befalls  especially  those  in  mercantile  pursuits  and  engineers. 
The  master  mechanic,  owing  to  scarcity  of  orders,  merely  ekes  out  a  modest 
existence. 

“  The  Odd  Fellow  Councils,  which  have  been  formed  in  all  districts,  are 
striving  especially  to  find  work  for  unemployed  brothers,  but  the  offerings 
of  open  positions  are  very  few  and  the  demand  for  them  is  exceedingly 
great. 

“  Another  care  is  the  establishing  of  credits  for  brothers  in  active  busi¬ 
ness.  Many  brothers  would  be  helped  with  a  few  thousand  marks  to  keep 
their  business  going.  The  banks  in  such  cases  are  very  reserved  and  if  a 
merchant  does  receive  bank  credit,  the  interest  charges  in  time  are  so  bur¬ 
densome  that  he  cannot  survive,  giving  up  of  business,  receivership,  or 
even  bankruptcy  are  the  consequence,  and  membership  in  the  lodges  cannot 
be  maintained.  Attempts  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Master  and  of  myself 
to  interest  foreign  brother  circles  in  this  economic  condition  and  to  render 
help  have  been  without  result. 

“  While  as  a  result  of  loss  through  inflation,  the  widow  and  orphan  funds 
have  not  been  refinanced;  many  lodges  have  now  founded  burial  funds 
through  which  at  present  immediate  help  can  be  rendered  in  time  of  need. 
Besides  this,  the  Munich  Voluntary  Odd  Fellow  Death  Benefit  Fund  is 
striving  now,  under  the  protectorate  of  the  G.  L.  D.  R.,  to  obtain  new 
members.  The  Odd  Fellow  Stipendium  of  Breslau  is  undertaking  through 
financial  aid  to  enable  sons  and  daughters  of  brothers  to  continue  their 
studies  in  school.  In  the  session  of  the  G.  L.  D.  R.  (Frankfurt,  August  24— 
27,  1925)  it  was  recommended  to  the  Jurisdiction  to  form  Welfare  Unions 
for  the  purpose  of  assisting  unemployed  brothers,  those  unable  to  work, 
and  widows  and  orphans  who  are  in  need  of  help.  The  aid  fund  (Unter- 
stutzungskasse)  of  the  G.  L.  D.  R.  created  at  this  session,  is  also  to  serve 
this  same  purpose.  The  amount  of  20,000  marks  still  on  hand  from  the 
world  contribution  was  ordered  to  serve  as  groundwork  for  this  purpose. 
It  would  be  very  desirable  if  the  balance  of  $5000  in  the  hands  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  growing  out  of  the  American  collection,  could  be 
released  for  this  Unterstutzungskasse 

“  Although  under  the  pressure  of  the  unfavorable  conditions,  the  German 
Fraternity  is  heavily  burdened  with  material  cares,  there  is  present  in 
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the  lodges  and  encampments  an  active  spiritual  life,  anxious  for  the  main¬ 
taining  and  spreading  of  the  ideals  of  our  Order,  supported  by  the  Journal 
of  the  Order,  ‘  Das  Bruderwort,’  which  as  an  intellectual  tie,  does  much  to 
further  the  work  of  the  Order. 

“  Thus  in  spite  of  the  unfavorable  times,  we  in  Germany  are  looking 
forward  with  great  confidence  to  the  successful  progress  of  the  Order  under 
the  leadership  of  our  able  and  willing  Brother  Grand  Master  and  his 
co-workers.” 


Netherlands. — W.  H.  Elies,  Grand  Secretary:  “I  have  again  the  plea¬ 
sure  to  hand  you  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Netherlands  Jurisdiction. 
It  shows  that  the  Order  in  the  Jurisdiction  has  been  joined  in  1925  by  only 
65  members.  This  increase  is  not  large,  but  is  nevertheless  to  be  rejoiced 
at,  because  the  general  circumstances  would  lead  one  to  expect  a  decrease 
in  the  membership  rather  than  an  increase.  In  Holland  we  have  for  a  long 
time  been  waiting  for  a  revival  in  trade,  but  this  has  as  yet  failed  to  come, 
hence  a  continuance  of  unemployment  among  the  middle  classes. 

“  The  Order  in  the  Netherlands,  inside  as  well  as  outside  its  sphere  of 
activity,  has  done  a  great  deal  of  good;  the  committees  of  social  work  are 
always  endeavoring  to  uplift  those  who  have  gone  down  and  to  alleviate 
indigence,  whilst  many  brethren  and  their  families  are  being  tided  through 
the  present  hard  times. 

“  The  two  great  catastrophes  that  have  lighted  on  our  country  have 
caused  the  members  of  the  Order  to  collect  about  f.8000,  in  order  to  assist 
in  supporting  the  victims. 

“  During  the  year  1925,  still  more  than  in  previous  years,  the  opinion 
crops  up  in  our  Jurisdiction  that  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  should  principally  extend 
its  activities  in  the  sphere  of  the  ethis  and  that  material  questions  should 
gradually  be  dropped.  The  latter  question  refers  to  internal  matters  only, 
not  to  social  conditions. 

“  Yet  there  are  in  our  country  many  members  who  consider  that  the  work 
of  the  Order  is  being  done  on  a  material  basis  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Order  itself. 

“  To  my  regret  I  must  apprise  you  that  on  December  31,  1925,  a  lodge 
has  surrendered  its  charter  on  account  of  the  falling  off  of  its  membership. 

“  In  Belgium  the  Order  is  very  slowly  progressing.  Especially  at  Brussels, 
the  propaganda  of  the  lodge  in  that  city  meets  with  little  success. 

“  In  the  Dutch  East  Indies  the  extension  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  is  not  going 
quickly  either.  The  cause  of  this  is  no  doubt  the  ambulating  population  of 
the  Colonies. 

“  The  Rebekah  branch  is  not  progressing  as  quickly  in  Holland  as  might 
be  desired.  Only  at  Amsterdam,  Rotterdam  and  The  Hague,  as  far  as 
Holland  is  concerned,  there  are  Rebekah  lodges.  Outside  of  these  cities 
people  will  not  hear  of  it  yet. 

“  Neither  is  shown  for  the  encampments,  which  are  five  in  number,  such 
interest  on  the  part  of  their  members  as  might  be  wished.  The  Institute  is 
looked  upon  in  this  country  rather  as  a  necessary  evil  than  as  an  establish¬ 
ment,  of  which  the  importance  should  be  understood. 

“In  our  Jurisdiction  the  lodges  are  attracting  most  of  the  attention; 
anything  outside  those  is  considered  as  of  secondary  importance. 

“  May  time,  as  far  as  the  latter  question  is  concerned,  effect  a  change 
in  this.” 
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Sweden .-^-Fred.  Geijer,  Grand  Secretary:  “I  beg  to  give  you  some  par¬ 
ticulars  of  our  work  in  our  Swedish  Jurisdiction. 

“  We  had  formerly  quadrennial  sessions  as  well  for  Grand  Lodge  as  for 
Encampment  (Grand)  and  the  terms  of  our  subordinates  commenced  on 
April  1,  lasting  for  encampments  two  and  for  lodges  one  year.  At  our  last 
sessions  this  was  changed.  We  have  now  sessions  only  every  fifth  year  and 
our  Grand  Officers  are  consequently  elected  for  five  years.  The  terms  of 
our  subordinates  commence  on  January  1. 

“  The  last  financial  year  comprises  consequently  for  the,  encampments 
21  and  for  the  lodges  only  nine  months.  During  that  period  our  nine  en¬ 
campments  have  a  net  increase  of  805  members  and  now  count  5827  mem¬ 
bers.  As  to  our  lodges  they  had  for  the  last  short  term  a  gain  of  one  lodge 
and  163  members.  We  had  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  in  Sweden  99  lodges 
with  14,448  members.  Hitherto  since  the  introduction  of  our  Order  in 
Sweden  in  1884  no  Swedish  Encampment  nor  any  lodge  has  been  compelled 
to  give  up  the  charter. 

“  An  event  for  the  last  year  is,  that  on  August  8,  1925,  we  introduced 
our  Order  in  the  republic  of  Finland  by  instituting  Wasa  Lodge,  No.  1,  of 
Finland,  and  in  September  we  expect  to  institute  a  second  lodge  at  the 
capital  Hiilsingfors  and  perhaps  a  third  in  Abo.  With  the  consent  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the  lodges  in  Finland  subordinate  under  our 
Swedish  Grand  Lodge,  until  they  become  strong  enough  to  form  a  Grand 
Lodge  of  their  own. 

“  The  new  year  has  commenced  well.  In  January  we  instituted  Lodge  No. 
100,  at  Stockholm,  named  Wilhelm  Laurentz  in  commemoration  of  our 
first  beloved  Grand  Sire,  who  departed  in  1924,  having  held  his  office  for 
29  years.  Next  month  we  are  going  to  institute  Lodge  No.  101  at  Vexio 
and  our  net  increase  in  membership  is  about  150,  which  may  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory  in  consideration  of  the  depressed  times. 

“  Our  rituals  as  well  for  encampments  as  lodges  have  undergone  a  com¬ 
plete  revision  by  our  new  Grand  Sire,  Brother  Bergqvist,  who  is  a  man  of 
eminent  capacity,  formerly  member  of  our  government  as  minister  for  the 
church  and  now  Generaldirektor,  supreme  chief,  for  all  schools  of  the  state 
in  Sweden. 

“  Our  King  is  protector  of  our  Jurisdiction  and  our  Crown  Prince  first 
honorary  member.  Our  Order  is  respected  all  over  our  country.  A  good 
deal  of  our  lodges  have  acquired  halls  of  their  own.  Peace  and  harmony 
prevail  everywhere  and  I  dare  say  that  our  prospects  for  the  future  are 
good.”

“  My  Dear  Brother  Marden  :  Your  letter  of  September  3  in  re  Collett 
matter  came  while  I  was  out  of  the  city. 

“  On  leaving  your  office  at  our  conference  recently  I  suggested  that  you 
and  Brother  Collett  give  further  consideration  to  this  matter  and  then  sub¬ 
mit  to  me  a  proposition  that  I  could  conscientiously  recommend  be  accepted 
by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  told  you  that  I  could  not  recommend 
the  proposition  which  you  submitted  at  that  time  (without  prejudice)  to 
the  effect  that  Brother  Collett  would  accept  50  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the 
amount  of  the  bill  he  had  rendered  in  full  settlement. 

“  I  may  as  well  be  perfectly  frank  with  you — and  I  tried  to  be  so  at 
our  conference — and  say  that  I  think  Brother  Collett’s  bill  is  entirely  un¬ 
justified  and  am  fully  convinced  that  our  original  proposition  to  him  to  pay 
him  $1000  would  have  been  a  liberal  compensation  for  the  services  rendered, 
and  that  the  final  proposition  by  the  committee,  which  was  approved 
by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  to  pay  him  $3000  is  a  most  generous  one 
and  was  made  not  because  the  committee  felt  such  a  payment  to  be  justi¬ 
fied,  but  because  we  wished  to  have  the  matter  settled  in  a  way  that  would 
be  entirely  satisfactory  to  Brother  Collett  and  avoid  any  controversy  that 
might  lead  to  disagreeable  and  unhappy  results. 

“  I  may  say,  however,  in  so  far  as  I  am  personally  concerned,  that  if 
Brother  Collett  maintains  the  position  he  has  assumed  in  reference  to  this 
claim  I  can  see  no  possible  way  of  a  settlement  except  through  the  courts. 
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“  You  or  Brother  Collett,  or  both  of  you,  are  entirely  free  to  come  before 
the  committees  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  with  this  claim  at  its 
coming  session  in  Philadelphia  and  I  can  assure  you  that  if  you  can  per¬ 
suade  the  Building  Commission,  the  Finance  Committee,  and  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  to  approve  a  larger  amount  than  what  has  already 
been  authorized,  it  will  be  a  solution  of  the  controversy  that  would  be  very 
acceptable  to  me.  I  dislike  more  than  I  can  tell  you  to  have  this  matter 
go  to  the  courts,  but  if  it  does,  I  shall  do  everything  that  I  possibly  can 
to  defeat  the  claim  in  toto.

PORTRAIT  OF  GRAND  SIRE  WILDEY. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Independent  Order  Odd  Fellows: 

During  the  early  part  of  the  summer  of  1926,  a  request  came  to  the 
offices  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  from  officials  representing  the  Sesqui- 
Centennial  International  Exposition  in  Philadelphia,  asking  for  the  loan  or 
donation  of  a  painting  of  Thomas  Wildey,  so  that  it  might  be  hung  in  the 
art  galleries  of  the  Exposition  and  the  Order  be  thus  appropriately  repre¬ 
sented. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  not  the  owner  of  a  painting  of  the 
founder  of  the  Order  that  in  point  of  size  is  suitable  for  such  a  purpose. 
The  Exposition  officials  informed  Grand  Secretary  Kroh  that  it  was 
desired  to  use  the  painting  temporarily  during  the  progress  of  the  Exposi¬ 
tion,  and  at  the  close,  if  so  permitted,  they  would  be  glad  to  give  it  a 
permanent  place  in  an  art  gallery  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Feeling  sure  that  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  would  not  want  to  lose 
an  opportunity  to  have  the  Order  thus  called  to  the  attention  of  visitors 
to  the  Exposition,  and  appreciating  the  compliment  to  the  Order  by  such  a 
request,  we  gave  it  serious  consideration.  It  was  first  found  that  there  was 
no  painting  of  Thomas  Wildey  which  could  be  used  for  such  a  purpose. 
Grand  Secretary  Kroh  very  properly  felt  that  he  had  no  authority  to  pro¬ 
ceed  to  incur  an  expense  for  the  execution  of  one.  The  Grand  Sire  realized 
that  he,  too,  had  no  authority  which  would  authorize  him  to  expend  the 
funds  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  the  purpose,  but  was  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Order  ought  not  to  lose  this  opportunity,  and  so  presented 
the  matter  to  the  meeting  of  the  joint  Committees  of  Finance  and  Printing 
Supplies,  and  finding  the  proposal  to  order  the  painting  made  met  with 
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the  approval  of  those  committees,  it  was  decided  to  order  a  painting  for 
the  purpose  and  warrant  was  drawn  accordingly. 

As  this  request  came  near  the  time  when  the  Grand  Sire  was  about  to 
depart  for  Europe,  the  whole  matter  was  laid  before  the  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  and  after  his  approval  of  the  plan,  we  requested  him  to  make  all 
arrangements  to  comply  with  the  request. 

We  trust  that  this  action  will  meet  with  your  approval. 

The  question  of  the  final  disposition  of  the  painting,  if  this  Body  assumes 
responsibility  for  its  preparation,  should  also  be  decided  by  you.

In  my  first  report,  page  530,  will  be  found  a  reference  to  request  to  have 
the  Order  represented  at  a  World  Conference  on  Narcotic  Education. 

As  stated  in  that  report,  because  of  my  absence  in  Europe,  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  Bradford  was  designated  to  represent  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  on  that  occasion.

my  above  letter  to  Mr.  Hobson.

It  is  regretted 
that  you  have  seen  fit  to  cancel  your  acceptance  of  assignment  to  General 
Committee  1,  and  to  express  in  behalf  of  the  organization  which  you 
represent  the  fact  that  it  cannot  officially  identify  itself  with  the  plans 
of  the  conference.  We  feel  that  you  have  taken  this  action  not  realizing 
fully  the  plans  for  the  functioning  of  the  committees. 

“  ‘As  the  work  moves  forward  through  these  committees,  we  feel  that 
there  is  a  great  field  for  service  to  humanity  for  every  organized  body  or 
group,  no  matter  what  its  nature.  Briefly,  the  functioning  of  these  com¬ 
mittees,  particularly  2,  3  and  4,  is  to  assemble  truthful  data  about  narcotic 
addiction  and  to  organize,  edit  and  adapt  same  in  suitable  form  for  dis¬ 
semination  through  committee  4,  which  operates  through  the  cooperation  of 
the  agencies  of  society.  In  this  light  I  think  you  will  see  wherein  an  organi¬ 
zation  such  as  you  represent  may  be  of  helpful  service  to  the  work  of  com¬ 
mittee  4,  in  bringing  the  truth  before  the  peoples  of  the  world,  as  through 
your  membership,  for  instance,  you  reach  a  vast  body  of  people. 

“  ‘  It  has  been  important  among  our  plans  to  secure  the  adherence  of  all 
fraternal  bodies  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  you  will  review  the  matter,  as 
we  would  be  most  happy  to  have  the  benefit  of  your  advice  on  General 
Committee  1,  and  to  have  the  expression  of  adherence  and  offer  of  coopera¬ 
tion  on  the  part  of  your  organization.

Decision  No.  66.  (Arizona.) 

Caps  of  any  color  are  not  part  of  the  regalia  to  be  worn  in  a  Rebekah 
lodge. 

Decision  No.  67.  (Arizona.) 

The  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  do  not  prohibit  secretaries 
oi  lodges  or  scribes  of  encampments  from  using  loose  leaf  records,  minute 
books  or  ledgers. 

Decision  No.  68.  (Michigan.) 

The  decision  of  the  Judiciary  Committee,  Report  14,  by  Rep.  Hoagland, 
PaSe®  252-253,  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
1. 0.0.4.,  1925,  containing  two  resolutions,  is  not  an  enactment  of  law 
but  is  the  committee  s  construction  of  the  law  governing  the  particular 
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matter  involved  in  the  question  at  issue.  The  report  was  adopted  by  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  but  it  cannot  be  construed,  in  general  or  in  par¬ 
ticular,  to  in  any  way  infer  that  a  constitution  for  Rebekah  lodges  may 
conflict  with  the  laws  or  procedure  laid  down  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge. 

Decision  No.  69.  (Michigan.) 

A  construction  of  the  law  by  the  Grand  Sire  or  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  is  binding  upon  the  bodies  or  persons  submitting  the  question  until 
reversed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Decision  No.  70.  (Michigan.) 

The  next  to  the  last  paragraph  of  Report  14,  as  submitted  by  Rep.  Hoag-

Hoagland, 
pages  252-253,  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
I.O.O.F.,  1925,  is  not  an  enactment  of  law,  but  is  a  construction  of  the 
law  and  is  binding  upon  the  Rebekah  lodges  of  Oklahoma,  until  reversed 
by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Decision  No.  72.  (Oregon.) 

A  Grand  Representative-elect,  as  such,  does  not  possess  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  necessary  to  permit  him  to  ask  for  an  official  decision  from  the 
Grand  Sire. 

Decision  No.  73.  (Utah.) 

When  a  declaration  is  made  subsequent  to  election,  by  competent 
authority,  that  a  person  elected  to  office  in  a  subordinate  lodge  was  dis¬ 
qualified  therefor  at  the  time  of  election,  a  vacancy  is  created,  which 
vacancy  should  be  filled  according  to  law. 

Decision  No.  74.  (Utah.) 

To  be  eligible  to  election  to  office  in  a  subordinate  lodge,  either  at  a 
regular  election  or  to  fill  a  vacancy,  a  member,  must  at  the  time  of  the 
election,  be  in  good  standing  on  the  books  of  the  lodge.

25  PER  CENT. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge ,  That  Section  325  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws  be  amended  by  striking  from  the  fourth  line  thereof 
the  figures  “  25  ”  and  by  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  figures  “  65  ”  and  by 
inserting  after  the  word  “  purposes  ”  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  line  the  words 
“  the  relief  of  distress  outside  the  Order,  or  for  some  worthy  charity  or  for 
any  purpose  calculated  to  emphasize  the  broad  spirit  and  general  principles 
of  Odd  Fellowship”;  so  that  when  amended  the  section  shall  read  as 
follows : 

“  Section  325.  Grand  Encampments  May  Authorize  65  Per  Cent.  Grand 
Encampments  may,  by  legislation,  permit  subordinate  encampments  within 
their  respective  Jurisdictions  to  provide  by  law  for  the  setting  apart,  at  the 
close  of  each  term,  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  65  per  cent  of  the  annual  receipts 
from  dues,  for  social  purposes,  the  relief  of  distress  outside  the  Order,  or 
for  some  worthy  charity  or  for  any  purpose  calculated  to  emphasize  the 
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broad  spirit  and  general  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship;  and  for  legitimate 
expenses,  which  under  existing  laws,  cannot  be  paid  from  the  general  fund.”

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  871  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws  be  amended  by  striking  from  the  twelfth  and  thir¬ 
teenth  lines  thereof  the  words  “  which  meets  semi-monthly,”  and  by 
striking  out  the  words  “  one  year  ”  from  the  fourteenth  line  thereof  and 
inserting  the  words  “  two  years  ”  in  lieu  thereof  and  by  striking  from  the 
last  line  the  word  “  yearly  ”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “  biennial  ” 
so  that  when  amended  the  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  871.  Terms.  The  terms  of  all  the  officers  of  subordinate  lodges 
and  encampments  shall  correspond  with  the  terms  of  the  particular  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  or  encampment  in  which  they  shall  hold  office,  and  all  laws 
fixing  or  defining  the  terms  of  newly  instituted  or  resuscitated  subordinate 
bodies  shall  be  held  likewise  to  fix  and  define  the  terms  of  officers  of  such 
subordinate  bodies;  provided,  Grand  Lodges  shall  have  authority  to  provide 
that  in  ay  subordinate  lodge  which  meets  weekly  and  in  all  Rebekah  lodges, 
the  terms  of  the  Secretary,  Financial  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  or  any  of 
said  officers,  shall  be  one  year,  without  establishing  a  yearly  term  for  other 
officers  or  for  reports,  and  Grand  Encampments  shall  have  authority  to 
provide  that  in  any  subordinate  encampment  the  terms  of  the  Scribe, 
Financial  Scribe  and  Treasurer,  or  any  of  said  officers,  shall  be  two  years, 
without  establishing  a  biennial  term  for  other  officers  or  for  reports.”

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  815  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  “  Body  ” 
from  the  fourth  and  fifth  lines  thereof  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
“  lodge,”  and  by  adding  to  the  end  thereof  the  words,  “  provided,  however, 
that  where  a  Grand  Encampment  shall  have  divided  its  Jurisdiction  into 
several  territorial  districts,  having  but  one  subordinate  encampment  in  each 
such  district,  such  Grand  Encampment  shall  be  authorized  to  provide  by 
legislation,  that  a  subordinate  encampment  may  hold  its  meetings  alter¬ 
nately  or  otherwise,  at  separate  places  within  the  territorial  district  over 
which  it  may  have  jurisdiction,”  so  that  amended  the  section  shall  read 
as  follows: 

“  Section  815.  Hold  Meetings  at  Separate  Places.  The  subordinate 
bodies  of  the  Order  shall  not  have  power  or  authority  to  hold  their  meet¬ 
ings  alternately  or  otherwise  at  separate  places  or  in  separate  towns,  and 
no  Grand  Lodge,  or  Grand  Officer  in  vacation,  shall  have  authority  to 
grant  permission  to  a  subordinate  lodge  to  hold  its  meetings  in  such 
manner;  provided,  however,  that  where  a  Grand  Encampment  shall  have 
divided  its  Jurisdiction  into  several  territorial  districts  having  but  one 
subordinate  encampment  in  each  such  district,  such  Grand  Encampment 
shall  be  authorized  to  provide  by  legislation  that  a  subordinate  encamp¬ 
ment  may  hold  its  meetings  alternately  or  otherwise,  at  separate  places 
within  the  territorial  district  over  which  it  may  have  jurisdiction.”

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  783  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws  be  amended  by  striking  from  the  first  and  third  lines 
thereof  the  word  “  bodies  ”  and  by  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
“  lodges,”  and  by  inserting  after  the  first  sentence  the  following :  “  The 
regular  term  of  subordinate  encampments  shall  be  one  year,  commencing 
with  the  first  meeting  in  January  or  July  and  ending  with  the  last  meeting  in 
June  or  December,”  so  that  when  amended  the  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  783.  Length  of  Term — Power  of  Grand  Bodies.  The  regular 
terms  of  subordinate  lodges  shall  be  six  months,  commencing  with  the  first 
meeting  in  January  and  July  and  ending  with  the  last  meeting  in  June  and 
December,  but  Grand  Lodges  shall  have  authority  to  make  the  terms  of 
their  subordinates  one  year  instead  of  six  months  and  to  authorize  semi¬ 
annual  terms  to  commence  on  the  first  meeting  in  January,  April,  July  or 
October,  as  may  be  deemed  proper.  The  regular  term  of  subordinate  en¬ 
campments  shall  be  one  year,  commencing  with  the  first  meeting  in  January 
or  July  and  ending  with  the  last  meeting  in  June  or  December.  All  terms 
of  subordinate  bodies  shall  end  when  the  succeeding  term  begins.  No 
other  or  different  terms  than  six  months  or  one  year  shall  be  allowed.”

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  297  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following :  “  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  the  aggregate  fee  for  degrees  of  any  subordinate  encampment 
shall  not  be  less  than  ten  dollars,”  so  that  when  amended  the  section  shall 
read  as  follows: 

“  Section  297.  Grand  Bodies  May  Prescribe  F'ees.  Grand  Lodges  and 
Grand  Encampments  shall  have  power  to  prescribe,  or  authorize  their 
subordinates  to  prescribe,  the  fees  that  shall  be  required  for  admission  to 
the  Order  by  initiation,  by  reinstatement,  or  by  card,  the  fees  for  the 
various  degrees,  the  fees  for  the  several  cards  and  certificates  which  may  be 
issued  and  for  such  other  services  as  may  be  performed  by  such  bodies; 
provided,  that  the  aggregate  fee  for  degrees  of  any  subordinate  encampment 
shall  not  be  less  than  ten  dollars.”

Reps.  Trautmann  and  Mosher,  of  New  York,  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Bill,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

NON-BENEFICIAL  AND  VETERAN  MEMBERS— CHAPTER  4, 
ARTICLE  XIII,  GENERAL  LAWS  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge: 

Repeal  Section  505,  reading  as  follows: 

“  Section  505.  Same  Subject — Initiation.  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand 
Encampments  shall  have  power  to  provide  by  law  that  applicants  over 
50  years  of  age  may  be  received  into  membership  as  non-beneficial  members 
by  initiation.” 

and  in  place  thereof  insert  and  substitute  a  new  section  to  be  known  as 
Section  505  and  reading  as  follows: 

“  Section  505.  Non-Beneficial — Initiation.  Applicants  of  the  age  of 
18  years  or  over  may  be  received  into  membership  in  a  subordinate  lodge 
or  encampment  as  non-beneficial  members  by  initiation.” 

Also  repeal  Section  504  reading  as  follows: 

“  Section  504.  Same  Subject — Change  from  Beneficial  to  Non-Beneficial. 
When  a  beneficial  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  or  encampment,  who  shall 
be  over  50  years  of  age,  shall  desire  to  become  a  non-beneficial  member, 
he  may  withdraw  from  the  lodge  in  any  manner  prescribed  by  law,  and 
apply  for  admission  as  a  non-beneficial  member,  and  if  elected  he  shall 
thereafter  be  subject  only  to  the  obligations  imposed  by  law  upon  non- 
beneficial  members,  and  entitled  only  to  the  rights  of  such  members.” 
and  in  place  thereof  insert  and  substitute  a  new  section  to  be  known  as 
Section  504  and  reading  as  follows: 

“  Section  504.  When  a  beneficial  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  or 
encampment  shall  desire  to  become  a  non-beneficial  member,  he  may  apply 
to  his  lodge  by  petition  to  that  effect,  and  if  favorably  acted  upon,  he  shall 
thereupon  be  subject  only  to  the  obligations  imposed  by  law  upon  non- 
beneficial  members,  and  only  entitled  to  the  rights  of  such  members.” 

(Indefinitely  postponed.  Report  71,  page  821.  Action  on,

Reps.  Sorenson,  Hoffman,  Lnndeen  and  Pittenger,  of  Minne¬ 
sota,  presented  the  following  Bill,  which  was  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Legislation: 

A  BILL  FOR  AN  ACT  ENTITLED,  “AN  ACT  CREATING  NON- 
BENEFICIAL  LIFE  MEMBERSHIPS  IN  THE  ORDER,  PRO¬ 
VIDING  THE  TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  THEREOF,  AND 
AMENDING  THE  CODE  OF  GENERAL  LAWS  BY  ADDING  A 
NEW  SECTION  THERETO,  TO  BE  NUMBERED  SECTION  501L” 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  the  Code  of  General 
Laws  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  section, 
as  follows: 
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Section  501£: 

(1)  Non-Beneficial  Life  Membership,  Provision  Therefor.  Applicants 
of  the  age  of  18  years  or  over  may  be  received  into  membership  in  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge,  subordinate  encampment,  Rebekah  lodge,  or  canton,  as  non- 
beneficial  life  members,  on  the  payment  of  a  proper  fee  therefor.  The 
whole  amount  of  the  fee  shall,  in  each  case,  accompany  the  application. 

(2)  Transfer  of  Members  to  Non-Beneficial  Life  Membership.  A  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Order  may  transfer  from  beneficial,  or  non-beneficial  membership, 
to  non-beneficial  life  membership,  on  the  payment  of  the  fee  prescribed 
for  non-beneficial  life  membership,  upon  giving  notice  to  that  effect  to  the 
subordinate  to  which  he  or  she  belongs ;  provided,  the  said  member  must  be 
free  of  all  charges,  pecuniary  or  otherwise,  on  the  books  of  the  said  sub¬ 
ordinate. 

(3)  Fee  for  Non-Beneficial  Life  Membership.  The  fee  for  non-beneficial 
life  membership  shall  be  as  follows:  In  subordinate  lodges,  S100;  in  sub¬ 
ordinate  encampments,  $50;  in  Rebekah  lodges,  $35;  in  cantons,  $50;  pro¬ 
vided,  that  a  Grand  Lodge,  a  Grand  Encampment,  a  Rebekah  Assembly 
(when  properly  authorized  by  its  Grand  Lodge),  or  a  Department  Council, 
may,  by  law,  provide  that  the  fee  may  be  any  sum  in  excess  of  the  mini¬ 
mum  herewith  prescribed,  but  in  no  case  more  than  twice  the  said  mini¬ 
mum,  excepting  in  subordinates  where  the  fees  for  receiving  the  degree,  or 
degrees  (if  there  be  more  than  one),  shall  be  more  than  one-fourth  the  sum 
fixed  by  the  Grand  Body;  in  which  case  a  subordinate  shall  have  the  right 
to  make  the  life  membership  fee  any  sum  in  excess  of  the  sum  fixed  by  the 
Grand  Body,  but  not  exceeding  four  times  the  amount  charged  in  that 
subordinate  for  a  membership  which  is  not  for  life. 

(4)  Grand  Bodies  May  Fix  Fee,  Within  Certain  Limits.  A  Grand  Body 
shall  have  the  right  (subject  to  the  exceptions  stated  in  the  paragraph  last 
above)  to  legislate  so  as  to  fix  the  fee  for  non-beneficial  life  membership 
between  the  minimum  herewith  established,  up  to  and  including  the  maxi¬ 
mum  named  in  this  section,  either  for  all  the  subordinates  under  its  juris¬ 
diction,  or,  on  a  graduated  fee  in  ratio  to  dues  charged,  or  to  fees  charged, 
or  to  amount  of  income  producing  invested  funds,  or  to  any  or  all  of  them 
combined,  but  the  said  fee,  when  so  fixed  by  a  Grand  Body,  shall  be 
applicable  to  all  subordinates  in  the  same  class  in  the  said  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tion.  A  Grand  Lodge  has  the  right  to  legislate  as  to  the  life  membership 
fee  to  be  charged  in  Rebekah  lodges  in  its  Jurisdiction,  or,  it  may,  by  proper 
legislation,  confer  that  power,  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  upon  the  Rebekah  Assembly. 

(5)  To  Whom  Fee  Shall  be  Remitted.  On  the  election  of  a  person  to 
membership  as  a  non-beneficial  life  member,  or,  on  the  application  and 
payment  of  the  required  fee  by  a  member  of  the  Order  who  shall  desire 
to  transfer  his  or  her  membership  in  a  subordinate,  as  a  beneficial  or  a 
non-beneficial  member  to  a  non-beneficial  life  member,  the  fee  shall  be  at 
once  remitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Scribe 
of  the  Grand  Encampment,  the  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  or  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Department  Council,  as  the  case  may  be.  This  sum  shall 
be  turned  over  by  the  officer  receiving  it  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  corre¬ 
sponding  body,  and,  by  him  or  her,  placed  at  the  best  obtainable  interest 
in  the  depository  where  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Body  are  kept,  or,  in 
such  other  depository  as  the  Grand  Body  may  direct ;  or,  the  funds  may  be 
invested  in  such  manner  as  the  Grand  Body  may  direct. 

(6)  Income  to  be  Remitted  to  Subordinate.  At  the  beginning  of  each 
term,  as  constituted  by  the  Grand  Body,  the  proper  officer  shall  remit  to 
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the  subordinate  to  which  the  life  member  belongs,  the  amount  of  the 
income  received  from  the  said  life  membership  fee.  Provided,  that,  in  case 
there  shall  be  varying  rates  of  income  from  life  membership  fees  in  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction,  the  remittance  shall  be  the  average  received  by  the 
Grand  Body,  during  the  period  for  which  the  remittance  is  made. 

(7)  Investment  of  Fund.  It  shall  be  competent  for  any  Grand  Body 
to  invest,  or  to  authorize  a  competent  committee  to  invest,  such  funds  as 
shall  come  into  its  hands  from  life  membership  fees,  in  such  securities  as 
shall  yield  an  adequate  income. 

(8)  Grand  Bodies  Shall  Keep  Separate  Account  of  Life  Membership 
Fund  and  Shall  Render  Reports.  Each  Grand  Body  shall  open  an  account 
on  its  books  for  the  life  membership  fund,  and  the  proper  officer  or  officers 
shall  render  reports  to  the  Grand  Body  in  the  same  manner  as  for  other 
funds  under  its  custody. 

(9)  Disposition  of  Life  Membership  Fee  on  the  Death  of  a  Member.  On 
the  death  of  a  life  member,  if  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  having  custody  of  the 
fee  shall  be  one  where  a  Home  of  the  Order  has  been  established  by  the 
Grand  Body,  the  amount  in  the  life  membership  fund  which  the  said 
member  had  paid  in,  shall  be  transferred  to  a  Home  Endowment  Fund, 
if  such  fund  shall  have  been  established.  If  no  such  fund  shall  have  been 
established,  then  a  transfer  shall  not  take  place  until  the  next  regular 
session  of  the  Grand  Body,  at  which  time  it  shall  establish  a  Home  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund  and  the  amount  of  the  fees  of  life  members  who  have  deceased 
shall  be  at  once  transferred  thereto.  If  there  be  no  Home  of  the  Order 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Body,  and  none  provided  for  by 
legislation  then  in  effect  and,  if  the  Grand  Body  has  made  no  arrangements 
with  a  Home  under  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Grand  Body  for  the  care 
of  members,  then  the  provisions  of  this  section  as  to  the  establishment 
of  an  Endowment  Fund  shall  not  be  applicable.  In  case  there  be  more 
than  one  Home  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Grand  Body,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  Body  to  decide  for  which  Home,  or  any,  or  all  of  them, 
the  Endowment  Fund  shall  be  established.  If  there  be  no  Home,  or  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund  for  a  Home,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Body  and 
there  be  a  Home,  or  Endowment  Fund  for  a  Home,  in  the  same  Grand 
Jurisdiction,  then  the  Grand  Body  having  the  custody  of  the  fees  of  life 
members  who  have  deceased,  may,  if  it  so  desires,  turn  the  said  fees,  or 
securities,  if  invested,  over  to  the  other  Grand  Body  for  full  control  and 
investment  for  the  purpose  defined  in  this  section.  If  a  Grand  Body  having 
no  Home  in  its  Grand  Jurisdiction  shall  have  contracted  with  a  Home 
in  another  Grand  Jurisdiction  to  have  the  care  of  its  members,  as  it  shall 
have  occasion  to  request,  then  the  said  Grand  Body  may  use  the  income 
from  the  said  life  membership  fees,  after  the  death  of  each  life  member, 
for  the  care  of  the  members  so  placed  in  Homes  in  other  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tions.  A  Grand  Body,  in  whose  Grand  Jurisdiction  no  Home  of  the  Order 
exists,  may  use  the  income  from  the  fees  of  deceased  life  members  for  the 
establishment  of  a  special  relief  fund,  to  be  used  for  relief  in  times  of  great 
calamity,  or,  for  such  other  purposes  of  relief  as  shall  be  directed  by  the 
Grand  Body.  The  income  from  the  investment  of  the  fees  of  deceased  life 
members  cannot  be  used  in  other  manner  than  provided  by  this  section. 

(10)  Change  of  Residence  of  Life  Member,  Transfer  of  Membership. 
When  a  life  member  removes  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  subordinate  to 
which  he  or  she  belongs  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  another  subordinate,  he  or 
she  may  transfer  said  life  membership  to  the  subordinate  of  the  same  branch 
in  whose  Jurisdiction  residence  has  been  gained,  under  the  laws  of  the  Order, 
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on  making  petition  therefor  and  on  being  elected  thereto,  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  the  transfer  law,  in  so  far  as  those  provisions  may  be 
reasonably  applicable.  Under  this  provision,  after  election  in  the  sub¬ 
ordinate,  the  proper  officer  shall  request  the  transfer  to  his  subordinate, 
which  transfer  may  be  made,  if  consented  to  in  the  subordinate  from  which 
transfer  is  desired,  by  the  same  vote  required  in  that  Grand  Jurisdiction  to 
consent  to  the  granting  of  a  withdrawal  card. 

(11)  Notice  of  Transfer,  Remittance  of  Income.  When  transfer  of 
membership  has  been  made  as  provided  in  this  section,  the  proper  officer 
of  the  subordinate  to  which  transfer  was  made  shall  at  once  certify,  under 
seal,  to  the  proper  officer  of  the  Grand  Body  having  jurisdiction  over  the 
membership  fees  of  the  member  thus  transferred,  the  fact  that  such  transfer 
has  been  legally  made.  Thereafter,  the  proper  officer  of  the  Grand  Body 
shall  remit  to  the  subordinate  with  which  the  life  member  has  thus  become 
affiliated  the  income  from  the  life  membership  fee  of  such  member.  The 
control  and  investment  of  the  life  membership  fee  shall  always  remain  in 
the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Body  in  wThich  it  originated,  and,  on  the 
death  of  the  member,  it  shall  be  disposed  of  as  provided  by  this  section.  If 
a  Grand  Body  having  the  custody  of  life  membership  fees  shall  become 
defunct,  or  shall,  in  any  way,  forfeit  its  charter,  the  custody  of  the  life 
membership  fees  shall  be  forfeited  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  such 
equitable  disposition  as  it  shall  direct. 

(12)  Life  Member’s  Card.  On  the  admission  of  a  life  member,  there 
shall  be  issued,  by  the  subordinate  in  which  membership  is  held  a  life 
member’s  card,  which,  during  the  life  time  of  the  member,  will  admit  him 
or  her  anywhere  through  the  world  to  any  subordinate  of  the  branch  of  the 
Order  indicated.  Provided,  if  the  member  shall  be  expelled  or  suspended 
for  cause,  after  due  trial,  the  said  card  shall  be  void.  If  the  member  is 
suspended  for  cause  for  a  fixed  period  of  time,  the  card  shall  be  of  full 
force  and  effect  on  the  expiration  of  the  time. 

(13)  Report  on  Expulsion  or  Suspension.  On  the  expulsion  or  suspension 
of  a  life  member,  for  cause,  due  notice  shall  be  at  once  transmitted  to  the 
Grand  Body  having  jurisdiction  and  the  proper  officer  of  the  said  Grand 
Body  shall  at  once  report  it  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  by  whom  such  publicity  shall  be  given  as  that  officer  shall  deem 
advisable. 

(14)  Forfeiture  of  Card  of  Life  Member  Who  Has  Been  Expelled.  On 
the  expulsion  of  a  life  member,  the  card  of  the  said  life  member  shall  be 
void  and  shall  be  obtained,  if  possible,  by  the  subordinate  to  which  the 
member  belonged,  and  at  once  transmitted  to  the  proper  officer  of  the 
Grand  Body,  by  whom  it  shall  be  returned  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  If  the  said  expelled  member  shall  later  be  read¬ 
mitted,  the  card  shall  then  be  returned  to  the  said  member.  When  a  mem¬ 
ber  is  suspended  for  cause  for  a  fixed  period  of  time,  the  card  of  the  said 
member  shall  be  obtained,  if  possible,  by  the  subordinate  to  which  the 
member  belonged  and  retained  by  the  proper  officer  until  the  expiration  of 
the  time  fixed  for  suspension,  when  it  shall  be  returned  by  the  said  officer 
to  the  said  life  member.  An  expelled  member,  or  a  member  suspended  for 
cause  for  a  fixed  period  of  time,  cannot  be  again  admitted  to  active  mem¬ 
bership,  unless  the  life  membership  card  has  been  surrendered,  as  provided 
by  this  section. 

(15)  Cards  of  Life  Members,  Issuance,  Data  Thereof,  Cost.  Life  mem¬ 
ber’s  card  shall  be  issued  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  on  proper  request,  from  the  proper  officer  of  the  Grand  Body  having 
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jurisdiction  over  the  subordinate  in  which  membership  has  been  secured. 
The  proper  fee  and  the  required  data  must  accompany  the  application  for 
life  member’s  card.  Said  cards  shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  as  issued 
from  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and 
a  permanent  record  shall  be  made  thereof,  showing  the  full  name,  including 
the  names  all  spelled  out  in  full;  date  of  becoming  life  member;  kind  of 
card  issued;  space  for  record  of  duplicate  cards  issued  and  date  of  reissue; 
date  of  change  of  card  from  one  style  to  another;  name,  number,  location 
of  subordinate  to  which  member  belongs  at  the  time  of  issue;  date,  name, 
number,  location  of  subordinate  to  which  member  may  transfer;  member’s 
address;  date  of  expulsion  or  suspension  for  cause;  date  of  death  and  place 
of  burial.  The  serial  number  used  for  a  life  member’s  card  shall  be  pre¬ 
ceded  by  an  “  S,”  if  for  a  subordinate  lodge ;  by  an  “  E,”  if  for  an  encamp¬ 
ment;  by  an  “  R,”  if  for  a  Rebekah  lodge;  by  a  “  C,”  if  for  a  canton.  The 
numbers  for  the  various  branches  shall  each  start  with  1.  The  serial  number 
used  on  a  life  member’s  card  shall  never  again  be  used,  excepting  in  case 
of  the  issuance  of  a  duplicate  card  and  the  duplicate  card  must  show  that 
it  is  such  a  duplicate.  A  duplicate  card  shall  bear  the  facsimile  signature  of 
the  officers  issuing  the  original,  with  an  endorsement  by  the  officers  issuing 
the  duplicate.  Life  membership  cards  shall  be  furnished  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  and  shall  be  distributed  in  conformity  with  the  laws  (in  so  far 
as  applicable)  governing  the  issuance  of  other  cards  and  jewels.  Life 
membership  cards  shall  be  printed  or  engraved  on  parchment  or  vellum, 
and  in  such  other  form  as  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  from  time  to 
time  direct  or  permit.  The  cost  of  the  cards  to  Grand  Bodies  and  to  sub¬ 
ordinates  shall  be  fixed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  The  cost  of  the 
card  to  the  subordinate  shall  be  paid  by  the  life  member,  and  shall  be  in 
addition  to  the  life  membership  fee.  The  fee  charged  by  a  subordinate  for 
the  card  shall  not  be  more  than  25  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  the 
card  to  the  subordinate. 

(16)  Life  Membership  in  Subordinates  Under  Immediate  Jurisdiction  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Life  membership  shall  be  permitted  in  sub¬ 
ordinates  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
The  fee  shall  be  the  minimum  fee  prescribed  in  this  section,  unless,  on 
proper  presentation  by  a  subordinate  under  immediate  jurisdiction,  this 
Body  shall  determine  upon  a  different  fee.  Then,  and  in  that  case,  the 
different  fee  shall  be  applicable  only  to  the  subordinate  for  which  the 
determination  has  been  made.  The  Grand  Treasurer  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  membership  fees  paid  by  life 
members  in  subordinates  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Secretary  and  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  are  hereby  charged  with  the  same  responsibilities 
as  like  officers  in  Grand  Bodies.  On  the  death  of  a  life  member  of  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
the  income  from  the  membership  fee  paid  by  the  deceased  member  shall 
go  into  the  General  Relief  Fund  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

ber  of  Isthmian  Canal  Lodge,  No.  1,  from  the  supposed  action  of  said 
lodge  in  denying  her  death  and  funeral  benefits  respectfully  report  as 
follows : 


SYLLABUS. 

A  record  on  appeal  from  the  supposed  action  of  a  subordinate  under  the 
immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  denying  death  or 
funeral  benefits  to  the  widow  of  a  deceased  member  which  discloses  no 
action  on  the  part  of  the  lodge  and  shows  only  that  the  Secretary,  not 
stating  that  he  is  directed  so  to  do  by  the  lodge,  has  notified  the  applicant 
that  she  is  not  entitled  to  benefits,  presents  no  action  that  can  be  reviewed 
by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 


Statement. 

The  record  in  this  case,  imperfect  in  many  particulars  and  incomplete, 
discloses  that  Charles  W.  Haines,  a  member  of  Isthmian  Canal  Lodge, 
No.  1,  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
died  November  13,  1925,  and  that  thereafter  his  widow,  the  appellant  here, 
applied  for  death  and  funeral  benefits  and  was  notified  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  lodge  that  she  was  not  entitled  to  benefits  because  the  brother  was 
in  arrears  through  having  failed  to  pay  a  certain  assessment.  He  does  not 
report  that  the  lodge  has  acted  upon  the  application  or  that  it  has  directed 
him  to  give  such  notice,  nor  does  anything  else  in  the  record  throw  light 
upon  that  point. 

No  complete  copy  of  the  by-laws  of  the  lodge  is  supplied,  and  no  certifica¬ 
tion  of  the  action  of  the  lodge  in  connection  with  the  said  assessment  or 
upon  such  application.  It  is  impossible  to  determine  from  this  record 
whether  the  brother  was,  in  fact,  in  arrears  or  as  to  just  what  provision 
has  been  made  by  the  lodge  for  the  payment  of  funeral  benefits. 


Opinion. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  until  a  record  has  been  presented 
showing  action  by  the  lodge  this  case  presents  nothing  upon  which  an 
appeal  can  be  based.  We  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Mrs.  Mary  Haines  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  dismissed  without  prejudice  to  her  right  to  make  further  application 
to  Isthmian  Canal  Lodge,  No.  1,  for  the  benefits  she  claims  to  be  entitled 
to  and  without  prejudice  to  her  right  to  renew  her  appeal  upon  a  proper 
record.

Report  5.  By  Rep.  Powley,  Chairman,  of  Ontario,  from  the 
Special  Committee  to  Study  the  Encampment  Branch. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent-  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  study  the  Encampment  branch 
and  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  matter  contained  in  Report  61, 
page  320,  Journal,  1925,  submit  the  following: 
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Shortly  after  our  appointment,  we  took  up  the  task  assigned  us  and  it 
soon  became  apparent  that  our  duties  were  of  much  greater  magnitude  than 
at  first  anticipated.  A  casual  review  of  the  history  of  the  encampment  and 
its  work,  for  a  period  extending  over  90  years,  served  to  emphasize  the 
necessity  for  getting  into  close  touch  with  every  Jurisdiction.  A  circular 
letter  was  prepared  and  sent  to  every  Grand  Patriarch  and  Grand  Scribe, 
and,  in  many  instances  to  others  whose  extended  experience  and  devotion 
to  the  Order  was  of  such  a  character  as  to  materially  enhance  the  value  of 
their  opinions.  As  a  result  of  this  canvass,  many  valuable  suggestions  were 
offered  and  have  been  of  inestimable  value  to  your  committee  in  arriving 
at  the  conclusions  which  are  herewith  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

A  careful  study  of  the  Journals  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  serves 
to  indicate  that  this  branch  of  our  Order  has  never  made  satisfactory 
progress.  This  is  apparent  from  the  evidences  of  continued  restlessness 
and  frequent  agitations  for  radical  changes  in  the  laws  and  organization  of 
the  Encampment  branch.  Over  80  years  ago  a  movement  for  consolidation 
began  in  Grand  Bodies  and  in  1850  assumed  more  definite  form  when 
Rep.  Conley  of  Georgia  moved  to  have  the  encampment  degrees  conferred 
by  lodges.  The  agitation,  m  one  form  or  other,  continued  intermittently  for 
25  years  when,  in  1874,  a  protest  from  Pennsylvania  seemed  to  settle  the 
question,  but  such  did  not  prove  to  be  the  case.  The  embers  of  dissatis¬ 
faction  smouldered  for  a  few  years  and,  in  1888  burst  into  flame  when 
another  effort  was  made  to  merge  the  encampments  with  the  lodges.  This 
Grand  Lodge  was  slow  to  take  such  drastic  action  and  the  supporters  of 
mergement  were  defeated.  In  1891,  1892,  1894,  1908,  1910,  and  1912,  the  same 
question  came  up  for  consideration  in  varied  forms  and  was  repeatedly 
rejected.  In  1915  provision  was  made  for  the  appointment  of  a  special 
committee  to  study  the  encampment  and  to  report  to  next  session  of 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  In  due  time  a  very  exhaustive  and  illuminating 
majority  report  was  presented  but  a  minority  report,  favoring  a  further  test 
of  legislation  which  had  been  recently  passed,  prevailed  and  no  further 
action  of  a  definite  character  appears  to  have  been  taken. 

While  returns  from  Grand  Encampments  indicate  a  growth  in  member¬ 
ship  from  229,408  in  1914  to  339,427  in  1924,  we  are  reminded  that  not 
many  years  ago  one  of  our  Grand  Sires,  in  his  annual  report  expressed  the 
opinion  that  “  many  encampments  existed  on  paper  only.”  This  condition 
is  equally  true  to-day  and  as  we  look  about  us  for  the  cause,  we  cannot 
help  but  feel  that  the  encampments  have  failed  to  grasp  the  opportunities 
that  have,  from  time  to  time,  presented  themselves.  Originally  the  encamp¬ 
ment  degrees  appear  to  have  been  conferred  in  recognition  of  devotion  to 
the  Order,  but  it  was  not  long  until  subordinate  and  Grand  Encampments 
were  organized  along  the  same  lines  as  subordinate  and  Grand  Lodges. 
Legislation  affecting  the  one  was  so  constructed  as  to  apply  to  the  other, 
with  the  very  natural  result  that  the  encampment  undertook  to  duplicate 
the  work  of  the  subordinate  lodge.  The  care  of  the  sick  and  the  burial  of 
the  dead  are  primarily  the  work  of  the  subordinate  lodge  and  instead  of 
the  encampments  being  designed  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  subordinate 
lodge  by  increased  service  along  other  humanitarian  lines  they  have  been 
allowed  to  drift  under  circumscribed  conditions.  During  all  these  years 
rapid  progress  has  been  made  in  almost  every  walk  of  life.  Our  lives  are 
being  remoulded  and  many  of  the  things  that  appealed  to  us  a  few  years 
ago  have  lost  their  magnetic  influence.  Economic  conditions  have  changed 
and  we  have  failed  to  keep  pace  with  them.  New  institutions  have  grown 
up  to  serve  new  needs. 
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Mercantile  and  manufacturing  concerps  have  solved  their  problems  by 
the  application  of  new  methods;  banking  and  financial  institutions  have 
found  new  sources  of  revenue  to  meet  the  growth  in  overhead;  religious  and 
charitable  institutions  have  sought  and  found  new  means  of  taking  care  of 
their  obligations  and  we  have  remained  passive.  Not  very  long  ago  industry 
looked  upon  science  as  a  luxury  for  the  student  or  as  a  plaything  for  the 
dreamer  but  that  same  industry  to-day  is  glad  to  recognize  its  triumphs. 
Our  great  industrial  institutions  have  made  marvelous  progress  through  the 
use  of  applied  science.  New  appliances  and  devices  have  revolutionized 
these  industries.  The  home  life  has  been  materially  changed  through  the 
introduction  of  electrical  devices  that  simplify  the  household  duties;  the 
radio  and  moving  pictures  have  supplied  new  and  thrilling  forms  of  amuse¬ 
ment;  the  automobile  and  aeroplane  have  provided  new  and  rapid  means 
of  transportation;  the  telephone  has  displaced  the  messenger;  recent 
medical  and  surgical  discoveries  have  succeeded  in  conquering  disease  and 
we  find  ourselves  still  passing  through  kaleidoscopic  transformation.  This  is 
the  day  of  fraternal  and  charitable  development.  Old  institutions  must 
adapt  themselves  to  the  trend  of  the  times  and  where  there  is  hesitancy 
in  adjustment,  modern  thought  and  action  will  provide  new  methods  and 
instrumentalities.  An  honorable  history  of  usefulness  must  be  supplemented 
by  continued  realization  of  opportunities.  New  conditions  and  new  demands 
insist  upon  our  encampment  justifying  its  existence  by  effective  service. 
Let  us  give  serious  thought  to  the  possibilities  of  the  future  and  adapt  our¬ 
selves  to  the  changing,  developing  times  by  innovations  in  methods  in  an 
effort  to  reflect  the  spirit  of  the  age  in  the  kind  of  service  we  render.  We 
should  direct  our  thoughts  and  aims  to  well-devised  plans  that  will  have 
the  effect  by  bringing  about  a  new  state  of  things  that  may  be  full  of 
promise.  Obstacles  that  stand  in  the  way  of  progress  should  promptly  be 
removed  and  constructive  measures  substituted  therefor. 

Figures  in  themselves  do  not  reflect  the  strength  or  influence  of  our 
Organization  but  a  study  of  the  revenue,  expenditure  and  invested  funds 
of  the  encampments  throughout  the  various  Jurisdictions  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  presents  a  fair  indication  of  a  weakening  of  the  pulse.  During 
the  past  20  years  the  average  receipts  have  fallen  off  while  the  expenditures 
and  invested  funds  have  gradually  decreased.  This  condition  is  reflected 
in  the  following  figures:

The  dollar  will  not  go  as  far  to-day  as  in  1904  and  yet  we  find  the  revenue 
falling  while  current  expenses  rise.  Without  attempting  to  say  how  long 
this  condition  can  continue  we  ask  ourselves  the  question,  “  What  oppor¬ 
tunity  has  an  encampment  of  doing  something  worthwhile  when  working 
under  such  conditions?  ”  Admission  fees  and  dues  have  been  too  low  to 
impress  the  applicant  with  the  value  which  he  should  be  receiving,  resulting 
in  pecuniary  and  inspirational  loss  to  the  encampment. 

If  there  was  a  spirit  of  unrest  in  1850  and  succeeding  years,  when 
opportunities  for  diversion  were  few  and  the  mere  attendance  at  meetings 
of  the  encampment  supplied  some  mental  stimulus  to  its  members,  how 
much  more  important  is  it  now,  that  some  special  effort  should  be  made  to 
supply  that  which  is  calculated  to  appeal  to  modern  sentiment. 
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Our  exclusiveness  has  prevented  us  entering  into  the  spirit  of  the  times, 
with  the  result  that  new  organizations  came  into  being  and  have  succeeded 
in  attracting  the  public  to  a  community  service  which  should  have  been 
undertaken  by  a  great  organization,  having  such  splendid  traditions  and 
ideals  as  ours.  The  pulse  quickens  as  we  review  the  splendid  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  the  past,  and  of  the  high  ideals  upon  which  the  Order  has  been 
founded  and  yet  the  embodiment  of  an  ideal  can  be  improved  by  some¬ 
thing  more  practical  than  our  existing  laws  will  permit. 

Shall  we  continue  to  live  in  the  past  or  are  we  to  build  a  greater  and 
more  modern  structure  upon  the  splendid  foundation  that  has  been  laid  by 
the  fathers  of  the  Order?  If  we  are  to  build  greater  it  is  necessary  that 
we  get  a  broader  vision  of  opportunities  that  are  presenting  themselves  and 
demonstrate  the  ability  of  the  Order  to  adjust  itself  to  modern  conditions. 

Restrictive  legislation  prevents  the  encampment  participating  in  under¬ 
takings  for  the  general  good  of  the  community.  Charity,  in  the  sense  in 
which  we  use  the  term,  includes  more  duties  than  the  simple  relief  of 
distress  within  our  ranks.  There  are  many  ways  in  which  effective  work 
can  be  done,  but  legal  difficulties  must  be  removed  if  our  highest  idea’s  are 
to  be  attained.  There  is  a  field  in  every  community,  in  which  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  exists,  for  emphasizing  the  broad  principles  of  the  Order  and  we  should 
be  freed  from  existing  restrictions  so  that  we  may  be  of  the  greatest  service 
The  needs  of  a  community  may  vary  and  our  legislation,  although  elastic, 
should  ensure  uniformity  in  all  essentials  throughout  the  entire  jurisdiction 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Every  act  of  an  encampment  should  be 
consistent  with  the  dignity  and  general  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

To  remedy  existing  defects  drastic  action  may  be  necessary  and  yet 
we  hesitate  to  move  too  rapidly,  but  a  forward  movement  should  be  started 
without  further  delay  and  we  have  prepared,  what  we  believe  to  be,  nec¬ 
essary  amendments  to  the  Code  of  General  Laws  for  submission  to  this 
session  as  the  first  step  toward  an  end. 

We  recognize  that  Grand  and  subordinate  encampments  have  long  estab¬ 
lished  rights  which  cannot  be  easily  disturbed  without  their  concurrence. 
However,  action  should  be  taken  that  may  result  in  bringing  into  effect 
recommendations  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  which  may  be  passed  on  to  Grand 
and  subordinate  encampments  with  the  urgent  request  that  they  cooperate 
in  an  effort  to  revitalize  the  entire  organization.  Progress  may  be  slow  but 
we  believe  time  will  demonstrate  the  success  of  the  movement. 

In  a  review  of  the  criticisms  and  suggestions  contained  in  the  corre¬ 
spondence  that  has  come  before  your  committee,  we  have  been  impressed 
with  the  general  unanimity  of  opinion  that  “  some  change  ”  is  necessary. 
As  to  the  character  of  the  change  there  were  diverse  views  but  all  em¬ 
phasized  the  thought  that  if  this  branch  of  the  Order  is  to  reach  a  desired 
higher  degree  of  efficiency  immediate  action  is  necessary. 

Suggestions  have  been  made  as  to  mergement  with  the  subordinate  lodge 
or  canton,  general  improvement  in  the  conduct  and  work  of  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  encampment,  mergement  of  all  weaker  encampments  with  con¬ 
tiguous  encampments,  the  complete  abolition  of  the  payment  of  stipulated 
benefits  and  a  widening  of  the  field  of  our  activities,  and  the  revision  or 
modification  of  the  ritual. 

That  many  encampments  have  been  instituted  in  localities  where  the 
available  material  did  not  justify  is  revealed  through  a  scrutiny  of  Grand 
Officers’  reports.  They  come  into  being,  live  and  thrive  for  a  time  and 
then  lapse  into  a  comatose  condition,  when  artificial  methods  are  resorted 
to  in  an  effort  to  revive.  Under  pressure  they  survive  for  a  time,  their 
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names  ccntinue  on  the  roll  of  Grand  Encampment,  but  their  impotence 
renders  them  ineffective.  To  ensure  a  healthier  condition  drastic  changes 
are  necessary  and  Grand  Encampments  can  do  much  by  carefully  surveying 
local  conditions  and  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  relieve  them.  Every 
Jurisdiction  should  be  divided  into  reasonable  territorial  districts,  to 
each  of  which  should  be  allotted  but  one  encampment  having  power  to 
hold  its  meetings  alternately  in  different  towns  if  so  desired.  All  con¬ 
tiguous  encampments  within  the  territorial  district  should  be  urged  to 
merge  into  one  good,  strong  encampment.  In  this  way  one  encampment 
can  handle  the  work  more  effectively  and  at  a  lower  cost  than  five  or  ten 
encampments  are  doing  under  existing  conditions.  If  the  regular  meetings 
were  held  monthly  and  one  good  degree  conferred  quarterly,  greater 
enthusiasm  will  follow  and  the  entire  community  be  inspired  and  benefited 
by  the  results. 

Your  committee  has  no  hesitation  in  recommending  that  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments  be  requested  to  cooperate  along  these  lines. 

The  tendency  of  the  age  is  speed  and  efficiency,  and  if  progress  is  to 
be  assured  we  must  make  plans  calculated  to  impress  the  candidate  upon 
his  admission  to  the  encampment.  A  simplification  and  modification  of 
our  ritual  becomes  a  necessity.  The  beautiful  and  impressive  degrees  that 
were  written  nearly  a  century  ago  and  finally  revised  in  1908  are  failing 
to  attract  many  of  our  members.  The  time  involved  in  their  study  and 
exemplification  taxes  the  patience  of  the  youth  of  to-day  and  he  is  lured 
away  by  the  fads,  fancies  and  foibles  of  the  present -age.  Our  future  success 
is  to  be  measured  by  our  adaptability  to  meet  this  condition  through  a 
revision  of  the  ritual  which  will  have  the  effect  of  simplifying  and  curtailing 
the  work  entailed  by  the  ritual  in  its  present  form.  The  superfluous  and 
inconsistent  or  obsolete  parts  should  be  removed  and  while  these  changes 
are  being  made,  we  should  consider  the  advisability  of  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  degrees. 

In  conforming  with  the  foregoing  your  committee  begs  to  submit  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  commission  of  five  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
revising  or  modifying  the  subordinate  encampment  ritual.

Your  special  committee,  to  wrhom  were  referred  the  matters  contained  in 
Report  134,  1925  Journal,  page  390,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration 
and  report: 

The  resolution  under  which  this  committee  was  appointed  presents  a 
large  scope  for  investigation  and  is  as  follows: 

“  Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Sire  to  report  at  the  next  session  upon  the  relation  of  the  Association  of 
Rebekah  Assemblies  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  relation  of 
both  bodies  to  the  several  Rebekah  Assemblies  with  such  proposed  legisla¬ 
tion  as  they  shall  find  desirable  and  that  the  Association  of  Rebekah 
Assemblies  be  requested  to  constitute  a  like  special  committee  to  act  with 
the  committee  of  this  Body.” 

Pursuant  to  said  request,  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  consisting  of  its  President  and  all  Past  Presidents  to 
act  with  this  committee. 

That  these  committees  have  held  several  sessions  and  have  duly  con¬ 
sidered  the  matters  submitted  to  them.  In  order  that  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  the  questions  considered  may  be  had  they  deem  it  necessary  to 
briefly  review  the  organization  and  history  of  the  Association  of  Rebekah 
Assemblies,  with  the  legislation  and  decisions  of  this  Body  affecting  it. 

The  Association  was  formed  during  the  1914  session  of  this  Body  by 
Representatives  from  various  Rebekah  Assemblies.  Membership  therein 
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being  purely  voluntary.  It  thereafter  met  annually  at  the  same  time  and 
place  of  the  sessions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  From  time  to  time 
other  Rebekah  Assemblies  joined  it,  until  1921,  when  the  records  show, 
there  were  40  Assemblies  so  affiliated.  And  its  meeting  in  that  year,  these 
40  Assemblies  so  affiliated  united  in  a  petition  to  this  Body  as  follows : 

“  Be  It  Resolved,  That  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  respectfully  peti¬ 
tioned  to  enact  such  legislation  as  will  result  in  the  recognition  of  the 
Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  as  an  integral  part  of  Odd  Fellowship, 
thereby  strengthening  its  influence  in  furthering  the  best  interests  of  the 
Rebekah  degree.”  1921  Journal,  page  205,  Resolution  21. 

This  petition  was  received  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Rebekah  Degree,  and  upon  the  request  of  that 
committee  the  same  was  carried  over  as  unfinished  business  to  the  1922 
session.  At  this  session  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  by  resolution  duly 
passed,  granted  the  petition  and  recognized  the  Association  as  a  central 
body  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  under 
the  name  of  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  I.O.O.F.  1922  Journal, 
page  523,  Report  28. 

The  resolution  authorized  the  Association  so  recognized  to  prepare,  adopt 
and  transmit  to  this  Body  for  its  consideration,  a  constitution  for  the 
government  of  the  Association,  as  well  as  certain  ceremonies  for  its  use. 
It  also  authorized  the  Association  to  use  such  parts  of  the  Assembly 
degree  as  should  be  necessary  for  its  purposes.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
thereafter  approved  the  constitution  and  by-laws  adopted  by  the  Associa¬ 
tion  and  granted  it  a  charter  confirming  its  powers. 

At  the  1925  session  of  this  Body  in  the  appeal  of  R.  H.  Shanks  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba,  1925  Journal,  page  248,  it  was  decided  that 
the  Association  so  organized  and  chartered  was  a  permanent  body,  which 
had  been  granted  certain  rights  and  which  had  assumed  certain  duties  and 
obligations  and  that  the  Assemblies  represented  in  its  formation  could  not 
withdraw  therefrom  at  will  or  even  with  the  consent  of  their  Grand  Lodges. 

It  is,  therefore,  found  by  your  committee  that  the  Association  of  Rebekah 
Assemblies  so  organized  and  chartered,  is  a  permanent  body,  and  can  only 
be  dissolved  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  by  which  it  was  created.  To 
hold  otherwise  would  be  to  plant  within  it  the  seeds  of  self-destruction  and 
by  permitting  successive  withdrawals  from  its  membership  enable  it  to 
commit  progressive  suicide. 

The  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  is  subordinate  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  alone,  and  directly  under  its  control.  Its  powers  may  be 
increased  or  diminished  at  will  by  this  Body.  It  has  no  legislative  power 
but  may  originate  legislation  respecting  the  needs  of  the  Rebekah  branch 
of  the  Order  and  recommend  the  same  to  the  consideration  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  It  bears  to  this  Body  a  relation  similar  to  that  borne  by  the 
General  Military  Council,  Patriarchs  Militant.  Under  its  constitution  and 
charter  the  Association  is  not  only  a  clearing  house  for  the  collection  and 
distribution  of  ideas  tending  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  Rebekah  Odd 
Fellowship,  but  a  factory  wherein  such  ideas  are  created  and  from  which 
they  may  be  readily  distributed  to  the  various  Jurisdictions. 

We  believe  the  power  of  the  Association  for  good  would  be  greatly  in¬ 
creased,  and  a  wider  dissemination  of  ideas  and  plans  for  the  advancement 
of  the  Rebekah  degree  obtained,  were  all  Assemblies  represented  in  its 
affiliation.  This  should  be  brought  about  in  such  a  way  as  will  meet  the 
approval  of  the  Assemblies.  We  are  convinced  that  a  careful  survey  of 
conditions  will  convince  all  Assemblies  that  there  is  a  useful  work  and 
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future  for  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  and  that  by  working 
together  in  one  harmonious  whole,  in  unity  of  spirit  and  purpose,  namely, 
the  welfare  of  the  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship,  untold  good  may  be  accom¬ 
plished. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary  show  that  there  are  now  755,377 
sisters  of  the  Rebekah  degree,  and  their  number  is  rapidly  increasing.  The 
planning  for,  counseling  and  giving  trend  to  the  activities  and  purposes  of 
this  noble  band  of  women  is  a  responsibility  calculated  to  inspire  the  most 
earnest  and  unselfish  efforts  and  is  well  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  central 
body  composed  of  representatives  of  their  own  choosing.  We  believe,  there¬ 
fore,  that  the  meeting  together  annually  of  one  representative  from  each 
Assembly,  together  with  such  other  members  as  may  attend,  will  bring 
such  results  as  will  more  than  justify  the  effort  and  expense  necessary 
to  accomplish  such  purpose.  For  this  purpose  a  central  fund  should  be 
created  to  pay  the  expense  of  one  representative  from  each  Assembly  to 
the  sessions  of  the  Association.  The  means  of  raising  this  fund  may  be 
left  for  future  consideration,  but  several  ways  readily  suggest  themselves. 
F or  instance,  we  may  suggest  that  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows 
that  during  the  past  year  the  gross  profit  on  supplies  sold  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  various  Assemblies  and  Rebekah  lodges,  amount  to  $23,613.17.  It 
would  seem  that  a  portion  of  the  expenses  could  be  taken  from  this  source. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  by  Section  31  of  the  Rebekah  Degree 
Code  conferred  upon  Grand  Lodges  the  right  to  charter  and  determine 
the  powers  to  be  given  to  Rebekah  Assemblies,  but*as  the  Supreme  Head 
of  the  Order  has  reserved  unto  itself  the  right  to  revoke  all  such  rights, 
privileges  and  charters  so  granted  and  conferred.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this 
committee,  fully  concurred  in  by  all  the  members  of  the  committee  from 
the  Association,  that  this  relationship  between  the  Grand  Lodges  and  the 
Rebekah  Assemblies  is  a  source  of  great  strength  and  should  not  be  dis¬ 
turbed.  For  this  reason  the  pending  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  No.  11,  page  447,  1925  Journal,  should  be  rejected. 

The  provisions  of  Bill  49,  page  363,  1925  Journal,  in  so  far  as  desirable, 
may  best  be  obtained  by  changes  in  the  constitution  of  Association  of 
Rebekah  Assemblies  proposed  and  brought  to  this  Body  as  therein  pro¬ 
vided.  That  said  Bill  should  not  be  placed  upon  its  passage. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  following,  in  which  the  committee  of 
the  Association  fully  concur: 

1.  That  such  changes  in  the  constitution  of  the  Association  of  Rebekah 
Assemblies  as  will  accomplish  the  suggestions  and  recommendations  in 
this  report  be  proposed  in  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  and 
brought  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  its  consideration. 

2.  That  the  following  resolution  be  adopted : 


RESOLUTION. 

Resolved,  That  all  of  the  Rebekah  Assemblies  which  petition  for  a  charter 
for  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
at  its  session  in  1921  by  the  granting  of  said  petition  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  became  members  of  said  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies 
under  the  provisions  of  the  charter  so  granted,  and  that  said  membership 
was  and  is  permanent,  and  said  Assemblies  and  none  of  them  have  or  can 
withdraw  from  the  said  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies;  and  further, 
that  any  Rebekah  Assembly  which  has  subsequently  become  a  member  of 
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said  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  has  become  a  permanent  member 
thereof  and  has  not  and  cannot  withdraw. 

As  to  whether  Rebekah  Assemblies  which  have  not  by  permanent  action 
become  members  of  said  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  have  also 
become  members  thereof  by  the  granting  of  said  charter,  is  not  determined 
by  the  adoption  of  this  resolution.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Sub-Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  and  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  acting  for  Rep.  Gwinn,  of  Idaho, 
and  at  his  request,  visited  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  in  Baltimore 
on  Tuesday,  August  31,  1926,  and  made  a  careful  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

We  checked  all  supplies,  all  receipts,  all  checks  and  vouchers  for  the 
payment  of  bills,  salaries  and  expenses,  inspected  and  checked  the  securities 
owned  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  assets  on 
page  671  of  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  as  printed,  and  found  the 
figures  as  shown  in  the  printed  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Treasurer  to  be  correct. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  respecting  the  Peace  Monument  Fund, 
General  Relief  Fund  and  the  Pinkerton  Banquet  Fund,  as  printed  on 
pages  699  and  700,  are  correct. 

We  found  all  the  books  and  accounts  in  excellent  condition,  everything 
checked  and  posted  up  to  date,  and  the  methods  employed  in  the  keeping 
of  the  books  and  accounts  to  be  up  to  date  and  clear  of  understanding. 
We  were  afforded  every  facility  and  assistance  possible  in  the  audit  by 
Grand  Secretary  Kroh  and  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  Pohlman. 

A  study  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report,  as  found  on  pages  658,  670  and 
671,  will  show  a  falling  off  in  sale  of  supplies,  profits  on  supplies,  and  assets 
for  the  year  just  closed.  The  decrease  in  assets  amounts  to  approximately 
$20,300;  the  decrease  in  net  profits  on  sale  of  supplies,  over  $6000,  and  the 
decrease  in  cash  on  hand,  approximately  $20,300.  Presumably,  this  decrease 
can  be  traced  largely  to  the  extraordinary  expense  of  holding  the  session 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  Portland  last  year,  while  the  decrease  in 
profits  on  sale  of  supplies  no  doubt  can  be  attributed  to  loss  in  membership 
and  the  constant  falling  off  in  the  demand  for  supplies.  We  call  these 
matters  to  your  attention  as  of  interest  and  concern.

EMERGENCY  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Chapter  9  of 
Article  XVII  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  of  the  Order  be  amended,  by 
adding  thereto  a  new  section  to  be  known  and  designated  as  Section  849A 
and  to  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  849A.  There  is  hereby  created  a  fund  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  ($50,000)  to  be  set  aside  and  established  as  a  permanent  fund 
to  be  known  as  ‘  The  Emergency  Fund.’ 

“  The  fund  created  may  be  drawn  upon  in  cases  of  emergency  when 
calamities  are  visited  upon  the  people  of  any  country  where  our  Order  has 
been  established  for  the  relief  of  our  membership. 

“  The  fund  created  shall  be  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Grand  Sire, 
Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee. 

“  The  fund  created  shall  be  administered  and  expended  by  the  officers 
designated  in  the  last  preceding  clause  hereof,  when  emergencies  arise 
where  it  is  necessary  to  provide  immediate  financial  relief  as  they  may  deem 
wise  and  effective  for  the  best  interest  of  our  membership  in  distress. 
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“  The  fund  created  shall  always  be  maintained  at  the  sum  of  fifty  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  ($50,000).  When  amounts  have  been  drawn  upon  this  fund  for 
the  purpose  named,  leaving  this  fund  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($50,000)  the  designated  officers  are  hereby  empowered  to  replenish  the 
fund  to  that  sum  from  any  available  fund  or  investment  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  it  being  the  purpose  of  this  act  to  provide  that  there  shall 
be  at  all  times  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  in  ‘  The  Emergency 
Fund.’ 

“  For  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  such  fund,  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  hereby  empowered  to  levy  and  assess  upon  the 
several  Grand  Lodges  an  annual  assessment,  commencing  January  1,  1926, 
of  half  of  one  per  cent  per  capita,  according  to  the  membership  of  their 
respective  reports  on  the  preceding  December  31,  and  annually  thereafter; 
and  the  Grand  Lodges  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  collect 
and  levy  the  necessary  tax  or  assessment  upon  their  respective  subordinates 
to  reimburse  them  for  all  such  taxes  and  assessments  levied  upon  them 
respectively.”

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  that  part  of  Sec¬ 
tion  620  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws,  which  reads  as  follows,  to  wit : 

“  Section  620.  Jewels  for  Various  Officers  and  Past  Officers,  Designated 
and  Described.  The  following  shall  be  the  jewels  of  the  respective  officers 
and  past  officers  of  the  several  branches  of  the  Order: 

“A.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

“  1.  Grand  Sire  and  Past  Grand  Sire.  The  jewel  of  the  Grand  Sire 
and  of  a  Past  Grand  Sire  shall  be  a  medal  two  and  one-half  inches  in 
diameter,  of  yellow  metal,  on  one  side  of  which  shall  be  the  seal  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  surrounded  by  an  ornamental  edging  of 
silver.  Such  jewels  may  be  worn  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and 
in  any  Grand  or  subordinate  body  of  the  Order  in  lieu  of  all  other 
regalia.  The  jewel  of  the  Grand  Sire  shall  be  passed  to  his  successor. 

“  2.  Deputy  Grand  Sire.  Similar  to  the  jewel  of  the  Grand  Sire  in 
all  respects,  except  that  it  shall  be  two  inches  in  diameter.  The  jewel 
of  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  shall  be  passed  to  his  successor. 

“  3.  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire  and  Past  D.  D.  Grand  Sire.  Similar 
to  jewel  of  Grand  Sire  in  all  respects  except  that  it  shall  be  two  inches 
in  diameter.” 

be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word 
“  to  wit,”  at  the  close  of  the  enactment  clause,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 
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“Section  620.  Jewels  for  Officers  and  Past  Officers.  The  following  jewels 
are  hereby  provided  for: 

“A.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  v 

“  1.  Grand  Sire.  The  jewel  of  the  Grand  Sire  shall  be  a  medal  two 
and  one-half  inches  in  diameter,  of  yellow  gold;  on  one  side  of  which 
shall  be  the  seal  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  surrounded  by  an 
oxidized  sterling  silver  wreath,  with  letters  ‘  I.  O.  0.  F.’  in  circle.  On 
the  reverse  side  of  medal  shall  be  the  two  hemispheres;  otherwise 
same  as  front.

Jewel  similar  to  that  of  the  Grand  Sire 
in  all  respects,  except  that  it  shall  be  two  inches  in  diameter,  with 
hangers  in  proportion.  The  jewel  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  shall  be 
passed  to  his  successor. 

“3.  The  jewel  of  a  Past  Grand  Sire  shall  be  a  medal  two  and  one- 
half  inches  in  diameter,  of  yellow  metal,  on  one  side  of  which  shall 
be  the  seal  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  surrounded  by  an  orna¬ 
mental  edging  of  silver.  Jewels  of  Grand  Sires  and  Past  Grand  Sires 
may  be  worn  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  in  any  Grand  or 
subordinate  body  of  the  Order  in  lieu  of  all  other  regalia. 

“  4.  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire  and  Past  D.  D.  Grand  Sire.  Jewels 
similar  to  jewel  of  Past  Grand  Sire  in  all  respects  except  that  it  shall 
be  two  inches  in  diameter.”

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  a  new  section  be 
added  to  be  designated  as  Section  637A  to  the  Revised  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  Code  providing  for  an  official  jewel  for  Past  Noble  Grands  of  Re- 
bekah  lodges,  to  conform  to  the  following  specifications: 

“Jewel  to  be  made  of  10K  solid  gold,  circular  in  design;  one  inch  in 
diameter  with  four  concave  sides;  circle  to  be  tk  of  an  inch  in  diameter. 
In  the  center  a  f  of  an  inch  gold  star  cut  out  surmounted  with  a  white  dove 
on  silver,  pendant  suspended  from  three  links.  Total  length  of  links  f  of  an 
inch;  links  and  pendant  engraved  on  one  side  only.”

“  Section  473.  Homes  May  Be  Provided  and  Maintained.  Grand  Bodies 
shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain  Homes  for  aged  and  indigent 
Odd  Fellows  who  shall  hold  membership  in  the  Order  within  their  respec¬ 
tive  Jurisdictions.  For  the  widows  of  deceased  Odd  Fellows  who  held  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Order  within  their  Jurisdiction,  and  for  the  care,  protection 
and  education  of  the  orphans  of  deceased  Odd  Fellows,  who  held  member¬ 
ship  within  such  Jurisdiction  and  the  Grand  Body  having  established  any 
such  Home  may  provide  by  laws  that  the  trustees  or  other  officers  having 
charge  of  such  Home  may  assist  or  maintain  any  person  entitled  to  admis¬ 
sion  to  such  Home,  either  within  or  without  such  Home;  provided,  however, 
that  in  any  Jurisdiction  where  a  Home  may  not  yet  have  been  established, 
but  where  a  Home  Building  Fund  may  have  been  created,  such  Grand 
Body  may,  by  passing  a  law  to  that  effect,  provide  for  the  expenditure  of 
the  income  from  such  fund  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  such  person  as 
would  be  entitled  to  admission  as  residents  of  a  Home,  had  one  been 
established.” 

be  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  473.  Homes  May  Be  Provided  and  Maintained.  Grand  Bodies 
shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain  Homes  for  aged  and  indigent 
Odd  Fellows  who  shall  hold  membership  in  the  Order  within  their  respec¬ 
tive  Jurisdiction  for  the  widows  of  deceased  Odd  Fellows  or  children  whose 
father  has  been  interdicted  and  committed  to  an  insane  asylum,  who  held 
membership  with  such  Jurisdictions  and  the  Grand  Body  having  established 
any  such  Home  may  provide  by  law  that  the  trustees  or  other  officers  hav¬ 
ing  charge  of  such  Home  may  assist  or  maintain  any  person  entitled  to

Jurisdictions,  and  the  wives  of  such  aged  and  indigent  Odd  Fellows,  for 
the  widows  of  deceased  Odd  Fellows  who  held  membership  in  the  Order 
within  such  Jurisdiction,  and  for  the  care,  protection  and  education  of  the 
orphans  and  half  orphans  of  Odd  Fellows  who  held  membership  within  such 
Jurisdictions,  and  the  Grand  Body  having  established  any  such  Home  may 
provide  by  law  that  the  trustees  or  other  officers  having  charge  of  such

entitled  to  admission  as  residents  of  a  Home,  had  one  been  established.”

It  shall  not  include  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  any  stipulated  pecuniary  benefit,  either  to  the  brother  himself  or 
the  members  of  his  family.”

lodge,  encampment  or  Rebekah  lodge  accept  or  receive  from  any  of  its 
members  any  such  sum  as  a  consideration  for  relieving  the  member  so  pay¬ 
ing  from  the  obligation  to  pay  his  dues  regularly  as  they  shall  accrue,  nor 
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shall  any  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  by  the  enactment  of  any 
law,  by-law  or  other  regulation,  authorize  or  empower  its  beneficial  sub¬ 
ordinates  to  enact  such  law,  or  to  accept  any  such  sum  for  the  purposes 
herein  mentioned.”

“  Section  55.  Funeral  Benefits.  Subordinate  lodges  may  be  required  to 
provide  and  pay  to  the  widow,  or  to  the  orphans  under  21  years  of  age, 
or  to  the  dependent  relative  or  relations  upon  whom  the  deceased  was 
dependent  at  the  time  of  his  death,  a  funeral  benefit,  the  amount  of  which 
may  be  fixed  by  the  Grand  Body  having  jurisdiction,  or,  in  the  absence  of 
such  a  law,  by  subordinate  lodges  by  by-law;  provided,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  require  the  payment  of  a  funeral  benefit 
by  a  subordinate  lodge  to  the  beneficiaries  of  a  member  who  was  not 
in  good  standing  and  entitled  to  weekly  sick  benefits  at  the  time  of  his 
death  or  to  the  beneficiaries  of  one  whose  death  was  caused  by  his  own 
intemperance  or  immoral  conduct;  provided,  further,  no  lodge  shall  be 
required  to  pay  benefits  to  a  widow  who  shall  remarry  or  who  has  not 
maintained  a  good  character,  or  to  a  widow  who  had  permanently  sepa¬ 
rated  from  her  husband  either  voluntarily  or  by  decree  of  the  court.”

AND  TO  FIX  THE  RIGHTS  AND  DUTIES  OF 
INACTIVE  MEMBERS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Chapter  8  of 
Article  XIII  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Code,  entitled  “  Suspension 
for  Non-Payment  of  Dues  and  Reinstatement,”  is  hereby  repealed  and  a 
new  chapter  is  hereby  added  to  said  Article  XIII  to  stand  in  lieu  thereof, 
to  be  known  as  Chapter  8  and  to  read  as  follows: 

“  Chapter  8. 

“  INACTIVE  MEMBERS,  THEIR  STATUS  AND  RIGHTS. 

“  Section  546.  When  Inactive  Status  Arises.  When  a  member  of  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge,  encampment  or  Rebekah  lodge,  other  than  a  veteran  mem¬ 
ber  under  Section  507,  shall  become  in  arrears  to  such  lodge  or  encampment 
for  an  amount  equal  to  three  years’  dues,  whether  such  arrearages  shall  accu¬ 
mulate  as  unpaid  dues,  fines  or  assessments,  or  all  of  them  combined,  he 
shall  become  an  inactive  member.  No  action  by  the  lodge  or  encampment 
is  required  to  fix  such  inactive  status,  and  when  such  arrearages  have 
accrued  and  so  long  as  such  arrearages  continue  unpaid  no  action  by  such 
lodge  or  encampment  can  change  such  inactive  status. 
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“  Section  547.  Rights  and  Privileges  of  Inactive  Membership.  As  an  in¬ 
active  member,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  of  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  active  membership  in  said  lodge  or  encampment  and  shall  not  be  held 
liable  to  pay  any  dues  or  assessments  accruing  during  the  period  of  such 
inactive  membership.  He  shall  during  such  period  be  amenable  to  the 
penal  laws  of  the  Order  and  may  be  tried  and  expelled  from  the  Order  for 
criminal  or  unworthy  conduct. 

“  Section  548.  Restoration  to  Active  Membership.  Upon  payment  to  such 
lodge  or  encampment  of  the  full  amount  of  the  arrearages  which  created 
such  inactive  status,  the  member  is  immediately  and  automatically,  and 
without  any  action  by  the  lodge  or  encampment,  restored  to  active  mem¬ 
bership  and  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  thereof;  provided,  that  in  any 
lodge  or  encampment  paying  sick  benefits,  such  member  on  restoration  to 
active  membership  is  non-beneficial  unless  and  until  such  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  shall,  upon  application  by  the  member  submitted  at  a  regular  meet¬ 
ing,  by  ballot  through  a  two-thirds  majority  at  a  succeeding  regular  meet¬ 
ing,  authorize  his  transfer  to  beneficial  membership. 

“Section  549.  Notice.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  lodge  or  encampment, 
when  the  arrearages  prescribed  by  Section  546  have  accrued,  to  give  the 
member  written  notice  of  that  fact  and  of  his  inactive  status,  and  of  the 
action  necessary  on  his  part  to  restore  him  to  active  membership,  but  the 
failure  of  the  lodge  or  encampment  to  perform  such  duty,  or  the  failure  of 
the  member  to  receive  such  notice,  shall  not  affect  his  inactive  status.  Such 
notice  shall  be  given  by  the  officer  having  charge  of  the  financial  records  of 
the  membership  of  such  lodge  or  encampment  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be 
made  upon  the  minutes. 

“  Section  550.  Indebtedness  of  Lodge  for  Unpaid  Benefits.  No  member  of 
such  lodge  or  encampment  shall  acquire  the  inactive  status  provided  by 
Section  546  when  such  lodge  or  encampment  shall  be  indebted  to  such  mem¬ 
ber  on  account  of  unpaid  benefits  in  a  sum  sufficient  to  reduce  the  arrear¬ 
ages  of  such  member  to  an  amount  less  than  the  amount  specified  in  Sec¬ 
tion  546.  No  other  indebtedness  of  such  lodge  or  encampment  to  such  mem¬ 
ber  shall  be  so  set  off. 

“Section  551.  Dues  Pending  Appeal.  When  a  member  of  any  of  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  bodies  of  the  Order  shall  be  suspended  for  cause  by  a  judgment 
rendered  in  a  trial  upon  charges  against  such  member,  and  shall  appeal  from 
such  judgment,  he  shall  be  required  to  keep  his  dues  and  other  obligations 
to  the  subordinate  body  in  which  he  shall  be  tried  paid  pending  such 
appeal,  and  in  the  event  that  he  shall  become  in  arrears  to  the  amount  speci¬ 
fied  by  Section  546,  he  shall  acquire  the  status  prescribed  by  Section  546. 

“Section  552.  Resignation  or  Dismissal.  No  member  shall,  while  his 
membership  is  inactive,  be  permitted  to  resign  his  membership  or  to  receive 
a  dismissal  certificate. 

“  Section  553.  Effect  of  Change  of  Status  on  Membership  in  Other 
Branches.  When  a  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  shall  become  an  inactive 
member  of  such  subordinate  lodge,  he  shall  forthwith  become  likewise  an 
inactive  member  of  any  encampment  or  Rebekah  lodge  in  which  he  may 
hold  membership  and  shall  continue  such  inactive  status  therein  so  long  as 
he  is  not  restored  to  active  membership  in  his  subordinate.  When  such 
member  is  restored  to  active  membership  in  his  subordinate,  he  is  ipso 
facto  restored  likewise  in  his  encampment  and  Rebekah  lodge,  unless  therein 
delinquent  to  the  extent  provided  by  Section  546.”

when  so  amended  the  said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  525.  Collective  Ballot — How  Taken.  When  more  than  one 
petition  for  membership  shall  be  before  any  subordinate  body  of  the 
Order  for  action,  at  the  same  meeting,  a  collective  ballot  may  be  taken 
upon  all  such  petitions,  but  should  the  number  of  black  balls  required 
to  reject  in  a  separate  ballot  appear  in  said  collective  ballot,  then  said 
collective  ballot  shall  be  void  and  a  separate  ballot  shall  be  cast  upon  each 
petition.”

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RESOLUTION  ON  DELINQUENT  I.O.O.F.  MEMBERS. 

Believing  something  should  be  done  to  adjust  the  legal  status  of  delin¬ 
quent  members,  as  suggested  by  our  Grand  Sire. 

Therefore ,  be  it  Resolved,  That  members  in  arrears  for  non-payment  of 
dues  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes,  as  follows: 

1.  Unworthy  Members.  Those  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd 
Fellow  shall  be  classed  as  unworthy  members,  against  whom  charges  shall 
be  preferred  and  such  members  dismissed  or  suspended  from  the  Order 
if  charges  sustained. 

2.  Non- Affiliated  Members.  Those  who  do  not  care  to  continue  as  active 
or  associate  members,  who  shall  obtain  a  withdrawal  or  dismissal  certificate, 
shall  be  classed  as  non-affiliated  members. 

3.  Associate  Members.  All  delinquent  members  not  classed  as  unworthy 
members  or  non-affiliated  members,  shall  be  carried  and  classed  as  associate 
members.  That  such  associate  members  shall  forfeit  all  right  to  any 
pecuniary  benefits,  but  shall  have  the  privilege  of  visiting  lodge  meetings  on 
invitation,  and  to  have  such  other  fraternal  recognition  as  the  respective 
Grand  Lodges  shall  prescribe.  That  no  per  capita  tax  shall  be  paid  on  such 
members  after  two  years’  delinquency. 

(Not  adopted.  Report  85,  page  817.  Action  on,  page  867.) 

The  following  communication  and  recommendation  was  received 
from  the  Association  of  the  Rebekah  Assemblies  through  the  Grand 
Sire,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rebekah  Degree : 

Whereas,  At  the  1924  Session  of  the  Association  Rebekah  Assemblies, 
a  resolution  was  adopted  providing  for  the  appointment  of  an  Educational 
Committee  and  prescribing  certain  duties  for  said  committee,  among  which 
were  the  securing  of  data  and  information  which  might  be  used  in  aiding 
the  children  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebekahs  in  obtaining  an  education  which 
might  otherwise  be  denied  them;  and, 

Whereas,  Such  a  committee  was  appointed  as  provided  in  said  resolu¬ 
tion  and  has  been  engaged  in  the  performance  of  its  prescribed  duties  with 
the  result  that  it  has  already  secured  much  valuable  data  and  information 
which  may  be  used  successfully  in  aiding  such  children;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  is  convinced  that  the 
work  already  accomplished  by  said  committee  has  brought  to  light  a  field 
in  which  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebekahs  may  labor  for  the  improvement  and 
elevation  of  human  character  to  the  great  and  lasting  glory  of  all  countries 
where  the  pure  white  banner  of  our  Order  is  leading  the  procession  of  noble 
women  and  men  who  have  enlisted  under  our  flag  for  the  service  of  human¬ 
ity  and  the  magnifying  of  the  goodness  of  God;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  believes  it  to  be  nec¬ 
essary  to  provide  a  permanent  authority  within  its  official  life  for  the  carry¬ 
ing  on  of  the  work  of  opening  the  doors  of  educational  advantages  to  the 
children  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebekahs  who  may  need  assistance ;  and  realiz¬ 
ing  that  it  should  have  authority  from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
carrying  on  of  this  work,  and  desiring  that  it  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  name 
of  our  Order;  now,  therefore, 
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Be  it  Resolved,  By  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  that  it 
recommend  and  request  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  present 
session  enact  a  bill  as  follows,  to  wit: 

“A  BILL,  AUTHORIZING  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF  REBEKAH  AS¬ 
SEMBLIES  TO  APPOINT  AND  CONSTITUTE  AN  INSTRU¬ 
MENTALITY  WHICH  SHALL  BE  CHARGED  WITH  THE  DUTY 
OF  MAKING  AVAILABLE  EDUCATIONAL  ADVANTAGES  TO 
THE  CHILDREN  OF  ODD  FELLOWS  AND  REBEKAHS  AND 
PRESCRIBING  THE  DUTIES  OF  SAID  INSTRUMENTALITY 
AND  THE  POWERS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF  REBEKAH 
ASSEMBLIES  IN  RELATION  THERETO. 

“  Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows: 

“  Section  1.  That  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  create  by  resolution  such  instrumentality  as 
it  may  designate  or  name,  which  instrumentality  by  whatever  name  known, 
shall  be  charged  with  the  duty,  and  clothed  with  the  power  and  authority 
to  investigate  and  obtain  information  as  to  the  workings  of  educational 
foundations  that  are  now  operating  or  that  may  hereafter  be  established, 
having  for  their  objects  or  purpose  the  aiding  and  assisting  of  boys  and 
girls  and  young  men  and  young  women  in  procuring  an  education;  and 
when  such  information  shall  be  obtained,  including  information  as  to 
scholarships  or  other  means  which  may  be  in  use  in  aiding  boys  or  girls, 
young  men  or  young  women  to  obtain  an  education,  the  said  Association 
of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  through  the  instrumentality  aforesaid,  shall  in  the 
way  and  manner  which  it  may  prescribe  and  determine,  disseminate  such 
information  and  data  throughout  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  so  that  it  may  be  used  to  the  advantage  and  assistance  of  those  boys 
or  girls,  young  men  or  young  women  aforesaid.  The  Association  of 
Rebekah  Assemblies  shall  prescribe  and  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  carrying  on  of  said  work  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  deem  neces¬ 
sary,  but  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  aways  be  such  as  are  in  harmony 
with  the  purpose  and  objects  herein  set  out,  and  the  authority  and  power 
herein  and  hereby  granted  shall  be  such  as  will  fully  enable  the  Association 
of  Rebekah  Assemblies  to  do  and  perform  all  things  necessary  to  the  com¬ 
plete  functioning  of  the  instrumentality  which  it  may  create  under  this 
law  and  no  other. 

“  Section  2.  That  the  said  instrumentality  so  created  for  the  objects 
and  purposes  aforesaid  may,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
when  so  created,  to  receive  money,  securities,  property,  perquisites,  in¬ 
comes,  royalties  or  other  things  of  value  by  gift,  donation,  devise,  bequest, 
conveyance,  transfer  or  assignment,  all  or  any  of  which  may  be  used  for 
the  objects  and  purposes  set  out  in  the  first  section  of  this  law,  and  the 
Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  or  the  instrumentality  which  it  shall 
create  may  adopt  all  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
for  the  management,  uses,  control  and  custody  of  any  or  all  of  such  funds 
or  property  or  interest  therein  as  may  be  received ;  and  to  that  end,  it  may 
determine  the  objects  of  its  bounty  and  assistance,  and  the  methods  of 
administering  same. 
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“  Section  3.  That  any  instrumentality  so  created  as  provided  herein  shall 
annually  make  a  detailed  report  of  its  activities  of  all  kinds  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  and  it  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  said  report 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  the  information  of  that  Body.” 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  this  resolution  embodying  the  Bill  aforesaid, 
immediately  upon  its  passage,  be  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Sire  with  the 
request  that  he  lay  the  same  forthwith,  if  in  his  judgment  such  should  be 
done,  before  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  that  it  may  take  its  regular 
course  for  enactment  into  a  law  at  the  present  session.

We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies 
to  the  following  proposed  addition  to  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  which  is  to  be  acted  upon  at  this  session. 

Proposition  to  Amend  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
I.  O.  O.  F.,  by  Adding  as  Article  XVI  the  Following,  and  Renumber¬ 
ing  Present  Articles  XVI  and  XVII  as  Articles  XVII  and  XVIII. 
Respectively. 

Be  it  Resolved  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  O.  F .,  That  the  fol¬ 
lowing  be  added  to  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
I.  0.  O.  F.,  as  Article  XVI: 


“article  xvi. 

“Section  1.  Rebekah  Lodges — Management  and  Control.  The  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  already  chartered  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  is  hereby  constituted  as  the  head  of  all  Rebekah  State 
Assemblies  and  subordinate  Rebekah  lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Body;  and  is  hereby  given  full  authority  to  enact  all 
laws  necessary  for  their  management,  government  and  control — subject 
only  to  the  limitations  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  and  to  all  of  its  laws  of  general  application  to  the  Order. 

“  Section  2.  Rebekah  Assemblies  Must  Affiliate.  It  is  hereby  made 
obligatory  upon  each  Rebekah  State  Assembly,  to  affiliate  with  the  said 
Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  and  to  render  respect  and  obedience  to 
its  laws  and  mandates. 

“  Section  3.  Charters  and  Dispensations — By  Whom  Granted.  The  said 
Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  is  hereby  given  full  power  and  authority 
over  the  granting  and  issuance  of  dispensations  and  charters  to  Rebekah 
State  Assemblies  and  subordinate  Rebekah  lodges.  It  may  delegate  such 
of  this  authority  to  the  Rebekah  State  Assemblies  as  may  be  deemed  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  Order. 

“  Section  4.  Grand  Lodges’  Authority  Ceases.  All  authority  which  has 
heretofore  been  exercised  by  Grand  Lodges  over  Rebekah  State  Assemblies 
and  subordinate  Rebekah  lodges  is  hereby  vested  in  the  Association  of 
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Rebekah  Assemblies,  I.O.O.F.,  and  Grand  Lodges  shall  not  hereafter  have 
or  exercise  any  authority  or  supervision  over  the  same.” 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  That  the  present  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  renumbered 
as  Article  XVII,  and  that  the  present  Article  XVII  of  said  Constitution  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  renumbered  Article  XVIII.

mentioned  sections,  believing  their  adoption  would  not  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  Order. 

We  move  the  immediate  adoption  of  this  resolution  under  suspension  of 
the  rules  and  instruct  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assem¬ 
blies  to  forward  a  copy  to  the  Grand  Sire  and  through  him  to  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  today.

Report  17.  By  Rep.  Emmins,  of  Texas,  chairman  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Printing  Supplies. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

The  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  and  Sub-Committee  on  Finance  has 
held  but  one  meeting  during  the  year  at  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey,  on 
May  28,  1926. 

The  first  business  considered  at  this  meeting  was  the  opening  of  bids 
and  awarding  of  contracts. 
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BIDS  FOR  PRINTING  DAILY  JOURNAL. 

Bids  had  been  asked  for  printing  the  Daily  Journal  from  a  number  of 
printing  houses  in  Philadelphia.  However,  but  one  bid  was  received,  this 
coming  from  the  George  F.  Lasher  Printing  Company,  who  on  two  former 
occasions  have  done  this  work. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  their  bid  was  lower  than  any  we  have  received 
in  the  last  several  years,  and  taking  into  consideration  the  experience  this 
printing  house  has  had  in  doing  this  work,  the  committee  awarded  the 
contract  to  the  George  F.  Lasher  Printing  Company. 

BIDS  FOR  PRINTING  OFFICERS’  REPORTS  AND  JOURNAL 

OF  PROCEEDINGS. 

Bids  for  printing  the  Officers’  Report  and  Journal  of  Proceedings  were 
opened,  when  it  was  found  that  the  bid  of  The  Lord  Baltimore  Press,  of 
Baltimore,  was  the  most  favorable.  The  contract  was  duly  awarded  to  The 
Lord  Baltimore  Press. 

BIDS  FOR  PAPER  FOR  OFFICERS’  REPORTS  AND  JOURNAL 

OF  PROCEEDINGS. 

A  large  number  of  bids  were  received  for  furnishing  paper  for  the  Officers’ 
Reports  and  the  Journal  of  Proceedings.  After  thoroughly  considering 
the  prices  quoted  by  the  respective  bidders  and  upon  examination  of 
samples  of  paper  submitted,  your  committee  decided  to  award  the  contract 
for  furnishing  paper  for  the  Officers’  Reports  and  the  Journal  of  Proceed¬ 
ings  to  The  Lord  Baltimore  Press. 

REVISED  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE  CODE. 

In  the  early  spring  the  Commission  for  the  Revision  of  the  Code  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  advised  the  Grand  Secretary  that  the  copy  for  the 
Code  was  ready,  and  furnished  him  with  the  first  installment  of  the  copy. 
The  Grand  Secretary  immediately  proceeded,  at  the  request  of  the  Com¬ 
mission,  to  secure  bids  for  printing  the  revised  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
Code,  and  submitted  those  bids  to  the  entire  Committee  on  Printing  Sup¬ 
plies  and  Sub-Committee  on  Finance  with  the  result  that  the  contract  was 
awarded  to  The  Lord  Baltimore  Press  for  the  printing  of  ten  thousand 
copies,  seven  thousand  of  which  were  to  be  bound  at  once  and  sheets 
equivalent  to  three  thousand  copies  to  be  boxed  and  delivered  at  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  office  all  ready  for  binding  upon  the  necessity 
arising  from  the  sale  of  the  seven  thousand  bound  copies  above  referred  to. 

The  committee  at  its  session  at  Atlantic  City  confirmed  the  action  taken 
by  correspondence. 

SHIELDS  FOR  GRAND  SECRETARIES  AND  GRAND  SCRIBES. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  to  the  committee  correspondence  which 
had  passed  between  his  office  and  Bro.  William  Brooks,  Grand  Secretary  of 
Ontario,  regarding  shields  for  automobiles  used  by  the  Grand  Secretaries’ 
and  Grand  Scribes’  Association  in  the  annual  parades  held  during  the 
sessions,  and  upon  motion  it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  recommend  to  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that  the  shields  now  in  use  and  provided  at  a  cost 
of  $36.54  by  said  Association  and  used  for  the  first  time  at  Portland, 
Oregon,  be  taken  over  and  paid  for  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
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ALLOWANCE  ON  VETERAN  JEWELS  TO  ONTARIO. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  correspondence  with  Bro.  William  Brooks 
regarding  a  special  price  on  jewels  purchased  by  his  Jurisdiction  because  of 
the  fact  that  they  objected  to  the  shape  and  quality  of  the  cases  in  which 
the  jewels  were  delivered.  Brother  Brooks  agreed  to  dispense  with  the  cases 
furnished  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  accept  shipments  in  bulk, 
provided  a  certain  allowance  was  made  for  the  cases.  It  was  unanimously 
agreed  by  the  committee  that  no  change  could  be  made  until  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  our  present  contract  on  October  31,  1927,  and  the  Grand  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  advise  Brother  Brooks  that  the  matter  could  be  considered 
by  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  and  Sub-Committee  on  Finance  in 
the  spring  of  1927. 

ADDRESSES  OF  PAST  GRAND  SIRE  PINKERTON. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  a  copy  of  the  Addresses  and  Writings  of 
Past  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton  should  be  furnished  Mrs.  Pinkerton,  the  widow 
of  our  deceased  Past  Grand  Sire  without  cost,  and  that  each  Past  Grand  Sire 
should  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  book. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS,  SESSION  1925. 

The  committee  took  up  matters  which  had  been  referred  to  it  at  the 
session  of  1925  and  not  reported  upon  as  unfinished  business,  and  con¬ 
sidered  Resolution  33,  page  370,  Journal  of  1925,  and  recommended  that  a 
Past  Noble  Grand’s  jewel  as  described  in  said  Resolution  33  be  authorized 
and  sold  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  Grand  Lodges  or  Rebekah 
Assemblies  as  the  case  may  be,  at  $6.50  each  and  to  subordinates  under  the 
immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  $7.50  each.  A  bill 
in  accordance  with  this  recommendation  will  be  presented  at  this  session 
putting  into  effect  the  recommendation  of  your  committee. 

JEWELS  FOR  GRAND  SIRE  AND  DEPUTY  GRAND  SIRE. 

It  will'  be  recalled  that  a  change  in  the  design  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  and 
Deputy  Grand  Sire’s  jewel  has  been  made  within  the  last  year  or  two,  as 
the  design  as  at  present  used  does  not  conform  to  the  description  as  set 
forth  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Code,  your  committee  deemed  it  of 
sufficient  importance  to  recommend  that  paragraphs  1  and  2  of  Section  620 
of  the  Code,  edition  of  1925,  should  be  amended  so  as  to  give  a  correct 
description  of  the  jewels  worn  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  Deputy  Grand  Sire, 
and  a  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  the  necessary  amendments 
to  Section  620. 

JEWEL  FOR  DISTRICT  DEPUTY  GRAND  SIRE. 

In  considering  the  matter  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  Deputy  Grand  Sire’s 
jewel,  it  was  discovered  that  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire’s  jewel  was 
affected  by  the  change  in  the  Grand  Sire’s  and  Deputy  Grand  Sire’s  jewel. 
Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  paragraph  3  of  Section  620 
of  the  Code,  edition  of  1925,  be  also  amended  to  conform  with  the  changed 
design  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  and  Deputy  Grand  Sire’s  jewel,  and  a  com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  and  will  submit  the  proper  amendment. 
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SPANISH  RITUALS. 

The  supply  of  Spanish  rituals  having  become  exhausted,  and  there  being 
considerable  demand  for  a  ritual  in  the  Spanish  language  from  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction  of  Cuba,  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  have  five  hundred 
copies  of  the  subordinate  lodge  ritual  printed  from  the  corrected  translation 
submitted  by  Bro.  Carlos  E.  Cadalso,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  from  Cuba. 


REVISED  P.  M.  RITUAL. 

The  matter  of  issuing  the  revised  P.  M.  ritual  as  adopted  at  the  1925 
session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  considered,  and  as  there  was 
a  question  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  diagrams  contained  therein,  your 
committee  instructed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  defer  the  issuing  of  the  revised 
P.  M.  Ritual  until  after  the  1926  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
as  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Ritual  will  present  corrected  diagrams 
for  the  approval  of  the  body. 

PAPERS  OF  HISTORIC  VALUE. 

The  Grand  Secretary  called  to  the  attention  of  the  committee  the  ever- 
increasing  demand  for  the  loan  of  old  documents,  rituals  and  historic 
papers  held  in  the  archives  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  organizations 
of  our  Order  to  be  displayed  or  used  in  connection  with  functions  held 
by  said  subordinate  bodies,  and  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  your  com¬ 
mittee  that  no  one  had  the  authority  to  grant  requests  that  would  require 
the  removal  of  any  of  these  valuable  historic  documents  from  the  custody 
of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

CERTIFICATES  FOR  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES-ELECT. 

Your  committee  recommended  that  the  representative  certificate  issued 
to  Grand  Representatives-elect  by  the  various  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand 
Encampments  be  amended  by  having  an  additional  clause  inserted  in  the 
certificate  immediately  preceding  the  signature  for  the  Grand  Secretary  or 
the  Grand  Scribe,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  read  as  follows: 

“  I  hereby  certify  that  Brother . .  P.  G . 

possesses  all  the  qualifications  as  required  by  article  2,  Section  1,  and 
article  9,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution  as  set  forth  in  the  revised  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  Code.” 

MATTERS  RELATING  TO  THE  P.  M.  CODE. 

The  P.  M.  Code  adopted  at  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
held  in  Portland,  Oregon,  September,  1925,  provides  for  a  dismissal  certifi¬ 
cate  and  a  transfer  certificate  for  members  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Branch 
of  our  Order.  No  bill  having  been  introduced  covering  these  matters  at  the 
time  of  the  action  on  the  new  P.  M.  Code,  your  committee  recommended 
the  adoption  of  a  form  of  dismissal  certificate  and  a  form  of  transfer  cer¬ 
tificate  for  members  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  same  to  be  sold  at  the 
same  price  as  similar  certificates  for  other  branches  of  the  Order  are  sold, 
and  to  carry  out  this  recommendation,  proper  bills  will  be  submitted. 
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BILLS  APPROVED. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  has  approved  bills 
for  printing,  lithographing,  jewels  and  paper  supplied  during  the  year  as 
follows:

Report  18.  By  Rep.  Davis,  of  Washington,  chairman  from  the 
Special  Commission  to  Examine  the  Laws  and  Constitutions  of 
Grand  Bodies : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Special  Commission  on  Examination  of  Laws  and  Constitutions 
of  Grand  Jurisdictions,  to  whom  were  referred  the  Constitutions  of  the 
several  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Encampments  and  Rebekah  Assemblies;  and 
the  constitutions  of  subordinate  lodges,  subordinate  encampments  and 
Rebekah  lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges,  Grand 
Encampments  and  Rebekah  Assemblies;  and  the  constitutions  of  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges,  subordinate  encampments  and  Rebekah  lodges  under  the  im¬ 
mediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  would  respectfully 
report  that  we  have  examined  all  of  the  aforesaid  constitutions. 

Your  Special  Commission  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the 
assistance  rendered  by  the  Grand  Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes  and  Secretaries 
of  Rebekah  Assemblies  of  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions.  Your  com¬ 
mission  has  been  in  consultation  with  a  number  of  Jurisdictions  and  have 
recommended  changes  suggested  by  the  examination.  In  many  instances 
your  commission  has  been  advised  of  changes  that  have  been  already  made 
by  Grand  Bodies  and  subordinate  lodges  at  the  suggestion  of  your  Special 
Commission  since  the  last  session  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

A  careful  study  of  all  of  these  constitutions  has  convinced  your  com¬ 
mission  of  the  desirability  of  more  general  law  affecting  subjects  of  general 
interest  and  concern  and  less  of  local  law  concerning  the  same. 

The  most  striking  inconsistencies  were  found  between  the  laws  of  the 
several  Grand  Jurisdictions  and  the  Code  of  General  Laws  in  connection 
with  the  matter  of  dropping  members  for  non-payment  of  dues.  With 
scarcely  a  single  exception  the  law  relating  to  suspension  for  non-payment 
of  dues  as  set  forth  in  the  constitutions  examined  failed  to  fully  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  Sections  546,  547,  548  and  549  of  the  Code  of  General 
Laws,-  and  in  most  instances  the  procedure  for  dropping  for  non-payment 
of  dues  provided  by  the  said  constitutions,  if  carefully  followed,  would  result 
in  an  action  by  the  subordinate  bodies,  wholly  illegal  and  unwarranted. 

The  provisions  of  Sections  779  and  780  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws 
providing  for  the  voluntary  surrender  of  charter  and  consolidation  of  sub¬ 
ordinate  bodies,  as  amended  at  the  session  in  1919,  have  not  been  followed 
in  many  instances.  A  large  number  of  subordinate  constitutions  for  both 
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subordinate  lodges  and  subordinate  encampments  still  contain  the  provision 
that  the  charter  may  be  retained  or  the  consolidation  defeated  by  the  vote 
of  five  members.  A  large  number  of  subordinate  constitutions  of  Rebekah 
lodges  contain  similar  provisions  and  your  Special  Commission  has  been 
unable  to  reconcile  the  provisions  of  Section  779  of  the  Code  of  General 
Laws  with  the  provisions  of  Section  29  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  Code.  An 
apparent  inconsistency  exists  between  these  two  sections  and  your  com¬ 
mission  herewith  presents  a  recommendation  that  these  two  sections  be 
interpreted  by  the  Judiciary  Committee. 

In  a  number  of  instances  authority  is  given  to  the  Grand  Master,  the 
President  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  or  their  deputies  to  authorize  the  ballot¬ 
ing  for,  and  initiation  of,  a  candidate  at  the  time  his  or  her  application  for 
membership  is  presented  to  the  lodge,  in  contravention  of  the  provision  of 
Section  220  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  that  not  less  than  one  week,  after 
receipt  of  petition,  must  elapse  before  balloting. 

Varied  powers  are  sought  to  be  conferred  in  many  instances  upon  district 
deputies,  viz.,  to  grant  dispensation  for  the  election  to  office  of  an  un¬ 
qualified  member  in  case  all  qualified  members  decline  to  serve;  to  arrest 
a  charter  for  illegal  action  on  the  part  of  a  lodge;  to  issue  dispensation  to 
permit  the  conferring  of  more  that  one  degree  at  one  session  and  in  other 
instances;  whereby  the  provisions  of  Chapter  12  of  the  Code  of  General 
Laws  are  frequently  not  complied  with. 

In  several  instances  the  Constitutions  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  and  for 
Rebekah  lodges  provide  that  the  number  of  black  balls  necessary  to  reject 
shall  be  less  than  three.  A  number  of  constitutions  require  two,  others  one; 
whereas,  Section  25  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  Code  provides  that  not  less  than 
three  black  balls  shall  be  required  to  reject. 

The  provision  of  Section  531  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  has  not  been 
fully  followed  in  the  framing  of  many  constitutions.  In  a  number  of 
instances  the  matter  of  declaring  the  election  void  does  not  contain  the 
qualification  that  the  lodge  or  encampment  shall  “  discover  that  the  appli¬ 
cant  is  unworthy  ”  and  in  many  cases  the  matter  is  determined  by  a 
majority  vote  instead  of  a  two-thirds  vote  as  is  required  by  said  Section  531. 

The  application  blank  provided  by  a  number  of  subordinate  constitutions 
does  not  carry  the  provision  “  I  am  of  full  white  blood,”  as  required  by 
Section  511  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws. 

In  a  few  instances  provision  is  made  that  an  application  for  membership 
may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  previous  to  the  final  ballot,  while  Section  513 
of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  provides  that  such  application  may  be  with¬ 
drawn  before  the  report  of  the  committee  is  read  to  the  lodge,  but  not 
afterwards. 

A  frequent  provision  found  in  the  constitutions  examined  require  a 
ballot  to  be  taken  or  that  a  majority  vote  be  required,  in  order  that  a 
dismissal  certificate  may  be  granted;  whereas,  it  is  provided  by  Section  170 
of  the  Code  of  General  Laws,  that  no  lodge,  encampment  or  Rebekah  lodge 
shall  have  the  right  to  refuse  a  dismissal  certificate  to  one  of  its  members 
who  is  entitled  thereto. 

The  examination  of  the  several  constitutions  reveal  much  conflict  and 
many  discrepancies  in  the  provisions  thereof  with  respect  to  territorial 
jurisdiction.  A  frequent  provision  is  found  to  the  effect  that  all  the  lodges 
within  the  limits  of  any  city  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  notwithstanding 
the  provision  of  Section  497  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws.  An  annotation 
under  Section  164,  in  paragraph  B,  is  to  the  effect  that  Grand  Bodies  have 
authority  to  determine  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  their  subordinates; 
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whereas,  Section  497  of  the  Code  would  seem  to  predicate  concurrent  juris¬ 
diction  upon  the  consent  of  the  several  subordinate  bodies  therein.  Your 
commission  is  recommending  legislation  and  presenting  herewith  a  Bill  with 
respect  to  the  amendment  of  said  Section  497. 

Your  commission  observes  that  in  a  few  instances  it  is  provided  that 
upon  the  refusal  of  a  withdrawal  card  the  member  shall  have  the  right 
of  appeal  to  the  Grand  Patriarch  or  to  the  Grand  Master;  whereas,  Sec¬ 
tion  88  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  expressly  gives  the  right  to  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  body  to  refuse  to  issue  a  withdrawal  card. 

A  frequent  provision  of  local  law  requires  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present  to  grant  a  withdrawal  card.  Section  87  of  the  Code  of  General 
Laws  provides  for  a  majority  vote. 

In  a  number  of  instances  Constitutions  for  Grand  Bodies,  as  well  as  for 
subordinate  bodies,  provide  for  officers  in  addition  to  those  enumerated  in 
Sections  862,  865  and  868.  In  several  instances  the  titles  of  such  officers 
are  changed  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  said  sections  of  the  Code 
of  General  Laws. 

A  frequent  provision  is  made  that  a  transfer  certificate  shall  be  issued 
without  fee,  while  in  a  number  of  instances  Grand  Bodies  provide  for  a 
fixed  fee  for  all  cards  and  certificates,  in  all  of  which  cases  the  compiler 
evidently  overlooked  the  provision  of  Section  163  of  the  Code  of  General 
Laws,  which  provides  for  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  the  transfer 
certificate. 

The  sections  of  the  respective  constitutions  dealing  with  the  matter  of 
penal  offenses,  trials  and  procedure  are  exceedingly  voluminous.  Many  of 
the  provisions  of  the  General  Law  as  shown  in  Articles  19  and  20  of  the 
Code  are  added  to  or  important  provisions  are  frequently  left  out.  New 
offenses  are  sought  to  be  created  in  many  instances.  Your  commission  feels 
that  the  expenditure  for  the  cost  of  printing  of  much  of  this  matter  in  the 
several  constitutions  is  unnecessary  and  that  a  material  saving  might  be 
made  in  this  respect.  Your  commission  feels  that  in  view  of  the  possibility 
of  appeal  from  the  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Body  and  thence  to  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  itself  the  procedure  should  be  uniform  and  regu¬ 
lated  entirely  by  general  law.  A  uniform  code  stipulating  offenses  and 
procedure  appears  to  be  desirable.  Your  commission  feel  that  a  study 
of  the  matter  should  be  made  by  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  this  Grand 
Body. 

Various  inconsistencies  appear  in  the  provisions  of  several  constitutions 
examined  with  reference  to  the  qualifications  for  holding  office.  Many  are 
other  and  different  than  the  respective  provisions  of  the  Code.  Your  com¬ 
mission  note  especially  a  provision  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  which  improp¬ 
erly  provides  that  a  sister  must  have  had  the  Assembly  degree  five  years 
before  being  eligible  to  election  as  Warden,  disregarding  the  provision  of 
Section  407  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws.  In  this  connection  certain  Grand 
Lodges  provide  that  they  shall  be  composed  only  of  “  Past  Grands  of  lodges 
regularly  chosen  representatives.” 

Several  of  the  constitutions  have  not  been  amended  with  respect  to  the 
qualifications  of  membership  to  include  the  eighteen-year  provision  as 
found  in  Section  780  of  the  Code. 

The  provisions  of  Section  220  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  with  respect 
to  the  requirement  that  before  receiving  the  next  higher  degree  the  brother 
shall  be  proficient  in  the  degree  he  shall  have  attained  in  manner  and  form 
as  set  forth  in  said  section  have  not  been  included  in  the  local  constitution 
with  one  or  two  exceptions.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Section  220  of  the 
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Code  appears  to  qualify  Section  792  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws,  your 
commission  feel  that  said  Section  792  should  be  amended  and  are  presenting 
herewith  a  Bill  for  that  purpose. 

Your  commission  have  noted  several  instances  where  provision  is  made 
in  the  subordinate  constitutions  for  excusing  a  Noble  Grand  on  account 
of  illness  which  fail  to  provide  that  the  excuse  may  only  be  granted  by  a 
majority  vote  and  in  such  case  only  when  the  sickness  shall  be  such  as 
to  entitle  the  brother  to  receive  sick  benefits  from  his  lodge  as  provided 
by  Section  211  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws. 

In  one  or  two  instances  attempts  have  been  made  in  subordinate  lodge 
constitutions  to  provide  for  the  admission  as  non-beneficial  members 
“  Those  affected  with  an  infirmity  or  disease  which  prevent  obtaining  bene¬ 
ficial  membership,”  which  provision  appears  to  be  unwarranted  under 
Section  502  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws. 

Provision  is  made  in  some  subordinate  constitutions  for  the  re-admission 
of  a  member  who  had  resigned,  in  the  manner  provided  for  those  holding 
withdrawal  cards,  which  provision  does  not  comply  with  Section  585  and 
586  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws. 

Certain  subordinate  constitutions  provide  that  a  Noble  Grand  may  con¬ 
duct  the  installation  of  the  officers  of  the  lodge  in  disregard  of  the  express 
provision  of  Section  904  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws,  that  no  Grand  Lodge 
shall  have  authority  to  empower  any  member  other  than  Past  Grands  so 

to  do. 

In  a  number  of  instances  attempts  are  made  to  limit  the  distance  from 
the  lodge  within  which  the  visiting  committee  or  watchers  shall  be  required 
to  attend,  in  direct  contravention  of  Section  54  of  the  Code  of  General 
Laws  which  provides  otherwise. 

The  provision  of  subordinate  constitutions  with  reference  to  the  duties 
of  Trustees  of  the  subordinate  lodge  in  several  Jurisdictions  provide  that 
they  shall  have  the  guardianship  or  control  of  widows  and  orphans  of 
the  lodge  (whatever  that  may  mean)  and  carry  out  all  provisions  of  the 
laws  with  reference  thereto.  The  provisions  of  Section  870  of  the  Code 
of  General  Laws  would  appear  to  limit  the  duties  of  Trustees  to  “  manage, 
invest  and  control  the  money,  property  and  effects  of  such  subordinate 
bodies,  under  the  direction  of  such  bodies.” 

The  provisions  of  the  several  constitutions  with  reference  to  the  Homes 
of  the  Order  reveal  that  in  a  great  many  Jurisdictions  the  wives  of  indigent 
Odd  Fellows  are  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Homes  and  that  half 
orphans  are  admitted  as  well.  Section  473  of  the  Code  of  General  Law  pro¬ 
vides  that  Homes  may  be  established  and  maintained  “  For  aged  and 
indigent  Odd  Fellows  who  shall  hold  membership  in  the  Order  within  their 
respective  Jurisdictions,  for  the  widows  of  deceased  Odd  Fellows  who  held 
membership  in  the  Order  within  such  Jurisdictions,  and  for  the  care,  pro¬ 
tection  and  the  education  of  the  orphans  of  deceased  Odd  Fellows,  etc.”  In 
view  of  the  large  number  of  Jurisdictions  where  the  wives  of  indigent  Odd 
Fellows  and  half  orphans  have  been  admitted  to  the  Homes  it  would  seem 
that  there  has  been  a  general  misinterpretation  of  the  provisions  of  Sec¬ 
tion  473.  Your  commission  is  presenting  herewith  a  Bill  to  remedy  this 
situation. 

The  provisions  of  several  subordinate  constitutions  with  reference  to 
attentive  benefits  appear  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  General  Law. 
The  examination  made  by  your  commission  emphasizes  the  fact  that  a 
general  misunderstanding  exists  as  to  the  extent  or  nature  of  attentive 
benefits.  Certain  constitutions  provide  that  no  relief  shall  be  extended, 
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or  watchers  or  nurses  in  the  case  of  a  brother  who  is  in  arrears  for  dues. 
It  appears  that  the  provisions  of  Section  41  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws 
have  been  construed  as  a  limitation  upon  the  powers  of  the  lodge  and  there¬ 
fore  to  be  strictly  applied  rather  than  to  have  been  a  grant  of  power  to  be 
liberally  exercised. 

The  provisions  with  reference  to  payment  of  sick  benefits  are  many  and 
varied.  Conditions  under  which  a  member  may  be  entitled  to  sick  benefits 
fail  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  General  Law,  in  a  number  of  cases,  by 
providing  that  a  brother  shall  be  entitled  to  sick  benefits  if  unable  to  earn 
a  certain  sum  per  week;  or  by  imposing  conditions  which  in  effect  vary  or 
alter  the  definition  of  sickness  found  in  Section  17  of  the  Code  of  General 
Laws,  which  provides  that  “  one  who  shall  be  rendered  incapable  by  sickness, 
accident  or  by  injury  to  his  person,  from  following  any  business,  avocation 
or  employment,  shall  be  considered  a  sick  member.” 

The  examination  of  both  Grand  Lodge  and  subordinate  constitutions 
reveal  the  fact  that  in  most  instances  many  matters  are  included  therein 
which  are  legislative  rather  than  constitutional  in  character.  In  many 
instances  a  great  many  subjects  are  treated  in  the  Constitutions  of  Grand 
Bodies  which  should  properly  be  treated  in  the  subordinate  constitutions. 
Many  matters  appear  in  the  constitution  which  are  properly  by-laws. 

The  provisions  of  the  constitutions  in  reference  to  the  matter  of  ballot 
on  application  vary  to  a  marked  degree.  Requirements  in  some  instances 
are  one  black  ball,  in  others  two  and  in  others  three  for  rejection.  Sec¬ 
tion  525  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  providing  for  the  taking  of  a  collec¬ 
tive  ballot,  requires  a  new  ballot  to  be  taken  “  should  one  or  more  black 
balls  appear  in  said  collective  ballot.”  No  good  reason  occurs  to  your  com¬ 
mission  why  the  ballot  should  be  retaken  unless  more  black  balls  appear  in 
the  collective  ballot  than  would  be  necessary  to  reject  an  application  in  the 
•Jurisdiction  where  the  said  ballot  is  taken.  Your  commission  are  presenting 
herewith  a  Bill  to  so  amend  Section  525. 

Any  attempt  to  enumerate  all  of  the  conflicts  and  inconsistencies  would 
extend  this  report  to  an  unreasonable  extent.  Your  commission  has  sought 
to  point  out  the  defects  which  occur  most  frequently.  Members  of  the 
commission  will  advise  with  Representatives  of  each  Grand  Jurisdiction 
concerning  specific  instances. 

Your  commission  feel  that  there  should  be  an  imperative  requirement 
that  every  subordinate  lodge  include  in  its  equipment  a  copy  of  the  Code 
of  General  Laws.  Grand  Bodies  should  be  enjoined  to  exercise  more  care 
and  attention  to  the  examination  of  subordinate  constitutions  in  order  that 
conflicts  and  inconsistencies  with  General  Law  should  be  avoided. 

Your  commission  submits  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  several  Grand  Bodies  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  be  directed  to  make  revision  of  their  laws  to  comply  with 
Sections  546,  547,  548  and  549  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  and  that  each 
Grand  Body  be  directed  to  report  the  manner  in  which  the  said  changes 
have  been  effected  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  its  approval. 

2.  That  the  apparent  inconsistency  between  Section  779  of  the  Code  of 
General  Laws  and  Section  29  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  Code  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary  with  the  request  for  a  construction  and  report. 

3.  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  requested  to  interpret  and  construe 
the  provisions  of  the  annotation  in  Section  780,  paragraph  D,  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  780  as  amended  in  1919. 

4.  That  Grand  Bodies  be  enjoined  to  require  legislation  concerning  oards 
and  certificates  authorized  by  General  Law  to  follow  the  language  of  the 
Code. 
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5.  That  Grand  Bodies  be  urged  to  require  each  of  their  subordinates 
to  procure  and  keep  available,  for  use  of  such  subordinates,  a  copy  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws. 

6.  That  in  the  examination  of  constitutions  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire 
or  the  Committee  on  Constitutions,  all  matter  legislative  in  character  and 
which  does  not  pertain  to  constitutional  matters  be  stricken  out  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  constitution. 

Your  commission  presents  herewith  Bills  proposing  legislation  suggested 
by  the  matters  herein  above  referred.

Report  19.  By  Rep.  Wood,  of  Massachusetts,  from  the  Committee 
on  Patriarchs  Militant. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow¬ 
ing  report  on  the  condition  of  the  several  departments  of  this  branch  of  our 
Fraternity. 

We  note  with  great  pleasure  the  spirit  of  optimism  that  is  shown  in  the 
reports  of  the  several  Department  Commanders,  and  while  there  are  in 
some  instances  loss  of  membership  shown,  yet  there  appears  to  be  a  greater 
interest  and  enthusiasm  and  more  activity  than  has  been  apparent  for 
some  time. 

We  recognize  and  appreciate  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  Grand  Sire  and 
the  General  Commanding.  Beyond  a  doubt  the  results  of  their  labors  will 
be  shown  in  the  reports  of  the  future.

Report  20.  By  Rep.  Brueck,  of  California,  chairman  from  the 
Special  Committee  on  our  Financial  System. 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

In  his  communication  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  last  year,  the 
Grand  Sire  directed  attention  to  certain  conditions  respecting  the  finances 
of  subordinate  lodges  which  he  deemed  should  receive  the  very  earnest 
attention  of  this  Body.  Therefore,  the  matters  set  forth  therein  under  the 
heading,  “  Our  Financial  System,”  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  which  in  its  report  recommended  that  the  whole  subject  matter  be 
referred  to  a  special  committee  with  directions  to  report  at  the  next  session. 
Pursuant  thereto,  this  committee  was  appointed. 

As  far  back  as  1853  the  attention  of  this  Body  was  directed  to  the  need 
and  thfe  importance  of  arranging  our  subordinate  lodge  finances  upon  a 
sound  basis,  and  because  men  feared  that  sentiment  might  rule  the  financial 
affairs  rather  than  sound  business  principle,  the  note  of  warning  was  sounded 
thus  early  to  determine  the  proper  relationship  between  dues  and  benefits. 
This  was  at  a  time  when  there  was  no  fixed  amount  of  stipulated  benefits 
and  when  lodges  were  seemingly  endeavoring  to  circumvent  the  law  de¬ 
manding  a  payment  of  weekly  sick  benefits  by  making  allowances  of  a  few 
cents  per  week. 
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Although  this  Body  in  1864  had  declared  subordinates  sovereign  as  to 
the  amount  they  would  pay  for  sick  benefits  so  long  as  the  charitable  and 
benevolent  features  were  maintained,  some  of  the  leaders  in  this  Grand 
Body,  seeing  the  need,  again  urged  that  an  effort  be  made  to  establish  a 
proper  relationship  between  dues  and  benefits.  In  1872  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  report  on  this  subject.  For  a  period  of  thirteen  years  this 
special  committee  was  continued  and  exhaustive  reports  were  made,  finan¬ 
cial  conditions  as  they  existed  were  shown,  and  deductions  were  made 
therefrom.  Grand  Representative  Harmon,  of  California,  was  the  first 
chairman  of  the  committee.  He  was  succeeded  by  Grand  Representative 
Nicholson,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  he  in  turn  was  succeeded  by  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  Cl.  T.  Campbell,  of  Ontario.  Each  of  these  brothers  made  elab¬ 
orate  reports.  Each  showed  the  need  for  exercising  great  care  and  caution 
in  the  matter  of  establishing  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  stipulated  weekly 
benefits.  However,  if  the  proper  relationship  between  dues  and  benefits 
be  not  maintained,  the  day  will  come  when  the  lodge  can  no  longer  pay 
and  the  honor  of  the  Order  will  suffer.  These  good  and  true  men  of  the 
days  gone  by  recommended  that  the  maximum  of  sick  benefits  be  fixed  so 
that  the  weekly  sum  shall  not  exceed  50  per  cent  of  the  annual  amount 
collected  for  dues  and  that  the  funeral  benefits  shall  not  exceed  five  times 
the  annual  dues.  They  also  recommended  that  no  fixed  allowance  be  made 
in  the  case  of  the  death  of  the  wife  of  a  brother,  nor  that  fixed  widows’ 
benefits  be  allowed,  for  these  items  properly  belong  to  the  charitable  features 
of  the  Order  and  should  be  paid  only  according  to  the  needs  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual  cases.  They  also  recommended  that  lodges  create  three  distinct 
funds,  apportioning  a  certain  percentage  of  dues  and  fees  collected  to  each 
of  these  funds.  These  funds  were:  (1)  Sick  benefit  fund,  from  which 
sick  benefits  only  were  to  be  paid.  (2)  Charity  and  benevolent  fund,  from 
which  aid  to  widows  and  orphans  and  other  benevolences  were  to  be  taken. 
(3)  General  fund,  from  which  the  running  expenses  of  the  lodge  were  to 
be  defrayed.  It  wTas  also  recommended  that,  should  any  one  of  these  funds 
be  depleted,  there  should  be  no  borrowing  from  either  of  the  other  funds 
but  the  depleted  fund  should  be  replenished  by  assessment  made  upon  the 
members. 

We  would  gather  that  Grand  Lodges  were  notified  of  the  action  had 
by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  adopting  the  recommendations  made  by 
the  above  committee,  but  we  have  no  means  of  knowing  how  many  Grand 
Lodges  heeded  the  suggestions. 

In  an  endeavor  by  your  committee  to  learn  what  Grand  Lodges  had 
provided  a  maximum  sick  benefit  which  would  not  exceed  a  certain  per¬ 
centage  of  the  annual  dues,  we  found  that  out  of  fifteen  jurisdictions  re¬ 
porting,  only  four  have  such  a  maximum  benefit  provision.  This  would 
indicate  that  Grand  Lodges  have  not  generally  profited  by  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  this  Body  made  in  1882  and  1885. 

Even  though  this  Grand  Body  has  removed  the  compulsory  feature 
of  stipulated  benefits,  the  fact  remains  that  benefits  still  exist  and  will 
continue  to  occupy  our  attention  so  long  as  the  payment  thereof  is  left 
optional.  It  was  probably  a  very  wise  move  on  the  part  of  our  predeces¬ 
sors  in  this  Grand  Body  to  have  declared  lodge  funds  as  “  trust  funds,” 
thus  to  prevent  the  distribution  or  division  of  lodge  funds  among  the 
members,  and  in  the  same  year  (1864)  they  declared  sovereignty  of  lodges 
in  the  matter  of  their  funds  so  long  as  the  charitable  and  benevolent 
purposes  of  this  Order  shall  be  preserved.  Probably  because  of  these 
declarations  neither  the  aforementioned  special  committee  recommended, 
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nor  did  this  Grand  Body  pass,  any  compulsory  legislation  which  had  for 
its  objective  the  peremptory  regulation  of  sick  benefits  and  dues.  They 
likely  believed  it  would  be  quite  sufficient  to  call  attention  to  the  needs 
of  such  an  adjustment  so  that  the  financial  safety  of  lodges  may  be  as¬ 
sured,  in  order  to  have  Grand  Lodges  take  the  necessary  definite  steps 
to  preserve  the  financial  integrity  of  their  subordinates. 

It  is  apparent  that  Grand  Lodges  took  no  action  and  the  same  haphazard 
method  in  the  paying  of  weekly  benefits  continued.  We  would  also  gather 
that  many  lodges  were  endeavoring  to  avoid,  and  did  practically  nullify, 
the  law  relative  to  compulsory  payment  of  sick  benefits  by  paying  less 
than  a  dollar  per  week  benefits.  This  became  annoying  to  those  who  believed 
that  the  weekly  benefit  should  be  in  the  same  substantial  amount  and  then 
there  resulted  the  minimum  sick  benefit  law. 

It  is  not  to  criticise  the  action  had  by  this  Grand  Body,  but  rather  for 
the  purpose  of  attracting  analyzing  thought  to  existing  conditions  that  your 
committee  raises  the  question,  Was  the  adoption  of  the  minimum  benefit 
law  wise?  The  members  of  this  Body,  when  acting  upon  the  minimum 
benefit  measure,  had  before  them  the  former  action  relative  to  declaring 
the  lodge  funds  Trust  Fund;  also  the  declaring  of  the  sovereignty  of  the 
lodges  respecting  the  disposition  of  their  funds,  so  long  as  they  were  not 
violating  the  fundamentals  of  the  Order;  they  also  had  the  results  of  the 
investigation  and  study  made  by  such  able  men  as  Brothers  Harmon, 
Nicholson  and  Campbell,  and  their  recommendations,  urging  the  necessity 
for  a  proper  relationship  of  benefits  to  dues.  Yet,  in  spite  of  all  this,  there 
was  adopted  a  minimum  weekly  benefit,  but  no  law  setting  out  what  maxi¬ 
mum  weekly  benefit  financial  prudence  would  not  permit  a  subordinate 
lodge  to  exceed.  What  was  the  result  of  this  legislation?  May  we  say, 
that  it  caused  the  pendulum  to  swing  to  the  very  other  extreme  upon  the 
subject  of  stipulated  benefits?  Being  obliged  to  pay  a  minimum,  the  lodges 
readjusted  their  by-laws  and  began  to  figure  how  much  could  be  paid  in  the 
weekly  benefit.  In  this,  possibly  the  selfishness  in  man  played  a  wonderful 
part.  As  there  was  no  restraint  to  the  maximum  that  could  be  paid,  we  find 
lodges  fixing  the  benefit  amounts  at  figures  not  justified  by  the  dues.  Lodges, 
rich  in  income  earning  properties,  could  afford  to  make  the  weekly  benefits 
out  of  proportion  to  the  dues,  and  these  were  copied  after  by  the  weaker 
lodges,  only  to  their  sorrow.  To  preserve  the  honor  of  the  Order,  lodges, 
whose  resources  had  been  impaired,  were  consolidated  with  other  lodges.  A 
new  type  of  members  was  attracted,  creating,  without  a  change  in  ritual 
or  law,  an  apparent  new  aspiration  for  our  Order.  Possibly  personal  financial 
gain,  through  the  avenue  of  stipulated  benefits,  began  to  overshadow  the 
idealisms  of  the  Order  in  the  minds  of  those  who  were  attracted  to  it  by 
reason  of  the  insurance  feature  which  stipulated  benefits  seemed  to  offer. 
We  believe  that  the  great  number  of  suspensions,  which  the  Order  has 
suffered  these  last  years,  is  likely  due  to  the  fact  that  men,  attracted  to  the 
Order  because  of  the  allurement  of  personal  gain  through  stipulated  benefits 
which  would  be  theirs  should  sickness  or  accident  overtake  them,  became 
indifferent  as  to  their  membership  because  neither  sickness  nor  accident  did 
ing  any  financial  advantage  from  their  membership,  nor  likely  to  do  so 
befall  them,  and  not  having  imbibed  the  ideals  of  our  Order  and  not  receiv¬ 
ing  any  financial  advantage  from  their  membership,  nor  likely  to  do  so 
by  reason  of  their  apparent  good  health,  they  allow  themselves  to  be 
suspended.  We  are  informed  that  a  like  condition  seems  to  exist  in  health 
and  accident  insurance,  especially  among  the  younger  policyholders,  for 
there  the  turnover  is  the  largest. 
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If  the  payment  of  stipulated  benefits  is  to  be  left  optional,  then  it  would 
be  along  the  line  of  safety  to  add  to  the  minimum  benefit  law  a  clause  set¬ 
ting  a  maximum,  which  shall  be  a  certain  percentage  of  the  amount  paid 
annually  for  dues  and  above  which  no  lodge  shall  be  allowed  to  go  in  pay¬ 
ing  a  weekly  sick  benefit.  (We  say  dues  and  not  “  dues  plus  a  per  capita 
average  of  invested  fund  earnings,”  as  was  suggested  in  the  reports  made 
during  the  80’s,  because  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  earnings  of  invested 
funds  should  be  preserved  for  the  benevolent  purposes  of  the  Order  and  for 
the  support  of  such  other  undertakings  and  social  welfare  work  as  this 
Grand  Body  may  allow  the  subordinates  hereafter  to  engage  in.)  We 
believe,  had  this  been  done  when  Bro.  Cl.  T.  Campbell  made  his  recom¬ 
mendations  in  1882,  many  of  the  lodges,  that  found  it  necessary  to  cease 
operations,  would  have  been  saved  to  the  Order. 

Last  year  the  Committee  on  Homes  called  attention  to  the  drain  on 
lodge  treasuries  by  and  through  the  maintenance  costs  of  our  Homes.  While 
this  is  a  benevolence  which  the  Order  has  undertaken,  yet  no  correspond¬ 
ing  additional  income  for  lodges  has  been  provided.  Last  year  said  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Homes  made  certain  recommendations,  which  were  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Legislation.  We  trust  the  latter  committee  will  report 
thereon  this  year  for  in  the  examination  of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Juris¬ 
dictions  we  cannot  help  but  notice  that  some  legislation  on  these  recom¬ 
mendations  is  required. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  gone  over  the  reported  income  and  dis¬ 
bursements  of  the  Jurisdictions  within  the  United  States  and  Canada  and 
has  determined  the  net  gain  or  loss  made  by  each  Jurisdiction.  We  have 
also  calculated  the  net  per  capita  gain  or  loss  in  each  Jurisdiction,  and  we 
have  determined  the  average  per  capita  gain  throughout  the  Grand  Lodges 
under  the  immediate  control  of  this  Sovereign  Body.  We  have  done  this 
for  each  of  the  five  years  last  past.  By  reason  thereof  we  were  able  to 
learn  what  each  Jurisdiction  has  done  financially  each  year,  whether  a  loss 
or  a  gain.  To  our  surprise,  we  found  that  about  one-sixth  of  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  had  been  making  a  loss,  while  another  13  per  cent  was  a  little  more 
than  holding  its  own.  For  your  information  we  submit  a  tabulation  cover¬ 
ing  the  five  years  last  past,  showing  for  each  year  the  average  per  capita 
net  gain,  the  number  of  Jurisdictions  making  a  net  loss  each  year,  and 
the  number  of  Jurisdictions  whose  net  gain  each  year  was  less  than  50  per 
cent  of  the  general  average:

Number  of  Jurisdictions  wherein  the  net 
gain  was  less  than  50  per  cent  of  the 
average  throughout  The  Sovereign 

Grand  Lodge  .  4  10  11  6  7 

Without  naming  the  Jurisdictions  that  made  net  losses  during  the  last 

five  years,  it  is,  however,  of  value  to  know  that  in  all  18  Jurisdictions 
have  appeared  one  or  more  times  in  the  net  loss  column.  Some  of  these 
necessarily  have  appeared  several  times.  The  number  of  years  that  each  of 
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these  has  appeared  as  making  a  loss  during  the  said  five  years  last  past  is 
herewith  shown: 

4  Jurisdictions  made  a  loss  for  5  years. 

1  Jurisdiction  made  a  loss  for  4  years. 

2  Jurisdictions  made  a  loss  for  3  years. 

4  Jurisdictions  made  a  loss  for  2  years. 

7  Jurisdictions  made  a  loss  for  1  year.

Twenty-three  Jurisdictions  have  appeared  from  one  to  three  times  in 
the  list  of  those  whose  net  gain  was  less  than  50  per  cent  of  the  average 
net  gain.  Of  these,  11  have  also  appeared  in  the  list  of  Jurisdictions  making 
losses.  Accordingly,  there  are  30  Jurisdictions  involved  in  the  foregoing 
table. 

The  need  for  close  investigation,  or  for  legislation,  or  both,  is  found  not 
only  in  the  fact  that  some  of  our  Jurisdictions  have  appeared  in  the  losing 
column  too  many  times  during  the  last  five  years,  but  it  is  also  found  in 
that,  some  of  the  Jurisdictions,  which  are  making  a  very  fine  showing  by 
way  of  a  net  gain  each  year,  have  a  large  percentage  of  lodges  making  net 
losses. 

In  our  endeavor  to  obtain  certain  statistical  information  from  all  the 
Jurisdictions,  we  found  that  the  manner  of  keeping  the  record  by  the 
Jurisdictions  did  not  coincide  with  the  blank  report  sent  out.  There¬ 
fore,  many  of  the  Jurisdictions  did  not  respond.  However,  the  committee 
did  get  information  from  some  and  from  these  reports  we  select  four.  We 
take  these  because  they  show  the  highest  per  capita  net  income  over  the 
five-year  period  just  passed  and  also  because  they  are  from  different  parts 
of  the  United  States  and  are,  therefore,  not  subject  to  the  same  social  or 
business  conditions. 

The  Grand  Secretaries  were  asked  to  group  the  lodges  of  their  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  into  three  groups:  First,  to  put  in  Group  A  all  lodges  making  a  net 
loss;  second,  to  put  in  Group  B  all  lodges  making  no  losses  but  whose  net 
gain  was  less  than  $200  for  the  year,  and,  third,  to  place  in  Group  C  all 
lodges  whose  net  gain  was  $200  or  over  each  year.  This  grouping  was 
done  for  each  of  the  five  years  from  1921  to  1925,  inclusive.  The  number 
of  lodges  in  each  group  was  then  reduced  to  a  percentage  of  the  whole,  and 
then  the  average  percentage  in  each  group  was  determined  for  the  five-year 
period.  The  result  of  this  calculation  is  as  follows  (we  give  the  general 
location  of  the  Jurisdiction  instead  of  the  name) :

From  the  above,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  we  cannot  and  must  not  assume, 
even  when  a  Jurisdiction  shows  a  very  healthy  per  capita  gain,  that  a  Juris¬ 
diction  can  afford  to  rest  on  its  oars  and  be  content  that  all  its  lodges  are 
in  a  healthy  financial  condition.  If  we  learn  anything  from  the  above  figures, 
it  is  that  it  behooves  each  Jurisdiction  to  study  carefully  the  annual 
financial  reports  of  its  lodges;  learn  which  lodges  are  making  a  loss,  also 
what  lodges  are  hovering  near  the  line  between  profit  and  loss;  then  care-

fully  investigate  the  financial  condition  of  such  lodges,  determine  the  cause 
of  their  condition  and  then  apply  the  remedy.  We  fear  that  those  in  official 
charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Jurisdiction  do  not  sufficiently  delve  into  the 
affairs  of  subordinates  to  the  end  that  the  financially  weak  lodges  are  given 
the  advice  and  help  needed  to  move  them  out  of  the  error  of  their  ways. 

From  the  statistical  information  furnished  this  Grand  Body,  it  is  not 
discernible  whether  lodges  are  making  or  losing  on  lodge  operation  or  on 
invested  capital,  or  both.  Your  committee  endeavored  to  learn  something 
about  this,  but  found  it  impossible,  since  the  Jurisdictions  apparently  do 
not  cause  subordinates  to  report  actual  lodge  operating  expenses  from 
investment  expenses.  Your  committee  deems  it  highly  important  that  each 
Jurisdiction  should  cause  its  subordinates  to  separately  report  lodge  opera¬ 
tions  and  investment  operations,  so  that  it  can  be  determined  whether  a 
lodge  in  its  lodge  affairs  is  living  within  its  lodge  income,  and  whether  the 
investment  income  is  sufficient  to  justify  the  investment.  It  can  be  deter¬ 
mined  whether  a  lodge  should  make  adjustment  in  its  lodge  affairs  or  in 
its  investment  affairs.  Each  Grand  Lodge  should  take  a  scrutinizing  interest 
in  these  matters  to  the  end  that  weakened  or  weakening  lodges  may  be 
aided.  Lodges  having  within  their  membership  men  who  understand  finance 
are  to  be  congratulated ;  but  lodges  who  are  not  thus  blest  should  be  helped 
by  the  Grand  Lodge.  For  this  purpose,  Grand  Lodges  should  provide  a 
special  committee  from  out  its  numbers,  the  members  of  which  should  be 
selected  because  of  their  experience  and  fitness  to  render  to  subordinates 
a  real  service  in  the  adjustment  of  their  financial  affairs.  This  committee 
should  each  year  carefully  examine  the  financial  reports  of  all  subordinates 
who  show  weakness  and  immediately  render  such  help  and  advice  as  under 
the  circumstances  and  in  the  judgment  of  said  committee  may  be  necessary. 

Any  lodge  that  persists  in  an  unjustifiable  financial  policy  should  be 
dealt  with  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  fear,  however,  that  in  too  many 
instances  Grand  Lodge  Officers  are  not  sufficiently  informed  of  the  true 
financial  condition  of  subordinates  and,  because  of  that,  lodges  go  on  undis¬ 
turbed  until  the  day  when  of  necessity  they  are  obliged  to  call  a  halt. 
Grand  Lodges  should  obtain  from  subordinates  ample  financial  reports  and 
tabulate  the  same.  This  tabulation  should  show  the  financial  condition  of  all 
lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction  and  all  lodges  showing  any  weakening  financially 
should  be  listed  for  attention  and  investigation  by  Grand  Lodge  Officers. 

As  stated,  we  sent  out  a  report  form  to  each  Grand  Secretary  and  asked 
to  have  it  filled  out.  Had  there  been  a  uniform  system  in  accounting  and 
in  reports  from  subordinates,  and  in  the  tabulation  thereof,  for  Grand 
Lodge  records,  the  supplying  of  the  data  asked  for  would  have  been  a  mere 
adding  machine  job.  But  because  there  was  no  uniformity,  the  preparing 
of  the  data  asked  for  seemed  to  present  such  a  formidable  task  that  in  over 
50  per  cent  of  the  Jurisdictions  it  was  not  even  attempted.  To  the  Grand 
Secretaries,  who  did  set  themselves  to  the  task — and  there  are  those  for 
whom  no  task  seems  too  great  or  sacrifice  too  severe,  when  it  comes  to  doing 
something  for  the  possible  welfare  of  our  Order — we  herewith  wish  to 
express  our  sincerest  gratitude  for  their  cooperation.  We  hope  they  found 
the  effort  worth  while.  One  of  these  good  brothers  writes:  “This  has  been 
a  long  and  tedious  task,  but  perhaps  my  pay  will  lie  in  the  fact  that  it  has 
opened  my  eyes  to  the  conditions  in  the  State,  as  nothing  else  would  have 
done.” 

All  this  should  awaken  us  to  the  need  of  taking  such  steps  as  will  bring 
about  (1)  some  basic  system  of  accounting  and  filing  of  reports  that  will 
keep  Grand  Lodge  Officers  fully  informed  concerninig  the  fiscal  affairs  of 
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each  lodge,  and  (2)  that  the  reports  by  Jurisdictions  to  this  Sovereign  Body 
be  so  rearranged  as  to  give  the  true  financial  status  of  the  Jurisdiction  and 
its  subordinates. 

Tis  true  your  committee  was  directed  to  investigate  the  financial  system, 
and  we  may  not  be  closely  following  our  instructions  when  we  deviate  from 
the  subject  of  finance.  Nevertheless,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  conditions 
exist,  not  in  themselves  financial,  that  are  so  intimately  related  as  to  be  a 
factor  in  our  financial  affairs. 

Letters  received  from  Grand  Secretaries  express  the  hope  that  some 
definite  modifications  may  be  made,  that  would  bring  the  Order  apace  with 
the  times.  Things  that  once  attracted  men  now  no  longer  seem  to  make  an 
appeal.  And  among  such  things  is  our  ritual.  We  would  not  intimate 
that  its  lessons  nor  its  Biblical  stories  should  be  changed,  but  rather  that 
a  modification  be  made  in  the  dramatization  it  attempts.  Where  there  is 
one  lodge  that  can  exemplify  the  degrees  in  an  acceptable  dramatized  form, 
there  are  many  that  cannot  do  so.  For  such  lodges  the  dramatization  be¬ 
comes  a  dread.  They  know  it  is  impossible  for  them,  because  they  lack 
the  dramatic  talent.  In  such  lodges  the  attempted  degree  work  is  no  por¬ 
trayal  of  the  beautiful  story,  nor  does  it  impress  the  candidate  with  the 
lesson  desired  to  be  conveyed.  In  fact,  such  work  seems  to  have  a  tendency 
to  destroy  the  very  lessons  desired  to  be  taught.  The  lodge  officers  realize 
their  weakness  and  this  has  its  reflex  upon  the  membership.  Knowing  the 
degree  work  cannot  be  done  with  credit  and,  rather  than  embarrass  them¬ 
selves  before  the  friend  whom  they  would  like  to  make  a  member,  they  will 
not  seek  him  as  a  candidate.  In  consequence  the  lodge  suffers  from  lack 
of  growth.  As  numerical  growth  is  absolutely  essential  for  the  lodges’ 
financial  prosperity  and  because  the  lack  of  numerical  growth  results  in 
the  very  opposite,  is  the  reason  for  making  the  above  reference.  We  do  not 
wish  to  give  the  impression  that  our  degrees  should  be  discarded,  but  we 
do  believe  that  an  alternative  method  of  conferring  them  should  be  pre¬ 
pared,  wherein  no  dramatics  appear  and  whereby  the  story  and  its  lesson  are 
given  the  candidate  by  means  of  lectures.  This  would  leave  the  present 
ritual  intact  for  use  by  lodges  possessing  the  dramatic  talent. 

Sick  benefits  at  one  time  were  our  distinguishing  feature.  Now  there 
are  so  many  other  avenues  open  for  obtaining  a  like  benefit,  that  this  fea¬ 
ture  no  longer  distinguishes  or  attracts.  Because  of  the  sick  benefit  features, 
we  have  surrounded  our  lodge  funds  with  restrictive  laws  until  we  have 
become  an  institution  somewhat  self-centered  and  acting  only  within  the 
circle  of  our  own  members.  Have  we  the  courage  to  focus  upon  ourselves 
the  spotlight  of  searching  scrutiny?  And  in  so  doing,  are  we  prepared  to 
recognize  and  admit  the  truth?  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  we 
should  at  once  address  our  thoughts  and  energies  to  the  lifting  of  all 
shackles  that  now  impede  and  restrain  the  Order  from  being  the  power 
it  should  be  in  the  moulding  of  public  opinion  regarding  questions  moral 
and  social.  If  we  will  do  this,  then  we  shall  attract  to  our  Order  men  of  high 
worth  in  all  the  walks  of  life  and  our  Order  will  assume  a  leadership  that 
will  rank  high  in  influence  for  the  elevation  of  human  character. 

This  Grand  Body  can  speak  wisely — it  can  also  speak  authoritatively. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  your  committee  recommends: 

1.  (a)  That  all  laws  pertaining  to  the  payment  of  stipulated  benefits,  of 
whatsoever  kind  be  revoked,  and  that  the  payment  of  stipulated  benefits 
be  not  allowed  in  the  future;  or, 

(b)  If  the  optional  payment  of  sick  benefits  is  to  be  continued  then 
we  recommend  (1)  that  we  restrict  the  weekly  benefit  to  an  amount  not 
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exceeding  40  per  cent  of  the  annual  dues;  (2)  that  the  lodge  paying  the 
weekly  sick  benefit  shall  establish  a  sick  benefit  fund  by  placing  therein  an 
amount  not  exceeding  35  per  cent  of  the  monies  collected  for  dues;  and 
when  this  fund  is  exhausted  that  the  lodge  can  only  replenish  it  by  levying 
assessment  upon  all  beneficial  members;  and  (3)  that  no  benefits  be  paid  for 
the  first  two  weeks  of  illness. 

2.  That  all  legislation  restricting  the  expenditure  of  lodge  funds  only 
within  the  lodge  and  the  circle  of  its  members  and  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Order  be  revoked. 

3.  That  all  per  capita  taxes  levied  upon  subordinates  for  Home  main¬ 
tenance,  £hall,  by  such  subordinates,  be  collected  from  their  members  as 
an  assessment  in  addition  to  dues. 

4.  That  a  modification  be  made  in  the  form  in  which  Grand  Lodges 
report  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
their  respective  subordinates;  that  Grand  Lodges  cause  these  subordinates 
to  annually  report  (the  reports  to  be  for  the  calendar  year)  all  income  from 
purely  lodge  operations  separate  from  investment  income,  and  also  report 
purely  lodge  operating  expenses  separate  from  investment  expenses;  that 
Grand  Lodges  tabulate  these  reports  and  that  such  tabulations  be  made  a 
permanent  record;  and  that  the  Grand  Lodges  shall  annually  report  the 
summary  of  such  tabulations  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

In  order  that  the  foregoing  recommendation  may  be  made  effective, 
and  so  that  a  more  uniform  system  of  records  may  result,  we  submit 
the  following  resolution:  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  ap¬ 
pointed,  to  advise  with  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
with  instructions  to  prepare  the  necessary  forms  for  records  and  reports 
to  be  kept  and  made  by  Grand  Jurisdictions,  in  so  far  as  they  apply  to  the 
financial  affairs  and  records  of  the  lodge,  and  when  prepared  that  Grand 
Jurisdictions  shall  so  report  from  and  after  January  1,  1927. 

5.  Whenever  the  report  of  the  subordinate  lodge  shall  show  a  loss  either 
in  lodge  operations  or  in  investment  operations  or  both,  the  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  shall  immediately  notify  the  Grand  Master  thereof  for  his  investiga¬ 
tion,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  also  file  with  the  Grand  Secretary  of 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  a  list  of  all  lodges  making  losses. 

6.  That  Grand  Lodges  shall  provide  for  and  shall  appoint  a  committee, 
the  members  of  which  shall  be  selected  for  their  particular  qualifications 
to  serve  as  advisors  in  matters  of  finance,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  any  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  whose  financial  report  shows  weakness. 

In  consideration  of  the  apparent  need  for  immediate  remedial  legislation, 
your  committee  submits  and  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  report,  excepting  the  six  recommendations 
last  above  set  forth,  be  adopted  and  that  the  said  recommendations  be  con¬ 
sidered  separately  by  this  Grand  Body,  and  that  such  of  said  recommenda¬ 
tions  as  shall  receive  the  approval  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  shall 
be  immediately  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three  with  instructions 
to  prepare  enabling  legislation  and  to  submit  such  legislation  for  enactment 
at  this  session.

Your  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant  Branch,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  report  of  the  Inspector  General,  beg  to  report  that  we  have  given  it  our 
careful  and  scrutinizing  inspection. 

We  deeply  regret  the  information  that  very  little  improvement  over 
the  preceding  year  has  taken  place  and  that  the  lack  of  interest  complained 
of  exists  in  some  of  the  cantons.  Deeply  as  your  committee  regrets  this 
condition  it  is  gratifying  indeed  to  learn  of  the  interest  manifested  by  the 
canton  of  Denmark,  which  we  hope  when  conveyed  to  the  various  cantons 
of  this  country  will  serve  as  a  stimulus  and  arouse  friendly  rivalry  not  to 
be  outdone  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  The  standard  set  by 
the  Department  of  North  Dakota  deserves  grateful  acknowledgment  and 
is  well  worthy  of  emulation  by  all  the  Departments.  As  discipline  is  the 
most  essential  virtue  in  all  establishments  of  a  military  nature,  the  prompt¬ 
ness  of  the  Department  of  Massachusetts  deserves  honorable  mentioning  as 
being  the  first  to  render  a  report  and  is  quite  in  contrast  to  the  Departments 
of  Louisiana,  Tennessee,  New  Mexico  and  Texas  who  were  so  derelict  in 
their  duty  as  to  render  no  report  at  all. 

Your  committee  urges  a  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Inspector 
General  that  a  charter  be  presented  to  Canton  Wyoming,  No.  1,  so  that  the 
complaint  may  not  need  to  be  registered  again.

Report  39.  By  Past  Grand  Sire  Cockrum,  from  the  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Death  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Borst. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

HENRY  VROMAN  BORST. 

Henry  Vroman  Borst  was  born  in  Cobleskill,  Schoharie  County,  New 
York,  July  6,  1857,  and  was  the  son  of  Isaac  and  Susan  Vroman  Borst  . 

His  education  was  obtained  in  the  Cobleskill  High  School,  The  Brockport 
Normal  School  and  Cornell  University.  He  studied  law  for  one  year  in  the 
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office  of  Judge  Lamont  at  Cobleskill  and  then  entered  the  law  office  of 
James  E.  Dewey,  of  Albany,  who  was  one  of  the  greatest  lawyers  of  his 
day.  While  there  Brother  Borst  continued  the  study  of  law  in  the  Albany 
Law  School  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1878. 

Soon  after  his  admission  to  the  bar  he  located  at  Fort  Plain,  N.  Y.,  where 
he  commenced  the  practice  of  law.  A  few  years  later  he  moved  to  Amster¬ 
dam,  N.  Y.,  where  he  resided  until  his  passing  away. 

Brother  Borst  was  elected  District  Attorney  of  Montgomery  County 
in  which  position  he  served  with  credit  during  the  years  1881  and  1882. 
He  was  later  appointed  County  Judge  and  Surrogate  of  Montgomery 
County  by  Governor  David  B.  Hill.  In  1913  he  was  appointed  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  State  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Supreme  Court 
Justice  James  Warren  Houghton,  of  Saratoga,  N.  Y.  At  the  time  of  his  ap¬ 
pointment  one  of  the  New  York  Papers  said:  “Judge  Borst  is  a  lawyer  of 
unquestioned  ability  and  his  record  at  the  bar  has  been  brilliant  during  his 
thirty-five  years  of  practice.  He  has  been  engaged  in  many  of  the  leading 
legal  controversies  throughout  the  state  and  his  practice  in  the  United 
States  Courts  has  been  extensive.”  In  the  fall  of  1913  Judge  Borst  was 
elected  Supreme  Court  Judge  for  a  full  term  of  14  years.  He  was  the  first 
Democrat  ever  elected  to  that  high  position  in  the  Fourth  Judicial  District, 
and  was  said  to  hold  equally  as  many  friends  in  the  Republican  ranks  as 
in  his  own  party.  Seldom  has  a  man  scored  such  a  signal  victory  or 
received  such  a  tribute  to  his  popularity,  and  the  confidence  reposed  in 
him,  as  the  vote  given  to  Judge  Borst  in  1913.  With  a  very  large  Republican 
majority  in  the  Judicial  District  to  overcome,  and  with  a  strenuous  fight 
made  against  him  by  the  Republican  organization,  he  won  a  splendid 
triumph. 

Judge  Borst  was  a  member  of  the  Montgomery  County  Bar  Association, 
Schenectady  County  Bar  Association,  New  York  State  and  American  Bar 
Associations.  He  was  a  member  and  Trustee  of  the  First  Methodist  Church 
of  Amsterdam. 

Past  Grand  Sire  Justice  Henry  V.  Borst  became  a  member  of  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  in  the  year  1884,  receiving  his  degrees 
in  Otsquago  Lodge  at  Fort  Plain,  New  York,  where  he  then  lived.  In  1888 
he  moved  to  Amsterdam  where  he  became  a  member  of  Montgomery  Lodge 
of  that  city  in  1892.  He  became  Noble  Grand  and  was  first  elected  Repre¬ 
sentative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  in  1895,  which  met  at  Utica 
during  that  year.  He  was  appointed  Grand  Marshal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
1896,  and  in  1897  was  elected  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  due 
course  he  became  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  in  1899  was  elected  Grand 
Master.  He  presided  over  the  Grand  Lodge  at  Rochester  as  Grand  Master 
in  1900  and  was  elected  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  at  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  held  at  Niagara  Falls 
in  1903.  In  1903  he  attended  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  from  the  State  of  New  York  and  was  appointed  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order.  In  1905  he  was  transferred  to  the 
Committee  on  Appeals  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  He  continued  as  a 
Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York  until  1916,  when  he  was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  that  session 
being  the  second  at  which  his  name  was  mentioned  in  connection  with 
that  office,  and  his  election  followed  a  somewhat  spectacular  and  surprising 
contest.  In  1918  he  was  elected  Grand  Sire  at  St.  Louis  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  In  the  year  1919  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  met  at  Baltimore  and  celebrated  its  one  hundredth  anniversary,  at 
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which  Justice  Borst  presided.  In  1920  Justice  Borst,  with  his  wife,  Daisy 
Snook  Borst,  visited  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  the  Australasian  continent 
in  the  interests  of  the  Order. 

As  above  recited,  Judge  Borst  had  a  notable  career  as  a  lawyer  and  a 
jurist.  The  testimonials  of  his  friends  at  the  time  of  his  death  were  of  a 
high  order  and  spoke  in  earnest  terms  of  his  work  and  worth.  He  was  a 
Democrat  and  had  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  Democrat  ever  elected 
to  the  Supreme  Court  Bench  in  the  fourth  judicial  district  of  New  York, 
which  includes  half  a  score  of  rock-ribbed  Republican  counties. 

He  was  earnest,  honest,  humane  and  faithful  in  his  administration  of  the 
law  and  in  his  work  as  a  lawyer  and  judge.  He  stood  at  the  head  of  his 
profession  wherever  he  was  known.  He  leave  behind  him  an  unsullied  name 
and  record.  Besides  being  a  great  lawyer  and  a  great  judge  as  well  as  a 
good  citizen,  he  had  the  distinction  of  being  a  great  Odd  Fellow.  His  work 
throughout  his  life  as  a  member  of  the  Order,  and  especially  his  work  in 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  is  entitled  to  the  highest  commendation.  He 
was  worthy  of  the  great  honor  bestowed  upon  him  when  elected  to  the 
position  of  Grand  Sire,  which  position  he  filled  with  ability  and  grace  and 
left  a  record  that  is  well  worthy  of  emulation. 

Be  it  therefore  resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  has  sustained  an  irrep¬ 
arable  loss  in  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Borst;  that  we  deeply  sym¬ 
pathize  with  his  family  and  friends  in  their  bereavement;  that  the  report 
of  his  death,  together  with  this  resolution,  be  set  out  fully  in  the  minutes 
of  the  body;  that  a  copy  thereof  be  engrossed  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
presented  to  Brother  Borst’s  widow,  Mrs.  Daisy  Snook  Borst,  of  Amsterdam, 
New  York.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Special  Committee  to  Study  the  Encampment  Branch,  to  whom 
was  referred  Report  62,  page  322,  Journal,  1925,  dealing  with  the  resolu¬ 
tion  of  Rep.  Hoagland,  as  found  on  page  229,  Journal,  1925,  submit  the 
following : 

While  studying  the  Encampment  branch,  we  thought  it  desirable  to 
learn  something  of  the  needs  and  sentiments  of  the  various  Jurisdictions 
under  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  took  advantage  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  when  sending  out  a  circular  letter  in  connection  therewith,  to  sub¬ 
mit  the  following  questions:  “  Is  it  desirable  to  provide  a  playground  degree 
in  connection  with  the  Order?  If  so,  what  should  be  the  basis  of  qualifica¬ 
tions  for  membership  therein?  ” 

An  analysis  of  the  replies  indicated  a  strong  sentiment  in  favor  of  the 
introduction  of  some  such  feature,  while  a  much  stronger  sentiment  indi¬ 
cated  a  very  determined  opposition  to  the  proposition  and  it  was  pointed 
out  to  your  committee  that  if  a  playground  were  to  be  recognized,  it  should, 
in  every  respect  be  distinctive  in  character,  under  the  absolute  control  and 
direction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  that  the  basis  of  qualifica- 
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tion  should  be  good  standing  in  the  royal  purple,  or  Patriarchs  Militant 
degree.  With  these  suggestions  your  committee  most  heartily  agree,  but  as 
the  sentiment  favoring  the  introduction  or  recognition  of  such  an  innova¬ 
tion  is  not  sufficiently  strong,  your  committee  recommends  that  no  further 
action  be  taken  and  that  we  be  relieved  of  further  consideration  of  the 
subject  matter.

That  it  is  the  belief  of  this  committee  that  any  law  of  the  Order  requir¬ 
ing  the  payment  of  stipulated  benefit  of  any  kind,  either  weekly  or  other¬ 
wise,  to  members  of  the  Order  or  others,  is  a  menace  to  the  Order;  is  not 
in  accord  with  the  spirit  of  fraternity,  and  is  wholly  contrary  to  the  funda¬ 
mental  doctrines  of  the  Order  and  should  be  abolished. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  situation,  this  committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  lodges,  and  the  Order  as  a  whole,  can  better  relieve  distress  and  do 
more  effective  work  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship,  if 
permitted  to  dispense  relief  where  relief  is  needed,  rather  than  being  forced 
to  pay  stipulated  benefits  in  all  cases  of  sickness,  accident  and  death, 
whether  needed  or  not. 

It  is  the  further  opinion  of  this  committee  that  unless  the  Order  does  so 
change  its  laws  as  to  prohibit  the  payment  of  compulsory  stipulated  benefits, 
that  many  of  the  states  will,  in  the  near  future,  require  this  Order  to  come 
under  the  insurance  laws  of  the  state,  which  would  certainly  be  a  calamity. 

This  committee  recommend  that  more  stress  be  laid  upon  the  fraternal 
side  and  spirit  of  the  Order,  which  carries  with  it,  not  only  the  relief  of 
distress,  but  also  visiting  the  sick,  burying  the  dead  and  educating  the 
orphan.  All  of  which  are  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Order  and  of  equal 
importance. 
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This  committee  further  call  the  attention  of  this  Grand  Body  to  the 
fact  that  Report  20,  by  Rep.

Your  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant  have  very  carefully  read  the 
reports  of  the  General  Commanding  and  the  Military  Clerk.  The  report 
of  the  General  Commanding  shows  a  strenuous  effort  on  his  part  to  increase 
and  improve  the  membership  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Army  and  it  is  to 
be  regretted  that  his  labors  have  not  been  rewarded  by  better  results.  A 
loss  in  membership  of  2146  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  is  cause 
for  anxiety  to  those  of  us  who  have  the  welfare  of  this  branch  of  Odd 
Fellowship  at  heart.  The  only  consolation  we  have,  and  a  poor  one  at  that, 
is  that  with  a  loss  in  subordinate  membership  of  23,354  in  1924,  and  24,533 
in  1925,  a  proportional  loss  might  be  expected  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
Branch. 

We  are  happy  to  note  that  our  banner  has  been  unfurled  in  the  republic 
of  Cuba  during  the  past  year,  and  most  ‘earnestly  hope  this  nucleus  will 
gather  additional  force  and  prove  of  substantial  benefit  to  the  Order  in  our 
sister  Jurisdiction. 

The  committee  approve  of  Cantons  being  established  in  Norway  and 
Quebec,  providing  these  localities  warrant  doing  so. 
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General  Hohenstein  is  to  be  commended  for  the  large  number  of  visits  he 
has  made  covering  nearly  every  Jurisdiction  where  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
Army  has  been  mustered,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  his  optimism  will  spell 
a  happy  future  for  our  army. 

We  note  with  keen  interest  the  reports  of  the  several  Department  Com¬ 
manders,  all  of  whom  reported  except  Colorado,  Idaho,  Louisiana  and 
Maine. 

The  report  of  the  General  Military  Clerk  reflects  a  very  complete  record 
of  the  transactions  of  his  office  and  is  ample  proof  of  his  ability  to  perform 
the  various  duties  in  connection  therewith.  General  Groom  has  always 
given  the  Patriarchs  Militant  his  highest  form  of  service.

Militant  degree,  the  committee  urges  them  to  peruse  the  reports  of  our 
army  and  thereby  gain  a  better  knowledge  of  its  doings  and  its  needs.

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment, 
Grand  Sire  Herbert  A.  Thompson  presiding. 

Present:  The  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand  Sires  and  a  quorum  of 
Grand  Bodies. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Marshal,  by  order,  examined 
the  Representatives  and  declared  them  duly  qualified. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Smalley,  Grand  Chaplain,  offered  prayer. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Sire,  declared 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  opened  for  business. 
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The  Grand  Secretary  proceeded  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  meeting,  when  Rep.  Barrette,  of  South  Dakota,  moved  the 
Journal  be  approved,  subject  to  any  correction  that  might  be  found 
necessary,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Grand  Sire  announced  that  a  committee  conveying  greetings 
from  the  General  Military  Council  was  in  waiting,  and  asked  unani¬ 
mous  consent  that  they  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  the  Body,  which 
was  granted.

Rep.  Anderson,  of  Ontario,  submitted  a  resolution  and  moved 
that  it  be  substituted  for  the  resolution  offered  by  Rep.  Martin,  to 
be  attached  to  Report  15,  as  follows: 

That  Report  15  be  amended  by  adding  to  the  end  of  paragraph  1  of 
the  resolution  the  words,  “  unless  permitted  so  to  do  by  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  ” ;  and  by  adding  to  the  end  of  paragraph  2  of  the  resolution  the 
words,  “  unless  permitted  so  to  do  by  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.” 

So  that  the  resolution  when  amended  should  read  as  follows:

“  As  to  whether  Rebekah  Assemblies  which  have  not  by  affirmative  action 
become  members  of  said  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  or  Assemblies 
which  withdrew  from  said  petition  before  said  charter  was  granted,  have 
also  become  members  thereof  by  the  granting  of  said  charter,  is  not 
determined  by  the  adoption  of  this  resolution.”

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To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Odd  Fellows’  Homes,  to  whom  was  referred  that 
portion  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report  found  on  pages  594  and  595  and 
that  portion  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  report  entitled  “  The  Home  Question  as  It 
Affects  Our  Order,”  found  on  pages  511  and  512,  beg  to  report  that  we 
have  carefully  considered  the  same. 

According  to  the  figures  presented  by  the  Grand  Secretary  from  Juris¬ 
dictions  reporting  on  the  maintenance  cost  of  their  Homes,  it  is  found  that 
the  average  cost  for  maintaining  a  resident  at  these  Homes  for  1925  has 
been  $302. 

The  reported  costs  show  that  some  of  our  larger  Jurisdictions  are 
maintaining  their  Homes  at  a  cost  ranging  from  $242  to  $358  per  resident. 
This  would  indicate  that  Homes  can  be  conducted  and  residents  therein 
well  maintained  at  a  cost  of  not  more  than  $30  per  month.  Such  being  the 
case,  those  Jurisdictions  wherein  the  maintenance  cost  runs  considerably 
over  this  seemingly  reasonable  cost  of  $30  per  month,  would  it  not  be  well 
for  those  in  charge  to  learn  what  brings  about  the  seemingly  high  cost  of 
maintenance? 

In  his  report  on  the  subject  of  Homes  (pages  511  and  512),  the  Grand 
Sire  recommends  for  information  of  our  members  that  the  comment  in  his 
report  made  in  1925,  together  with  the  reports  thereon  by  your  Committee 
on  Homes,  be  given  to  all  Grand  Lodges  and  Rebekah  Assemblies  for  their 
reading  and  discussion.  We  heartily  approve  of  this  recommendation  and 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

“  Resolved,  That  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Sire  found  under  the 
heading  of  ‘Home  Question,’  on  pages  511  and  512,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  approved ;  and 

“  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to 
do  all  things  necessary  to  inform  Grand  Lodges  and  Rebekah  Assemblies 
of  the  wishes  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  this  matter.”

Cramton,  of  Michigan,  chairman,  from  the 
Committee  on  The  Order  Abroad. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  The  Order  Abroad,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much 
of  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Sire  as  is  entitled  “  Our  Order  in  New  Fields,” 
“Grand  Lodge  of  Poland,”  and  “Visit  to  Europe,”  have  had  the  same 
under  consideration  and  beg  leave  to  report. 

The  progress  and  development  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  quasi-inde¬ 
pendent  Jurisdictions  across  the  seas,  in  Europe  and  in  Australasia,  justifies 
the  increased  interest  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  the  accomplish¬ 
ments,  problems  and  methods  of  our  brothers  in  those  lands,  speaking 
diverse  languages,  living  under  greatly  varying  conditions,  encountering 
tremendous  obstacles,  but  characterized  in  the  words  of  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Sire,  by  “  the  pride  that  they  have  in  the  Order,  its  works,  its  high 
standing,  and  the  obligations  that  they  assume  as  their  interpretation  of 
their  special  duties,  by  reason  of  this  affiliation,  to  their  fellow  man.” 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Sire  on  these  matters,  and  particularly,  his 
summary  of  his  personal  experiences  and  his  personal  observations  during 
his  European  visitation  the  past  year,  would  repay  the  reading  of  every 
member  of  the  Order. 

The  spread  of  the  Order  in  Europe  is  well  summarized  in  this  language 
of  the  Grand  Sire: 

“  Our  Order  in  Europe  consists  of  Grand  Lodges  in  Norway,  with 
subordinate  lodges,  encampments  and  Rebekah  lodges;  Sweden,  with  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges,  encampments  and  many  ladies  interested  in  the  work  of 
Odd  Fellowship  and  inquiring  in  regard  to  Rebekah  work  in  America, 
with  subordinate  lodges,  under  its  protectorate  in  Finland;  Denmark, 
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with  subordinate  lodges,  encampments  and  Rebekah  lodges;  also  with 
units  of  the  Order  established  in  Iceland,  where  there  is  a  leper  hospital 
maintained  by  the  Odd  Fellows,  and  we  understand  also  some  outposts 
of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Greenland;  Netherlands,  where  there  are  subordinate 
lodges,  encampments  and  organizations  of  the  ladies  where  there  is 
fostered  much  interest  in  the  general  work  of  Odd  Fellowship;  Germany 
where  there  is  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany  and  eight  Grand  Lodges  work¬ 
ing  under  it,  as  well  as  subordinate  lodges,  encampments  and  “  circles  ” 
of  the  sisters  working  in  conjunction  with  more  than  one  hundred  of 
the  subordinate  lodges  in  the  republic ;  Poland,  with  subordinate  lodges, 
encampments  and  ladies  working  in  the  interests  of  the  Order;  Czecho¬ 
slovakia,  with  subordinate  lodges,  encampments  and  organizations  of  the 
sisters;  Switzerland,  with  subordinate  lodges,  encampments  and  “  circles  ” 
of  the  sisters  working  along  approved  lines  for  the  greater  efficiency  and 
growth  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  in  addition  to  that  doing  much  of  outside 
charity  for  the  relief  of  distress  and  the  amelioration  of  adverse  social 
conditions. 

“  In  addition  to  these  Grand  Lodges,  there  is  a  lodge  in  the  free  city 
of  Dantzig,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany;  lodges 
in  Belgium  working  under  authority  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Netherlands  Netherlands  also  has  jurisdiction  over  lodges  in  her  colo¬ 
nial  possessions  in  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  In  the  city  of  Strassburg,  which, 
prior  to  the  close  of  the  World  War,  had  for  many  years  been  under  Ger¬ 
man  authority  both  civil  and  fraternal,  but  which  by  the  terms  of  the 
Treaty  of  Versailles  again  became  French  territory,  there  has  been  a 
thriving  subordinate  lodge  for  many  years.  Thus  by  the  exigencies  of  war 
we  now  find  ourselves  with  a  lodge  regularly  working  in  French  territory. 
By  mutual  arrangements  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland,  the  lodge  was  placed  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland.  In  addition  to  this  regularly  consti¬ 
tuted  lodge  on  French  territory,  there  is  a  “  circle  ”  of  members,  in  the 
great  city  of  Paris,  over  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  exercises 
supervision  and  in  regard  to  which  further  reference  will  be  made  later. 
In  Austria  two  lodges  are  working  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Germany. 

“  From  this  brief  survey  it  will  be  seen  that  our  Order  in  Europe  is 
much  more  widespread  than  the  most  of  us  had  hitherto  realized.  In  nearly 
every  place  which  was  visited  we  found  the  ladies  were  greatly  interested 
in  our  work,  either  through  the  organization  of  Rebekah  lodges  working 
much  the  same  as  they  do  in  lodges  on  the  North  American  continent,  or 
in  “  circles,”  the  members  of  which  were  doing  much  the  same  work  as 
regularly  constituted  Rebekah  lodges,  with  the  exception  that  they  did  not 
have  a  ritual.” 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  have  our  fine  organization  in  Australasia. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  for  these  quasi-independent 
jurisdictions  other  than  Poland,  a  total  membership  of  86,092,  as  against 
a  membership  of  82,799  for  the  preceding  year.  This  includes  851  lodges 
which  paid  out  for  relief  $481,361.22.  The  Order  in  Europe  is  particularly 
noted  for  the  relief  afforded  to  those  not  members  of  the  Order,  foundlings 
and  unfortunates,  and  exemplifies  the  lesson  of  the  Samaritan  in  many 
ways,  highly  to  be  commended. 
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Your  committee  is  deeply  impressed  by  the  conditions  prevailing  in  the 
constant  spread  of  the  Order  in  these  overseas  Jurisdictions.  We  believe 
firmly  that  Odd  Fellowship  has  before  it  great  fields  of  service  overseas, 
that  particularly  in  troubled  and  tom  Europe  there  is  much  of  good  that 
can  be  accomplished  by  such  a  Fraternity  as  ours — an  organization  that 
is  strictly  fraternal,  that  is  in  our  practice  as  in  our  fundamental  law 
divorced  entirely  from  politics,  thoroughly  sympathetic  with  the  worship 
of  God,  and  committed  to  loyalty  to  country  and  to  constituted  govern¬ 
ment.  Such  an  Order  as  this,  with  its  present  great  strength  in  America, 
offers  great  possibilities  for  the  spread  and  effective  cooperation  of  fraternal 
effort  in  Europe.  We  realize  the  importance  of  the  building  of  sound  and 
secure  foundations  for  the  great  work  of  the  future  and  feel  the  Order  is 
to  be  congratulated  upon  the  high  character,  signal  ability,  real  fraternal, 
consecration  and  the  broad  construction  and  far-seeing  vision  that  is  pos¬ 
sessed  by  the  brothers  who  are  leading  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  lands  overseas. 

It  was  the  privilege  of  the  chairman  of  your  committee  to  be  present 
with  the  Grand  Sire  at  the  recent  triennial  conference  of  European  Grand 
Sires  at  Berne,  Switzerland,  and  he  desires  here  to  express  his  appreciation 
of  all  the  courtesies  extended  at  that  time,  and  his  sense  of  inspiration 
received  from  that  contact  with  the  very  able,  very  gracious  and  truly 
fraternal  leaders  of  the  Order  in  Europe,  and  his  conviction  that  the  Order 
is  being  carried  forward  there  by  a  rarely  able  group  of  men.  He  further 
desires  to  emphasize  to  the  membership  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
the  highly  favorable  impression  created  in  Europe,  both  in  our  Order  and 
out  of  it,  by  Grand  Sire  Thompson  and  by  Mrs.  Thompson,  Past  President 
of  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Sire  in  visit¬ 
ing  the  various  European  Jurisdictions  and. the  triennial  conference  and  all 
his  actions  in  connection  therewith  be  approved  and  the  able  manner  in 
which  he  carried  to  those  Jurisdictions  the  thought  and  the  felicitations  of 
the  Order  in  America  be  fully  endorsed  and  highly  commended. 

Your  committee  further  recommends  that  the  closest  possible  relation¬ 
ship  and  cooperation  between  the  Order  in  America  and  in  the  overseas 
Jurisdictions  being  highly  essential,  that  it  be  the  sense  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  that  the  next  triennial  conference  of  European  Grand  Sires, 
in  1929,  should  be  attended,  if  possible,  by  the  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  further  recommends  that  the  incoming  Grand  Sire 
appoint  before  the  close  of  this  session  a  Special  Committee  on  Matters 
Affecting  the  Order  Abroad,  to  consist  of  three  members  and  to  report 
at  the  1927  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  commission 
shall  study  the  problems  affecting  the  relationship  between  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  several  Grand  Lodges  in  the  quasi-independent 
Jurisdictions  and  the  relations  between  the  membership  here  and  abroad, 
as  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  otherwise,  and  shall  re¬ 
port  their  conclusions  thereon  and  what  if  any  legislation  or  action,  if  any, 
is  desirable. 

Your  committee  further  recommends  that  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Sire  as  to  seizure  of  property  of  lodges  in  Poland,  be  referred  to  the  in¬

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Acts  of  Courtesy,  not  only  deem  it  a  privilege,  but 
an  honor  conferred  upon  them  to  be  called  upon  to  act  as  their  mouthpiece, 
whereby  the  members  of  this  Sovereign  Body  may  give  expression  of  the 
many  kindnesses  that  have  been  showered  upon  us  during  the  present  week. 

Difficult  and  onerous  at  any  time,  the  task  of  arranging  for  our  present 
session  has  been  one  of  stupendous  magnitude,  and  many  apparently  insur¬ 
mountable  situations  seem  to  have  been  overcome. 

It  was  fitting  that  at  our  1925  session  the  invitation  of  our  Pennsylvania 
brothers  to  meet  with  them  in  Philadelphia  in  the  year  1926,  endorsed  as 
it  was  by  not  only  the  various  branches  of  our  Order,  but  also  by  numerous 
other  organizations  and  public  spirited  citizens  should  without  one  dissent¬ 
ing  voice  be  accepted ;  because  of  the  fact  that  here  in  this  Sesqui-Centennial 
year  would  also  be  celebrated,  the  founding  of  what  was  destined  to  be, 
and  has  become  a  great  Republic.  It  has  therefore  afforded  no  doubt  many 
of  our  members  an  opportunity  to  worship  at  the  shrine  of  liberty  that 
possibly  might  not  otherwise  have  been  our  privilege  to  enjoy. 

Who  knows  what  would  have  been  the  destiny  of  our  great  Fraternity, 
but  for  that  declaration  so  solemnly  made  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago. 
It  has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  demonstrate  to  the  world  that  brethren 
can  live  together  in  peace  and  harmony  no  matter  to  what  nation  or  country 
they  belong,  or  what  creed  they  might  profess  or  language  they  might 
speak;  for  ours  is  in  both  word  and  deed,  an  international  institution; 
whose  boundaries  are  not  circumscribed  but  reaches  out  to  all  nations  a 
welcoming  hand.  Nothing  is  therefore  more  fitting  than  that  we  should 
here  and  now  lay  our  tribute  upon  the  altar  to  those  great  men,  who  as 
time  has  demonstrated  builded  better  than  they  knew. 

Prior  to  our  coming  here  we  were  told  that  Philadelphians  as  a  whole 
were  conservative  in  their  manner;  yet  while  seemingly  of  a  rough  and 
rugged  exterior  were  possessed  of  a  warm,  true  heart  within.  We  feel  we 
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can  truthfully  testify  on  behalf  of  our  membership,  that  no  such  experience 
has  been  ours;  we  found  the  latch  strings  to  their  hearts  hanging  on  the 
outside  at  any  and  all  times;  and  even  the  little  street  urchin  was  ready  to 
offer  from  his  store  of  knowledge  any  information  at  his  command.  Need 
we  add  we  expected  such;  coming  to  this  city,  which  has  designated  itself 
as  the  “  City  of  Brotherly  Love,”  and  we  go  away  feeling  that  the  citizenry 
as  a  whole  have  made  an  honest  endeavor  to  live  up  to  the  slogan  adopted 
by  their  forefathers. 

It  seems  that  even  nature  has  smiled  upon  the  efforts  of  all  those  con¬ 
cerned  because  the  weather  man  has  indeed  been  kind. 

Theories  have  their  place,  but  it  has  remained  for  our  Pennsylvania 
brothers  to  give  us  a  practical  demonstration  of  the  value  of  its  work  in 
the  education  of  the  wards  of  the  Order,  and  it  thrilled  our  hearts  when  the 
Grand  Master  of  this  our  greatest  Jurisdiction,  was  introduced  to  us  as  a 
product  of  one  of  our  homes.  In  this  age  the  race  is  to  the  strong;  and  to 
be  bereft  of  one’s  parents  in  early  life,  and  yet  rise  to  lofty  heights,  cannot 
but  be  an  inspiration  to  others  to  go  thou  and  do  likewise. 

Our  session  will  be  remembered  for  some  important  acts  in  our  legisla¬ 
tion,  etc.,  that  are  being  brought  into  effect  for  the  first  time,  notably  the 
change  in  the  tenure  of  office  of  our  Grand  Sire.  Then  also  it  has  been 
decided  the  future  sessions  of  this  Grand  Body  shall  be  devoted  exclusively 
to  business;  just  what  these  changes  will  bring  about  it  is  not  for  us  to  say; 
they  are  only  referred  to  in  passing. 

It  might  seem  invidious  for  us  to  single  out  anyone  especially  for  the 
fear  that  some  one  equally  deserving  might  be  overlooked;  but  we  cannot 
stop  here  without  rendering  tribute  to  whom  tribute  is  due. 

To  His  Honor  Mayor  W.  Freeland  Kendrick,  our  Order  is  under  a 
great  obligation;  the  nature  of  his  office  at  any  time  would  make  him  a 
busy  man;  how  much  more  so  then,  with  all  the  multitudinous  duties  that 
have  been  thrust  upon  him  during  the  present  year.  One  therefore  cannot 
but  realize  that  his  tendering  an  official  welcome  to  this  Order,  meant  more 
than  would  appear  upon  the  surface. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  same  words 
no  doubt  could  be  said  with  equal  force;  and  his  thoughtfulness  in  sending 
a  special  message  was,  we  are  sure,  appreciated. 

To  the  Board  of  Officers  of  Arch  Street  M.  E.  Church  and  also  to  its 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Milton  H.  Nichols,  D.  D.,  and  who,  by  the  way,  publicly 
acknowledged  allegiance  to  our  Order;  we  express  our  thanks.  The  story 
of  the  Good  Samaritan  is  as  old  as  Christendom  itself,  yet  never  loses 
anything  in  the  telling;  and  it  is  no  reflection  on  previous  narrators  to 
whom  we  have  listened  on  other  occasions,  to  say  that  in  Sunday’s  address 
were  given  us  many  new  thoughts  to  pause  and  ponder  upon. 

To  all  of  the  aforesaid  our  Grand  Secretary  should  and  is  hereby  requested 
to  send  suitable  acknowledgment  of  our  appreciation. 

Our  experiences  as  a  whole  have  been  nothing  but  pleasant,  we  believe 
also  we  would  be  remiss  in  our  duty  if  we  did  not  give  testimony  to  the 
very  excellent  body  of  men  this  city  possesses  in  the  gentlemen  who  are 
called  upon  to  preserve  peace  and  good  order  in  the  community  here. 
Courtesy  has  been  an  outstanding  feature.  It  seems  to  us,  however,  that 
the  citizens  as  a  whole  were  on  their  good  behavior,  one  trying  to  outvie 
the  other  to  show  the  visitors  they  were  a  law-abiding  people. 

To  the  General  Committee  and  those  assisting,  we  leave  them  with  noth¬ 
ing  but  the  kindest  thoughts;  those  who  know  something  of  what  similar 
work  involves  realize  the  magnitude  of  same,  and  it  is  hardly  necessary  for 
us  to  certify  it  has  been  well  performed;  because  that  was  patent  to  us  all. 
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To  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Branch  both  rank  and  file,  and  to  the  faithful 
brothers  and  sisters,  some  of  them  traveling  great  distances,  our  thanks 
are  due  in  making  such  a  splendid  parade  on  Wednesday,  and  in  this  way 
giving  a  demonstration  not  only  to  many  citizens  of  the  strength  and 
magnitude  of  our  Order,  which  could  not  better  be  brought  home  to  them 
in  any  other  way;  but  possibly  it  also  served  to  awaken  the  latent  spark 
in  some  brother  who  has  wandered  afield  and  neglected  rendering  that 
tribute  to  the  Order  which  is  its  due. 

And  now  comes  the  parting.  Many  of  us  will  today  return  to  our  homes;

May  we  all  so  order  our 
lives  while  on  this  terrestrial  sphere;  that  when  the  roll  is  called  up  yonder 
and  we  are  translated  to  the  Grand  Lodge  above;  we  all  again  shall  meet 
in  reunion;  that  will  not  be  for  a  day  or  a  week  alone;  but  forever  more.

REV.  JOHN  A.  LUCAS,  D.  D. 

Just  as  the  sun  was  setting  below  the  horizon  on  Thursday  evening, 
August  19,  Rev.  J.  A.  Lucas,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
Past  Grand  Chaplain  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  Superintendent 
of  the  Illinois  Odd  Fellows’  Orphans’  Home,  passed  from  this  life  to  the 
larger  life  beyond. 

Dr.  Lucas  was  born  May  16,  1852,  in  Ross  County,  near  Columbus,  Ohio. 
He  received  his  education  at  Northwestern  University.  Believing  that  he 
was  called  of  God,  he  entered  the  ministry  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  uniting  with  the  Illinois  Conference.  During  his  pastorate  at 
Clinton,  Ill.,  he  was  elected  Superintendent  of  the  Illinois  Odd  Fellows’ 
Orphans’  Home,  which  position  he  filled  for  twenty-one  years  and  until  his 
death. 

He  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife,  formerly  Miss  Clara  Little,  of 
Tilton,  Ill.,  passed  on  to  her  reward  in  1893.  Later  he  was  married  to  Miss 
Josephine  Rodman,  of  Saybrook,  Ill.  Six  children  were  born  of  the  first 
marriage,  three  of  whom  now  survive. 

In  1883  he  became  an  Odd  Fellow,  receiving  his  degrees  in  Danville 
Lodge,  No.  69,  Danville,  Ill.  He  served  his  own  lodge  as  Noble  Grand, 
and  in  1904  and  1905  served  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Illinois. 
In  1905  he  was  elected  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  At  the  session  in  1910  he  was  appointed  Chaplain  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  which  position  he  filled  with  dignity  and  influence  for  four¬ 
teen  years.  At  the  session  in  1924  he  was  made  Grand  Chaplain  Emeritus. 

He  was  a  member  of  Logan  Encampment  of  Lincoln,  Canton  Spring - 
field,  the  A.  F.  and  A.  M.  Lodge  of  Lincoln,  the  Consistory  of  Bloomington 
and  the  Knights  of  Pythias. 
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The  funeral  service  was  held  in  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Lincoln 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  August  22.  The  attendance  at  the  funeral  service 
was  the  largest  that  ever  gathered  together  to  honor  the  memory  of  one  who 
had  gone,  in  the  city  of  Lincoln.  Those  visiting  the  home  where  the  body 
lay  in  state,  or  at  the  church  where  the  service  was  held,  or  at  the  cemetery 
where  the  words  of  committal  were  spoken,  numbered  over  5000. 

Dr.  Lucas,  our  friend  and  brother,  was  a  choice  spirit  and  a  lovable 
character.  He  made  friends  easily  and  quickly.  Association  with  him  was 
sweet  and  delightful.  He  saw  only  the  good  in  his  fellow  men  and  he  saw 
some  good  in  everyone.  He  was  a  real  man,  a  true  friend  and  a  Christian 
gentleman.  Those  who  came  to  know  him  very  quickly  came  to  feel  that 
his  life  was  animated  by  a  great  threefold  purpose;  viz.,  to  live  truly,  to 
love  sincerely,  to  serve  faithfully  and  unselfishly. 

For  twenty-one  years  he  was  Superintendent  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Orphans’ 
Home  of  Illinois.  It  was  here  that  he  did  his  great  life’s  work.  Over  1000 
boys  and  girls  came  under  his  influence  and  felt  the  touch  of  his  life. 
Another  has  written :  “  Dr.  Lucas  lives  today  in  a  larger  measure  in  the 
lives  of  the  children  of  the  Home  than  ever  before,”  and  “  The  fruits  of 
his  life  will  remain  because  he  served  humanity,  not  alone  humanity  in 
general,  but  child  life  in  particular,  and  because  he  loved  and  served  God.” 
He  passed  on  to  his  rest  in  the  hope  of  a  glorious  immortality. 

Be  it  therefore  resolved,  that  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  realizes  the 
full  meaning  of  his  death  and  keenly  feels  the  loss  of  this  good  man, 
Brother  Lucas,  and  deeply  sympathizes  with  his  good  wife  who  served  with 
him  so  efficiently  as  matron  of  the  Orphans’  Home;  that  a  copy  of  this 
report  of  his  death,  with  the  resolution,  be  spread  upon  our  records  and  a 
copy  also  be  sent  to  Brother  Lucas’  widow.

TO  AMEND  SECTION  5  OF  THE  CODE  OF  GENERAL  LAWS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge : 

That  Section  5  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  which  reads  as  follows: 

Section  5.  Amount  of  Weekly  Benefits — Maximum.  Grand  Bodies  or 
subordinate  bodies  when  so  authorized  or  in  the  absence  of  regulations  by 
their  Grand  Bodies,  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the  maximum  weekly 
benefits  that  shall  be  paid  by  their  subordinates,  be  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following: 

“  Provided,  That  the  weekly  benefit  shall  in  no  case  exceed  40  per  cent 
of  the  annual  dues,  and  any  lodge  paying  weekly  sick  benefits  shall  establish 
a  sick  benefit  fund  by  placing  therein  an  amount  not  exceeding  35  per  cent 
of  the  monies  collected  for  dues;  when  this  fund  is  exhausted  it  may  only 
be  replenished  by  levying  an  assessment  upon  all  beneficial  members;  and 
no  benefits  shall  be  paid  for  the  first  two  weeks’  illness.” 

so  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  5.  Amount  of  Weekly  Benefits — Maximum.  Grand  Bodies  or 
subordinate  bodies  when  so  authorized  or  in  the  absence  of  regulations  by 
their  Grand  Bodies,  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the  maximum  weekly 
benefits  that  shall  be  paid  by  their  subordinates;  provided,  that  the  weekly 
benefits  shall  in  no  case  exceed  40  per  cent  of  the  annual  dues,  and  any 
lodge  paying  weekly  sick  benefits  shall  establish  a  sick  benefit  fund  by 
placing  therein  an  amount  not  exceeding  35  per  cent  of  the  monies  col¬ 
lected  for  dues.  When  the  fund  is  exhausted  it  may  only  be  replenished  by 
levying  an  assessment  upon  all  beneficial  members,  and  no  benefit  shall  be 
paid  for  the  first  two-weeks’  illness.”

Greetings: 

The  General  Military  Council  P.  M.,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  have  held  a  most  delight¬ 
ful  session  during  the  past  four  days,  and  much  important  business  trans¬ 
acted,  and  many  matters  discussed,  looking  toward  the  upbuilding  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant.

We  believe  that  Thou  hast  guided 
our  deliberations,  and  we  pray  that  Thou  wilt  follow  with  Thy  blessing  the 
decisions  that  have  been  made.  May  nothing  but  good  result  from  our 
gathering. 

With  tender  affection  we  remember  before  Thee  our  sisters  and  brothers, 
not  only  upon  this  great  continent,  but  across  the  oceans  east  and  west 
and  in  the  islands  of  the  sea.  Make  the  ties  of  our  Fraternity  stronger  and 
yet  more  strong.  Help  us  in  our  respective  countries  to  a  clearer  under¬ 
standing  of  each  other  and  each  other’s  problems;  then  shall  our  affection 
be  deeper  and  our  cooperation  closer.  Lead  us  down  the  avenues  of  peace 
and  enable  us,  as  an  instrument  in  Thy  hand,  to  do  much  to  bring  about 
that  blessed  time  when  war  shall  be  no  more. 
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Before  we  separate,  our  united  prayer  ascends  to  Thee  for  Florida,  and 
our  sisters  and  brothers  in  that  stricken  Jurisdiction.  Alleviate  distress  and 
lighten  suffering,  we  pray  Thee;  grant  Thy  consolation  to  all  who  mourn, 
and  by  Thy  divine  grace  so  overrule  that  out  of  the  darkness  and  the 
destruction  of  this  catastrophe  Florida  and  her  people  may  emerge  into 
the  light  and  beauty  of  a  new  day.

LEGISLATION  AFFECTING  THE  S.  G.  L.  CODE  OF 

1925 

NEW  SECTIONS 

SECTION  637A. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  a  new  section  be 
added  to  be  designated  as  Section  637A  to  The  Revised  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  Code  providing  for  an  Official  Jewel  for  Past  Noble  Grands  of 
Rebekah  Lodges,  to  conform  to  the  following  specifications: 

“  Jewel  to  be  made  of  10-K  solid  gold,  circular  in  design ;  one  inch  in 
diameter  with  four  concave  sides;  circle  to  be  tY'  in  diameter.  In  the  center 
a  gold  star  cut  out  surmounted  with  a  white  dove  on  silver,  pendant  sus¬ 
pended  from  three  links.  Total  length  of  links  ;  links  and  pendant  en¬ 
graved  on  one  side  only.” — Journal,  pages  755,  847,  867. 

SECTION  364i 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  the  Code  of  General 
Laws  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  section, 
as  follows: 

“  Section  364^.  Encampment  Jurisdiction.  Grand  Encampments  may, 
by  the  adoption  of  appropriate  legislation,  divide  their  jurisdiction  into 
territorial  districts  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  desirable  and  may 
place  a  limitation  on  the  number  of  subordinate  encampments  to  be  insti¬ 
tuted  or  to  operate  therein  and  Grand  Encampments  may  further  provide 
that  all  subordinate  encampments  within  the  boundaries  of  such  territorial 
district  shall  enjoy  concurrent  jurisdiction.” — Journal,  pages  800,  848,  868.

SECTION  14A.

This  certificate  issues  upon  notice  received  from  the  clerk  of  a  canton, 
under  seal,  showing  the  election  of  the  Chevalier  to  membership  therein, 
upon  application  accompanied  by  his  Official  Certificate  from  the  issuing 
canton  showing  his  dues  paid  in  full.  On  such  notice  received,  unless  charges 
are  pending  against  the  chevalier,  this  certificate  issues  without  ballot  on 
payment  by  the  applicant  of  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  to  the  canton  issuing 
the  same,  and  must  be  sent  to  the  clerk  sending  for  it.  Upon  receiving  this 
certificate  the  canton  electing  the  chevalier  to  membership  shall  permit 
him  to  sign  the  Constitution  without  payment  of  any  admission  fee. 

The  issuance  of  this  certificate  severs  membership,  except  that  if  the 
chevalier  receiving  it  fails  to  sign  the  Constitution  of  the  new  canton  within 
three  months  after  the  date  of  his  election,  then  the  certificate  shall  be  can¬ 
celled  and  he  shall  retain  his  standing  in  the  issuing  canton,  as  though  not 
issued.

AMENDMENTS  TO  SECTIONS. 

Section  325. 

GRAND  ENCAMPMENTS  MAY  AUTHORIZE  25  PER  CENT. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge ,  That  Section  325  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws  be  amended  by  striking  from  the  fourth  line  thereof 
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the  figures  “  25  ”  and  by  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  figures  “  65  ”  and  by 
inserting  after  the  word  “  purposes  ”  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  line  the  words 
“  the  relief  of  distress  outside  the  Order,  or  for  some  worthy  charity  or  for 
any  purpose  calculated  to  emphasize  the  broad  spirit  and  general  principles 
of  Odd  Fellowship  ” ;  so  that  when  amended  the  section  shall  read  as 
follows: 

Section  325.  Grand  Encampments  may  authorize  65  per  cent.  Grand 
Encampment  may,  by  legislation,  permit  subordinate  encampments  within 
their  respective  Jurisdictions  to  provide  by  law  for  the  setting  apart,  at 
the  close  of  each  term,  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  65  per  cent  of  the  annual 
receipts  from  dues,  for  social  purposes,  the  relief  of  distress  outside  the 
Order,  or  for  some  worthy  charity  or  for  any  purpose  calculated  to  empha¬ 
size  the  broad  spirit  and  general  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  for 
legitimate  expenses  which  under  existing  laws  cannot  be  paid  from  the 
general  fund.” — Journal,  pages  715,  813,  832. 

Section  815. 

HOLD  MEETINGS  AT  SEPARATE  PLACES. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  815  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  “  Body  ”  from 
the  fourth  and  fifth  lines  thereof  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
“  Lodge,”  and  by  adding  to  the  end  thereof  the  words,  “  provided,  however, 
that  where  a  Grand  Encampment  shall  have  divided  its  Jurisdiction  into 
several  territorial  districts,  having  but  one  subordinate  encampment  in 
each  such  district,  such  grand  encampment  shall  be  authorized  to  provide 
by  legislation  that  a  subordinate  encampment  may  hold  its  meetings  alter¬ 
nately  or  otherwise,  at  separate  places  within  the  territorial  district  over 
which  it  may  have  jurisdiction,”  so  that  when  amended  the  section  will 
read  as  follows: 

Section  815.  Hold  Meetings  at  Separate  Places.  The  subordinate  bodies 
of  the  Order  shall  not  have  power  or  authority  to  hold  their  meetings  alter¬ 
nately  or  otherwise  at  separate  places  or  in  separate  towns,  and  no  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Officer  in  vacation  shall  have  authority  to  grant  permis¬

Resolved,  That  Article  X,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitution,  which  reads 
as  follows: 

“  Article  X.  Past  Grand  Sires.  Section  1.  Rights  of  Past  Grand  Sires. 
Past  Grand  Sires  shall  have  the  right  to  debate  and  make  motions,  but 
shall  not  have  the  privilege  of  voting  unless  they  be  Grand  Representatives.” 

be  amended  by  striking  out  that  part  of  said  article  and  section  following 
the  word  “  Sires  ”  where  it  appears  the  second  time  in  line  one,  and  insert¬ 
ing  in  lieu  thereof  the  following :  “  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
and  perquisites  of  Grand  Representatives,”  so  that,  when  amended,  Arti¬ 
cle  X,  Section  1,  will  read  as  follows:

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THE  ONE  HUNDRED  AND  SECOND  ANNUAL 
SESSION  AT  PHILADELPHIA,  PENNSYLVANIA, 

SEPTEMBER  1926 

The  One  Hundred  and  Second  Annual  Communication  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  convened  in  Philadelphia  on  Monday,  September  20,  1926. 
At  the  same  time  the  General  Military  Council,  Patriarchs  Militant,  the 
Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  the  Fraternal  Press  and  the  Grand 
Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes  Associations  held  their  annual  meeting. 

In  this  account  of  the  activities  during  and  preceding  the  session,  we 
are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Pennsylvania  Odd  Fellow  for  their  fine  co¬ 
operation  in  furnishing  a  description  of  the  events  as  they  occurred  and 
r  the  addresses  in  full  at  nearly  all  of  the  important  functions.  With  com¬ 
mendable  foresight  this  paper  had  provided  expert  stenographers  to  take 
down  the  sermon  and  addresses  and  kindly  presented  them  to  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  to  be  printed  in  this  appendix. 

The  weather  of  the  week  was  all  that  could  be  asked,  and  only  on 
Thursday  night  did  enough  rain  fall  to  mar  the  pleasure  of  the  visitors. 

Delegates  to  the  various  sessions  began  to  arrive  in  Philadelphia  about  a 
week  in  advance,  and,  owing  to  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  Housing 
Committee,  all  were  taken  care  of  and  comfortably  housed  during  their 
stay  in  the  city.  The  entertainment  provided  for  their  pleasure  was  of 
such  varied  character  and  so  plentiful  that  it  was  impossible  to  participate 
in  all  of  it  and  have  time  for  the  serious  side  of  transacting  the  business 
of  the  several  bodies.  . 

The  several  meeting  places  as  well  as  a  large  number  of  stores  and  pri¬ 
vate  residences  were  appropriately  decked  in  the  colors  of  the  Order  and 
the  warmth  of  the  welcome  to  the  city  of  Brotherly  Love  was  evident. 
Preliminary  plans  for  entertainment  had  been  well  laid  and  the  first  was  an 
automobile  trip  to  the  famous  Valley  Forge  National  Park  on  Saturday 
afternoon,  September  18.  More  than  a  score  of  large  buses  were  com¬ 
fortably  filled,  and  after  a  picturesque  ride  through  city  and  country, 
over  some  of  the  best  roads,  through  rich  estates  teeming  with  flowers  and 
products  of  the  fields,  and  past  some  of  the  places  well  known  in  the  early 
history  of  our  nation,  arrived  at  beautiful  Valley  Forge,  made  famous  by 
the  privation  and  suffering  of  Washington’s  little  army  in  the  memorable 
winter  of  1777-1778,  when  patriotism  was  at  a  low  ebb.  Time  was  allotted 
our  visitors  to  make  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  park  with  its  buildings 
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of  interest,  including  Washington’s  headquarters  which  is  still  in  a  remark¬ 
able  state  of  preservation;  Memorial  Chapel,  which  is  now  filled  with  relics 
of  the  Revolutionary  period,  and  the  many  beautiful  monuments  and  mark¬ 
ers  of  historic  interest.  The  return  trip  was  completed  in  time  for  everyone 
to  have  supper  and  prepare  for  other  good  things  which  were  scheduled  for 
that  evening. 

On  Saturday  evening  in  the  new  hall  of  the  Central  Odd  Fellows’  Hall 
Association,  at  Oxford  and  Sixteenth  Streets,  the  Patriarchs  Militant  degree 
was  conferred  on  a  class  of  fourteen  representatives  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  The  work  was  done  in  full  form  by  Canton  Philadelphia, 
No.  1,  of  the  Department  of  Pennsylvania.  The  honor  guests  of  the  evening 
were  August  Hohenstein,  General  Commanding  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  and 
Fred  A.  Groom,  Clerk  of  the  General  Military  Council,  of  Baltimore,  Md. 

The  indoor  pageant  showing  the  history  of  the  rise  of  Odd  Fellowship 
was  staged  in  Lu  Lu  Temple  on  Saturday  evening,  but  was  not  as  largely 
attended  as  was  hoped.

Incidental  music  for  the  production  was  written  by  Mrs.  Viola 
Lynch,  of  Chicago. 

Religious  services  were  conducted  at  the  Home  for  Orphans  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows,  Ogontz  and  Chelton  Avenues,  and  the  Rebekah  Home  on  Sunday 
afternoon.  Each  of  these  services  was  well  attended  and  visitors  were 
given  an  opportunity  to  inspect  the  Homes. 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  will  of  Bro.  Alfred  S.  Pinkerton, 
Past  Grand  Sire  deceased,  the  annual  dinner  provided  for  through  the 
generosity  of  Brother  Pinkerton  was  held  at  the  Bellevue-Stratford  Hotel 
on  Sunday  evening,  September  19,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  will  was  attended  by  the  Officers  and  Past  Grand  Sires  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Past  Grand  Sire  John  B.  Cockrum  was  the  speaker  on  this  occasion. 
Brother  Cockrum  very  appropriately  reviewed  the  life  and  activities  of 
Brother  Pinkerton,  and  greatly  impressed  his  hearers  with  a  fine  portrayal 
of  the  splendid  characteristics  of  the  man  in  whose  memory  we  had 
assembled.

The 
sermon  was  based  upon  the  lesson  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  and  was  not 
only  appropriate  but  masterful. 

SERMON  OF  REV.  MILTON  HAROLD  NICHOLS,  D.  D. 

Your  Neighbor 

The  Rev.  Milton  Harold  Nichols,  pastor  of  the  Arch  Street  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  delivered  the  following  sermon  on  “  Your  Neighbor  " 
at  the  evening  worship  Sundajq  September  19,  1926,  preceded  by  a  few 
words  of  welcome  to  the  members  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
who  were  guests  at  the  service: 

I  desire  very  briefly  to  speak  a  word  of  welcome  to  the  officers  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  to 
those  delegates  attending  the  one  hundred  and  second  communication,  and 
to  express  to  you  the  gratitude  of  our  own  hearts  that  you  have  consented 
to  come  with  us  here  in  the  Arch  Street  Methodist  Church  to  worship 
tonight. 

It  is  a  pleasure,  first  of  all,  because  I  notice  by  your  official  bulletin  that 
you  have  made  this  religious  service  your  first  scheduled  meeting,  placing 
God  first.  Then  there  is  a  peculiar  delight  which  the  speaker  has  this 
evening  to  stand  before  you,  for  he  is  not  a  total  stranger  to  some  of  the 
tenets  of  your  Order;  he  still  bears  in  mind  a  drama  so  impressively  giver 
that  the  symbolic  links  are  still  very  clearly  placed  in  his  own  heart  and 
mind.  So  we  are  glad  to  welcome  you  here,  and  for  the  evening  we  have 
turned  to  the  New  Testament  to  an  incident  recorded  by  the  Master 
Teacher,  Jesus;  one  that  is  so  familiar  to  every  good  Odd  Fellow  that  I 
need  but  mention  it,  for  the  scene  to  flash  before  you. 

It  so  happened  that  yonder  in  the  city  there  was  a  brilliant  young  lawyer 
who  came  one  day  to  the  Master.  The  Book  says  he  came  to  entrap  Him, 
and  he  said  to  Jesus,  “  Good  Master,  a  question  of  you.  What  shall  I  do 
to  inherit  eternal  life?  ” 
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And  the  Master  turned  and  asked,  “  Well,  what  does  your  law  say?  ” 

And  he  repeated  what  the  law  said  about  loving  God  with  all  your  heart, 
soul,  mind,  strength  and  your  neighbor  as  yourself,  and  the  Master  said, 

That  is  right.  You  have  it  at  your  finger  tips.  Do  it!  Do  it!  Thou,  shaft 
live.” 

But  the  young  brilliant  lawyer,  in  order  to  justify  himself  or  to  put  him¬ 
self  right  with  the  folks  that  were  listening  said,  “  But  see  here,  your  inter¬ 
pretation,  Master,  as  to  who  is  my  neighbor?  ” 

I  am  vety  glad  the  young  lawyer  asked  that  question,  for  upon  the  answer 
to  that  question  there  have  been  wrought  cleavages  that  have  come  down 
through  the  years  marking  themselves  socially,  nationally  and  internation¬ 
ally — Who  is  my  neighbor? 

And  so  the  Master  said,  “  Well,  just  a  bit  of  a  story.  You  know  the  high¬ 
way  that  leads  down  from  Jericho  City  through  the  old  river  bed?  You 
have  passed  over  it.  You  remember  the  lurking  spots,  the  caverns?  You 
have  passed  over  it.  Well,  the  other  day  there  came  a  man  down  that 
roadway  and  in  broad  daylight  there  leaped  from  behind  the  rocks  some 
highwaymen  and  they  stripped  him  of  all  he  possessed.” 

When  you  begin  to  read  the  story  about  the  robbery  in  broad  daylight, 
it  takes  on  the  accent  of  a  very  modern  story,  and  we  are  reading  some¬ 
thing  that  did  not  happen  some  centuries  ago,  but  is  happening  on  the 
streets  of  our  city.  In  broad  daylight !  Stripped  i  Left  him  to  die ! 

“  But  presently,”  said  the  Master,  “  there  came  down  the  road  two  church 
officials,”  and  the  ears  of  the  young  man  pricked  up  at  that.  “  There  came 
two  church  officials,  and  one  was  a  minister  and  the  other  a  member  of  his 
official  board  or  vestry,  and  they  came  by,  saw  the  fellow  and,  of  course — 
No!  They  didn’t!  Something  drove  them  by  centrifugal  force  to  the 
other  side  of  the  road  and  they  passed  on  to  let  the  man  bleed  and  die. 

“  But  fortunately,”  said  the  Master,  “  there  came  down  the  road  after 
the  priest  and  the  Levite  a  man  from  Samaria.” 

And  as  soon  as  he  said  “  Samaria  ”  the  young  man  said,  “  You  needn’t 
finish  the  story.  I  know  the  resit.  Samaria !  If  the  robbers  left  anything, 
that  Samaritan  cleaned  him.  I  know  them.”  For  if  there  was  any  race  in 
all  the  world  that  the  Jew  hated,  it  was  the  Samaritan.  “  You  needn’t  finish 
the  story.” 

But  the  Master  said,  “  Wait  a  minute.  When  the  young  fellow  from 
Samaria  came  by  he  got  off  his  beast  when  he  heard  the  moans  and  groans 
and  went  over  to  the  poor  fellow,  lifted  him  up,  put  him  on  his  beast,  took 
him  back  to  the  hotel.  He  paid  his  bill.  Your  question  was,  ‘  Who  is  your 
neighbor?  ’  That  is  right.  You  answer  it  yourself.  Who  do  you  say  was 
neighbor  to  the  man  that  fell  among  thieves?  ” 

And  the  young  lawyer,  still  unwilling  to  mention  the  name  Samaritan, 
said,  “  Well,  I  suppose  it  was  he  that  showed  mercy  on  him.” 
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“  That  is  right.  That  is  right.  Go  thou  and  do  like  the  Samaritan — like 
the  Samaritan.” 

The  old  Jericho  road !  What  an  old,  old  road  that  is.  Why,  it  is  as  old 
as  human  affection.  Paradoxically,  it  is  as  new  and  fresh  and  up-to-date 
as  the  twilight  of  this  Sabbath  eve.  Over  the  old  Jericho  road  down  the 
centuries  the  people  have  been  walking.  They  have  come  out  of  every 
country  and  every  clime,  every  creed  and  color  and  condition  and  class 
and  nationality.  They  have  come  traveling  down  the  highway  of  Jericho. 
The  old  road  to  Jericho  leads  directly  up  to  the  place  of  industry  tonight. 
Who  is  your  neighbor?  It  comes  down  to  the  place  of  commerce.  It  passes 
by  the  great  banking  houses.  It  comes  up  to  your  very  door-step,  my 
brother.  It  passes  by  the  factory  where  you  are  employed.  It  runs  directly 
by  the  store  where  you  make  your  living,  this  old  road  to  Jericho. 

And  because  the  road  is  still  traveled,  you  gentlemen  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  have  budded  your  fraternal  organization  and  insti- 
tuions  there,  and  you  have  taken  the  truths  of  that  ancient  highway  and 
crystalized  into  your  ritual  the  supreme  truths  that  the  great  Master  em¬ 
phasized,  declaring  that  the  world’s  need  is  for  kindness,  for  gentleness,  for 
.  brotherliness.  Wherever  there  is  human  need,  there  is  your  neighbor. 

It  is  the  very  road  that  Sam  Foss  sang  about,  for  over  the  road  are 
coming  the  men  like  you  and  me,  just  as  good,  no  better,  just  as  bad,  no 
worse,  men  of  all  the  passions  and  all  the  frailties  and  all  the  weaknesses. 
They  are  coming. 

“  I  see  from  my  house  by  the  side  of  the  road 
That  runs  by  the  highway  of  life, 

The  men  who  press  on  with  the  ardor  of  hope, 

The  men  who  are  faint  with  the  strife. 

“  I  turn  not  away  from  their  smiles  or  their  tears, 

They’re  both  parts  of  an  infinite  plan, 

But  I  say,  let  me  live  in  the  house  by  the  side  of  the  road 
And  just  be  a  friend  to  man.” 

Who  is  your  neighbor?  The  man  on  the  Jericho  road  that  needs  your 
help  tonight,  I  care  not  what  his  creed  is.  I  care  not  what  the  color  of  his 
skin  may  be,  I  care  not  about  his  race,  if  he  has  need,  well,  he  is  your 
brother. 

I  like  to  take  this  story  of  the  Master,  because  it  gives  us  the  two  philoso¬ 
phies  of  life.  One  theory  represented  by  the  first  gentlemen  who  went  down 
the  road  and  found  the  young  man  and  then  passed  by  on  the  other  side, 
one  who  limits  his  obligation  by  certain  geographical  boundary  lines  or 
certain  social  conditions,  one  who  says  that  my  obligation  rests  within  my 
own  parish  m  Jerusalem  but,  thank  God,  this  fellow  is  outside  of  the 
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limits  of  my  parish  and  there  is  no  obligation.  That  is  one  philosophy  of 
life. 

The  other  philosophy  of  life  is  as  boundless  as  the  human  heart  and  is  as 
wide-reaching  as  the  human  need.  Those  are  the  two  philosophies  of  life. 

I  do  not  think  it  very  flattering  to  my  confreres  on  the  pulpit  platform 
that  the  representative  of  the  narrow  and  the  provincial  and  the  selfish 
concept  was  a  minister  in  the  church  of  Almighty  God,  but  he  was.  The 
priest  passed  by  the  man  with  need.  Why,  he  had  just  come  from  the 
temple  and  the  odor  of  the  incense  was  on  his  robes!  He  had  just  come 
from  sanctuary  and  the  song  sung  by  the  choir  still  echoed  in  his  ears. 
He  had  just  come  from  singing  “  The  mercy  of  the  Lord  endure th  forever,” 
and  when  he  had  a  chance  to  translate  the  mercy,  he  passed  by  on  the 
other  side. 

You  see,  my  dear  friends,  there  is  a  great  difference  between  ecclesias- 
ticism  and  religion.  Ecclesiasticism  may  have  to  do  simply  with  dead  forms 
and  dead  symbols,  while  true  religion  passes  out  beyond  the  symbol  to 
translate  itself  into  human  need.  Yes,  there  is  a  great  difference  between 
the  two. 

The  religion  of  the  temple  which  does  not  translate  itself  yonder  on  the 
street  into  better  living,  into  honest  dealing,  in  helpfulness  to  its  fellow- 
man,  is  worthless.  If  the  religion  of  Sunday  doesn’t  translate  itself  on 
Monday  and  on  all  the  rest  of  the  days  of  the  week,  it  is  but  sounding  brass 
or  tinkling  cymbals.  Any  religion  that  will  bring  its  cloak  about  it  and 
shut  itself  in  the  cloister,  in  the  monastery  that  it  may  keep  its  soul  from 
the  contagion  of  the  world  without,  any  religion  that  will  do  that,  hasn’t 
got  a  soul  big  enough  to  save. 

You  remember  the  story  of  that  parish  priest  of  austerity  that  climbed 
up  into  the  church  steeple  that  he  might  be  nearer  God  and  hand  his  word 
down  to  the  people,  and  in  sermon  script  he  daily  wrote  what  he  thought 
had  come  from  heaven.  But  in  his  old  age  God  said,  “  Come  down  and 
die.” 

And  he  cried  out  from  the  steeple,  “  Why,  where  art  Thou,  Lord?  ” 

And  the  Lord  replied,  “  I  am  down  here  among  the  people.” 

The  religion  that  is  worth  anything,  my  friends,  is  the  religion  which 
translates  itself  into  human  need  down  here  where  the  people  live. 

But  here  is  another  conception  of  brotherhood.  I  like  this  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  young  man;  there  is  such  a  wonderful  conception  of  brother¬ 
hood  in  it  that  I  do  not  wonder  that  you  have  put  it  in  your  wonderful 
ritual.  The  man  of  an  alien  race  who  came  and  looked  but  he  thought 
nothing  about  the  difference  of  race  or  creed.  The  only  thing  he  saw  was 
that  here  was  a  brother  man  in  need,  that  he  was  down  and  he  must  be 
gotten  .up.  Here  was  someone  in  distress  and  must  be  given  assistance. 
Here  was  one  that  was  absolutely  helpless  and  would  die  except  immediate 
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aid  was  given,  and  I  read  the  Samaritan  went  to  the  side  of  the  wounded 
man  and  lifted  him  up. 

Why,  your  neighbor  is  not  limited  by  geographical  boundary  lines  or  by 
racial  mark  or  by  creedal  confession;  the  differences  that  divide  man 
from  man  are  insignificant.  After  all,  my  friends,  you  and  I  are  very  much 
more  like  the  man  we  think  we  are  not.  There  is  a  solidarity  of  the  race 
that  makes  the  difference  between  us  a  minus  quantity.  Kipling,  perhaps 
a  bit  crudely,  says,  “  Judy  O’Grady  and  the  Captain’s  lady  are  the  same 
under  the  skin,”  and  so  they  are,  and  the  differences  that  divide  us  are 
simply  superficial  and  temporary  and  will  pass  away  for  the  great  God 
and  Father  of  us  all  has  made  of  one  blood  “  all  flesh  to  dwell  upon  the 
face  of  the  earth.” 

That  is  a  fine  protest  that  comes  from  the  lips  of  Shakespeare  as  he  sets 
it  on  the  lips  of  old  Shylock.  It  is  the  protest  of  a  poet  against  the  separat¬ 
ing  of  ourselves  one  against  the  other  and  laughing  and  jeering  at  the  immi¬ 
grant  and  making  sport  of  the  man  of  foreign  birth.  As  we  hear  the  old 
Jew  say,  “Well,  has  not  a  Jew  eyes?  Has  not  a  Jew  hands?  Has  not  a 
Jew  dimensions,  passions,  senses?  If  you  tickle  him,  will  he  not  laugh? 
If  you  prick  him,  will  he  not  bleed?  If  you  poison  him,  will  he  not  die?  ” 

There  is  the  affirmation  of  the  great  poet  concerning  the  solidarity  of 
the  race  and  yet  we  in  our  own  narrow  provincial  way  will  divide  men 
off  into  creeds  and  into  classes  and  into  conditions. 

“  Shall  I  ask  the  brave  soldier  who  fights  by  my  side 
In  the  cause  of  mankind  if  our  creeds  agree? 

Shall  I  give  up  the  friend  I  have  tested  and  tried 
If  he  kneel  not  before  the  same  altar  with  me?  ” 

Deeper  than  the  divisions  is  the  fact  of  our  common  humanity  with  its 
common  need.  The  Samaritan  stooped  beside  this  fallen  helpless  man. 
Every  touch  was  one  of  gentleness  and  sympathy.  He  didn’t  read  a  sermon 
to  the  wounded.  It  was  no  time  for  a  lecture.  There  are  times  when  a 
few  oranges  and  a  bag  of  flour  are  really  better  than  a  prayer,  but  what 
he  did  was  to  take  the  wine  and  wash  out  the  wound,  and  take  the  oil 
that  he  might  soothe  it  and  heal  it  and  then  ripping  off  a  piece  of  his  gar¬ 
ment,  bound  up  the  bruises,  then  put  him  on  the  beast,  led  him  slowly  and 
gently  back  to  the  hotel  and  said,  “  Sir,  I’ve  got  a  man  here  that  is  hurt. 
Give  him  the  best  room  you  have  in  the  house ;  that  room  with  the  south¬ 
ern  exposure.  I  will  pay  the  hotel  bill;  if  there  is  anything  more,  don’t 
present  it  to  him.  He  is  stripped  clean,  but  charge  it  to  my  account  and 
when  I  come  back  again  I  will  settle  the  whole  thing. 

Which  one  do  you  think  really  was  neighborly?  What  the  Master  is 
saying  to  us  is  this,  that  the  successful  life  is  the  life  that  does  not  expend 
itself  in  accumulation  of  wealth,  but  the  life  that  sets  itself  to  the  task  of 
making  some  other  life  brighter  and  better  and  happier. 
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I  was  reading  in  this  old  Book  the  other  day  the  biography  of  a  man 
by  the  name  of  Methuselah.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  that  man?  It  said  he 
lived  nine  hundred  and  sixty-nine  years,  and  then  I  read  it  over  again,  for 
a  man  that  lives  that  long  is  worth  reading  about,  and  I  read  it  over  again 
and  I  declare  to  you,  gentlemen,  the  only  thing  I  found  Methuselah  ever 
did  was  just  live  nine  hundred  and  sixt3r-nine  years — just  hung  around  for 
nearly  a  thousand  years. 

Now  who  wants  to  be  a  Methuselah?  You  read  in  last  week's  paper  of 
a  young  modern  Methuselah.  Let  me  tell  you  what  it  said.  At  eighteen 
years  of  age  he  inherited  a  fortune  from  his  father.  He  was  a  member  of 
thirteen  clubs,  had  the  fastest  horse  in  that  part  of  the  country  and  the 
finest  imported  automobile,  was  a  splendid  golf  player,  was  a  fine  billiard 
shot.  He  died  at  thirty-five  without  having  put  into  the  heart  life  of  the 
world  one  germ  that  could  make  it  brighter  or  better  or  happier.  If  that 
is  all  you  can  say  about  a  man  when  he  is  gone,  then  you  damn  him  by 
the  things  }rou  can't  say. 

Why,  there  came  to  a  tragic  end  on  the  hillock  outside  the  gates  of 
Jerusalem  one  Friday  afternoon  the  life  of  a  young  man  of  thirty-three;  a 
man  whose  supreme  purpose  of  life  was  this,  to  go  about  doing  good.  He 
said,  “  I  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister  and  give  my  life 
for  others.” 

That  wTas  the  supreme  passion  of  the  life  of  this  young  man  Jesus  Christ, 
and  tonight,  after  the  circling  centuries  measuring  the  influence  of  that 
man  of  thirty-three  over  against  the  influence  of  a  man  of  a  thousand 
years,  it  is  ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand  more  than  that  of  Methuselah, 
because  one  lived  for  himself  and  one  for  others,  for,  my  friends,  you  and  I 
“  live  not  in  years  but  in  deeds.  We  live  in  thoughts,  not  breaths,  in  feel¬ 
ings  not  in  figures  on  the  dial.  He  most  lives  who  thinks  the  most,  feels 
the  noblest  and  acts  the  best.” 

That,  I  take  it  my  friends,  knowing  something  about  your  Order,  is  the 
ideal  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  May  I  say  to  you 
that  not  only  is  that  the  successful  life,  but  it  is  the  happiest  life.  You 
can’t  find  happiness  if  you  start  to  pursue  it.  It  will  flee  before  you  like 
some  will-o’-the-wisp.  Make  the  Golden  Rule  your  rule  of  practice.  Put 
yourself  in  the  other  man’s  place.  Change  places  with  the  other  man  and 
then  you  will  find  that  as  the  night  follows  the  day,  happiness  will  come 
to  your  heart  and  you  will  find  it  in  no  other  way.

I  come  back  again  to  this  old  Book  and  I  bring  to  you  the  story  of  that 
man  who  lived  in  Uz  in  the  long  ago.  He  was  a  prosperous  gentleman. 
He  had  flocks  and  herds  aplenty.  I  think  he  lived  a  very  selfish  life.  I 
think  his  prayer  was  very  much  like  the  old  Deacon’s,  “  God  bless  me  and 
my  wife,  my  son  John  and  his  wife,  us  four,  no  more.” 
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You  can’t  live  a  life  like  that  and  find  happiness.  You  can’t  do  it ! 
And  then  something  happened.  Disaster  followed  disaster  and  he  sat 
yonder  on  the  heap  simply  pitying  himself  and  his  awful  condition.  Then 
something  else  happened.  When  he  stopped  thinking  about  himself  and 
began  thinking  about  other  folks,  then  happiness  came  to  his  heart,  for  you 
read  in  the  Book  of  Job  that  God  turned  the  captivity  of  Job  when  he 
prayed  for  his  friends — when  he  prayed  for  his  friends ! 

I  heard  Dr.  Granfell  back  from  Labrador  some  months  ago  now.  One 
man  in  the  audience  said,  “  Doctor,  tell  us  why  do  you  leave  the  comforts  of 
England  and  go  up  yonder  to  the  rigors  of  that  climate?  ” 

He  said,  “  I  have  been  asked  that,  I  presume,  a  thousand  times.  Do  I 
look  like  an  unhappy  man?  I  wouldn’t  change  the  happiness  in  my  life 
as  I  am  giving  my  life  to  those  poor  Eskimos,  I  wouldn’t  change  the  happi¬ 
ness  of  my  life  for  all  the  multi-millionaires  of  the  world.” 

He  had  found  happiness  where?  Just  on  the  highway  of  the  Jericho  road 
of  service  to  his  fellowmen. 

Now,  my  friends,  may  I  say  to  you  that  the  Jericho  road  still  runs  down 
the  centuries  and  that  we  need  to  make  it  safe.  It  is  not  safe.  We  have 
been  building  hospitals,  I  think,  to  take  care  of  the  poor  fellows  that  have 
been  wounded.  We  are  very  much  like  those  people  who  noticed  yonder 
the  dangerous  cliff,  how  the  pedestrians  would  fall  over  the  cliff.  So  they 
said,  “  The  best  thing  we  can  do  is  build  a  hospital  to  take  care  of  the 
fellows  when  they  fall,”  but  some  wiser  than  they  said,  “  Wouldn't  it  be  a 
better  thing  to  go  up  on  the  cliff  and  build  a  fence  so  they  can’t  fall?  ” 

We  have  need  to  make  the  Jericho  road  safer  than  it  is.  If  there  is  any¬ 
body  here  tonight  who  doubts  that  it  needs  to  be  made  safe,  I  refer  you  to 
a  popular  magazine  for  the  month  of  September,  in  which  you  will  find 
that  the  crime  cost  of  this  country  for  the  past  twelve  months  is  six  billions 
of  dollars.  Charles  Holden,  of  the  Crime  Commission  of  Chicago,  said  we 
would  be  better  off  financially  if  we  could  call  before  us  the  thirty  thousand 
crooks  in  Chicago  and  say  to  them,  "  We  are  going  to  make  a  bargain  with 
you.  We  are  going  to  pay  you  twenty  thousand  dollars  a  year  to  retire 
from  business.” 

If  you  have  any  doubt,  my  friends,  that  the  Jericho  road  needs  to  be 
made  safe,  read  your  daily  paper.  What  about  danger  threatening  the 
American  home?  I  am  not  bringing  forth  a  pessimistic  story,  I  refer  to 
record  of  facts,  when  I  tell  you  that  in  a  certain  state  there  is  one  divorce 
out  of  every  seven  marriages.  In  another  there  is  one  divorce  for  every 
five  marriages.  In  another  state  there  is  a  divorce  for  every  three  that  are 
united  in  marriage,  while  paradoxically  as  it  may  sound,  in  a  certain  western 
State  fof  every  nine  hundred  people  that  are  married  there  are  one  thou¬ 
sand  divorces  granted. 
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We  have  need,  my  friends,  to  make  the  Jericho  road  safe,  for  if  the 
American  home  goes,  the  nation  will  go.  No  nation  is  greater  than  its 
homes.  Then  we  have  some  folks,  you  know,  that  are  sort  of  acting  as 
their  own  judges  and  picking  out  certain  laws  that  they  like  and  certain 
laws  they  don’t  like  and  they  are  saying,  “  Since  we  like  this  particular 
law,  we  will  keep  it,  and  since  we  don’t  like  this  other  law,  we  will  vio¬ 
late  it.” 

Any  man  that  will  do  that  is  on  the  highway  to  anarchy.  And  he  must 
not  sit  in  judgment  over  some  other  man  who  also  has  his  favorite  law  to 
violate,  perhaps  the  law  of  property  rights  and  the  sanctity  of  human  life. 
If  we  grant  to  the  man  in  high  place  and  office  the  right  to  repudiate  law, 
we  must  grant  it  equally  to  the  man  in  the  lower  walks  of  life. 

We  have  need  to  make  the  Jericho  road  safe  internationally.  Internation¬ 
ally!  Not  by  superdreadnaughts,  not  by  increased  navy  or  standing  army 
or  bombing  planes  or  submarines,  not  that,  but  by  a  better  understanding 
among  the  nations  of  the  world,  bringing  to  the  council  chamber  the  differ¬ 
ences  international  and  seek  for  Christian  methods  to  adjudicate  inter¬ 
national  questions.  The  President  of  the  United  States,  standing  before 
the  grave  of  the  Unknown  Soldier,  among  other  things  said,  “  My  fellow 
citizens,  we  must  see  that  this  never  happens  again.” 

We  have  forgotten,  but  there  are  four  hundred  thousand  victims  tonight 
in  your  own  country  wounded,  shattered  by  shell  shock,  their  very  existence 
a  living  hell,  men  who  have  not  forgotten,  cannot  forget.  We  must  see,  we 
must  see  that  it  does  not  happen  again. 

Then  we  want,  of  course,  to  see  that  our  own  city  and  State  is  made 
safe.  Some  of  3rou  folks  come  from  cities  and  states  where  you  have  the 
wide  open  Sunday.  We  folk  of  Pennsylvania  have  been  priding  ourselves 
that  we  did  keep  the  Lord’s  Day  after  a  pretty  good  fashion  and  it  just 
hurts  the  hearts  of  us  down  to  bleeding  when  we  see  some  men  or  organi¬ 
zations  that  are  hostile  to  this  American  institution.  It  hurts  our  hearts 
when  we  see  those  even  in  high  places  and  position  casting  their  lot  against 
the  Lord’s  Day. 

We  do  not  seek  for  the  return  of  the  old  Puritan  conception  and  inter¬ 
pretation  of  the  Sabbath  Day.  But  we  do  plead  with  all  the  strength  of  our 
soul  that  the  Lord’s  Day  be  not  made  the  day  of  hilarity,  that  it  be  not 
commercialized,  and  the  holy  day  be  turned  into  a  holiday.  I  am  glad  to 
bear  tribute  tonight  to  the  splendid  Christian  stalwart  character  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Safety.  Director  Elliott,  up  to  the  very  limit  of  his 
power,  is  trying  to  make  this  city  of  ours  a  better  city,  a  cleaner  city,  a 
more  decent  city  in  which  to  live,  and  I  am  glad  to  bear  that  tribute  to  his 
untiring  endeavor. 

But,  my  friends,  all  the  law  of  the  land  cannot  make  the  Jericho  road 
safe  unless  there  be  the  impact  of  decent  men  and  women  like  you  before 
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me.  Let  those  in  authority  know  there  is  back  of  them  the  church  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  organizations  like  yours  that  will  stand  back  of  them  to  the 
very  limit,  as  they  enforce  the  law  regardless  of  fear  or  favor. 

I  congratulate  you,  gentlemen,  that  you  are  members  in  an  organization 
that  emphasizes  brotherhood  as  it  does.  I  am  thinking  of  the  hundred  and 
two  years  that  your  Order  has  been  in  existence  in  this  our  own  beloved 
country.  I  am  thinking  of  the  sunshine  that  it  has  scattered  in  darkened 
places.  I  am  thinking  of  the  brightness  and  beauty  that  it  has  brought 
where  all  was  sordid  and  dark  and  ugly.  I  am  thinking  of  the  homes  in 
which  it  has  gone  and  poured  out  its  beneficent  gifts  in  the  laps  of  widow 
and  of  orphans.  Here  is  the  secret  of  the  growth  of  Odd  Fellowship  for 
more  than  a  century. 

I  pray  that  some  glad  morning  you  and  I  shall  meet  yonder.  I  trust 
we  shall  have  the  password  at  the  outer  gate.  It  will  not  be  our  churchman- 
ship,  it  will  not  be  our  subscription  to  some  creed,  but  the  password  will 
be  “  Others.”  That  will  be  the  password.  “  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  one 
of  the  least  of  these,”  my  brethren  on  the  Jericho  road  of  life,  “  you  did  it 
unto  me,”  and  the  gates  will  swing  back,  the  voice  of  the  great  Master 
Christ  will  say,  “  Enter  in!  Enter  in  to  the  joy  of  Thy  Lord!  ” 


FORMAL  WELCOME  AT  INDEPENDENCE  HALL. 

The  much  talked  of  formal  welcome  to  the  Officers  and  Representatives 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  General  Military  Council  and  Association 
of  Rebekah  Assemblies  took  place  on  Monday  afternoon  in  Independence 
Square  just  back  of  the  old  State  House,  and  a  crowd  of  several  thousands 
had  gathered  to  participate  therein.  A  most  excellent  concert  was  given  by 
the  Philadelphia  Police  Band  prior  to  the  opening  exercises  and  was 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  crowd  in  waiting.  Arrangements  had  been  per¬ 
fected  by  the  local  committee  under  the  leadership  of  Bro.  Robert  W. 
Montgomery,  P.  G.  M.,  and  after  the  arrival  of  the  visitors  Brother  Mont¬ 
gomery  introduced  Bro.  Wilson  K.  Mohr,  P.  G.  M.,  G.  R.,  of  Allentown, 
Honorary  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee.  A  system  of  amplifica¬ 
tion  had  been  installed  and  it  was  possible  to  hear  the  speakers  at  the 
furthermost  parts  of  the  square. 

The  Officers  and  Representatives  met  in  front  of  convention  headquarters 
at  Broad  and  Pine  Streets,  where  automobiles  were  in  waiting  to  take  them 
to  Independence  Square.  Even  the  weatherman  was  on  his  best  behavior 
and  not  a  cloud  obscured  the  sky  or  added  to  the  discomfort  of  our  visitors. 
The  exercises  were  begun  by  singing  one  verse  each  of  the  American  and 
Canadian  national  anthems. 
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ADDRESS  OF  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE  WILSON  K.  MOHR, 

CHAIRMAN. 

Your  Honor  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Grand  Sire,  Officers  and 
Representatives  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Brothers  and  Sisters,  and 
Friends  of  the  Order:  It  was  my  privilege  a  year  ago  to  carry  with  me  to 
the  city  of  Portland,  Oregon,  invitations  from  the  Governor  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  President  of  the  City 
Council  of  Philadelphia,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Philadelphia,  and 
other  civic  and  fraternal  organizations,  as  well  as  those  of  our  Grand  Lodge, 
the  Grand  Encampment,  our  Department  Council  and  the  Rebekah 
Assembly. 

These  invitations  were  for  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  hold  its  One 
Hundred  and  Second  Annual  Communication  in  the  City  of  Brotherly  Love. 
The  invitations  were  unanimously  accepted,  and  we  are,  therefore,  as¬ 
sembled  here  today  at  the  suggestion  of  his  honor  the  mayor  of  this  city, 
in  the  shadow  of  the  great  old  state  building,  known  as  Independence  Hall, 
where  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  adopted  one  hundred  and  fifty 
years  ago  and  where  the  Liberty  Bell,  that  told  the  glad  tidings  of  liberty 
to  all  mankind  and  American  independence,  rests  as  an  honored  shrine  to 
which  every  American  citizen  bows  his  head,  and  where  we  are  also  to  be 
inspired  with  the  new  order  in  our  patriotism,  as  well  as  loyalty  to  the  laws 
that  were  fostered  and  promulgated  here  on  this  sacred  spot. 

I  regret  exceedingly,  however,  that  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  is 
unable  to  be  present  with  us  on  this  occasion,  but  he  has  forwarded  to  us 
a  message  which  he  desires  to  be  read,  and  which  is  as  follows: 

“  On  behalf  of  the  people  of  Pennsylvania,  I  am  very  glad  to  extend  the 
cbrdial  welcome  of  this  State  to  those  who  are  attending  the  Convocation 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
I  am  delighted  that  the  Keystone  State  has  been  chosen  as  the  place  for 
your  meeting,  and  I  hope  you  will  let  us  consider  you  not  only  as  guests, 
but  as  genuine  good  friends.

MAYOR  KENDRICK’S  WELCOME. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Grand  Sire,  Officers  and  Representatives  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  the  General  Military  Council  and  the  Association  of  Re- 
bekah  Assemblies:  As  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  I  am  honored 
and  pleased  to  come  here  today  and  extend  a  cordial  welcome.  The  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  are  known  and  respected  and  revered  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  more  than  two  million  people  that  I  have  the 
honor  to  represent,  assure  you  today  of  our  happiness  in  the  fact  that  you 
are  holding  your  One  Hundred  and  Second  Annual  Convocation  within  the 
gates  of  this  foremost  American  city.

William  Penn  from  his 
lofty  tower  on  City  Hall  nods  a  welcome,  and  the  old  Liberty  Bell  in 
yonder  building  trembles  that  its  voice  might  once  again  be  heard  around 
the  world. 

We  appreciate  that  in  this  year  of  the  celebration  of  the  One  Hundred 
and  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  birth  of  our  glorious  nation,  this  splendid 
fraternal  organization  accepted  the  invitation  of  Philadelphia  to  meet  here. 
And  it  is  indeed  appropriate  that  you  have  selected  this  sacred  ground,  this 
hallowed  spot,  for  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia  to  extend  a  public  welcome. 

Philadelphia  has  made  a  mighty  effort  to  receive  the  hosts  that  visit1  us 
during  this  Sesqui-Centennial  year.  We  have  builded  a  great  International 
Exposition,  wherein  we  are  endeavoring  to  show  to  the  visitors  of  all  States 
of  our  nation,  and  all  countries  of  the  world,  the  progress  in  the  arts  and 
sciences,  the  progress  of  industry,  of  education,  of  religion;  in  fact,  of  every¬ 
thing  that  takes  its  important  part  in  the  lives  of  the  peoples  of  the  world. 

But,  in  building  those  palaces  to  show  this  progress,  we  have  not  for¬ 
gotten  the  spiritual  and  the  historical  foundation  upon  which  the  ce'Iebra- 
tion  of  1926  was  built.  We  have  not  forgotten  that  handful  of  courageous ' 
pioneers  who  met  in  the  Declaration  Chamber  of  Independence  Hall  and ' 
dared  to  sign  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  we  hope  that  as  a  result!” 
of  this  Sesqui-Centennial  celebration  of  the  birth  of  our  nation,  that  a  better 
understanding  may  result  throughout  the  nations  of  the  world;  that  the 
foreign  Commissioners  who  are  meeting  here  in  Philadelphia  and  who  are 
exhibiting  not  only  the  progress  of  their  industry  and  their  crafts,  but 
exhibiting  a  spirit  of  friendship,  will  enable  us  in  the  building  here;  to 
sign  a  new  declaration  in  the  year  1926 — a  declaration  that  the  world  is 
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hungry  for  today — a  declaration  of  “  Peace  on  earth ;  goodwill  toward  men,” 
and  as  a  fraternalist — as  one  who  has  been  in  the  tiled  walls  of  many  of 
the  lodges  of  our  great  fraternal  orders,  I  am  naturally  acquainted  with  the 
high  ideals  upon  which  our  fraternities  are  budded. 

I  realize  the  allegiance  that  is  shown  to  our  flag,  our  country  and  the 
institutions  founded  by  our  forefathers,  and  I  say  without  fear  of  contra¬ 
diction  today,  that  if  the  spirit  of  fraternalism — the  spirit  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows,  had  been  impressed  in  the  hearts  and  minds 
of  the  rulers  of  the  European  nations,  I  doubt  if  the  World  War  would  ever 
have  taken  place,  because  in  fraternities  there  is  a  better  understanding 
among  men — there  is  a  vision  into  the  future  which  prompts  us  to  arise  to 
greater  deeds. 

Within  these  great  fraternal  organizations  charity  is  practical.  Not 
always  the  charity  which  means  in  giving  from  our  resources  to  the  needy 
brother,  but  the  charity  of  the  encouraging  hand-clasp  from  brother  to 
brother,  helping  him  to  get  a  better  grasp  on  the  problems  of  life,  helping 
him  to  analyze  those  things  which  confront  him,  and  giving  him  hope  and 
ambition  to  go  forward  and  be  useful  in  the  community  where  he  lives. 

I  know  Odd  Fellows’  Homes.  I  know  that  you,  in  the  autumns  of  the 
lives  of  many  of  the  elder  and  perhaps  not  so  fortunate  brother,  that  the 
great  arms  of  hospitality,  of  helpfulness,  are  extended  to  help  him  as  the 
sun  of  his  life  is  setting  in  the  west. 

I  know  hospitals  for  crippled  children  that  have  been  fostered  and  estab¬ 
lished  and  conducted  in  various  parts  of  North  America  as  a  result  of  this 
better  understanding  which  comes  within  the  bounds  of  fraternal  organi¬ 
zations. 

Therefore,  I  am  doubly  happy  as  Mayor  of  the  city  to  stand  here  on  this 
sacred  ground — this  ground  trod  by  our  forefathers  with  courage  and  vision 
a  century  and  a  half  ago,  and  say  to  you,  “  Twice  welcome  to  Philadelphia. 
The  doors  of  our  homes  and  the  hearts  of  our  people  are  thrown  wide  open 
to  receive  you.” 

May  your  deliberations  be  happy  and  successful,  and  may  you  return 
safely  to  your  respective  homes,  with  a  kindly  impression  of  the  Old  Cradle 
of  Liberty,  and  with  renewed  ambition  to  live  the  life  taught  to  every 
fraternal  brother  of  your  organization,  and  with  a  heart  filled  with  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  what  it  means  to  live  in  safety  and  in  peace  and  prosperity,  within 
the  folds  of  your  flag  and  my  flag,  which  you  carry  at  the  head  of  your 
organization. 

ADDRESS  OF  JOHN  N.  MARK,  GRAND  MASTER  OF 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Grand  Sire ,  Officers  and  Representatives  oj  The  Sovereign 
Grand  -Lodge,  Brother  Odd  Fellows  and  Friends:  I  want  to  assure  you, 
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each  and  every  one  of  you,  that  I  count  it  a  special  privilege  to  welcome 
on  behalf  of  the  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand  Odd  Fellows  of 
the  Keystone  State,  the  Grand  Sire  and  the  Representatives  of  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge,  to  the  old  Keystone  State  that  has  played  such  a 
prominent  part  in  the  making  of  the  world’s  history,  not  only  national  but 
fraternal  as  well.

Grand  Sire,  Members  oj  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Brothers  and  Sisters'- 
I  am  this  afternoon  caLled  to  a  very  great  privilege  and  a  very  pleasant  duty, 
on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Pennsylvania  which  I  have  the 
honor  to  represent,  and  voice  the  sentiments  of  the  hearts  of  the  Odd 
Fellows  of  this  Jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania  in  welcoming  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

Before  I  do  that,  I  ought  to  pay  my  humble  tribute  to  the  flag  over  there 
and  say  to  you,  little  mother  from  the  Canadian  shore,  that  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  honors  the  red,  white  and  blue  of  old  glory,  and 
honors  the  red,  white  and  blue  that  Joseph  Oliver  loved  in  his  day.

May  your  delibera¬ 
tions  be,  as  I  know  they  will  be,  for  the  benefit  of  the  great  mass  of 
humanity  which  you  have  the  honor  to  represent. 

Now  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Pennsylvania  it  gives  me 
the  greatest  privilege  to  stand  here  on  this  historic  spot  this  afternoon  and 
welcome  you  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania. 

ADDRESS  OF  MRS.  BELLE  HEIDENREICH,  PRESIDENT  OF  THE 
REBEKAH  ASSEMBLY  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

Grand  Sire,  Officers  and  Representatives  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
Sisters  of  Rehekah  Degree  and  Visiting  Members:  It  is  a  very  pleasing 
and  delightful  service  that  I  am  privileged  as  President  of  the  Rebekah 
Assembly  of  Pennsylvania  to  perform.  I  am  called  upon  to  extend  to  you 
a  most  hearty  and  cordial  welcome  on  behalf  of  our  sisters  to  this  wonderful 
city  of  Philadelphia,  the  City  of  Brotherly  Love. 

It  is  not  at  all  surprising  that  in  this  assembly  we  fail  to  adequately 
express  the  feelings  of  the  heart  and  thoughts  of  the  mind,  gathered  as 
we  are  in  the  shadow  of  Independence  Hall,  from  the  belfry  of  which  on 
the  Fourth  of  July,  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago  there  pealed  forth  the 
sound  of  the  Liberty  Bell,  the  most  cherished  and  greatest  message  ever 
heard  by  mortal  ears,  such  as  the  shepherds  heard  on  the  old  Judean  hills, 
the  message  of  “  Liberty.” 

We,  of  Pennsylvania,  are  proud  of  our  Keystone  State,  of  this  historic 
city  of  Philadelphia.  We  are  here  at  the  divine  shrine,  made  sacred  to 
every  American  by  the  sacrifices  and  devotion  of  our  forefathers,  and 
before  it  we  bow  in  reverence  and  thanksgiving. 

Be  assured,  Grand  Sire,  we  bid  you  a  most  cordial  welcome  to  our 
Jurisdiction.  May  your  health  be  preserved,  your  loved  ones  protected, 
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your  home  vouchsafed  until  you  again  greet  your  friends  and  loved  ones, 
and  may  your  hearts  be  filled  with  overflowing  thanksgiving  and  praise.  I 
am  glad  for  the  manifold  blessings  and  for  the  opportunities  to  meet 
through  the  medium  of  Odd  Fellows  and  to  serve  your  fellow  man.  Again 
I  bid  you  welcome,  thrice  welcome. 

ADDRESS  OF  MAJOR-GENERAL  RICHARD  J.  LAPPEY, 
DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Grand  Sire,  General  Commanding,  Officers  and  Members 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  and  the 
General  Military  Council:  One  year  ago  it  was  my  happy  privilege  to  send 
as  it  were  by  special  messenger  an  invitation  from  the  Department  Council 
of  Pennsylvania,  extending  the  invitation  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  and  the  General  Military  Council,  to 
come  to  Pennsylvania,  the  hot-bed  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

The  time  allotted  to  me  is  too  small,  too  short,  to  tell  you  of  the  grandeur 
of  the  resources  of  Pennsylvania.  But,  my  brethren,  as  you  go  out  into  this 
bright  land  of  ours,  and  you  see  the  buildings  constructed  and  the  founda¬ 
tions  laid,  when  they  want  cement  they  come  to  Pennsylvania.  As  that 
structure  is  being  built,  when  they  want  the  steel  and  the  stone  and  the 
brick,  they  come  to  Pennsylvania.  When  that  building  is  completed  and 
they  put  on  their  roof  and  they  want  the  slate  and  tin,  they  come  to 
Pennsylvania.  And  in  the  winter  time  when  the  cold  wind  blows  his  severest 
over  this  broad  land  of  ours  and  your  bodies  become  chilled  and  you  want 
something  to  warm  you,  for  that  coal  they  come  to  Pennsylvania. 

Now,  Grand  Sire,  we  told  you  that  we  would  endeavor  to  make  your  stay 
with  us  a  pleasant  and  profitable  one.  In  Pennsylvania  we  can  serve  you 
both  ways.  If  you  remember,  while  the  World  War  was  in  progress  we  had 
the  undesirable  aliens  in  our  midst.  We  waited  on  them  and  sent  them  away 
in  such  a  way  that  they  will  never  return. 

Grand  Sire,  it  is  not  so  with  Odd  Fellowship.  We  shall  endeavor  to  wait 
upon  you — to  serve  you — so  that  as  you  leave  these  Happy  Hunting 
Grounds  of  ours  you  will  go  away  saying,  “  It  has  been  well  for  us  to  be 
here  and  we  shall  be  glad  to  come  back  again.” 

Now,  Grand  Sire,  our  World  Commander-in-Chief  and  General  Com¬ 
manding,  we  bid  you  a  hearty  welcome  from  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  Patriarchs  join  with  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Philadelphia  in 
extending  you  a  most  cordial  welcome,  and  we  hope  that  your  delibera¬ 
tions  may  be  smoothed  out  with  the  oil  from  Pennsylvania,  so  that  legisla¬ 
tion  may  run  smooth,  and  you  may  go  away  without  warm  bearings,  or 
that  your  bearings  may  not  be  burnt  out,  but  may  be  cooled  by  the  oil  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  oil  of  gladness,  to  come  back  to  us,  and  we  shall  again 
bid  you  welcome. 
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ADDRESS  OF  GRAND  SIRE  HERBERT  A.  THOMPSON. 

Your  Honor  Mayor  Kendrick,  Grand  Master  Mark,  Grand  Patriarch 
Shannon,  Assembly  President  Heidenreich,  Department  Commander 
Lippey :  With  a  composite  voice  for  and  in  the  name  of  Odd  Fellowship 
universal,  I  accept  your  proffered  hospitality. 

Yes,  in  the  name  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  international  and  all-embracing,  I  take  from  your 
hands  that  Which  you  have  so  thoughtfully  and  so  generously  offered.  We 
will  pause  here  beneath  the  tree  of  Brotherly  Love,  we  will  pause  here 
in  your  great  metropolitan  city  for  a  time  while  we  take  notice  of  the 
time  which  else  had  passed  unheeded  by. 

On  such  an  occasion  as  this  we  are  brought  to  a  fuller  realization  of  the 
fact  that  that  thing  we  call  time,  in  its  relentless  tide,  has  again  marked 
off  another  span  we  call  a  year.  Another  period  has  been  moulded  into  the 
thing  we  call  the  past — from  whence  it  came  and  whither  it  goeth,  no  man 
can  tell — a  year  plucked  out  of  eternity’s  mutations.  Its  record  has  been 
written.  It  has  gone  down  the  corridors  of  time  never  to  retrace  its  steps. 

And  so  we  come  to  your  great  city  to  consider  a  tale  of  things  that  are 
and  that  are  yet  to  be.  We  come  in  person  and  by  representation,  from  the 
far-places  of  earth.  Literally,  the  north,  the  south,  the  east,  the  west,  in 
terms  of  worldwide  dimensions,  are  within  the  gates  of  your  city,  fore¬ 
gathered  here  at  your  invitation,  in  order  that  we  may  do  our  work  and 
transact  the  necessary  business  in  the  interests  of  this  organization  which 
directly  and  indirectly,  affects  the  interests  and  the  fraternal  endeavors  of 
approximately  four  millions  of  men  and  women  who  are  bound  together 
by  common  ties  of  human  interest. 

We  may  not  all  be  able  to  articulate  in  a  manner  to  be  mutually  and 
generally  understood,  for,  some  come  from  strange  cities  and  distant  lands, 
but,  we  do  all  have  a  common  language  of  the  heart,  and  because  of  which 
the  homogeneity  of  this  Fraternity  is  all-embracing  in  its  manifestations 
and  in  its  application. 

To  you,  then,  Sirs  and  Madam,  for  those  whom  we  represent  to  you  and 
those  whom  you  represent,  we  extend  our  thanks  in  appreciation  of  the 
spirit  that  has  dominated  you  in  preparing  for  our  coming. 

We  may  truly  say  that  great  would  have  been  our  disappointment  had 
we  not  received  the  welcome  that  you  have  given  for  that  spirit  is  tradi¬ 
tional  in  this  great  commonwealth,  in  this  Keystone  State,  this  cradle  of 
American  Independence,  this  City  of  Brotherly  Love.  It  represents  the 
epitome  of  human  endeavor  and  these  tendencies  are  the  fruition  of  cen¬ 
turies  of  right-thinking,  earnest,  fraternal-minded  people  who  gloried  in 
the  finer  things  of  life. 

We  meet  today  on  historic  soil,  on  this  sesqui-centennial  occasion,  where 
the  supreme  body  in  Odd  Fellowship  will  hold  its  annual  session.  It  is 
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fitting  that  we  do  this  here  at  this  shrine  of  independence,  this  mecca  of 
the  patriots,  this  manger  in  which  was  born  a  new  vision  of  government, 
by,  of  and  for  a  people — here  where  a  new  star  in  the  west  gave  hope  and 
inspiration  and  patriotic  exhilaration  to  a  new-found  governmental  theory. 
Little  then  was  it  dreamed  that  it  was  to  become  the  pattern  by  which,  in 
later  years,  many  other  governments  were  to  steer  their  courses,  syn¬ 
chronized  with  the  peoples’  will. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago,  here  was  enunciated  a  new  theory  of  free¬ 
dom.  Here  patriots  awoke  to  heed  the  call  to  service.  With  that  thought 
surging  in  their  brains,  every  thicket  of  mountain,  every  undulating  plain, 
began  to  stir  in  response.  Liberty  had  not  been  dead  but  sleeping.  Awak¬ 
ened,  your  men  quickened  into  action.  Rising  from  her  soil  like  soldiers 
who  sprang  from  ground  where  Cadmus  sowed  the  dragon  teeth,  and,  with 
rich  resources  of  human  mind,  with  will  and  spirit  long  buried  underneath 
the  weight  of  poverty  and  ignorance,  were  then  exposed  to  light  and  air. 
A  giant  is  coming  into  knowledge  of  his  strength. 

I  look  back  over  the  vista  of  the  years,  I  draw  aside  the  curtain  that 
fain  would  hide  us  from  the  past,  and  I  behold  a  man  with  a  yoke  of  oxen, 
axe  in  hand,  forest  near  by.  I  look  across  that  which  separates  him  from 
yesterday  and  today,  and  there  behold  the  panorama  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  years — a  dissolving  view  of  what  has  gone  before.  And  so,  we  wish  here 
to  pay  tribute  to  those  pioneers  who,  with  almost  prophetic  vision,  blazed 
the  way  to  independence,  and  to  union,  and  to  honor  among  the  nations. 

We  look  before  and  after,  and  we  see  through  the  half  drawm  folds  of 
time,  as  through  the  archways  of  some  old  cathedral,  the  long  procession 
of  civilization  as  it  passes,  silent  in  all  its  intensiveness,  yet,  real  as  the 
exigencies  of  life,  that  have  ever  lured  men  on  to  do  the  things  which  the 
rigors  of  wringing  a  scant  sustenance  from  stern  nature’s  bosom  has  ever 
demanded  if  man  were  to  scale  the  heights  of  civilization’s  progress  and 
bask  in  the  smiles  of  rewards  most  sturdily  won.  Here,  in  this  common¬ 
wealth,  in  this  city,  near  this  very  spot,  was  initiated  this  almost  new  con¬ 
ception  of  government  which  was  later  to  show  to  a  doubtful  world,  that 
an  altruistic  influence  could  entwine  its  tendrils  all  through  the  intricacies 
of  government  and  yet,  that  government  could  succeed,  far,  far  beyond  the 
ken  of  what  its  authors  would  have  dared  conceive. 

This  is  not  the  .time  or  the  place  for  the  Grand  Sire  to  attempt  to  display 
a  picture  painted  by  the  magic  brush  of  diction,  or,  to  attempt  to  convey 
to  you  by  other  means  in  panoply  of  words,  a  review  of  all  that  has  gone 
before.  But  it  is,  we  assume,  the  place  for  the  executive  head  of  this  organi¬ 
zation  to  acknowledge  the  traditions  and  their  influences  upon  the  world, 
which  surround  us  in  this  historic  spot.  It  is  also  pertinent  that  the  Grand 
Sire  should  refer  to  this  Sesqui-Centennial  International  Exposition  as  the 
vehicle  through  which  the  importance  of  that  event  one  hundred  and  fifty 
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years  ago  is  called  prominently  to  the  attention  of  the  world.  It  is  important 
that  the  fruits  of  that  representative  gathering  a  century  and  a  half  ago 
should  be  brought  prominently  to  the  attention  of  all.  It  is  important  that 
all  should  know  that  that  document  which  issued  as  the  result  of  those  delib¬ 
erations  was  acknowledged,  not  alone  by  those  who  participated,  either  in 
person  or  by  representation,  at  its  birth,  but  that  it  was  also  acknowledged 
by  those  with  whom  the  document  took  issue,  that  it  marked  an  epoch  of 
progress  in  the  history  of  man’s  attempt  to  govern  man  and  that  it  was 
universally  acknowledged  to  be  a  benefit  to  all  the  world’s  theories  of  govern¬ 
ment.  That  American  Magna  Charta — to  which  I  refer  enjoys  the  supreme 
distinction,  is  now  conceded  by  its  former  adversaries,  of  being  perhaps  the 
most  far-reaching  and  beneficial  pronouncement  of  government,  in  all  the 
history  of  man. 

It  is  therefore  logical,  on  this  anniversary  of  its  pronouncement  that  you 
should  invite  all  the  world  to  here  assist  in  a  display  worthy  of  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  event  it  seeks  to  observe  and  to  celebrate. 

Therefore,  here  may  be  found  many  of  the  nations  of  the  earth  engaged 
in  friendly  rivalry,  as  they  display  the  choicest  products  of  their  labor  and 
their  enterprise.  Here,  the  labor  of  the  husbandman,  the  skill  of  the  artisan, 
the  genious  of  the  artist,  the  industry  of  the  student  have  combined  to  show 
the  highest  mental  and  manual  development.  v 

With  less  ostentation  and  parade,  but  with  no  less  seriousness  of  purpose, 
Odd  Fellowship  here  uncovers  to  the  public  gaze  an  exhibition  of  man’s 
moral  and  social  development  and  the  practical  operation  of  all  its  depart¬ 
ments  through  the  instrumentality  of  this  Fraternity  which  is  here  gathered 
for  its  deliberative  purposes.  Here,  in  this  congress  of  the  nations,  this 
parliament  of  the  world,  is  gathered  in  a  representative  way,  those  who  will 
legislate  for  Odd  Fellowship,  worldwide  Odd  Fellowship,  in  all  its  mani¬ 
festations  and  all  its  activities. 

The  extent  of  its  jurisdiction  is  everywhere  throughout  the  world  and  also 
to  all  its  various  divisions — subordinate,  encampment,  the  Rebekah  branch, 
and  to  the  military,  known  as  the  Patriarchs  Militant.  There  is  no  other 
body  in  all  the  world  that  is  comparable,  none  with  so  comprehensive  a 
field,  none  whose  touch  can  attune  the  vibrations  of  its  melody  into  cadences 
of  good  will  under  so  many  flags  and  in  such  diverse  manifestations  of 
fraternal  work. 

It  is  fitting  that  we  should  meet  in  this  city  and  on  this  occasion,  for, 
our  Order,  founded  in  America  more  than  a  hundred  years  ago,  used  as  a 
paradigm,  very  largely  the  form  of  government  of  the  United  States,  and 
so  it  is  peculiarly  appropriate  that  we  should  meet  here  in  our  one  hundred 
second  annual  session,  in  the  one  hundred  seventh  year  of  the  Order,  while 
you  are  observing  the  one  hundred  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  the 
document  which,  later  made  this  government  possible. 
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And  so.  officials  of  the  commonwealth,  of  the  city,  of  the  Order  in 
Pennsylvania,  as  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  I  bring  to  you  personally  from  our  great 
membership,  from  every  province  of  Canada,  from  each  State  in  this  great 
Union,  from  the  new-found  republic  of  Cuba,  from  13  countries  in  Europe, 
in  all  of  which  I  have  been  privileged  to  visit  during  my  two-year  tenure  as 
Grand  Sire,  and  also  I  bring  to  you  from  the  great  continent  of  Australia, 
from  the  islands  of  the  sea  and  from  all  the  far-flung  places  of  earth  where 
the  seed  of  this  Fraternity  has  found  lodgment,  these  greetings  and  felicita¬ 
tions.  I  wish  that  it  were  possible  to  present  to  you  in  brief,  a  vision  of 
Odd  Fellowship,  a  recapitulation  of  things  toward  which  we  aim. 

Some  call  the  young  to  cloister  where  the  mind  is  fed  and  others  are 
called  to  do  and  dare  in  the  fields  of  life’s  stern  realities.  Odd  Fellowship 
calls  to  both  and  it  therefore  both  eleemosynary  and  materialistic,  it  teaches 
a  great  philosophy  of  life  embodying  all  the  ideals  of  a  mental,  moral, 
ethical  altruism,  but  with  it  all,  a  practical  exposition  that  deals  in  an 
altruistic  way  with  the  materialistic  problems  of  the  Order  and  which  must 
function  efficiently  if  it  is  to  measure  up  to  the  responsibilities  which  we 
have  voluntarily  assumed. 

Again,  I  say,  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of  this  Fraternity,  I  accept  your 
proffered  hospitality. 

TUESDAY’S  PROGRAM. 

On  Tuesday  morning  the  ladies  were  royally  entertained  at  the  Straw- 
bridge  &  Clothier  store  with  a  trip  around  the  store  and  a  concert  by  their 
well-known  chorus. 

On  Tuesday  evening  was  the  big  banquet  to  the  officers  and  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  several  bodies.  This  was  held  in  the  banquet  room  of  Lu  Lu 
Temple  and  the  affair  proved  to  be  the  best  attended  of  any  of  the  public 
functions.  Tables  had  been  set  the  full  length  of  the  long  hall  and  were 
well  filled.  Brother  Wesley  B.  Beyer,  chairman,  acted  as  toastmaster  and 
introduced  the  two  speakers  of  the  evening,  Grand  Master  John  N.  Mark 
and  Grand  Sire  Herbert  A.  Thompson.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  banquet 
the  participants  assembled  in  the  auditorium  on  the  second  floor  and  wit¬ 
nessed  a  first-class  vaudeville  show  under  the  direction  of  Fred  A.  Sulzer. 

This  lasted  until  a  late  hour  and  left  little  time  for  the  dance  which

WEDNESDAY,  PARADE  DAY. 

The  Parade. 

All  the  beauty  and  glory  of  Odd  Fellowship  on  display  was  exhibited  in 
the  enormous  parade  of  the  Order  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  September  22, 
before  thousands  of  spectators  who  lined  both  sides  of  the  street  and  inter- 
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sections  from  the  starting  point  on  the  Parkway  at  Twenty-Third  Street  to 
the  point  of  disbandment  at  Broad  and  Fitzwater  Streets.  The  Patriarchs 
Militant  in  their  showy  uniforms  resplendent  in  gold  braid,  with  plumes 
of  white,  red  and  purple  and  gleaming  swords,  and  the  members  of  sub¬ 
ordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges  in  so  man}'-  different  costumes  that  it  dazzled 
the  eyes,  constituted  the  most  elaborate  parade  Philadelphia  has  witnessed 
during  her  year  of  celebration  of  the  Sesqui-Centennial.  Sixty  bands  played 
appropriate  music  as  they  swung  by  the  reviewing  stand  on  the  west  side  of 
City  Hall,  where  Grand  Sire  Herbert  A.  Thompson  and  his  staff  of  officers 
and  representatives  from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  had  assembled. 

Exactly  two  hours  after  the  squadron  of  mounted  police,  followed  by 
Chief  Marshal  Lieut.  Harry  Edwards  and  his  staff,  saluted  our  command¬ 
ing  officer,  the  last  of  the  Philadelphia  lodges  which  formed  the  rear  section 
of  the  great  parade  dipped  its  colors  to  the  Grand  Sire. 

Following  the  Chief  Marshal  came  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  headed  by  the 
General  Commanding,  August  Hohenstein,  and  staff,  and  then  came  cantons 
in  unit  formation  from  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Massachusetts, 
Minnesota,  District  of  Columbia,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Canada  and 
Michigan. 

The  Ladies’  Auxiliaries  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  made  a  showy  appear¬ 
ance  with  their  white  dresses  and  purple  and  yellow  capes. 

Maryland  and  Michigan  shared  honors  for  the  fancy  dress  section.  When 
Maryland’s  large  delegation  appeared  it  was  greeted  with  applause  which 
increased  to  a  roar  as  Martha  Washington  Rebekah  Lodge,  dressed  in  the 
costumes  of  Colonial  dames,  with  powdered  hair  passed  by.  Washington 
Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Baltimore,  the  first  lodge  founded  in  America  by  Thomas 
Wildey,  were  attired  as  Colonial  gentlemen  and  their  band  used  the  same 
general  costume.  Liberty  Lodge,  No.  10,  was  composed  of  a  company  of 
Revolutionary  soldiers  in  buff  and  blue  uniforms. 

The  Michigan  Rebekahs  made  a  picturesque  appearance  in  their  Quaker 
uniforms,  and  Pontiac  Lodge  scored  a  hit  in  Indian  costume  and  marched 
in  single  file. 

A  delegation  from  Cape  May  County,  N.  J.,  wearing  red  and  blue  fezes, 
saluted  the  reviewing  stand  by  releasing  hundreds  of  toy  balloons. 

In  the  Pennsylvania  delegation  the  bands  from  the  Sunbury  and  Mead- 
ville  Orphanages  were  greeted  with  rounds  of  applause.  Caledonian  Lodge, 
No.  700,  in  Scotch  kilts,  and  headed  by  a  bagpipe  band,  made  a  hit,  as  did 
Purity  Lodge,  No.  325,  in  their  Quaker  garb.  Pennsylvania  Lodge,  No.  1, 
headed  the  ninth  district  and  carried  their  old  banner,  which  had  been 
renovated  after  their  disastrous  fire.  William  Cotton,  secretary  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Orphanage,  the  largest  member  in  Pennsylvania,  carried  his 
280  pounds  lightly  and  greeted  the  crowd  from  a  commanding  height  of 
6  feet  6  inches. 
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Other  Entertainments  Provided. 

A  splendid  organ  recital  was  given  on  Wednesday  evening  in  the 
Auditorium  of  the  Sesqui-Centennial,  by  Harry  W.  Page,  an  organist  and 
choirmaster  of  Akron,  Ohio.  This  was  followed  by  a  band  concert  by 
Lieutenant  Frankel’s  Sesqui-Centennial  band,  and  later  by  selections  from 
the  bands  of  our  Orphanages  and  a  fancy  drill  by  the  children  from  the 
Ben  Avon  Home.  A  first  class  vaudeville  show  closed  the  evening’s  per¬ 
formance. 

The  Decoration  of  Chivalry  was  conferred  by  Department  Commander

day  evening,  the  ceremony  was  both  beautiful  and  impressive. 

THURSDAY’S  PROGRAM  OF  ENTERTAINMENT. 

On  Thursday  the  regular  sessions  of  the  several  bodies  were  held,  and 
owing  to  a  press  of  business  it  was  necessary  to  hold  an  afternoon  session 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

The  boat  ride  in  the  afternoon,  taking  in  the  various  points  of  interest  of 
the  port  of  Philadelphia,  proved  to  be  very  popular.  The  start  was  delayed 
until  2.30  o’clock,  and  the  dinner  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  at  the  Ben 
Franklin  Hotel  was  delayed  in  order  to  allow  the  participants  to  get  back 
in  uniform. 

The  American  Academy  of  Music  was  comfortably  filled  on  Thursday 
evening  when  Bro.  Robert  W.  Montgome^q  P.  G.  M.,  introduced  Bro.  Clyde 
Kelly,  member  of  Congress  from  the  Pittsburgh  district  and  a  member  of 
the  Order,  who  in  a  wonderful  speech  presented  Grand  Sire  Thompson  with 
a  framed  copy  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  Grand  Sire  Thompson 
responded  in  appropriate  words  and  expressed  his  pleasure  at  the  wonderful 
entertainment  which  had  been  provided  for  our  visitors. 

Address  of  Hon.  Clyde  M.  Kelly. 

Surely  there  is  no  word  of  welcome  tonight  to  the  members  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  You  are  here 
as  appropriately  and  naturally  as  sunlight  on  a  bed  of  flowers.  The  place 
and  the  time  welcome  you  with  outstretched  arms. 

This  great  Philadelphia  where  you  meet  is  the  City  of  Brotherly  Love, 
founded  by  that  old  Patriarch  who  not  only  preached  but  practiced  the 
principles  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

You  come  together  also  in  the  midst  of  a  triumphant  Sesqui-Centennial 
celebration  of  150  years  of  progress  and  prosperity  enjoyed  by  a  Nation 
whose  Declaration  of  Independence  was  a  sublime  act  of  faith  in  human 
friendship,  love  and  truth.  The  place  welcomes  you  with  its  sacred  shrines; 
the  time  welcomes  you  with  memories  of  the  past  and  challenges  for  the 
future. 
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I  count  myself  highly  honored  in  being  chosen  to  speak  as  an  Odd  Fellow 
to  this  great  gathering  of  Odd  Fellows.  I  believe  the  Sesqui-Centennial 
would  have  been  incomplete  without  your  presence.  I  believe  the  ideals  and 
the  deeds  of  this  Order  have  helped  greatly  in  making  the  proud  American 
history  which  we  celebrate  in  1926. 

Long  before  Philadelphia  was  seen  by  William  Penn,  the  Delaware 
Indians  who  roamed  these  hills  and  valleys  paid  their  devotion  to  their 
Great  Spirit.  One  of  their  songs  of  worship  described  the  melody  of  Nature. 
It  portrayed  the  mingling  of  crashing  thunder  and  rippling  wTater,  of  roaring 
cataracts  and  whispering  leaves;  of  falling  trees  and  whistling  song  birds; 
of  mighty  wind  storms  and  the  chirps  of  insects  in  the  grass.  All  these 
sounds,  said  the  Indians,  blended  into  one  voice,  “  the  voice  which  beautifies 
the  land.” 

It  is  possible  for  humanity  to  create  a  dominant  voice  with  power  to 
beautify  the  land.  It  is  no  automatic  achievement;  it  is  the  result  of 
determination  and  long  and  arduous  effort.  It  is  possible  only  through  the 
faith  and  sacrifice  of  individuals  and  organizations  who  have  chosen  the 
better  part  and  will  pay  the  price  for  it. 

What  means  that  great  illuminated  Liberty  Bell  at  the  Exposition  En¬ 
trance?  Why  is  that  emblem  on  every  article  that  speaks  of  the  birth  of  the 
American  nation?  It  is  because  Old  Liberty  Bell  is  the  most  priceless  relic 
in  America. 

Why  is  it  the  most  priceless?  Not  because  it  is  worth  more  money.  Its 
actual  value  is  not  more  than  a  few  dollars.  Not  because  it  is  the  oldest, 
for  there  are  older  bells  forgotten  in  obscure  places.  Not  because  it  is  the 
most  perfect  from  a  musical  standpoint.  It  never  was  perfect,  was  recast 
twice  and  finally  split  asunder. 

No,  old  Liberty  Bell  is  beyond  price  because  on  that  far  off  July  4,  1776, 
it  sounded  out  the  dominant  voice  of  liberty  loving  independence  decreeing 
Americans.  That  voice  drowned  out  the  cries  of  Tories  and  loyalists  and 
money  mad  colonists.  That  old  Bell  pealed  out  the  challenge  of  patriots: 
“  In  spite  of  the  odds  against  us;  in  spite  of  the  rugged,  bloody  road  ahead; 
we  are  for  the  Declaration.” 

That  was  the  voice  which  beautified  the  land.  So,  too,  this  mighty  Order 
of  ours  has  been  a  great  bell,  whose  voice  has  beautified  the  land.  It  has 
welded  into  a  fraternal  fellowship,  millions  of  Americans,  men  and  women, 
who  on  countless  altars  have  taken  the  pledge  to  advance  friendship,  love 
and  truth. 

Their  devotion  has  been  a  voice  clear  and  sustained.  Discordant  notes 
have  arisen  on  every  side.  Selfish  greed  has  shrieked  out  its  defiance  of 
friendship;  jungle  cries  have  come  from  those  who  believe  that  might  is 
right  and  that  brotherhood  is  a  jest;  traitors  to  the  common  good  have 
hooted  their  ridicule  of  the  ideal  of  truth. 
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But,  vibrant  as  a  bell  has  come  the  ever  increasing  music  of  fraternity, 
as  exemplified  by  Odd  Fellowship.  It  has  joined  the  chorus  of  organizations 
of  every  kind  which  are  founded  in  brotherhood  and  has  made  it  to  this 
good  day,  the  dominant  voice  in  America. 

Sorry  indeed  will  the  day  be  for  this  Republic  if  it  should  ever  come  to 
pass  that  such  a  voice  is  drowned  under  the  clamor  of  hatreds,  division  and 
disunion. 

It  is  a  far  cry  from  this  mammoth  gathering  to  that  meeting  of  five 
men  in  a  little  tavern  in  Baltimore  107  years  ago  when  Odd  Fellowship 
was  founded  in  America. 

But  the  principles  they  emblazoned  on  their  banner  was  eternal.  Those 
fathers  of  the  Order  were  patriotic  men  and  the  stars  and  stripes  had  its 
place  in  their  plans.  The  first  lodge  was  Washington  Lodge,  No.  1,  and 
six  years  later  when  the  first  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  met  in 
session,  its  meeting  date  was  February  22,  natal  day  of  the  Father  of  his 
country. 

Into  the  web  and  woof  of  their  patriotic  purpose  they  wove  those  prin¬ 
ciples  of  friendship,  love  and  truth,  without  which  free  and  ordered  govern¬ 
ment  is  impossible.  They  builded  on  the  rock  and  because  of  that  their 
work  has  proved  enduring. 

Few  things  in  this  old  world  of  ours  are  permanent.  The  mountains  are 
being  carried  to  the  sea.  The  soul  of  Louisiana  was  once  in  Minnesota  and 
the  Dakotas.  Everywhere  is  change. 

American  life  has  been  transformed  in  25  years.  In  1900  there  were  only 
10  miles  of  concrete  road  in  the  United  States  and  only  8000  automobiles. 
Today  we  have  25,000  miles  of  concrete  roads  and  19,000,000  automobiles. 
Forgetting  all  the  other  countless  changes,  that  one  advance  has  revolu¬ 
tionized  the  lives  of  Americans. 

It  is  a  difficult  task  to  select  anything  and  say  it  will  endure.  Benjamin 
Franklin  was  one  of  the  wisest  men  we  ever  produced  but  he  was  not  wise 
enough  to  leave  his  money  for  a  permanent  cause.  He  created  a  fund  in  a 
Philadelphia  Bank  for  the  benefit  of  indentured  and  bound  servants.  That 
fund  is  drawing  interest  and  is  increasing  but  not  a  cent  has  been  taken  from 
it  for  many  years.  That  sj^stem  of  indentures  which  seemed  permanent  in 
Franklin’s  day  has  passed  away. 

There  are  funds  in  a  number  of  banks  which  were  established  for  the 
capture  of  runaway  slaves.  But  conditions  changed  and  the  money  cannot 
be  used.  The  founders  of  those  funds  built  on  temporary  things  and  not 
on  permanent. 

Even  the  most  expert  make  mistakes.  The  other- morning  I  was  riding  in 
a  train  from  Oil  City  to  Pittsburgh.  In  the  current  issue  of  the  World’s 
Work,  I  read  an  article  by  one  of  the  scientists  of  the  United  States  Coast 
and  Geodetic  Survey.  He  described  the  hurricanes  that  work  destruction 
along  the  Gulf  Coast.  He  stated  that  in  20  years  the  damage  to  property

along  the  coast  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  had  been  $105,000,000.  Then  he  said, 
“  It  is  indeed  fortunate  that  the  combination  of  causes  which  produce  these 
great  elevations  of  the  water  surface  is  limited  to  the  Gulf  Coast.  There 
is  nothing  in  recorded  experience  to  indicate  that  Miami  Beach  need  fear  a 
visitation  such  as  that  which  devasted  Galveston. 

Fifteen  minutes  after  reading  that  article,  I  arrived  in  Pittsburgh  and  in  a 
daily  newspaper  read  the  ghastly  details  of  the  hurricane  which  ravaged 
Miami  Beach  and  other  Atlantic  ports  and  caused  a  property  loss  of 
$150,000,000  or  more  than  20  years  of  storms  on  the  Gulf. 

The  founders  of  Odd  Fellowship  dealt  with  permanent  things.  Friendship, 
love  and  truth  are  as  vital  as  in  1819.  They  are  qualities  of  the  heart,  which 
enrich  the  possessor  and  all  with  whom  he  comes  in  contact. 

I  have  tried  to  describe  the  similar  fundamentals  which  characterize  Odd 
Fellowship  and  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  They  are  not  the  pos¬ 
session  of  a  single  Nation.  The  ideals  of  the  Declaration  apply  to  every 
human  being  on  the  globe  no  matter  what  flag  waves  over  his  land. 
Tonight,  the  representation  of  many  countries  in  this  great  gathering 
proves  Odd  Fellowship  to  be  world  wide  in  its  appeal. 

Nothing  could  therefore  be  more  appropriate  than  the  thought  which  has 
come  to  the  officers  and  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 
They  have  asked  me  to  present  to  Grand  Sire  Thompson  this  engraved  copy 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  as  a  memento  of  this  meeting  in 
Philadelphia. 

Grand  Sire,  I  carry  out  their  desire  with  great  pleasure.  The  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  which  has  honored  you  with  its  supreme  office  is  Fraternity’s  bell, 
sounding  out  a  Declaration  of  Independence.  It  proclaims  that  mankind 
has  an  inalienable  right  to  love,  friendship  and  truth.  Its  millions  of 
members  have  signed  their  names  to  the  compact  of  brotherhood  and  in  its 
support  have  pledged  their  lives,  fortunes  and  sacred  honor. 

Odd  Fellowship  like  this  Declaration,  is  a  brave  breaking  away  from 
self-seeking,  individual  interests  in  order  to  advance  the  common  good.  It 
turns  its  back  on  pessimism  and  doubt  to  trust  the  best  in  human  nature. 
It  is  as  hopeful  as  the  break  of  day. 

It,  too,  sounds  a  trumpet  call  to  war,  but  not  on  bloody  battlefield.  Its 
soldiers  are  enlisted  in  the  war  against  hate,  enmity  and  falsehood.  It  is  as 
enduring  as  this  Republic  and  no  Sesqui-Centennial  can  mark  the  limit  of 
its  life.  When  twice  a  hundred  and  fifty  years  have  passed,  Odd  Fellowship' 
will  still  be  standing  like  a  rock  tower,  its  Fraternity  bell  still  pouring  forth 
music  as  sweet  as  friendship,  love  and  truth. 

Therefore,  in  memory  of  the  affection  in  which  you  are  held  by  Odd 
Fellows  everywhere,  in  appreciation  of  the  invaluable  services  you  have 
rendered  the  Order,  I  present  to  you,  Grand  Sire  Thompson,  in  the  name 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  this  beautiful  framed  copy  of  the 
immortal  Declaration  of  Independence, 
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GRAND  DECORATION  OF  CHIVALRY. 

The  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  was  conferred  on  a  class  of  17  officers 
by  the  General  Commanding,  August  Hohenstein,  assisted  by  his  general 
staff  under  command  of  Col.  Harry  A.  Kintzer. 

The  ceremony  was  picturesque  and  inspiring  and  showed  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  at  their  best.  This  ceremony  was  followed  by  the  Grand  March, 
in  which  all  but  the  local  committee  were  in  full  dress  uniform,  and  dancing 
was  kept  up  until  a  late  hour. 

MEMORIAL  EXERCISES  IN  MEMORY  OF  PAST  GRAND 

SIRE  BORST. 

Address  of  John  B.  Cockrum,  Past  Grand  Sire. 

Grand  Sire  and  Representatives :  Again  we  come  to  consider  a  memorial 
report  made  in  behalf  of  and  in  memory  of  one  of  our  beloved  Past  Grand 
Sires. 

The  report  speaks  for  itself  and  contains  an  historical  statement  of  the 
work  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Borst  as  a  citizen  and  as  an  Odd  Fellow. 

He  was  a  worthy,  sincere,  honest  and  upright  man.  He  was  a  consistent, 
honorable,  progressive  and  true  Odd  Fellow.  His  work  in  the  Grand  Body 
is  so  recent  as  to  be  fresh  in  the  minds  of  many  who  are  here  now.  He  was 
friendly,  kindly  and  yet  firm,  in  his  dealings  with  members  of  the  Order. 
His  ideals  were  high.  His  work  was  most  earnest.  He  left  with  us  and  the 
Order  at  large  an  enviable  record  of  good  deeds  and  good  works  well  and 
ably  done.  His  place  will  be  hard  to  fill.  His  chair  at  our  table,  though 
empty,  will  always  remind  us  of  his  able  council  and  good  offices  for  the 
best  of  our  great  Order.  * 

With  the  kindest  remembrance  of  him  as  one  of  us  we  earnestly  suggest 
that  the  report  be  unanimously  adopted. 

Address  of  Edgar  S.  Mosher,  Grand  Representative. 

Rarely  is  one  privileged  to  pronounce  his  own  eulogy,  but  the  memorial 
address  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Borst  on  the  memorial  to  Past  Grand  Sire 
Goudy  so  trtily  speaks  the  personal  and  fraternal  ideals  of  Judge  Borst  that 
it  has  a  very  personal  application  at  this  time. 

“  Early  or  late,  come  when  it  will, 

At  midnight  of  at  noon, 

Promise  of  good  or  threat  of  ill, 

Death  always  comes  too  soon.” 

“  It  was  given  to  him  to  live  many  years.  To  him  the  summons  came 
much  nearer  midnight  than  at  noon  and  yet  it  rings,  ‘  Death  always  comes 
too  soon/  He  passed  away  at  the  peak  of  his  professional  life  and  after 
long  service  in  this  Body.  As  I  look  back  through  the  mists  of  the  years, 
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there  comes  to  me,  after  a  service  of  many  years  in  this  Body,  the  thought 
that  among  all  those  whom  I  have  seen  come  and  go,  I  number  him  as  one 
of  the  foremost  and  best  of  all  those  who  labored  here  for  the  advancement 
of  the  cause  we  all  love  so  well. 

“  Largeness  of  soul,  bigness  of  heart,  are  indigenous  to  no  single  soil  nor 
the  product  of  any  single  age.  A  distinguished  orator  said,  ‘  Character  is 
best  formed  amid  those  surroundings  where  every  waking  hour  is  filled 
with  struggle,  where  no  flag  of  truce  is  ever  sent  and  no  darkness  stays  the 
conflict.  Give  me  the  hut  small  enough,  the  poverty  that  is  deep  enough 
the  love  that  is  great  enough,  and  I  will  raise  from  them  the  best  in  human 
character.’  ....  Someone  has  said  that  the  truest  history  of  a  nation  is 
written  in  the  biographies  of  her  great  men.  A  present  day  writer  has 
paraphrased  this,  that  history  is  but  a  collection  of  epitaphs.  In  a  way  we 
may  accept  both  of  these  definitions  as  embodying  this  truth.  From  the 
beginning  of  recorded  events,  it  has  been  the  lives  of  the  warrior  and  the 
statesman,  of  the  philosopher  and  the  poet,  from  which  we  have  made  up 
our  estimates  of  times  and  nations. 

“  Measured  by  any  standard  that  we  may  set  up,  he  was  one  of  those  who 
played  well  his  part  and  ‘  departing  left  behind  him  footprints  on  the 
sands  of  time.’  His  knowledge  of  human  character,  his  large  experience  in 
the  affairs  of  life,  his  legal  ability,  made  him  a  prominent  character  in  this 
Body,  almost  from  the  day  he  entered  it.  He  early  took  an  active  part  in 
the  great  questions  here  presented,  and  looking  ahead  with  the  eye  of  a 
philosopher,  he  saw  that  stability  in  its  affairs,  like  stability  in  a  form  of 
government,  to  a  people,  is  necessary  to  permanency.  Of  a  pleasant,  genial 
disposition,  the  differences  that  of  Himes  existed  in  debate  never  affected 
his  relations  with  his  brothers  Personally  he  and  I  often  differed,  but  it 
never  affected  our  friendship,  so  that  when  he  passed  away  I  felt  I  had  lost 
one  of  my  closest  and  best  friends.  He  reached  the  highest  place  in  this 
Body  because  of  his  merit  and  because  it  was  his  of  right.  The  peer  of  any 
of  the  great  lawyers  of  his  adopted  State,  his  loss  to  that  State  and  to 
this  Body  is  one  to  be  regretted.  ‘As  he  wrapped  the  drapery  of  his  couch 
about  him,’  and  lay  down  in  that  dreamless  sleep  which  we  call  death,  it 
must  have  been  with  a  full  measure  of  satisfaction  at  the  success  of  a  noble, 
well-spent  life  and  the  knowledge  that  the  world  would  look  at  the  monu¬ 
ment  which  marked  his  resting  place  as  telling  the  story  that  here  lies  the 
remains  of  a  strong,  honorable,  upright  man,  who  made  the  world  the  better 
for  his  having  lived  in  it.” 

As  the  centennial  Grand  Master  at  New  York,  I  attended  many  visita¬ 
tions  with  Grand  Sire  Borst  while  we  were  commemorating  the  hundredth 
anniversary  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  know  that  every  word  of  that  splendid 
tribute  rings  true. 
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The  manner  of  his  passing  was  typically  democratic,  while  attending  a 
function  in  honor  of  one  of  the  church  dignitaries  of  another  faith,  in  the 
neighboring  city  of  Albany,  emphasizing  more  eloquently  than  words  his 
ardent  hope  that  one  bond  should  unite  all  nations,  tongues,  and  kindred 
of  the  earth,  and  that  that  bond  should  be  the  bond  of  universal  brother¬ 
hood.  He  lived  in  fraternity,  he  died  in  fraternity. 

Suddenly  was  he  stricken,  and  quickly  did  he  go,  reminding  us  that 
“  Death  is  in  the  world 
All  that  is  born  must  die 
All  things  that  we  love  and  cherish 
Like  ourselves,  must  fade  and  perish 
Such  is  our  rude  mortal  lot.” 

"  Then  why  should  the  spirit  of  mortal  be  proud 
Like  a  swift  flying  meteor,  a  fast  flying  cloud, 

A  flash  of  light,  a  break  of  wave, 

Man  passing  from  life  to  his  rest  in  the  grave.” 

Judge  Borst’s  memory  will  long  be  with  us,  and  his  inspiration  and 
influence  will  always  be  felt  like  that  of  a  star 

“  Which  though  quenched  on  high 
For  centuries  will  its  light 
Still  traveling  downward  from  the  sky 
Shine  on  our  mortal  sight. 

“  So  when  a  good  man  dies 
For  years  beyond  our  ken 
The  light  he  leaves  behind  him 
Lies  upon  the  paths  of  men.’.’ 

Address  of  W.  W.  Millan,  Grand  Representative. 

Grand  Sire  and  Brethren:  I  have  no  desire  to  trespass  upon  the  time  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Still  less  do  I  desire  to  intrude  upon  an  order 
of  business  as  sacred  as  this,  without  being  invited  to  speak. 

But  the  affection  which  I  entertained  for  Justice  Borst — Grand  Sire 
Borst — Brother  Borst — and  the  pride  and  satisfaction  that  I  have  always 
felt  in  the  humble  part  which  I  played  in  elevating  him  to  the  high  office 
in  our  Fraternity  that  he  filled  so  honorably  and  administered  so  wisely, 
compel  me  to  speak. 

I  would  put  my  eulogy  into  a  single  sentence.  I  traveled  from  Portland 
to  Chicago  with  Judge  Borst  after  the  last  session  of  this  Body  and  was 
much  in  his  company  and  it  seemed  to  me  that  in  this  final  association 
with  him  I  saw  more  of  the  sweetness  of  his  character  than  ever  before. 
Then,  as  ever,  he  radiated  brotherliness  and  helpfulness  in  his  every  word 
and  act.
